Higher  Education  Act  of  1985 

(P.L.  89-329) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  this  Act  may 
be  cited  as  the  "Higher  Education  Act  of  1965". 

TITLE  I— PARTNERSfflPS  FOR 
EDUCATIONAL  EXCELLENCE 

PART  A— SCHOOL,  COLLEGE,  AND  UNIVERSITY 
PARTNERSHIPS  1 

SEC.  101.  PURPOSE. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  part  to  encourage  partnerships  be- 
tween institutions  of  higher  education  or  State  higher  education 
agencies  and  secondary  schools  serving  low- income  and  disadvan- 
taged students,  to  support  programs  that — 

(1)  improve  the  retention  and  graduation  rates  at  such  sec- 
ondary schools; 

(2)  improve  the  academic  skills  of  public  and  private  non- 
profit secondary  school  students; 

(3)  increase  such  students'  opportunities  to  continue  a  pro- 
gram of  education  after  secondary  school;  and 

(4)  improve  such  students'  prospects  for  employment  after 
secondary  school. 

{20U.S.C.  1001) 

SEC.  102.  AGREEMENT. 

(a)  Agreement. — To  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  part,  an 
institution  of  higher  education,  a  State  higher  education  agency,  or 
a  consortium  consisting  of  any  of  the  preceding  entities  thereof 
shall  enter  into  a  written  partnership  agreement  with  a  local  edu- 
cational agency.  Such  partnership  may  include  businesses,  labor  or- 
ganizations, professional  associations,  community-based  organiza- 
tions, public  television  stations  or  other  telecommunications  enti- 
ties, or  other  public  or  private  agencies  or  organizations.  Each  en- 
tity participating  in  the  partnership  shall  sign  the  agreement. 

(b)  Contents  of  Agreement.— -The  agreement  shall  include —

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(1)  a  listing  of  all  participants  in  the  partnership,  includ- 
ing a  designation  of  the  official  representatives  of  each  entity 
participating  in  the  partnership;  _  . 

(2)  a  description  of  the  responsibilities  of  each  participant 
in  the  partnership;  and 

(3)  a  listing  of  the  resources  to  be  contributed  by  each  par- 
ticipant in  the  partnership.

SEC.  103.  GRANTS. 

(a)  Division  Between  School-Year  and  Summer  Pro- 
grams—From  the  funds  appropriated  to  carry  out  this  part  pursu- 
ant to  section  106,  the  Secretary  shall  reserve  65  percent  of  such 
funds  to  carry  out  programs  operating  during  the  regular  school 
year  and  35  percent  of  such  funds  to  carry  out  programs  operating 
during  the  summer. 

(b)  Amount  and  Use  of  Grants.— 

(1)  Amount.— The  Secretary  shall  make  grants  under  this 
part  in  amounts  which  are  not  less  than  $250,000  and  not 
more  than  $1,000,000.  . 

(2)  Permitted  uses  of  funds. — Grants  under  this  part 
may  be  used  by  the  partnership  for  programs  that — 

(A)  use  college  students  to  tutor  secondary  school  stu- 
dents and  improve  their  basic  academic  skills  or  to  involve 
secondary  school  students  in  community  service-learning 
projects;  ,         ,  .,, 

(B)  are  designed  to  improve  the  basic  academic  skills 
of  secondary  school  students; 

(C)  are  designed  to  increase  the  understanding  of  spe- 
cific subjects  of  secondary  school  students; 

(D)  are  designed  to  improve  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tinue a  program  of  education  after  graduation  for  second- 
ary school  students;  and 

(E)  are  designed  to  increase  the  prospects  for  employ- 
ment after  graduation  of  secondary  school  students. 

(c)  Preferences.— In  making  grants  under  this  part,  the  Sec- 
retary shall  give  a  preference  to — 

(1)  programs  which  will  serve  predominantly  low-income 
communities;  . 

(2)  partnerships  which  will  run  programs  dunng  the  regu- 
lar school  year  and  summer; 

(3)  programs  which  will  serve  educationally  disadvantaged 
students;  students  with  disabilities;  potential  dropouts;  preg- 
nant adolescents  and  teenage  parents;  children  of  migratory 
agricultural  workers  or  of  migratory  fishermen;  or  students 
whose  native  language  is  other  than  English;  and 

(4)  programs  designed  to  encourage  women  and  minorities 
who  are  underrepresented  in  the  fields  of  science  and  mathe- 
matics to  pursue  these  fields. 

(d)  Duration.— Each  grant  awarded  under  this  part  may  be 
awarded  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  5  years. 

(e)  Equitable  Geographic  Distribution.— The  Secretary 
shall  award  grants  under  this  part  in  a  manner  that  achieves  an 
equitable  geographic  distribution  of  such  grants. 
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(20  U.S.C.  1003) 
SEC.  104.  GRANT  APPUCATION. 

(a)  APPUCATION  Required. — partnership  desiring  to  receive 
a  grant  under  this  part  shall  submit  an  application  to  the  Sec- 
retary, in  such  form  and  providing  such  information  as  the  Sec- 
retary, by  regulation,  shall  require. 

(b)  Contents  of  Appucation.— The  application  shall  in- 
clude— 

(1)  the  partnership  agreement  described  in  section  102; 

(2)  a  listing  of  the  public  and  private  nonprofit  secondary 
school  or  schools  to  be  involved  in  the  program; 

(3)  a  description  of  the  activities  and  services  for  which  as- 
sistance is  sought; 

(4)  a  description  of  the  programs  to  be  developed  and  oper- 
ated by  the  partnership;  and 

(5)  assurances  to  the  Secretary  that — 

(A)  the  partnership  will  establish  a  governing  body  in- 
cluding one  representative  of  each  participant  in  the  part- 
nership; 

(B)  Federal  funds  will  provide  no  more  than  70  per- 
cent of  the  cost  of  the  project  in  the  first  year,  60  percent 
of  such  costs  in  the  second  year,  and  50  percent  of  such 
costs  in  the  third  year  and  any  subsequent  year; 

(C)  a  local  educational  agency  or  institution  of  higher 
education  receiving  funds  under  this  part  shall  not  reduce 
its  combined  fiscal  effort  per  student  or  its  aggregate  ex- 
penditure on  education; 

(D)  a  local  educational  agency  or  institution  of  higher 
education  participating  in  this  partnership  shall  utilize 
£my  Federal  funds  it  shall  receive  from  a  grant  under  this 
part  to  supplement,  and,  to  the  extent  practicable,  increase 
the  resources  that  would,  in  the  absence  of  such  Federal 
funds,  be  made  available  from  non-Federal  sources  for  the 
education  of  students  described  in  this  part;  £md 

(E)  in  no  case  shall  funds  under  such  a  grant  be  used 
to  su  plant  non-Federal  funds  already  available. 

(c)  Specl  l  Rule.— The  non-Federal  share  of  grants  awarded 
under  this  part  may  be  in  cash  or  in  kind  fairly  evaluated,  includ- 
ing services,  supplies  or  equipment. 

(d)  Waiver.— The  Secretary  may  waive  the  matching  require- 
ment described  in  paragraph  (5)(B)  for  any  eligible  partnership 
that  demonstrates  to"  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  a  unique 
hardship  that  prevents  compliance  with  such  matching  require- 
ment.

SEC.  lOd.  peer  review. 

The  Secretary  shall  designate  a  peer  review  panel  to  review 
applications  submitted  under  this  part  and  make  recommendations 
for  funding  to  the  Secretary.  In  selecting  the  peer  review  panel,  the 
Secretary  shall  consult  with  officials  of  the  other  Federal  agencies 
and  with  non-Federal  organizations  to  ensure  that  the  panel  mem- 
bership shall  be  geographically  balanced  and  be  composed  of  rep- 
resentatives from  public  and  private  institutions  of  elementary,  sec- 
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ondary,  and  higher  education,  labor,  business,  and  State  and  local 
governments,  who  have  expertise  in  community  service  or  in  edu- 
cation.

SEC.  106.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. 

There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $20,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4 
succeeding  fiscal  years  to  carry  out  this  part. 

(20  U.S.C.  1006) 

PART  B— ARTICULATION  AGREEMENTS 


SEC.  121.  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSE. 

(a)  Findings. — The  Congress  finds  that — 

(1)  because  more  than  one-half  of  all  first-time  first-year 
students  attending  postsecondary  institutions  attend  commu- 
nity or  junior  colleges,  and  because  almost  one-half  of  minority 
students  enrolled  in  higher  education  attend  2-year  institu- 
tions, community  and  junior  colleges  represent  a  substantial 
and  an  important  educational  resource; 

(2)  declining  participation  rates  for  low-income  students 
and  minorities  at  institutions  of  higher  education  is  of  growing 
concern  to  the  higher  education  community  and  Congress;  and 

(3)  there  is  growing  awareness  of  the  need  to  assist  low- 
income,  minority  and  other  nontraditional  students  in  bridging 
the  gap  between  2-year  to  4-year  institutions,  enabling  such 
students  to  reach  their  individual  potential,  as  well  as  contrib- 
ute to  the  larger  society. 

(b)  Purpose.— The  purpose  of  this  part  is  to  improve  the  edu- 
cational opportunities  of  this  Nation's  postsecondary  students  by 
creating  comprehensive  articulation  agreements  and  planning  be- 
tween partnerships  of  2-year  and  4-year  institutions  or  higher  edu- 
cation. 

(20  U.S.C.  1011) 
SEC.  122.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  GRANTS. 

(a)  Assistance  for  Articulation  Partnerships.— From 
amounts  appropriated  for  this  part,  the  Secretary  shall  make 
grants  to  States  to  enable  States  to  make  awards,  either  on  a  com- 
petitive basis  or  on  the  basis  of  a  formula  determined  by  the  State, 
to  articulation  partnerships  between — 

(1)  a  qualified  2-year  institution;  and 

(2)  a  qualified  4-year  institution. 

(b)  Qualified  In.stitutions. — For  purposes  of  this  part — 

(1)  a  qualified  2-year  institution  is  an  institution  of  higher 
education  (as  determined  under  section  481(a))  that  is  an  eligi- 
ble institution  under  section  435(a)  and  that — 

(A)  is  a  nonprofit  institution  that  offers  a  2-year  asso- 
ciate degree  or  a  2-year  certificate  program;  or 

(B)  is  a  proprietary  institution  that  ofi"ers  a  2-year  as- 
sociate degree  program;  and 

(2)  a  qualified  4-year  institution  is  an  institution  of  higher 
education  (as  determined  under  section  481(a))  that  is  an  eligi- 
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ble  institution  under  section  435(a)  and  that  offers  a  bacca- 
laureate degree  program, 
(c)  Allocation  and  State  Grants.— 

(1)  FORMLXA  ALLOCATION. — In  any  fiscal  year  for  which 
the  amount  made  available  under  section  129  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  part  equals  or  exceeds  $50,000,000,  the  Sec- 
retary shall  allot  an  amoimt  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the 
amount  appropriated  under  section  129  for  such  fiscal  year  as 
the  total  amoimt  received  under  title  IV  by  students  attending 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  that  State  for  such  fiscm 
year  bears  to  the  total  amount  received  under  title  IV  by  all 
students  for  such  fiscal  year,  based  on  the  most  recent  year  for 
which  such  data  are  available. 

(2)  Competitive  grants.— In  any  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
amount  made  available  under  section  129  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  part  do  not  equal  or  exceed  $50,000,000,  the  Sec- 
retary is  authorized,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
part,  to  make  grants  to  States  to  carry  out  articulation  agree- 
ments under  sections  124  and  125. 

(20U.S.C.  1011a) 
SEC.  123.  STATE  APPLICATION. 

Each  State  that  desires  to  receive  a  grant  under  this  part  shall 
submit  an  application  to  the  Secretary  in  such  form  and  containing 
or  accompanied  by  such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  require. 
Such  application  shall — 

(1)  after  consultation  with  the  State  agencies  responsible 
for  supervision  of  community  colleges,  tecmiical  institutes,  or 
other  2-year  postsecondary  institutions,  designate  a  sole  State 
agency  as  the  State  agency  responsible  for  the  administration 
and  supervision  of  activities  carried  out  with  assistance  under 
this  part; 

(2)  describe  how  funds  will  be  allocated  in  a  manner  con- 
sistent with  section  124; 

(3)  contain  assurances  that  the  State  will  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  part; 

(4)  provide  for  an  annual  submission  of  data  concerning 
the  use  of  funds  and  students  ser\'ed  with  assistance  under 
this  part;  and 

(5)  provide  that  the  State  will  keep  such  records  and  pro- 
vide such  information  to  the  Secretary  as  may  be  required^for 
purposes  of  financial  audits  and  program  evaluation. 

(20U.S.C.  1011b) 
SEC.  124.  LOCAL  APPUCATIONS. 

Any  articulation  partnership  comprised  of  qualified  institutions 
that  desires  to  receive  a  grant  from  a  State  under  this  part  shall 
submit  an  application  to  the  State  in  such  form  and  containing  or 
accompanied  by  such  information  as  the  State  may  require  and 
shall — 

(1)  include  in  the  articulation  agreement-^ 

(A)  assurances  that  academic  credit  earned  at  the 
qualified  institution  described  in  section  122(b)(1)  will  be 
transferable  to  the  qualified  institution  or  institutions  as 
described  in  section  122(b)(2); 
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(B)  development  of  articulation  agreement  programs 
and  services  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  the  partnership 
participants; 

(C)  activities  that  facilitate  the  development  of  pro- 
grams and  services  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents attending  courses  covered  by  the  articulation  agree- 
ment; 

(D)  inservice  training  for  faculty  designed  to  imple- 
ment effective  articulation  agreements; 

(E)  counseling  services;  and 

(F)  information  concerning  programs  contained  in  the 
articulation  agreement; 

(2)  include  assurances  that  the  articulation  partnership 
has  the  qualified  personnel  required — 

(A)  to  develop,  administer,  and  implement  the  pro- 
gram required  by  this  part;  and 

•  (B)  to  provide  special  training  necessary  to  prepare 
staff  for  the  program;  and 

(3)  include  a  plan  of  operation  for  the  program  which  in- 
cludes a  description  of — 

(A)  the  program  goals; 

(B)  the  uses  of  funds  as  required  by  paragraph  (2); 

(C)  the  activities  and  services  which  will  be  provided 
under  the  program  (including  training  and  preparation  of 
stafD;  and 

(D)  the  subject  areas  to  be  included  in  the  articulation 
agreement. 

(20U.S.C.  10  lie) 
SEC.  125.  ARTICULATION  AGREEMENT. 

(a)  Length  of  Grant. — Each  recipient  of  a  grant  from  a  State 
shall  use  the  amounts  provided  under  the  grant  to  develop  and  op- 
erate articulation  agreements  for  6  years. 

(b)  Use  of  Funds. — Funds  provided  to  an  articulation  partner- 
ship under  this  part  may  be  used — 

( 1)  to  perform  any  activity  or  program  required  by  section 

124; 

(2)  as  part  of  the  program's  planning  activities,  to  acquire 
technical  assistance  from  Federal,  State,  or  local  entities  that 
have  successfully  designed,  established,  and  operated  articula- 
tion programs; 

(3)  to  provide  workshops  with  students  and  teachers,  coun- 
seling for  students  to  continue  their  educatio".  to  a  bachelors 
degree,  orientation  visits  at  institutions  participating  in  the 
partnerships; 

(4)  to  develop  agreements  with  local  educational  agencies 
for  vocational  course  equivalency  approval  procedures  for  pur- 
poses of  satisfying  entrance  requirements  to  qualified  institu- 
tions; and 

(5)  to  provide  outreach  to  potential  students.

SEC.  126.  STATE  ADMINISTRATION. 

A  State  may  reserve  not  more  than  3  percent  of  the  amoiints 
available  iinder  this  part  for  any  fiscal  year  for  State  administra- 
tive costs  including  monitoring  and  technical  assistance.

SEC.  127.  PRIORITY. 

The  State  shall  give  priority  to  grant  applications  for  programs 
which — 

(1)  encourage  teacher  education; 

(2)  have,  as  one  of  the  partners  participating  in  an  articu- 
lation agreement,  an  entity  participating  in  an  articiilation 
agreement  described  in  section  344(b)(1)  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins 
Vocational  and  Applied  Technology  Education  Act; 

(3)  contribute  their  own  institutional  resources; 

(4)  are  not  subject  to  a  default  reduction  agreement  under 
section  428F; 

(5)  encourage  technology  education;  or 

(6)  encourage  articulation  in  subject  areas  of  national  im- 
portance as  determined  by  the  Secretary.

SEC.  128.  REPORTS. 

(a)  State  Reports.— Each  State  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary 
an  annual  report  on  the  operation  of  the  program  under  this  part 
in  such  State  during  the  preceding  year.  Such  report  shall  include 
such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  require  by  regulation. 

(b)  Evaluation  and  Dissemination.— 

(1)  Evaluation.— The  Secretary  shall,  on  the  basis  of  the 
reports  submitted  under  subsection  (a),  evaluate  all  or  a  sam- 
ple of  the  programs  conducted  under  this  part  for  the  purposes 
of— 

(A)  determining  the  success  or  failure  of  such  pro- 
grams in  increasing  access  and  entry  of  students  from  2- 
year  institutions  to  4-year  institutions;  and 

(B)  identifying  the  most  successful  programs  under 
this  part  and  the  causes  for  such  success. 

(2)  Dissemination.— The  Secretary  shall,  not  later  than 
January  31,  1996,  submit  a  report  to  the  Congress  on  the  re- 
sults of  the  evaluation  described  in  paragraph  (1).  The  Sec- 
retary shall  disseminate  the  findings  made  pursuant  to  sub- 
paragraph (B)  through  appropriate  agencies  and  organizations. 

(3)  Reservation. — The  Secretary  may  reserve  up  to  3  per- 
cent of  the  amount  appropriated  under  section  129  to  carry  out 
this  subsection.

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PART  C— ACCESS  AND  EQUITY  TO  EDUCATION 
FOR  ALL  AMERICANS  THROUGH  TELE-

SEC.  131.  PROGRAM  ESTABUSHED;  AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS; EUGIBILITY. 

(a)  General  Authority. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  make 
grants  to  eligible  partnerships  to  enable  such  partnerships  to  pay 
the  Federal  snare  of  the  cost  of  the  activities  described  in  the  appli- 
cation submitted  pursuant  to  ocction  132. 

(b)  AUTHORIZATIONS  OF  APPROPRIATIONS.— 

(1)  In  GENERAL. — There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
to  carry  out  this  part  $10,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal 
years. 

(2)  AVAILABILITY. — Funds  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority of  paragraph  ( 1)  shall  remain  available  until  expended. 

(c)  Eligible  Partnership. — ^For  the  purpose  of  this  part  the 
term  "eligible  partnership'  means  a  partnership  which — 

(1)  shall  consist  of— 

(A)  a  public  broadcasting  entity  or  a  consortium  there- 
of; and 

(B)  an  institution  of  higher  education  or  a  consortium 
thereof;  and 

(2)  may  also  include  a  State,  a  unit  of  local  government, 
or  a  public  or  private  nonprofit  organization. 

(d)  Federal  Share. — ^The  Federal  share  shall  be  50  percent. 

(20  U.S.C.  1015) 
SEC.  132.  APPLICATION. 

(a)  In  General. — Each  eligible  partnership  desiring  to  receive 
a  grant  under  this  part  shall  submit  an  application  to  the  Sec- 
retary at  such  time,  in  such  manner  and  containing  or  accom- 
panied by  such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  re- 
quire. 

(b)  Contents. — Each  application  submitted  pursuant  to  para- 
graph ( 1)  shall — 

(1)  describe  the  education  telecommunications  activities  or 
services  to  be  assisted; 

(2)  describe  the  administrative  and  management  structure 
supporting  such  activities  or  services; 

(3)  provide  assurances  that  the  financial  interests  of  the 
United  States  in  the  telecommunications  equipment,  software 
and  other  facilities  shall  be  protected  for  the  useful  life  of  such 
equipment,  software  or  facilities; 

(4)  describe  the  manner  in  which  nontraditional  post- 
secondary  education  students  will  benefit  from  the  activities 
and  services  supported; 

(5)  describe  the  manner  in  which  special  services,  includ- 
ing captioned  films,  television,  descriptive  video  and  education 
media  for  individuals  with  disabilities,  shall  be  supported;  and 

(6)  provide  assurances  that  the  eligible  partnership  will 
provide  the  non-Federal  share  of  assistance  ujider  this  part. 

(c)  Approval  of  Applications.— 
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(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  shall,  in  approving  appli- 
cations under  this  part,  give  priority  to  applications  which  de- 
scribe programs  that — 

(A)  include  support  for  services  to  make  captioned 
films,  descriptive  video  and  educational  media  available  to 
individuals  with  disabilities  who  otherwise  lack  access  to 
such  educational  materials; 

(B)  will  provide,  directly  or  indirectly,  activities  or 
services  to  a  significant  number  of  postsecondary  institu- 
tions; 

(C)  improve  access  to  accredited  telecommunications 
coursework  for  indi-  iduals  with  disabilities  otherwise  de- 
nied such  access; 

(D)  will  be  available  in  a  multistate  area; 

(E)  include  evidence  of  significant  support  for  the  pro- 
gram from  the  business  community;  or 

(F)  provide  matching  funds,  in  an  amount  which  ex- 
ceeds the  required  non-Federal  share. 

(2)  Equitable  geographic  distribution  of  assistance.— 
In  approving  applications  under  this  part  the  Secretary  shall 
ensure  the  equitable  geographic  distribution  of  grants  awarded 
under  this  part.

SEC,  1S3.  AUTHORIZED  ACnVITIES, 

.  ,'^^^}^  awarded  under  this  part  shall  be  used  for  one  or  more 
of  the  following  activities: 

(1)  The  acquisition  of  site  equipment  to  provide  the  tech- 
nical ability  to  receive  diverse  education  services  at  schools, 
campuses,  and  work  site  locations. 

(2)  Satellite,  fiber  optic  and  other  distribution  systems, 
and  for  local  broadcast  or  other  local  distribution  capability. 

(3)  Pre-service  or  in-service  education  and  training  for  kin- 
dergarten through  12th  grade  teachers  through  interactive  tel- 
evision conferencing. 

(4)  Preparation  of  telecommunications  programs  and  soft- 
ware that  support  national,  regional  or  statewide  efforts  to  pro- 
vide teaching  and  learning  materials  not  otherwise  available 
for  local  use. 

(f>)  A  loan  service  of  captioned  films,  descriptive  video  and

(3)  the  current  state  of  Black  colleges  and  xiniversities  is 
partly  attributable  to  the  discriminatory  action  of  the  States 
and  the  Federal  Government  and  this  discriminatory  action  re- 
qmres  the  remedy  of  enhancement  of  Black  postsecondary  in- 
stitutions to  ensure  their  continuation  and  participation  in  ful-

of  governmental  organizations,  programs,  and  functions, 
and  as  prescribed  in  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  the  re- 
sults of  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary;  or 

(B)  with  regard  to  an  eligible  institution  which  is  au- 
dited under  chapter  75  of  title  31,  United  States  Code, 
deeming  such  audit  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  subpara- 

Saph  (A)  for  the  period  covered  by  such  audit. 
PROVAL.— The  Secretary  shall  approve  any  application 
which  meets  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a)  and  shall  not  dis- 
approve any  application  submitted  under  this  part,  or  any  modi- 
fication thereof,  without  first  affording  such  institution  reasonable 
notice  and  opportunity  for  a  hearing. 

(c)  Goals  for  Financial  Management  and  Academic  Pro- 
grams.—x\ny  application  for  a  grant  under  this  part  shall  describe 
measurable  goals  for  the  institution's  financial  management  and 
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academic  programs  and  include  a  plan  of  how  the  applicant  intends 
to  achieve  those  goals. 

(20  U.S.C.  1063a) 
SEC.  326.  PROFESSIONAL  OR  GRADUATE  INSTmJTIONS. 

(a)  General  Axjthorization.— (1)  Subject  to  the  availability  of 
funds  appropriated  to  cany  out  this  section,  the  Secretary  shall 
award  program  grants  to  each  of  the  postgraduate  institutions  list- 
ed in  subsection  (e)  that  is  deteniiined  by  the  Secretary  to  be  mak- 
ing a  substantial  contribution  to  the  legal,  medical,  dental,  veteri- 
nary, or  other  graduate  education  opportunities  for  Black  Ameri- 
cans.

(d)  Application. — ^Any  institution  eligible  for  a  grant  under 
this  section  shall  submit  an  application  which— 

(1)  demonstrates  how  the  grant  funds  will  be  used  to  im- 
prove graduate  educational  opportunities  for  Black  and  low-in- 
come students,  and  lead  to  greater  financial  independence;  and 

(2)  provides,  in  the  case  of  applications  for  grants  in  excess 
of  $500,000,  the  assurances  required  by  subsection  (a)(2)  and 
specifies  the  manner  in  which  the  eligible  institution  is  going 
to  pay  the  non-Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  the  application. 

(e)  Eligibility. — 

(1)  In  general. — Independent  professional  or  graduate  in- 
stitutions and  programs  eligible  for  grants  under  subsection  (a) 
include —

(D)  Clark-Atlanta  University; 

(E)  Tuskegee  University  School  of  Veterinary  Medi- 
cine; 

(F)  Xavier  U  diversity  School  of  Pharmacy; 

(G)  Southen.  University  School  of  Law; 

(H)  Texas  l^uthem  University  School  of  Law  and 
School  of  Pharmt  cy; 
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(I)  Florida  A&M  University  School  of  Phairmaceutical 
Sciences; 

(J)  North  Carolina  Central  University  School  of  Law; 
(K)  Morgan  State  University  qualified  graduate  pro- 
gram; 

(L)  Hampton  University  qualified  graduate  program; 

(M)  Alabama  A&M  quiified  graduate  program; 

(N)  North  Carolina  A&T  State  University  qualified 
graduate  program; 

(O)  University  of  Maryland  Eastern  Shore  qualified 
graduate  program;  and 

(P)  Jackson  State  qualified  graduate  program. 

(2)  Qualified  graduate  program.— For  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  the  term  "qualified  graduate  program"  means  a 
graduate  or  professional  program  that — 

(A)  provides  a  program  of  instruction  in  the  physical

SEC.  827.  REPORTING  AND  AUDIT  REQUIREMENTS. 

(a)  Recordkeeping.— Each  recipient  of  a  grant  imder  this  part 
shall  keep  such  records  as  the  Secretary  shall  prescribe,  including 
records  which  fully  disclose — 

(1)  the  amount  and  disposition  by  such  recipient  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  assistance; 
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(2)  the  cost  of  the  project  or  undertaking  in  connection 
with  which  such  assistance  is  given  or  used;

grant  awarded  to  an  institution  under  part  B  of  this  title  shall  be 
repsiid  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.

Part  C— Endowment  Challenge  Grants  for  Institutions 
Eligible  for  Assistance  Under  Part  A  or  Part  B 

SEC.  331.  ENDOWMENT  CHALLENGE  GRANTS. 

(a)  PtnapOSE;  Definitions.— <1)  The  purpose  of  this  section  is 
to  establish  a  program  to  provide  matching  grants  to  eligible  insti- 
tutions in  order  to  establish  or  increase  endowment  funds  at  such 
institutions,  to  provide  additional  iuccntives  to  promote  fund  rais- 
ing activities  by  such  institutions,  and  to  foster  increased  independ- 
ence and  self-sufficiency  at  such  institutions. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section: 

(A)  The  term  "endowment  fund"  means  a  fund  established 
by  State  law,  by  an  institution  of  higher  education,  or  by  a 
foimdation  which  is  exempt  from  taxation  and  is  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  generating  income  for  the  support  of  the  in- 
stitution, but  which  shall  not  include  real  estate, 

(B)  The  term  "endowment  fund  corpus"  means  an  amount 
equal  to  the  grant  or  grants  awarded  under  this  section  plus 
an  amount  equal  to  such  grant  or  grants  provided  by  the  insti- 
tution. 

(C)  The  term  "endowment  fund  income  means  an  amount 
equal  to  the  total  value  of  the  endowment  fund  established 
under  this  section  minus  the  endowment  fund  corpus. 

(DXi)  The  term  "eligible  institution"  means  an  institution 
that  is  an —  ^ 

(I)  eligible  institution  imder  part  A  or  would  be  consid- 
ered to  be  such  an  institution  if  section  312(b)(1)(C)  re- 
ferred to  a  postgraduate  degree  rather  than  a  bachelor's 
degree; 

(II)  institution  eligible  for  assistance  imder  part  B  or 
would  be  considered  to  be  such  an  institution  if  section  324 
referred  to  a  postgraduate  degree  rather  ''.han  a  bacca- 
Ifiurcfitc  dc^rc©*  or 

(III)  institution  of  higher  education  that  makes  a  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  postgraduate  medical  educational 
opportunities  for  minorities  and  the  economically  dis- 
advantaged. 

(ii)   The   Secretary   may   waive   the   requirements  of 
subclauses  (I)  and  (II)  of  clause  (i)  with  respect  to  a  post- 

fraduate  degree  in  the  case  of  any  institution  otherwise  eligi- 
le  under  clause  (i)  for  an  endowment  challenge  grant  upon  de- 
termining that  the  institution  makes  a  substantial  contribution 
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to  medical  education  opportunities  for  minorities  and  the  eco- 
nomically disadvantaged. 

(b)  Grants  Authorized.— (l)  From  sums  available  for  this  sec- 
tion under  section  360,  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  award  en- 
dovraient  challenge  grants  to  eligible  institutions  to  establish  or  in- 
crease an  endowment  fund  at  such  institution.  Such  grants  shall 
be  made  only  to  eligible  institutions  described  in  paragraph  (4) 
whose  applications  have  been  approved  pursuant  to  subsection  (g). 

(2)(A)  Except  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (B),  no  institution 
shall  receive  a  grant  under  this  section,  unless  such  institution  has 
deposited  in  its  endowment  fund  established  under  this  section  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  such  grant.  The  source  of  funds  for 
this  institutional  match  shall  not  include  Federal  funds  or  funds 
from  an  existing  endowment  fund. 

(B)  The  Secretary  may  make  a  grant  under  this  part  to  an  eli- 
gible institution  under  the  following  circumstances: 

(i)  In  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  amount  appropriated  to 
carry  out  this  part  is  less  than  $15,000,000,  the  institution- 
CD  may  apply  for  a  grant  in  an  amount  not  exceeding 

$500,000;  and 

(II)  shall  have  deposited  in  its  endowment  fund  estab- 
lished under  this  section  an  amount  which  is  equal  to  one- 
half  of  the  amount  of  such  grant. 

(ii)  In  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  amount  appropriated  to 
carry  out  this  part  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $15,000,000  but 
less  than  $25,000,000,  the  institution- 
CD  may  apply  for  a  grant  in  an  amount  not  exceeding 

$1,000,000;  and 

(II)  shall  have  deposited  in  its  endowment  fund  estab- 
lished under  this  section  an  amoimt  which  is  equal  to  one- 
half  of  the  amount  of  such  grant. 

(iii)  In  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  amount  appropriated 
to  carry  out  this  part  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $25,000,000, 
the  institution  may  apply  for  a  grant  in  an  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1,500,000  if  such  institution  has  deposited  in  its  endow- 
ment fund  established  under  this  section  an  amount  which  is 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  amount  of  such  grant. 

(C)  (i)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  (ii),  if  the  appropriation  for 
this  part  in  a  fiscal  year  is  $20,000,000  or  less,  an  eligible  institu- 
tion of  higher  education  that  is  awarded  a  grant  under  subsection 
(b)(2)(B)  of  this  section  shall  not  be  eligible  to  reapply  for  a  grant 
imder  subsection  (b)(2)(B)  of  this  section  during  the  10  years  imme- 
diately following  the  period  that  such  institution  received  such  a 
grant. 

(ii)  If  the  appropriation  for  this  part  in  any  fiscal  year  is  great- 
er than  $20,000,000,  an  eligible  institution  of  higher  education  that 
is  awarded  a  grant  under  subsection  (b)(2XB)  of  this  section  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  reapply  for  a  grant  under  subsection  (bX2XB)  of 
this  section  during  the  5  years  immediately  following  the  period 
that  such  institution  received  such  a  grant.  This  provision  shall 
apply  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  appropriation  is  greater  than 
$20,000,000  and  subsequent  fiscal  years,  regardless  of  the  appro- 
priation in  those  fiscal  years. 
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(3)  The  period  of  a  grant  iinder  this  section  shall  be  not  more 
than  10  years.  During  the  grant  period,  an  institution  may  not 
withdraw  or  expend  any  of  the  endowment  fund  corpus.  After  the 
termination  of  the  grant  period,  an  institution  may  use  the  endow- 
ment fund  corpus  plus  any  endowment  fund  income  for  any  edu- 
cational purpose. 

(4)  (A)  An  institution  of  higher  education  is  eligible  to  receive 
a  grant  under  this  section  if  it  is  an  eligible  institution  as  described 
in  subsection  (a)(2XD)  of  this  section. 

(B)  No  institution  shall  be  ineligible  for  an  endowment  chal- 
lenge grant  imder  this  section  for  a  fiscal  year  by  reason  of  the  pre- 
vious receipt  of  such  a  grant  but  no  institution  shall  be  eligible  to 
receive  such  a  grant  for  more  than  2  fiscal  years  out  of  any  period 
of  5  consecutive  fiscal  years. 

(5)  An  endowment  challenge  grant  awarded  under  this  section 
to  an  eligible  institution  shall  be  in  an  amount  which  is  not  less 
than  $50,000  in  any  fiscal  year. 

(6)  (A)  An  eligible  institution  may  designate  a  foundation, 
which  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  in- 
stitution, as  the  recipient  of  the  gr.-int  awarded  under  this  section. 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  not  award  a  grant  to  a  foundation  on 
behalf  of  an  institution  miless — 

(i)  the  institution  assures  the  Secretary  that  the  founda- 
tion is  legally  authorized  to  receive  the  endowm.ent  fund  corpus 
and  is  legally  authorized  to  administer  the  fimd  in  accordance 
with  this  section  and  any  implementing  regulation; 

(ii)  the  foimdation  agrees  to  administer  the  fund  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  section  and  any  implement- 
ing regulation;  £ind 

(iii)  the  institution  agrees  to  be  liable  for  any  violation  by 
the  foundation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  any  imple- 
menting regulation,  including  any  monetary  liability  that  may 
arise  as  a  result  of  such  violation. 

(c)  Graot  Agreement;  Endowment  Fund  Provisions.— <1) 
An  institution  awarded  a  grant  under  this  dection  shall  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  containing  satisfactory  assur- 
ances that  it  will  (A)  immediately  comply  with  the  matching  re- 
quirements of  subsection  (bX2),  (B)  establish  an  endowment  fund 
independent  of  any  other  such  fimd  of  the  institution,  (C)  invest 
the  endowment  fund  corpus,  and  (D)  meet  the  other  requirements 
of  this  section. 

(2)(A)  An  institution  shall  invest  the  endowment  fund  corpus 
and  endowment  fund  income  in  low-risk  securities  in  which  a  regu- 
lated insurance  company  may  invest  under  the  law  of  the  State  in 
which  the  institution  is  located  such  as  a  federally  insured  bank 
savings  account  or  comparable  interest-bearing  account,  certificate 
of  deposit,  money  market  fund,  mutual  fund,  or  obligations  of  the 
United  States. 

(B)  The  institution,  in  '-^vesting  the  endowment  fund  estab- 
lished under  tWs  section,  shall  exercise  the  judgment  and  care, 
under  the  circumstances  then  prevailing,  which  a  person  of  pru- 
dence, discretion,  and  'ntelligence  would  exercise  in  the  manage- 
ment of  such  person's  own  affairs. 
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(3)(A)  An  institution  may  withdraw  and  expend  the  endow- 
ment fund  income  to  defray  any  expenses  necessary  to  the  oper- 
ation of  such  college,  including  expenses  of  operations  and  mainte- 
nance, administration,  academic  and  support  personnel,  construc- 
tion and  renovation,  community  and  student  services  programs, 
and  technical  assistance. 

(B)(i)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  (ii),  an  institution  may  not 
spend  more  than  50  percent  of  the  total  aggregate  endowment  fimd 
income  earned  prior  to  the  time  of  expenditure. 

(ii)  The  Secretary  may  permit  an  institution  to  spend  more 
than  50  percent  of  the  endowment  fund  income  notwithstanding 
clause  (i)  if  the  institution  demonstrates  such  an  expenditure  is 
necessary  because  of  (I)  a  financial  emergency,  such  as  a  pending 
insolvency  or  temporary  liquidity  problem;  (II)  a  life-threatening 
situation  occasioned  by  a  natural  disaster  or  arson;  or  (III)  any 
other  imusual  occurrence  or  exigent  circumstance. 

(d)  Repayment  Provisions.— (1)  If  at  any  time  an  institution 
withdraws  part  of  the  endowment  fund  corpus,  the  institution  shall 
repay  to  the  Secretary  an  amount  equal  to  50  percent  of  the  with- 
drawn amount,  which  represents  the  Federal  share,  plus  income 
earned  thereon.  The  Secretary  may  use  such  repaid  fiinds  to  make 
additional  challenge  grants,  or  to  increase  existing  endowment 
grants,  to  other  eligible  institutions. 

(2)  If  an  institution  expends  more  of  the  endowment  fund  in- 
come than  is  permitted  under  subsection  (c),  the  institution  shall 
repay  the  Secretary  an  amount  equal  to  50  percent  of  the  amount 
improperly  expended  (representing  the  Federal  share  thereof).  The 
Secretary  may  use  such  repaid  fund  to  make  additional  challenge 
grants,  or  to  increase  existing  challenge  grants,  to  other  eligible  in- 
stitutions. 

(e)  Audit  Information.— An  institution  receiving  a  grant 
under  this  section  shall  provide  to  the  Secretary  (or  a  designee 
thereof)  such  information  (or  access  thereto)  as  may  be  necessary 
to  audit  or  examine  expenditures  made  from  the  endowment  fund 
corpus  or  income  in  order  to  determine  compliance  with  this  sec- 
tion. 

(f)  Seusction  Criteria.— In  selecting  eligible  institutions  for 
grants  under  this  section  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  shall — 

(1)  give  priority  to  an  applicant  that  is  receiving  assistance 
under  part  A  or  part  B  or  nas  received  a  grant  under  part  A 
or  part  B  of  this  title  within  the  5  fiscal  years  preceding  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  applicant  is  applying  for  a  grant  under 
this  section; 

(2)  give  priority  to  an  applicant  with  a  greater  need  for 
such  a  grant,  based  on  the  current  market  value  of  the  appli- 
cant's existing  endowment  in  relation  to  the  number  of  full- 
time  equivalent  students  enrolled  at  such  institution;  and 

(3)  consider — 

(A)  the  effort  made  by  the  applicant  to  build  or  main- 
tain its  existing  endowment  fund;  and 

(B)  the  degree  to  which  an  applicant  proposes  to 
match  the  grant  with  nongovernmental  funds. 

(g)  Application.— Any  institution  which  is  eligible  for  assist- 
ance under  this  section  may  submit  to  the  Secretary  a  grant  appli- 
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cation  at  such  time,  in  such  form,  and  containing  such  information 
as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe,  including  a  description  of  the  long- 
and  short-term  plans  for  raising  and  using  the  funds  under  this 
part.  Subject  to  the  availability  of  appropriations  to  carry  out  this 
section  and  consistent  with  the  requirement  of  subsection  (f),  the 
Secretary  may  approve  an  application  for  a  grant  if  an  institution, 
in  its  application,  provides  adequate  assurances  that  it  will  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

(h)  Termination  and  Recovery  Provisions.— (1)  After  notice 
and  an  opportxmity  for  a  hearing,  the  Secreta^  may  terminate  and 
recover  a  grant  awarded  under  this  section  if  the  grantee  institu- 
tion— 

(A)  expends  portions  of  the  endowment  fund  corpus  or  ex- 
pends more  than  the  permissible  amount  of  the  endowment 
funds  income  as  prescribed  in  subsection  (c)(3); 

(B)  fails  to  invest  the  endowment  fund  in  accordance  with 
the  investment  standards  set  forth  in  subsection  (c)(2);  or 

(C)  fails  to  properly  account  to  the  Secretary  concerning 
the  investment  and  expenditures  of  the  endowment  funds. 

(2)  If  the  Secretary  terminates  a  grant  under  paragraph  (1), 
the  grantee  shall  return  to  the  Secretary  an  amount  equal  to  the 
sum  of  each  original  grant  under  this  section  plus  income  earned 
thereon.  The  Secretary  may  use  such  repaid  funds  to  make  addi- 
tional endowment  grants,  or  to  increase  existing  challenge  grants, 
to  ether  eligible  institutions  under  this  part. 
(20  U.S.C.  1065) 

Part  D— General  Provisions 

SEC.  351.  APPLICATIONS  FOR  /»JSSISTANCE. 

(a)  Application  Required;  Approval.— Any  institution  which 
is  eligible  for  assistance  under  this  title  shall  submit  to  the  Sec- 
retary an  application  for  assistance  at  such  time,  in  such  form,  and 
containing  such  information,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
Secretary  to  evaluate  its  need  for  assistance.  Subject  to  the  avail- 
ability of  appropriations  to  carry  out  this  title,  the  Secretary  may 
approve  an  application  for  a  grant  under  this  title  if  the  application 
meets  the  requirements  of  subsection  (b)  and  shows  that  the  appli- 
cant is  eligible  for  assistance  in  accordance  with  the  part  of  this 
title  under  which  the  assistance  is  sought. 

(b)  Contents.— An  institution,  in  its  application  for  a  grant, 
shall— 

(1)  set  forth,  or  describe  how  the  institution  (other  than  an 
institution  applying  under  part  C)  will  develop,  a  comprehen- 
sive development  plan  to  strengthen  the  institution's  academic 
quality  and  institutional  management,  and  otherwise  provide 
for  institutional  self-sufficiency  and  growth  (including  measur- 
able objectives  for  the  institution  and  the  Secretary  to  use  in 
monitoring  the  effectiveness  of  activities  under  this  title); 

(2)  set  forth  policies  and  procedures  to  ensure  that  Federal 
funds  made  available  under  this  title  for  any  fiscal  year  will 
be  used  to  supplement  and,  to  the  extent  practical,  increase  the 
funds  that  would  otherwise  be  made  available  for  the  purposes 
of  section  311(b)  or  323,  and  in  no  case  supplant  those  funds; 
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(3)  set  forth  policies  and  procedures  for  evaluating  the  ef- 
fectiveness in  accomplishing  the  purpose  of  the  activities  for 
which  a  grant  is  sought  under  this  title; 

(4)  provide  for  such  fiscal  control  and  fund  accounting  pro- 
cedures as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  proper  disbursement  of 
and  accounting  for  funds  made  available  to  the  applicant  under 
this  title; 

(5)  provide  (A)  for  making  such  reports,  in  such  form  and 
containing  such  information,  as  the  Secretary  may  require  to 
carry  out  the  functions  under  this  title,  including  not  less  than 
one  report  annually  setting  forth  the  institution's  progress  to- 
ward achieving  the  objectives  for  which  the  funds  were  award- 
ed, and  (B)  for  keeping  such  records  and  affording  such  access 
thereto,  as  the  Secretary  may  find  necessary  to  assure  the  cor- 
rectness and  verification  of  such  reports; 

(6)  provide  that  the  institution  will  comply  with  the  limita- 
tions set  forth  in  section  357; 

(7)  describe  in  a  comprehensive  manner  any  proposed 
project  for  which  funds  are  sought  under  the  application  and 
include — 

(A)  a  description  of  the  various  components  of  the  pro- 
posed project,  including  the  estimated  time  required  to 
complete  each  such  component; 

(B)  in  the  case  of  any  development  project  which  con- 
sists of  several  components  (as  described  by  the  applicant 
pursuant  to  subparagraph  (A)),  a  statement  identifying 
those  components  which,  if  separately  funded,  would  be 
sound  investments  of  Federal  funds  and  those  components 
which  would  be  sound  investments  of  Federal  funds  only 
if  funded  under  this  title  in  conjunction  with  other  parts 
of  the  development  project  (as  specified  by  the  applicant); 

(C)  an  evaluation  by  the  applicant  of  the  priority  given 
any  proposed  project  for  which  funds  are  sought  in  relation 
to  any  other  projects  for  which  funds  are  sought  by  the  ap- 
plicant under  this  title,  and  a  similar  evaluation  regarding 
priorities  among  the  components  of  any  single  proposed 
project  (as  described  by  the  applicant  pursuant  to  subpara- 
graph (A)); 

(D)  a  detailed  budget  showing  the  manner  in  which 
funds  for  any  proposed  project  would  be  spent  by  the  appli- 
cant; and 

(E)  a  detailed  description  of  any  activity  which  in- 
volves the  expenditure  of  more  than  $25,000,  as  identified 
in  the  budget  referred  to  in  subparagraph  (E);  and 

(8)  include  such  other  information  as  the  Secretary  may 
prescribe. 

(c)  Priority  Criteria  Publication  Required.— The  Secretary 
shall  publish  in  the  Federal  Register,  pursuant  to  chapter  5  of  title 
5,  United  States  Code,  all  policies  and  procedures  required  to  exer- 
cise the  authority  set  forth  in  subsection  (a).  No  other  criteria,  poli- 
cies, or  procedures  shall  apply. 

(d)  Eligibility  Data.— The  Secretary  shall  use  the  most  recent 
and  relevant  data  concerning  the  number  and  percentage  of  stu- 
dents receiving  need-based  assistance  under  title  IV  of  this  Act  in 
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making  eligibility  determinations  under  section  312  and  shall  ad- 
vance the  base-year  forward  following  each  annual  grant  cycle.

SEC.  352.  WAIVER  AUTHORITY  AND  REPORTING  REQUIREMENT. 

(a)  Waiver  Requirements;  Need-Based  Assistance  Stu- 
dents.— ^The  Secretary  may  waive  the  requirements  set  forth  in 
section  312(b)(1)(A)  in  the  case  of  an  institution— 

(1)  which  is  extensively  subsidized  by  the  State  in  which 
it  is  located  and  charges  low  or  no  tuition;

(3)  which  is  contributing  substantially  to  increasing  higher 
education  opportunities  for  educationally  disadvantaged, 
underrepresented,  or  minority  students,  who  are  low-income 
individuals; 

(4)  which  is  substantially  increasing  higher  educational  op- 
portunities for  individuals  in  rural  or  other  isolated  areas 
which  are  unserved  by  postsecondary  institutions; 

(5)  located  on  or  near  an  Indian  reservation  or  a  substan- , 
tial  population  of  Indians,  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  the 
weaver  will  substantially  increase  higher  education  opportimi- 
ties  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  American  Indians;  or 

(6)  wherever  located,  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  the 
waiver  will  substantially  increase  higher  education  opportuni- 
ties appropriate  to  the  needs  of  Black  Americans,  Hispanic 
Americans,  Native  Americans,  Asian  Americans,  or  Pacific  Is- 
landers, including  Native  Hawaiians. 

(b)  Waiver  Determinations;  Expenditures.--(1)  The  Sec- 
retary may  waive  the  requirements  set  forth  in  section  312(b)(1)(B) 
if  the  Secretary  determines,  based  on  persuasive  evidence  submit- 
ted by  the  institution,  that  the  institution's  failure  to  meet  that  cn- 
terion  is  due  to  factors  which,  when  used  in  the  determination  of 
compliance  with  such  criterion,  distort  such  determination,  and 
that  the  institution's  designation  as  an  eligible  institution  under 
part  A  is  otherwise  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  such  parts. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  submit  to  the  Congress  every  other 
year  a  report  concerning  the  institutions  which,  although  not  satis- 
fying the  criterion  contained  in  section  312(bXlXB),  have  been  de- 
termined to  be  eligible  institutions  imder  part  A  institutions  which 
enroll  significant  numbers  of  Black  American,  Hispanic,  Native 
American,  Asian  American,  or  Native  Hawaiian  students  under 
part  A,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  report  shall — 

(A)  identify  the  factors  referred  to  in  paragraph  (1)  which 
were  considered  by  the  Secretfiry  as  factors  that  distorted  the 
determination  of  compliance  with  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  of 
section  312(bXl);  and 

(B)  contain  a  list  of  each  institution  determined  to  be  an 
eligible  institution  imder  part  A  including  a  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  each  such  determination. 

(3)  The  Secretary  may  waive  the  requirement  set  forth  in  sec- 
tion 312(b)(1)(E)  in  the  case  of  an  institution  located  on  or  near  an 
Indian  reservation  or  a  substantial  population  of  Indians,  if  the 
Secretary  determines  that  the  waiver  will  substantially  increase 
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higher  education  opportunities  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  Amer- 
ican Indians.

SEC.  SS3.  APPUCATION  REVIEW  PROCESS. 

(a)  Review  Panel.— <1)  All  applications  submitted  under  this 
title  by  institutions  of  higher  education  shall  be  read  by  a  panel  of 
readers  composed  of  individuals  selected  by  the  Secretary.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  assure  that  no  individual  assigned  under  this  section 
to  review  any  application  has  any  conflict  of  interest  with  regard 
to  the  application  which  might  impair  the  impartiality  with  which 
the  individual  conducts  the  review  under  this  section. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  take  care  to  assure  that  representatives 
of  historically  and  predominantly  Black  colleges,  Hispanic  institu- 
tions, Native  American  colleges  and  universities,  and  institutions 
with  substantial  numbers  of  Hispanics,  Native  Americans,  Asian 
Americans,  and  Native  American  Pacific  Islanders  (including  Na- 
tive Hawaiians)  are  included  as  readers. 

(3)  All  readers  selected  by  the  Secretary  shall  receive  thorough 
instruction  from  the  Secretary  regarding  the  evaluation  process  for 
applications  submitted  under  this  title  and  consistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  title,  including — 

(A)  explanations  and  examples  of  the  types  of  activities  re- 
ferred to  in  section  311(b)  that  should  receive  special  consider- 
ation for  grants  awarded  under  part  A  and  of  the  types  of  ac- 
tivities referred  to  in  section  323  that  should  receive  special 
consideration  for  grants  awarded  under  part  B; 

(B)  an  enumeration  of  the  factors  to  be  used  to  determine 
the  quality  of  applications  submitted  under  this  title;  and 

(C)  an  enumeration  of  the  factors  to  be  used  to  determine 
whether  a  grant  should  be  awarded  for  a  project  under  this 
title,  the  amount  of  any  such  grant,  and  the  duration  of  any 
such  grant. 

(b)  Recommendations  of  Panel.— In  awarding  grants  under 
this  title,  the  Secretary  shall  take  into  consideration  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  panel  made  under  subsection  (a). 

(c)  Notification.— Not  later  than  June  30  of  each  year,  the 
Secretary  shall  notify  each  institution  of  higher  education  making 
an  application  under  this  title  of— 

(1)  the  scores  given  the  applicant  by  the  panel  pursuant  to 
this  section; 

(2)  the  recommendations  of  the  panel  with  respect  to  such 
application;  and 

(3)  the  reasons  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  in  award- 
ing or  refusing  to  award  a  grant  under  this  title,  and  any 
modifications,  if  any,  in  the  recommendations  of  the  panel 
made  by  the  Secretary.

SEC.  364.  cooperative  ARRANGEMENTS. 

(a)  General  Authority.— The  Secretary  may  make  grants  to 
encourage  cooperative  arrangements —

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institutions  and  institutions  not  receiving  assistance  under  this

(b)  Priority.— The  Secretajy  shall  give  priority  to  grants  for 
the  purposes  described  under  subsection  (a)  whenever  the  Sec- 
retary determines  that  the  cooperative  arrangement  is  geographi- 
cally and  economically  sovmd  or  will  benefit  the  applicant  institu- 
tion. 

(c)  Duration. — Grants  to  institutions  having  a  cooperative  ar- 
rangement may  be  made  under  this  section  for  a  period  as  deter- 
mined under  section  313  or  section  323.

SEC.  356.  ASSISTANCE  TO  ENSTITUTIONS  UNDER  OTHER  PROGRAMS. 

(a)  Assistance  Eugibility. — ^Each  institution  which  the  Sec- 
retary determines  to  be  an  institution  eligible  under  part  A  or  an 
institution  eligible  under  part  B  may  be  eligible  for  waivers  in  ac- 
cordance with  subsection  (b).

the  Secretary  is  authorized,  if  such  application  is  otherwise  approv- 
able,  to  waive  any  requirement  for  a  non-Federal  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  program  or  project,  or,  to  the  ejttent  not  inconsistent  with 
other  law,  to  give,  or  require  to  be  given,  priority  consideration  of 
the  application  in  relation  to  applications  from  other  institutions. 

(2)  The  pro\'isions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  program 
authorized  by  title  II,  IV,  VII,  or  VIII  of  this  Act. 

(c)  Limitation. — ^The  Secretary  shall  not  waive,  under  sub- 
section (b),  the  non-Federal  share  requirement  for  any  program  for 
applications  which,  if  approved,  would  require  the  expenditure  of 
more  than  10  percent  of  tne  appropriations  for  the  program  for  any 
fiscal  year.

SEC.  367.  LIMITATIONS.

Whoever,  being  an  officer,  director,  agent,  or  employee  of,  or 
connected  in  any  capacity  with,  any  recipient  of  Federal  financial 
assistance  or  grant  pursuant  to  this  title  embezzles,  willfully 
misapplies,  steals,  or  obtains  by  fraud  any  of  the  funds  which  are 
the  subject  of  such  grant  or  assistance,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  2  years,  or  both.

— (A)  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
to  carry  out  part  B  (other  than  section  326),  $135,000,000  for 
fiscal  year  1993,  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necesseiry  for  each 
of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(B)  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  to  carry  out 
section  326,  $20,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and  such  sunis  as 
may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(3)  Part  c. — There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  to 
carry  out  part  C,  $50,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal 
years. 

(b)  Use  OF  Multiple  Year  Awards.— In  the  event  of  a  mul- 
tiple year  award  to  any  institution  under  this  title,  the  Secretary 
shall  make  funds  available  for  such  award  from  fiinds  appropriated 
for  this  title  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  funds  are  to  be  used 
by  the  recipient. 

(c)  Reservations. — If  the  amount  appropriated  under  sub- 
section (a)(1)  for  part  A  for  any  fiscal  year  beginning  after  Septem- 
ber 30,  1986,  equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  appropriated  for  such 
part  for  fiscal  year  1986,  the  Secretary  shall,  for  such  fiscal  year— 

(1)  allocate  25  percent  of  the  excess  (above  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  part  A  for  fiscal  year  1986)  among  eligible  insti- 
tutions at  which  at  least  60  percent  of  the  students  are  African 
Americans,  Hispanic  Americans,  Native  Americans,  Asian 
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Americans,  Native  Hawaiians,  or  Pacific  Islanders,  or  any  com- 
bination thereof;  and 

(2)  allocate  75  percent  of  such  excess  among  other  eligible 
institutions. 

(d)  Ratable  Reduction  in  Fiscal  Year  in  Which  Amounts 
Appropriated  Are  Insufficient. — In  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
sums  appropriated  for  part  A  are  insufficient  to  make  the  reserva- 
tions required  by  subsection  (c)  of  this  section,  the  Secretary  shall 
ratably  reduce  the  amount  of  the  reservation. 

(e)  Additional  Reservation. — In  any  fiscal  year  beginning 
after  September  30,  1992,  the  Secretary  shall  award  at  least  25 
percent  of  the  amount  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  authority  of 
paragraph  (3)  of  subsection  (a)  in  each  fiscal  year  to  historically 
black  colleges  and  imiversities  that  meet  the  requirements  of  part 
C,  unless  there  are  an  insufficient  number  of  quality  applications 
or  an  insufficient  number  of  applications  due  to  the  provisions  in 
subsection  (b)(2)(C)  or  subsection  (bK4XB)  of  section  331.

sec.  400.  STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE;  PROGRAM  AUTHORIZATION. 

(a)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  part,  to  assist  in  mak- 
ing available  the  benefits  of  postsecondary  education  to  eligible  stu- 
dents (defined  in  accordance  with  section  484)  in  institutions  of 
higher  education  by — 

( 1)  providing  basic  educational  opportunity  grants  to  all  el- 
igible students; 

(2)  providing  supplemental  educational  opportunity  grants 
to  those  students  who  demonstrate  financial  need; 

(3)  providing  for  pajrments  to  the  States  to  assist  them  in 
making  financial  aid  available  to  such  students; 

(4)  providing  for  special  programs  and  projects  designed 
(A)  to  identify  and  encourage  qualified  youths  with  financial  or 
cultural  need  with  a  potential  for  postsecondary  education,  (B) 
to  prepare  students  from  low-Income  families  for  postsecondary 
education,  and  (C)  to  provide  remedial  (including  remedial  lan- 
guage study)  and  other  services  to  students;  and 

(5)  providing  assistance  to  institutions  of  higher  education. 

(b)  Secretary  Required  To  Carry  Out  Purposes.— The  Sec- 
retary shall,  in  accordance  with  subparts  1  through  8,  carjy  out 
programs  to  achieve  the  purposes  of  tiiis  part. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070) 

Subpart  1— Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grants 

sec.  401.  basic  educational  opportunity  grants:  amount  and 
determination!^;  appucations. 

(a)  Program  Authority  and  Method  of  Distribution.— ( 1) 
The  Secretary  shall,  during  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1972,  and 
ending  September  30.  1998,  pay  to  each  eligible  institution  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  to  each  eligible  student  (defined 
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in  accordance  with  section  484)  for  each  academic  year  during 
which  that  student  is  in  attendance  at  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation, as  an  undergraduate,  a  basic  grant  in  the  amount  for  which 
that  student  is  eligible,  as  determdned  pursuant  to  subsection  (b). 
Not  less  than  85  percent  of  such  sums  shall  be  advanced  to  eligible 
institutions  prior  to  the  start  of  each  payment  period  and  shall  be 
based  upon  an  amount  requested  by  the  institution  as  needed  to 
pay  eligible  students,  except  that  this  sentence  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  limit  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  to  place  an  institution 
on  a  reimbursement  system  of  payment. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  interpreted  to  prohibit  the 
Secretary  from  paying  directly  to  students,  in  advance  of  the  begin- 
ning of  the  academic  term,  an  amount  for  which  they  are  eligible, 
in  cases  where  the  eligible  institution  elects  not  to  participate  in 
the  disbursement  system  required  by  paragraph  (1). 

(3)  Basic  grants  made  under  this  subpart  shall  be  known  as 
"Federal  Pell  Grants". 

(b)  Purpose  and  Amount  of  Grants.— (1)  The  purpose  of  this 
subpart  is  to  provide  a  basic  grant  that  in  combination  with  rea- 
sonable family  and  student  contribution  and  supplemented  by  the 
programs  authorized  under  subparts  3  and  4  of  this  part,  will  meet 
at  least  75  percent  of  a  student's  cost  of  attendance  (as  defined  in 
section  472),  unless  the  institution  determines  that  a  greater 
amount  of  assistance  would  better  serve  the  purposes  of  section 
401. 

(2)  (A)  The  amount  of  the  basic  grant  for  a  student  eligible 
under  thiS  part  shall  be —  ' 

(i)  $3,700  for  academic  year  1993-1994, 

(ii)  $3,900  for  academic  year  1994-1995, 

(iii)  $4,100  for  academic  year  1995-1996, 

(iv)  $4,300  for  academic  year  1996-1997,  and 

(v)  $4,500  for  academic  year  1997-1998, 

less  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  determined  to  be  the  expected 
family  contribution  with  respect  to  that  student  for  that  year. 

(B)  In  any  case  where  a  student  attends  an  institution  of  high- 
er education  on  less  than  a  full-time  basis  (including  a  student  who 
attends  an  institution  of  higher  education  on  less  than  a  half-time 
basis)  during  any  academic  year,  the  amount  of  the  basic  grant  to 
which  that  student  is  entitled  shall  be  reduced  in  proportion  to  the 
degree  to  which  that  student  is  not  so  attending  on  a  full-time 
basis,  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  of  reductions  established  by 
the  Secretary  for  the  purposes  of  this  division,  computed  in  accord- 
ance with  this  subpart.  Such  schedule  of  reductions  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  regulation  and  published  in  the  Federal  Register  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  482  of  this  Act. 

(3)  (A)  For  any  academic  year  for  which  an  appropriation  Act 
provides  a  maximum  basic  grant  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  $2,400, 
the  amount  of  a  student's  basic  grant  shEill  equal  $2,400  plus — 

(i)  one-half  of  the  amount  by  which  such  maximum  basic 
grant  exceeds  $2,400;  plus 

(ii)  the  lesser  of— 

(I)  the  remaining  one-half  of  such  excess;  or 
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(II)  the  sum  of  the  student's  tuition  and  the  student's 
allowance  determined  under  subparagraph  (B),  if  applica- 
ble. 

(B)  For  purposes  of  subparagraph  (AXiiXID,  a  student's  allow- 
ance is  $750  if  the  student  has  dependent  care  expenses  (as  defined 
in  section  472(8))  or  disability  related  expenses  (as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 472(9)).  ^  ^.^ 

(4)  No  basic  grant  under  this  subpart  shall  exceed  the  dif- 
ference between  the  expected  family  contribution  for  a  student  and 
the  cost  of  attendance  (as  defined  in  section  472)  at  the  institution 
at  which  that  student  is  in  attendance.  If,  with  respect  to  any  stu- 
dent, it  is  determined  that  the  amoimt  of  a  basic  grant  plus  the 
amoimt  of  the  expected  family  contribution  for  that  student  exceeds 
the  cost  of  attendance  for  that  year,  the  amoimt  of  the  basic  grant 
shall  be  reduced  vmtil  the  combination  of  expected  family  contribu- 
tion and  the  amount  of  the  basic  grant  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of 
attendance  at  such  institution. 

(5)  No  basic  grant  shall  be  awarded  to  a  student  under  this 
subpart  if  the  amount  of  that  grant  for  that  student  as  determined 
under  this  subsection  for  any  academic  year  is  less  than  $400,  ex- 
cept that  a  student  who  is  eligible  for  a  basic  grant  that  is  equal 
to  or  greater  than  $200  but  less  than  $400  shall  be  awarded  a  basic 
grant  of  $400. 

(6)  The  Secretary  may  allow,  on  a  case-by-case  basis,  a  student 
to  receive  2  Pell  grants  during  a  single  award  year,  if— 

(A)  the  student  is  enrolled  full-time  in  an  associate  or  bac- 
calaureate degree  program  of  study  that  is  2  years  or  longer 
at  an  eligible  institution  that  is  computed  in  credit  hours;  and 

(B)  the  student  completes  course  work  toward  completion 
of  an  associate  or  baccalaureate  degree  that  exceeds  the  re- 
quirements for  a  full  academic  year  as  defined  by  the  institu- 
tion. 

(7)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  subpart,  the 
Secretary  shall  allow  the  amoimt  of  the  basic  grant  to  be  exceeded 
for  students  participating  in  a  program  of  study  abroad  approved 
for  credit  by  the  institution  at  which  the  student  is  enrolled  when 
the  reasonable  costs  of  such  program  are  greater  than  the  cost  of 
attendance  at  the  student's  home  institution,  except  that  the 
amount  of  such  basic  grant  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the 
grant  level  specified  in  the  appropriate  Appropriation  Act  for  this 
subpart  for  such  year.

(c)  Period  of  Eligibiuty  for  Grants.— (1)  The  penod  dunng 
which  a  student  may  receive  basic  grants  shall  be  the  period  re- 
quired for  the  completion  of  the  first  undergraduate  baccalaureate 
course  of  study  being  pursued  by  that  student  at  the  institution  at 
which  the  student  is  in  attendance  except  that  any  period  during 
which  the  student  is  enrolled  in  a  noncredit  or  remedial  course  of 
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study  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  shall  not  counted  for  the  purr 
pose  of  this  paragraph. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  exclude  from  eligibility  courses 
of  study  which  are  noncredit  or  remedial  in  nature  (including 
courses  in  English  language  instruction)  which  are  determined  by 
the  institution  to  be  necessary  to  help  the  student  be  prepared  for 
the  pursuit  of  a  first  undergraduate  baccalaureate  degree  or  certifi- 
cate or,  in  the  case  of  courses  in  English  language  instruction,  to 
be  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to  utilize  already  existing 
knowledge,  training,  or  skills.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  exclude 
from  eligibility  programs  of  study  abroad  that  are  approved  for 
credit  by  the  home  institution  at  which  the  student  is  enrolled. 

(3)  No  student  is  entitled  to  receive  Pell  Grant  pajTnents  con- 
currently from  more  than  one  institution  or  from  the  Secretary  and 
an  institution. 

(d)  Applications  for  Grants.— (1)  The  Secretary  shall  from 
time  to  time  set  dates  by  which  students  shall  file  applications  for 
basic  grants  under  this  subpart. 

(2)  Each  student  desiring  a  basic  grant  for  any  year  shall  file 
an  application  therefor  containing  such  information  and  assurances 
as  the  Secretary  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  Secretary  to 
carry  out  the  functions  and  responsibilities  of  this  subpart. 

(e)  Distribution  of  Grants  to  Students.— Payments  under 
this  section  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  regulations  promul- 
gated by  the  Secretary  for  such  purpose,  in  such  manner  as  will 
best  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  section.  Any  disbursement  al- 
lowed to  be  made  by  crediting  the  student's  account  shall  be  lim- 
ited to  tuition  and  fees  and,  in  the  case  of  institutionally  owned 
housing,  room  and  board.

put document,  the  expected  family  contribution  for  each  such  stu- 
dent. Each  such  student  financial  aid  administrator  shall— 

(A)  examine  and  assess  the  data  used  to  calculate  the  ex- 
pected family  contribution  of  the  student  furnished  pursuant  to 
this  subsection; 

(B)  recalculate  the  expected  family  contribution  of  the  stu- 
dent if  there  has  been  a  change  in  circumstances  of  the  student 
or  in  the  data  submitted; 

(C)  make  the  award  to  the  student  in  the  correct  amount; 

and 

(D)  after  making  such  award  report  the  corrected  data  to 
such  contractor  and  to  a  central  processor  (if  any)  designated 
by  the  Secretary  for  a  confirmation  of  the  correct  computation 
of  amount  of  the  expected  family  contribution  for  each  such 
student. 

(2)  Whenever  a  student  receives  an  award  under  this  subpart 
that,  due  to  recalculation  errors  by  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
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cation,  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  the  student  is  entitled  to 
receive  under  this  subpart,  such  institution  of  higher  education 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  the  amount  of  such  excess  imless  such

CHAPTER  1— FEDERAL  TRIO  PROGRAMS  i 

SEC.  402A.  PROGRAM  AUTHORITY;  AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIA- 


(a)  Grants  akd  Contracts  Authorized— The  Secretary 
shall,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  carry  out 
a  program  of  making  grants  and  contracts  designed  to  identify 
qualified  individuals  from  disadvantaged  backgroimds,  to  prepare 
tnem  for  a  program  of  postsecondary  education,  to  provide  support 
services  for  such  students  who  are  pursuing  programs  of  post- 
secondary  education,  to  motivate  and  prepare  students  for  doctoral 
programs,  and  to  train  individuals  serving  or  preparing  for  service 
in  programs  and  projects  so  designed. 

(b)  Recipients,  Duration,  and  Size- 

CD  Recipients. — For  the  purposes  described  in  subsection 
(a),  the  Secretary  is  authorized,  without  regard  to  section  3709 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  (41  U.S.C.  5),  to  make  grants  to,  and 
contracts  with,  institutions  of  higher  education,  public  and  pri- 
vate agencies  and  organizations,  combinations  of  such  institu- 
tions, agencies  and  organizations,  and  in  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, secondary  schools,  for  planning,  developing,  or 
carrying  out  one  or  more  of  the  services  assisted  under  this 
chapter. 

(2)  Duration. — Grants  or  contracts  made  under  this  chap- 
ter shall  be  awarded  for  a  period  of  4  years,  except  that — 

(A)  the  Secretary  shall  award  such  grants  or  contracts 
for  5  years  to  applicants  whose  peer  review  scores  v/ere  in 
the  highest  10  percent  of  scores  of  all  applicants  rftceiving 
grants  or  contracts  in  each  program  competition  foi"  the 
same  award  year;  and 

(B)  grants  made  under  section  402G  shall  be  awarded 
for  a  period  of  2  years. 

(3)  Minimum  grant  level. — In  any  year  in  which  the  ap- 
propriations authorized  imder  this  chapter  exceed  the  prior 
year  appropriation  as  adjusted  for  inflation,  the  Secretary  shall 
use  80  percent  of  the  amount  appropriated  above  the  current 
services  level  to  bring  each  award  up  to  the  minimum  grant 
level  or  the  amoimt  requested  by  the  institution  or  agency, 
whichever  is  less.  The  minimum  grant  level  (A)  for  progi-ams 
authorized  under  section  402D  or  402G,  shall  not  be  less  than 
$170,000  for  fiscal  year  1993;  (B)  for  programs  authorized 
under  section  402B  or  402F  shall  not  be  less  than  $180,000  for 
fiscal  year  1994;  and  (C)  for  programs  authorized  under  section 
402C  or  402E  shall  not  be  less  than  $190,000  for  iiscal  year 
1995. 

(c)  Procedures  for  Awarding  Grants  and  Contracts.— 

(1)  Prior  experience. — In  making  grants  and  contracts 
under  this  chapter,  the  Secretary  shall  consider  the  prior  expe- 
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rience  of  service  delivery  under  the  particular  program  for 
which  funds  are  sought  by  each  applicant.  For  fiscal  years 
after  1985,  the  level  of  consideration  given  to  prior  experience 
shall  not  vary  from  the  level  of  consideration  given  this  factor 
for  fiscal  year  1985,  except  that  in  the  case  of  the  programs  au- 
thorized in  sections  402E  and  402G,  the  level  of  consideration 
given  to  prior  experience  shall  be  the  same  as  the  level  of  con- 
sideration given  this  factor  in  the  other  programs  authorized 
in  this  chapter. 

(2)  Order  of  awards;  program  fraud. — (A)  Except  with 
respect  to  grants  made  under  section  402G,  and  as  provided  in 
subparagraph  (B),  the  Secretary  shall  award  grants  and  con- 
tracts under  this  chapter  in  the  order  of  the  scores  received  by 
the  application  for  such  grant  or  contract  in  the  jpeer  review 
process  required  under  section  1210  and  adjusted  for  prior  ex- 
perience in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1). 

(B)  The  Secretary  is  not  required  to  provide  assistance  to 
a  program  otherwise  eligible  for  assistance  under  this  chapter, 
if  the  Secret£iry  has  determined  that  such  program  has  in- 
volved the  frauQulent  use  of  funds  imder  this  chapter. 

(3)  Peer  review  process.— (A)  The  Secretary  shall  assure 
that,  to  the  extent  practicable,  members  of  groups 
underrepresented  in  higher  education,  including  African  Amer- 
icans, Hispanics,  Native  Americans,  Alaska  Natives,  Asian 
Americans,  Native  American  Pacific  Islanders  (including  Na- 
tive Hawaiians),  are  represented  as  readers  of  applications 
submitted  imder  this  chapter.  The  Secretary  shall  also  assure 
that  persons  from  urban  and  rural  backgrounds  are  rep- 
resented as  readers. 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  each  application  sub- 
mitted imder  this  chapter  is  read  by  at  least  3  readers  who  are 
not  employees  of  the  Federal  Government  (other  than  as  read- 
ers of  applications). 

(4)  Application  status. — The  Secretary  shall  inform  each 
entity  operating  programs  under  this  chapter  regarding  the 
status  of  their  application  for  continued  funding  at  least  8 
months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  grant  or  contract.  The 
Secretary,  in  the  case  )f  an  entity  that  is  continuing  to  operate 
a  successful  program  vinder  this  chapter,  shall  ensure  that  the 
start-up  date  for  a  new  grant  or  contract  for  such  program  im- 
mediately follows  the  termination  of  preceding  grant  or  con- 
tract so  that  no  interruption  of  funding  occurs  for  such  success- 
ful reapplicants.  The  Secretary  shall  inform  each  entity  re- 
questing assistance  under  this  subpsirt  for  a  new  program  re- 
garding the  status  of  their  application  at  least  8  months  prior 
to  the  proposed  startup  date  or  such  program. 

(5)  Number  of  applications  for  grants  and  con- 
tracts.— Hie  Secretary  shall  not  limit  the  number  of  applica- 
tions submitted  by  aii  entity  imder  any  program  authorized 
under  this  chapter  if  the  additional  applications  describe  pro- 
grams serving  different  populations  or  campuses. 

(6)  Coordination  with  other  programs  for  disadvan- 
taged students. — The  Secretary  shall  encourage  coordination 
of  programs  assisted  under  this  chapter  with  other  programs 
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for  disadvantaged  students  operated  by  the  sponsoring  institu- 
tion or  agency,  regardless  of  the  funding  source  of  such  pro- 
grams. The  Secretary  shall  not  limit  an  entity's  eligibility  to 
receive  funds  under  this  chapter  because  such  entity  sponsors 
a  program  similar  to  the  program  to  be  assisted  under  this 
chapter,  regardless  of  the  ftinding  source  of  such  program.  The 
Secretary  shall  not  require  a  separate  Director  to  administer 
a  program  funded  under  this  chapter  if  the  imposition  of  such 
requirement  will  hinder  coordination  among  programs  funded 
under  this  chapter  or  between  programs  funded  tmder  this 
subpart  and  similar  programs  funded  through  other  sources. 

(d)  Outreach. — 

(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  shall  conduct  outreach  ac- 
tivities to  ensure  that  entities  eligible  for  assistance  under  this 
chapter  submit  applications  proposing  programs  that  serve  ge- 
ographic areas  and  eligible  populations  which  have  been  un- 
derserved  by  the  programs  assisted  under  this  chapter. 

(2)  Notice.— In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(1),  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  entities  described  in  sub- 
section (b)  of  the  availability  of  assistance  under  this  sub- 
section not  less  than  120  days  prior  to  the  deadline  for  submis- 
sion of  applications  under  this  chapter  and  shall  consult  na- 
tional. State,  and  regional  organizations  about  candidates  for 
notification. 

(3)  Technical  assistance.— The  Secretary  shall  provide 
technical  training  to  applicants  for  projects  and  programs  au- 
thorized under  this  chapter.  The  Secretary  shall  give  priority 
to  serving  programs  and  projects  that  serve  geographic  areas 
and  eligible  populations  which  have  been  underserved  by  the 
programs  assisted  tmder  this  chapter.  Technical  training  ac- 
tivities shall  include  the  provision  of  information  on  authoriz- 
ing legislation,  goals  and  objectives  of  the  program,  required 
activities,  eligibility  requirements,  the  application  process  and 
application  deadlines,  and  assistance  in  the  development  of 

rogram  proposals  and  the  completion  of  program  applications, 
uch  training  shall  be  furnished  at  conferences,  seminars,  and 
workshops  to  be  conducted  at  not  less  than  10  sites  throughout 
the  United  States  to  ensure  that  all  areas  of  the  United  States 
with  large  concentrations  of  eligible  participants  are  served. 

(4)  Special  rule. — ^The  Secretary  may  contract  with  eligi- 
ble entities  to  conduct  the  outreach  activities  described  in  this 
subsection. 

(e)  Documentation  of  Status  as  a  Low-Income  Individ- 
ual.— (1)  Except  in  the  case  of  an  independent  student,  as  defined 
m  section  480(d),  documentation  of  an  individual's  status  pursuant 
to  subsection  (g)(2)  shall  be  made  by  providing  the  Secretary 
with — 

(A)  a  signed  statement  from  the  individual's  parent  or 
legal  guardian; 

(B)  verification  from  another  governmental  source; 

(C)  a  signed  financial  aid  application;  or 

(D)  a  signed  United  States  or  Puerto  Rico  income  tax  re- 
turn. 
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(2)  In  the  case  of  an  independent  student,  as  defined  in  section 
480(d),  documentation  of  an  individual's  status  pursuant  to  sub- 
section (g)(2)  shall  be  made  by  providing  the  Secretary  with— 

(A)  a  signed  statement  from  the  individual; 

(B)  verification  from  another  governmental  source; 

(C)  a  signed  financial  aid  application;  or 

(D)  a  signed  United  States  or  Puerto  Rico  income  tax  re- 
turn. 

(f)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— For  the  purpose  of 
making  grants  and  contracts  under  this  chapter,  there  are  author- 
ized to  be  appropriated  $650,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 
Of  the  amount  appropriated  under  this  chapter,  the  Secretary  may 
use  no  more  than  V^z  of  1  percent  of  such  amount  to  obtain  addi- 
tional qualified  readers  and  additional  staff  to  review  applications, 
to  increase  the  level  of  oversight  monitoring,  to  support  impact 
studies,  program  assessments  and  reviews,  and  to  provide  technical 
assistance  to  potential  applicants  and  current  grantees.  In  expend- 
ing these  funds,  the  Secretary  shall  give  priority  to  the  additional 
administrative  requirements  provided  in  the  Higher  Education 
Amendments  of  1992,  to  outreach  activities,  and  to  obtaining  addi- 
tional readers.

(g)  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter: 

(1)  First  generation  college  student.— The  term  "first 
generation  college  student"  means — 

(A)  an  individual  both  of  whose  parents  did  not  com- 
plete a  baccalaureate  degree;  or 

(B)  in  the  case  of  any  individual  who  regularly  resided 
with  and  received  support  from  only  one  parent,  an  indi- 
vidual whose  only  such  parent  did  not  complete  a  bacca- 

(2)  Low-income  individual.— The  term  "low-income  indi- 
vidual" means  an  individual  from  a  family  whose  taxable  in- 
come for  the  preceding  year  did  not  exceed  150  percent  of  an 
amount  equal  to  the  poverty  level  determined  by  using  criteria 
of  poverty  established  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

(3)  Veteran  eligibility.— No  veteran  shall  be  deemed  in- 
eligible to  participate  in  any  program  under  this  chapter  by 
reason  of  such  individual's  age  who — 

(A)  served  on  active  duty  for  a  period  of  more  than  180 
days,  any  pai-t  of  which  occurred  after  January  31,  1955, 
and  was  discharged  or  released  therefrom  under  conditions 
other  than  dishonorable;  or 

(B)  served  on  active  duty  after  January  31,  1955,  and 
was  discharged  or  released  therefrom  because  of  a  service 
connected  disability. 

(20U.S.C.  1070a-ll) 
SEC.  402B.  TALENT  SEARCH. 

(a)  Program  Authority.— The  Secretary  shall  carry  out  a  pro- 
gram to  be  known  as  talent  search  which  shall  be  designed — 

(1)  to  identify  qualified  youths  with  potential  for  education 
at  the  postsecondary  level  and  to  encourage  such  youths  to 
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complete  secondary  school  and  to  undertake  a  program  of  post- 
secondary  education; 

(2)  to  publicize  the  availability  of  student  financial  assist- 
ance available  to  persons  who  pursue  a  program  of  postsecond- 
ary  education;  and 

(3)  to  encourage  persons  who  have  not  completed  programs 
of  education  at  the  secondary  or  postsecondary  level,  but  who 
have  the  ability  to  complete  such  programs,  to  reenter  such 
programs. 

(b)  PERMISSIBLE  SERVICES. — ^Any  talent  search  project  assisted 
under  this  chapter  may  provide  services  such  as — 

(1)  academic  advice  and  assistance  in  secondary  school  and 
college  course  selection; 

(2)  assistance  in  completing  college  admission  and  finan- 
cial aid  applications; 

(3)  assistance  in  preparing  for  college  entrance  examina- 
tions; 

(4)  guidance  on  secondary  school  reentry  or  entry  to  gen- 
eral educational  development  (GED)  programs  or  other  alter- 
native education  programs  for  secondary  school  dropouts; 

(5)  personal  and  career  counseling; 

(6)  tutorial  services; 

(7)  exposure  to  college  campuses  as  well  as  cultural  events, 
academic  programs  and  other  sites  or  activities  not  usually 
available  to  disadvantaged  youth; 

(8)  workshops  and  coimseling  for  parents  of  students 
served; 

(9)  mentoring  programs  involving  elementary  or  secondary 
school  teachers,  faculty  members  at  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation, students,  or  any  combination  of  such  persons;  and 

(10)  programs  and  activities  as  described  in  paragraphs  (1) 
through  (9)  which  are  specially  designed  for  students  of  limited 
English  proficiency. 

(c)  Requirements  for  Approval  of  Appucations. — In  ap- 
proving applications  for  talent  search  projects  under  this  chapter 
for  any  fiscal  year  the  Secretary  shall — 

(1)  require  an  assurance  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  individuEds  participating  in  the  project  proposed  to  be  car- 
ried out  under  any  application  be  low-income  mdividuals  who 
are  first  generation  college  students;

(a)  Program  Authority.— The  Secretary  shall  carry  out  a  pro-

eyond  secondary  school. 

(b)  Permissible  Services.— Any  upward  boxmd  project  as- 
sisted under  this  chapter  may  provide  services  such  as — 

(1)  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  study  skills,  mathe- 
matics, and  other  subjects  necessary  for  success  beyond  second- 
ary school; 

(2)  personal  counseling; 

(3)  academic  advice  and  assistance  in  secondary  school 
course  selection; 

(4)  tutorial  services; 

(5)  exposure  to  cultural  events,  academic  programs,  and 
other  activities  not  usually  available  to  disadvantaged  youth; 

(6)  activities  designed  to  acquaint  youths  participating  in 
the  project  with  the  range  of  career  options  available  to  them; 

(7)  instruction  designed  to  prepare  youths  participating  in 
the  project  for  careers  in  which  persons  from  disadvantaged 
backgrounds  are  particularly  underrepresented; 

(8)  on-campus  residential  programs;

(2)  require  an  assurance  that  the  remaining  youths  partici- 
pating in  the  project  proposed  to  be  carried  out  under  any  ap- 
plication be  either  low-income  individuals  or  first  generation 
college  students; 

(3)  require  that  there  be  a  determination  by  the  institu- 
tion, with  respect  to  each  participant  in  such  project  that  the 
participant  has  a  need  for  academic  support  in  order  to  pursue 
successfully  a  program  of  education  beyond  secondary  school; 
and 

(4)  require  that  such  participants  be  persons  who  have 
completed  8  years  of  elementary  education  are  at  least  13 
years  of  age  but  not  more  than  19  years  of  age,  unless  the  im- 
position of  any  such  limitation  would  defeat  the  purposes  of 
this  section. 
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(e)  Maximum  Stipends.— Youths  participating  in  a  project  pro- 
posed to  be  carried  out  under  any  application  may  be  paid  stipends 
not  in  excess  of  $60  per  month  during  June,  July,  and  August,  and 
not  in  excess  of  $40  per  month  during  the  remaining  period  of  the 
year.

(6)  activities  designed  to  acquaint  students  participating  in 
the  project  with  the  range  of  career  options  available  to  them; 

(7)  activities  designed  to  assist  students  participating  in 
the  project  in  securing  admission  and  financial  assistance  for 
enrollment  in  graduate  and  professional  programs; 

(8)  activities  designed  to  assist  students  currently  enrolled 
in  2-year  institutions  in  securing  admission  and  financial  as- 
sistance for  enrollment  in  a  four-year  program  of  postsecondary 
education;

(c)  Requirements  for  Approval  of  Applications.— In  ap- 
proving applications  for  student  support  services  projects  under 
this  chapter  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  shall— 

(1)  require  an  assurance  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  persons  participating  in  the  project  proposed  to  be  carried 
out  under  any  application — 

(A)  be  individuals  with  disabilities;  or 

(B)  be  low  -income  individuals  who  are  first  generation 
college  students; 

(2)  require  an  assurance  that  the  remaining  students  par- 
ticipating in  the  project  proposed  to  be  carried  out  under  any 
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application  be  low-income  individuals,  first  generation  college 
students,  or  individuals  with  disabilities; 

(3)  require  an  assurance  that  not  less  than  one-third  of  the 
individuals  with  disabilities  participating  in  the  project  be  low- 
income  individuals; 

(4)  require  that  there  be  a  determination  by  the  institu- 
tion, with  respect  to  each  participant  in  such  project,  that  the 
participant  has  a  need  for  academic  support  in  order  to  pursue 
successfully  a  program  of  education  beyond  secondary  school; 

(5)  require  that  such  participants  be  enrolled  or  accepted 
for  enrollment  at  the  institution  which  is  the  recipient  of  the

(7)  mentoring  programs  involving  faculty  members  at  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education,  students,  or  any  combination  of

(8)  exposure  to  cultural  events  and  academic  programs  not 
usually  available  to  disadvantaged  students. 

(c)  Requirements. — In  approving  applications  for

(8)  career  workshops  and  counseling; 

(9)  mentoring  programs  involving  elementary  or  secondary 
school  teachers,  faculty  members  at  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation, students,  or  any  combination  of  such  persons;  and 

(10)  programs  and  activities  as  described  in  paragraphs  (1) 
through  (9)  which  are  specially  designed  for  students  of  limited 
English  proficiency. 

(c)  Requirements  for  Approval  of  Appucations.— In  ap- 
proving applications  for  educational  opportiinity  centers  under  this 
section  for  any  fiscal  year  the  Secretary  shall — 

(1)  require  an  assurance  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  persons  participating  in  the  project  proposed  to  be  carried 
out  under  any  application  be  low-income  individuals  who  are 
first  generation  college  students;

of  the  Nation  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  training  opportunities  are 
appropriate  to  meet  the  needs  in  the  local  areas  being  served  by 
such  programs  and  projects.  Such  training  shall  be  offered  annu- 
ally for  new  directors  of  projects  funded  under  this  chapter  as  well 
as  annually  on  the  following  topics  suid  other  topics  chosen  by  the 

(1)  Legislative  and  regulatory  requirements  for  the  oper- 
ation of  programs  funded  under  this  chapter. 

(2)  Assisting  students  in  receiving  adequate  financial  aid 
from  programs  assisted  under  this  title  and  other  programs. 

(3)  The  design  and  operation  of  model  programs  for 
projects  funded  under  this  chapter. 
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(c)  Consultation.— Grants  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
shall  be  made  only  after  consultation  with  regional  and  State  pro- 
fessional associations  of  persons  having  special  knowledge  with  re- 
spect to  the  needs  and  problems  of  such  programs  and  projects.

SEC.  402H.  EVALUATION  FOR  PROJECT  IMPROVEMENT. 

(a)  In  General. — For  the  purpose  of  improving  the  operation 
of  the  programs  and  projects  assisted  under  this  chapter,  the  Sec- 
retary is  authorized  to  make  grants  to  and  enter  into  contracts 
with  institutions  of  higher  education  £md  other  public  and  private 
institutions  and  organizations  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the 
various  programs  assisted  under  this  subpart  in  meeting  the  pur- 
poses described  in  this  chapter. 

(b)  Content. — ^The  evaluations  described  in  subsection  (a) 
shall  identify  institutional,  conmiunity  and  program  practices  par- 
ticularly effective  in  increasing  the  access  of  low-income  individuals 
and  first-generation  college  students  to  postsecondary  education, 
the  preparation  of  such  individuals  and  students  for  postsecondary 
education,  £md  such  individuals'  and  students'  success  in  post- 
secondary  education. 

(c)  Results. — In  order  to  improve  program  effectiveness,  the 
results  of  the  ongoing  evaluations  described  in  subsection  (a)  shall 
be  disseminated  by  the  Secretary  to  similar  programs  assisted 
under  this  chapter  as  well  as  other  individuals  concerned  with  the 
postsecondaiy  access  and  retention  of  low-income  individuals  and 
first-generation  college  students.

CHAPTER  2— NATIONAL  EARLY  E^TERVENTION

SEC.  404A.  EARLY  INTERVENTION  PROGRAM  AUTHORIZED. 

The  Secretary  is  authorized,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  chapter,  to  establish  a  program  that — 

(1)  encourages  States  to  provide  or  maintain  a  guarantee 
to  eligible  low-income  students  who  obtain  a  high  school  di- 
ploma (or  its  equivalent),  of  the  financial  assistance  necessary 
to  permit  them  to  attend  £m  institution  of  higher  education; 
and 

(2)  provides  incentives  to  States,  in  cooperation  with  local 
educational  agencies,  institutions  of  higher  education,  commu- 
nity organizations  and  business,  to  provide — 

(A)  additional  counseling,  mentoring,  academic  sup- 
port, outreach,  and  supportive  services  to  elementary,  mid- 
dle, and  secondary  school  students  who  are  at  risk  of  drop- 
ping out  of  school;  and 

(B)  information  to  students  and  their  parents  about 
the  advantages  of  obtaining  a  postsecondary  education  and 
their  college  financing  options. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070a-21) 
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SEC.  404B.  STATE  EUGroiLITV  AND  STATE  PLAN. 

(a)  Plan  Required  for  Eligibility.— (1)  In  order  for  a  State 
to  qualify  for  a  grant  under  this  chapter,  the  State  shall  submit  to 
the  Secretary  a  plan  for  carrying  out  the  program  under  this  chap- 
ter. Such  plan  shall  provide  for  the  conduct,  under  the  State  pro- 
gram, of  both  a  scholarship  component  in  accordance  with  section 
404D'  and  an  early  intervention  component  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 404C.  ■         ^  „  ■ 

(2)  Each  State  plan  submitted  pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)  shall 
be  in  such  form,  contain  or  be  accompanied  by  such  information  or 
assurances,  and  be  submitted  at  such  time  as  the  Secretary  may 
require  by  regulation  and  shall — 

(A)  describe  the  activities  for  which  assistance  under  this 
section  is  sought;  and 

(B)  provide  such  additional  assurances  as  the  Secretary  de- 
termines necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section. 

(b)  Matching  Requirement.— The  Secretary  shall  not  approve 
a  plan  submitted  under  subsection  (a)  unless  such  plan — 

(1)  provides  that  the  State  will  provide,  from  State,  local, 
or  private  funds,  not  less  than  one-half  the  cost  of  the  program; 

(2)  specifies  the  methods  by  which  such  share' of  the  costs 
will  be  paid;  and 

(3)  includes  provisions  designed  to  assure  that  funds  pro- 
vided under  this  chapter  shall  supplement  and  not  supplant 
funds  expended  for  existing  State  and  local  programs. 

(c)  Methods  for  Complying  With  Matching  Require- 
ment.— A  State  may  count  toward  the  contribution  required  by 
subsection  (b)(1) — 

(1)  the  amount  of  the  grants  paid  to  students  from  State, 
local,  or  private  funds  under  this  chapter; 

(2)  the  amount  of  tuition,  fees,  room  or  board  waived  or  re- 
duced for  recipients  of  grants  under  this  chapter;  and 

(3)  the  amount  expended  on  documented,  targeted,  long- 
term  mentoring  and  counseling  provided  bv  volunteers  or  paid 
staff  of  nonschool  organizations,  including  businesses,  religious 
organizations,  community  groups,  postsecondary  educational 
institutions,  nonprofit  and  philanthropic  organizations,  and 
other  organizations. 

(d)  Payment  Requirements. — Upon  submission  by  a  State  of 
such  documents  as  the  Secretary  may,  bv  regulation,  require  for 
demonstrating  the  total  amount  expended  by  the  State  in  accord- 
ance with  this  chapter  for  a  fiscal  year,  th3  Secretary  shall,  from 
such  State's  allotment  under  section  404E  for  such  fiscal  year,  pay 
to  such  State  an  amount  equal  to  not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
total  amount  so  expended. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070a-22) 
SEC.  404C.  EARLY  INTERVENTION. 

(a)  In  General. — In  order  to  receive  payments  under  section 
404B(d),  a  State  shall  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sec- 
retary that  the  State  will  provide  comprehensive  mentoring,  coun- 
seling, outreach,  and  supportive  services  to  students  participating 
in  programs  under  tliis  chapter  who  are  enrolled  in  preschool 
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through  grade  12.  Such  counseling  shall  include  financial  aid  coun- 
seling that  provides  information  on  the  opportunities  for  financial 
assistance  under  this  title.  The  State  shall  demonstrate,  pursuant 
to  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  the  methods  by  which  the  State  will 
target  services  on  priority  students, 
(b)  Uses  of  Funds.— 

(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  shall,  by  regulation,  estab- 
lish criteria  for  determining  whether  comprehensive 
mentoring,  counseling,  outreach,  and  supportive  services  pro- 
grams may  be  used  to  meet  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a). 

(2)  Allowable  providers.— The  activities  required  by 
subsection  (a)  may  be  provided  by  service  providers  such  as 
community-based  organizations,  schools,  institutions  of  higher 
education,  public  and  private  agencies,  nonprofit  and  philan- 
thropic organizations,  businesses,  institutions  and  agencies 
sponsoring  programs  authorized  under  subpart  4  of  this  part, 
and  other  organizations  the  Secretary  deems  appropriate. 

(3)  Permissible  activities.— Examples  of  acceptable  ac- 
tivities to  meet  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a)  include  the 
following: 

(A)  Providing  eligible  students  in  preschool  through 
grade  12  with  a  continuing  system  of  mentoring  and  advis- 
ing that — 

(i)  is  coordinated  with  the  Federal  and  State  com- 
mimity  service  initiatives;  and 

(ii)  may  include  such  support  services  as  after 
school  and  summer  tutoring,  assistance  in  obtaining 
summer  jobs,  career  mentoring  and  academic  counsel- 
ing. 

(B)  Requiring  each  student  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
under  which  the  student  agrees  to  achieve  certain  aca- 
demic milestones,  such  as  completing  a  prescribed  set  of 
courses  and  maintaining  satisfactory  academic  progress  as 
described  in  section  484(c),  in  exchange  for  receiving  tui- 
tion assistance  for  a  period  of  time  to  be  established  by 
each  State. 

(C)  Activities  designed  to  ensure  high  school  comple- 
tion and  college  enrollment  of  at-risk  children,  inclucung 
identification  of  at-risk  children,  after  school  and  summer 
tutoring,  assistance  in  obtaining  summer  jobs,  academic 
counseling,  volunteer  and  parent  involvement  and  former 
or  current  scholsu-ship  recipients  as  mentor  or  peer  coun- 
selors, skills  assessment,  personal  coimseling,  family  coun- 
seling and  home  visits,  and  staff  development,  and  pro- 
grams and  activities  as  described  in  this  subpsu*agraph 
which  are  specially  designed  for  students  of  limited  Eng- 
lish proficiency. 

(D)  Prefreshman  summer  programs  that — 

(i)  are  at  institutions  of  higher  education  that  also 
have  programs  of  academic  yesu*  supportive  services 
for  disadvemtaged  students  through  projects  author- 
ized under  section  402D  or  through  comparable 
projects  funded  by  the  State  or  other  sources;

and  those  model  programs  which  serve  these  students  from  rural 
or  urban  environments. 

(c)  Proposal  Requirements.— 

(1)  Tailoring.— To  receive  a  grant  under  subsection  (a)(1), 
the  proposal  submitted  to  the  Secretary  shall  demonstrate  that 
the  counseling  on  college  opportunities,  precollege  require- 
ments, the  college  admissions  procedure,  and  financial  aid  op- 
portunities (including  early  intervention  counseling),  is  tailored 
to  a  specific  geographic,  social  or  cultural  environment. 

(2)  Community  partnerships. — To  receive  a  grant  under 
subsection  (aX2),  the  proposal  submitted  to  the  Secretary  shall 
demonstrate  the  active  involvement  of  a  local  educational 
agency  and  at  least  one  of  the  following: 

(A)  Local  businesses. 

(B)  Labor  organizations. 

(C)  Community  groups. 

(3)  CioALS  AND  OUTCOMES. — ^To  receive  a  grant  under  this 
section,  each  proposal  shall  contain  a  statement  of  specific, 
measurable  goals  and  methods  for  obtaining  statistics  on  the 
number  of  participants  who  continue  on  to  postsecondary  edu- 
cation.

SEC.  408B.  DIFFUSION  ACTIVITIES. 

(a)  Collection  of  Information.— The  Secretary  shall  collect 
information  concerning — 

(1)  programs  supported  under  section  408A  and  programs

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college  opportunities,  precollege  requirements,  the  college  ad- 
missions procedure,  and  financial  aid  opportunities;

(a)  Program  Authority.— The  Secratary  is  authorized  to  enter 
into  contracts  with  appropriate  public  agencies,  nonprofit  private 
organizations,  and  institutions  of  higher  education  to  conduct  an 
information  program  designed — 

(1)  to  broaden  the  early  awareness  of  postsecondary  edu- 
cational opportunities  by  secondary  school  students  ana  their 
parents;  and 

(2)  to  encourage  economically  disadvantaged,  minority,  or 
at-risk  individuals  to  seek  higher  education,  and  to  seek  higher 
education  and  financial  assistance  counseling  at  public  schools 
and  libraries. 

(b)  Contents  of  Messages. — ^Announcements  and  messages 
supported  under  this  section — 
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(1)  may  be  specially  designed  for  students  of  limited  Eng- 
lish proficiency, 

(2)  shall  publicize — 

(A)  the  availability  of  Federal  student  assistance 
under  this  Act; 

(B)  the  importance  of  postsecondary  education  in  long- 
term  career  planning;  and 

(C)  the  need  and  necessity  to  complete  a  secondary 
education  program  successfully  in  order  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  college. 

(c)  Informing  Congress.— The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  appro- 
priate committees  of  the  Congress  informed  with  respect  to  the  ef- 
forts made  pursuant  to  this  section  and  shall  recommend  any  addi- 
tional legislative  authority  that  will  serve  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion.

CHAPTER  6— NATIONAL  STUDENT  SAVINGS 
DEMONSTRATION  PROGRAM 

SEC.  410A-  NATIONAL  STUDENT  SAVINGS  DEMONSTRATION  PROGRAM. 

(a)  Statement  of  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section 

to— 

(1)  create  a  demonstration  program  to  test  che  feasibility 
of  establishing  a  national  student  (ravings  program  to  encour- 
age families  to  save  for  their  children's  college  education  and 
thereby  reduce  the  loan  indebtedness  of  college  students;  and 

(2)  help  determine  the  most  effective  means  of  achieving 
the  activities  described  in  paragraph  (1). 

(b)  Demonstration  Program  Authorized.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  award  a 
demonstration  greint  to  not  more  than  5  States  to  enable  each 
such  State  to  conduct  a  student  savings  program  in  accordance 
with  this  section. 

(2)  Amount  of  grant.— The  amount  of  each  grant  award- 
ed pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis 
of— 

(A)  a  Federal  match  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  initial 
State  deposit  into  each  account  established  pursuant  to 
subsection  (c)(2XB),  except  that  such  Federal  match  shall 
not  exceed  $50  per  child;  multiplied  by 

(B)  the  number  of  children  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram assisted  under  this  part. 

(3)  Priority. — In  awarding  grants  under  this  section  the 
Secretary  shall  give  priority  to  States  proposing  programs  that 
establish  accounts  for  a  child  prior  to  the  age  of  compulsory 
school  attendance  in  the  State  in  which  such  child  resides. 
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(4)  Special  consideration.— In  awarding  grants  under 
this  section  the  Secretary  shall  give  special  consideration  to 
States — 

(A)  that  permit  employers  to  use  pretax  income  in 
making  contributions  to  a  child's  account;  and 

(B)  that  provide  assurances  that  interest  earned  in  ac- 
counts shall  be  exempt  from  State  taxes. 

(c)  Application.— 

(1)  In  general. — Each  State  desiring  a  grant  under  this 
section  shall  submit  an  application  to  the  Secretary  at  such 
time,  in  such  manner,  and  accompanied  by  such  information  as 
the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require. 

(2)  Contents. — Each  application  submitted  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (1)  shall — 

(A)  describe  the  student  savings  program  to  be  estab- 
lished and  the  number  of  children  to  be  served; 

(B)  contain  assurances  that  an  account  shall  be  estab- 
lished for  each  child  participating  in  the  program  assisted 
under  this  section  and  set  forth  the  initial  amount  to  be 
deposited  into  each  such  account  by  the  State: 

(C)  contain  assurances  that  deposits  into  such  account 
shall  be  invested  in  a  responsible  manner  that  provides  a 
reasonable  rate  of  return; 

(D)  contain  assurances  that  funds  in  the  account  shall 
only  be  used  to  pay  the  cost  of  attendance  (as  such  term 
is  defined  in  section  472)  at  any  eligible  institution  (as 
such  term  is  defined  in  section  481); 

(E)  describe  the  amount  of  the  Federal  contribution  re- 
quested for  starting  each  child's  account,  wbiich  shall  not 
exceed  $50  per  child  participating  in  the  program; 

(F)  describe  the  age  at  which  children  in  the  State 
may  establish  such  accounts; 

(G)  indicate  whether  the  progi-am  will  be  open  to  all 
children,  regardless  of  family  income,  or  only  to  disadvan- 
taged children; 

(H)  describe  how  additional  deposits  into  each  account 
from  the  State  or  other  resources  will  be  earned  by  a  child 
for  performance  of  community  service,  academic  perform- 
ance, or  other  activities  or  achievements; 

(I)  contain  assurances  that  contributions  in  an  account 
shall  be  refundable  to  the  contributor  without  interest  if 
the  child  is  unable  to  attend  college; 

(J)  contain  assurances  that  the  State  shall  encourage 
individuals  and  organizations  to  make  contributions  to  a 
child's  account; 

(K)  contain  assurances  that  the  State  shall  provide  in- 
centives to  employers  to  make  contributions  to  a  child's  ac- 
count and  participate  in  the  program  assisted  under  this 
section;  and 

(L)  contain  assurances  that  if  a  child  leaves  the  State 
in  which  such  child  has  an  account,  then  such  child  shall 
retain  the  right  to  make  contributions  to  the  account,  ex- 
cept that  the  State  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  addi- 
tional deposits  other  than  interest. 
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(d)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— There  are  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  $10,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums 
as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years  to 
carry  out  this  section.

CHAPTER  7— PREELIGIBILITY  FORMi 

SEC.  410B.  INFORMATION  ON  EUGmnJTY  FOR  ASSISTANCE. 

To  help  ensure  access  to  postsecondary  education  by  providing 
early  notice  to  students  of  their  potential  eligibility  for  financial 
aid,  the  Secretauy,  as  part  of  the  contracts  developed  pursuant  to 
section  483,  may — 

(1)  develop  and  process  a  common  preeligibility  Federal  fi- 
nsmcial  aid  form, 

(2)  distribute  £ind  process  such  form  on  a  year-round  basis 
free  of  charge  to  students  and  parents,  and 

(3)  issue,  on  the  basis  of  information  reported  by  the  stu- 
dent on  such  form,  a  preeligibility  expected  family  contribution 
figure  and  estimate  of  the  amoimt  of  Federal  (and,  if  feasible, 
non-Federal)  funds  for  which  the  student  might  qualify  in  later 
completing  and  submitting  the  application  form  called  for 
under  section  483. 

The  Secretary  shall  widely  disseminate  the  preeligibilitv  form 
through  post  offices  and  other  appropriate  Federal  installations, 
schools,  institutions  of  higher  education,  libraries,  and  community- 
based  agencies,  including  projects  assisted  under  subparts  2  and  5 
of  this  part. 
(20  U.S.C.  1070a-71) 

CHAPTER  8— TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE  FOR 
TEACHERS  AND  COUNSELORS 

SEC.  4  IOC.  TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE  GRANTS. 

(a)  Program  Authority.— From  the  amounts  appropriated 
under  subsection  (f),  the  Secretary  shall  award  grants  to  local  edu- 
cational agencies  to  use  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  specialized 
training  for  guidance  coimselors,  teachers,  and  principals  to  coun- 
sel students  about  college  opportimities,  precollege  requirements, 
the  college  admissions  procedure,  and  financial  aid  opportunities. 

(b)  Selection  of  Grant  Recipients.— 

(1)  Priority. — In  making  grants  imder  this  section,  the 
Secretary  shall  give  priority  to  those  local  educational  agencies 
serving  school  districts  (A)  from  which  the  proportion  of  stu- 
dents who  continue  on  to  higher  education  is  significantly 
below  the  national  average,  and  (B)  in  which  the  proportion  of 
students  who  are  educationally  disadvantaged  is  significantly 
above  the  national  average. 

(2)  Selection  procedures. — ^The  Secretary  shall  develop 
a  formal  procedure  for  the  submission  of  proposals  and  publish 
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in  the  Federal  Register  an  announcement  with  respect  to  that 
procedure  and  the  availability  of  funds. 

(c)  Local  Plan. — To  receive  a  grant  under  this  section,  a  local 
educational  agency  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  a  plan  that — 

(1)  specifies  the  methods  to  be  used  for  outreach,  imple- 
mentation, and  follow-up  with  those  students  most  in  need  and 
at-risk  for  dropping  out  or  failing  to  pursue  postsecondary  edu- 
cation; 

(2)  demonstrates  the  methods  by  which  the  agency  will 
target  funds  to  those  schools  within  the  district  that  have  the 
lowest  rate  of  students  v/ho  continue  on  to  higher  education; 

(3)  utilizes  early  intervention  programs  for  counseling  mi- 
nority, economically  disadvantaged,  (fisabled,  and  at-risk  stu- 
dents about  postsecondary  education; 

(4)  includes  a  strategy  for  keeping  the  guidance  counselors, 
teachers  (including  elementary,  secondary,  vocational,  and  spe- 
cial education  teachers),  and  principals  who  have  been  trained 
up-to-date  on  financial  aid  information; 

(5)  contains  a  statement  of  specific  goals  and  methods  for 
obtaining  statistics  on  the  number  of  participants  who  continue 
on  to  postsecondary  education;  and 

(6)  contains  a  description  of  the  costs  of  the  training  and 
other  activities  to  be  undertaken. 

(d)  Duration  of  Grants. — Grants  under  this  section  shall  be 
available  for  2  years. 

(e)  Evaluation. — 

(1)  Conduct  of  evaluations.— The  Secretary  shall  re- 
serve not  more  than  2  percent  of  any  amount  appropriated 
under  subsection  (f)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  an  inde- 
pendent evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  training  pro- 
grams assisted  under  this  section  in — 

(A)  increasing  the  number  of  personnel  in  a  school 
who  regularly  counsel  students  regarding  college  opportu- 
nities, precollege  requirements,  the  college  admission  pro- 
cedure, and  financial  aid  opportunities;  and 

(B)  increasing  the  number  of  students  who  continue  on 
to  postsecondary  education  from  a  school  which  has  had 
personnel  trained  using  monies  from  this  section. 

(2)  Report. — The  Secretary  shall  submit  to  the  appro- 
priate committees  of  the  Congress  a  report  which  contains  the 
findings  of  the  evaluation  required  by  paragraph  (1). 

(f)  Technical  Assistance  Grants.— There  are  authorized  to 
be  appropriated  $40,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums  as 
may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years  to  carry 
out  this  section.

Subpart  3 — Federal  Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity 

Grants 

sec.  413a-  purpose;  appropriations  authorized. 

(a)  Purpose  of  Subpart.— It  is  the  purpose  of  this  subpart  to 
provide,  through  institutions  of  higher  education,  supplemental 
grants  to  assist  in  making  available  the  benefits  of  postsecondary 
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education  to  qualified  students  who  demonstrate  financial  need  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  part  F  of  this  title. 

(b)  Authorization  of  Appropriations. — (1)  For  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Secretary  to  make  payments  to  institutions  of  higher 
education  which  have  made  agreements  with  the  Secretary  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  413C(a),  for  vise  by  such  institutions  for  pay- 
ments to  undergraduate  students  of  supplemental  grants  awarded 
to  them  xmder  this  subpart,  there  are  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated $675,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(2)  Sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  this  subsection  for  any  fis- 
cal year  shall  be  available  for  payments  to  institutions  xmtil  the 
end  of  the  second  fiscal  year  succeeding  ,  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
such  sums  were  appropriated. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070b) 
SEC.  413B.  AMOUNT  AND  DURATION  OF  GRANTS. 

(a)  Amount  of  Grant. — (1)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(3),  from  the  funds  received  by  it  for  such  purpose  under  this  sub- 
part, an  institution  which  awards  a  supplemental  grant  to  a  stu- 
dent for  an  academic  year  imder  this  subpart  shall,  for  each  year, 
pay  to  that  student  an  amovmt  not  to  exceed  the  lesser  of  (A)  the 
amount  determined  by  the  institution,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  part  F  of  this  title,  to  be  needed  by  that  student  to  enable 
the  student  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  at  the  institution  or  in  a 
program  of  study  abroad  that  is  approved  for  credit  by  the  institu- 
tion at  which  the  student  is  enrolled,  or  (B)  $4,000. 

(2)  If  the  amount  determined  vmder  paragraph  (1)  with  respect 
to  a  student  for  any  academic  year  is  less  than  $100,  no  payment 
shall  be  made  to  that  student  for  that  year.  For  a  student  enrolled 
for  less  than  a  full  academic  year,  the  minimum  pajmient  required 
shall  be  reduced  proportionately. 

(3)  For  students  participating  in  study  abroad  programs,  the 
institution  shall  consider  all  reasonable  costs  associated  with  such 
study  abroad  when  determining  student  eligibility.  The  amount  of 
grant  to  be  awarded  in  such  cases  may  exceed  the  maximum 
amount  of  $4,000  by  as  much  as  $400  if  reasonable  study  abroad 
costs  exceed  the  cost  of  attendance  at  the  home  institution. 

(b)  Period  for  Receipt  of  Grants;  Continuing  Eligi- 
bility.— (1)  The  period  during  which  a  student  may  receive  supple- 
mental grants  shall  be  the  period  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
first  undergraduate  baccalaureate  course  of  study  being  pursued  by 
that  student. 

(2)  A  supplemental  grant  awarded  imder  tliis  subpart  shall  en- 
title the  student  (to  whom  it  is  awarded)  to  payments  pursuant  to 
such  grant  only  if  the  student  meets  the  requirements  of  section 
484,  except  as  provided  in  section  413C(c). 

(c)  Distribution  of  Grant  During  Academic  Year.— Nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  an  institution  from 
making  payments  of  varying  amounts  from  a  supplemental  grant 
to  a  student  during  an  academic  year  to  cover  costs  for  a  period 
which  are  not  applicable  to  other  periods  of  such  academic  year.

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SEC.  413C.  AGREEMENTS  WITH  INSTITUTIONS;  SELECTION  OF  RECIPI- 
ENTS. 

(a)  Institutional  Eligibility.— Assistance  may  be  made 
available  under  this  subpart  only  to  an  institution  which — 

(1)  has,  in  accordance  with  section  487,  an  agreement  with 
the  Secretary  applicable  to  this  subpart; 

(2)  agrees  that  the  Federal  share  of  awards  under  this  sub- 
part will  not  exceed  75  percent  of  such  awards,  except  that  the 
Federal  share  may  be  exceeded  if  the  Secretary  determines, 
pursuant  to  regulations  establishing  objective  criteria  for  such 
determinations,  that  a  larger  Federal  share  is  required  to  fur- 
ther the  purpose  of  this  subpart;  and 

except  that  the  Federal  share  may  be  exceeded  if  the  Secretary 
determines,  pursuant  to  regulations  establishing  objective  cri- 
teria for  such  determinations,  that  a  larger  Federal  share  is  re- 
quired to  further  the  purpose  of  this  subpart;  and 

(3)  agrees  that  the  non-Federal  share  of  awards  made 
under  this  subpart  shall  be  made  from  the  institution's  own  re- 
sources, inr)uding — 

(A)  institutional  grants  and  scholarships; 

(B)  tuition  or  fee  waivers; 

(C)  State  scholarships;  and 

(D)  foundation  or  other  charitable  organization  funds. 

(b)  Eligibility  for  Selection. — Awards  may  be  made  under 
this  subpart  only  to  a  student  who — 

(1)  is  an  eligible  student  under  section  484;  and 

(2)  makes  application  at  a  time  and  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Secretary  and  that  institution. 

(c)  Selection  of  Individuals  and  Determination  of 
AmoltvTT  of  Awards. — (1)  From  among  individuals  who  are  eligible 
for  supplemental  grants  for  each  fiscal  year,  the  institution  shall, 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  under  section  487,  and  within 
the  amount  allocated  to  the  institution  for  that  purpose  for  that 
year  under  section  413D,  select  individuals  who  are  to  be  awarded 
such  grants  and  determine,  in  accordance  with  section  413B,  the 
amounts  to  be  paid  to  them. 

(2)(A)  In  carrying  out  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  each  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  shall,  in  the  agreement  made  under 
section  487,  assure  that  the  selection  procedures — 

(i)  will  be  designed  to  award  supplemental  grants  under 
this  subpart,  first,  to  p<-udents  with  exceptional  need,  and 

(ii)  will  give  a  priority  for  supplemental  grants  under  this 
subpart  to  students  who  receive  Pell  Grants  and  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  section  484. 

(B)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (A),  the  term  "students 
with  exceptional  need"  means  students  with  the  lowest  expected 
family  contributions  at  the  institution. 

(d)  Use  of  Funds  for  Less-Than-Full-Time  Students.— If 
the  institution's  allocation  under  this  subpart  is  directly  or  indi- 
rectly based  in  part  on  the  financial  need  demonstrated  by  students 
who  are  independent  students  or  attending  the  institution  less 
than  full  time  and  if  the  total  financial  need  of  all  such  students 
attending  the  institution  exceeds  5  percent  of  the  total  financial 
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need  of  all  students  attending  such  institution,  then  at  least  5  per- 
cent of  such  allotment  shall  be  made  available  to  such  students. 

(e)  Use  and  Transfer  of  Funds  for  Administrative  Ex- 
penses.— ^An  agreement  entered  into  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
provide  that  funds  granted  to  an  institution  of  higher  education 
may  be  used  only  to  make  payments  to  students  participating  in 
a  grant  program  authorized  tinder  this  subpart,  except  that  an  in- 
stitution may  use  a  portion  of  the  sums  allocated  to  it  under  this 
subpart  to  meet  administrative  expenses  in  accordance  with  section 
489  of  this  title. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070b-2) 
SEC.  413D.  ALLOCATION  OF  FUNDS. 

(a)  Allocation  Based  on  Previous  Allocation.-— (l)  From 
the  amount  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  413A(b)  for  each  fis- 
cal year,  the  Secretary  shall  first  allocate  to  each  eligible  institu- 
tion an  amount  equal  to  100  percent  of  the  amount  such  institution 
received  and  used  under  this  subpart  for  fiscal  year  1985. 

(2)(A)  From  the  amount  so  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall 
next  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in 
the  program  under  this  subpart  after  fiscal  year  1985  but  is  not  a 
first  or  second  time  participant,  an  amovmt  equal  to  the  greater 
of— 

(i)  $5,000;  or 

(ii)  90  percent  of  the  amount  received  and  used  under  this 
subpart  for  the  first  year  it  participated  in  the  program. 

(B)  From  the  amoimt  so  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall  next 
allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in  the 
program  under  this  subpart  after  fiscal  year  1985  and  is  a  first  or 
second  time  participant,  an  amount  equaJ  to  the  greatest  of— 

(i)  $5,000; 

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  (I)  90  percent  of  the  amount  re- 
ceived and  used  under  this  subpart  in  the  second  preceding  fis- 
cal year  by  eligible  institutions  offering  comparable  programs 
of  instruction,  divided  by  (II)  the  number  of  students  enrolled 
at  such  comparable  institutions  in  such  fiscal  year,  multiplied 
by  (III)  the  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  applicant  insti- 
tution in  such  fiscal  year;  or 

(iii)  90  percent  of  the  institution's  allocation  under  this 
part  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(C)  Notwithstanding  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  of  this  para- 
graph, the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution 
which — 

(i)  was  a  first-time  participant  in  the  program  in  fiscal 
year  1986  or  any  subsequent  fiscal  year,  and 

(ii)  received  a  larger  amount  under  this  subsection  in  the 
second  year  of  participation, 

an  amount  equal  to  90  percent  of  the  amount  it  received  under  this 
subsection  in  its  second  year  of  participation. 

(3)(A)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  less 
than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  then  the  amount  of  the  allocation 
to  each  such  institution  shall  be  ratably  reduced.

(B)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  more  than 
the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under  para- 
graph (1)  but  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all 
institutions  under  paragraph  (2),  then — 

(i)  the  Secretaiy  shall  allot  the  amount  required  to  be  allo- 
cated to  all  institutions  under  paragraph  ( 1),  and 

(ii)  the  amount  of  the  allocation  to  -  iach  institution  under 
paragraph  (2)  shall  be  ratably  reduced. 

(C)  If  additional  amounts  are  appropriated  for  any  such  fiscal 
year,  such  reduced  amounts  shall  be  increased  on  the  same  basis 
as  they  were  reduced  (until  the  amount  allocated  equals  the 
ani?unt  required  to  be  allocated  under  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of 
this  subsection). 

(4)(A)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the 
Secretary  may  allocate  an  amount  equal  to  not  more  thaii  10  per- 
cent of  the  amount  by  which  the  amount  appropriated  in  any  fiscal 
year  to  carry  out  this  part  exceeds  $700,000,000  among  eligible  in- 
stitutions described  in  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  In  order  to  receive  an  allocation  pursuant  to  subparagraph 
(A)  an  institution  shall  be  an  eligible  institution  from  which  50  per- 
cent or  more  of  the  Pell  Grant  recipients  attending  such  eligible  in- 
stitution graduate  from  or  transfer  to  a  4-year  institution  of  higher 
education. 

(b)  Allocation  of  Excess  Based  on  Pro  Rata  Share.— From 
one -quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  appropriated  pursuant 
to  section  413A(b)  for  any  fiscal  year  (after  maJdng  the  allocations 
required  by  subsection  (a)),  the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  each  eli- 
gible institution  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such 
one-quarter  as  the  amount  the  eligible  institution  receives  for  such 
fiscal  year  under  subsection  (a)  bears  to  the  amount  all  such  insti- 
tutions receive  under  such  subsection  (a). 

(c)  Allocation  of  Excess  Based  on  Fair  Share.— (l)  From 
three-quarters  of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  appropriated  pursu- 
ant to  section  413A(b)  for  each  year  (after  making  the  allocations 
required  by  subsection  (a)),  the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  each  eli- 
gible institution  which  has  an  excess  eligible  amount  an  amount 
which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such  remainder  as  such  excess  eligi- 
ble amount  bears  to  the  sum  of  the  excess  eligible  amounts  of  all 
such  eligible  institutions  (having  such  excess  eligible  amounts). 

(2)  For  any  eligible  institution,  the  excess  eligible  amount  is 
the  amount,  if  any,  by  which — 

(A)  (i)  the  amount  of  that  institution's  need  (as  determined 
under  subsection  (d)),  divided  by  (ii)  the  sum  of  the  need  of  all 
institutions  (as  so  determined),  multiplied  by  (iii)  the  amount 
appropriated  pursuant  to  section  413A(b)  of  the  fiscal  year;  ex- 
ceeds 

(B)  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  that  institution 
under  subsection  (a). 

(d)  Determination  of  iNSTiTtmoN's  Need.— (i)  The  amount 
of  an  institution's  need  is  equal  to — 

(A)  the  sum  of  the  need  of  the  institution's  eligible  under- 
graduate students;  minus 

(B)  the  sum  of  grant  aid  received  by  students  under  sub- 
parts 1  and  3  of  this  part. 
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(2)  To  determine  the  need  of  an  institution's  eligible  under- 
graduate students,  the  Secretary  shall — 

(A)  establish  various  income  categories  for  dependent  and 
independent  undergraduate  students; 

(B)  establish  an  expected  family  contribution  for  each  in- 
come category  of  dependent  and  independent  vmdergraduate 
students,  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  average  expected  fam- 
ily contribution  (computed  in  accordance  with  part  F  of  this 
title)  of  a  representative  sample  within  each  income  category 
for  the  second  preceding  fiscal  year; 

(C)  compute  75  percent  of  the  average  cost  of  attendance 
for  all  undergraduate  students; 

(D)  multiply  the  number  of  eligible  dependent  students  in 
each  income  category  by  75  percent  of  the  average  cost  of  at- 
tendance for  all  undergraduate  students  determined  vmder 
subparagraph  (C),  minus  the  expected  family  contribution  de- 
termined under  subparagraph  (B)  for  that  income  category,  ex- 
cept that  the  amount  computed  by  such  subtraction  shall  not 
be  less  thsm  zero; 

(E)  add  the  amounts  determined  vmder  subparagraph  (D) 
for  each  income  category  of  dependent  students; 

(F)  multiply  the  nxmiber  of  eligible  independent  students 
in  each  income  category  by  75  percent  of  the  average  cost  of 
attendsmce  for  all  undergraduate  students  determined  under 
subparagraph  (C),  minus  the  expected  family  contribution  de- 
termined under  subparagraph  (B)  for  that  income  category,  ex- 
cept that  the  amount  computed  by  such  subtraction  shall  not 
be  less  than  zero; 

(G)  add  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraph  (F) 
for  each  income  category  of  independent  students;  and 

(H)  add  the  amoimts  determined  under  subparagraphs  (E) 
and  (G). 

(3)(A)  For  purposes  of  paragraph  (2),  the  term  "average  cost  of 
attendsmce"  means  the  average  of  the  attendance  costs  for  under- 
graduate students  which  shall  include  (i)  tuition  and  fees  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (B),  (ii)  standard  living  ex- 
penses determined  in  accordance  with  subpax'agraph  (C),  and  (iii) 
books  and  supplies  determined  in  accordsmce  with  subparagraph 
(D). 

(B)  The  average  undergraduate  tuition  and  fees  described  in 
subparagraph  (A)(i)  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  information 
reported  by  the  institution  to  the  Secretary,  which  shall  include  (i) 
total  revenue  received  by  the  institution  from  undergraduate  tui- 
tion and  fees  for  the  second  year  preceding  the  year  for  which  it 
is  applying  for  an  allocation,  and  (ii)  the  institution's  enrollment  for 
such  second  preceding  year. 

(C)  The  standard  living  expense  described  in  subparagraph 
(A)(ii)  i3  equal  to  150  percent  of  the  difference  between  the  income 
protection  allowance  for  a  family  of  five  with  one  in  college  and  the 
income  protection  allowance  for  a  family  of  six  with  one  in  college 
for  a  single  independent  student. 

(D)  The  allowance  for  books  and  supplies  described  in  subpara- 
graph (A)(iii)  is  equal  to  $450. 
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(e)  Reallocation  of  Excess  Allocations.— <1)  If  an  institu- 
tion returns  to  the  Secretary  any  portion  of  the  sums  allocated  to 
such  institution  under  this  section  for  any  fiscal  year  the  Secretary 
shall,  in  accordance  with  regulations,  reallocate  such  excess  to 
other  institutions. 

(2)  If  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  an  institution  re- 
turns more  than  10  percent  of  its  allocation,  the  institution's  alloca- 
tion for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  re- 
turned. The  Secretary  may  waive  this  paragraph  for  a  specific  in- 
stitution if  the  Secretary  finds  that  enforcing  this  paragraph  would 
be  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the  program. 

(f)  FiLU^G  Deadlines.— The  Secretary  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
set  dates  before  which  institutions  must  file  applications  for  alloca- 
tions under  this  part.

Subpart  4 — Grants  to  States  for  State  Student  Incentives 

sec.  416A.  PURPOSE;  APPROPifUATIONS  AUTHORIZED. 

(a)  Purpose  of  Subpart. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  subpart  to 
make  incentive  grants  available  to  States  to  assist  States  in  provid- 
ing grants  to — 

(1)  eligible  students  attending  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation or  participating  in  programs  of  study  abroad  that  are 
approved  for  credit  by  institutions  of  higher  education  at  which 
such  students  are  enrolled;  and 

(2)  eligible  students  for  campus-based  community  service 
work-study. 

(b)  Authorization  of  Appropriations;  Availability.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
$105,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(2)  Availability. — Sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority of  paragraph  (1)  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  remain  avail- 
able for  payments  to  States  under  this  subpart  until  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  succeeding  the  fiscal  year  for  which  such 
sums  were  appropriated. 

(20  U.S.C.  1070c) 

SEC.  416B.  ALLOTMENT  AMONG  STATES. 

(a)  Allotment  Based  on  Number  of  Eligible  Students  in 
Attendance. — (1)  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section 
415A(b)(l)  for  £iny  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  shall  allot  to  each 
State  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such  sums  as  the 
number  of  students  who  are  deemed  eligible  in  such  State  for  par- 
ticipation in  the  grant  program  authorized  by  this  subpart  bears  to 
the  total  number  of  such  students  in  all  the  States,  except  that  no 
State  shall  receive  less  than  the  State  received  for  fiscal  year  1979. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  the  number  of  students 
who  are  deemed  ehgible  in  a  State  for  participation  in  the  grant 
program  authorized  by  this  subpart,  and  the  number  of  such  stu- 
dents in  all  the  States,  shall  be  determined  for  the  most  recent 
year  for  which  satisfactory  data  are  available. 

(b)  Reallotment.— the  amount  of  any  State's  allotment  under 
subsection  (a)  for  £iny  fiscal  year  which  the  Secretary  determines 
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will  not  be  required  for  such  fiscal  year  for  the  State  student  grant 
incentive  program  of  that  State  shall  be  available  for  reallotment 
from  time  to  time,  on  such  dates  during  such  year  as  the  Secretary 
may  fix,  to  other  States  in  proportion  to  the  original  allotments  to 
such  States  under  such  part  for  such  year,  but  with  such  propor- 
tionate amount  for  any  of  such  States  being  reduced  to  the  extent 
it  exceeds  the  sum  the  Secretary  estimates  such  State  needs  and 
will  be  able  to  \ise  for  such  year  for  carrying  out  the  State  plan. 
The  total  of  such  reductions  shall  be  similarly  realJotted  among  the 
States  whose  proportionate  amoimts  were  not  so  reduced.  Any 
amount  reallottsd  to  a  State  under  this  part  during  a  year  from 
funds  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  415A(b)(l)  shall  be  deemed 
part  of  its  allotment  under  subsection  (a)  for  such  year. 

(c)  Allotments  Subject  to  Continuing  Compliance.— The 
Secretary  shall  make  pajrments  for  continuing  incentive  grants 
only  to  States  which  continue  to  meet  the  requirements  of  section 
435C(b).

SEC.  415C.  APPUCATIONS  FOR  STATE  STUDENT  INCENTIVE  GRANT 
PROGRAMS. 

(a)  Submission  and  Contents  of  Applications.— A  State 
which  desires  to  obtain  a  payment  under  this  subpart  for  any  fiscal 
year  shall  submit  annually  an  application  therefor  through  the 
State  agency  administering  its  progreim  under  this  subpart  as  of 
July  1,  1985,  unless  the  Governor  of  that  State  so  designates,  in 
writing,  a  different  agency  to  administer  the  program.  The  applica- 
tion shall  contain  such  inJformation  as  may  be  required  by,  or  pur- 
suant to,  regulation  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Secretary  to 
make  the  determinations  required  under  this  subpart. 

(b)  Payment  of  Federal  Share  of  Grants  Made  by  Quali- 
fied PROGRAM.—From  a  State's  allotment  under  this  subpart  for 
any  fiscal  year  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  make  payments  to 
such  State  for  paying  up  to  50  percent  of  the  amount  of  student 
grants  pursuant  to  a  State  program  which — 

(1)  is  administered  by  a  single  Stat(j  agency; 

(2)  provides  that  such  grants  will  be  in  amounts  not  in  ex- 
cess of  $5,000  per  academic  year  (A)  for  attendance  on  a  full- 
time  basis  at  an  institution  of  higher  education,  and  (B)  for 
campus-based  community  sei-vice  work  learning  study  jobs; 

(3)  provides  that — 

(A)  not  more  than  20  percent  of  the  allotment  to  the 
State  for  each  fiscal  year  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (2)(B); 

(B)  grants  for  the  campus-based  community  work 
learning  study  jobs  may  be  made  only  to  students  who  are 
otherwise  eligible  for  assistance  under  this  subpart;  and 

(C)  grants  for  such  jobs  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  443(b)(1); 

(4)  provides  for  the  selection  of  recipients  of  such  grants  or 
of  such  State  work-study  jobs  on  the  basis  of  substantial  finan- 
cial need  determined  annually  on  the  basis  of  criteria  estab- 
lished by  the  State  and  approved  by  the  Secretary,  except  that 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  data  to  make  such  determination 
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of  financial  need,  no  student  or  parent  shall  be  charged  a  fee 
that  is  payable  to  an  entity  other  than  such  State; 

(5)  provides  that,  effective  with  respect  to  any  academic 
year  beginning  on  or  after  October  1,  1978,  all  nonprofit  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  in  the  State  are  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  State  program,  except  in  any  State  in  which  par- 
ticipation of  nonprofit  institutions  of  higher  education  is  in  vio- 
lation of  the  constitution  of  the  State  or  in  any  State  in  which 
participation  of  nonprofit  institutions  of  higher  education  is  in 
violation  of  a  statute  of  the  State  which  was  enacted  prior  to 
October  1,  1978; 

(6)  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  non-Federal  portion  of 
such  grants  or  of  such  work-study  jobs  from  funds  supplied  by 
such  State  which  represent  an  additional  expenditure  for  such 
year  by  such  State  for  grants  or  work-study  jobs  for  students 
attending  institutions  of  higher  education  over  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  such  State  for  such  grants  or  work-study  jobs,  if 
any,  during  the  second  fiscal  year  preceding  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  such  State  initially  received  funds  under  this  subpart; 

(7)  provides  that  if  the  State's  allocation  under  this  sub- 
part is  based  in  part  on  the  financial  need  demonstrated  by 
students  who  are  independent  students  or  attending  the  insti- 
tution less  than  full  time,  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the 
State's  allocation  shall  be  made  available  to  such  students; 

(8)  provides  for  State  expenditures  under  such  program  of 
an  amount  not  less  than  the  average  annual  aggregate  expend- 
itures for  the  preceding  three  fiscal  years  or  the  average  an- 
nual expenditure  per  full-time  equivalent  student  for  such 
years; 

(9)  provides  (A)  for  such  fiscal  control  and  fund  accounting 
procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  proper  disbursement 
of  and  accounting  for  Federal  funds  paid  to  the  State  agency 
under  this  subpart,  and  (B)  for  the  making  of  such  reports,  in 
such  form  and  containing  such  information,  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  to  enable  the  Secretary  to  perform  his  functions 
under  this  subpart;  and 

(10)  for  any  academic  year  beginning  after  June  30,  1987, 
provides  the  non-Federal  share  of  the  amount  of  student 
grants  or  work-study  jobs  under  this  subpart  through  a  direct 
appropriation  of  State  funds  for  the  program  under  this  sub- 
part. 

(c)  Reservation  and  Disbursement  of  Allotments  and 
Reallotments. — Upon  his  approval  of  any  application  for  a  pay- 
ment under  this  subpart,  the  Secretary  shall  reserve  from  the  ap- 
plicable allotment  (including  any  applicable  reallotment)  available 
therefor,  the  amount  of  such  payment,  which  (subject  to  the  limits 
of  such  allotment  or  reallotment)  shall  be  equal  to  the  Federal 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  students'  incentive  grants  or  work-study 
jobs  covered  by  such  application.  The  Secretary  shall  pay  such  re- 
served amount,  in  advance  or  by  way  of  reimbursement,  and  in 
such  installments  as  the  Secretary  may  determine.  The  Secretary 
may  amend  the  reservation  of  any  amount  under  this  section,  ei- 
ther upon  approval  of  an  amendment  of  the  application  or  upon  re- 
vision of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  student  grants  or  work-study 
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jobs  with  respect  to  which  such  reservation  was  made.  If  the  Sec- 
retary approves  an  upward  revision  of  such  estimated  cost,  the  Sec- 
retary may  reserve  the  Federal  share  of  the  added  cost  only  from 
the  applicable  allotment  (or  reallotment)  available  at  the  time  of 
such  approval.

SEC.  416D.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  STATE  PROGRAMS;  JUDICIAL  RE- 
VIEW. 

(a)  Disapproval  of  Applications;  Suspension  of  Eligi- 
bility.—(1)  The  Secretary  shall  not  finally  disapprove  any  applica- 
tion for  a  State  program  submitted  under  section  415C,  or  any 
modification  thereof,  without  first  affording  the  State  agency  sub- 
mitting the  program  reasonable  notice  and  opportimity  for  a  hear- 
ing. 

(2)  Whenever  the  Secretary,  after  reasonable  notice  and  oppor- 
tunity for  hearing  to  the  State  agency  administering  a  State  pro- 
gram approved  under  this  subpart,  finds — 

(A)  that  the  State  program  has  been  so  changed  that  it  no 
longer  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this  subpart,  or 

(B)  that  in  the  administration  of  the  program  there  is  a 
failure  to  comply  substantially  with  any  such  provisions, 

the  Secretary  shall  notify  such  State  agency  that  the  State  will  not 
be  regarded  as  eligible  to  participate  in  the  program  under  this 
subpart  until  he  is  satisfied  that  there  is  no  longer  any  such  failure 
to  comply. 

(b)  Review  of  Decisions. — (1)  If  any  State  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  Secretary's  final  action  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  its  State 
program  submitted  under  this  subpart  or  with  his  fmal  action 
under  subsection  (a),  such  State  may  appeal  to  the  United  States 
court  of  appeals  for  the  circuit  in  which  such  State  is  located.  The 
summons  and  notice  of  appeal  may  be  served  at  any  place  in  the 
United  States.  The  Commissioner  shall  forthwith  certify  and  file  in 
the  court  the  transcript  of  the  proceedings  and  the  record  on  which 
he  based  his  action. 

(2)  The  findings  of  fact  by  the  Secretary,  if  supported  by  sub- 
stantial evidence,  shall  be  conclusive;  but  the  court,  for  good  cause 
shown,  may  remand  the  case  to  the  Secretary  to  take  further  evi- 
dence, and  the  Secretary  may  thereupon  make  new  or  modified 
findings  of  fact  and  may  modify  his  previous  action,  and  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  court  the  transcript  and  record  of  further  proceedings. 
Such  new  or  modified  findings  of  fact  shall  likewise  be  conclusive 
if  supported  by  substantial  evidence. 

(3)  The  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  affirm  the  action  of  the 
Secretary  or  to  set  it  aside,  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  judgment  of 
the  court  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  upon  certiorari  or  certification  as  provided  in  title 
28,  United  States  Code,  section  1254.

(a)  Program  Authority.— The  Secretary  shall  maintain  and 
expand  existing  secondary  and  postsecondary  high  school  equiva- 
lency program  and  college  assistance  migrant  program  projects  lo- 
cated at  institutions  of  higher  education  or  at  private  nonprofit  or- 
ganizations working  in  cooperation  with  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

(b)  Services  Provided  by  High  School  Equivalency  Pro- 
gram.— ^The  services  authorized  by  this  subpart  for  the  high  school 
equivalency  program  include —

tendance in  the  State  in  which  such  persons  reside  and  are 
not  enrolled  in  school; 

(B)  (i)  who  themselves,  or  whose  parents,  have  spent  a 
minimum  of  75  days  during  the  past  24  months  in  migrant 
and  seasonal  farmwork;  or 

(ii)  who  are  eligible  to  participate,  or  have  participated 
^vithin  the  preceding  2  years,  in  programs  under  part  C  of 
title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965  or  section  402  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act; 
and 

CO)  who  lack  a  high  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent; 

(2)  educational  services  which  provide  instruction  designed 
to  help  students  obtain  a  general  education  diploma  which 
meets  the  guidelines  established  by  the  State  in  which  the 
project  is  located  for  high  school  equivalency; 

(3)  supportive  services  which  include  the  following: 

(A)  personal,  vocational,  and  academic  counseling; 

(B)  placement  services  designed  to  place  students  in  a 
university,  college,  or  jimior  college  program,  or  in  military 
service  or  career  positions;  and 

(C)  h'^alth  services; 

(4)  information  concerning,  and  assistance  in  obtaining, 
available  student  financial  aid; 
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(5)  weekly  stipends  for  high  school  equivalency  program 
participants; 

(6)  housing  for  those  enrolled  in  residential  programs; 

(7)  exposure  to  cultural  events,  academic  programs,  and 
other  educational  and  cultural  activities  usually  not  available 
to  migrant  youth;  and 

(8)  other  essential  supportive  services,  as  needed  to  ensure 
the  success  of  eligible  students. 

(c)  Services  Provided  by  College  Assistance  Migrant  Pro- 
gram.— (1)  Services  authorized  by  this  subpart  for  the  college  as- 
sistance migrant  program  include — 

(A)  outreach  and  recruitment  services  to  reach  persons 
who  themselves  or  whose  parents  have  spent  a  minimum  of  75 
days  during  the  past  24  months  in  migrant  and  seasonal  farm- 
work  or  who  have  participated  or  ai'e  eligible  to  participate,  in 
programs  under  part  C  of  title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Second- 
ary Education  Act  of  1965  (or  such  part's  predecessor  author- 
ity) or  section  402  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act,  and 
who  meet  the  minimum  qualifications  for  attendance  at  a  col- 
lege or  university; 

(B)  supportive  and  instructional  ser\;..is  which  include: 

(i)  personal,  academic,  and  career  counseling  as  an  on- 
going part  of  the  program; 

(ii)  tutoring  and  academic  skill  building  instruction 
and  assistance; 

(iii)  assistance  with  special  admissions; 

(iv)  health  services;  and 

(v)  other  services  as  necessary  to  assist  students  in 
completing  program  requirements; 

(C)  assistance  in  obtaining  student  financial  aid  which  in- 
cludes, but  is  not  limited  to: 

(i)  stipends; 

(ii)  scholarships; 

(iii)  student  travel; 

(iv)  career  oriented  work  study; 

(v)  books  and  supplies; 

(vi)  tuition  and  fees; 

(vii)  room  and  board;  and 

(viii)  other  assistance  necessary  to  assist  students  in 
completing  their  first  year  of  college; 

(D)  housing  support  for  students  living  in  institutional  fa- 
cilities and  commuting  students; 

(E)  exposure  to  cultural  events,  academic  programs,  and 
other  activities  not  usually  available  to  migrant  youth;  and 

(F)  other  support  services  as  necessary  to  ensure  the  suc- 
cess of  eligible  students.  , 

(2)  A  recipient  of  a  grant  to  operate  a  college  assistance  mi- 
grant program  under  this  subpart  shall  provide  followup  services 
for  migrant  students  after  such  students  have  completed  their  first 
year  of  college,  and  shall  not  use  more  than  10  percent  of  such 
grant  for  such  followup  services.  Such  followup  services  may  in- 
clude— 

(A)  monitoring  and  reporting  the  academic  progress  of  stu- 
dents who  participated  in  the  project  during  such  student's

(B)  referring  such  students  to  on-  or  off-campus  providers 
of  counseling  services,  academic  assistance,  or  financial  aid. 

(d)  Management  Plan  Required.— Each  project  application 
shall  include  a  management  plan  which  contains  assurances  that 
staff  shall  have  a  demonstrated  knowledge  and  be  sensitive  to  the 
unique  characteristics  and  needs  of  the  migrant  and  seasonal  farm- 
worker population,  and  provisions  for: 

(1)  staff  in-service  training; 

(2)  training  and  technical  assistance; 

(3)  staff  travel; 

(4)  student  travel; 

(5)  interagency  coordination;  and 

(6)  an  evaluation  plan. 

(e)  FrvE-YEAR  Grant  Period;  Consideration  of  Prior  Expe- 
rience.— Except  under  extraordinary  circumstances,  the  Secretary 
shall  award  grants  for  a  5-year  period.  For  the  purpose  of  making 
grants  under  this  subpart,  the  Secretary  shall  consider  the  prior 
experience  of  service  delivery  under  the  particular  project  for  which 
funds  are  sought  by  each  applicant.  Sucn  prior  experience  shall  be 
awarded  the  same  level  of  consideration  given  this  factor  for  appli- 
cants for  programs  authorized  by  subpart  4  of  this  part  in  accord- 
ance with  section  417A(bX2). 

(f)  Minimum  Allocations.— The  Secretary  shall  not  allocate 
an  amount  less  than — 

(1)  $150,000  for  each  project  under  the  high  school  equiva- 
lency program,  and 

(2)  $150,000  for  each  project  under  the  college  assistance 
migrant  program. 

(g)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— (1)  There  are  author- 
ized to  be  appropriated  for  the  high  school  equivalency  program 
$15,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(2)  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  college  as- 
sistance migrant  program  $5,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years.

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who  have  demonstrated  outstanding  academic  achievement  and 
who  show  promise  of  continued  acade'  nic  achievement. 

(b)  Period  of  Award. — Scholar  ihips  imder  this  section  shall 
be  awarded  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  1  or  more  than  4  years 
during  the  first  4  years  of  study  at  any  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation eli/gible  to  participate  in  any  programs  assisted  under  this 
title.  The  State  educational  agency  administering  the  program  in 
a  State  shall  have  discretion  to  d  Jtermine  the  period  of  the  award 
(within  the  limits  specified  in  the  preceding  sentence),  except 
that— 

(1)  if  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  subpart  for  any  fis- 
cal year  exceeds  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  subpart  for 
fiscal  year  1993,  the  Secretary  shall  identify  to  each  State  edu- 
cational agency  the  number  of  scholarships  available  to  that 
State  under  section  419D(b)  that  are  attributable  to  such  ex- 
cess; ^ 

(2)  the  State  educational  agency  shall  award  not  less  than 
that  number  of  scholarships  for  a  period  of  4  years. 

(c)  Use  at  any  Institution  Permitted.— A  student  awarded 
a  scholarship  under  this  subpart  may  attend  any  institution  of 
higher  education. 

(d)  Byrd  Scholars. — Individuals  awarded  scholarships  under 
this  subpart  shall  be  known  as  "Byrd  Scholars".

(d)  Consolidation  by  Insular  Areas  PROHiBiTED.—Notwith- 
standing  section  501  of  Public  Law  95-11342  (48  U.S.C.  1469a), 
fiinds  allocated  under  this  part  to  an  Insular  Area  described  in  that 
section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  direct  payments  to  classes  of  individ- 
uals, and  the  Insular  Area  may  not  consolidate  such  funds  with 
other  funds  received  by  the  Insular  Area  from  any  department  or 
agency  of  the  United  States  Government.

(2)  Discrimination  by  creditors  prohibited.— No  agen-

(3)  there  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated  the  sum  of

(4)  there  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  (A)  the  sum  of

necessary  for  making  advances  pursuant  to  section  422(c),  for

(5)  there  are  au'.horized  to  be  appropriated  such  sums  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  pnying  an  administrative 
cost  sdlowance  in  accordance  with  section  428(f)  to  guaranty 
agencies.

(a)  Purpose  of  and  Authority  for  Advances  to  Reserve 
Funds. — 

(1)  Purpose;  eligible  recipients.— From  sums  appro- 
priated pursuant  to  paragraphs  (3)  and  (4)(A)  of  section  421(b), 
the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  make  advances  to  any  State 
with  which  tne  Secretary  has  made  an  agreement  pursuant  to 
section  428(b)  for  the  purpose  of  helping  to  establish  or 
strengthen  the  resei-ve  fund  of  the  student  loam  insurance  pro- 
gram covered  by  that  agreement.  If  for  any  fiscal  year  a  State 
does  not  have  a  student  loan  insurance  program  covered  by  an 
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agreement  made  pursuant  to  section  428(b),  and  the  Secretary 
determines  after  consultation  with  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
that  State  that  there  is  no  reasonable  likelihood  that  the  State 
will  have  such  a  student  loan  insurance  program  for  such  year, 
the  Secretary  may  make  advances  for  such  year  for  the  same 
purpose  to  one  or  more  nonprofit  private  institutions  or  organi- 
zations with  which  the  Secretary  has  made  an  agreement  pur- 
suant to  section  428(b)  in  order  to  enable  students  in  the  State 
to  participate  in  a  program  of  student  loan  insurance  covered 
by  such  an  agreement.  The  Secretary  may  make  advances 
under  this  subsection  both  to  a  State  program  (with  which  he 
has  such  an  agreement)  and  to  one  or  more  nonprofit  private 
institutions  or  organizations  (with  which  he  has  such  an  agree- 
ment) in  that  State  if  he  determines  that  such  advances  are 
necessary  in  order  that  students  in  each  eligible  institution 
have  access  through  such  institution  to  a  student  loan  insur- 
ance prosfram  which  meets  the  requirements  of  section 
428(b)a). 

(2)  Matching  requirement.— No  advance  shall  be  made 
after  June  30,  1968,  unless  matched  by  an  equal  amount  from 
non-Federal  sources.  Such  equal  amount  may  include  the 
unencumbered  non-Federal  portion  of  a  reserve  fund.  As  used 
in  the  preceding  sentence,  the  term  "unencumbered  non-Fed- 
eral portion"  means  the  amount  (determined  as  of  the  time  im- 
mediately preceding  the  making  of  the  advance)  of  the  reserve 
fund  less  the  greater  of— 

(A)  the  sum  of— 

(i)  advances  made  under  this  section  prior  to  July

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  ad- 
vances made  vmder  this  section  after  June  30,  1968, 
and  before  the  advance  for  purposes  of  which  the  de- 
termination is  made;  and 

(iii)  the  proceeds  of  earnings  on  advances  made 
under  this  section;  or 

(B)  any  amount  which  is  required  to  be  maintained  in 
such  fund  pursuant  to  State  law  or  regulation,  or  by  agree- 
ment with  lenders,  as  a  reserve  against  the  insurance  of 
outstanding  loans. 

Except  as  provided  in  section  428(c)(10)(E)  or  (F)  i,  such 
unencumbered  non-Federal  portion  shall  not  be  subject  to  re- 
call, repayment,  or  recovery  by  the  Secretary. 

(3)  Terms  and  conditions;  repayment.— Advances  pursu- 
ant to  this  subsection  shall  be  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
(including  conditions  relating  to  the  time  or  times  of  payment) 
consistent  with  the  requirements  of  section  428(b)  as  the  Sec- 
retary determines  will  best  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  sec- 
tion. Advances  made  by  the  Secretary  \mder  this  subsection 
shall  be  repaid  within  such  period  as  the  Secretary  may  deem 
to  be  appropriate  in  each  case  in  the  light  of  the  maturity  and 
solvency  of  the  reserve  fund  for  which  the  advance  was  made.

(b)  Limitations  on  Total  Advances.— 

(1)  In  general.— The  total  of  the  advances  from  the  sums 
appropriated  pursuant  to  paragraph  (4)(A)  of  section  421(b)  to 
nonprofit  private  institutions  and  organizations  for  the  benefit 
of  students  in  any  State  and  to  such  State  may  not  exceed  an 
amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such  sums  as  the  popu- 
lation of  such  State  aged  18  to  22,  inclusive,  bears  to  the  popu- 
lation of  all  the  States  aged  18  to  22  inclusive,  but  such  ad- 
vances may  otherwise  be  in  such  amounts  as  the  Secretary  de- 
termines will  best  achieve  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
made.  The  amount  available  for  advances  to  any  State  shall 
not  be  less  than  $25,000  and  any  additional  funds  needed  to 
meet  this  requirement  shall  be  derived  by  proportionately  re- 
ducing (but  not  below  $25,000)  the  amount  available  for  ad- 
vances to  each  of  the  remaining  States. 

(2)  Calculation  of  population. — For  the  purpose  of  this 
subsection,  the  population  aged  18  to  22,  inclusive,  of  each 
State  and  of  all  the  States  shall  be  determined  by  the  Sec- 
retary on  the  basis  of  the  most  recent  satisfactory  data  avail- 
able to  him. 

(c)  Advances  for  Insurance  Obligations. — 

(1)  Use  for  payment  of  insurance  obligations.— From 
sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  421(b)(4)(B),  the  Sec- 
retary' shall  advance  to  each  State  which  has  an  agreement 
with 'the  Secretary  under  section  428(c)  with  respect  to  a  stu- 
dent loan  insurance  program,  £in  amount  determined  in  accord- 
ance with  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  making  payments  under  the  State's  insurance  obli- 
gations under  such  program. 

(2)  Amount  of  advances. — (A)  Except  as  provided  in  sub- 
paragraph (B),  the  amount  to  be  advanced  to  each  such  State 
shall  be  equal  to  10  percent  of  the  principal  amount  of  loans 
made  by  lenders  and  insured  by  such  agency  on  those  loans  on 
which  the  first  pajonent  of  principal  became  due  during  the  fifj- 
cal  year  immediately  preceding  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  ad- 
vance is  made. 

(B)  The  amount  of  any  advance  determined  according  to 
subparagraph  (A)  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  reduced  by — 

(i)  the  amount  of  any  advance  or  advances  made  to 
such  State  pursuant  to  this  subsection  at  an  earlier  date; 
and 

(ii)  the  amount  of  the  unspent  balance  of  the  advances 
made  ie  a  State  pursuant  to  subsection  (a). 

Notwithstanding  subparagraph  (A)  and  the  preceding  sentence 
of  this  subparagraph,  but  subject  to  subparagraph  (D)  of  this 
paragraph,  the  amount  of  any  advEUice  to  a  State  described  in 
paragraph  (5)(A)  for  the  first  year  of  its  eligibility  under  such 
paragraph,  and  the  amount  of  any  advance  to  any  State  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (5)(B)  for  each  year  of  its  eligibility  under 
such  paragraph,  shall  not  be  less  than  $50,000. 

(C)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (B),  the  unspent  bal- 
ance of  the  advances  made  to  a  State  pursuant  to  subsection 
(a)  shall  be  that  portion  of  the  balance  of  the  State's  reserve 
fund  (remaining  at  the  time  of  the  State's  first  request  for  an 
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advance  pursuant  to  this  subsection)  which  bears  the  same 
ratio  to  such  balance  as  the  Federal  advances  made  and  not  re- 
turned by  such  State,  pursuant  to  subsection  (a),  beeirs  to  the 
total  of  all  past  contrioutions  to  such  reserve  fiands  from  all 
sources  (other  than  interest  on  investment  of  any  portion  of  the 
reserve  fund)  contributed  since  the  date  such  State  executed 
an  agreement  pursuant  to  section  428(b). 

(D)  If  the  sums  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  for  paying 
the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  are 
not  sufficient  to  pay  such  amounts  in  fSl,  then  such  amounts 
shall  be  reduced — 

(i)  by  ratably  reducing  that  portion  of  the  amount  allo- 
cated to  each  State  which  exceeds  $50,000;  and 

(ii)  if  further  reduction  is  required,  by  equally  reduc- 
ing the  $50,000  minimum  allocation  of  each  State.

(4)  Repayment  of  adva>'ces.— Advances  made  by  the  Sec- 
retary under  this  subsection  shall,  subject  to  subsection  (d),  be 
repaid  within  such  period  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  to  be  ap- 
propriate and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  established  by  sec- 
tion 431. 

(5)  Limitation  on  number  of  advances.— Except  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  (7),  advances  pursuant  to  this  subsection 
shall  be  made  to  a  State — 

(A)  in  the  case  of  a  State  which  is  actively  carrying  on 
a  program  under  an  agreement  pursuant  to  section  428(b) 
which  was  entered  into  before  October  12,  1976,  upon  such 
date  as  such  State  may  request,  but  not  before  October  1, 
1977,  and  on  the  same  day  of  each  of  the  2  succeeding  cal- 
endar years  after  the  date  so  requested;  and 

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  State  which  enters  into  an  agree- 
ment pursuant  to  section  428(b)  on  or  after  October  12, 
1976,  or  which  is  not  actively  carrying  on  a  program  under 
an  agreement  pursuant  to  such  section  on  such  date,  upon 
such  date  as  such  State  may  request,  but  not  before  Octo- 
ber 1,  1977,  and  on  the  same  day  of  each  of  the  4  succeed- 
ing calendar  years  after  the  date  so  requested  of  the  ad- 
vance. 

(6)  Payment  of  advances  where  no  State  program.— 
(A)  If  for  any  fiscal  year  a  State  does  not  have  a  student  loan

(d)  Recovery  of  Advances  During  Fiscal  Years  i988  and 

1989.—  ^ount  and  use  OF  RECOVERED  FUNDS.— Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  section,  advances  made  by 
the  Secretary  under  this  section  shall  be  repaid  in  accordance 
with  this  subsection  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  estab- 
lished by  sect  on  431.  The  Secretary  shall,  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  paragraph  (2),  recover  (and  so  deposit)  an 
amount  equal  to  $75,000,000  during  fiscal  year  1988  and  an 
amount  equal  to  $35,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1989.

cash  reserve  (as  described  in  subsection  (e)  of  this  section  as 
in  effect  on  September  1,  1988)  permitted  at  the  end  of  1986, 
if  such  maximum  cash  reserve  was  miscalculated  because  of  er- 
roneous financial  information  provided  by  such  agency  to  the 
Secretary  and  if  (A)  such  erroneous  information  is  verified  by 
an  audited  financial  statement  of  the  reserve  fund,  signed  by 
a  certified  public  accountant,  and  (B)  such  audited  fmancial 
statement  is  provided  to  the  Secretary  prior  to  .January  1, 
1993. 

(2)  Amount.— The  amount  of  reimbursement  for  claims 
shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  reimbursement  for  claims  with- 
held or  canceled  in  order  to  be  applied  to  such  agency's  obliga- 
tion to  eliminate  excess  cash  reserves  which  exceeds  the 
amount  of  that  which  would  have  been  withheld  or  canceled  if 
the  maximum  excess  cash  reserves  had  been  accurately  cal- 
culated.

(3)  had  payments  under  section  428(c)(1)  or  section  428(f) 
previously  withheld  or  canceled  in  order  to  be  applied  to  satisfy 
such  agency's  obligation  to  eliminate  excess  cash  reserves  held 
by  such  agency,  based  on  the  maximum  cash  reserve  (as  de- 
scribed in  subsection  (e)  of  this  section  as  in  effect  on  Septem- 
ber 1,  1988)  permitted  at  the  end  of  1986;  and 
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(4)  according  to  a  Department  of  Education  review  that 
was  completed  and  forwarded  to  such  guaranty  agency  prior  to 
January  1,  1992,  is  expected  to  become  insolvent  during  or  be- 
fore 1996  and  the  payments  withheld  or  canceled  under  para- 
graph (3)  of  this  subsection  are  a  factor  in  such  agenc/s  im- 
pending insolvency. 

(g)  Preservation  and  Recovery  of  Guaranty  Agency  Re- 
serves.— 

(1)  Authority  to  reco\'er  funds. — Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  the  reserve  funds  of  the  guaranty  agen- 
cies, and  any  assets  purchased  with  such  reserve  funds,  re- 
gardless of  who  holds  or  controls  the  reserves  or  assets,,  shall 
be  considered  to  be  the  property  of  the  United  States  to  be 
used  in  the  operation  of  the  program  authorized  by  this  part 
or  the  program  authorized  by  part  D  of  this  title.  However,  the 
Secretairy  may  not  require  tne  return  of  all  reserve  funds  of  a 
guaranty  agency  to  the  Secretary  unless  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines that  such  return  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  operation 
of  the  program  authorized  by  this  part  or  the  program  author- 
ized by  part  D  of  this  title,  or  to  ensure  the  proper  mainte- 
nance of  such  agencys  funds  or  assets  or  the  orderly  termi- 
nation of  the  guaranty  agency's  operations  and  the  liquidation 
of  its  assets.  The  reserves  shall  be  maintained  by  each  guar- 
anty agency  to  pay  program  expenses  and  contingent  liabil- 
ities, as  authorized  by  the  Secretairy,  except  that — 

(A)  the  Secretary  may  direct  a  guaranty  agency  to  re- 
turn to  the  Secretary  a  portion  of  its  reserve  fund  which 
the  Secretary  determines  is  unnecessary  to  pay  the  pro- 
gram expenses  and  contingent  liabilities  of  the  guaranty 
agency; 

(B)  the  Secretary  may  direct  the  guaranty  agency  to 
require  the  return,  to  the  guaranty  agency  or  to  the  Sec- 
retary, of  any  reserve  funds  or  assets  held  by,  or  under  the 
control  of,  any  other  entity,  which  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines are  necessary  to  pay  the  program  expenses  and  con- 
tingent liabilities  of  the  guaranty  agency,  or  which  are  re- 
quired for  the  orderly  termination  of  the  guaranty 
agency's  operations  and  the  liquidation  of  its  assets; 

(C)  the  Secretary  may  direct  a  guaranty  agency,  or 
such  agency's  officers  or  directors,  to  cease  any  activities 
involving  expenditure,  use  or  transfer  of  the  guaranty 
agency's  reserve  funds  or  assets  which  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines is  a  misapplication,  misuse,  or  improper  expenditure 
of  such  funds  or  assets;  and 

(D)  any  such  determination  under  subparagraph  (A)  or 
(B)  shall  be  based  on  standards  prescribed  by  regulations 
that  are  developed  through  negotiated  rulemaking  and 
that  include  procedures  for  administrative  due  process. 

(2)  Termination  provisions  in  contracts.— (A)  To  en- 
sure that  the  funds  and  assets  of  the  guaranty  agency  are  pre- 
served, any  contract  with  respect  to  the  administration  of  a 
guaranty  agency's  reserve  funds,  or  the  administration  of  any 
assets  purchased  or  acquired  with  the  reserve  funds  of  the 
guaranty  agency,  that  is  entered  into  or  extended  by  the  guar-

( 1)  for  insurance  of  a  loan  made  to  a  student  borrower  who 
does  not,  by  reason  of  the  borrower's  residence,  have  access  to 
loan  insurance  under  the  loan  insurance  program  of  such  State 
(or  imder  any  private  nonprofit  loan  insurance  program  which 
has  received  an  advance  under  section  422  for  the  benefit  of 
students  in  such  State); 

(2)  for  insurance  of  all  the  loans  made  to  student  borrow- 
ers by  a  lender  who  satisfies  the  Secretary  that,  by  reason  of 
the  residence  of  such  borrowers,  such  lender  will  not  have  ac- 
cess to  any  single  State  or  nonprofit  private  loan  insurance 
program  which  will  insure  substantially  all  of  the  loans  such 
lender  intends  to  make  to  such  student  borrowers;  or 

(3)  under  such  circumstances  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
guaranty  agency  in  such  State,  for  the  insurance  of  a  loan  to 
a  borrower  for  whom  such  lender  previously  was  issued  such 
a  certificate  if  the  loan  covered  by  such  certificate  is  not  yet  re- 
paid.

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SEC.  424.  SCOPE  AND  DURATION  OF  FEDERAL  LOAN  n>iSURANCE  PRO- 
GRAM. 

(a)  Limitations  on  Amounts  of  Loans  Covered  by  Federal 
Insurance. — The  total  principal  amount  of  new  loans  made  and  in- 
stallments paid  pursuant  to  lines  of  credit  (as  defined  in  section 
435)  to  students  covered  by  Federal  loan  insurance  under  this  part 
shall  not  exceed  $2,000,000,000  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1976, 
to  September  30,  1976,  and  for  each  of  tne  succeeding  fiscal  years 
ending  prior  to  October  1,  1998.  Thereafter,  Federal  loan  insurance 
pursuant  to  this  part  may  be  granted  only  for  loans  made  (or  for 
loan  installments  paid  pursuant  to  lines  of  credit)  to  enable  stu- 
dents, who  have  obtained  prior  loans  insured  under  this  part,  to 
continue  or  complete  their  educational  program;  but  no  insurance 
m.ay  be  granted  for  any  loan  made  or  installment  paid  after  Sep- 
tember 30, 2002. 

(b)  Apportionment  of  Amounts.— The  Secretary  may,  if  he  or 
she  finds  it  necessary  to  do  so  in  order  to  assure  an  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  the  benefits  of  this  part,  assign,  within  the  maximum 
amoxmts  specified  in  subsection  (a).  Federal  loan  insurance  quotas 
applicable  to  eligible  lenders,  or  to  States  or  areas,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  reassign  unused  portions  of  these  quotas.

SEC.  425.  LIMITATIONS  ON  INDIVIDUAL  FEDERALLY  INSURED  LOANS

(III)  $875,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program 
whose  length  is  less  than  %,  but  at  least  Va,  of  such 
an  academic  year; 

(ii)  in  the  case  of  a  student  at  an  eligible  institution 
who  has  successfully  completed  such  first  year  but  has  not 
successfully  completed  the  remainder  of  a  program  of  un- 
dergraduate education — 

(I)  $3,500;  or 

(II)  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  of  un- 
dergraduate education,  the  remainder  of  which  is  less 
than  one  academic  year,  the  maiximum  annual  loan 
amount  that  such  student  may  receive  may  not  exceed 
the  amount  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  amount 
specified  in  subclause  (I)  as  such  remainder  measured 
in  semester,  trimester,  quarter,  or  clock  hours  bears  to 
one  academic  year; 
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(iii)  in  the  case  of  a  student  at  an  eligible  institution 
who  has  successfully  completed  the  first  and  second  years 
of  a  program  of  lanaergraduate  education  but  has  not  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  remainder  of  such  program — 

(I)  $5,500;  or 

(II)  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  of  un- 
dergraduate education,  the  remainder  of  Which  is  less 
than  one  academic  year,  the  maximum  annual  loan 
amount  that  such  student  may  receive  may  not  exceed 
the  amoiant  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  amoiant 
specified  in  subclause  (I)  as  such  remainder  measured 
in  semester,  trimester,  quarter,  or  clock  hours  bears  to 
one  academic  year;  ^ 

(iv)  in  the  case  of  a  graduate  or  professional  student 
(as  defined  in  regulations  of  the  Secretary)  at  an  eligible 
institution,  $8,500. 

(B)  The  annual  insurable  limits  contained  in  subparagraph 
(A)  shall  not  apply  in  cases  where  the  Secretary  determines, 
pursuant  to  regulations,  that  a  higher  amount  is  warranted  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  part  with  respect  to  stu- 
dents engaged  in  specialized  training  requiring  exceptionally 
high  costs  of  education.  The  annual  insurable  limit  per  student 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  exceeded  by  a  line  of  credit  lander 
which  actual  payments  by  the  lender  to  the  borrower  will  not 
be  made  in  any  year  in  excess  of  the  annual  limit.

427(a)(2)(C);  and 

(D)  the  original  principal  amount  of  loans  repaid  by 
the  Secretary  under  section  437. 

(3)  Payments  to  assignees.— For  the  purpose  of  this  sub- 
section, payments  by  the  Secretary  under  section  430  to  an  as- 
signee of  the  lender  with  respect  to  a  loan  shall  be  deemed 
payments  made  to  such  lender. 

(4)  Pledge  of  full  faith  and  credit— The  full  faith  and 
credit  of  the  United  States  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  all 
amounts  which  may  be  required  to  be  paid  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  430  or  437  of  this  part.

SEC.  426.  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS. 

Loans  made  by  eligible  lenders  in  accordance  with  this  part 
shall  be  insurable  by  the  Secretary  whether  made  from  funds  fully 
owned  by  the  lender  or  from  funds  held  by  the  lender  in  a  trust 
or  similar  capacity  and  available  for  such  loans.

SEC.  427.  ELIGBBILITY  OF  STUDENT  BORROWERS  AND  TERMS  OF  FED-

(a)  List  of  Requirements. — Except  as  provided  in  section 
428C,  a  loan  by  an  eligible  lender  shall  be  insurable  by  the  Sec- 
retary under  the  provisions  of  this  part  only  if —

section  484,  (B)  has  agreed  to  notify  promptly  the  holder  of  the 
loan  concerning  any  change  of  address,  and  (C)  is  carrying  at 
least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  academic  workload  for  the 
course  of  study  the  student  is  pursuing  (as  determined  by  the 
institution);  and 

(2)  evidenced  by  a  note  or  other  written  agreement 
which — 

(A)  is  made  without  security  and  without  endorse- 
ment; 

(B)  provides  for  repa5Tnent  (except  as  provided  in  sub- 
section (c))  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  in  install- 
ments over  a  period  of  not  less  than  5  years  (unless  sooner 
repaid  or  unless  the  student,  during  the  6  months  preced- 
ing the  start  of  the  repayment  period,  specifically  requests 
that  repayment  be  made  over  a  shorter  period)  nor  more 
than  10  years  beginning  6  months  after  the  month  in 
which  the  student  ceases  to  carry  at  an  eligible  institution 
at  least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  academic  workload 
as  determined  by  the  institution,  except — 

(i)  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (C);

(A)  the  Dond  equivalent  rate  of  the  securities  with  a 
comparable  maturity  as  established  by  the  Secretary;  plus 

(B)  1.0  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  8.25  percent. 

(2)  Interest  rates  for  new  plus  loans  after  july  i, 
1998.— Notwithstanding  subsections  (a),  (b),  (d),  (e),  if),  and  (g), 
with  respect  to  any  loan  made  under  section  428B  for  which 
the  first  disbursement  is  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1998,  para-

3.25  percent  is  less  than  10  percent,  then  an  adjustment  shall 
be  made  to  a  borrower's  account — 

(A)  by  calculating  excess  interest  in  the  amount  com- 
puted under  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection;  and 

(B)  (i)  during  any  period  in  which  a  student  is  eligible 
to  have  interest  payments  paid  on  his  or  her  behalf  by  the 
Government  pursuant  to  section  428(a),  by  crediting  the 
excess  interest  to  the  Government;  or 

(ii)  during  any  other  period,  by  crediting  such  excess 
interest  to  the  reduction  of  principal  to  the  extent  provided 
in  paragraph  (5)  of  this  subsection. 

(2)  Amount  of  adjustment  for  lo  percent  loans. — The 
amount  of  any  adjustment  of  interest  on  a  loan  to  be  made 
under  this  subsection  for  any  quarter  shall  be  equal  to — 

(A)  10  percent  minus  the  sum  of  (i)  the  average  of  the 
bond  equivalent  rates  of  91-day  Treasury  bills  auctioned 
for  such  calendar  quarter,  and  (ii)  3.25  percent;  multiplied 
by 

(B)  the  average  daily  principal  balance  of  the  loan  (not 
including  unearned  interest  added  to  principal)  during 
such  calendar  quarter;  divided  by 

(C)  four. 

(3)  Excess  interest  on  loans  after  1992  AMENDME^ITs, 

TO  BORROWERS  WITH  OUTSTANDING  BALANCES.— If,  with  reSpect 
to  a  loan  made  on  or  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Higher 
Education  Amendments  of  1992  to  a  borrower,  who  on  the  date 
of  entering  into  the  note  or  other  written  evidence  of  the  loan, 
has  an  outstanding  balance  of  principal  or  interest  on  any 
other  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  this  part,  the 
sum  of  the  average  of  the  bond  equivalent  rates  of  91-day 
Treasury  bills  auctioned  for  that  quarter  and  3.1  percent  is 
less  than  the  applicable  interest  rate,  then  an  adjustment  shall 
be  made — 

(A)  by  calculating  excess  interest  in  the  amount  com- 
puted under  paragraph  (4)  of  this  subsection;  and 

(B)  (i)  during  any  period  in  which  a  student  is  eligible 
to  have  interest  payments  paid  on  his  or  her  behalf  by  the 
Government  pursuant  to  section  428(a),  by  crediting  the 
excess  interest  to  the  Government;  or 

(ii)  during  any  other  period,  by  crediting  such  excess 
interest  to  the  reduction  of  principal  to  the  extent  provided 
in  paragraph  (5)  of  this  subsection. 
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(4)  Amount  of  adjus™ent. — The  amount  of  any  adjust- 
ment of  interest  on  a  loan  to  be  made  under  this  subsection  for 
any  quarter  shall  be  equal  to — 

(A)  the  applicable  interest  rate  minus  the  sum  of  (i) 
the  average  of  the  bond  equivalent  rates  of  91-day  Treas- 
ury bills  auctioned  for  such  calendar  quarter,  and  (ii)  3.1 
percent;  multiplied  by 

(B)  the  average  daily  principal  balance  of  the  loan  (not 
including  unearned  interest  added  to  principal)  during 
such  calendar  quarter;  divided  by 

(C)  four. 

(5)  Annual  adjustment  of  interest  and  borrower  eli- 
gibility FOR  CREDIT. — ^Any  adjustment  amount  computed  pur- 
suant to  paragraphs  (2)  and  (4)  of  this  subsection  for  any  quar- 
ter shall  be  credited,  by  the  holder  of  the  loan  on  the  last  day 
of  the  calendar  year  in  which  such  quarter  falls,  to  the  loan  ac- 
count of  the  borrower  so  as  to  reduce  the  principal  balance  of 
such  account.  No  such  credit  shall  be  made  to  the  loan  account 
of  a  borrower  who  on  the  last  day  of  the  calendar  year  is  delin- 
quent for  more  than  30  days  in  making  a  required  pajTnent  on 
the  loan,  but  the  excess  interest  shall  be  calculated  and  cred- 
ited to  the  Secretary.  Any  credit  which  is  to  be  made  to  a  bor- 
rower's account  pursuant  to  this  subsection  sh.all  be  made  ef- 
fective commencing  no  later  than  30  days  following  the  last 
day  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  quarter  falls  for  which 
the  credit  is  being  made.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  require  refunding  any  repajTnent  of  a  loan.  At  the 
option  of  the  lender,  the  amount  of  such  adjustment  may  be 
distributed  to  the  borrower  either  by  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  the  periodic  payment  on  the  loan,  by  reducing  the  number 
of  payments  that  shall  be  made  with  respect  to  the  loan,  or  by 
reducing  the  amount  of  the  final  pa)rment  of  the  loan.

(6)  Publication  of  treasury  bill  rate.— For  the  purpose 
of  enabling  holders  of  loans  to  make  the  determinations  and 
adjustments  provided  for  in  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  shall 
for  each  calendar  quarter  commencing  with  the  quarter  begin- 
ning on  July  1,  1987,  publish  a  notice  of  the  average  of  the" 
bond  equivalent  rates  of  91-day  Treasury  bills  auctioned  for 
such  quarter.

(B)  In  connection  with  the  conversion  specified  in  subpara- 
graph (A)  for  £iny  period  prior  to  such  conversion,  £ind  subject 
to  paragraphs  (C)  and  (D),  a  lender  or  holder  shall  convert  the 
interest  rate  to  a  variable  rate  on  a  loan  that  is  made  pursuant 
to  this  part  and  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection 
to  a  variable  rate.  The  interest  rates  for  such  period  shall  be 
reset  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  the  applicable  interest  rate  for 
any  quarter  or  portion  thereof  shall  equal  the  sum  of  (i)  the  av- 
erage of  the  bond  equivalent  rates  of  91-Treasury  bills  auc- 
tioned for  the  preceding  3-month  period,  and  (ii)  3.25  percent 
in  the  case  of  lo£ins  described  in  paragraph  (1)  or  3.10  percent 
in  the  case  of  lo£ins  described  in  paragraph  (3).  The  rebate  of 
excess  interest  derived  through  tnis  conversion  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  the  borrower  as  specified  in  paragraph  (5)  for  loans 
described  in  paragraph  (1)  or  to  the  Government  and  borrower 
as  specified  in  paragraph  (3).

(E)  Loans  on  which  the  interest  rate  is  converted  in  ac- 
cordance with  subparagraph  (A)  or  (B)  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  other  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(j)  Lesser  Rates  Permitted. — Nothing  in  this  section  or  sec- 
tion 428C  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  a  lender  from  charging  a 
borrower  interest  at  a  rate  less  than  the  rate  which  is  applicable 
under  this  part. 

(k)  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  subsections  (a)  and  (d)  of 
this  section — 

(1)  the  term  "period  of  instruction"  shall,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  lender,  be  £iny  academic  year,  semester,  trimester,  quar- 
ter, or  other  academic  period;  or  shall  be  the  period  for  which 
the  loan  is  made  as  determined  by  the  institution  of  higher 
education;  and 

(2)  the  term  "period  of  enrollment"  shall  be  the  period  for 
which  the  lo£in  is  made  as  determined  by  the  institution  of 
higher  education  £ind  shall  coincide  with  academic  terms  such 
as  academic  year,  semester,  trimester,  quarter,  or  other  aca- 
demic period  as  defined  by  such  institution.

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SEC.  428.  FEDERAL  PAYMENTS  TO  REDUCE  STUDENT  INTEREST 
COSTS. 

(a)  Federal  Interest  Subsidies.— 

(1)  Types  of  loans  that  qualify.— Each  student  who  has 
received  a  loan  for  study  at  an  eligible  institution — 

(A)  which  is  insured  by  the  Secretary  under  this  part; 

or 

(B)  which  is  insured  under  a  program  of  a  State  or  of 
a  nonprofit  private  institution  or  organization  which  was 
contracted  for,  and  paid  to  the  student,  within  the  period 
specified  in  paragraph  (5),  and  which — 

(i)  in  the  case  of  a  loan  insured  prior  to  July  1, 
1967,  was  made  by  an  eligible  lender  and  is  insured 
under  a  program  which  meets  the  requirements  of 
subparagraph  (E)  of  subsection  (b)(1)  and  provides 
that  repayment  of  such  loan  shall  be  in  installments 
beginning  not  earlier  than  60  days  after  the  student 
ceases  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  (as  described  in 
subparagraph  (D)  of  subsection  (b)(1))  at  an  eligible  in- 
stitution, or 

(ii)  in  the  case  of  a  loan  insured  after  June  30, 
1967,  was  made  by  an  eligible  lender  and  is  insured 
under  a  program  covered  by  an  agreement  made  pur- 
suant to  subsection  (b), 

shall  be  entitled  to  have  paid  on  his  or  her  behalf  and  for  his 
or  her  account  to  the  holder  of  the  loan  a  portion  of  the  inter- 
est on  such  loan  under  circumstances  described  in  psiragraph 
(2). 

(2)  Additional  requirements  to  receive  subsidy. — (A) 
Each  student  qualifying  for  a  portion  of  an  interest  payment 
under  psiragraph  (1)  shall — 

(i)  have  provided  to  the  lender  a  statement  from  the 
eligible  institution,  at  which  the  student  has  been  accepted 
for  enrollment,  or  at  which  the  student  is  in  attendance, 
which — 

(I)  sets  forth  such  student's  estimated  cost  of  at- 
tendance (as  determined  under  section  472);  ^ 

(II)  sets  forth  such  student's  estimated  financial 
assistance;  and 

(III)  sets  forth  a  schedule  for  disbursement  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  loan  in  installments,  consistent  with 
the  requirements  of  section  428G;  and 

(ii)  meet  the  requirements  of  subparagraph  (B);  and 

(B)  For  the  purpose  of  clause  (ii)  of  subparagraph  (A),  a 
student  shall  qualify  for  a  portion  of  an  interest  payment 
under  paragraph  (1)  if  the  eligible  institution  has  provided  the 
lender  with  a  statement  evidencing  a  determination  of  need  for 
a  loan  (as  determined  under  part  F  of  this  title)  and  the 
amount  of  such  need,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subparagraph 
(D). 

(C)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (1)  and  this  paragraph —

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(i)  a  student's  estimated  financial  assistance  means, 
for  the  period  for  which  the  loan  is  sought,  the  amount  of 
assistance  such  student  will  receive  under  subpart  1  of 
part  A  (as  determined  in  accordance  with  section  484(b)), 
subpart  3  of  part  A,  and  parts  C  and  E  of  this  title,  and 
any  veterans  education  benefits  paid  because  of  enroll- 
ment in  a  postsecondary  education  institution,  including 
veterans'  education  benefits  (as  defined  in  section  480(c)), 
plus  other  scholarship,  grant,  or  loan  assistance;  and

(E)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraphs  (B)  and  (C)  of  this 
paragraph,  any  loan  obtained  by  a  student  under  section  428A 
or  428H  or  a  parent  under  section  428B  of  this  Act  or  under 
any  State-sponsored  or  private  loan  program  for  an  academic 
year  for  which  the  determination  is  made  may  be  used  to  offset 
the  expected  family  contribution  of  the  student  for  that  year. 

(F)  Except  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (D),  an  eligible  in- 
stitution may  refuse  to  certify  a  statement  which  permits  a 
student  to  receive  a  loan  under  this  part  or  to  certify  a  loan 
amount  that  is  less  than  the  student  s  determination  of  need 
(as  determined  under  part  F  of  this  title),  if  the  reason  for  such 
action  is  documented  and  provided  in  written  form  to  each  stu- 
dent so  affected. 

(3)  Amount  of  interest  subsidy.— <A)(i)  Subject  to  sec- 
tion 438(c),  the  portion  of  the  interest  on  a  loan  which  a  stu- 
dent is  entitled  to  have  paid,  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  account 
of  the  student,  to  the  holder  of  the  loan  pursuant  to  paragraph 
( 1)  of  this  subsection  shall  be  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  the 
interest  on  the  unpaid  principal  amount  of  the  loan — 

(I)  which  accrues  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  repay- 
ment period  of  the  loan,  or 

(II)  which  accrues  during  a  period  in  which  principal 
need  not  be  paid  (whether  or  not  such  principal  is  in  fact 
paid)  by  reason  of  a  provision  described  in  subsection 
(b)(l)(M)  of  this  section  or  in  section  427(a)(2)(C). 

(ii)  Such  portion  of  the  interest  on  a  loan  shall  not  exceed, 
for  any  period,  the  amount  of  the  interest  on  that  loan  which 
is  payable  by  the  student  afler  taking  into  consideration  the 
amount  of  any  interest  on  that  loan  which  the  student  is  enti- 
tled to  have  paid  on  his  or  her  behalf  for  that  period  under  any 
State  or  private  loan  insurance  program. 

(iii)  The  holder  of  a  loan  with  respect  to  which  payments 
are  required  to  be  made  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to

(iv)  The  Secretary  shall  pay  this  portion  of  the  interest  to 
the  holder  of  the  loan  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  account  of  the 
borrower  at  such  times  as  may  be  specified  in  regulations  in 
force  when  the  applicable  agreement  entered  into  pursuant  to 
subsection  (b)  was  made,  or,  if  the  loan  was  made  by  a  State 
or  is  insured  under  a  program  which  is  not  covered  by  such  an 
agreement,  at  such  times  as  may  be  spt-cified  in  regulations  in 
force  at  the  time  the  loan  was  paid  to  the  student.

— Each  holder  of  a  loan  with  respect  to  which  pay- 
ments of  interest  are  required  to  be  made  by  the  Secretary 
shall  submit  to  the  Secretary,  at  such  time  or  times  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe,  statements  con- 
taining such  information  as  may  be  required  by  or  pursuant  to 
regulation  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Secretary  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  the  payment  which  he  must  make  with  re- 
spect to  that  loan. 

(5)  Duration  of  authority  to  make  interest  subsidized 
LOANS. — The  period  referred  to  in  subparagraph  (B)  of  para- 
graph (1)  of  tnis  subsection  shall  begin  on  the  datr^  of  enact- 
ment of  this  Act  and  end  at  the  close  of  Septembei  30,  1998, 
except  that,  in  the  case  of  a  loan  made  or  insured  under  a  stu- 
dent loan  or  loan  insurance  program  to  enable  a  student  who 
has  obtained  a  prior  loan  made  or  insured  under  such  program 
to  continue  his  or  her  education  program,  such  period  snail  end 
at  the  close  of  September  30,  2002. 
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(6)  Assessment  of  borrower's  financial  condition  not 
PROHIBITED  OR  REQUIRED. — Nothing  in  this  or  any  other  Act 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  require,  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cifically provided  by  law,  a  lender  to  evaluate  the  total  finan- 
cial situation  of  a  student  making  application  for  a  loan  under 
this  part,  or  to  counsel  a  student  witn  respect  to  any  such  loan, 
or  to  make  a  decision  based  on  such  evaluation  and  counseling 
with  respect  to  the  dollar  amount  of  any  such  loan. 

(7)  I/DANS  THAT  HAVE  NOT  BEEN  CONSUMMATED. — Lenders 
may  not  charge  interest  or  receive  interest  subsidies  or  special 
allowance  pajrments  for  loans  for  which  the  disbursement 
checks  have  not  been  cashed  or  for  which  electronic  funds 
transfers  have  not  been  completed. 

(b)  Insurance  Program  Agreements  To  Qualify  Loans  for 
Interest  Subsidies. — 

(1)  Requirements  of  insurance  program.— Any  State  or 
any  nonprofit  private  institution  or  organization  may  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  enti- 
tling students  who  receive  loans  which  are  insured  under  a 
student  loan  insurance  program  of  that  State,  institution,  or 
organization  to  have  made  on  their  behalf  the  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  subsection  (a)  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  the 
student  loan  insurance  program — 

(A)  authorizes  the  insurance  in  any  academic  vear  or 
its  equivalent  (as  determined  under  regulations  of  tne  Sec- 
retary) for  any  student  who  is  carrying  at  an  eligible  insti- 
tution or  in  a  program  of  study  abroad  approved  for  credit 
by  the  eligible  home  institution  at  which  such  student  is 
enrolled  at  least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  academic 
workload  (as  determined  by  the  institution)  in  any  amount 
up  to  a  maximum  of — 

(i)  in  the  case  of  a  student  at  an  eligible  institu- 
tion who  has  not  successfully  completed  the  first  year 
of  a  program  of  undergraduate  education — 

(I)  $2,625,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  pro- 
gram whose  length  is  at  least  one  academic  year 
in  length  (as  determined  iinder  section  481); 

(II)  $1,750,  if  such  utudent  is  enrolled  in  a 
program  whose  length  is  less  than  one  academic 
year,  but  at  least  %  of  such  an  academic  year;

(6)  STATE  GU^Aim  AGENCY  INFORMATION  REQUEST  OF 
STATE  LICENSING  BOARDS.-Each  guaranty  agency  IS  authorized 
to  enter  into  agreements  with  each  appropriate  State  licensing 
board  under  which  the  State  licensing  board,  upon  request 
will  furnish  the  guaranty  agency  with  tlie  address  of  a  student 
borrower  in  any  case  in  which  the  location  of  the  student  boi- 
rower  is  unknown  or  unavailable  to  the  guaranty  agency. 

(7)  REPAYMENT  PERIOD.— (A)  In  the  case  of  a  loan  made 
under  section  427  or  428,  the  repayment  penod  shall  exclude 
any  period  of  authorized  deferment  or  forbearance  and  shall 

begin—  g  months  after  the  date  the  student 

ceases  to  carry  at  least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  aca- 
demic workload  (as  determined  by  the  institution);  or 

(ii)  on  an  earlier  date  if  the  borrower  requests  and  is 
granted  a  repayment  schedule  that  provides  for  repayment 
to  commence  at  an  earlier  date. 

(B)  In  the  case  of  a  loan  made  under  section  4/»li,  the  re- 
payment period  shall  exclude  any  period  of  authonzed 
deferment  or  forbearance,  and  shall  begin  as  descnbed  in 
clause  (i)  or  (ii)  of  subparagraph  (A),  but  interest  shall  begin 
to  accrue  or  be  paid  by  the  borrower  on  the  day  the  loan  is  dis- 
bursed. 
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(C)  In  the  case  of  a  loan  made  under  section  428A,  428B, 
or  428C,  the  repayment  period  shall  begin  on  the  day  the  loan 
is  disbursed,  or,  if  the  loan  is  disbursed  in  multiple  install- 
ments, on  the  day  of  the  last  such  disbursement,  and  shall  ex- 
clude any  period  of  authorized  deferment  or  forbearance. 

(8)  Means  of  disbursement  of  loan  proceeds.— Nothing 
in  this  title  shall  be  interpreted  to  prohibit  the  disbursement 
of  loan  proceeds  by  means  other  than  by  check  or  to  allow  the 
Secretary  to  require  checks  to  be  made  co-payable  to  the  insti- 
tution and  the  borrower. 

(c)  Guaranty  Agreements  for  Reimbursing  Losses.— 

(1)  Authority  to  enter  into  agreements.— (A)  The  Sec- 
retary may  enter. into  a  guaranty  agreement  with  any  guar- 
anty agency,  whereby  the  Secretary  shall  undertake  to  reim- 
burse it,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Secretary 
may  establish,  with  respect  to  losses  (resulting  from  the  de- 
fault of  the  student  borrower)  on  the  unpaid  oalance  of  the 
principal  and  accrued  interest  of  any  insured  loan.  The  guar- 
anty agency  shall,  be  deemed  to  nave  a  contractual  right 
against  the  United  States,  during  the  life  of  such  loan,  to  re- 
ceive reimbursement  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
section. Upon  receipt  of  an  accurate  and  complete  request  by 
a  guaranty  agency  for  reimbursement  with  respect  to  such 
losses,  the  Secretary  shall  pay  promptly  and  without  adminis- 
trative delay.  Except  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (B)  of  this 
paragraph  and  in  paragraph  (7),  the  amount  to  be  paid  a  guar- 
anty agency  as  reimbursement  under  this  subsection  shall  be 
equal  to  98  ^  percent  of  the  amount  expended  by  it  in  discharge 
of  its  insurance  obligation  incurred  under  its  loan  insurance 
program.  A  guaranty  agency  shall  file  a  claim  for  reimburse- 
ment with  respect  to  losses  under  this  subsection  within  45 
days  after  the  guaranty  agency  discharges  its  insurance  obliga- 
tion on  the  loan. 

(B)  Notwithstanding  subparagraph  (A) — 

(i)  if,  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  amount  of  such  reim- 
bursement payments  by  the  Secretary  under  this  sub- 
section exceeds  5  percent  of  the  loans  wnich  are  insured  by 
such  guaranty  agency  under  such  program  and  which  were 
in  repayment  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  reimbursement  under  this  subsection 
for  such  excess  shall  be  equal  to  88  ^  percent  of  the  amount 
of  such  excess;  and 

(ii)  if,  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  amount  of  such  reim- 
bursement payments  exceeds  9  percent  of  such  loans,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  reimbursement  under  this  subsection 
for  such  excess  shall  be  equal  to  78  ^  percent  of  the  amount 
of  such  excess. 

(C)  For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  the  amount  of  loans 
of  a  guaranty  agency  which  are  in  repayment  shall  ue  the 
original  principal  amount  of  loans  made  by  a  lender  which  are 
insured  by  such  a  guaranty  agency  reduced  by —

(D)  Reimbursements  of  losses  made  bv  the  Secretary  on 
loans  submitted  for  claim  by  an  eligible  lender,  servicer,  or 
guaranty  agency  designated  for  exceptional  performance  imder 
section  4281  shall  not  be  subject  to  additional  review  by  the 
Secretary  or  repurchase  by  the  guaranty  agency  for  any  reason 
other  than  a  determination  by  the  Secretary  that  the  eligible 
lender,  servicer,  or  guaranty  agency  engaged  in  fraud  or  other 
purposeful  misconduct  in  obtaining  designation  for  exceptional 
performance. 

(E)  ^  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  section, 
in  the  case  of  a  loan  made  pursuant  to  a  lender-of-last-resort 
program,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  the  provisions  of— 

(i)  the  fourth  sentence  of  subparagraph  (A)  by  sub- 
stituting "100  percent"  for  "98  percent"; 

(ii)  subparagraph  (B)(i)  by  substituting  "100  percent" 
for  "88  percent";  and 

(iii)  subparagraph  (B)(ii)  by  substituting  "100  percent" 
for  "78  percent". 

(F)  ^  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  section, 
in  the  case  of  an  outstanding  loan  transferred  to  a  guaranty 
agency  from  another  guaranty  agency  pursuant  to  a  plan  ap- 

f»roved  by  the  Secretary  in  response  to  the  insolvency  of  the 
atter  such  guarantee  agency,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  the 
provision  of — 

(i)  the  fourth  sentence  of  subparagraph  (A)  by  sub- 
stituting "100  percent"  for  "98  percent"; 

(ii)  subparagraph  (B)(i)  by  substituting  "90  percent" 
for  "88  percent";  and 

(iii)  subparagraph  (B)(ii)  by  substituting  "80  percent" 
for  "78  percent". 

(G)2  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  Secretary  shall  exclude  a  loan  made  pursuant  to 
a  lender-of-last-resort  program  when  making  reimburse- 
ment payment  calculations  under  subparagraphs  (B)  and 
(C). 

(2)  Com^ENTS  OF  GUARANTY  AGREEMENTS.— The  guaranty 
agreement — 

(A)  shall  set  forth  such  administrative  and  fiscal  pro- 
cedures as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  United  States 
from  the  risk  of  unreasonable  loss  thereunder,  to  ensure 
proper  and  efficient  administration  of  the  loan  insurance 
program,  and  to  assure  that  due  diligence  will  be  exercised

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in  the  collection  of  loans  insured  under  the  program,  in- 
cluding a  requirement  that  each  beneficiary  of  insurance 
on  the  loan  submit  proof  that  reasonable  attempts  were 
made  to  locate  the  borrower  (when  the  location  of  the  bor- 
rower is  unknown)  ai.d  proof  that  contact  was  made  with 
the  borrower  (when  the  location  is  known); 

(B)  shall  provide  for  making  such  reports,  in  such  form 
£ind  containing  such  information,  as  the  Secretary  may 
reasonably  require  to  carry  out  the  Secretary's  functions 
imder  this  subsection,  and  for  keeping  such  records  and  for 
affording  such  access  thereto  as  the  Secretary  may  find 
necessary  to  assure  the  correctness  and  verification  of  such 
reports; 

(C)  shall  set  forth  adequate  assurances  that,  with  re- 
spect to  so  much  of  any  loan  insured  under  the  loan  insur- 
ance program  as  may  be  guaranteed  by  the  Secretary  pur- 
suant to  this  subsection,  the  undertsiking  of  the  Secretary 
under  the  guaranty  agreement  is  acceptable  in  full  satis- 
faction of  State  law  or  regulation  requiring  the  mainte- 
nance of  a  reserve; 

(D)  shall  provide  that  if,  after  the  Secretary  has  made 
payment  under  the  guaranty  agreement  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (1)  of  this  subsection  with  respect  to  any  loan,  any 

ayments  are  made  in  discharge  of  the  obligation  incurred 
y  the  borrower  with  respect  to  such  loan  (including  any 
payments  of  interest  accruing  on  such  loan  after  such  pay- 
ment by  the  Secretary),  there  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Sec- 
retary (for  deposit  in  the  fund  established  by  section  431) 
such  proportion  of  the  amounts  of  such  payments  as  is  de- 
termined (in  accordance  with  paragraph  (6))  to  represent 
his  equitable  share  thereof,  but  (i)  shall  provide  for  sub- 
rogation of  the  United  States  to  the  rights  of  any  insur- 
ance beneficiary  only  to  the  extent  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paragraph  (8);  and  (ii)  except  as  the  Secretary  may 
otherwise  by  or  pursuant  to  regulation  provide,  amounts 
so  paid  by  a  borrower  on  such  a  loan  shall  be  first  applied 
in  reduction  of  principal  owing  on  such  loan; 

(E)  shall  set  forth  adequate  assurance  that  an  amount 
equal  to  each  payment  made  under  paragraph  (1)  will  be 
promptly  deposited  in  or  credited  to  the  accounts  main- 
tained for  the  purpose  of  section  422(c); 

(F)  set  forth  adequate  assurances  that  the  guaranty 
agency  will  not  engage  in  any  pattern  or  practice  which  re- 
sults in  a  denial  of  a  borrowers  access  to  loans  under  this 
part  because  of  the  borrower's  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  na- 
tional origin,  age,  handicapped  status,  income,  attendance 
at  a  particular  eligible  institution  within  the  area  served 
by  the  guaranty  agency,  length  of  the  borrower's  edu- 
cational program,  or  the  borrower's  academic  year  in 
school; 

(G)  shall  prohibit  the  Secretary  from  making  any  re- 
imbursement under  this  subsection  to  a  guaranty  agency 
when  a  default  claim  is  based  on  an  inability  to  locate  the 
borrower,  unless  the  guaremty  agency,  at  the  time  of  filing 
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for  reimbursement,  certifies  to  the  Secretary  that  diligent 
attempts  have  been  made  to  locate  the  borrower  through 
the  use  of  reasonable  skip-tracing  techniques  in  accordance 
with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary;  and 

(H)  set  forth  assurances  that — 

(i)  upon  the  request  of  an  eligible  institution,  the 
guaranty  agency  shall,  subject  to  clauses  (ii)  and  (iii), 
furnish  to  the  institution  information  with  respect  to 
students  (including  the  names  and  addresses  of  such 
students)  who  received  loans  made,  insured,  or  guar- 
anteed under  this  part  for  attendance  at  the  eligible 
institution  and  for  whom  preclaims  assistance  activi- 
ties have  been  requested  under  subsection  (1); 

(ii)  the  guaranty  agency  may  require  the  payment 
by  the  institution  of  a  reasonable  fee  (as  determined 
in  accordance  with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 
retary) for  such  information;  and 

(iii)  the  guaranty  agency  will  require  the  institu- 
tion to  use  such  information  only  to  assist  the  institu- 
tion in  reminding  students  of  their  obligation  to  repay 
student  loans  and  shall  prohibit  the  institution  from 
disseminating  the  information  for  any  other  purpose. 

(I)  may  include  such  other  provisions  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  promote  the  purpose  of  this  part. 

(3)  Forbearance.— A  guaranty  agreement  under  this  sub- 
section— 

(A)  shall  contain  provisions  providing  that — 

(i)  upon  written  request,  a  lender  shall  grant  a 
borrower  forbearance,  renewable  at  12-month  inter- 
vals, on  terms  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  parties  to 
the  loan  with  the  approval  of  the  insurer,  and  other- 
wise consistent  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary, 
if  the  borrower — 

(I)  is  serving  in  a  medical  or  dental  internship 
or  residency  program,  the  successful  completion  of 
which  is  required  to  begin  professional  practice  or 
service,  or  is  serving  in  a  medical  or  dental  intern- 
ship or  residency  program  leading  to  a  degree  or 
certificate  awarded  by  an  institution  of  higher 
education,  a  hospital,  or  a  health  care  facility  that 
offers  postgraduate  training,  provided  that  if  the 
borrower  qualifies  for  a  deferment  under  section 
427(a)(2XC)(vii)  or  subsection  (bXl)(MXvii)  of  this 
section  as  in  effect  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
Higher  Education  Amendments  of  1992,  or  section 
427(a)(2)(C)  or  subsection  (bXl)(M)  of  this  section 
as  amended  by  such  amendments,  the  borrower 
has  exhausted  his  or  her  eligibility  for  such 
deferment; 

(II)  has  a  debt  burden  under  this  title  that 
equals  or  exceeds  20  percent  of  income;  or 

(III)  is  serving  in  a  national  service  position 
for  which  the  borrower  receives  a  national  service 
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educational  award  under  the  National  and  Com- 
munity Service  Trust  Act  of  1993; 

(ii)  the  length  of  the  forbearance  granted  by  the 
lender — 

(I)  under  clause  (i)(I)  shall  equal  the  length  of 
time  remaining  in  the  borrower's  medical  or  den- 
tal internship  or  residency  program,  if  the  bor- 
rower is  not  eligible  to  receive  a  deferment  de- 
scribed in  such  clause,  or  such  length  of  time  re- 
maining in  the  program  after  the  borrower  has  ex- 
hausted the  borrower's  eligibility  for  such 
deferment; 

(II)  under  clause  (i)(II)  shall  not  exceed  3 
years;  or 

(III)  under  clause  (i)(III)  shall  not  exceed  the 
period  for  which  the  borrower  is  serving  in  a  posi- 
tion described  in  such  clause;  and 

(iii)  no  administrative  or  other  fee  may  be  charged 
in  connection  with  the  granting  of  a  forbearance  under 
clause  (i),  and  no  adverse  information  regarding  a  bor- 
rower may  be  reported  to  a  credit  bureau  organization 
solely  because  of  the  granting  of  such  forbearance; 

(B)  may,  to  the  extent  provided  in  regulations  of  the 
Secretary,  contain  provisions  that  permit  such  forbearance 
for  the  benefit  of  the  student  borrower  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties  to  an  insured  loan  and  approved  by 
the  insurer;  and 

(C)  shall  contain  provisions  that  specify  that  the  form 
of  forbearance  granted  by  the  lender  for  purposes  of  this 
paragraph  shall  be  the  temporary  cessation  of  payments, 
unless  the  borrower  selects  forbearance  in  the  form  of  £in 
extension  of  time  for  making  payments,  or  smaller  pay- 
ments than  were  previously  scheduled. 

Guaranty  agencies  shall  not  be  precluded  from  permitting  the 
parties  to  such  a  loain  from  entering  into  a  fotbearance  agree- 
ment solely  because  the  loan  is  in  default.  The  Secretary  shall 
permit  lenders  to  exercise  administrative  forbearances  that  do 
not  require  the  agreement  of  the  borrower,  under  conditions 
authorized  by  the  Secretary.  Such  forbea?.*£inces  shall  include  (i) 
forbearances  for  borrowers  who  are  delinquent  at  the  time  of 
the  granting  of  an  authorized  period  of  deferment  under  sec- 
tion 428(b)(l)(M)  or  427(a)(2)(C),  and  (ii)  if  the  borrower  is  less 
than  60  days  delinquent  on  such  loans  at  the  time  of  sale  or 
transfer,  forbearances  for  borrowers  on  loans  which  are  sold  or 
transferred. 

(4)  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  the 
terms  "insurance  beneficiary"  and  "default"  have  the  meanings 
assigned  to  them  by  section  435. 

(5)  Applicability  to  existing  loans.— In  the  case  of  any 
guaranty  agreement  with  a  guaranty  agency,  the  Secretary 
may,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  subsection,  under- 
take to  guarantee  loans  described  in  paragraph  (1)  which  are 
insured  by  such  guaranty  agency  and  are  outstanding  on  the 
date  of  execution  of  the  guaranty  agreement,  but  only  with  re- 
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spect  to  defaults  occurring  after  the  execution  of  such  guaranty 
agreement  or,  if  later,  after  its  effective  date. 

(6)  Secretary's  equitable  share. — (A)  For  the  purpose,  of 
paragraph  (2)(D),  the  Secretarj^'s  equitable  share  of  payments 
made  by  the  borrower  shall  be  that  portion  of  the  payments  re- 
maining after  the  guaranty  agency  with  which  tne  Secretary 
has  an  agreement  under  this  subsection  has  deducted  from 
such  payments — 

(i)  a  percentage  amount  equal  to  the  complement  of 
the  reinsurance  percentage  in  effect  when  payment  under 
the  guaranty  agreement  was  made  with  respect  to  the 
loan;  and 

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  27  percent  of  such  payments 
(subject  to  subparagraph  (D)  of  this  paragraph)  for  costs 
related  to  the  student  loan  insurance  program,  including 
the  administrative  costs  of  collection  of  loans  reimbursed 
under  this  subsection,  the  administrative  costs  of 
preclaims  assistance  for  default  prevention,  the  adminis- 
trative costs  of  supplemental  preclaims  assistance  for  de- 
fault prevention,  and  the  administrative  costs  of  monitor- 
ing the  enrollment  and  payment  status  of  students  (as 
such  terms  are  defined  in  subparagraph  (B)  or  (C)  of  this 
paragraph). 

(B)  For  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph  and  subsection  (f)  of 
this  section,  the  term — 

(i)  "administrative  costs  of  collection  of  loans"  means 
any  administrative  costs  incurred  by  a  guaranty  agency 
which  are  directly  related  to  the  collection  of  the  loan  on 
which  a  default  claim  has  been  paid  to  the  participating 
lender,  including  the  attributable  compensation  of  collec- 
tion personnel  (and  in  the  case  of  personnel  who  perform 
several  functions  for  such  an  agency  only  the  portion  of  the 
compensation  attributable  to  the  collection  activity),  attor- 
ney's fees,  fees  paid  to  collection  agencies,  postage,  equip- 
ment, supplies,  telephone  and  similar  charges,  but  does 
not  include  the  overhead  costs  of  such  agency  whether  or 
not  attributable; 

(ii)  "administrative  costs  of  preclaim  assistance  for  de- 
fault prevention"  means  any  administrative  costs  incurred 
by  a  guaranty  agency  which  are  directly  related  to  provid- 
ing collection  assistance  to  the  lender  on  a  delinquent  loan, 
prior  to  the  loan's  being  legally  in  a  default  status,  includ- 
ing the  attributable  compensation  of  appropriate  personnel 
(and  in  the  case  of  personnel  who  perform  several  func- 
tions for  such  an  agency  only  the  portion  of  compensation 
attributable  to  the  collection  activity),  fees  paid  to  locate  a 
missing  borrower,  postage,  equipment,  supplies,  telephone 
and  similar  charges,  but  does  not  include  the  overhead 
costs  of  such  agency  whether  or  not  attributable;  and 

(iii)  "administrative  costs  of  monitoring  the  enrollment 
and  repayment  status  of  students"  means  any  administra- 
tive costs  by  a  gi  aranty  agency  which  are  directly  related 
to  ascertaining  the  btuaenrs  enrollment  status,  prompt  no- 
tification to  the  leider  of  such  status,  an  audit  of  the  note 
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or  written  agreement  to  determine  if  the  provisions  of  that 
note  or  agreement  are  consistent  with  the  records  of  the 
guaranty  agency  as  to  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan 
guaranteed,  and  an  examination  of  the  note  or  agreement 
to  assure  that  the  repayment  provisions  are  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  part, 
subject  to  such  additional  criteria  as  the  Secretary  may  by  reg- 
ulation prescribe. 

(C)(i)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (1),  "administrative 
costs  of  supplemental  preclaims  assistance"  means  (subject  to 
divisions  (ii)  through  (iv))  any  administrative  costs — 

(I)  incurred  by  a  guaranty  agency  in  connection  with 
a  loan  on  which  the  guarantor  has  exercised  preclaims  as- 
sistance generally  comparable  in  intensiveness  to  the  level 
of  preclaims  assistance  performed,  prior  to  the  120th  day 
of  delinquency,  by  the  guaranty  agency  as  of  October  16, 
1990,  and  which  has  been  in  delinquent  status  for  at  least 
120  days;  and 

(II)  which  are  directly  related  to  providing  collection 
assistance  to  the  lender  on  a  delinquent  loan,  prior  to  a 
claim  being  filed  with  the  guaranty  agency. 

including  the  attributable  compensation  of  appropriate  person- 
nel (and  in  the  case  of  personnel  who  perform  several  func- 
tions, only  the  portion  of  compensation  attributable  to  the  col- 
lection assistance),  fees  paid  to  locate  a  missing  borrower,  post- 
age, equipment,  supplies,  telephone,  and  similar  charges,  but 
does  not  include  overhead  costs. 

(ii)  The  administrative  costs  for  which  payment  under  sub- 
section (1)  is  authorized  under  this  subparagraph  must  be 
clearly  supplemental  to  the  preclaim  assistance  for  default  pre- 
vention described  in  division  (i)(I)  of  this  subparagraph. 

(iii)  The  services  associated  with  carrying  out  this  sub- 
paragraph may  be  provided  by  the  guaranty  agency  directly  or 
under  contract,  except  that  such  services  may  not  be  carried 
out  by  an  organization  or  entity  (other  than  the  guaranty  agen- 
cy)— 

(I)  that  is  the  holder  or  servicer  of  the  loan  or  an  orga- 
nization or  entity  that  owns  or  controls  the  holder  or 
servicer  of  the  loan; 

(II)  that  is  owned  or  controlled  by  the  same  corpora- 
tion, partnership,  association,  or  individual  that  owns  or 
controls  the  holder  or  servicer  of  the  loan;  or 

(III)  that  is  an  organization  or  entity  that  has  a  con- 
tract with  a  guaranty  agency  to  perform  collection  activi- 
ties with  respect  to  the  same  loans  in  the  event  of  default. 

(iv)  In  the  case  of  accounts  brought  into  repayment  status 
as  a  result  of  performing  supplemental  preclaims  assistance, 
the  cost  of  such  assistance  is  a  permissible  charge  to  the  bor- 
rower (for  the  cost  of  collection)  for  which  the  borrower  shall 
be  liable. 

(7)  New  programs  eligible  for  loo  percent  reinsur-

(i)  which  begins  on  or  after  October  1,  1977  and  ends 
before  October  1,  1991;  and 

(ii)  which  is  either  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  guar- 
anty agency  begins  to  actively  carry  on  a  student  loan  in- 
surance program  which  is  subject  to  a  guaranty  agreement 
imder  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  or  is  one  of  the  4  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  years, 

shall  be  100  percent  of  the  amount  expended  by  such  guaranty 
agency  in  discharge  of  its  insurance  obligation  insured  imder 
such  program. 

(B)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (1)(C), 
the  Secretary  may  pay  a  guaranty  agency  100  percent  of  the 
amount  expended  by  such  agency  in  discharge  of  such  agency's 
insurance  obligation  for  any  fiscal  year  which — 

(i)  begins  on  or  after  October  1,  1991;  and 

(ii)  is  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  guaranty  agency 
begins  to  actively  carry  on  a  student  loan  insurance  pro- 
gram which  is  subject  to  a  guaranty  agreement  under  sub- 
section (b)  or  is  one  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(C)  The  Secretary  shall  continuously  monitor  the  oper- 
ations of  those  guaranty  agencies  to  which  the  provisions  of 
subparagraph  (A)  or  (B)  are  applicable  and  revoke  the  applica- 
tion of  such  subparagraph  to  any  such  guaranty  agency  which 
the  Secretary  determines  has  not  exercised  reasonable  pru- 
dence in  the  administration  of  such  program. 

.(8)  Assignment  to  protect  federal  fiscal  interest. — 
(A)  If  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  protection  of  the  Fed- 
eral fiscal  interest  so  requires,  a  guaranty  agency  shall  assign 
to  the  Secretary  any  loan  of  which  it  is  the  holder  and  for 
which  the  Secretary  has  made  a  payment  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (1)  of  this  subsection. 

(B)  An  orderly  transition  from  the  Federal  Family  Edu- 
cation Loan  Program  imder  this  part  to  the  Federal  Direct  Stu- 
dent Loan  Program  under  part  D  of  this  title  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  Federal  fiscal  interest,  and  a  guaranty  agency 
shall  promptly  assign  loans  to  the  Secretary  under  this  para- 
graph upon  the  Secretary's  request. 

(9)  Guaranty  agency  reserve  level.— <A)  Each  guaranty 
agency  which  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Sec- 
retary pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  maintain  a  current 
minimum  reserve  level  of  at  least  .5  percent  of  the  total  attrib- 
utable amount  of  all  outstanding  loans  guaranteed  by  such  , 
agency  for  the  fiscal  year  of  the  agency  that  begins  in  1993. 
For  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  such  total  attributable  amoimt 
does  not  include  amounts  of  outstanding  loans  transferred  to 
the  guaranty  agency  from  another  guaranty  agency  pursuant 
to  a  plan  of  the  Secretary  in  response  to  the  insolvency  of  the 
latter  such  guaranty  agency.  The  minimum  reserve  level  shall 
increase  to — 

(i)  .7  percent  of  such  total  attributable  amoimt  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  agency  that  begins  in  1994; 

(ii)  .9  percent  of  such  total  attributable  amoimt  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  agency  that  begins  in  19P5;  and 
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(iii)  1.1  percent  of  such  total  attributable  amount  for 
each  fiscal  year  of  the  agency  that  begins  on  or  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1996. 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  collect,  on  an  annual  basis,  infor- 
mation from  each  guaranty  agency  having  an  agreement  under 
this  subsection  to  enable  the  Secretary  to  evaluate  the  finan- 
cial solvency  of  each  such  agency.  The  information  collected 
shall  include  the  level  of  such  agency's  current  reserves,  cash 
disbursements  and  accounts  receivable. 

(C)  If  (i)  any  guaranty  agency  falls  below  the  required  min- 
imum reserve  level  in  any  2  consecutive  years,  (ii)  any  guar- 
anty agenc/s  Federal  reimbursement  payments  are  reduced  to 
80  percent  pursuant  to  section  428(c)(l)(B)(ii),  or  (iii)  the  Sec- 
retary determines  that  the  administrative  or  financial  condi- 
tion of  a  guaranty  agency  jeopardizes  such  agenQ^'s  continued 
ability  to  perform  its  responsibilities  under  its  guaranty  agree- 
ment, then  the  Secretary  shall  require,  as  appropriate,  the 
guaranty  agency  to  submit  and  implement  a  management  plan 
acceptable  to  the  Secretary  within  30  working  days  of  any  such 
event. 

(D)  (i)  If  the  Secretary  is  not  seeking  to  terminate  the  guar- 
anty agency's  agreement  under  subparagraph  (E),  or  assuming 
the  guaranty  agenc/s  functions  under  subparagraph  (F),  a 
management  plan  described  in  subparagraph  (C)  shall  include 
the  means  by  which  the  guaranty  agency  will  improve  its  fi- 
nancial and  administrative  condition  to  the  required  level 
within  18  months. 

(ii)  If  the  Secretary  is  seeking  to  terminate  the  guaranty 
agenc/s  agreement  under  subparagraph  (E),  or  assuming  the 
guaranty  agency's  fxmctions  under  subparagraph  (F),  a  man- 
agement plan  described  in  subparagraph  (C)  shall  include  the 
means  by  which  the  Secretary  and  the  guaranty  agency  shall 
work  together  to  ensure  the  orderly  termination  of  the  oper- 
ations, and  liquidation  of  the  assets,  of  the  guaranty  agency. 

(E)  The  Secretary  may  terminate  a  guaranty  agenc/s 
agreement  in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (F)  if— 

(i)  a  guaranty  agency  required  to  submit  a  manage- 
ment plan  under  this  paragraph  fails  to  submit  a  plan  that 
is  acceptable  to  the  Secretary; 

(ii)  the  Secretary  determines  that  a  guaranty  agency 
has  failed  to  improve  substantially  its  administrative  and 
financial  condition; 

(iii)  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  guaranty  agen- 
cy is  in  danger  of  financial  collapse; 

(iv)  the  Secretary  determines  that  such  action  is  nec- 
essary to  protect  the  Federal  fiscal  interest; 

(v)  the  Secretary  determines  that  such  action  is  nec- 
essary to  ensure  the  continued  availability  of  loans  to  stu- 
dent or  parent  borrowers;  or 

(vi)  the  Secretary  determines  that  such  action  is  nec- 
e.ssary  to  ensure  an  orderly  transition  from  the  loan  pro- 
grams under  this  part  to  the  direct  student  loan  programs 
under  part  D  of  this  title. 
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(F)  If  a  guaranty  agency's  agreement  under  this  subsection 
is  terminated  pursuant  to  subparagraph  (E),  then  the  Sec- 
retary shall  assume  responsibility  for  all  functions  of  the  guar- 
anty agency  under  the  loan  insurance  program  of  such  agency. 
In  performing  such  functions  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to — 

(i)  permit  the  transfer  of  guarantees  to  another  guar- 
anty agency; 

(ii)  revoke  the  reinsurance  agreement  of  the  guaranty 
agency  at  a  specified  date,  so  as  to  require  the  merger, 
consolidation,  or  termination  of  the  guaranty  agency;

(I)  meet  the  immediate  cash  needs  of  the  guaranty 
agency;

or 

(III)  ensure  that  the  guaranty  agency  will  make 
loans  as  the  lender-of-last-resort,  in  accordance  with 
subsection  (j); 

(vi)  use  all  funds  and  assets  o'"  the  guaranty  agency  to 
assist  in  the  activities  undertaken  in  accordsmce  with  this 
subparagraph  and  take  appropriate  action  to  require  the 
return,  to  the  guaranty  agency  or  the  Secretary,  of  any 
funds  or  assets  provided  by  the  guarsmty  agency,  under 
contract  or  otherwise,  to  any  person  or  organization;  cr 

(vii)  take  any  other  action  the  Secretary  determines 
necessary  to  ensure  the  continued  availability  of  loans 
made  under  this  part  to  residents  of  the  State  or  States  in 
which  tlie  guaranty  agency  did  business,  the  full  honoring 
of  all  guarantees  issued  by  the  guaranty  agency  prior  to 
the  Secretary's  assumption  of  the  functions  of  such  agency, 
and  the  proper  servicing  of  loans  guaranteed  by  the  guar- 
anty agency  prior  to  the  Secretary's  assumption  of  the 
functions  of  such  agency,  to  avoid  disruption  of  the  student 
loan  program,  and  to  ensure  an  orderly  transition  from  the 
loan  programs  under  this  part  to  the  direct  student  loan 
programs  under  part  D  of  this  title. 

(G)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  Federal  or 
State  law,  if  the  Secretary  has  terminated  or  is  seeking  to  ter- 
minate a  guaranty  ager-jr's  agreement  under  subparagraph 
(E),  or  has  assumed  a  guaranty  agency's  functions  under  sub- 
paragraph (F) — 

(i)  no  Stat  "  court  may  issue  any  order  affecting  the 

Secretary's  actions  with  respect  to  such  guaranty  agency; 
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(ii)  any  contract  with  respect  to  the  administration  of 
a  guaranty  agency's  reserve  funds,  or  the  administration  of 
any  assets  purchased  or  acquired  with  the  reserve  funds  of 
the  guaranty  agency,  that  is  entered  into  or  extended  by 
the  guaranty  agency,  or  any  other  party  on  behalf  of  or 
with  the  concurrence  of  tbs  guaranty  agency,  after  the 
date  of  enactment  of  this  subparagraph  shall  provide  that 
the  contract  is  terminable  by  the  Secretary  upon  30  days 
notice  to  the  contracting  parties  if  the  Secretary 
determines  that  such  contract  includes  an  impermissible 
transfer  of  the  reserve  funds  or  assets,  or  is  otherwise  in- 
consistent with  the  terms  or  purposes  of  this  section;  and 

(iii)  no  provision  of  State  law  shall  apply  to. the  actions 
of  the  Secretary  in  terminating  the  operations  of  a  guar- 
anty agency. 

(H)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Sec- 
retary's liability  for  any  outstanding  liabilities  of  a  guaranty 
agency  (other  tnan  outstanding  student  loan  guarantees  under 
this  part),  the  functions  of  wmch  the  Secretary  has  assumed, 
shall  not  exceed  the  fair  market  value  of  the  reserves  of  the 
guaranty  agency,  minus  any  necessary  liquidation  or  other  ad- 
ministrative costs. 

(I)  The  Secretary  shall  not  take  any  action  under  subpara- 
graph (E)  or  (F)  without  giving  the  guaranty  agency  notice  and 
the  opportunity  for  a  hearing. 

(J)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  the  infor- 
mation transmitted  to  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  this  para- 
graph shall  be  confidential  and  exempt  frcm  disclosure  under 
section  552  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  relating  to  freedom 
of  information,  or  any  other  Federal  law, 

(K)  The  Secretary,  within  3  months  after  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year,  shall  submit  to  the  House  Committee  on  Education 
and  Labor  and  the  Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human 
Resources  a  report  specifying  the  Secretary's  assessment  of  the 
fiscal  soimdness  of  the  guaranty  agency  system  and  the 
progress  of  the  transition  from  the  loan  programs  under  this 
part  to  the  direct  student  loan  programs  under  part  D  of  this 
title. 

(d)  UstTRY  Laws  Inapplicable.— No  provision  of  any  law  of  the 
United  States  (other  than  this  Act)  or  of  any  State  (other  than  a 
statute  applicable  principally  to  such  State's  student  loan  insur- 
ance program)  which  limits  the  rate  or  amount  of  interest  payable 
on  loans  shall  apply  to  a  loan — 

(1)  which  bears  interest  (exclusive  of  any  premium  for  in- 
surance) on  the  unpaid  principal  balance  at  p  rate  not  in  ex- 
cess of  the  rate  specified  in  this  part;  and 

(2)  which  is  insured  (i)  by  the  United  States  under  this 
part,  or  (ii)  by  a  guaranty  agency  under  a  program  covered  by 
an  agreement  made  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  this  section. 

(e)  Payments  for  lender  referral  services.—- 

(1)  In  general;  agreements  with  guaranty  agencies. — 
(A)  The  Secretary  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with  this 
paragraph  to  a  guaranty  agency  with  which  the  Secretary  has 
an  agreement  under  subparagraph  (B)  which  provides  a  lender 
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referral  service  for  students  who  meet  the  requirements  of 
paragraph  (2). 

(B)(i)  The  Secretary  may  enter  into  agreements  with  guar- 
anty agencies  that  meet  standards  established  by  the  Secretary 
to  provide  lender  referral  services  in  geographic  areas  specified 
by  the  Secretary.  Such  guaranty  agencies  shall  be  paid  in  ac- 
cordance with  paragraph  (3)  for  such  services. 

(ii)  The  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the  Federal  Register 
whatever  standards,  criteria,  and  procedures,  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  part  and  pairt  D  of  this  title,  the  Sec- 
retary determines  are  reasonable  and  necessarv  to  provide 
lender  referral  services  under  this  subsection  and  ensure  loan 
access  to  student  and  parent  borrowers  during  the  transition 
from  the  loan  programs  under  this  part  to  the  direct  student 
loan  proCTEims  imder  part  D  of  this  title.  Section  431  of  the 
General  Education  Provisions  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  publi- 
cation of  such  standards,  criteria,  and  procedures. 

(2)  Student  eugibiuty.— A  student  is  eligible  to  apply  for 
lender  referral  services  to  a  guaranty  agency  with  which  the 
Secretary  has  an  agreement  under  paragraph  ( 1)(B)  if— 

(A)  such  student  is  either  a  resident  of,  or  is  accepted 
for  enrollment  in,  or  is  attending,  an  eligible  institution  lo- 
cated in  a  geographic  area  for  which  the  Secretary  (i)  de- 
termines that  loans  are  not  available  to  all  eligible  stu- 
dents, and  (ii)  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  guar- 
anty agency  under  paragraph  (1)(B)  tp  provide  lender  re- 
ferral services;  and 

(B)  such  student  has  sought  and  was  unable  to  find  a 
lender  willing  to  make  ft  loan  under  this  part. 

(3)  Amount  of  payme'ot. — From  funds  available  for  costs 
of  transition  under  section  458  of  the  Act,  the  amount  which 
the  Secretary  shall  pay  to  any  eligible  guaranty  agency  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  equau  to  one-half  of  1  percent  of  the 
total  principal  amount  of  the  loans  (upon  which  insurance  was 
issued  under  this  part)  to  a  student  described  in  paragraph  (2) 
who  subsequently  obtained  such  loans  because  of  such  agency's 
referral  service. 

(4)  Incentive  fees  to  lenders. — Nothing  in  this  or  any 
law  shall  prohibit  an  agency  from  using  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  funds  received  under  this  part  for  the  payment  or  incentive 
fees  to  lenders  who  agree  to  participate  in  a  lender  referral 
service. 

(f)  Payments  of  Certain  Costs. — 

(1)  Payments  based  on  insurance  program  agree- 
ment.—<A)  For  a  fiscal  year  prior  to  fiscal  year  1994,  the  Sec- 
retary shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  to  any  guaranty  agency  for  the  purposes  of— 

(i)  the  administrative  cost  of  promotion  of  eligible 
lender  participation; 

(ii)  the  administrative  costs  of  collection  of  loans; 

(iii)  the  administrative  costs  of  preclaims  assistance 
for  default  prevention; 

(iv)  the  administrative  costs  of  monitoring  the  enroll- 
ment and  repayment  status  of  students;  or 
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(v)  other  such  costs  related  to  the  student  loan  insur- 
ance program  subject  to  such  agreement. 

(B)  The  total  amount  of  payments  for  any  fiscal  year  prior 
to  fiscal  year  1994  made  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  equal 
to  1  percent  of  the  total  principal  amount  of  the  loans  upon 
which  insurance  was  issued  under  this  part  during  such  fiscal 
year  by  such  guaranty  agencv.  The  guaranty  agency  shall,  be 
deemed  to  have  a  contractual  right  against  the  United  States 
to  receive  payments  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
paragraph. Payments  shall  be  made  promptly  and  without  ad- 
ministrative delay  to  any  guaranty  agency  submitting  an  accu- 
rate and  complete  application  therefor  under  this  subpara- 
graph. 

(C)  No  payment  may  be  made  under  this  paragraph  for 
loans  for  which  the  disbursement  checks  have  not  been  cashed 
or  for  which  electronic  funds  transfers  have  not  been  com- 
pleted. 

(2)  Applications  for  payments. — No  payment  may  be 
made  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  unless  the  guar- 
anty agency  submits  to  the  Secretary  an  application  at  such 
time,  at  least  annually,  in  such  manner,  and  containing  or  ac- 
companied by  such  information,  as  the  Secretary  may  reason- 
ably require.  Each  such  application  shall — 

(A)  set  forth  assurances  that  the  student  loan  insur- 
ance program  subject  to  the  guaranty  agreement  complies 
with  subparagraphs  (A),  (B),  (G),  (R),  (S),  (T),  and  (U)  of 
subsection  (bXD; 

(B)  contain  provisions  designed  to  demonstrate  the  ca- 
pability of  carrying  out  a  necessary  and  successful  pro- 
gram of  collection  of  and  preclaim  assistance  for  the  loan 
program  subject  to  that  agreement; 

(C)  set  forth  an  estimate  of  the  costs  which  are  eligible 
for  payment  under  the  provisions  of  this  subsection; 

(D)  provide  for  such  administrative  and  fiscal  proce- 
dures, including  an  audit,  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  subsection;  and 

(E)  set  forth  assurances  that  the  guaranty  agency  will 
furnish  such  data  and  information,  including  where  nec- 
essary estimates,  as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require, 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(g)  Action  on  Insurance  Program  and  Guaranty  Agree- 
ments.— If  a  nonprofit  private  institution  or  organization — 

(1)  ajpplies  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary 
under  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  with  respect  to  a  student  loan  in- 
surance program  to  be  carried  on  in  a  State  with  which  the 
Secretary  does  not  have  an  agreement  under  subsection  (b), 
and 

(2)  as  provided  in  the  application,  undertakes  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  section  422(c)(6)(B)  (i),  (ii),  and  (iii), 

the  Secretary  shall  consider  and  act  upon  such  application  within 
180  days,  and  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Committee  on  Labor  and 
Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  and  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  his  actions. 

(h)  Lending  by  Guaranty  Agencies. — 
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(1)  Lending  from  sallie  mae  advances. — From  sums  ad- 
vanced by  the  Association  pursuant  to  section  439(p),  each 
guaranty  agency  or  an  eligible  lender  in  a  State  described  in 
section  435(d)(1)  (D)  or  (F)  of  the  Act  is  authorized  to  make 
loans  directly  to  students  otherwise  unable  to  obtain  loans 
under  this  part. 

(2)  Amount  of  advances. — (A)  Each  guaranty  agency  or 
an  eligible  lender  in  a  State  described  in  section  435(d)(1)  (D) 
or  (F)  which  has  an  application  approved  imder  section 
439(p)(2)  may  receive  advances  imder  section  439(p)  for  each 
fiscal  year  in  an  amoimt  necessary  to  meet  the  demand  for 
loans  under  this  section.  The  amount  such  agency  or  lender  is 
eligible  to  receive  may  not  exceed  25  percent  of  the  average  of 
the  loans  guaranteed  by  that  agency  or  lender  for  the  3  years 
preceding  the  fiscal  year  for  wmch  the  determination  is  made. 
UTienever  the  determination  required  by  the  preceding  sen- 
tence cannot  be  made  because  the  agency  or  lender  does  not 
have  3  years  previous  experience,  the  amount  such  agency  or 
lender  is  eligible  to  receive  may  not  exceed  25  percent  of  the 
loans  guaranteed  under  a  program  of  a  State  of  comparable 
size. 

(B)  Each  guaranty  agency  and  each  eligible  lender  in  a 
State  described  in  section  435(dXl)  (D)  or  (F)  shall  repay  ad- 
vances made  under  section  439(p)  in  accordance  with  agree- 
ments entered  into  between  the  Association  and  such  agency 
or  lender. 

(3)  Loan  term,  conditions,  and  benefits. — Loans  made 
pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  have  the  same  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  benefits  as  all  other  loans  made  under  this  part. 

(i)  Multiple  Disbursement  of  Loans. — 

(1)  Escrow  accounts  administered  by  escrow  agent. — 
Any  guaranty  agency  or  eligible  lender  (hereafter  in  this  sub- 
section referred  to  as  the  "escrow  agent")  may  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  any  other  eligible  lender  that  is  not  an  eligible 
institution  or  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  State  (here- 
after in  this  subsection  referred  to  as  the  "lender")  for  the  pur- 
pose of  authorizing  disbursements  of  the  proceeds  of  a  loan  to 
a  student.  Such  agreement  shall  provide  that  the  lender  will 
pay  the  proceeds  of  such  loans  into  an  escrow  account  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  escrow  agent  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsectidn.  Such  agreement  may 
allow  the  lender  to  make  payments  into  the  escrow  account  in 
amounts  that  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  amounts  required 
for  disbursement  of  initial  or  subsequent  installments  to  bor- 
rowers and  to  make  such  payments  not  more  than  21  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  disbursement  of  such  installment  to 
such  borrowers.  Such  agreement  shall  require  the  lender  to  no- 
tify promptly  the  eligible  institution  when  funds  are  escrowed 
under  this  subsection  for  a  student  at  such  institution. 

(2)  Authority  of  escrow  agent. — Each  escrow  agent  en- 
tering into  an  agreement  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  sub- 
section is  authorized  to — 

(A)  make  the  disbursements  in  accordance  with  the 
note  evidencing  the  loan; 
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(B)  commingle  the  proceeds  of  all  loans  paid  to  the  es- 
crow agent  pursuant  to  the  escrow  agreement  entered  into 
under  such  paragraph  (1); 

(C)  invest  the  proceeds  of  such  loans  in  obligations  of 
the  Federal  Government  or  obligations  which  are  insured 
or  guaranteed  by  the  Federal  Grovemment; 

(D)  retain  interest  or  other  eeimings  on  such  invest- 
ment; and 

(E)  return  to  the  lender  tmdisbursed  funds  when  the 
student  ceases  to  carry  at  an  eligible  institution  at  least 
one-half  of  the  normal  full-time  academic  workload  as  de- 
termined by  the  institution. 

(j)  Lenders-of-Last -Resort.— 

(1)  General  requirement.— In  each  State,  the  guaranty 
agency  or  an  eligible  lender  in  the  State  described  in  section 
435(d)(1)(D)  of  this  Act  shall  make  loans  directly,  or  through 
an  agreement  with  an  eligible  lender  or  lenders,  to  students  el- 
igible to  receive  interest  benefits  paid  on  their  behalf  under 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section  who  are  otherwise  unable  to  ob- 
tain loans  under  this  part.  Loans  made  under  this  subsection 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  need  of  the  borrower,  as  de- 
termined under  subsection  (a)(2)(B),  nor  be  less  than  $200.  The 
guaranty  agency  shall  consider  the  request  of  any  eligible  lend- 
er, as  defined  under  section  435(d)(1)(A)  of  this  Act,  to  serve 
as  the  lender-of-last-resort  pursuant  to  this  subsection. 

(2)  Rules  and  operating  procedures.— The  guaranty 
agency  shall  develop  rules  and  operating  procedures  for  the 
lender-of-last-resort  program  designed  to  ensure  that — 

(A)  the  program  establishes  operating  hours  and  meth- 
ods of  application  designed  to  facilitate  appUcation  by  stu- 
dents and  ensure  a  response  within  60  days  after  the  stu- 
dent's original  complete  application  is  filed  under  this  sub- 
section; 

(B)  consistent  with  standards  established  by  the  Sec- 
retary, students  applying  for  loans  under  this  subsection 
shall  not  be  subject  to  additional  eligibility  requirements 
or  requests  for  additional  information  beyond  what  is  re- 
quired under  this  title  in  order  to  receive  a  loan  under  this 
part  from  an  eligible  lender,  nor  be  required  to  receive 
more  than  two  rejections  from  eligible  lenders  in  order  to 
obtain  a  loan  under  this  subsection; 

(C)  information  about  the  availability  of  loans  under 
the  program  is  made  available  to  institutions  of  higher 
education  in  the  State; 

(D)  appropriate  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  that  borrow- 
ers receiving  loans  under  the  program  are  appropriately 
coimseled  on  their  loan  obligation;  and 

(E)  the  guaranty  agency  notifies  the  Secretary  when 
the  guaranty  agency  believes  or  has  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Secretary  may  need  to  exercise  the  Secretary's  author- 
ity under  section  439(q). 

(3)  Advances  to  guaranty  agencies  for  lender-of- 
last-resort  services  during  transition  to  direct  lend- 
ing.— (A)  In  order  to  ensure  the  availability  of  loan  capital  dur- 
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ing  the  transition  from  the  Federal  Family  Education  Loan 
Program  imder  this  part  to  the  Federtd  Direct  Student  Loan 
Program  under  part  D  of  this  title,  the  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  provide  a  guaranty  agency  with  additional  advance  funds  in 
accordance  with  section  422(cX7),  with  such  restrictions  on  the 
use  of  such  funds  as  are  determined  appropriate  by  the  Sec- 
retary, in  order  to  ensure  that  the  guaranty  agency  will  make 
loans  as  the  lender-of-last-resort.  Such  agency  shall  make  such 
loans  in  accordance  with  this  subsection  and  the  requirements 
of  the  Secretary. 

(B)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  in  this  part,  a 
guaranty  agency  serving  as  a  lender-of-last-resort  xmder  this 
par£^aph  shall  be  paid  a  fee,  estabUshed  by  the  Secretary,  for 
making  such  loans  in  lieu  of  interest  and  special  allowance 
subsidies,  and  shall  be  required  to  assign  such  loans  to  the 
Secretary  on  demand.  Upon  such  assignment,  the  portion  of 
the  advance  represented  by  the  loans  assigned  shall  be  consid- 
ered repaid  by  such  guaranty  agency, 
(k)  Information  on  Defaults.— 

(1)  Provision  of  information  to  eligible  institu- 
tions.— ^Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  in  order 
to  notify  eligible  institutions  of  former  students  who  are  in  de- 
fault of  their  continuing  obUgation  to  repay  student  loans,  each 
guaranty  agency  shall,  upon  the  request  of  an  eligible  institu- 
tion, furnish  information  with  respect  to  students  who  were  en- 
rolled at  the  eligible  institution  and  who  are  in  default  on  the 
repayment  of  any  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under 
this  part.  The  imormation  authorized  to  be  furnished  xmder 
this  subsection  shall  include  the  names  and  addresses  of  such 
students. 

(2)  PUBUC  dissemination  not  authorized.— Nothing  in 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
public  dissemination  of  the  information  described  in  paragraph 
(1). 

(3)  Borrower  location  information.— Any  information 

Provided  by  the  institution  relating  to  borrower  location  shall 
e  used  by  the  guaranty  agency  in  conducting  required  skip- 
tracing  activities. 

(1)  Preclaims  Assistance  and  Supplemental  Preclaims  As- 
sistance.— 

(1)  Assistance  required. — ^Upon  receipt  of  a  proper  re- 
quest from  the  lender,  a  guaranty  agency  having  an  agreement 
with  the  Secretary  xmder  subsection  (c)  of  this  section  shall  en- 
gage in  preclaims  assistance  activities  (as  described  in  sub- 
section (c)(6XCXiXI))  and  supplemental  preclaims  assistance 
activities  (as  described  in  subsection  (c)(6XC))  with  respect  to 
each  loan  covered  by  such  agreement. 

(2)  Payments  for  supplemental  preclaims  assist- 
ance.— ^The  Secretary  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  to  any  guaranty  agency  that 
engages  in  supplemental  preclaims  assistance  (as  defined  in 
subsection  (cX6)(C))  on  a  loan  guauranteed  under  this  part.  For 
each  loan  on  which  such  assistance  is  performed  and  for  which 
a  default  claim  is  not  presented  to  the  guaranty  agency  by  the 
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lender  on  or  before  the  150th  day  after  the  loan  becomes  120 
days  delinquent,  such  payment  shall  be  equal  to  one  percent 
of  the  total  of  the  impaid  principal  and  the  accrued  unpaid  in- 
terest of  the  loan. 

(m)  Income  Contingent  Repayment. — 

(1)  Authority  of  secretary  to  require.— The  Secretary 
shall  require  at  least  10  percent  of  the  borrowers  who  have  de- 
faulted on  loans  made  under  this  part  that  are  assigned  to  the 
Secretary  under  subsection  (c)(8)  to  repay  those  loans  under  an 
income  contingent  repayment  plan,  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
which  shall  be  established  by  the  Secretary  and  the  same  as, 
or  similar  to,  an  income  contingent  repayment  plan  established 
for  purposes  of  part  D  of  this  title. 

(2)  Loans  for  which  income  contingent  repayment 
MAY  BE  required. — loan  made  under  this  part  may  be  re- 
quired to  be  repaid  under  this  subsection  if  the  note  or  other 
evidence  of  the  loan  has  been  assigned  to  the  Secretary  pursu- 
ant to  subsection  (c)(8). 

(n)  State  Sharl  of  Default  Costs.— 

(1)  In  general. — In  the  case  of  any  State  in  which  there 
are  located  any  institutions  of  higher  education  that  have  a  co- 
hort default  rate  that  exceeds  20  percent,  such  State  shall  pay 
to  the  Secretary  an  amount  equal  to — 

(A)  the  new  loan  volume  attributable  to  all  institutions 
in  the  State  for  the  current  fiscal  year;  multiplied  by 

(B)  the  percentage  specified  in  paragraph  (2);  multi- 
plied by 

(C)  the  quotient  of — 

(i)  the  sum  of  the  amounts  calculated  under  para- 
graph (3)  for  each  such  institution  in  the  State;  di- 
vided by 

(ii)  the  total  amoimt  of  loan  volume  attributable  to 
current  and  former  students  of  institutions  located  in 
that  State  entering  repayment  in  the  period  used  to 
calculate  the  cohort  defaidt  rate. 

(2)  Percentage. — For  purposes  of  paragraph  (1)(B),  the 
percentage  used  shall  be — 

(A)  12.5  percent  for  fiscal  year  1995; 

(B)  20  percent  for  fiscal  year  1996;  and 

(C)  50  percent  for  fiscal  year  1997  and  succeeding  fis- 
cal years. 

(3)  Calculation.— For  purposes  of  paragraph  (l)(C)(i),  the 
amount  shall  be  determined  by  calculating  for  each  institution 
the  amount  by  which — 

(A)  the  amoimt  of  the  loans  received  for  attendance  by 
such  institution's  current  and  former  students  who  (i) 
enter  repayment  during  the  fiscal  year  used  for  the  cal- 
culation of  the  cohort  default  rate,  and  (ii)  default  before 
the  end  of  the  following  fiscal  year;  exceeds 

(B)  20  percent  of  the  loans  received  for  attendance  by 
all  the  current  and  former  students  who  enter  repayment 
during  the  fiscal  year  used  for  the  calculation  of  the  cohort 
default  rate. 
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(4)  Fee. — State  may  charge  a  fee  to  an  institution  of 
higher  education  that  participates  in  the  program  under  this 
part  and  is  located  in  that  State  according  to  a  fee  structure, 
approved  by  the  Secretary,  that  is  based  on  the  institution's  co- 
hort default  rate  and  the  State's  risk  of  loss  under  this  sub- 
section. Such  fee  structure  shall  include  a  process  by  which  an 
institution  with  a  high  cohort  default  rate  is  exempt  from  any 
fees  under  this  psuragraph  if  such  institution  demonstrates  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  State  that  exceptional  mitigating  cir- 
cumstances, as  determined  by  the  State  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary,  contributed  to  its  cohort  default  rate. 
(20  U.S.C.  1078) 

NOTE 

Effective  July  1,  1994,  section  428A  is  repealed  in  accordance  with  section  4047(b) 
and  (d)  of  P.L.  103-66.  Section  4047(c)  of  such  Act  provided  that  the  terms,  condi- 
tions and  benefits  applicable  to  lotms  under  section  428A  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
such  loans  sifter  the  effective  date  of  such  repeal.  On  such  effective  date  the  provi- 
sions of  section  428A  were  as  follows: 

SEC.  4a8A.  FEDERAL  SUPPLEMENTAL  LOANS  FOR  STUDENTS. 

(a)  Authority  To  Borrow. — 

(1)  Student  ELiGrBiLmr. — Graduate  and  professional  students  (as  defined 
by  regulations  of  the  Secretary)  and  undergraduate  independent  students  shall 
be  eligible  to  borrow  funds  under  this  section  in  amounts  specified  in  subsection 

(b)  ,  and  unless  otherwise  specified  in  subsections  (c)  and  (d),  loans  under  this 
section  shall  have  the  same  terms,  conditions,  and  benefits  as  all  other  loans 
made  under  this  part.  In  addition,  undergraduate  dependent  students  shall  be 
eligible  to  borrow  funds  under  this  section  if  the  financial  aid  administrator  de- 
termines, £ift«r  review  of  the  financial  information  submitted  by  the  student  and 
considering  the  debt  burden  of  the  student,  that  exceptional  circumstances  will 
likely  preclude  the  student's  oarents  from  borrowing  under  section  428B  for 
purposes  of  the  expected  family  contribution  and  that  the  student's  family  is 
otherwise  unable  to  provide  such  expected  family  contribution.  If  the  financial 
aid  administrator  meikes  such  a  determination,  appropriate  documentation  of 
such  determination  shall  be  maintained  in  the  institution's  records  to  support 
such  determination.  No  student  shall  be  eligible  to  borrow  funds  under  this  sec- 
tion until  such  student  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  school 
providing  secondary  education,  or  the  recognized  equivalent  of  such  certificate. 

(2)  Institutional  eugibiuty. — Funds  may  not  oe  borrowed  under  this  sec- 
tion by  any  undergraduate  student  who  is  enrolled  at  any  institution  during 
any  fiscal  year  if  the  cohort  default  rate  for  such  institution,  for  the  most  recent 
fiscal  year  for  which  such  rates  are  available,  equals  or  exceeds  30  percent.  The 
Secretary  shall  notify  institutions  to  which  such  restriction  applies  annually, 
and  specify  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  restriction.  The  Secretary  shall  afford 
any  institution  to  which  such  restriction  applies  an  opportunity  to  present  evi- 
dence contesting  the  acoiracy  of  the  calculation  of  the  cohort  default  rate  for 
such  institution. 

(b)  Limitations  on  Amounts  of  Loans.— 

(1)  Annual  limit. — Subject  to  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3),  the  maximum 

amount  a  student  may  borrow  in  any  academic  year  or  its  equivalent  or  in  any 

period  of  7  consecutive  months,  whichever  is  longer,  is: 

(A)  In  the  case  of  a  student  at  an  eligiole  institution  who  has  not  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  first  and  second  year  of  a  program  of  undergraduate 
education — 

(i)  $4,000,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  whose  len^ 
is  at  least  one  academic  year  in  length  (as  determined  under  section 
481);  ^ 

(il)  $2,500,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  whose  length 
is  less  ^an  one  academic  year,  but  at  least  Va  of  such  an  academic 
year;  and 

(iii)  $1,500,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  whose  length 
is  less  than  %,  but  at  least  V»,  of  such  an  academic  year. 
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(B)  In  the  caae  of  a  student  at  an  eligible  institution  who  has  success- 
fully completed  such  first  and  second  years  but  has  not  successfully  com- 
pleted the  remainder  of  a  program  of  undergraduate  education — 

(i)  $5,000:  or 

(ii)  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  of  undergraduate  edu- 
cation, the  remainder  of  which  is  less  than  one  academic  year,  the  max- 
imum annual  loan  amount  that  such  student  may  receive  may  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  amount  specified  in 
subclause  (I)  as  such  remainder  measured  in  semester,  trimester,  quar- 
ter, or  clock  hours  bears  to  one  academic  year. 

(C)  For  the  purptoses  of  this  paragraph,  tne  number  of  years  that  a  stu- 
dent has  completed  in  a  program  of  undergraduate  education  shall  include 
any  prior  enrollment  in  an  eueible  program  of  undergraduate  education  for 
which  the  student  was  awaraed  an  associate  or  baccalaureate  degree,  if 
such  degree  is  required  by  the  institution  for  admission  to  the  program  in 
which  the  student  is  enro  Ued. 

(D)  In  the  case  of  a  graduate  or  professional  student  (as  defined  in  reg- 
ulations of  the  Secretary)  at  an  eligible  institution,  $10,000. 

(2)  Aggregate  lmit. — ^The  aggregate  insured  principal  amount  of  insured 
loans  made  to  any  student  under  this  section,  minus  any  interest  capitalized 
under  subsection  (c),  shall  not  exceed — 

(A)  $23,000,  in  the  case  of  any  student  who  has  not  successfully  com- 
pleted a  program  of  undergraduate  education;  and 

(B)  $73,000,  in  the  case  of  any  graduate  or  professional  student,  as 
such  terms  are  defined  by  r^ulations  issued  by  the  Secretary,  including 
any  loans  which  are  insured  by  the  Secretary  under  this  section,  or  by  a 
guaranty  agency,  made  to  such  student  before  the  student  became  a  grad- 
iiate  or  professional  student. 

(3)  Limitation  based  on  need. — ^Any  loan  under  this  section  may  be  count- 
ed as  part  of  the  expected  family  contribution  in  the  determination  of  need 
under  this  tiUe,  but  no  loan  may  be  made  to  any  student  under  this  section  for 
any  academic  year  in  excess  of  (A)  the  student  s  estimated  cost  of  attendance, 
minus  (B)  the  total  of  (i)  any  loan  for  which  the  student  is  eligible  under  sec- 
tions 428  and  428H  and  (ii)  other  financial  aid  as  certified  by  the  eligible  insti- 
tution under  section  428(aX2){A).  The  annual  insurable  limit  on  account  of  the 
student  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  exceeded  by  a  line  of  credit  under  which  ac- 
taal  payments  to  the  borrower  will  not  be  made  in  any  year  in  excess  of  the 
annual  limit. 

(4)  Disbursement. — ^Any  loan  under  this  section  shall  be  disbursed  in  the 
manner  required  by  subparagraphs  (N)  and  (O)  of  section  428(bXl). 

(c)  Payment  of  Principal  and  Interest.— 

(1)  Commencement  of  repayment. — Repayment  of  principal  on  loans  made 
under  this  section  shall  commence  not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  such 
loan  is  disbursed  by  the  lender,  or,  if  the  loan  is  disbursed  in  multiple  install- 
ments, not  later  than  60  days  after  the  disbvtrsement  of  the  last  such  install- 
ment, subject  to  deferral  pursuant  to  sections  427(aX2XC)  and  428(bXlXM).  In 
the  case  of  a  borrower  under  this  section  who  is  also  a  borrower  under  a  pro- 
gram of  student  loan  insurance  covered  by  an  agreement  under  section  427  or 
428(b),  the  lender  shall  notify  the  borrower  of  the  option  to  defer  the  commence- 
ment of  the  repayment  for  six  months  after  the  student  ceases  to  carry  at  an 
eligible  institution  at  least  one-half  the  normal  fuU-time  academic  workload,  as 
determined  by  the  institution,  except  that  interest  shall  begin  to  accrue,  and 
shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2),  notwithstanding  such  delay  in 
the  commencement  of  repayment.  The  lender  shall  also  notify  the  borrower  of 
the  borrower's  option  to  commence  repayment  earlier  than  the  beginning  of 
such  repayment  period  and  the  difference  m  total  cost  to  the  borrower. 

(2)  Capitalization  of  interest— .(A)  Interest  on  loans  made  under  this 
section — 

(i)  which  are  disbursed  in  installments, 

(ii)  for  which  payments  of  principal  are  deferred  under  sections 
427(aK2KCXi)  and  428(bXlXMXi),  or 

(iii)  for  which  the  commencement  of  the  repayment  period  is  delayed 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  to  coincide  with  the  commencement  of  the 
repayment  period  of  a  loan  made  under  section  427  or  428, 

shall,  if  agreed  upon  by  the  borrower  and  the  lender — 

(I)  be  paid  monthly  or  (quarterly,  or 

(II)  be  added  to  the  onncipal  amount  of  the  loan  not  more  frequently 
than  quarterly  by  the  lender. 
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(B)  Such  capitalization  of  interest  shall  not  be  deemed  to  exceed  the  annual 
insurable  limit  on  account  of  the  student 

(3)  Subsidies  prohibited. — No  pajroents  to  reduce  interest  costs  shall  be 
paid  pursuant  to  section  428(8)  of  this  part  on  loans  made  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion. 

(4)  Appucable  rates  of  interest. — Interest  on  loans  made  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  at  the  applicable  rate  of  interest  provided  in  section 
427 A(c). 

(5)  Amortization.— The  amount  of  the  periodic  payment  and  the  repay- 
ment schedule  for  any  loan  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  established 
by  assuming  an  interest  rate  equal  to  the  applicable  rate  of  interest  at  the  time 
the  repayment  of  the  principal  amount  of  txie  loan  commences.  At  the  option 
of  the  lender,  the  note  or  other  written  evidence  of  the  loan  may  require  that — 

(A)  the  amount  of  the  periodic  payment  will  be  adjusted  annuallv,  or 

(B)  the  period  of  repayment  of  principal  will  be  lengthened  or  short- 
ened, 

in  order  to  reflect  adjustments  in  interest  rates  occurring  as  a  consequence  of 
section  427A(cX4). 

(6)  Repayment  period. — For  purposes  of  calculating  the  10-year  repayment 
period  under  section  428(bXlXD),  such  period  shall  commence  at  the  time  the 
first  payment  of  principal  is  due  fhjm  the  borrower. 

(d)  Refinancing.— 

(1)  Refinancino  to  secure  combined  payment.— An  eligible  lender  may 
at  any  time  consolidate  loans  held  by  it  which  are  made  under  this  section  to 
a  borrower,  including  loans  which  were  made  under  section  428B  as  in  efTect 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Higher  Education  Amendments  of  1986,  under  a 
single  repayment  sdiedule  which  provides  for  a  single  principal  payment  and 
a  smgle  payment  of  Interest,  and  shall  calculate  the  repayment  period  for  each 
incluaed  loan  from  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  repayment  of  the  most  re- 
cent included  loan.  Unless  the  consolidated  loan  is  obtained  by  a  borrower  who 
is  electing  to  obtain  variable  interest  under  paragraph  (2)  or  (3),  such  consoli- 
dated loan  shall  bear  interest  at  the  weighted  average  of  the  rates  of  all  in- 
cluded loans.  The  extension  of  any  repavment  period  of  an  included  loan  pursu- 
ant to  this  paragraph  shall  be  reported  (if  required  by  them)  to  the  Secretary 
or  guaranty  agency  insuring  the  loan,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  no  additional  in- 
surance premiums  shall  be  payable  with  respect  to  any  such  extension.  The  ex- 
tension of  the  repayment  period  of  any  included  loan  shall  not  require  the  for- 
mal extension  of  the  pronussoiv  note  evidencing  the  included  loan  or  the  execu- 
tion of  a  new  promissory  note,  but  shall  be  treated  as  an  administrative  forbear- 
ance of  the  repayment  terms  of  the  included  loan. 

(2)  Refinancing  to  secure  variable  interest  rate. — ^An  eligible  lender 
mav  reissue  a  loan  which  was  made  imder  this  section  before  July  1,  1987,  or 
under  section  428B  as  in  effect  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Higher  Education 
Amendments  of  1986  in  order  to  permit  tiie  borrower  to  obtain  the  interest  rate 
provided  under  section  427A(cX4).  A  lender  offering  to  reissue  a  loan  or  loans 
for  such  purpose  may  charge  a  borrower  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100  to  cover 
the  administrative  costs  of  reissuing  such  loan  or  loans,  not  more  than  one-half 
of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  guarantor  of  the  loan  being  reissued  to  recover 
costs  of  reissuance.  Reissuance  of  a  loan  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  affect 
any  insurance  applicable  with  respect  to  the  loan,  and  no  additional  insurance 
fee  may  be  charged  to  the  borrower  with  respect  to  the  loan. 

(3)  Refinancing  by  discharge  of  previous  loan.— A  borrower  who  has 
applied  to  an  original  lender  for  reissuance  of  a  loan  under  paragraph  (2)  and 
wno  is  denied  such  reissuance  may  obtain  a  loan  from  anotner  ienaer  for  the 
purpose  of  discharging  the  loan  from  such  original  lender.  A  loan  made  for  such 
purpose — 

(A)  shall  bear  interest  at  the  applicable  rate  of  interest  provided  under 
section  427A(cX4); 

(B)  shall  not  result  in  the  extension  of  the  duration  of  the  note  (other 
than  as  permitted  under  subsection  (cXBXB)); 

(C)  may  be  subject  to  an  additional  insurance  fee  but  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  administrative  cost  charge  permitted  by  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
subsection;  and 

(D)  shall  be  applied  to  discharge  the  borrower  from  any  remaining  obli- 

?;ation  to  the  original  lender  with  respect  to  the  original  loan. 
4)  Certification  in  ueu  of  promissory  note  presentation.— Each  new 
lender  may  accept  certification  from  the  original  lender  of  the  borrower's  origi- 
nal loan  in  lieu  of  presentation  of  the  original  promissory  note.

— Parents  of  a  dependent  student, 
who  do  not  have  an  adverse  credit  history  as  determined  pursuant

(4)  Terms  and  conditions  of  loans.— A  consolidation

loan  with  income-sensitive  repajnnent  terms  acceptable  to  the 
borrower  from  such  a  lender,  the  Secretary  shall  offer  any  such 
borrower  who  applies  for  it,  a  direct  consolidation  loan.  Such 
direct  consolidation  loan  shall,  as  requested  by  the  borrower, 
be  repaid  either  pursuant  to  income  contingent  repayment 
under  part  D  of  this  title  or  pursuant  to  any  other  repajnnent 
provision  under  this  section.

(B)  A  consolidation  loan  made  before  July  1,  1994,  shall 
bear  interest  at  an  annual  rate  on  the  unpaid  principal  balance 
of  the  loan  that  is  equal  to  the  greater  of — 

(i)  the  weighted  average  of  the  interest  rates  on  the 
loans  consolidated,  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  percent; 
or 

(ii)  9  percent. 

(C)  A  consolidation  loan  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1994, 
shall  bear  interest  at  an  annual  rate  on  the  unpaid  principal 
balance  of  the  loan  that  is  equal  to  the  weighted  average  of  the 
interest  rates  on  the  loans  consolidated,  rounded  upward  to  the 
nearest  whole  percent. 

(2)  Repayment  schedules.— (A)  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  part,  to  the  extent  authorized  by  its  cer- 
tificate of  insurance  under  subsection  (b)(2)(F)  and  approved  by 
the  issuer  of  such  certificate,  the  lender  of  a  consolidation  loan 
shall  establish  repayment  terms  as  will  promote  the  objectives 
of  this  section,  which  shall  include  the  establishment  of  grad- 
uated or  income-sensitive  repayment  schedules,  established  by 
the  lender  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary. 
Except  as  required  by  such  income-sensitive  repayment  sched- 
ules, or  by  the  terms  of  repayment  pursuant  to  income  contin- 
gent repayment  offered  by  the  Secretary  under  subsection 
(b)(5),  such  repayment  terms  shall  require  that  if  the  sum  of 
the  consolidation  loan  and  the  amount  outstanding  on  other 
student  loans  to  the  individual — 

(i)  is  less  than  $7,500,  then  such  consolidation  loan 
shall  be  repaid  in  not  more  than  10  years; 

(ii)  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $7,500  but  less  than 
$10,000,  then  such  consolidation  loan  shall  be  repaid  in 
not  more  than  12  years; 

(iii)  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $10,000  but  less  than 
$20,00(),  then  such  consolidation  loan  shall  be  repaid  in 
not  more  than  15  years; 

(iv)  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $20,000  but  less  than 
$40,000,  then  such  consolidation  loan  shall  be  repaid  in 
not  more  than  20  years; 

(v)  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $40,000  but  less  than 
$60,000,  then  such  consolidation  loan  shall  be  repaid  in 
not  more  than  25  years;  or  . 

(vi)  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  $60,000,  then  such  con- 
solidation loan  shall  be  repaid  in  not  more  than  30  years. 
(B)  The  amount  outstanding  on  other  student  loans  which 

may  be  counted  for  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (A)  may  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  consolidation  loan. 

(3)  Additional  repayment  requirements.— Notwith- 
standing paragraph  (2) — 

(A)  a  repa3mient  schedule  established  'vith  respect  to 
a  consolidation  loan  shall  require  that  the  minimum  in- 
stallment payment  be  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than 
the  accruea  unpaid  interest;  and 
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(B)  except  as  required  by  the  terms  of  repayment  pur- 
suant to  income  contingent  repayment  offered  by  the  Sec- 
retary under  subsection  (b)(5),  the  lender  of  a  consolidation 
loan  may,  with  respect  to  repayment  on  the  loan,  when  the 
amount  of  a  monthly  or  other  similar  payment  on  the  loan 
is  not  a  multiple  of  $5,  round  the  payment  to  the  next 
highest  whole  dollar  amount  that  is  a  multiple  of  $5. 

(4)  Commencement  of  repayment.— Repayment  of  a  con- 
solidation loan  shall  commence  within  60  days  after  all  holders 
have,  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)(1)(D),  discharged  tne  liability 
of  the  borrower  on  the  loans  selected  for  consolidation. 

(5)  Insurance  premiums  prohibited. — No  insurance  pre- 
mium shall  be  charged  to  the  borrower  on  any  consolidation 
loan,  and  no  insurance  premium  shall  be  payable  by  the  lender 
to  the  Secretary  with  respect  to  any  such  loan,  but  a  fee  may 
be  payable  by  the  lender  to  the  guaranty  agency  to  cover  the 
costs  of  increased  or  extended  liability  with  respect  to  such 
loan. 

(d)  Special  Program  Authorized.— 

(1)  General  rule  and  definition  of  eligible  student 
loan. — 

(A)  In  general. — Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
section, the  Secretary  or  a  guaranty  agency  shall  enter 
into  agreements  with  eligible  lenders  described  in  subpara- 
graphs (A),  (B),  and  (C)  of  subsection  (a)(1)  for  the  consoU- 
dation  of  eligible  student  loans. 

(B)  Applicability  rule. — Unless  otherwise  provided 
in  this  subsection,  the  agreements  entered  into  under  sub- 
paragraph (A)  and  the  loans  made  under  such  agreements 
for  the  consolidation  of  eligible  student  loans  under  this 
subsection  shall  have  the  same  terms,  conditions,  and  ben- 
efits as  all  other  agreements  and  loans  made  under  this 
section. 

(C)  Definition. — For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection, 
the  term  "eligible  student  loans  means  loans — 

(i)  of  the  type  described  in  subparagraphs  (A),  (B), 
and  (C)  of  subsection  (a)(4);  and 

(ii)  made  under  subpart  I  of  part  A  of  title  VII  of 
the  Public  Health  Service  Act. 

(2)  Interest  rate  rule. — 

(A)  In  general.— The  portion  of  each  consolidated 
loan  that  is  attributable  to  an  eligible  student  loan  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (l)(C)(ii)  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  determined  under  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  Determination  of  the  maximum  interest 
RATE. — For  the  12-month  period  beginning  after  July  1, 
1992,  and  for  each  12-month  period  thereafter,  beginning 
on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30,  the  interest  rate  applica- 
ble under  subparagraph  (A)  shall  be  equal  to  the  average 
of  the  bond  equivalent  rates  of  the  91-day  Treasury  bills 
auctioned  for  the  quarter  prior  to  July  1,  for  each  12- 
month  period  for  which  the  determination  is  made,  plus  3 
percent. 
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(C)  PUBUCATION  OF  MAXIMUM  INTEREST  RATE— The 

Secretary  shall  determine  the  applicable  rate  of  interest 
under  subparagraph  (B)  after  consultation  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  tne  Treasury  and  shall  publish  such  rate  in  the 
Federal  Register  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  date  of 
such  determination. 

(3)  Special  rules. — 

(A)  No  SPECIAL  ALLOWANCE  RULE. — No  special  allow- 
ance imder  section  438  shall  be  paid  with  respect  to  the 
portion  of  any  consolidated  loan  imder  this  subsection  that 
is  attributable  to  any  loan  described  in  paragraph 
(IXCXii). 

(B)  No  INTEREST  SUBSIDY  RULE.— No  interest  subsidy 
under  section  428(a)  shall  be  paid  on  behalf  of  any  eligible 
borrower  for  any  portion  of  a  consolidated  loan  under  this 
subsection  that  is  attributable  to  any  loan  described  in 
paragraph  (l)(C)(ii). 

(C)  Additional  reserve  rule.— Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  Act,  additional  reserves  shall  not  be 
required  for  any  guaranty  agency  with  respect  to  a  loan 
made  under  this  subsection. 

(D)  Insurance  rule. — ^Any  insurance  premium  paid 
by  the  borrower  under  subpart  I  of  part  A  of  title  Vll  of 
the  Public  Health  Service  Act  with  respect  to  a  loan  made 
under  that  subpart  and  consolidated  under  this  subsection 
shall  be  retadned  by  the  student  loan  insurance  fund  estab- 
lished under  section  710  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act. 

(4)  Regulations. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  promul- 
gate such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(e)  i  Termination  of  Authority.— The  authority  to  make 
loans  under  this  section  expires  at  the  rlose  of  September  30,  1998. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  Sec- 
retary to  promulgate  rules  or  regulations  governing  the  terms  or 
conditions  of  the  agreements  and  certificates  under  subsection  (b). 
Loans  made  under  this  section  which  are  insured  by  the  Secretary 
shall  be  considered  to  be  new  loans  made  to  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  section  424(a). 

(f)  Interest  Payment  Rebate  Fee.— 

(1)  In  general. — For  any  month  beginning  on  or  after  Oc- 
tober 1,  1993,  each  holder  of  a  consolidation  loan  under  this 
section  for  which  the  first  disbursement  was  made  on  or  after 
October  1,  1993,  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary,  on  a  monthly  basis 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  shall  prescribe,  a  rebate 
fee  calculated  on  an  annual  basis  equal  to  1.05  percent  of  the 
principal  plus  accrued  unpaid  intere:  on  such  loan. 

(2)  Deposit. — The  Secretary  shall  deposit  all  fees  collected 
pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  into  the  insurance  fund  established 
in  section  431.

SEC.  428D.  COMMINGUNG  OF  FUNDS. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  part  regarding 
permissible  uses  of  funds  from  any  source,  funds  received  by  a 
guaranty  agency  under  any  provision  of  this  part  may  be  commin- 
gled with  funds  received  under  any  other  provision  of  this  part  and 
may  be  used  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  such  other  provision,  ex- 
cept that — 

(1)  the  total  amount  expended  for  the  purposes  of  such 
other  provision  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  the  guaranty 
agency  would  otherwise  be  authorized  to  expend;  arid 

(2)  the  authority  to  commingle  such  funds  shall  not  relieve 
such  agency  of  any  accounting  or  auditing  obligations  under 
this  part.

SEC.  428F.  DEFAULT  REDUCTION  PROGRAM. 

(a)  Other  Repayment  iNCENrnnES. — 
( 1)  Sale  of  loan. — 

(A)  Each  guaranty  agencv  shall  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Secretary  which  shall  provide  that  upon  se- 
curing consecutive  payments  for  12  months  of  amomits 
owed  on  a  loan  for  which  the  Secretary  has  made  a  pay- 
ment under  paragraph  (1)  of  section  428(c),  the  guaranty 
agency  (pursuant  to  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary)  or 
the  Secretary  shall,  if  practicable,  sell  the  loan  to  an  eligi- 
ble lender.  Such  loan  snail  not  be  sold  to  an  eligible  lender 
who  has  been  found  by  the  guaranty  agency  or  the  Sec- 
retary to  have  substantially  failed  to  exercise  the  due  dili- 
gence required  of  lenders  under  this  part.  Neither  the 
guaranty  agency  nor  tho  Secretary  shall  demand  from  a 
borrower  as  monthly  payment  amounts  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  more  than  it:  reasonable  and  affordable  based 
upon  the  borrower's  total  financial  circumstances. 

(B)  An  agreement  between  the  guaranty  agency  and 
the  Secretary  for  purposes  of  this  paragraph  shall  pro- 
vide— 

(i)  for  the  repayment  by  the  agency  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  81.5  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  principal 
balance  outstanding  at  the  time  of  such  sale,  multi- 
plied by  the  reinsurance  percentage  in  effect  when 
payment  under  the  guaranty  agreement  was  made 
with  respect  to  the  loan;  and 

(ii)  for  the  reinstatement  by  the  Secretary  (I)  of 
the  obligation  to  reimburse  such  agency  for  the 
amount  expended  by  it  in  discharge  of  its  insurance 
obligation  under  its  loan  insurance  program,  and  (II) 
of  the  obligation  to  pay  to  the  holder  of  such  loan  a 
special  allowance  pursuant  to  section  438. 

(C)  A  loan  which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
subparagraph  (A)  may  also  be  eligible  for  sale  under  this 
paragraph  upon  a  determination  that  the  loan  was  in  de- 
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fault  due  to  clerical  or  data  processing  error  and  would 
not,  in  the  absence  of  such  error,  be  in  a  delinquent  status. 

(2)  Use  of  proceeds  of  sales.— Amounts  received  by  the 
Secretary  pursuant  to  the  sale  of  such  loans  by  a  guaranty 
agency  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  calculations  of  the  amount  of  reimbursement 
for  which  the  agency  is  eligible  under  paragraph  (l)(B)(ii)  of 
this  subsection  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  amount  was  re- 
ceived, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  default  occurred  in  a 
prior  fiscal  year. 

(3)  Borrower  eligibility. — Any  borrower  whose  loan  is 
sold  under  paragraph  (2)  shall  not  be  precluded  by  section  484 
from  receiving  additional  loans  or  grants  under  this  title  (for 
which  he  or  she  is  otherwise  eligible)  on  the  basis  of  defaulting 
on  the  loan  prior  to  such  loan  sale. 

(4)  Applicability  of  general  loan  conditions.— A  loan 
which  is  sold  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subse^^ion  shall,  so 
long  as  the  borrower  continues  to  make  scheduled  repayments 
thereon,  be  subject  to  the  same  terms  and  conditions  and  qual- 
ify for  the  same  benefits  and  privileges  as  other  loans  made 
under  this  part. 

(b)  Special  Rule. — ^Each  guaranty  agency  shall  establish  a 
program  which  allows  a  borrower  with  a  defaulted  loan  or  loans  to 
renew  eligibility  for  all  title  IV  student  financial  assistance  (regard- 
less of  whether  the  defaulted  loan  has  been  sold  to  an  eligible  lend- 
er) upon  the  borrower's  payment  of  6  consecutive  monthly  pay- 
ments. The  guaranty  agency  shall  not  demand  from  a  borrower  as 
a  monthly  payment  amount  under  this  subsection  more  than  is  rea- 
sonable and  affordable  based  upon  the  borrower's  total  financial 
circumstances.  A  borrower  may  only  obtain  the  benefit  of  this  sub- 
section with  respect  to  renewed  eligibility  once. 

(20  U.S.C.  1078-6) 

SEC.  428G.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DISBURSEMENT  OF  STUDENT  LOANS. 

(a)  Mliltiple  Disbursement  Required.— 

(1)  Two  disbursements  required. — The  proceeds  of  any 
loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  this  part  that  is 
made  for  any  period  of  enrollment  shall  be  disbursed  in  2  or 
more  installments,  none  of  which  exceeds  one-half  of  the  loan. 

(2)  Minimum  interval  required.— The  interval  between 
the  first  and  second  such  installments  shall  be  not  less  than 
one-half  of  such  period  of  enrollment,  except  as  necessary  to 
permit  the  secona  installment  to  be  disbursed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  semester,  quarter,  or  similar  division  of  such  pe- 
riod of  enrollment. 

(b)  Disbursement  and  ENDORSEME^T  Requirements.— 

(1)  First  year  students.— The  first  installment  of  the 
proceeds  of  any  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  this 
part  that  is  made  to  a  student  borrower  who  is  entering  the 
first  year  of  a  program  of  undergraduate  education,  and  who 
has  not  previously  obtained  a  loan  under  this  part,  shall  not 
(regardless  of  the  amount  of  such  loan  or  the  duration  of  the 
period  of  enrollment)  be  presented  by  the  institution  to  the  stu- 
dent for  endorsement  until  30  days  afler  the  borrower  begins 
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a  course  of  study,  but  may  bo  delivered  to  the  eligible  institu- 
tion prior  to  the  end  of  that  30-day  period. 

(2)  Other  students.— The  proceeds  of  any  loan  made,  in- 
sured, or  guaranteed  imder  this  part  that  is  made  to  any  stu- 
dent other  than  a  student  described  in  paragraph  (1)  shall  not 
be  disbursed  more  than  30  days  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
period  of  enrollment  for  which  the  loan  is  made. 

(c)  Method  of  Multiple  DiSBxmsEMENT. — Disbursements 
under  subsection  (a) — 

(1)  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  provided 
by  the  institution  (under  section  428(a)(2)(A)(i)(III))  that  com- 
plies with  the  requirements  of  this  section; 

(2)  may  be  made  directly  by  the  lender  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  loan  imder  sections  428  and  428A,  may  be  disbursed  pursu- 
ant to  the  escrow  provisions  of  section  428(i);  and 

(3)  notwithstanding  subsection  (a)(2),  may,  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  borrower,  be  disbursed  by  the  lender  ^  on  a 
weekly  or  monthly  basis,  provided  that  the  proceeds  of  the  loan 
are  disbursed  ^  in  substantially  equal  weekly  or  monthly  in- 
stallments, as  the  case  may  be,  over  the  period  of  enrollment 
for  which  the  loan  is  made. 

(d)  Withholding  of  Second  Disbuhsement. — 

(1)  Withdrawing  students.— A  lender  or  escrow  agent 
that  is  informed  by  the  borrower  or  the  institution  that  the 
borrower  has  ceased  to  be  enrolled  before  the  disbursement  of 
the  second  or  any  succeeding  installment  shall  withhold  such 
disbursement.  Any  disbursement  which  is  so  withheld  shall  be 
credited  to  the  borrower's  loan  and  treated  as  a  prepayment 
thereon. 

(2)  Students  receiving  ovter-awards. — If  the  sum  of  a 
disbursement  for  any  student  and  the  other  financial  aid  ob- 
tained by  such  student  exceeds  the  amount  of  assistance  for 
which  the  student  is  eligible  under  this  title,  the  institution 
such  student  is  attending  shall  withhold  and  return  to  the 
lender  or  escrow  agent  the  portion  (or  all)  of  such  installment 
that  exceeds  such  eligible  amount,  except  that  overawards  per- 
mitted pursuant  to  section  443(b)(4)  of  the  Act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  be  overawards  for  purposes  of  this  paragraph.  Any 
portion  (or  all)  of  a  disbursement  installment  which  is  so  re- 
turned shall  be  credited  to  the  borrower's  loan  and  treated  as 
a  prepayment  thereon. 

(e)  Exclusion  of  Consolidation  and  Foreign  Study 
Loans. — The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  in  the  case 
of  a  loan  made  under  section  428C  or  made  to  a  student  to  cover 
the  cost  of  attendance  at  an  eligible  institution  outside  the  United 
States. 

(0  Beginning  of  Period  of  Enrollment.— For  purposes  of 
this  section,  a  period  of  enrollment  begins  on  the  first  day  that 
classes  begin  for  the  applicable  period  of  enrollment.

SEC.  428H.  UNSUBSIDIZED  STAFFORD  LOANS  FOR  MIDDLE-INCOME 
BORROWERS. 

(a)  In  General. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  authorize 
insured  loans  under  this  part  for  borrowers  who  do  not  qualify  for 
Federal  interest  subsidy  payments  under  section  428  of  this  Act. 
Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  all  terms  and  conditions  for  Fed- 
eral Stafford  loans  established  under  section  428  shall  apply  to 
loans  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

(b)  Eligible  Borrowers. — ^Any  student  meeting  the  require- 
ments for  student  eligibility  under  section  484  (including  graduate 
and  professional  students  as  defined  in  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Secretary)  shall  be  entitled  to  borrow  an  unsubsidized  Stafford 
loan.  Such  student  shall  provide  to  the  lender  a  statement  from  the 
eligible  institution  at  which  the  student  has  been  accepted  for  fln- 
rollment,  or  at  which  the  student  is  in  attendance,  which — 

(1)  sets  forth  such  student's  estimated  cost  of  attendance 
(as  determined  under  section  472); 

(2)  sets  forth  such  student's  estimated  financial  assistance, 
including  a  loan  which  qualifies  for  subsidy  payments  under 
section  428;  and 

(3)  certifies  the  eligibility  of  the  student  to  receive  a  loan 
under  this  section  and  the  amount  of  the  loan  for  which  such 
student  is  eligible,  in  accordance  with  subsection  (c). 

(c)  Determination  of  Amount  of  Loan.— The  determination 
of  the  amount  of  a  loan  by  an  eligible  institution  under  subsection 
(b)  shall  be  calculated  by  subtracting  from  the  estimated  cost  of  at- 
tendance at  the  eligible  institution  any  estimated  financial  assist- 
ance reasonably  available  to  such  student.  An  eligible  institution 
may  xiot,  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  subsection  (b)  of  this  sec- 
tion, provide  a  statement  which  certifies  the  eligibility  of  any  stu- 
dent to  receive  any  loan  under  this  section  in  excess  of  the  amount 
calculated  under  tne  preceding  sentence. 

(d)  Loan  Limits.— 

(1)  In  general. — Except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and 
(3),  the  annual  and  aggregate  limits  for  loans  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  the  same  as  those  established  under  section 
428(b)(1),  less  any  amount  received  by  such  student  pursuant 
to  the  subsidized  loan  program  established  under  section  428. 

(2)  Annual  limits  for  independent,  graduate,  and  pro- 
fessional students. — ^The  maximum  annual  amount  of  loans 
under  this  section  an  independent  student  (or  a  student  whose 
parents  are  unable  to  borrow  under  section  4'z8B  or  the  Fed- 
eral Direct  PLUS  Loan  Program)  may  borrow  in  any  academic 
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year  or  its  equivalent  or  in  any  period  of  7  consecutive  months, 
whichever  is  longer,  shall  be  the  amount  determined  under 
paragraph  (1),  plus — 

(A)  in  the  case  of  such  a  student  attending  an  eligible 
institution  who  has  not  completed  such  student's  first  2 
years  of  undergraduate  study — 

Xi)  $4,000,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program 
whose  length  is  at  least  one  academic  year  in  length 
(as  determined  under  section  481); 

(ii)  $2,500,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  pro- 
gram whose  length  is  less  than  one  academic  year,  but 
at  least  %  of  such  an  academic  year;  and 

(iii)  $1,500,  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  pro- 
gram whose  length  is  less  than  %,  but  at  least  Va,  of 
such  an  academic  year; 

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  student  at  an  eligible  institution 
who  has  successfully  completed  such  first  and  second  years 
but  has  not  successfully  completed  the  remainder  of  a  pro- 
gram of  imdergraduate  education — 

(i)  $5,000;  or 

(ii)  if  such  student  is  enrolled  in  a  program  of  un- 
dergraduate education,  the  remainder  of  which  is  less 
than  one  academic  year,  the  maximum  annual  loan 
amoimt  that  such  student  may  receive  may  not  exceed 
the  amoimt  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  amount 
specified  in  subclause  (I)  as  such  remainder  measured 
in  semester,  trimester,  quarter,  or  clock  hours  bears  to 
one  academic  year; 

(C)  in  the  case  of  such  a  student  who  is  a  graduate  or 
professional  student  attending  an  eligible  institution, 
$10,000. 

(3)  Aggregate  limits  for  independent,  graduate,  and 
PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS. — The  maximum  aggregate  amount  of 
loans  under  this  section  a  student  described  in  paragraph  (2) 
may  borrow  shall  be  the  amount  described  in  paragraph  (1), 
adjusted  to  reflect  the  increased  annual  limits  described  in 
paragraph  (2),  as  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  by  regulation, 
(e)  Payment  of  Principal  and  Interest.— 

(1)  Commencement  of  repayment.— Repayment  of  prin- 
cipal on  loans  made  under  this  section  shall  begin  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  repayment  petiod  described  in  section  428(b)(7). 
Not  less  than  30  days  prior  to  the  anticipated  commencement 
of  such  repayment  period,  the  holder  of  such  loan  shall  provide 
notice  to  the  borrower  that  interest  will  accrue  before  repay- 
ment begins  and  of  the  borrower's  option  to  begin  loan  repay- 
ment at  an  earlier  date. 

(2)  Capitalization  of  interest. — Interest  on  loans  made 
under  this  section  for  which  payments  of  principal  are  not  re- 
qtiired  during  the^  in-school  and  grace  periods  or  for  which  pay- 
ments are  deferred  under  sections  427(a)(2)(C)  and 
428(b)(lXM)  shall,  if  agreed  upon  by  the  borrower  and  the 
lender  (A)  be  paid  monthly  or  quarterly,  or  (B)  be  added  to  the 
principal  amount  of  the  loan  not  more  frequently  than  quar- 
terly by  the  lender.  Such  capitalization  of  interest  shall  not  be 
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deemed  to  exceed  the  annual  insurable:  limit  on  account  of  the 
student. 

(3)  Subsidies  prohibited.— No  payments  to  reduce  inter- 
est costs  shall  be  paid  pursuant  to  section  428(a)  of  this  part 
on  loans  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

(4)  Applicable  rates  of  interest. — Interest  on  loans 
made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  at  the  applicable  rate 
of  interest  provided  in  section  427A. 

(5)  Amortization. — ^The  amount  of  the  periodic  payment 
and  the  repayment  schedule  for  any  loan  made  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  established  by  assuming  an  interest  rate 
equal  to  the  applicabls  rate  of  interest  at  the  time  the  repay- 
ment of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  commences.  At  the 
option  of  the  lender,  the  note  or  other  written  evidence  of  the 
loan  may  require  that — 

(A)  the  amount  of  the  periodic  payment  will  be  ad- 
justed annually;  or 

(B)  the  period  of  repayment  of  principal  will  be  length- 
ened or  shortened, 

in  order  to  reflect  adjustments  in  interest  rates  occurring  as  a 
consequence  of  section  427A(c)(4). 

(6)  Repayment  period.— For  purposes  of  calculating  the 
10-year  repayment  period  under  section  428(b)(  1)(D),  sucn  pe- 
riod shall  commence  at  the  time  the  first  payment  of  principal 
is  due  from  the  borrower. 

(f)  Origination  Fee. — 

(1)  Amount  of  origination  fee.— The  lender  shall  charge 
the  bonower  an  origination  fee  in  the  amount  of  3.0  percent 
of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan,  to  be  deducted  proportion- 
ately from  each  installment  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
loan  prior  to  payment  to  the  borrower. 

(2)  Relation  to  applicable  interest. — Such  origination 
fee  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  for  purposes  of  determining 
compliance  with  section  427A. 

(3)  Disclosure  required.— The  lender  shall  disclose  to 
the  borrower  the  amount  and  method  of  calculating  the  origi- 
nation fee. 

(4)  Use  of  origination  fee  to  offset  default  costs. — 
Each  lender  making  loans  under  this  section  shall  transmit  all 
origination  fees  authorized  to  be  collected  from  borrowers  to 
the  Secretary,  who  shall  use  such  fees  to  pay  the  Federal  costs 
of  default  claims  paid  for  loans  under  this  section  and  to  re- 
duce the  cost  of  special  allowances  paid  thereon,  if  any,  under 
section  438(b). 

(5)  Review  of  origination  fee  and  insurance  pre- 
MILIM. — In  fiscal  year  1995,  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  analyze 
the  risk  rates  of  borrowers  who  have  participated  in  this  pro- 
gram in  the  2  previous  fiscal  years.  If  the  Secretary  finds,  that 
as  a  result  of  this  review,  the  projected  defaults  and  special  al- 
lowance costs  of  the  unsubsidized  program  do  not  exceed  the 
combined  origination  fee  under  this  subsection  and  the  insur- 
ance premium  under  subsection  (h),  the  Secretary  is  directed 
to  lower  the  origination  fee  and  insurance  premium  accord- 
ingly. 
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(g)  Single  Appucation  Form  and  Loan  Repayment  Sched- 
ule.— guaranty  agency  shall  use  a  single  application  form  and 
a  single  repayment  schedule  for  subsidized  Federal  Stafford  loans 
made  pursuant  to  section  428  and  for  imsubsidized  Federal  Staf- 
ford loans  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

(h)  Insurance  Premium. — Each  State  or  nonprofit  private  in- 
stitution or  organization  having  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary 
under  section  428(b)(1)  may  charge  a  bon-ower  under  this  section 
an  insurance  premium  equal  to  not  more  than  1.0  percent  of  the 
principal  amount  of  the  loan,  if  such  premium  will  not  be  used  for 
incentive  payments  to  lenders.

SEC.  428L  SPECIAL  INSURANCE  AND  REINSURANCE  RULES. 

(a)  Designation  of  Lenders,  Servicers,  and  Guaranty 
Agencies. — 

(1)  Authority. — Whenever  the  Secretary  determines  that 
an  eligible  lender,  servicer,  or  guaranty  agency  has  a  compli- 
ance performance  rating  that  equals  or  exceeds  97  percent,  the 
Secretary  shall  designate  the  eligible  lender,  servicer,  or  guar- 
anty agency,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  exceptional  performance. 
The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  appropriate  guaranty  agency  of 
the  eligible  lenders  and  servicers  designated  under  this  section. 

(2)  Compliance  performance  rating.— For  purposes  of 
paragraph  (1),  a  compliance  performance  rating  is  determined 
with  respect  to  compliance  with  due  diligence  in  the  collection 
of  loans  under  this  part  for  each  year  for  which  the  determina- 
tion is  made.  Such  rating  is  equal  to  the  percent  of  all  due  dili- 
gence requirements  appncable  to  each  loan,  on  average,  as  es- 
tablished hy  the  Secretary  by  regulation,  with  respect  to — 

(A)  loans  serviced  during  the  period  by  the  eligible 
lender  or  servicer;  or 

(B)  loans  on  which  loan  collection  was  attempted  by 
the  guaranty  agency. 

(b)  Payment  to  Lenders  and  Servicers.— 

(1)  100  PERCENT  payment  rui.e.— Each  guaranty  agency 
shall  pay  each  eligible  lender  or  servicer  (as  agent  for  an  eligi- 
ble lender)  designated  under  subsection  (a)  100  percent  of  the 
unpaid  principal  and  interest  of  all  loans  for  which  claims  are 
submitted  for  payment  by  that  eligible  lender  or  servicer  for 
the  one-year  period  following  the  receipt  by  the  guaranty  '.gen- 
cy  of  the  notification  of  designation  under  this  section  or  until 
the  guaranty  agency  receives  notice  from  the  Secretary  that 
the  designation  of  the  lender  or  servicer  under  subsection  (a) 
has  been  revoked. 

(2)  Revocation  authority. — The  Secretary  shadl  revoke 
the  designation  of  a  lender  or  servicer  under  subsection  (a)  if 
any  quarterly  audit  required  under  subsection  (c)(5)  is  not  re- 
ceived by  the  Secretary  by  the  date  established  by  the  Sec- 
retary or  if  the  audit  indicates  the  lender  or  servicer  failed  to 
maintain  97  percent  or  higher  compliance  with  program  regu- 
lations, as  reflected  in  the  performance  of  not  less  than  97  per- 
cent of  all  due  diligence  requirements  applicable  to  each  loan, 
on  average,  as  established  by  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of 
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this  section,  for  2  consecutive  months  or  90  percent  for  1 
month. 

(3)  Documentation. — Nothing  in  this  section  shall  restrict 
or  limit  the  authority  of  guaranty  agencies  to  require  the  sub- 
mission of  claims  documentation  evidencing  servicing  per- 
formed on  loans,  except  that  the  guaranty  agency  may  not  re- 
quire greater  docimientation  than  that  required  for  lenders  and 
servicers  not  designated  imder  subsection  (a). 

(4)  Payments  to  guaranty  agencies.— The  Secretary 
shtdl  pay  to  each  guaranty  agency  designated  under  subsection 
(a)  the  appropriate  percentage  imder  this  subsection  for  the  1- 
year  period  following  the  receipt  by  the  guaranty  agency  of  the 
notification  of  designation  imder  subsection  (a). 

(c)  Supervision  of  Designated  Lenders  and  Servicers. — 

(1)  Audits  for  lenders  and  SER\aCERS.— Each  eligible 
lender  or  servicer  desiring  a  designation  under  subsection  (a) 
shall  have  a  financial  and  compliance  audit  of  the  loan  port- 
folio of  such  eligible  lender  or  servicer  conducted  annually  by 
a  qualified  independent  organization  from  a  list  of  qualified  or- 
ganizations promulgated  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with 
standards  established  by  the  Comptroller  General  and  the  Sec- 
retary. The  standards  shtdl  measure  the  lender's  or  servicer's 
compliance  with  the  due  diligence  standards  and  shtdl  include 
a  defined  statistical  sampling  technique  designed  to  measure 
the  performance  rating  of  the  eligible  lender  or  servicer  for  the 
purpose  of  this  section.  Each  eligible  lender  or  servicer  shall 
submit  the  audit  required  by  this  section  to  the  Secretary  and 
to  each  appropriate  guaranty  agency. 

(2)  Additional  information  on  lenders  and 
SERVICERS. — Each  appropriate  guaranty  agency  shall  provide 
the  Secretary  with  such  other  information  in  its  possession  re- 
garding an  eligible  lender  or  servicer  desiring  designation  as 
may  relate  to  the  Secretary's  determination  under  subsection 
(a),  including  but  not  limited  to  any  information  suggesting 
that  the  application  of  a  lender  or  servicer  for  designation 
under  subsection  (a)  should  not  be  approved. 

(3)  Secretary's  determinations.— The  Secretary  shall 
make  the  determination  imder  subsection  (a)  based  upon  the 
audits  submitted  imder  this  section,  such  other  inf"»^ation  as 
provided  by  any  guaranty  agency  under  y^'-r^graph  (2),  and  any 
information  in  the  possession  of  the  Secretary  or  submitted  by 
any  other  agency  or  office  of  the  Federal  Government.  If  the 
results  of  the  audit  are  not  persuasively  rebutted  by  such  other 
information,  the  Secretary  shall  inform  the  eligible  lender  or 
servicer  and  the  appropriate  guaranty  agency  that  its  applica- 
tion for  designation  as  an  exceptiontd  lender  or  servicer  has 
been  approved. 

(4)  Cost  of  audit. — Each  eligible  lender  or  servicer  shtdl 
pay  for  all  the  costs  of  the  audits  required  under  this  section. 

(5)  Compliance  audit. — In  order  to  maintain  its  status  as 
an  exceptional  eligible  lender  or  servicer,  the  lender  or  servicer 
shall  undergo  a  quarterly  compliance  audit  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  (other  than  the  quarter  in  which  status  as  an  excep- 
tional lender  or  servicer  is  established  through  a  financial  and 
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compliance  audit,  as  described  in  subsection  (c)(1)),  and  submit 
the  results  of  such  audit  to  the  Secretary  and  such  appropriate 
guaranty  agency.  The  compliance  audit  will  review  compliance 
with  due  diligence  requirements  for  the  period  since  the  last 
audit. 

(6)  Loss  OF  DESIGNATION. — If  the  audit  performed  pursu- 
ant to  paragraph  (5)  fails  to  meet  the  standards  for  designation 
as  an  exceptional  lender  or  servicer  under  subsection  (a)(1),  the 
lender  or  servicer  shall  lose  its  designation  as  an  exceptional 
lender  or  ser\'icer.  A  lender  or  servicer  receiving  a  compliance 
audit  not  meeting  the  standard  for'  designation  as  an  excep- 
tional lender  or  servicer  may  reapply  for  designation  under 
subsection  (a)  at  any  time. 

(7)  Due  diugence  standards. — Due  diligence  standards 
used  for  determining  compliance  under  paragraph  (5)  shall  be 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  after  consultation  with  lenders, 
guaranty  agencies  and  servicers  and  shall  consist  of  a  list  of 
specific  elements  for  the  Federal  regulations  selected  to  provide 
an  indication  of  systems  degradation. 

(8)  Additional  revocation  authority. — Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  this  section,  designation  under  sub- 
section (a)  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  if  the 
Secretary  determines  that  the  eligible  lender  or  servicer  has 
failed  to  maintain  an  overall  level  of  regulatonr  compliance 
consistent  with  the  audit  submitted  by  the  eligible  lender  or 
servicer  under  this  section  or  if  the  Secretary  believes  the  lend- 
er or  servicer  may  have  engaged  in  fraud  in  securing  designa- 
tion under  subsection  (a)  or  is  failing  to  service  loans  in  accord- 
ance with  program  regulations. 

(d)  Supervision  of  Designated  Guaranty  Agencies. — 

(1)  Audit  of  guaranty  agencies. — Each  guaranty  agency 
desiring  a  designation  xmder  subsec+ion  (a)  shall  have  a  finan- 
cial and  compliance  audit  of  the  defaulted  loan  portfolio  of  such 
guaranty  agency  conducted  annually  by  a  qualified  independ- 
ent organization  or  person  from  a  list  of  qualified  organizations 
or  persons  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with 
standards  established  by  the  Comptroller  General  and  the  Sec- 
retary. The  standards  shall  include  defined  statistical  sampling 
techniques  designed  to  measure  the  performance  rating  of  the 
guaranty  agency  for  the  purpose  of  this  section.  Each  guaranty 
agency  shall  submit  the  audit  required  by  this  paragraph  to 
the  Secretary. 

(2)  Quarterly  sample  audits.— The  Secretary  may  re- 
quire quarterly  sample  audits  as  a  means  of  determining  con- 
tinued qualification  of  the  guaranty  agency  for  designation  as 
an  exceptional  guaranty  agency. 

(3)  Secretary's  determinations.— The  Secretary  shall 
make  the  determination  under  subsection  (a)  based  upon  the 
audits  submitted  under  this  section  and  other  information  in 
his  possession.  If  the  results  of  the  audit  are  not  persuasively 
rebutted  by  such  other  information,  the  Secretary  shall  inform 
the  guaranty  agency  that  its  application  for  designation  as  an 
exceptional  guaranty  agency  has  been  approved. 
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(4)  Costs  of  audits. — Each  guaranty  agency  shall  pay  for 
all  of  the  costs  of  the  audits  regulated  by  this  section. 

(5)  Revocation  for  fraud.— The  Secretary  may  revoke 
the  designation  of  a  guaranty  agency  under  subsection  (a)  at 
any  time  if  the  Secretary  has  reason  to  believe  the  guaranty 
agency  secured  its  designation  under  subsection  (a)  through 
fraud  or  feiils  to  comply  with  applicable  regulations. 

(6)  Revocation  based  on  performance. — Designation  as 
an  exceptional  guaranty  agency  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by 
the  Secretary  upon  30  days  notice  and  an  opportunity  for  a 
hearing  before  the  Secretary  upon  a  finding  by  the  Secretary 
that  the  guaranty  agency  has  failed  to  maintain  an  acceptable 
overall  level  of  regulatory  compliance. 

(e)  Special  Rule. — Reimbursements  made  by  the  Secretary  on 
loans  submitted  for  claim  by  an  eligible  lender  or  loan  stirvicer  des- 
ignated for  exceptional  performance  under  this  section  shall  not  be 
subject  to  additional  review  by  the  Secretary  or  repurch  ase  by  the 
guaranty  agency  for  any  reason  other  than  a  determinadon  by  the 
Secretary  that  the  eligible  lender,  loan  servicer,  or  guaranty  agency 
engaged  in  fraud  or  other  purposeful  misconduct  in  obtaining  des- 
ignation for  exceptional  performance. 

(f)  Limitation. — Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  the  processing  of  claims  on  student  loans  of  eligible  lenders 
not  subject  to  this  pauragraph. 

(g)  Claims. — A  lender,  servicer,  or  guaranty  agency  designated 
under  subsection  (a)  failing  to  service  loans  or  otherwise  comply 
with  applicable  program  regulations  shall  be  considered  in  viola- 
tion of  section  3729  of  title  31,  United  States  Code,  ^ 

(h)  Evaluation. — Not  later  than  3  years  after  the  date  of  en- 
actment of  this  Act,  the  Comptroller  General  shall  submit  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  Labor  and  Human  Resources  Committee 
and  the  House  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  an  evaluation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
following: 

( 1)  The  effectiveness  of  due  diligence  performed  by  lenders 
and  servicers  receiving  designation  as  exceptional  lenders  or 
servicers  from  the  perspective  of  securing  maximum  collections 
from  borrowers. 

(2)  A  quantification  of  the  dollar  volume  of  claims  that 
were  paid  to  exceptional  lenders  and  servicers  that  would  not 
have  been  paid  under  applicable  program  provisions  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  this  section. 

(3)  An  assessment  of  the  impact  of  this  section  on  the  fi- 
nancial condition  of  guaranty  agencies. 

(4)  An  assessment  of  the  savings  to  lenders,  servicers,  and 
guaranty  agencies  resulting  from  designation  as  exceptional 
performance. 

(5)  An  identification  of  specific  administration  steps  that 
lenders,  servicers,  and  guaranty  agencies  do  not  have  to  per- 
form as  a  result  of  designation  as  exceptional  lenders, 
servicers,  or  guaranty  agencies.

SEC.  428J.  LOAN  FORGIVENESS  FOR  TEACHERS,  INDIVIDUALS  PER- 
FORMING NATIONAL  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  AND  NURSES. 

(a)  Statement  of  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section 
to  encourage  individuals  to — 

( 1)  enter  the  teaching  and  nursing  profession;  and 

(2)  perform  national  and  community  service. 

(b)  Demonstration  Program.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^The  Secretary,  in  consultation  with  the 
Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  is  authorized  to 
carry  out  a  demonstration  program  of  assuming  the  obligation 
to  repay  a  loan  made,  insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  part 
(excluding  loans  made  under  section  428A,  428B,  or  428C)  for 
any  new  borrower  after  October  1,  1989,  who — 
(A)  is  employed  as  a  full-time  teacher — 

(i)  in  a  school  which  qualifies  under  section 
465(a)(2)(A)  for  loan  cancellation  for  Perkins  loan  re- 
cipients who  teach  in  such  schools;  and 

(ii)  of  mathematics,  science,  foreign  languages, 
special  education,  bilingual  education,  or  any  other 
field  of  expertise  where  the  State  educational  agency 
determines  there  is  a  shortage  of  qualified  teachers; 
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(B)  serves  as  a  full-time  volunteer  under  the  Peace 
Corps  Act  or  under  the  Domestic  Volunteer  Service  Act  of 
1973,  or  to  perform  comparable  service  as  a  full-time  em- 
ployee of  an  organization  which  is  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986,  if  the  borrower  does  not  receive  compensation  which 
exceeds  the  greater  of— 

(i)  the  minimum  wage  rate  described  in  section  6 
of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  of  1938;  or 

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  100  percent  of  the  poverty 
line  for  a  family  of  two  (as  defined  in  section  673(2)  of 
the  Community  Services  Block  Grant  Act);  or 

(C)  is  employed  full-time  as  a  nurse  in  a  public  hos- 
pital, a  rural  health  clinic,  a  migrant  health  center,  an  In- 
dian Health  Service,  an  Indian  health  center,  a  Native  Ha- 
waiian health  center  or  in  an  acute  care  or  long-term  care 
facility. 

(2)  Regulations. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  issue 
such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section, 
(c)  Loan  Repayment  — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall  assume  the  obliga- 
tion to  repay — 

(A)  15  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  Stafford  loans  in- 
curred by  the  student  borrower  during  such  borrower's  last 
2  years  of  undergraduate  education  for  the  first  or  second 
year  of  service  in  which  such  borrower  meets  the  require- 
ments described  in  subsection  (a); 

(B)  20  percent  of  such  total  amount  for  such  third  or 
fourth  year  of  service;  and 

(C)  30  percent  of  such  total  amount  for  such  fifth  year 
of  service. 

(2)  Construction.— Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  authorize  the  refunding  of  any  repajTnent  of  a 
Stafford  loan. 

(3)  Interest. — If  a  portion  of  a  loan  is  repaid  by  the  Sec- 
retary under  this  section  for  any  year,  the  proportionate 
amount  of  interest  on  such  loan  which  accrues  for  such  year 
shall  be  repaid  by  the  Secretary. 

(4)  Special  rule. — In  the  case  where  a  student  borrower 
who  is  not  participating  in  loan  repayment  pursuant  to  this 
section  returns  to  an  institution  of  higher  education  after  grad- 
uation from  an  institution  of  higher  education  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  teaching  certificate,  the  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  assume  the  obligation  to  repay  the  total  amount  of  Stafford 
loans  incurred  for  a  maximum  of  2  academic  years  in  returning 
to  an  institution  of  higher  education  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing a  teaching  certificate  or  additional  certification.  Such  Staf- 
ford loans  shall  only  be  repaid  for  borrowers  who  qualify  for 
loan  repajTnent  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
shall  be  repaid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph 

(5)  Ineugibility  of  national  service  educational 
AWARD  recipients. — No  student  borrower  may,  for  the  same 
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volunteer  service,  receive  a  benefit  iinder  both  this  section  and 
subtitle  D  of  title  I  of  the  National  and  Community  Service  Act 
of  1990  (42  U.S.C.  12571  et  seq.).  ^  ,  „ 

(d)  Repayment  to  Eligible  lenders.— The  Secretary  shall 
pay  to  each  eligible  lender  or  holder  for  each  fiscal  vear  an  amount 
equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  Stafford  loans  which  are  subject 
to  repajTnent  pursuant  to  this  section  for  such  year. 

(e)  Application  for  Repayment.— 

(1)  In  general.— Each  eligible  individual  desiring  loan  re- 
pajnnent  under  this  section  shall  submit  a  complete  and  accu- 
rate application  to  the  Secretary  at  such  time,  in  such  manner, 
and  containing  such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  reason- 
ably require.  Loan  repayment  imder  this  section  shall  be  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis  and  subject  to  the  availability  of 
appropriations. 

(2)  Conditions.— An  eligible  individual  may  apply  for  re- 
payment after  completing  each  year  of  qualifying  service.  The 
borrower  shall  receive  forbearance  while  engaged  in  qualifying 
service  unless  the  borrower  is  in  deferment  while  so  engaged. 

(f)  Definitions.- For  the  puipose  of  this  section  the  term  eli- 
gible lender"  has  the  same  meaning  given  such  term  in  section 
435(d). 

(g)  Evaluation.— 

(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  shall  conduot,  by  grant  or 
contract,  an  independent  national  evaluation  of  the  impact  of 
the  program  assisted  under  this  part  on  the  fields  of  teaching, 
nursing,  and  community  service. 

(2)  Competitive  basis.— The  grant  or  contract  described  in 
paragraph  (1)  shall  be  awarded  on  a  competitive  basis. 

(3)  Contents. — The  evaluation  described  in  this  section 
shall— 

(A)  assess  whether  the  program  iassisted  under  this 
section  has  brought  into  teaching,  nursing,  and  community 
service  a  significant  number  of  nighly  capable  individuals 
who  otherwise  would  not  have  entered  such  fields; 

(B)  assess  whether  a  significant  number  of  students 
perform  the  service  described  in  subsection  (b)  or  opt  to 
repay  the  loans  instead  of  remaining  in  the  career  for 
which  such  student  received  loan  repajroent  under  this 
section; 

(C)  identify  the  barriers  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  pro- 
gram assisted  under  this  section; 

(D)  assess  the  cost-effectiveness  of  such  program  in 
improving  teacher,  nursing,  and  community  service  worker 
quality  and  quantity  and  the  ways  to  improve  the  cost-ef- 
fectiveness of  such  program; 

(E)  identify  the  reasons  for  which  participants  in  the 
program  have  chosen  to  take  part  in  sucn  program;  and 

(F)  identify  other  areas  of  community  service  or  em- 
ployment which  may  serve  as  appropriate  methods  of  loan 
repayment. 

(4)  Interim  evaluation  reports.— The  Secretary  shall 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  President  and  the  Congress  such  in- 
terim reports  on  the  evaluation  described  in  this  section  as  the 
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Secretary  deems  appropriate,  and  shall  submit  such  a  final  re- 
port by  January  1,  1997. 

(5)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— There  are  au- 
thorized  to   be   appropriated   to   carry   out   this  section 
$10,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 
(20  U.S.C.  1078-10) 

SEC.  429.  CERTIFICATE  OF  FEDERAL  LOAN  INSURANCE— EFFECTIVE 
DATE  OF  INSURANCE. 

(a)  LOAN-BY-LOAN  INSURANCE.— 

(1)  Authority  to  issue  certificates  on  application. — If, 
upon  application  by  an  eligible  lender,  made  upon  such  form, 
containing  such  information,  and  supported  by  such  evidence 
as  the  Secretary  may  require,  and  otherwise  in  conformity  with 
this  section,  the  Secretary  finds  that  the  applicant  has  made 
a  loan  to  an  eligible  student  which  is  insurable  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  part,  he  may  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate 
of  insurance  covering  the  loan  and  setting  forth  the  amount 
and  terms  of  the  insurance. 

(2)  Effectiveness  of  certificate.— Insurance  evidenced 
by  a  certificate  of  insurance  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)(1)  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  certificate,  ex- 
cept that  the  Secretary  is  authorized,  in  accordance  with  regu- 
lations, to  issue  commitments  with  respect  to  proposed  loans, 
or  with  respect  to  lines  (or  proposed  lines)  of  credit,  submitted 
by  eligible  lenders,  and  in  that  event,  upon  compliance  with 
subsection  (a)(1)  by  the  lender,  the  certificate  of  insurance  may 
be  issued  effective  as  of  the  date  when  any  loan,  or  any  pay- 
ment by  the  lender  pursuant  to  a  line  of  credit,  to  be  covered 
by  such  insurance  was  made.  Such  insurance  shall  cease  to  be 
effective  upon  60  days'  default  by  the  lender  in  the  pajonent 
of  any  installment  of  the  premiums  payable  pursuant  to  sub- 
section (c). 

(3)  Contents  of  applications. — An  application  submitted 
pursuant  to  subsection  (a)(1)  shall  contain  (A)  an  agreement  by 
the  applicant  to  pay,  in  accordance  with  regulations,  the  pre- 
miums fixed  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  subsection  (c),  and 
(B)  an  agreement  by  the  applicant  that  if  the  loan  is  covered 
by  insurance  the  applicant  will  submit  such  supplementary  re- 
ports and  statement  during  the  effective  period  of  the  loan 
agreement,  upon  such  forms,  at  such  times,  and  containing 
such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  by  or  pursu- 
ant to  regulation. 

(b)  Comprehensive  Insurance  Coverage  Certificate.— 

(1)  Establishment  of  system  by  regulation. — In  lieu  of 
requiring  a  separate  insurance  application  and  issuing  a  sepa- 
rate certificate  of  insurance  for  each  student  loan  made  by  an 
eligible  lender  as  provided  in  subsection  (a),  the  Secretary  may, 
in  accordance  with  regulations  consistent  with  section  424, 
issue  to  any  eligible  lender  applying  therefor  a  certificate  of 
comprehensive  insurance  coverage  which  shall,  without  further 
action  by  the  Secretary,  insure  all  insurable  loans  made  by 
that  lender,  on  or  after  the  date  of  the  certificate  and  before 
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a  specified  cutoff  date,  within  the  limita  of  an  aggregate  maxi- 
mum amount  stated  in  the  certificate.  Such  regulations  may 
provide  for  conditioning  such  insurance,  with  respect  to  any 
loan,  upon  compliance  oy  the  lender  with  such  requirements 
(to  be  stated  or  incorporated  by  reference  in  the  certificate)  as 
in  the  Secretary's  judgment  will  best  achieve  the  purpose  of 
this  subsection  wmle  protecting  the  United  States  from  the 
risk  of  unreasonable  loss  and  promoting  the  objectives  of  this 
part,  including  (but  not  limited  to)  provisions  as  to  the  report- 
ing of  such  loans  and  information  relevant  thereto  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  as  to  the  payment  of  initial  and  other  premiums 
and  the  effect  of  default  therein,  and  including  provision  for 
confirmation  by  the  Secretary  from  time  to  time  (through  en- 
dorsement of  the  certificate)  of  the  coverage  of  specific  new 
loans  by  such  certificate,  which  confirmation  shall  be  incontest- 
able by  the  Secretary'  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or  misrepresenta- 
tion of  fact  or  patent  error. 

(2)  Uncovered  loans. — If  the  holder  of  a  certificate  of 
comprehensive  insurance  coverage  issued  under  this  subsection 
grants  to  a  student  a  line  of  credit  extending  beyond  the  cutoff 
date  specified  in  that  certificate,  loans  or  payments  thereon 
made  by  the  holder  after  that  date  pursuant  to  the  line  of  cred- 
it shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  coverage  of  that 
certificate  except  as  may  be  specifically  provided  therein;  but, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  section  424,  the  Secretary  may,  in 
accordance  with  regulations,  make  commitments  to  insure  such 
future  loans  or  payments,  and  such  commitments  may  be  hon- 
ored either  as  provided  in  subsection  (a)  or  by  inclusion  of  such 
insurance  on  comprehensive  coverage  under  the  subsection  for 
the  period  or  periods  in  which  such  future  loans  or  payments 
are  made. 

(c)  Charges  for  Federal  Insurance. — ^The  Secretary  shall, 
pursuant  to  regulations,  charge  for  insurance  on  each  loan  under 
this  part  a  premium  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  1 
percent  per  year  cf  the  unpaid  principal  amount  of  such  loan  (ex- 
cluding interest  added  to  principal),  payable  in  advance,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary. 
Such  regulations  may  provide  that  such  premium  shall  not  be  pay- 
able, or  if  paid  shall  be  refundable,  with  respect  to  any  period  after 
default  in  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  or  after  the  borrower 
has  died  or  becomes  totally  and  permanently  disabled,  if  (1)  notice 
of  such  default  or  other  event  has  been  duly  given,  and  (2)  requests 
for  payment  of  the  loss  insured  against  has  been  made  or  the  Sec- 
retary has  made  such  payment  on  his  own  motion  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 430(a). 

(d)  Assignability  of  Insurance. — The  rights  of  an  eligible 
lender  arising  under  insurance  evidenced  by  a  certificate  of  insur- 
ance issued  to  it  under  this  section  may  be  assigned  as  security  by 
such  lender  only  to  another  eligible  lender,  ana  subject  to  regula- 
tion by  the  Secretary. 

(e)  Consolidation  Not  To  Affect  Insurance.— The  consoli- 
dation of  the  obligations  of  two  or  more  federally  insured  loans  ob- 
tained by  a  student  borrower  in  any  fiscal  year  into  a  single  obliga- 
tion evidenced  by  a  single  instrument  of  indebtedness  shall  not  af- 
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feet  the  insurance  by  the  United  States.  If  the  loans  thus  consoli- 
dated are  covered  by  separate  certificates  of  insurance  issued  under 
subsection  (a),  the  Secretary  may  upon  surrender  of  the  original 
certificates  issue  a  new  certificate  of  insurance  in  accordance  with 
that  subsection  upon  the  consolidated  obligation;  if  they  are  cov- 
ered by  a  single  comprehensive  certificate  issued  under  subsection 
(b),  the  Secretary  may  amend  that  certificate  accordingly. 
(20  U.S.C.  1079) 

SEC.  430.  DEFAULT  OF  STUDENT  UNDER  FEDERAL  LOAN  INSURANCE 
PROGRAM. 

(a)  Notice  to  Secretary  and  Payment  of  Loss.— Upon  de- 
fault by  the  student  borrower  on  any  loan  covered  by  Federal  loan 
insurance  pursuant  to  this  part,  and  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
suit  or  other  enforcement  proceedings  upon  security  for  that  loan, 
the  insurance  beneficiary  shall  promptly  notify  the  Secretary,  and 
the  Secretary  shall  if  requested  (at  that  time  or  after  further  collec- 
tion efforts)  by  the  beneficiary,  or  may  on  the  Secretary's  own  mo- 
tion, if  the  insurance  is  still  in  effect,  pay  to  the  beneficiary  the 
amount  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  insured  upon  that  loan  as  soon 
as  that  amount  has  been  determined.  The  "amount  of  the  loss"  on 
any  loan  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  subsection  and  subsection 
(b),  be  deemed  to  be  an  amoxmt  equal  to  the  xmpaid  balance  of  the 
principal  amount  and  accrued  interest,  including  interest  accruing 
from  the  date  of  submission  of  a  valid  default  claim  (as  determined 
by  the  Secretary)  to  the  date  on  which  payment  is  authorized  by 
the  Secretary,  reduced  to  the  extent  required  by  section  425(b). 
Such  beneficiary  shall  be  required  to  meet  the  standards  of  due 
diligence  in  the  collection  of  the  loan  and  shall  be  required  to  sub- 
mit proof  that  reasonable  attempts  were  made  to  locate  the  bor- 
rower (when  the  location  of  the  borrower  is  unknown)  and  proof 
that  contact  was  made  with  the  borrower  (when  the  location  is 
known).  The  Secretary  shall  make  the  determination  required  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  not  later  than  90  days  after 
the  notification  by  the  insurance  beneficiary  and  shall  make  pay- 
ment in  full  on  the  amoxmt  of  the  beneficiauys  loss  pending  com- 
pletion of  the  due  diligence  investigation. 

(b)  Effect  of  Payment  of  Lxjss.— Upon  payment  of  the 
amount  of  the  loss  pursuant  to  subsection  (a),  the  United  States 
shall  be  subrogated  for  all  of  the  rights  of  the  holder  of  the  obliga- 
tion upon  the  insured  loan  and  shall  be  entitled  to  an  assignment 
of  the  note  or  other  evidence  of  the  insured  loan  by  the  insurance 
beneficiary.  If  the  net  recovery  made  by  the  Secretary  on  a  loan 
after  deduction  of  the  cost  of  that  recovery  (including  reasonable 
administrative  costs  and  collection  costs,  to  the  extent  set  forth  in 
regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary)  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  loss, 
the  excess  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  insured.  The  Secretary  may, 
in  attempting  to  make  recovery  on  such  loans,  contract  with  pri- 
vate business  concerns.  State  student  loan  insurance  agencies,  or 
State  guaranty  agencies,  for  payment  for  services  rendered  by  such 
concerns  or  agencies  in  assisting  the  Secretary  in  making  such  re- 
covery. Any  contract  under  this  subsection  entered  into  by  the  Sec- 
retary shall  provide  that  attempts  to  make  recovery  on  such  loans 
shall  be  fair  and  reasonable,  and  do  not  involve  Harassment,  in- 
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timidation,  false  or  misleading  representations,  or  unnecessary 
communications  concerning  the  existence  of  any  such  loan  to  per- 
sons other  than  the  student  borrower. 

(c)  Forbearance  Not  Precluded. — Nothing  in  this  section  or 
in  this  part  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  any  forbearance  for  the 
benefit  of  the  student  borrower  which  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  to  the  insured  loan  and  approved  by  the  Secretary,  or  to 
preclude  forbearance  by  the  Secretary  in  the  enforcement  of  the  in- 
sured obligatio.1  after  payment  on  that  insurance.  Any  forbearance 
which  is  approved  by  the  Secretary  under  this  subsection  with  re- 
spect tc  the  repayment  of  a  loan,  including  a  forbearance  during 
default,  shall  not  be  considered  as  indicating  that  a  holder  of  a  fed- 
erally insured  loan  has  failed  to  exercise  reasonable  care  and  due 
diligence  in  the  collection  of  the  loan. 

(d)  Care  and  Diligence  Required  of  Holders. — Nothing  in 
this  section  or  in  this  part  shall  be  construed  to  excuse  the  holder 
of  a  federally  insured  loan  from  exercising  reasonable  care  and  dili- 
gence in  the  making  arid  collection  of  loans  under  the  provisions  of 
this  part.  If  the  Secretary,  after  a  reasonable  notice  and  oppor- 
tunity for  hearing  to  an  eligible  lender,  finds  that  it  has  substan- 
tially failed  to  exercise  such  care  and  diligence  or  to  make  the  re- 
ports and  statements  required  under  section  428(a)(4)  and  section 
429(a)(3),  or  to  pay  the  required  Federal  loan  insurance  premiums, 
the  Secretary  shall  disqualify  that  lender  for  further  Federal  insur- 
ance on  loans  granted  pursuant  to  this  part  until  the  Secretary  is 
satisfied  that  its  failure  has  ceased  and  finds  that  there  is  reason- 
able assurance  that  the  lender  will  in  the  future  exercise  necessary 
care  and  diligence  or  comply  with  such  requirements,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(e)  Default  Rate  of  Lenders,  Holders,  and  Guaranty 
Agencies. — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall  annually  publish  a 
list  indicating  the  cohort  default  rate  (determined  in  accord- 
ance with  section  435(m))  for  each  originating  lender,  subse- 
quent holder,  and  guaianty  agency  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram assisted  under  this  part  and  an  average  cohort  default 
rate  for  all  institutions  of  higher  education  within  each  State. 

(2)  Regulations. — The  Secretary  shall  prescribe  regula- 
tions designed  to  prevent  an  institution  from  evading  the  appli- 
cation to  that  institution  of  a  cohort  default  rate  through  the 
use  of  such  measures  as  branching,  consolidation,  change  of 
ownership  or  control,  or  any  similar  de\'ice. 

(3)  Rate  establishment  and  correction.— The  Secretary 
shall  establish  a  cohort  default  rate  for  lenders,  holders,  and 
guaranty  agencies  (determined  consistent  with  section  435(m)), 
except  that  the  rate  for  lenders,  holders,  and  guaranty  agencies 
shall  not  reflect  any  loans  issued  in  accordance  with  section 
428(j).The  Secretary  shall  allow  institutions,  lenders,  holders, 
and  guaranty  agencies  the  opportunity  to  correct  such  cohort 
default  rate  information. 

(20  U.S.C.  1080) 
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SEC.  430A.  REPORTS  TO  CREDIT  BUREAUS  AND  INSTITUTIONS  OF 
HIGHER  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Agreements  To  Exchange  Information— For  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  responsible  repayment  of  loans  covered  by  Fed- 
eral loan  insurance  pursuant  to  this  part  or  covered  by  a  guaranty 
agreement  pursuant  to  section  428,  the  Secretary,  each  guaranty 
agency,  eligible  lender,  and  subsequent  holder  shall  enter  into 
agreements  with  credit  bureau  organizations  to  exchange  informa- 
tion concerning  student  borrowers,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section.  For  the  purpose  of  assisting  such  organiza- 
tions in  compl3dng  with  the  Fair  Credit  Reporting  Act,  such  agree- 
ments may  provide  for  timely  response  by  the  Secretary  (concern- 
ing loans  covered  by  Federal  loan  insurance),  by  a  guaranty  agen- 
cy, eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  holder  (concerning  loans  covered 
by  a  guaranty  agreement),  or  to  requests  from  such  organizations 
for  responses  to  objections  raised  by  borrowers.  Subject  to  the  re- 
quirements of  subsection  (c),  such  agreements  shall  require  the 
Secretary,  the  guaranty  agency,  eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  hold- 
er, as  appropriate,  to  disclose  to  such  organizations,  with  respect 
to  any  loan  under  this  part  that  has  not  been  repaid  by  the  bor- 
rower— 

(1)  the  total  amount  of  loans  made  to  any  borrower  under 
this  part  and  the  remaining  balance  of  the  loans; 

(2)  information  concerning  the  date  of  any  default  on  the 
loan  and  the  collection  of  the  loan,  including  information  con- 
cerning the  repayment  status  of  any  defaulted  loan  on  which 
the  Secretary  has  made  a  payment  pursuant  to  section  430(a) 
or  the  guaranty  agency  has  made  a  payment  to  the  previous 
holder  of  the  loan;  and 

(3)  the  date  of  canceUation  of  the  note  upon  completion  of 
repayment  by  the  borrower  of  the  loan  or  payment  by  the  Sec- 
retary pursuant  to  section  437. 

(b)  Additional  Information. — Such  agreements  may  also  pro- 
vide for  the  disclosure  by  such  organizations  to  the  Secretary  or  a 
guaranty  agency,  whichever  insures  or  guarantees  a  loan,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  a  notice  under  subsection  (aX2)  that  such  a  loan  is  in  de- 
fault, of  information  concerning  the  borrower's  location  or  other  in- 
formation which  may  assist 'the  Secretary,  the  guaranty  agency, 
the  eligible  lender,  or  the  subsequent  holder  in  collecting  the  loan. 

(c)  Contents  of  Agreements. — ^Agreements  entered  into  pur- 
suant to  this  section  shall  contain  such  provisions  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  ensure  that — 

(1)  no  information  is  disclosed  by  the  Secretary  or  the 
guaranty  agency,  eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  holder  unless 
its  accuracy  and  completeness  have  been  verified  and  the  Sec- 
retary or  tne  guaranty  agency  has  determined  that  disclosure 
would  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  section; 

(2)  as  to  any  information  so  disclosed,  such  organizations 
will  be  promptly  notified  of,  and  will  promptly  record,  any 
change  submitted  by  the  Secretary,  the  guaranty  agency,  eligi- 
ble lender,  or  subsequent  holder  with  respect  to  such  informa- 
tion, or  any  objections  by  the  borrower  with  respect  to  any 
such  information,  as  required  by  section  611  of  the  Fair  Credit 
Reporting  Act  (15  U.S.C.  16811); 
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(3)  no  use  will  be  made  of  any  such  information  which 
would  result  in  the  use  of  collection  practices  with  respect  to 
such  a  borrower  that  are  not  fair  and  reasonable  or  that  in- 
volve harassment,  intimidation,  false  or  misleading  representa- 
tions, or  unnecessary  communication  concerning  the  existence 
of  such  loan  or  concerning  any  such  information;  and 

(4)  with  regard  to  notices  of  default  under  subsection  (a)(2) 
of  this  section,  except  for  disclosures  made  to  obtain  the  bor- 
rower's location,  the  Secretary,  or  the  guaranty  agency,  eligible 
lender,  or  subsequent  holder  whichever  is  applicable  (A)  shall 
not  disclose  any  such  information  until  the  borrower  has  been 
notified  that  such  information  will  be  disclosed  to  credit  bureau 
organizations  unless  the  borrower  enters  into  repayment  of  his 
or  her  loan,  but  (B)  shall,  if  the  borrower  has  not  entered  into 
repayment  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  but  not  less 
than  30  days,  from  the  date  such  notice  has  been  sent  to  the 
borrower,  disclose  the  information  required  by  this  subsection. 

(d)  Contractor  Status  of  Participants. — guaranty  agen- 
cy, eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  holder  or  credit  bureau  organiza- 
tion which  discloses  or  receives  information  under  this  section  shall 
not  be  considered  a  Government  contractor  within  the  meaning  of 
section  552a  of  title  5,  United  States  Code. 

(e)  Disclosure  to  Institutions.— The  Secretary  and  each 
guaranty  agency,  eligible  lender,  and  subsequent  holder  of  a  loan 
are  authorized  to  disclose  information  described  in  subsections  (a) 
and  (b)  concerning  student  borrowers  to  the  eligible  institutions 
such  borrowers  attend  or  previously  attended.  To  further  the  pur- 
pose of  this  section,  an  eligible  institution  may  enter  into  an  ar- 
rangement with  any  or  all  of  the  holders  of  delinquent  loans  made 
to  borrowers  who  attend  or  previously  attended  such  institution  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  current  information  regarding  the  borrow- 
er's location  or  employment  or  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  hold- 
er in  contacting  and  influencing  borrowers  to  avoid  default. 

(f;  Duration  of  Authority. — Notwithstanding  paragraphs  (4) 
and  (6)  of  subsection  (a)  of  section  605  of  the  Fair  Credit  Reporting 
Act  (15  U.S.C.  1681c  (a)(4),  (a)(6)),  a  consumer  reporting  agency 
may  make  a  report  containing  information  received  from  the  Sec- 
retary or  a  guaranty  agency,  eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  holder 
regarding  the  status  of  a  borrower's  defaulted  account  on  a  loan 
guaranteed  under  this  part  until — 

(1)  7  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  Secretary  or  the 
agency  paid  a  claim  to  uhe  holder  on  the  guaranty; 

(2)  7  years  from  the  date  the  Secretary,  guaranty  agency, 
eligible  lender,  or  subsequent  holder  first  reported  the  account 
to  the  consumer  reporting  agency;  or 

(3)  in  the  case  of  a  borrower  who  reenters  repayment  after 
defaulting  on  a  loan  and  subsequently  goes  into  default  on 
such  loan,  7  years  from  the  date  the  loan  entered  default  such 
subsequent  time. 

(20  U.S.C.  1030a) 

SEC.  431.  INSURANCE  FUND. 

(a)  Establishment. — There  is  hereby  established  a  student 
loan  insurance  fund  (hereinafter  in  this  section  called  the  "fund") 
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which  shall  be  available  without  fiscal  year  limitation  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  makii^  payments  in  connection  with  the  default  of  loans 
insured  by  the  Secretary  imder  this  part,  or  in  connection  with 
payments  imder  a  guaranty  agreement  imder  section  428(c).  All 
amounts  received  by  the  Secretary  as  premium  charges  for  insur- 
ance and  as  receipts,  earnings,  or  proceeds  derived  from  any  claim 
or  other  assets  acquired  by  the  Secretary  in  connection  with  oper- 
ations under  this  part,  any  excess  advances  under  section  422,  and 
any  other  moneys,  property,  or  assets  derived  by  the  Secretary 
from  operations  in  connection  with  this  section,  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  fund.  All  payments  in  connection  with  the  default  of  loans 
insured  by  the  Secretary  under  this  part,  or  in  connection  with 
such  guaranty  agreements  shall  be  paid  from  the  fund.  Moneys  in 
the  fund  not  needed  for  current  operations  imder  this  section  may 
be  invested  in  bonds  or  other  obligations  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by  the  United  States. 

(b)  Borrowing  Authority. — If  at  any  time  the  moneys  in  the 
fund  are  insufficient  to  make  payments  in  connection  with  the  de- 
fault of  any  loan  insured  by  the  Secretary  under  this  part,  or  in 
connection  with  any  guaranty  a^eement  made  under  section 
428(c),  the  Secretary  is  authorized,  to  the  extent  provided  in  ad- 
vance by  appropriations  Acts,  to  issue  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  notes  or  other  obligations  in  such  forms  and  denomina- 
tions, bearing  such  maturities,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Such  notes  or  other  obligations  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, taking  into  consideration  the  current  average  market  yield  on 
outstanding  marketable  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  com- 
parable maturities  during  the  month  preceding  the  issuance  of  the 
notes  or  other  obligations.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  purchase  any  notes  and  other  obligations  is- 
sued hereunder  and  for  that  purpose  is  authorized  to  use  as  a  pub- 
lic debt  transaction  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  anj'  securities  is- 
sued under  the  Second  Liberty  Bond  Act,  as  amended,  and  the  pur- 
poses for  which  securities  may  be  issued  under  that  Act,  as  amend- 
ed, are  extended  to  include  any  purchase  of  such  notes  and  obliga- 
tions. The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  at  any  time  sell  any  of 
the  notes  or  other  obligations  acquired  imder  this  subsection.  All 
redemptions,  purchases,  and  sales  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
of  such  notes  or  other  obligations  shall  be  treated  as  public  debt 
transactions  of  the  United  States.  Sums  borrowed  under  the  sub- 
section shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  and  redemption  of  such  notes 
and  obligations  shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary  from  such  fund.

SEC.  432.  ^£GAL  POWERS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES. 

(a)  General  Powers. — In  the  performance  of,  and  with  respect 
to,  the  functions,  powers,  and  duties,  vested  in  him  by  this  part, 
the  Secretary  may — 

(1)  prescribe  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  part,  including  regulations  applicable 
to  third  party  servicers  (including  regulations  concerning  fi- 
nancial responsibility  standards  for,  and  the  assessment  of  li- 
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abilities  for  program  violations  against,  such  servicers)  to  es- 
tablish minimum  standards  with  respect  to  sound  management 
and  accountability  of  programs  under  this  part,  except  that  in 
no  case  shall  damages  be  assessed  against  the  United  States 
for  the  actions  or  inactions  of  such  servicers; 

(2)  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court  of  record  of  a  State  hav- 
ing general  jurisdiction  or  in  any  district  court  of  the  United 
States,  and  such  district  courts  shall  havt-  jurisdiction  of  civil 
actions  arising  under  this  part  without  regard  to  the  amount 
in  controversy,  and  action  instituted  under  this  subsection  by 
or  against  the  Secretary  shall  survive  notwithstanding  any 
change  in  the  person  occupying  the  office  of  Secretary  or  any 
vacancy  in  that  office;  but  no  attachment,  injunction,  ga.rmsh- 
ment,  or  other  similar  process,  mesne  or  final,  shall  be  issued 
against  the  Secretary  or  property  under  the  Secretary's  control 
and  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  except  litigation  aris- 
ing out  of  activities  under  this  part  from  the  application  of  sec- 
tions 509,  517,  547,  and  2679  of  title  28  of  the  United  States 
Code;  ,      .  , 

(3)  include  in  any  contract  for  Federal  loan  insurance  such 
terms,  conditions,  and  covenants  relating  to  repayment  of  prin- 
cipal and  payment  of  interest,  relating  to  the  Secretary's  obli- 
gations and  rights  to  those  of  eligible  lenders,  and  borrowers 
in  case  of  default,  and  relating  to  such  other  matters  as  the 
Secretary  determines  to  be  necessary  to  assure  that  the  pur- 
poses of  this  part  will  be  achieved;  and  any  term,  condition, 
and  covenant  made  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  or  pursuant  to 
any  other  provision  of  this  part  may  be  modified  by  the  Sec- 
retary, after  notice  and  opportunity  for  a  hearing,  if  the  Sec- 
retary finds  that  the  modification  is  necessary  to  protect  the 
United  States  from  the  risk  of  unreasonable  loss; 

(4)  subject  to  the  specific  limitations  in  this  part,  consent 
to  modification,  with  respect  to  rate  of  interest,  time  of  pay- 
ment of  any  installment  of  principal  and  interest  or  any  por- 
tion thereof,  or  any  other  provision  of  any  note  or  other  instru- 
ment evidencing  a  loan  which  has  been  insured  by  the  Sec- 
retary under  this  part;  .  . 

(5)  enforce,  pay,  or  compromise,  any  claim  on,  or  arising 
because  of,  any  such  insurance  or  any  guaranty  agreement 
under  section  428(c);  and 

(6)  enforce,  pay,  compromise,  waive,  or  release  any  nght, 
title,  claim,  lien,  or  demand,  however  acquired,  including  any 
equity  or  any  right  of  redemption. 

(b)  Financial  Operations  Responsibilities.— The  Secretary 
shall,  with  respect  to  the  financial  operations  arising  by  reason  of 
tWs  part — 

(1)  prepare  annually  and  submit  a  budget  program  as  pro- 
vided for  wnoUy  owned  Government  corporations  by  chapter  91 
of  title  31,  United  States  Code;  and 

(2)  maintain  with  respect  to  insurance  under  this  part  an 
integral  set  of  accounts  and  prepare  financial  statements  in  ac- 
cordance with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  which 
shall  be  audited  annually  by  the  General  Accounting  Office  in 
conformity   with  generally   accepted  Government  auditing 
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standards  except  that  the  transactions  of  the  Secretary,  includ- 
ing the  settlement  of  insurance  claims  and  of  claims  for  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  section  428,  and  transactions  related  there- 
to and  vouchers  approved  by  the  Secretary  in  coimection  with 
such  transactions,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  ac- 
counting and  other  officers  of  the  Government. 

(c)  Data  Collection. — 

(1)  Collection  by  category  of  loan.— (A)  For  loans  in- 
sured after  December  31,  1976,  or  in  the  case  of  each  insurer 
after  such  earlier  date  where  the  data  required  by  this  sub- 
section are  available,  the  Secretary  and  all  other  insurers 
under  this  part  shall  collect  and  accumulate  all  data  relating 
to  (i)  loan  volume  insured  and  (ii)  defaults  reimbursed  or  de- 
fault rates  according  to  the  categories  of  loans  listed  in  sub- 
paraOTaph  (B)  of  this  paragraph. 

(B)  The  data  indicated  in  subparagraph  (A)  of  this  para- 
graph shall  be  accumulated  according  to  the  category  of  lender 
making  the  loan  and  shall  be  accumulated  separately  for  lend- 
ers who  are  (i)  eligible  institutions,  (ii)  State  or  private,  non- 
profit direct  lenders,  (iii)  commercial  financial  institutions  who 
are  banks,  savings  and  loan  associations,  or  credit  unions,  and 
(iv)  all  other  types  of  institutions  or  agencies. 

(C)  The  Secretary  may  designate  such  additional 
subcategories  within  the  categories  specified  in  subparagi-aph 
(B)  of  this  paragraph  as  the  Secretary  deems  appropriate. 

(D)  The  category  or  designation  of  a  loan  shall  not  be 
changed  for  any  reason,  including  its  purchase  or  acquisition 
by  a  lender  of  another  category. 

(2)  Collection  and  reporting  requirements.— (A)  The 
Secretary  shall  collect  data  under  this  subsection  from  all  in- 
surers under  this  part  and  shall  publish  not  less  often  than 
once  every  fiscal  year  a  report  showing  loan  volume  guaran- 
teed and  default  data  for  each  category  specified  in  subpara- 
graph (B)  of  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  and  for  the  total 
of  all  lenders. 

(B)  The  reports  specified  in  subparagraph  (A)  cf  this  para- 
graph shall  include  a  separate  report  for  each  insurer  under 
this  part  including  the  Secretary,  and  where  an  insurer  insures 
loans  for  lenders  in  more  than  one  State,  such  insurer's  report 
shall  list  all  data  separately  for  each  State. 

(3)  iNSTITimONAL,  PUBLIC,  OR  NONPROFIT  LENDERS.— For 
purposes  of  clarity  in  communications,  the  Secretary  shall  sep- 
arately identify  loans  made  by  the  lenders  referred  to  in  clause 
(i)  and  loans  made  by  the  lenders  referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of 
pai  agraph  ( 1)(B)  of  this  subsection. 

(d)  Delegation.— 

(1)  Regional  offices.— The  functions  of  the  Secretary' 
under  this  part  listed  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection  may 
be  delegated  to  employees  in  the  regional  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

(2)  Delegable  functions.— The  functions  which  may  be 
delegated  pursuant  to  this  subsection  are — 

(A)  reviewing  applications  for  loan  insurance  under 
section  429-and  issuing  contracts  for  Federal  loan  insur- 
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ance,  certificates  of  insurance,  and  certificates  of  com- 
prehensive insurance  coverage  to  eligible  lenders  which 
are  financial  or  credit  institutions  subject  to  examination 
and  supervision  by  an  agency  of  the  United  States  or  of 
any  State; 

^on/^?^  receiving  claims  for  payments  under  section 
430(a),  examining  those  claims,  and  pursuant  to  regula- 
tions of  the  Secretary,  approving  claims  for  payment,  or  re- 
quiring lenders  to  take  additional  collection  action  as  a 
condition  for  payment  of  claims;  and 

(C)  certifying  to  the  central  office  when  collection  of 
defaulted  loans  has  been  completed,  compromising  or 
agreeing  to  the  modification  of  any  Federal  claim  against 
a  borrower  (pursuant  to  regulations  of  the  Secretary  issued 
under  section  432(a)),  and  recommending  litigation  with 
respect  to  any  such  claim. 

(e)  Use  of  Information  on  Borrov/ers.— Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Secretary  may  provide  to  eligible 
lenders,  and  to  any  guaranty  agency  having  a  guaranty  agreement 
under  section  428(c)(1),  any  information  with  respect  to  the  names 
and  addresses  of  borrowers  or  other  relevant  information  which  is 
available  to  the  Secretary,  from  whatever  source  such  information 
may  be  derived. 

(f)  Audit  of  Financial  Transactions.— 

(1)  Comptroller  General  aj^d  Inspector  General  au- 
thority.—The  Comptroller  General  and  the  Inspector  General 
of  the  Department  of  Education  shall  each  have  the  authority 
to  conduct  an  audit  of  the  financial  transactions  of— 

(A)  any  guaranty  agency  operating  under  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  section  428(b); 

(B)  any  eligible  lender  as  defined  in  section  435(d)(1) 
(D),  (F),  or  (H); 

(C)  a  representative  sample  of  eligible  lenders  under 
this  part,  upon  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Commit- 
tee on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate,  with  re- 
spect to  the  payment  of  the  special  allowance  under  sec- 
tion 438  in  order  to  evaluate  the  orogram  authorized  by 
this  part;  and 

(D)  any  Authority  required  to  file  a  plan,  for  doing 
business  under  section  438(d). 

(2)  Access  to  records.— For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
this  subsection,  the  records  of  any  entity  described  in  subpara- 
paph  (A),  (B),  (C),  or  (D)  of  paragraph  (1)  shall  be  available 
to  the  Comptroller  General  and  the  Inspector  General  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  For  the  purpose  of  section  716(c)  of 
title  31,  United  States  Code,  such  records  shall  be  considered 
to  be  records  to  which  the  Comptroller  Cxeneral  has  access  by 
law  and  for  the  purpose  of  section  6(a)(4)  of  the  Inspector  Gen- 
eral Act  of  1978,  such  records  shall  be  considered  to  be  records 
necessary  in  the  performance  of  functions  assigned  by  that  Act 
to  the  Inspector  General. 

(3)  Definition  of  records.— For  the  purpose  of  this  sub- 
section, the  term  "record"  includes  any  information,  document, 
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report,  answer,  account,  paper,  or  other  data  or  documentary

(4)  Audit  procedures. — In  conducting  audits  pursuant  to 
this  subsection,  the  Comptroller  General  and  the  Inspector 
General  of  the  Department  of  Education  shall  audit  the  records 
to  determine  the  extent  to  which  they,  at  a  minimum,  comply 
with  Federal  statutes,  and  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary,  in  effect  at  the  time  that  the  record  was  made, 
and  in  no  case  shaJl  the  Comptroller  General  or  the  Inspector 
General  apply  subsequently  determined  standards,  procedures, 
or  regulations  to  the  records  of  such  agency,  lender,  or  Author- 
ity. 

(g)  Civil  l»ENALTiES.— 

(1)  Authority  to  impose  penalties. — Upon  determina- 
tion, after  reasonable  notice  and  opportunity  for  a  hearing, 
that  z.  lender  or  a  guaranty  agency—  .  . 

(A)  has  violated  or  failed  to  carry  out  any  provision  ot 
this  part  or  any  regulation  prescribed  under  this  part,  or 

(B)  has  engaged  in  substantial  misrepresentation  of 
the  nature  of  its  financial  charges, 

the  Secretary  may  impose  a  civil  penalty  upon  such  lender  or 
agency  of  not  to  exceed  $25,000  for  each  violation,  failure,  or 
misrepresentation.  . 

(2)  Limitations.— No  civil  penalty  may  be  imposed  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  unless  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines that —  .  ,  . 

(A)  the  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  misrepresenta- 
tion referred  to  in  that  paragraph  resulted  from  a  viola- 
tion, failure,  or  misrepresentation  that  is  material;  and 

(B)  the  lender  or  guaranty  agency  knew  or  should 
have  known  that  its  actions  violated  or  failed  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  part  or  the  regulations  thereunder. 

(3)  Correction  of  failure.— A  lender  or  guaranty  agency 
ha^-  no  liability  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  if,  prior 
to  the  notification  by  the  Secretary  under  '  hat  paragraph,  the 
lender  or  guaranty  agency  cures  or  corrects  the  violation  or 
failure  or  notifies  the  person  who  received  the  substantial  mis- 
representation of  the  actual  nature  of  the  financial  charges  in- 
volved. 

(4)  Consideration  as  single  violation.— For  the  purpose 
of  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  violations,  failures,  or  sub- 
stantial  misrepresentations  arising  from  a  specific  practice  of 
a  lender  or  guaranty  agency,  and  occurring  prior  to  notification 
by  the  Secretary  under  that  paragraph,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  single  violation,  failure,  or  substantial,  misrepresentation 
even  if  the  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  misrepresentation 
affects  more  than  one  loan  or  more  than  one  borrower,  or  both. 
The  Secretary  may  only  impose  a  single  ciril  penalty  for  each 
such  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  misrepresentation. 

(5)  Assignees  not  liable  for  violations  by  others.— If 
a  loan  affected  by  a  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  misrepre- 
sentation is  assigned  to  another  holder,  the  lender  or  guaranty 
agency  responsible  for  the  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  mis- 
representation shall  remain  liable  for  any  civil  money  penalty 
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provided  for  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  but  the  as- 
signee shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  civil  money  penalty. 

(6)  Compromise.— Until  a  matter  is  referred  to  the  Attor- 
ney General,  any  civil  penalty  imder  paragraph  (1)  of  this  sub- 
section may  be  compromised  by  the  Secretary.  In  determining 
the  amount  of  such  penalty,  or  the  amount  agreed  upon  in 
compromise,  the  Secretary  shall  consider  the  appropriateness 
of  the  penalty  to  the  resources  of  the  lender  or  guaranty  agen- 
,  cy  subject  to  the  determination;  the  gravity  of  the  violation, 
failure,  or  substantial  misrepresentation;  the  frequency  and 
persistence  of  the  violation,  failure,  or  substantial  misrepresen- 
tation; and  the  anioxint  of  any  losses  resulting  from  the  viola- 
tion, failure,  or  substantial  misrepresentation.  The  amoimt  of 
such  penalty,  when  finally  determined,  or  the  amount  agreed 
upon  in  compromise,  may  be  deducted  from  any  sums  owing  by 
the  United  States  to  the  lender  or  agency  charged,  unless  the 
lender  or  agency  has,  in  the  case  of  a  final  agency  determina- 
tion, conunenced  proceedings  for  judicial  review  within  90  days 
of  the  determination,  in  which  case  the  deduction  may  not  be 
made  during  the  pendency  of  the  proceeding, 
(h)  Authority  of  the  Secretary  To  Impose  and  Enforce 
Limitations,  Suspensions,  and  Terminations.— 

(1)  Imposition  of  sanctions.— <A)  If  the  Secretary,  after 
a  reasonable  notice  and  opportunity  for  hearing  to  an  eligible 
lender,  finds  that  the  eligible  lender — 

(i)  has  substantially  failed — 

(I)  to  exercise  reasonable  care  and  diligence  in  the 
mjiking  and  collecting  of  loans  under  the  provisions  of 
this  part, 

(II)  to  make  the  reports  or  statements  under  sec- 
tion 428(a)(4),  or 

(III)  to  pay  the  required  loan  insurance  premiums 
to  any  guaranty  agency,  or 

(ii)  has  engaged  in — 

(I)  fraudulent  or  misleading  advertising  or  in  so- 
licitations that  have  resulted  in  the  making  of  loans 
insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  part  to  borrowers 
who  are  ineligible;  or 

(II)  the  practice  of  making  loans  that  violate  the 
certification  for  eligibility  provided  in  section  428, 

the  Secretarj'  shall  limit,  suspend,  or  terminate  that  lender 
from  participation  in  the  insurance  programs  operated  by  guar- 
anty agencies  under  this  part, 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  not  lift  any  such  limitation,  sus- 
pension, or  termination  until  the  Secretary  is  satisfied  that  the 
lender's  failure  under  subparagraph  (A)(i)  of  this  paragraph  or 
practice  under  subparagraph  (A)(ii)  of  this  paragraph  has 
ceased  and  finds  that  there  are  reasonable  assurances  that  the 
lender  will' — 

(i)  exercise  the  necessary  care  and  diligence, 

(ii)  comply  with  the  requirements  described  in  sub- 
paragraph (A)(i),  or 

(iii)  cease  to  engage  in  the  practices  described  in  sub- 
paragraph (A)(ii), 
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as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)  Review  of  sanctions  on  lenders. — (A)  The  Secretary 
shall  review  each  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  im- 
posed by  any  guaranty  ag-incy  pursuant  to  section  428(b)(l)(U) 
within  60  days  after  receipt  oy  the  Secretary  of  a  notice  from 
the  guaranty  agency  of  the  imposition  of  such  limitation,  sus- 
pension, or  termination,  unless  the  right  to  such  review  is 
waived  in  writing  by  the  lender.  The  Secretary  shall  uphold 
the  imposition  of  such  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  in 
the  student  loan  insxu-ance  program  of  each  of  the  guaranty 
agencies  under  this  part,  and  shall  notify  such  guaranty  agen- 
cies of  such  sanction — 

(i)  if  such  review  is  waived;  or 

(ii)  if  such  review  is  not  waived,  unless  the  Secretary 
determines  that  the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination 
was  not  imposed  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  such 
section. 

(B)  The  Secretary's  review  under  this  paragraph  of  the 
limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  imposed  by  a  guaranty 
agency  pursuant  to  section  428(b)(l)(U)  shall  be  limited  to — 

(i)  a  review  of  the  written  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
which  the  guaranty  agency  imposed  such  sanctions;  and 

(ii)  a  determination  as  to  whether  the  guaranty  agency 
complied  with  section  428(b)(l)(U)  and  any  notice  and 
hearing  requirements  prescribed  in  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary under  this  part. 

(C)  The  Secretary  shall  not  lift  any  such  sanction  until  the 
Secretary  is  satisfied  that  the  lender  nas  corrected  the  failures 
which  led  to  the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination,  and 
finds  that  there  are  reasonable  assurances  that  the  lender  will, 
in  the  future,  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  part.  The 
Secretary  shall  notify  each  guaranty  agency  of  the  lifting  of 
any  such  sanction. 

(3)  Review  of  sanctions  on  eligible  institutions. — (A) 
The  Secretary  shall  review  each  limitation,  suspension,  or  ter- 
mination imposed  by  any  guaranty  agency  pursuant  to  section 
428(b)(l)(T)  within  60  days  after  receipt  by  the  Secretary  of  a 
notice  from  the  guaranty  of  the  imposition  of  such  limitation, 
suspension,  or  termination,  unless  the  right  to  such  review  is 
waived  in  writing  by  the  institution.  The  Secretary  shall  up- 
hold the  imposition  of  such  limitation,  suspension,  or  termi- 
nation in  the  student  loan  insurance  program  of  each  of  the 
guaranty  agencies  under  this  part,  and  shall  notify  such  guar- 
anty agencies  of  such  sanctions — 

(i)  if  such  review  is  waived;  or 

(ii)  if  such  review  is  not  waived,  unless  the  Secretary 
determines  that  the  limitation,  syspension,  or  termination 
was  not  imposed  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  such 
section. 

(B)  The  Secretary's  review  under  this  paragraph  of  the 
limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  imposed  by  a  guaranty 
agency  pursuant  to  section  428(b)(l)(T)  shall  be  limited  to — 

(i)  a  review  of  the  written  record  of  the  proceedings  in 

which  the  guaranty  agency  imposed  such  sanctions;  and 
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(ii)  a  determination  as  to  whether  the  gusiranty  agency 
complied  with  section  428(b)(l)(T)  and  any  notice  and 
hearing  requirements  prescribed  in  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary imder  this  part. 

(C)  The  Secretary  shall  not  lift  any  such  sanction  until  the 
Secretary  is  satisfied  that  the  institution  has  r;orrected  the  fail- 
ures which  led  to  the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination, 
and  finds  that  there  are  reasonable  assurances  that  the  insti- 
tution will,  in  the  future,  comply  with  the  r'^quirements  of  this 
part.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  guaranty  agency  of  the 
lifting  of  any  such  sanction. 

(i)  Authority  To  Sell  Defaulted  Loans. — In  the  event  that 
all  other  collection  efforts  have  failed,  the  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  sell  defaulted  student  loans  assigned  to  the  United  States  under 
this  part  to  collection  agencies,  eligible  lenders,  guaranty  agencies, 
or  other  qualified  purchaser  on  such  terms  as  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines are  in  the  best  financial  interests  of  the  United  States.  A 
loan  may  not  be  sold  pursuant  to  this  subsection  if  such  loan  is  in 
repayment  status. 

(j)  Authority  of  the  Secretary  To  Take  Emergency  Ac- 
tions Against  Lenders.— 

(1)  Imposition  of  sanctions.— If  the  Secretary— 

(A)  receives  information,  determined  by  the  Secretary 
to  be  reliable,  that  a  lender  is  violating  any  provision  of 
this  title,  any  regulation  prescribed  under  this  title,  or  any 
applicable  special  arrangement,  agreement,  or  limitation; 

(B)  determines  that  immediate  action  is  necessary  to 
prevent  misuse  of  Federal  funds;  and 

(C)  determines  that  the  likelihood  of  loss  outweighs 
the  importance  of  following  the  limitation,  suspension,  or 
termination  procedures  authorized  in  subsection  (h); 

the  Secretary  shall,  effective  on  the  date  on  which  a  notice  and 
statement  of  the  basis  of  the  action  is  mailed  to  the  lender  (by 
registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested),  take  emergency  ac- 
tion to  stop  the  issuance  of  guarantee  commitments  and  the 
payment  of  interest  benefits  and  special  allowance  to  the  lend- 
er. 

(2)  Length  of  emergency  action.— An  emergency  action 
under  this  subsection  may  not  exceed  30  days  unless  a  limita- 
tion, suspension,  or  termination  proceeding  is  initiated  against 
the  lender  under  subsection  (h)  before  the  expiration  of  that 
period. 

(3)  Opportunity  to  show  cause.— The  Secretary  shall 
provide  the  lender,  if  it  so  requests,  an  opportunity  to  show 
cause  that  the  emergency  action  is  unwarranted. 

(k)  Program  of  Assistance  for  Borrowers. — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall  undertake  a  program 
to  encourage  corporations  and  other  private  and  public  employ- 
ers, including  the  Federal  Government,  to  assist  borrowers  in 
repaying  loaiiij  received  under  this  title,  including  providing 
employers  with  options  for  payroll  deduction  of  loan  payments 
and  offering  loan  repayment  matching  provisions  as  part  of 
employee  benefit  packages. 
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(2)  Publication. — ^The  Secretary  shall  publicize  models  for 
providing  the  repayment  assistance  described  in  paragraph  (1) 
and  each  yea',  select  entities  that  deserve  recognition,  through 
means  deviead  by  the  Secretary,  for  the  development  of  innova- 
tive plans  'or  providing  such  assistance  to  employees. 

(3)  Rr.COMMENDATiON.— Within  1  year  after  the  date  of  en- 
actment of  the  Higher  Education  Amendments  of  1992,  the 
Secrete<.*y  shall  recommend  to  the  appropriate  committees  in 
the  Sf  nate  and  House  of  Representatives  changes  to  statutes 
that  ;;ould  be  made  in  order  to  further  encourage  such  efforts. 
(1)  Uniform  Administrative  and  Claims  PRorEDURES. — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall,  by  regulation  devel- 
oped in  consultation  with  guaranty  agencies,  lenders,  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  secondary  markets,  students,  third 
party  servicers  and  other  organizations  involved  in  providing 
loans  under  this  part,  prescribe  standardized  forms  and  proce- 
dures regarding — 

(A)  origination  of  loans; 

(B)  electronic  funds  transfer; 

(C)  guaranty  of  losms; 

(D)  deferments; 

(E)  forbearsmce; 

(F)  servicing; 

(G)  claims  filing; 

(H)  borrower  status  change;  and 

(I)  cures. 

(2)  Special  rules. — (A)  The  forms  and  procedures  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (1)  shall  include  all  aspects  of  the  loan 
process  as  such  process  involves  eligible  lenders  and  guaranty 
agencies  and  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  administrative

SEC.  433.  STODENT  LOAN  INFORMATION  BV  EUGIBLE  LENDERS. 

(a)  Required  Disclosure  Before  Disbursement.— Each  eligi- 
ble lender  shall,  at  or  prior  to  the  time  such  lender  disburses  a  loan 
which  is  insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  part  (other  than  a  loan 
made  under  section  428C),  provide  thorougjfi  and  accurate  loan  in- 
formation on  such  loan  to  the  borrower.  Any  disclosure  required  by 
this  subsection  may  be  made  by  an  eligible  lender  as  part  of  the 
written  application  material  provided  to  the  borrower,  or  as  part  of 
the  promissory  note  evidencing  the  loan,  or  on  a  separate  written 
form  provided  to  the  borrower.  The  disclosure  shall  include — 

(1)  a  statement  prominently  and  clearly  displayed  and  in 
bold  print  that  the  borrower  is  receiving  a  loan  that  must  be 
repaid; 

(2)  the  name  of  the  eligible  lender,  and  the  addresp  to 
which  communications  and  payments  should  be  sent; 

(3)  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan; 

(4)  the  amount  of  any  charges,  such  as  the  origination  fee 
and  insurance  premium,  collected  by  the  lender  at  or  prior  to 
the  disbursal  of  the  loan  and  whether  such  charges  are  de- 
ducted from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  or  paid  separately  by  the 
borrower; 

(5)  the  stated  interest  rate  on  the  loan; 

(6)  the  yearly  and  cumulative  maximum  amounts  that  may 
be  borrowed; 

(7)  an  explanation  of  when  repayment  of  the  ioan  will  be 
required  and  when  the  borrower  will  be  obligated  to  pay  inter- 
est that  accrues  on  the  loan; 

(8'>  a  statement  as  to  the  minimum  and  maximu:n  repay- 
ment term  which  the  lender  may  impose,  and  the  minimum 
annual  paymen:  required  by  law; 

(9)  a  statement  of  the  total  cumulative  balance,  including 
the  loan  applied  for,  owed  by  the  student  to  that  lender,  and 
an  estimate  of  the  projected  monthly  payment,  given  such  cu- 
mulative balance; 

(10)  an  explanation  of  any  special  options  the  borrower 
may  have  for  loan  consolidation  or  other  refinancing  of  the 
loan; 

( 11)  a  statement  that  the  borrower  has  the  right  to  prepay 
all  or  part  of  the  loan,  at  any  time,  without  penalty,  a  state- 
ment summarizing  circumstances  in  which  repayment  of  the 
loan  or  interest  that  accrues  on  the  loan  may  be  deferred,  and 
a  brief  notice  of  the  program  for  repayment  of  loans,  on  the 
basis  of  military  service,  pursuant  to  section  902  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense  Authorization  Act,  1981  (10  U.S.C.  2141, 
note); 
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(12)  a  definition  of  default  and  the  consequences  to  the 
borrower  if  the  borrower  defaults,  including  a  statement  that 
the  default  will  be  reported  to  a  credit  bureau  or  credit  report- 
ing agency; 

(13)  to  the  extent  practicable,  the  effect  of  accepting  the 
loan  on  the  eligibility  of  the  borrower  for  other  forms  of  stu- 
dent assistance;  and 

(14)  an  explanation  of  any  cost  the  borrower  may  incur  in 
the  making  or  collection  of  the  loan. 

(b)  Required  Disclosure  Before  Repayment.— Each  eligible 
lender  shall,  at  or  prior  to  the  start  of  the  repayment  period  of  the 
student  borrower  on  loans  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  this 
part,  disclose  to  the  borrower  the  information  required  imder  this 
subsection.  For  any  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  this 
part,  other  than  a  loan  made  under  section  428B  or  428C,  such  dis- 
closure required  by  thia  subsection  shall  be  made  not  less  than  30 
days  nor  more  than  240  days  before  the  first  payment  on  the  loan 
is  due  from  the  borrower.  The  disclosure  shall  include — 

(1)  the  name  of  the  eligible  lender,  and  the  address  to 
which  communications  and  payments  should  be  sent; 

(2)  the  scheduled  date  upon  which  the  repayment  period  is 
to  begin; 

(3)  the  estimated  balance  owed  by  the  borrower  on  the 
loan  or  loans  covered  by  the  disclosure  as  of  the  scheduled  date 
on  which  the  repayment  period  is  to  begin  (including,  if  appli- 
cable, the  estimated  amount  of  interest  to  be  capitalized); 

(4)  the  stated  interest  rate  on  the  loan  or  loans,  or  the 
combined  interest  rate  of  loans  with  different  stated  interest 
rates; 

(5)  the  nature  of  any  fees  which  may  accrue  or  be  charged 
to  the  borrower  during  the  repayment  period; 

(6)  the  repayment  schedule  for  all  loans  covered  by  the  dis- 
closure including  the  date  the  first  installment  is  due,  and  the 
number,  amount,  £ind  frequency  of  required  payments; 

(7)  an  explanation  of  any  special  options  the  borrower  may 
have  for  loan  consolidation  or  other  refinancing  of  the  loan  and 
of  the  availability  and  terms  of  such  other  options,  except  that 
such  explanation  is  not  required  when  the  loan  being  made  is 
a  consolidation  loan  under  section  428C; 

(8)  except  as  provided  in  subsection  (e),  the  projected  total 
of  interest  charges  which  the  borrower  will  pay  on  the  loan  or 
loans,  assuming  that  the  borrower  makes  payments  exactly  in 
accordance  with  the  repayment  schedule;  and 

(9)  a  statement  that  the  borrower  has  the  right  to  prepay 
all  or  part  of  the  loan  or  loans  covered  by  the  disclosure  at  any 
time  without  penalty. 

(c)  Cost  of  Disclosure  and  Consequences  of 
Nondisclosure.— ^uch  information  shall  be  available  without  cost 
to  the  borrower.  The  failure  of  an  eligible  lender  to  provide  infor- 
mation as  required  by  this  section  shall  not  (1)  relieve  a  borrower 
of  the  obligation  to  repay  a  loan  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  (2) 
provide  a  basis  for  a  claim  for  civil  damages,  or  (3)  be  deemed  to 
abrogate  the  obligation  of  the  Secretary  under  a  contract  of  insur- 
ance or  reinsurance,  or  the  obligation  of  a  guaranty  agency  under 
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a  contract  of  .  guaranty.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  subjecting  the  lender  to  the  Truth  in  Lending  Act  with  regard 
to  loans  made  under  this  part.  The  Secretary  may  limit,  suspend, 
or  terminate  the  continued  peirticipation  of  an  eligible  lender  in 
making  loans  under  this  part  for  failure  by  that  lender  to  comply 
with  this  section. 

(d)  Separate  Statement.— Each  eligible  lender  shall,  at  the 
time  such  lender  notifies  a  borrower  of  approval  of  a  loan  which  is 
insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  part,  provide  the  borrower  with 
a  separate  paper  which  summarizes  (in  plain  English)  the  rights 
and  responsibilities  of  the  borrower  with  respect  to  the  loan,  in- 
cluding a  statement  of  the  consequences  of  defaulting  on  the  loan 
and  a  statement  that  each  borrower  who  defaults  will  be  reported 
to  a  credit  bureau.  The  requirement  of  this  subsection  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  information  required  by  subsection  (a)  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

(e)  Special  DiscLostnRE  Rules  on  SLS  Loans  and  PLUS 
Loans  and  Unsubsidized  Loans. — Loans  made  under  sections 
428A,  428B,  and  428H  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  disclosure  of  pro- 
jected monthly  payment  amounts  required  under  subsection  (b)(8) 
if  the  lender,  in  lieu  of  such  disclosure,  provides  the  borrower  with 
sample  projections  of  monthly  repajmient  amounts  assuming  dif- 
ferent levels  of  borrowing  and  interest  accruals  resulting  from  cap- 
italization of  interest  while  the  borrower  is  in  school.  Such  sample 
projections  shall  disclose  the  cost  to  the  student  of  capitalizing— 

(1)  principal  and  interest;  and 

(2)  interest  only.

SEC.  434.  PARTICIPATION  BY  FEDERAI.  CREDIT  UNIONS  IN  FEDERAL, 
STATE,  AND  PRIVATE  SnjDENT  LOAN  INSURANCE  PRO- 
GRAMS. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law.  Federal  credit 
unions  shall,  pursuant  to  regulations  of  the  National  Credit  Union 
Administration,  have  power  to  make  insured  loans  to  student  mem- 
bers in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  part  relating  to  feder- 
ally insured  loans,  or  in  accordance  with  tne  provisions  of  any 
State  or  nonprofit  private  otudent  loan  insurance  program  which 
meets  the  requirements  of  section  428(a)(1)(B). 

(20  U.S.C.  1084) 

SEC.  435.  DEFINITIONS  FOR  STUDENT  LOAN  INSURANCE  PROGRAM. 
As  used  in  this  part: 
(a)  Eligible  Institution. — 

(1)  In  GENERAL. — Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2),  the 
term  "eligible  institution"  means  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation, as  defined  in  section  481,  except  that,  for  the  purposes 
of  sections  427(a)(2)(C)(i)  and  428(b)(l)(M)(i),  an  eligible  insti- 
tution includes  any  institution  that  is  within  this  definition 
without  regard  to  whether  such  institution  is  participating  in 
any  program  under  this  title  and  includes  any  institution  ineli- 
gible for  participation  in  any  program  under  this  part  pursuant 
to  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection. 

(2)  Ineligibility  based  on  high  default  rates. — (A)  An 
institution  whose  cohort  default  rate  is  equal  to  or  greater  than 
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the  threshold  percentage  specified  in  subparagraph  (B)  for  each 
of  the  three  most  recent  fiscal  years  for  which  data  are  avail- 
able shall  not  be  eligible  to  participate  in  a  program  under  this 
part  for  the  fiscal  ysar  for  which  the  determination  is  made 
and  for  the  two  succeeding  fiscal  years,  unless,  within  30  days 
of  receiving  notification  from  the  Secretary  of  the  loss  of  eligi- 
bility under  this  paragraph,  the  institution  appeals  the  loss  of 
its  eligibility  to  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall  issue  a  deci- 
sion on  any  such  appeal  within  45  days  after  its  submission. 
Such  decision  may  permit  the  institution  to  continue  to  partici- 
pate in  a  program  under  this  part  if — 

(i)  the  institution  demonstrates  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Secretary  that  the  Secretary's  calculation  of  its  cohort

(a)  Authority. — The  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is 
authorized  (1)  to  establish  a  student  loan  insurance  program  which 
meets  the  requirements  of  this  part  for  a  State  loan  insurance  pro- 
gram in  order  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Secretary  for  the 
purposes  of  this  title,  (2)  to  enter  into  such  agreements  with  the 
Secretary,  (3)  to  use  amounts  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section  to  establish  a  fund  for  such  purposes  and  for  expenses  in 
connection  therewith,  and  (4)  to  accept  and  use  donations  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section. 

(b)  Binding  Effect  on  Minors.— Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  any  applicable  law,  if  the  borrower,  on  any  loan  insured 
under  the  program  established  pursuant  to  this  section,  is  a  minor, 
any  otherwise  valid  vote  or  other  written  agreement  executed  by 
him  for  the  purposes  of  such  loan  shall  create  a  binding  obligation. 

(c)  Appropriations  Authorized.— There  are  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  this  section.

SEC.  437.  REPAYMENT  BY  THE  SECRETARY  OF  LOANS  OF  BANKRUPT, 
DECEASED,  OR  DISABLED  BORROWERS;  TREATMENT  OF 
BORROWERS  ATTENDING  CLOSED  SCHOOLS  OR  FALSELY 
CERTIFIED  AS  EUGIBLE  TO  BORROW. 

(a)  Repayment  in  Full  for  Death  and  Disability.— If  a  stu- 
dent borrower  who  has  received  a  loan  described  in  subparagraph 
(A)  or  (B)  of  section  428(a)(1)  dies  or  becomes  permanently  and  to- 
tally disabled  (as  determined  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the 
Secretary),  then  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  the  borrower's  liabil- 
ity on  the  loan  by  repaying  the  amount  owed  on  the  loan. 

(b)  Payment  of  Claims  on  Loans  in  Bankruptcy.— The  Sec- 
retary shall  pay  to  the  holder  of  a  loan  described  in  section 
428(a)(1)  (A)  or  (B).  428A.  428B.  428C.  or  428H,  the  amount  of  the 
unpaid  balance  of  principal  and  interest  owed  on  such  loan— 

(1)  when  the  borrower  files  for  relief  under  chapter  12  or 
13  of  title  11,  United  States  Code; 

(2)  when  the  borrower  who  has  filed  for  relief  under  chap- 
ter 7  or  11  of  such  title  commences  an  action  for  a  determina- 
tion of  dischargeability  under  section  523(a)(8)(B)  of  such  title; 
or 
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(3)  for  loans  described  in  section  523(a)(8)(A)  of  such  title, 
when  the  borrower  files  for  relief  under  chapter  7  or  11  of  such 
title. 

(c)  Discharge. — 

(1)  In  general. — If  a  borrower  who  received,  on  or  after 
January  1,  1986,  a  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under 
this  part  and  the  student  borrower,  or  the  student  on  whose 
behalf  a  parent  borrowed,  is  unable  to  complete  the  program 
in  which  such  student  is  enrolled  due  to  the  closure  of  the  in- 
stitution or  if  such  student's  eligibility  to  borrow  under  this 
part  was  falsely  certified  by  the  eligible  institution,  then  the 
Secretary  shall  discharge  the  borrower's  liability  on  the  loan 
(including  interest  and  collection  fees)  by  repaying  the  amount 
owed  on  the  loan  and  shall  subsequently  pursue  any  claim 
available  to  such  borrower  against  the  institution  and  its  affili- 
ates and  principals  or  settle  the  loan  obligation  pursuant  to  the 
financial  responsibility  authority  under  subpart  3  of  part  H. 

(2)  Assignment. — A  borrower  whose  loan  has  been  dis- 
charged pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
assigned  to  the  United  States  the  right  to  a  loan  refund  up  to 
the  amount  discharged  against  the  institution  and  its  affiliates 
and  principals. 

(3)  Eligibility  for  additional  assistance.— The  period 
of  a  student's  attendance  at  an  institution  at  which  the  student 
was  unable  to  complete  a  course  of  study  due  to  the  closing  of 
the  institution  shall  not  be  considered  for  purposes  of  calculat- 
ing the  student's  period  of  eligibility  for  additional  assistance 
under  this  title. 

(4)  Special  rule. — A  borrower  whose  loan  has  been  dis- 
charged pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  not  be  precluded 
from  receiving  additional  grants,  loans,  or  work  assistance 
under  this  title  for  which  the  borrower  would  be  otherwise  eli- 
gible (but  for  the  default  on  such  discharged  loan).  The  amount 
discharged  under  this  subsection  shall  be  treated  the  same  as 
loans  under  section  465(a)(5)  of  this  title. 

(5)  Reporting. — ^The  Secretary  shall  report  to  credit  bu- 
reaus with  respect  to  loans  which  have  been  discharged  pursu- 
ant to  this  subsection. 

(d)  Repayment  of  Loans  to  Parents. — If  a  student  on  whose 
behalf  a  parent  has  received  a  loan  described  in  section  428B  dies, 
then  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  the  borrower's  liability  on  the 
loan  by  repaying  the  amount  owed  on  the  loan.

SEC.  437A.  DEBT  MANAGEMENT  OPTIONS. 

(a)  Program  Authority. — For  the  purpose  of  offering  addi- 
tional debt  management  options,  the  Secretary  is  authorized,  to  the 
extent  of  funds  appropriated — 

(1)  to  acquire  from  eligible  holders  the  notes  of  borrowers 
under  this  part  (other  than  section  428B)  who  are  considered 
to  be  at  high  risk  of  default  and  who  submit  a  request  to  the 
Secretary  for  an  alternative  repayment  option; 

(2)  to  offer  such  borrowers  one  or  more  alternative  repay- 
ment options,  which  may  include  graduated  or  extended  repay- 
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ment  and  which  shall,  subject  to  subsection  (b)(2),  include  an 
income  contingent  repayment  option  established  in  accordance 
with  subsection  (b);  and 

(3)  to  enter  into  contracts  or  other  agreements  with  private 
firms  or  other  agencies  of  the  CJovemment  as  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  section. 

(b)  Income  Contingent  Repayment  Option.— 

(1)  Regulations. — For  the  purposes  of  subsection  (a)(2), 
the  Secretary  shall,  by  regulation,  establish  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions for  an  income  contingent  repayment  option.  Such  regu- 
lations shall  specify  the  schedules  under  which  income  will  be 
assessed  for  repayment  of  loans,  shall  permit  the  discharge  of 
the  remaining  obligation  on  the  loan  not  later  than  25  years 
after  the  commencement  of  income  contingent  repayment,  and 
may  provide  for  the  potential  collection  of  amounts  in  excess 
of  the  principal  and  interest  owed  on  the  original  loan  or  loans. 

(2)  Collection  mechanism  determination  required.— 
Such  regulations  shall  not  be  effective  imless  the  Secretary 
publishes  a  finding  that — 

(A)  the  Secretary  has,  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)(3), 
established  a  collection  mechanism  that  will  provide  a  high 
degree  of  certainty  that  collections  will  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  repayment  option  established  under  para- 
graph (1);  and 

(B)  the  use  of  such  repayment  option  and  collection 
mechanism  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  net  amoimt 
the  Government  will  collect. 

(c)  Determinations  of  High  Risk  of  Default.— In  making 
determinations  under  subsection  (a)(1),  the  Secretary  shall — 

(1)  consider  the  ratio  of  part  B  debt  repayment  to  income; 

or 

(21  establish,  by  regulation,  such  other  indicators  of  high 
risk  as  the  Secretary  considers  appropriate. 

(d)  Loan  Limitation.— Not  more  than  $200,000,000  may  be 
used  to  acquire  loans  under  this  section  in  any  fiscal  year.

SEC.  438.  SPECIAL  ALLOWANCES. 

(a)  Findings. — In  order  to  assure  (1)  that  the  limitation  on  in- 
terest payments  or  other  conditions  (or  both)  on  loans  made  or  in- 
sured under  this  part,  do  not  impede  or  threaten  to  impede  the  car- 
rying out  of  the  purposes  of  this  part  or  do  not  cause  the  return 
to  holders  of  loans  to  be  less  than  equitable,  (2)  that  incentive  pay- 
ments on  such  loans  are  paid  promptly  to  eligible  lenders,  and  (3) 
that  appropriate  consideration  of  relative  administrative  costs  and 
money  market  conditions  is  made  in  setting  the  quarterly  rate  of 
such  payments,  the  Congress  finds  it  necessary  to  establish  an  im- 
proved method  for  the  determination  of  the  quarterly  rate  of  the 
special  allowances  on  such  loans,  and  to  provide  for  a  thorough,  ex- 
peditious, and  objective  examination  of  alternative  methods  for  the 
determination  of  the  quarterly  rate  of  such  allowances. 

(b)  Computation  and  Payment. — 

(1)  Quarterly  payment  based  on  linpaid  balance.— A 
special  allowance  shall  be  paid  for  each  of  the  3-month  periods 
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ending  March  31,  June  30,  September  30,  and  December  31  of 
every  year  and  the  amount  of  such  allowance  paid  to  any  hold- 
er with  respect. to  any  3-month  period  shall  be  a  percentage  of 
the  average  unpaid  balance  of  principal  (not  including  un- 
earned interest  added  to  principal)  of  all  eligible  loans  held  by 
such  holder  during  such  period. 

(2)  Rate  of  special  allowance. — (A)  Subject  to  subpara- 
graphs (B),  (C),  (D),  (E),  and  (F)  and  paragraph  (4),  the  special 
allowance  paid  pursuant  to  this  subsection  on  loans  shall  be 
computed  (i)  by  determining  the  average  of  the  bond  equivalent 
rates  of  91-day  Treasury  bills  auctioned  for  such  3-month  pe- 
riod, (ii)  by  subtracting  the  applicable  interest  rate  on  such 
loans  from  such  average,  (iii)  by  adding  3.10  percent  to  the  re- 
sultant percent,  and  (iv)  by  dividing  tne  resultant  percent  bv 
4.  If  such  computation  produces  a  number  less  than  zero,  such 
loans  shall  be  subject  to  section  427A(f).  ^ 

(B)(i)  The  quarterly  rate  of  the  special  allowance  for  hold- 
ers of  loans  which  were  made  or  purchased  with  funds  ob- 
tained by  the  holder  from  the  issuance  of  obligations,  the  in- 
come from  which  is  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  shall  be  one-half  the  quarterly  rate  of 
the  special  allowance  established  under  subparagraph  (A),  ex- 
cept that,  in  determining  the  rate  for  the  purpose  of  this  divi- 
sion, subparagraph  (A)(iii)  shall  be  applied  by  substituting  "3.5 
percent"  for  "3.10  percent"  .  Such  rate  shall  also  apply  to  hold- 
ers of  loans  which  were  made  or  purchased  with  funds  ob- 
tained by  the  holder  from  collections  or  default  reimburse- 
ments on,  or  interests  or  other  income  pertaining  to,  eligible 
loans  made  or  purchased  with  funds  described  in  the  preceding 
sentence  of  this  subparagraph  or  from  income  on  the  invest- 
ment of  such  funds.  This  subparagraph  shall  not  apply  to  loans 
which  were  made  or  insured  prior  to  October  1,  1980. 

(ii)  The  quarterly  rate  of  the  special  allowance  set  under 
division  (i)  of  this  subparagraph  shall  not  be  less  than  9.5  per- 
cent minus  the  applicable  interest  rate  on  such  loans,  divided 
by  4. 

(iii)  No  special  allowance  may  be  paid  under  this  subpara- 
graph unless  the  issuer  of  such  obligations  complies  with  sub- 
section (d)  of  this  section. 

(iv)  Notwithstanding  clauses  (i)  and  (ii),  the  quarterly  rate 
of  the  special  allowance  for  holders  of  loans  which  are  financed 
with  funds  obtained  by  the  holder  from  the  issuance  of  obliga- 
tions originally  issued  on  or  after  October  1,  1993,  the  income 
from  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986,  shall  be  the  quarterly  rate  of  the  special 
allowance  established  under  subparagraph  (A),  (E),  or  (F),  as 
the  case  may  be.  Such  rate  shall  also  apply  to  holders  of  loans 
which  were  made  or  purchased  with  funds  obtained  by  the 
holder  from  collections  or  default  reimbursements  on,  or  inter- 
est or  other  income  pertaining  to,  eligible  loans  made  or  pur- 
chased with  funds  described  in  the  preceding  sentence  of  this 
subparagraph  or  from  income  on  the  investment  of  such  funds. 
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(C)  (i)  In  the  case  of  loans  made  before  October  1,  1992, 
pursuant  to  section  428A  or  428B  for  which  the  interest  rate 
is  determined  under  section  427A(c)(4),  a  special  allowance  . 
shall  not  be  paid  unless  the  rate  determined  for  any  12-month 
period  under  subparagraph  (B)  of  such  section  exceeds  12  per- 
cent. 

(ii)  In  the  case  of  loans  disbursed  on  or  after  October  1, 
1992,  pursuant  to  section  428A  or  428B  for  which  the  interest 
rate  is  determined  under  section  427A(c)(4),  a  special  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  paid  unless  the  rate  determined  for  any  12- 
month  period  under  section  427A(c)(4)(B)  exceeds — 

(I)  11  percent  in  the  case  of  a  loan  under  section  428A; 

or 

(II)  10  percent  in  the  case  of  a  loan  under  section 
428B. 

(D)  (i)  In  the  case  of  loans  made  or  purchased  directly  from 
funds  loaned  or  advanced  pursuant  to  a  qualified  State  obliga- 
tion, subparagraph  (A)(iii)  shall  be  applied  by  substituting  "3.5 
percent"  for  "3.10  percent". 

(ii)  For  the  purpose  of  division  (i)  of  this  subparagraph,  the 
term  "qualified  State  obligation"  means — 

(I)  an  obligation  of  the  Maine  Educational  Loan  Mar- 
keting Corporation  to  the  Student  Lo£in  Marketing  Asso- 
ciation pursuant  to  an  agreement  entered  into  on  January 
31,  1984;  or 

(II)  an  obligation  of  the  South  Carolina  Student  Loan 
Corporation  to  the  South  Carolina  National  Bank  pursu- 
£int  to  an  agreement  entered  into  on  July  30,  1986. 

(E)  In  the  case  of  any  loan  for  which  the  applicable  rate 
of  interest  is  described  in  section  427A(g)(2),  subparagraph 
(A)(iii)  shall  be  applied  by  substituting  "2.5  percent"  for  "3.10 
percent". 

(F)  Subject  to  paragraph  (4),  the  special  allowsmce  paid 
pursuant  to  this  subsection  on  loans  for  which  the  applicable 
rate  of  interest  is  determined  under  section  427A(h)  shall  be 
computed  (i)  by  determining  the  applicable  bond  equivalent 
rate  of  the  security  with  a  comparable  maturity,  as  established 
by  the  Secretary,  (ii)  by  subtracting  the  applicable  interest 
rates  on  such  losms  from  such  applicable  bond  equivalent  rate, 
(iii)  by  adding  1.0  percent  to  the  resultant  percent,  and  (iv)  by 
dividing  the  resultant  percent  by  4.  If  sucn  computation  pro- 
duces a  number  less  than  zero,  such  loans  shall  be  subject  to 
section  427 A(f).  i 

(3)  Contractual  right  of  holders  to  speclvl  allow- 
ance.— The  holder  of  an  eligible  loan  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
a  contractual  right  against  the  United  States,  during  the  life 
of  such  loan,  to  receive  the  special  allowance  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  The  special  allowance  determined  for 
any  such  3-month  period  shall  be  paid  promptly  after  the  close 
of  such  period,  and  without  administrative  delay  after  receipt 
of  an  accurate  and  complete  request  for  payment,  pursusmt  to 
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procedures  established  by  regulations  promulgated  imder  this 
section. 

(4)  Penalty  for  late  payment. — (A)  If  payments  of  the 
special  allowances  payable  under  this  section  or  of  interest 

Payments  under  section  428(a)  with  respect  to  a  loan  have  not 
een  made  within  30  days  afler  the  Secretary  has  received  an 
accurate,  timely,  and  complete  request  for  payment  thereof,  the 
special  allowance  payable  to  such  holder  shall  be  increased  by 
an  amount  equal  to  the  daily  interest  accruing  on  the  special 
allowance  and  interest  benefits  payments  due  tne  holder. 

(B)  Such  daily  interest  shall  be  computed  at  the  daily 
equivalent  rate  of  the  sum  of  the  special  allowance  rate  com- 

Euted  pursuant  to  paragraph  (2)  and  the  interest  rate  applica- 
le  to  the  loan  and  shall  be  paid  for  the  later  of  (i)  the  31st 
day  after  the  receipt  of  such  request  for  payment  from  the 
holder,  or  (ii)  the  31st  day  after  the  final  day  of  the  period  or 
periods  covered  by  such  request,  and  shall  be  paid  for  each  suc- 
ceeding day  until,  and  including,  the  date  on  which  the  Sec- 
retary authorizes  payment. 

(C)  For  purposes  of  reporting  to  the  Congress  the  amounts 
of  special  allowances  paid  under  this  section,  amounts  of  spe- 
cial allowances  paid  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  seg- 
regated and  reported  separately. 

(5)  Definition  of  eligible  loan.— As  used  in  this  section, 
the  term  "eligible  loan"  means  a  lozm — 

(A)  (i)  on  which  a  portion  of  the  interest  is  paid  on  be- 
half of  the  student  and  for  the  student's  account  to  the 
holder  of  the  loan  under  section  428(  a); 

(ii)  which  is  made  under  section  428A,  428B,  428C, 
428H,  or  439(o);  or 

(iii)  which  was  made  prior  to  October  1,  1981;  and 

(B)  which  is  insured  under  this  part,  or  made  under 
a  program  covered  by  an  agreement  under  section  428(b) 
of  this  Act. 

As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "eligible  loan"  includes  all  loans 
subject  to  section  4281.  ^ 

(6)  Regulation  of  time  and  manner  of  payment.— The 
Secretary  shall  pay  the  holder  of  an  eligible  loan,  at  such  time 
or  times  as  are  specified  in  regulations,  a  special  allowance 
prescribed  pursuant  to  this  subsection  subject  to  the  condition 
that  such  holder  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary,  at  such  time  or 
times  and  in  such  a  manner  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  prop- 
er, such  information  as  may  be  required  by  regulation  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  the  Secretary  to  carry  out  his  functions 
under  this  section  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  section. 

(7)  Use  of  average  quarterly  balance. — The  Secretary 
shall  permit  lenders  to  calculate  interest  benefits  and  special 
allowance  through  the  use  of  the  average  quarterly  balance 
method  until  July  1,  1988. 

(c)  Origlnation  Fees  From  Stl^uents.— 

(1)  Deduction  from  interest  and  special  allowance 
SLTBSIDIES. — Notwithstanding  subsection  (b\  the  total  amount 
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of  interest  and  special  allowance  payable  under  section 
428(a)(3)(A)  and  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  respectively,  to 
any  holder  shall  be  reduced  by  the  Secretary  by  the  amount 
which  the  lender  is  authorized  to  charge  as  an  origination  fee 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection.  If  the  total 
amount  of  interest  and  special  allowance  payable  under  section 
428(a)(3)(A)  and  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  respectively,  is 
less  than  the  amount  the  lender  was  authorized  to  charge  bor- 
rowers for  origination  fees  in  that  quarter,  the  Secretary  shall 
deduct  the  excess  amount  from  the  subsequent  quarters'  pay- 
ments until  the  total  amount  has  been  deducted. 

(2)  Amount  of  origination  fees.— Subject  to  paragraph 
(6)  of  this  subsection,  with  respect  to  any  loan  (other  than 
loans  made  under  sections  428C  and  439(o))  for  which  a  com- 
pleted note  or  other  written  evidence  of  the  loan  was  sent  or 
delivered  to  the  borrower  for  signing  on  or  after  10  days  after 
the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Postsecondary  Student  Assistance 
Amendments  of  1981,  each  eligible  lender  under  this  part  is 
authorized  to  charge  the  borrower  an  origination  fee  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  3.0  percent  of  the  principal  amount  of 
the  loan,  to  be  deducted  proportionately  from  each  installment 
payment  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  prior  to  payment  to  the 
borrower. 

(3)  Relation  to  applicable  interest.— Such  origination 
fee  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  for  purposes  of  determining 
compliance  with  section  427A. 

(4)  Disclosure  required.— The  lender  shall  disclose  to 
the  borrower  the  amount  and  method  of  calculating  the  origi- 
nation fee. 

(5)  Prohibition  on  department  compelling  origination 
fee  collections  by  lenders.— Nothing  in  this  subsection 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  Secretary  to  require  any  lend- 
er that  is  making  loans  that  are  insured  or  guaranteed  under 
this  part,  but  for  which  no  amount  will  be  payable  for  interest 
under  section  428(a)(3)(A)  or  for  special  allowances  under  sub- 
section (b)  of  this  section,  to  collect  any  origination  fee  or  to 
submit  the  sums  collected  as  origination  fees  to  the  United 
States.  The  Secretary  shall,  not  later  than  January  1,  1987,  re- 
turn to  any  such  lender  any  such  sums  collected  before  the'  en- 
actment of  this  paragraph,  together  with  interest  thereon. 

(6)  SLS  AND  PLUS  LOANS.— With  respect  to  any  loans  made 
under  section  428A  or  428B  on  or  after  October  1,  1992,  each 
eligible  lender  under  this  part  shall  charge  the  borrower  an 
origination  fee  of  3.0  percent  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
loan,  to  be  deducted  proportionately  from  each  installment  pay- 
ment of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  prior  to  payments  to  the  bor- 
rower. 

(7)  Distribution  of  ork;ination  fees.— All  origination 
fees  collected  pursuant  to  this  section  on  loans  authorized 
under  section  428A  or  428B  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  by 
the  lender  and  deposited  in  the  fund  authorized  under  section 
431  of  this  part. 
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(1)  Deduction  from  interest  and  special  allowance 
SUBSIDIES. — Notwithstanding  subsection  (b),  the  Secretary 
shall  reduce  the  total  amount  of  interest  and  special  allowance 
payable  under  section  428(a)(3)(A)  and  subsection  (b)  of  this 
section,  respectively,  to  any  holder  of  a  loan  by  a  loan  fee  in 
an  amount  determined  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
subsection.  If  the  total  amount  of  interest  and  special  allow- 
ance payable  under  section  428(a)(3)(A)  and  subsection  (b)  of 
this  section,  respectively,  is  less  than  the  amount  of  such  loan 
fee,  then  the  Secretary  shall  deduct  such  excess  amount  from 
subsequent  quarters'  payments  until  the  total  amount  has 
been  deducted. 

(2)  Amount  of  loan  fees. — With  respect  to  any  loan 
under  this  part  for  which  the  first  disbursement  was  made  on 
or  after  October  1,  1993,  the  amount  of  the  loan  fee  which  shall 
be  deducted  under  paragraph  (1)  shall  be  equal  to  0.50  percent 
of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan. 

(3)  Distribution  of  loan  fees.— The  Secretary  shall  de- 
posit all  fees  collected  pursuant  to  paragraph  (3)  into  the  in- 
surance fund  established  in  section  431. 

(e)  Lending  From  Proceeds  of  Tax  Exempt  Obligations.— 

(1)  Plan  for  doing  business  required.— In  order  for  the 
holders  of  loans  any  portion  of  which  were  made  or  purchased 
with  funds  obtained  by  the  holder  from  an  Authority  issuing 
obligations,  the  income  from  which  is  exempt  from  taxation 
under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  to  be  eligible  to  re- 
ceive a  special  allowance  under  subsection  (b)(2)  of  this  section, 
the  Authority  shall  submit  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and 
to  the  guaranty  agency  determined  by  the  Secretary  to  be  the 
principal  guaranty  agency  for  the  State,  a  plan  for  doing  busi- 
ness. The  Governor  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  guaranty 
agency,  approve  or  disapprove  the  plan  within  30  days  of  the 
receipt  of  the  proposed  plan  from  the  Authority.  Such  plan 
shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  within  60  days  after 
approval. 

(2)  Contents  of  plan.— Each  such  plan  shall  contain  pro- 
visions designed  to  assure  that — 

(A)  no  eligible  lender  in  the  area  served  by  the  Author- 
ity will  be  excluded  from  participation  in  the  program  of 
the  Authority  and  all  eligible  lenders  may  participate  in 
the  program  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  if  eligible 
lenders  are  going  to  participate  in  the  program; 

(B)  no  director  or  staff  member  of  the  Authority  who 
receives  compensation  from  the  Authority  may  own  stock 
in,  or  receive  compensation  from,  any  agency  that  would 
contract  to  service  and  collect  the  loans  of  the  Authority; 

(C)  student  loans  will  not  be  purchased  from  partici- 
pating landers  at  a  premium  amounting  to  more  than  1 
percent  of  the  unpaid  principal  amount  borrowed  plus  ac- 
crued interest  to  the  date  of  acquisition,  but  a  reasonable 
loan  transfer  fee  may  be  paid  by  the  purchaser; 

(D)  the  Authority  will,  within  the  limit  of  funds  avail- 
able and  subject  to  the  applicable  State  and  Federal  law, 
make  loans  to,  or  purchase  loans  incurred  by,  all  eligible 
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students  who  are  residents  of,  or  who  attend  an  ehgible  in- 
stitution within,  the  area  served  by  the  Authority; 

(E)  the  Authority  has  a  plan  under  which  the  Author- 
ity will  pursue  the  development  of  new  lender  participa- 
tion in  a  continuing  program  of  benefits  to  students  to- 
gether with  assurances  of  existing  lender  commitments  to 
the  program;  and 

(F)  there  vdll  be  an  annual  audit  of  the  Authority  by 
a  certified  public  accounting  firm  which  v  ill  include  review 
of  compliance  by  the  Authority  with  the  provisions  of  the 
plan. 

(3)  Nondiscrimination.— In  order  for  the  holders  of  loans 
which  were  made  or  purchased  with  funds  obtained  by  the 
holder  from  an  Authority  issuing  obligations,  the  income  from 
which  is  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1986,  to  be  eligible  to  receive  a  special  allowance  under 
subsection  (b)(2)  of  this  section  on  any  such  loans,  the  Author- 
ity shall  not  engage  in  any  pattern  or  practice  which  results 
in  a  denial  of  a  borrower's  access  to  loans  under  this  part  be- 
cause of  the  borrower's  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  national  ori- 
gin, age,  handicapped  status,  income,  attendance  at  a  particu- 
lar eligible  institution  within  the  area  served  by  the  Authority, 
length  of  the  borrower's  educational  program,  or  the  borrower's 
academic  year  in  school. 

(4)  Report  by  the  secretary. — The  Secretary  shall,  no 
later  than  September  30,  1988,  and  each  succeeding  September 
30th,  submit  a  report  to  the  Committee  on  Education  and 
Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Committee  on 
Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  specifying — 

(A)  the  amount  of  student  loan  credit  provided 
through  the  use  of  tax-exempt  obligations  for  the  most  re- 
cent fiscal  year; 

(B)  an  assessment  of  the  impact  of  the  availability  of 
such  financing  on  the  availability  of  student  credit  in  the 
areas  served  by  the  authorities  issuing  such  obligations; 

(C)  an  assessment  of  the  need  for  additional  tax-ex- 
empt financing  for  student  credit  for  the  next  fiscal  year;

(f)  Regulations  To  Prevent  Denial  of  Loans  to  Eligible 
Students, — The  Secretary  shall  adopt  or  amend  appropriate  regu- 
lations pertaining  to  programs  carried  out  under  this  part  to  pre- 
vent, where  practicable,  any  practices  which  the  Secretary  finds 
have  denied  loans  to  a  substantial  number  of  eligible  students.

SEC.  439.  STUDENT  LOAN  MARKETING  ASSOCIATION. 

(a)  Purpose— The  Congress  hereby  declares  that  it  is  the  pur- 
ose  of  this  section  (1)  to  establish  a  private  corporation  which  will 
e  financed  by  private  capital  and  which  will  serve  as  a  secondary 
market  and  warehousing  facility  for  student  loans,  including  loans 
which  are  i  nsured  by  the  Secretary  under  this  part  or  by  a  guar- 
anty agency,  and  which  will  provide  liquidity  for  student  loan  in- 
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vestments;  (2)  in  order  to  facilitate  secured  transactions  involving 
student  loans,  to  provide  for  perfection  of  security  interests  in  stu- 
dent loans  either  through  the  taking  of  possession  or  by  notice  fil- 
ing; and  (3)  to  assure  nationwide  the  establishment  of  adequate 
loan  insurance  programs  for  students,  to  provide  for  an  additional 
program  of  loan  insurance  to  be  covered  by  agreements  with  the 


(1)  In  general. — ^There  is  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
to  be  known  as  the  Student  Loan  Marketing  Association  (here- 
inafler  referred  to  as  the  "Association").  The  Association  shall 
have  succession  until  dissolved.  It  shall  maintain  its  principal 
office  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  shall  be  deemed,  for  pur- 
poses of  venue  and  jurisdiction  in  civil  actions,  to  be  a  resident 
and  citizen  thereof.  Offices  may  be  established  by  the  r^as.. .  Na- 
tion in  such  other  place  or  places  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or 
appropriate  for  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

(2)  Exemption  from  State  and  local  taxes.— The  Asso- 
ciation, including  its  franchise,  capital,  reserves,  surplus,  mort- 


from  all  taxation  now  or  hereafter  imposed  by  any  State,  terri- 
tory, possession.  Commonwealth,  or  dependency  of  the  United 
States,  or  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  any  county,  mu- 
nicipality, or  local  taxing  authority,  except  that  any  real  prop- 
erty of  the  Association  shall  be  subject  to  State,  territorial, 
county,  municipal,  or  local  taxation  to  the  same  extent  accord- 
ing to  its  value  as  other  real  property  is  taxed. 

(3)  Appropriations  authorized  for  establishment. — 
There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Secretary 
$5,000,000  for  making  advances  for  the  purpose  of  helping  to 
establish  the  Association.  Such  advances  shall  be  repaid  within 
such  period  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  to  be  appropriate  in 
light  of  the  maturity  and  solvency  of  the  Association.  Such  ad- 
vances shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  less  than  (A)  a  rate  de- 
termined by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  taking  into  consider- 
ation the  current  average  market  yield  on  outstanding  market- 
able obli'  ations  of  the  United  States  with  remaining  period  to 
maturity  comparable  to  the  maturity  of  such  advances,  ad- 
justed to  the  nearest  one-eighth  of  1  percent,  plus  (B)  an  allow- 
ance adequate  in  the  judgment  of  tne  Secretary  to  cover  ad- 
ministrative costs  and  probable  losses.  Repayments  of  such  ad- 
vances shall  be  deposited  into  miscellaneous  receipts  of  the 
Treasury. 

(c)  Board  of  Dir^sctors.— 

(1)  Composition  of  board;  chairt^an. — (A)  The  Associa- 
tion shall  have  a  Board  of  Directors  which  shall  consist  of  21 
persons,  7  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and 
shall  be  representative  of  the  general  public.  The  remaining  14 
directors  snail  be  elected  by  the  common  stockholders  of  the 
Association  entitled  to  vote  pursuant  to  subsection  (f).  Com- 
mencing with  the  annual  shareholders  meeting  to  be  held  in 
1993— 

(i)  7  of  the  elected  directors  shall  be  EifTiliated  with  an 
eligible  institution;  and 
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(ii)  7  of  the  elected  directors  shadl  be  affiliated  with  an 
eligible  lender. 

(B)  The  President  shall  designate  1  of  the  directors  to 
serve  as  Chairman. 

(2)  Terms  of  appointed  and  elected  members.— The  di- 
rectors appointed  by  the  President  shaill  serve  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  President  and  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed 
and  have  qualified.  The  remaining  directors  shaill  each  oe  elect- 
ed for  a  term  ending  on  the  date  of  the  next  annuail  meeting 
of  the  common  stockholders  of  the  Association,  and  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  have  qualified. 
Any  appointive  seat  on  the  Board  which  becomes  vacant  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  President.  Any  elective  seat  on 
the  Board  which  becomes  vacant  after  the  annual  election  of 
the  directors  shaill  be  filled  by  the  Board,  but  only  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

(3)  Affiliated  members.— For  the  purpose  of  this  sub- 
section, the  references  to  a  director  "affiliatea  with  the  eligible 
institution"  or  a  director  "affiliated  with  an  eligible  lender" 
means  an  individual  who  is,  or  within  5  years  of  election  to  the 
Board  has  been,  an  employee,  officer,  director,  or  similar  offi- 
ciail  of — 

(A)  an  eligible  institution  or  an  eligible  lender; 

(B)  an  association  whose  members  consist  primarily  of 
eligible  institutions  or  eligible  lenders;  or 

(C)  a  State  agency,  authority,  instrumentality,  com- 
mission, or  similar  institution,  the  primary  purpose  of 
which  relates  to  educational  matters  or  banking  matters. 

(4)  Meetings  and  functions  of  the  board.— The  Board 
of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  its  Chairman,  but  at  least 
semiannually.  The  Board  shall  determine  the  general  policies 
which  shall  govern  the  operations  of  the  Association.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  shaill,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
select,  appoint,  and  compensate  quailified  persons  to  fill  the  of- 
fices as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  bylaws,  with  such  functions, 
powers,  and  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  bylaws  or  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  persons  shall  be  the  officers 
of  the  Association  and  shall  discharge  all  such  functions,  pow- 
ers, and  duties. 

(d)  Authority  of  Association. — 

(1)  In  general.— The  Association  is  authorized,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section — 

(A)  pursuant  to  commitments  or  otherwise  to  make  ad- 
vances on  the  security  of,  purchase,  or  repurchase,  service, 
sell  or  resell,  offer  participations,  or  pooled  interests  or 
otherwise  deal  in,  at  prices  and  on  terms  and  conditions 
determined  by  the  Association,  student  loans  which  are  in- 
sured by  the  Secretary  under  this  part  or  by  a  guaranty 
agency; 

(B)  to  buy,  sell,  hold,  underwrite,  and  otherwise  deal 
in  obligations,  if  such  obligations  are  issued,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  or  purchasing  insured  loans,  by  a  guaranty 
agency  or  by  an  eligible  lender  in  a  State  described  in  sec- 
tion 435(d)(1)  (D)  or  (F); 
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(C)  to  buy,  sell,  hold,  insure,  underwrite,  and  other- 
wise deal  in  olbligations  issued  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
or  refinancing  the  construction,  reconstruction,  renovation, 
improvement,  or  purchase  at  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation of  any  of  the  following  facilities  (including  the  un- 
derlying property)  and  materials  (including  related  equip- 
ment, instrumentation,  and  furnishings)  at  an  eligible  in- 
stitution of  higher  education: 

(i)  educational  and  training  facilities; 

(ii)  housing  for  students  and  faculties,  dining 
halls,  student  unions,  and  facilities  specifically  de- 
signed to  promote  fitness  and  health  for  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  staff  or  for  physical  education  courses;  and 

(iii)  library  facilities,  including  the  acquisition  of 
library  materials  at  institutions  of  higher  education; 

except  that  not  more  than  30  percent  of  the  value  of  trans- 
actions entered  into  under  this  subparagraph  shall  involve 
transactions  of  the  types  described  in  clause  (ii); 

(D)  to  undertake  a  program  of  loan  insurance  pursu- 
ant to  agreements  with  the  Secretary  under  section  428, 
and  except  with  respect  to  loans  under  subsection  (o)  of 
this  section  or  under  section  428C,  the  Secretary  may 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Association  for  such  pur- 
pose only  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  (i)  eligible  bor- 
rowers are  seeking  and  unable  to  obtain  loans  under  this 
part,  and  (ii)  no  guaranty  agency  is  capable  of  or  willing 
to  provide  a  program  of  loan  insurance  for  such  borrowers; 
and 

(E)  to  undertake  any  other  activity  which  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Association  determines  to  be  in  further- 
ance of  the  programs  of  insured  student  loans  authorized 
under  this  part  or  will  otherwise  support  the  credit  needs 
of  students,  except  that — 

(i)  in  carrying  out  all  such  activities  the  purpose 
shall  always  be  to  provide  secondary  market  and  other 
support  for  lending  programs  offered  by  other  organi- 
zations and  not  to  replace  or  compete  with  such  other 
programs; 

(ii)  nothing  in  this  subparagraph  (E)  shall  be 
deemed  to  authorize  the  Association  to  acquire,  own, 
operate,  or  control  any  bank,  savings  and  loan  associa- 
tion, savings  bank  or  credit  union;  and 

(iii)  not  later  than  30  days  prior  to  the  initial  im- 
plementation of  a  program  undertaken  pursuant  to 
this  subparagraph  (E),  the  Association  shall  advise  the 
Chairman  and  the  Ranking  Member  on  the  Committee 
on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Chairman  and  the  Ranking  Member  of  the  Committee 
on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  writing  of  its  plans  to  offer  such  program  and 
shall  provide  information  relating  to  the  general  terms 
and  conditions  of  such  program. 

The  Association  is  further  authorized  to  undertake  any  activity 
with  regard  to  student  loans  which  are  not  insured  or  guaran- 
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teed  as  provided  for  in  this  subsection  as  it  may  undertake 
with  regard  to  insured  or  guaranteed  student  loans.  Any 
warehousing  advance  made  on  the  security  of  such  loans  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (3)  of  this  subsection 
to  the  same  extent  as  a  warehousing  advamce  made  on  the  se- 
curity of  insured  loans. 

(2)  Warehousing  advances. — Any  warehousing  advance 
made  under  paragraph  (1)(A)  of  this  subsection  shall  be  made 
on  the  security  of  (A)  insured  loans,  (B)  marketable  obligations 
and  securities  issued,  guaranteed,  or  insured  by,  the  United 
States,  or  for  which  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  United 
States  is  pledged  for  the  repayment  of  principal  and  interest 
thereof,  or  (C)  marketable  obligations  issued,  guaranteed,  or 
insured  by  any  agency,  instrumentality,  or  corporation  of  the 
United  States  for  which  the  credit  of  such  agency,  instrumen- 
tality, or  corporation  is  pledged  for  the  repayment  of  principal 
and  interest  thereof,  in  ah  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  such 
advance.  The  proceeds  of  any  such  aavance  secured  by  insured 
loans  shall  either  be  invested  in  additional  insured  loans  or  the 
lender  shall  provide  assurances  to  the  Association  that  during 
the  period  of  the  borrowing  it  will  maintain  a  level  of  insured 
loans  in  its  portfolio  not  less  than  the  aggregate  outstanding 
balance  of  such  loans  held  at  the  time  of  the  borrowing.  The 
proceeds  from  any  such  advance  secured  by  collateral  described 
in  clauses  (B)  and  (C)  shall  be  invested  in  additional  insured 
student  loans. 

(3)  Perfection  of  security  interests  in  student 
LOANS. — Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  State  law  to 
the  contrary,  including  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  as  in  ef- 
fect in  any  State,  a  security  interest  in  insured  student  loans 
created  on  behalf  of  the  Association  or  any  eligible  lender  as 
defined  in  section  435(a)  may  be  perfected  either  through  the 
taking  of  possession  of  such  loans  or  by  the  filing  of  notice  of 
such  security  interest  in  such  loans  in  the  manner  provided  by 
such  State  law  for  perfection  of  security  interests  in  accounts. 

(4)  Form  of  securities. — Securities  issued  pursuant  to 
the  offering  of  participations  or  pooled  interests  under  para- 
graph (1)  of  this  subsection  may  be  in  the  form  of  debt  obliga- 
tions, or  trust  certificates  of  beneficial  ownership,  or  both.  Stu- 
dent loans  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  offering  of  participations 
or  pooled  interests  shall  at  all  times  be  adequate  to  ensure  the 
timely  principal  and  interest  payments  on  such  securities. 

(5)  Restrictions  on  facilities  and  housing  activities. — 
Not  less  than  75  percent  of  the  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  ob- 
ligations bought,  sold,  held,  insured,  underwritten,  and  other- 
wise supported  in  accordance  with  the  authority  contained  in 
paragraph  (1)(C)  shall  be  obligations  which  are  listed  by  a  na- 
tionally recognized  statistical  rating  organization  at  a  rating 
below  the  second  highest  rating  of  such  organization. 

(e)  Advances  to  Lenders  That  Do  Not  Discriminate.— The 
Association,  pursuant  to  such  criteria  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  prescribe,  shall  make  advances  on  security  or  purchase  stu- 
dent loans  pursuant  to  subsection  (d)  only  after  the  Association  is 
assured  that  the  lender  (1)  does  not  discriminate  by  pattern  or 
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practice  against  any  particular  class  or  category  of  students  by  re- 
quiring that,  as  a  condition  to  the  receipt  of  a  loan,  the  student  or 
his  family  maintain  a  business  relationship  with  the  lender,  except 
that  this  clause  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  a  loan  made  by  a 
credit  union,  savings  and  loan  association,  mutual  savings  bank, 
institution  of  higher  education,  or  any  other  lender  with  less  than 
$75,000,000  in  deposits,  and  (2)  does  not  discriminate  on  the  basis 
of  race,  sex,  color,  creed,  or  national  origin, 
(f)  Stock  of  the  Association. — 

(1)  Voting  common  stock. — The  Association  shall  have 
voting  common  stock  having  such  par  value  as  may  be  fixed  by 
its  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to  time.  Each  share  of  voting 
common  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  with  rights  of  cumu- 
lative voting  at  all  elections  of  directors. 

(2)  Number  of  shares;  transferability.— The  maximum 
number  of  shares  of  voting  common  stock  that  the  Association 
may  issue  and  have  outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to  time.  Any  voting  com- 
mon stock  issued  shall  be  fully  transferable,  except  that,  as  to 
the  Association,  it  shall  be  transferred  only  on  the  books  of  the 
Association. 

(3)  Dividends. — To  the  extent  that  net  income  is  earned 
and  realized,  subject  to  subsection  (g)(2),  dividends  may  be  de- 
clared on  voting  common  stock  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such 
dividends  as  may  be  declared  by  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
be  paid  to  the  holders  of  outstanding  shares  of  voting  common 
stock,  except  that  no  such  dividends  shall  be  payable  with  re- 
spect to  any  share  which  has  been  called  for  redemption  past 
the  effective  date  of  such  call. 

(4)  Single  class  of  voting  common  stock. — As  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  the  Higher  Education  Amendments  of  1992,  all 
of  the  previously  authorized  shares  of  voting  common  stock  and 
nonvoting  common  stock  of  the  Association  shall  be  converted 
to  shares  of  a  single  class  of  voting  common  stock  on  a  share- 
for-share  basis,  without  any  further  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Association  or  any  holder.  Each  outstanding  certificate  for  vot- 
ing or  nonvoting  common  stock  shall  evidence  ownership  of  the 
same  number  of  shares  of  voting  stock  into  which  it  is  con- 
verted. All  preexisting  rights  and  obligations  with  respect  to 
any  class  of  common  stock  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  rights  and  obligations  with  respect  to  such  converted 
shares. 

(g)  Preferred  Stock.— 

(1)  Authority  of  board. — The  Association  is  authorized 
to  issue  nonvoting  preferred  stock  having  such  par  value  as 
may  be  fixed  by  its  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to  time.  Any 
preferred  share  issued  shall  be  freely  transferable,  except  that, 
as  to  the  Association,  it  shall  be  transferred  only  on  the  books 
of  the  Association. 

(2)  Rights  of  preferred  stock.— The  holders  of  the  pre- 
ferred shares  shall  be  entitled  to  such  rate  of  cumulative  divi- 
dends and  such  shares  shall  be  subject  to  such  redemption  or 
other  conversion  provisions  as  may  be  provided  for  at  the  time 
of  issuance.  No  dividends  shall  be  payable  on  any  share  of  com- 
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mon  stock  at  any  time  when  any  dividend  is  due  on  any  share 
of  preferred  stock  and  has  not  been  paid, 

(3)  Preference  on  termination  of  business. — In  the 
event  of  any  liquidation,  dissolution,  or  winding  up  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's business,  the  holders  of  the  preferred  shares  shall  be 
paid  in  full  at  par  value  thereof,  plus  all  accrued  dividends,  be- 
fore the  holders  of  the  comrhon  shares  receive  any  payment, 
(h)  Debt  Obligations.— 

(1)  Approval  by  secretaries  of  education  and  the 
TREASURY. — The  Association  is  authorized  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  Education  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  issue  and  have  outstanding  obligations  having  such  matu- 
rities and  bearing  such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  Association.  The  authority  of  the  Secretary  of 
Education  to  approve  the  issuance  of  such  obligations  is  lim- 
ited to  obligations  issued  by  the  Association  and  guaranteed  by 
the  Secretary  pursuant  to  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsection. 
Such  obligations  may  be  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  Asso- 
ciation before  maturity  in  such  manner  as  may  be  stipulated 
therein.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  not  direct  as  a  con- 
dit  ion  of  his  approval  that  any  such  issuance  of  obligations  by 
the  Association  be  made  or  sold  to  the  Federal  Financing 
Bank.  To  the  extent  that  the  average  outstanding  amount  of 
the  obligations  owned  by  the  Association  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority contained  in  subsection  (d)(1)  (B)  and  (C)  of  this  section 
and  as  to  which  the  income  is  exempt  from  taxation  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  does  not  exceed  the  average 
stockholders'  equity  of  the  Association,  the  interest  on  obliga- 
tions issued  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
interest  on  indebtedness  incurred  or  continued  to  purchase  or 
carry  obligations  for  the  purpose  of  section  265  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986. 

(2)  Guarantee  of  debt.— The  Secretary  is  authorized, 
prior  to  October  1,  1984,  to  guarantee  payment  when  due  of 
principal  and  interest  on  obligations  issued  by  the  Association 
in  an  aggregate  amount  determined  by  the  Secretary  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of 
Education  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  limit,  control,  or 
constrain  programs  of  the  Association  or  support  of  the  Guar- 
anteed Student  Loan  Program  by  the  Association. 

(3)  Borrowing  authority  to  meet  guarantee  obliga- 
tions.—To  enable  the  Secretary  to  discharge  his  responsibil- 
ities under  guarantees  issued  by  him,  he  is  authorized  to  issue 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  notes  or  other  obligations  in 
such  forms  and  denominations,  bearing  such  maturities,  and 
subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury. Such  notes  or  other  obligations  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  taking  into 
consideration  the  current  average  market  yield  on  outstanding 
marketable  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  comparable  ma- 
turities during  the  months  preceding  the  issuance  of  the  notes 
or  other  obligations.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  author- 
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ized  and  directed  to  purchase  any  notes  and  other  obligations 
issued  hereunder  and  for  that  purpose  he  is  authorized  to  use 
as  a  public  debt  transaction  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  any 
securities  issued  under  the  Second  Liberty  Bond  Act,  as 
amended,  and  the  purposes  for  which  securities  may  be  issued 
under  that  Act,  as  amended,  are  extended  to  include  any  pur- 
chase of  such  notes  and  obligations.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  at  any  time  sell  any  of  the  notes  or  other  obliga- 
tions acquired  by  him  under  this  subsection.  All  redemptions, 
purchases,  and  sales  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  such 
notes  or  other  obligations  shall  be  treated  as  public  debt  trans- 
actions of  the  United  States.  There  is  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  Secretary  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  on  the  notes  or  obligations  issued  by 
him  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(4)  Action  on  request  b'or  guarantees.— Upon  receipt  of 
a  request  from  the  Association  under  this  subsection  requiring 
approvals  by  the  Secretary  of  Education  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  the  Secretary  of  Education  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  act  promptly  either  to  grant  approval  or  to  ad- 
vise the  Association  of  the  reasons  for  withholding  approval.  In 
no  case  shall  such  an  approval  be  withheld  for  a  period  longer 
than  60  days  unless,  prior  to  the  end  of  such  period,  the  Sec- 
retary of  Education  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  submit 
to  the  Congress  a  detailed  explanation  of  reasons  for  doing  so. 

(5)  Authority  of  treasury  to  purchase  debt. — The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  purchase  any  obliga- 
tions issued  by  the  Association  pursuant  to  this  subsection  as 
now  or  hereafter  in  force,  and  for  such  purpose  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  use  as  a  public  debt  trans- 
action the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  securities  hereafter  is- 
sued under  the  Second  Liberty  Bond  Act,  as  now  or  hereafter 
in  force,  and  the  purposes  for  which  securities  may  be  issued 
under  the  Second  Liberty  Bond  Act,  as  now  or  hereafter  in 
force  are  extended  to  include  such  purchases.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  shall  not  at  any  time  purchase  any  obligations 
under  this  subsection  if  such  purchase  would  increase  the  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  of  his  then  outstanding  holdings  of 
such  obligations  under  this  subsection  to  an  amount  greater 
than  $1,000,000,000.  Each  purchase  of  obligations  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  under  this  subsection  shall  be  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  yield  a  return  at  a  rate  deter- 
mined by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  taking  into  consider- 
ation the  current  average  rate  on  outstanding  marketable  obli- 
gations of  the  United  States  of  comparable  maturities  as  of  the 
last  day  of  the  month  preceding  the  making  of  such  purchase. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  at  any  time,  sell,  upon 
buch  terms  and  conditions  and  at  such  price  or  prices  as  he 
shall  determine,  any  of  the  obligations  acquired  by  him  under 
this  subsection.  All  redemptions,  purchases,  and  sales  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury'  of  such  obligations  under  this  sub- 
section shall  be  treated  as  public  debt  transactions  of  the  Unit- 
ed States. 
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(6)  3r\LE  OF  DEBT  TO  FEDERAL  FINANCING  BANK.— Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  law  the  Association  is  author- 
ized to  sell  or  issue  obligations  on  the  security  of  student  loans, 
the  payment  of  interest  or  principal  of  which  has  at  any  time 
been  guaranteed  under  section  428  or  429  of  this  part,  to  the 
Federal  Financing  Bank. 

(7)  Offset  fee. — (A)  The  Association  shall  pay  to  the  Sec- 
retary, on  a  monthly  basis,  an  offset  fee  calculated  on  an  an- 
nual basis  in  an  amount  equal  to  0.30  percent  of  the  principal 
amount  of  each  loan  made,  insured  or  guaranteed  under  this 
part  that  the  Association  holds  (except  for  loans  made  pursu- 
ant to  sections  428C,  439(o),  or  439(q))  and  that  was  acquired 
on  or  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  paragraph. 

(B)  If  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  Association  has 
substantially  failed  to  comply  with  subsection  (q),  subpara- 
graph (A)  shall  be  applied  by  substituting  "1.0  percent"  for  "0.3 
percent". 

(C)  The  Secretary  shall  deposit  all  fees  collected  pursuant 
to  this  paragraph  into  the  insurance  fund  established  in  sec- 
tion 431.  .       ,   „  , 

(i)  General  Corporate  Powers.— The  Association  shall  have 

power — 

(1)  to  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  its  cor- 
porate name  and  through  its  own  counsel; 

(2)  to  adopt,  alter,  and  use  the  corporate  seal,  which  shall 
be  judicially  noticed; 

(3)  to  adopt,  amend,  and  repeal  bv  its  Board  of  Directors, 
bylaws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  business; 

(4)  to  conduct  its  business,  carry  on  its  operations,  and 
have  officers  and  exercise  the  power  granted  by  this  section  in 
any  State  without  regard  to  any  qualification  or  similar,  statute 
in  any  State;  . 

(5)  to  lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire,  own,  hold,  im- 
prove, use,  or  otherwise  deal  in  and  with  any  property,  real, 
personal,  or  mixed,  or  any  interest  therein,  wherever  situated" 

(6)  to  accept  gifts  or  donations  of  services,  or  of  property, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  tangible  or  intangible,  in  aid  of  any 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Association; 

(7)  to  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  pledge,  lease,  exchange,  and 
otherwise  dispose  of  its  property  and  assets; 

{8)  to  appoint  such  officers,  attorneys,  employees,  and 
agents  as  may  be  required,  to  determine  their  qualifications,  to 
define  their  duties,  to  fix  their  salaries,  require  bonds  for  them, 
and  fix  the  penalty  thereof;  and 

(9)  to  enter  into  contracts,  to  execute  instruments,  to  incur 
liabilities,  and  to  do  all  things  as  are  necessary  or  incidental 
to  the  proper  management  of  its  affairs  and  the  proper  conduct 
of  its  business. 

(j)  AccoL-NTiN'c;,  AuiMTiNC,  AND  Rki'ORTING.— The  accounts  of 
the  Association  shall  be  audited  annually  Such  audits  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  by 
independent  certified  public  accountants  or  by  independent  licensed 
public  accountants,  licensc'd  on  or  before  December  31,  1970,  who 
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are  certified  or  licensed  by  a  regulatory  authority  of  a  State  or 
other  political  subdivision  of  the  United  States,  except  that  inde- 
pendent public  accountants  licensed  to  practice  by  such  regulatory 
authority  after  December  31,  1970,  and  persons  who,  although  not 
so  certified  or  licensed,  meet,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  stand- 
ai'ds  of  education  and  experience  representative  of  the  highest 
standards  prescribed  by  the  licensing  authorities  of  the  several 
States  which  provide  for  the  continuing  licensing  of  public  account- 
ants and  which  are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  appropriate  reg- 
ulations may  perform  such  audits  until  December  31,  1975.  A  re- 
port of  each  such  audit  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.  The  audit  shall  be  conducted  at  the  place  or  places  where 
the  accounts  are  normally  kept.  The  representatives  of  the  Sec- 
retary shall  have  access  to  all  books,  accounts,  financial  records,  re- 
ports, files,  and  all  other  papers,  things,  or  property  belonging  to 
or  in  use  by  the  Association  and  necessary  to  facilitate  the  audit, 
and  they  shall  be  afforded  full  facilities  for  verifying  transactions 
with  the  balances  or  securities  held  by  depositanes,  fiscal  agents, 
and  custodians. 

(k)  Report  on  Audits  by  Treasury.— A  report  of  each  such 
audit  for  a  fiscal  year  shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury to  the  President  and  to  the  Congress  not  later  than  6  months 
following  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year.  The  report  shall  set  forth  the 
scope  of  the  audit  and  shall  include  a  statement  (showing 
intercorporate  relations)  of  assets  and  liabilities,  capital  and  sur- 
plus or  deficit;  a  statement  of  surplus  or  deficit  analysis;  a  state- 
ment of  income  and  expense;  a  statement  of  sources  and  applica- 
tion of  funds;  and  such  comments  and  information  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  keep  the  President  and  the  Congress  informed 
of  the  operations  and  financial  condition  of  the  ^sociation,  to- 
gether with  such  recommendations  with  respect  thereto  as  the  Sec- 
retary may  deem  advisable,  including  a  report  of  any  impairment 
of  capital  or  lack  of  sufficient  capital  noted  in  the  audit.  A  copy  of 
each  report  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary,  and  to  the  Associa- 
tion. 

(1)  Lawful  Investment  Instruments;  Effect  of  and  Exemp- 
tions From  Other  Laws.— All  obligations  issued  by  the  Associa- 
tion including  those  made  under  subsection  (d)(4)  shall  be  lawful 
investments,  and  may  be  accepted  as  security  for  all  fiduciary, 
trust,  and  public  funds,  the  investment  or  deposit  of  which  shall  be 
under  authority  or  control  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  officer  or 
officers  thereof  All  stock  and  obligations  issued  by  the  Association 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  exempt  securities 
within  the  meaning  of  laws  administered  by  the  Securities  and  Ex- 
change Conimission,  to  the  same  extent  as  securities  which  are  di- 
rect obligations  of,  or  obligations  guaranteed  as  to  principal  or  in- 
terest by,  the  United  States.  The  Association  shall,  for  the  purposes 
of  section  14(b)(2)  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Act,  be  deemed  to  be  an 
agency  of  the  United  States.  The  obligations  of  the  Association 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  obligations  of  the  United  States  for  the  pur- 
pose of  section  3124  of  title  31,  United  States  Code.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  the  distribution  of  its  property  pursuant  to  section  726  of 
title  11,  United  States  Code,  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  a  per- 
son within  the  meaning  of  such  title.  The  priority  established  in 
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favor  of  the  United  States  by  section  3713  of  title  31,  United  States 
Code,  shall  not  establish  a  priority  over  the  indebtediiess  of  the  As- 
sociation issued  or  incurred  on  or  before  September  30,  1992.  The 
Federal  Reserve  Banks  are  authorized  to  act  as  depositaries, 
custodians,  or  fiscal  agents,  or  a  combination  thereof,  for  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  general  performance  of  its  powers  under  this  section. 

(m)  Preparation  of  Obligations. — In  order  to  furnish  obliga- 
tions for  delivery  by  the  Association,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
is  authorized  to  prepare  such  obligations  in  such  form  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  may  approve,  such  obligations  when  prepared  to  be 
held  in  the  Treasury  subject  to  delivery  upon  order  by  the  Associa- 
tion. The  engraved  plates,  dies,  bed  pieces,  and  so  forth,  executed 
in  connection  therewith  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury.  The  Association  shall  reimburse  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  for  any  expenditures  made  in  the  prepara- 
tion, custody,  and  delivery  of  such  obligations.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  authorized  to  promulgate  regulations  on  behalf  of  the 
Association  so  that  the  Association  may  utilize  the  book-entry  sys- 
tem of  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks. 

(n)  Report  on  Operations  and  Activities.— The  Association 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  trans- 
mit to  the  President  and  the  Congress  a  report  of  the  Association's 
operations  and  activities,  including  a  report  with  respect  to  all  fa- 
cilities transactions,  during  each  year. 

(o)  Loan  Consolidations.— 

(1)  In  general. — The  Association  or  its  designated  agent 
may,  upon  request  of  a  borrower,  consolidate  loans  received 
under  this  title  in  accordance  with  section  428C. 

(2)  Use  of  existing  agencies  as  agent. — The  Association 
in  making  loans  pursuant  to  this  subsection  in  any  State 
served  by  a  guaranty  agency  or  an  eligible  lender  in  a  State 
described  in  section  435(d)(1)  (D)  or  (F)  may  designate  as  its 
agent  such  agency  or  lender  to  perform  such  functions  as  the 
Association  determines  appropriate.  Any  agreements  made 
pursuant  to  this  subparagraph  shall  be  on  sucn  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  agreed  upon  by  the  Association  and  such  agency  or 
lender. 

(p)  Advances  for  Direct  Loans  by  G.jaranty  Agencies. — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Association  shall  make  advances  in 
each  fiscal  year  from  amounts  available  to  it  to  each  guaranty 
agency  and  eligible  lender  described  in  subsection  428(h)(1) 
which  has  an  agreement  with  the  Association  which  sets  forth 
that  advances  are  necessary  to  enable  such  agency  or  lender  to 
make  student  loans  in  accordance  with  section  428(h)  and  that 
such  advances  will  be  repaid  to  the  Association  in  accordance 
with  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  set  forth  in  the 
agreement  and  agreed  to  by  the  Association  and  such  agency 
or  lender.  Advances  made  under  this  subsection  shall  not  be 
subject  to  subsection  (d)(2)  of  this  section. 

(2)  Limitation. — No  advance  may  be  made  under  this  sub- 
section unless  the  guaranty  agency  or  lender  makes  an  applica- 
tion to  the  Association,  which  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  in- 
formation as  the  Association  determines  to  be  reasonably  nec- 
essary. 
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(q)  Lender-of-Last-Resort. — 

(1)  Action  at  request  of  secretary.— (A)  Whenever  the 
Secretary  determines  that  eligible  borrowers  are  seeking  and 
are  unable  to  obtain  loans  under  tliis  part,  the  Association  or 
its  designated  agent  shall,  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date 
of  enactment  of  the  Student  Loan  Reform  Act  of  1993,  begin 
making  loans  to  such  eligible  borrowers  in  accordance  with  this 
subsection  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  may 
request  that  the  Association  make  loans  to  borrowers  within  a 
geographic  area  or  for  the  benefit  of  students  attending  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  that  certify,  in  accordance  with  stand- 
ards established  by  the  Secretary,  tnat  their  students  are  seek- 
ing and  unable  to  obtain  loans. 

(B)  Loans  made  pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  be  insur- 
able by  the  Secretary  under  section  429  with  a  certificate  of 
comprehensive  insurance  coverage  provided  for  under  section 
429(b)(1)  or  by  a  guaranty  agency  under  paragraph  (2)(A)  of 
this  subsection. 

(2)  Issuance  and  coverage  of  loans. — (A)  Whenever  the 
Secretary,  after  consultation  with,  and  with  the  agreement  of, 
representatives  of  the  guaranty  agency  in  a  State,  or  an  eligi- 
ble lender  in  a  State  described  in  section  435(d)(1)(D),  deter- 
mines that  a  substantial  portion  of  eligible  borrowers  in  such 
State  or  within  an  area  of  such  State  are  seeking  and  are  un- 
able to  obtain  loans  under  this  part,  the  Association  or  its  des- 
ignated agent  shall  begin  making  such  loans  to  borrowers  in 
such  State  or  within  an  area  of  such  State  in  accordance  with 
this  subsection  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary. 

(B)  Loans  made  pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  be  insur- 
able by  the  agency  identified  in  subparagraph  (A)  having  an 
agreement  pursuant  to  section  428(d).  For  loans  insured  by 
such  agency,  the  agency  shall  provide  the  Association  with  a 
certificate  of  comprehensive  insurance  coverage,  if  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  agency  have  mutually  agreed  upon  a  means  to  de- 
termine that  the  agency  has  not  already  guaranteed  a  loan 
under  this  part  to  a  student  which  would  cause  a  subsequent 
loan  made  by  the  Association  to  be  in  violation  of  any  provision 
under  this  part. 

(3)  Termination  of  lending.— The  Association  or  its  des- 
ignated agent  shall  cease  making  loans  under  this  subsection 
at  such  time  as  the  Secretary  detei  mines  that  the  conditions 
which  caused  the  implementation  of  this  subsection  have 
ceased  to  exist. 

(r)  Safety  and  Soundness  of  Association. — 

(1)  Reports  by  the  association.— The  Association  shall 
promptly  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  Education  and  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  copies  of  all — 

(A)  periodic  financial  reports  publicly  dis'ributed  by 
the  Association;  and 

(B)  reports  concerning  the  Association  that  are  re- 
ceived by  the  Association  and  prepared  by  nationally  rec- 
ognized statistical  rating  organizations. 

(2)  Audit  by  secretary  of  the  treasury.— < A)  The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  may — 
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(i)  appoint  auditors  to  conduct  audits  of  the  Associa- 
tion from  time  to  time  to  determine  the  condition  of  the 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  its  financial  safety 
and  soundness;  and 

(ii)  enter  into  contracts  to  obtain  the  services  of  such 
technical  experts  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  deter- 
mines necessary  and  appropriate  to  provide  technical  as- 
sistance to  any  auditor  appointed  under  this  paragraph. 

(B)  Each  auditor  appointed  under  this  paragraph  shall 
conduct  an  audit  of  the  Association  to  the  extent  requested  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  shall  prepare  and  submit  a 
report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  concerning  the  results 
of  such  audit.  A  copy  of  such  report  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
Association  and  the  Secretary  of  Education  on  the  date  on 
which  it  is  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(C)  The  Association  shall  provide  full  and  prompt  access  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  its  books  and  records  and 
other  information  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(3)  Monitoring  of  safety  and  soundness.— The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  shall  conduct  such  studies  as  may  be 
necessary  to  monitor  the  financial  safety  and  soundness  of  the 
Association.  In  the  event  thi.t  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  de- 
termines that  the  financial  safety  and  soundness  of  the  Asso- 
ciation is  at  risk,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  inform 
the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate,  the  Chairman 
and  ranking  minority  member  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  Secretary 
of  Education  of  such  determination  and  identify  any  corrective 
actions  that  should  be  taken  to  ensure  the  safety  and  sound- 
ness of  the  Association. 

(4)  Capital  standard. — If  th(!  capital  ratio  is  less  than  2 
percent  and  is  greater  than  or  equal  to  1.75  percent  at  the  end 
of  the  Association's  most  recent  calendar  quarter  the  Associa- 
tion shall,  within  60  days  of  such  occurrence,  submit  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a  capital  restoration  plan,  in  reason- 
able detail,  that  the  Association  believes  is  adequate  to  cause 
the  capital  ratio  to  equal  or  exceed  2  percent  within  36  months. 

(5)  Capital  restoration  plan.— 

(A)  Submission,  approval,  and  implementation.— 
The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Association  shall 
consult  with  respect  to  any  capital  restoration  plan  sub- 
mitted pursuant  to  j  iragraph  (4)  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  approve  such  plan  (or  a  modification  there- 
of accepted  by  the  Association)  or  disapprove  such  plan 
within  30  days  after  such  plan  is  first  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by  the  Association,  unless  the 
Association  and  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  mutually  agree 
to  a  longer  consideration  period.  If  the  Socretarv  of  the 
Treasury  approves  a  capital  restoration  plan  •  (including  a 
modification  of  a  plan  accepted  by  the  Association),  the  As- 
sociation shall  forthwith  proceed  with  diligence  to  imple- 
ment such  plan  to  the  best  of  its  ability. 
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(B)  Disapproval. — If  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
does  not  approve  a  capital  restoration  plan  as  provided  in 
subparagraph  (A),  then  not  later  than  the  earlier  of  the 
date  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  disapproves  of  such 
plan  by  written  notice  to  the  Association  or  the  expiration 
of  the  30-day  consideration  period  referred  to  in  subpara- 
graph (A)  (as  such  period  may  have  been  extended  by  mu- 
tual agreement),  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  sub- 
mit the  Association's  capital  restoration  plan,  in  the  form 
most  recently  proposed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by 
the  Association,  together  with  a  report  on  the  Secretan^  of 
the  Treasury's  reasons  for  disapproval  of  such  plan  and  an 
alternative  capital  restoration  plan,  to  the  Chairman  and 
ranking  minority  member  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Labor  £ind  Human  Resources  and  to  the  Chairman  and 
ranking  minority  member  of  the  House  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation £ind  Labor.  A  copy  of  such  submission  simulta- 
neously shall  be  sent  to  tne  Association  and  the  Secretary 
of  Education  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(C)  Association  implementation  and  response.— 
Upon  receipt  of  the  submission  by  the  Association,  the  As- 
sociation shall  forthwith  proceed  with  diligence  to  imple- 
ment the  most  recently  proposed  capital  restoration  plan  of 
the  Association.  The  Association,  within  30  days  after  re- 
ceipt from  th"  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  such  submis- 
sion, shall  submit  to  such  Chairmen  and  ranking  minority 
members  a  written  response  to  such  submission,  setting 
out  fully  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Association's  agree- 
ment or  the  disagreement  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury with  respect  to  the  capital  restoration  plan  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  any  findings  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(6)  Substantial  capital  ratio  reduction.— 

(A)  Additional  plan  required. — If  the  capital  ratio  is 
less  tiaan  1.75  percent  and  is  greater  than  or  equal  to  1 
percent  at  the  end  of  the  Association's  most  recent  cal- 
endar quarter,  the  Association  shall  submit  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  within  60  days  after  such  occur- 
rence a  capital  restoration  plan  (or  an  appropriate  modi- 
fication of  any  plan  previously  submitted  or  approved 
under  paragraph  (4))  to  increase  promptly  its  capital  ratio 
to  equal  or  exceed  1.75  percent.  Tlie  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  the  Association  shall  consult  with  respect  to 
any  plan  or  modified  plan  submitted  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  approve 
such  plan  or  modified  plan  (or  a  modification  thereof  ac- 
cepted by  the  Association^  or  disapprove  such  plan  or 
modified  plan  within  30  days  after  such  plan  or  modified 
plan  is  first  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by 
the  Association,  unless  the  Association  and  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  mutually  agree  to  a  longer  consideration  pe- 
riod. If  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  approves  a  plan  or 
modified  plan  (including  a  modification  of  a  plan  accepted 
by  the  Association),  the  Association  shall  forthwith  proceed 
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with  diligence  to  implement  such  plan  or  modified  plan  to 
the  best  of  the  Association's  ability. 

(B)  Disapproval.— If  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
disapproves  a  capital  restoration  plan  or  modified  plan 
submitted  pursuant  to  subparagraph  (A),  then,  not  later 
than  the  earlier  of  the  date  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
disapproves  of  such  plan  or  modified  plan  (by  written  no- 
tice to  the  Association)  or  the  expiration  of  the  30-day  con- 
sideration period  described  in  subparagraph  (A)  (as  such 
period  may  have  been  extended  by  mutual  agreement),  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prepare  and  submit  an  aJ- 
temative  capital  restoration  plan,  together  with  a  report 
on  his  reasons  for  disapproval  of  the  Association's  plan  or 
modified  plan,  to  the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources 
of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  of  the 
House  of  Representatives.  A  copy  of  such  submission  si- 
multaneously shall  be  sent  to  the  Association  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  Education  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The 
Association,  within  5  days  after  receipt  from  the  Secretsiry 
of  the  Treasury  of  such  submission,  shall  submit  to  the 
Chairmeii  and  ranking  minority  members  of  such  Commit- 
tees, and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  a  written  response 
to  such  submission,  setting  out  fully  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  Association's  agreement  or  disagreement  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  with  respect  to  the  disapproved 
plan  and  the  alternative  plan  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  any  findinfeS  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury. 

(C)  Review  by  congress;  association  implementa- 
tion.— Congress  shall  have  60  legislative  days  after  the 
date  on  which  Congress  receives  the  alternative  plan 
under  subparagraph  (B)  from  the  Secretary  of  "the  Treas- 
ury to  review  such  plan.  If  Congress  does  not  take  statu- 
tory action  with  respect  to  any  such,  plan  within  such  60- 
day  period,  the  Association  shall  immediately  proceed  with 
diligence  to  implement  the  alternative  capital  restoration 
plan  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  subparagraph 
(B).  If  Congress  is  out  of  session  when  any  such  alter- 
native plan  is  received,  such  60-day  period  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

(7)  Actions  by  secretary  of  the  treasury.— If  the  cap- 
ital ratio  of  the  Association  does  not  equal  or  exceed  1.75  per- 
cent at  the  end  of  the  Association's  most  recent  calendar  quar- 
ter, the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  until  the  capital  ratio 
equals  or  exceeds  1.75  percent,  take  any  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing actions: 

(A)  Limit  increase  in  liabilities.— Limit  any  in- 
crease in,  or  order  the  reduction  of,  any  liabilities  of  the 
Association,  except  as  necessary  to  fund  student  loan  pur- 
chases and  warehousing  advances. 
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(B)  Restrict  growth.— Restrict  or  eliminate  growth 
of  the  Association's  assets,  other  than  student  loans  pur- 
chases and  warehousing  advances. 

(C)  Restrict  distributions. — Restrict  the  Association 
from  making  any  capital  distribution. 

(D)  Require  issuance  of  new  capital.— Require  the 
Association  to  .  issue  new  capital  in  any  form  and  in  any 
amount  sufficient  to  restore  at  least  a  i.75  percent  capital 
ratio. 

(E)  Limit  executive  compensation.— Prohibit  the  As- 
sociation from  increasing  for  any  executive  officer  any  com- 
pensation including  bonuses  at  a  rate  exceeding  that  offi- 
cer's average  rate  of  compensation  during  the  previous  12 
calendar  months  and  pronibiting  the  Board  from  adopting 
any  new  employment  severance  contracts. 

(8)  Critical  capital  standard.— (A)  If  the  capital  ratio  is 
less  than  1  percent  at  the  end  of  the  Association's  most  recent 
calendar  quarter  and  the  Association  has  already  submitted  a 
capital  restoration  plan  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  pursu- 
ant to  paragraph  (4)  or  (6)(A),  the  Association  shall  forthwith 
proceed  with  diligence  to  implement  the  most  recently  pro- 
posed plan  with  such  modifications  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  determines  are  necessary  to  cause  the  capital  ratio  to 
equal  or  exceed  2  percent  within  60  months. 

(B)  If  the  capital  ratio  is  less  than  1  percent  at  the  end  of 
the  Association's  most  recent  calendar  quarter  and  the  Associa- 
tion has  not  submitted  a  capital  restoration  plan  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  paragraph  (4)  or  (6)(A),  the 
Association  shall — 

(i)  within  14  days  of  such  occurrence  submit  a  capital 
restoration  plan  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  which  the 
Association  believes  is  adequate  to  cause  the  capital  ratio 
to  equal  or  exceed  2  percent  within  60  months;  and 

(ii)  forthwith  proceed  with  diligence  to  implement  such 
plan  with  §uch.  modifications  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury determines  are  necessary  to  cause  the  capital  ratio  to 
equal  or  exceed  2  percent  within  60  months. 

(C)  Immediately .  upon  a  determination  under  subpara- 
graph (A)  or  (B)  to  implement  a  capital  restoration  plan,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  submit  the  capital  restoration 
plan  to  be  implemented  to  the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of 
the  Senate,  the  Chairman  and  ranking  minority  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, and  the  Secretary  of  Education. 

(9)  Addition.al  reports  to  committees.— The  Association 
shall  submit  a  copy  of  its  capital  restoration  plan,  modifica- 
tions proposed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  proposed 
modifications  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Congressional  Budget  OfTice  and  General  Accounting  Office 
upon  their  submission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  or  re- 
ceipt from  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea;jury.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  and 
Ceneral  Accouniing  Office  shall  maintain  the  confidentiality  of 
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information  received  pursuant  to  the  previous  sentence.  In  the 
event  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  does  not  approve  a 
capital  restoration  plan  as  provided  in  paragraph  (5)(A)  or 
(6)(A),  or  in  the  event  that  a  capital  restoration  plan  is  modi- 
fied by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(6)(B)  or  (8),  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  and  General  Ac- 
counting Office  shall  each  submit  a  report  within  30  days  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury's  submission  to  the  Chairmen 
and  ranking  minority  members  as  required  in  paragraphs 
(5)(B),  (6)(B),  and  (8)(C)  to  such  Chairmen  and  ranking  mem- 
bers— 

(A)  analyzing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Associa- 
tion; 

(B)  analyzing  the  capital  restoration  plan  and  reasons 
for  disapproval  of  the  plan  contained  in  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury's  submission  made  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(5)(B),  or  the  capital  restoration  plan  proposed  by  the  As- 
sociation and  the  modifications  made  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  pursuant  to  paragraph  (6)(B)  or  (8); 

(C)  analyzing  the  impact  of  the  capital  restoration 
plan  and  reasons  for  disapproval  of  the  plan  contained  in 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury's  submission  made  pursuant 
to  paragraph  (5)(B),  or  the  impact  of  the  capital  restoration 
plan  proposed  by  the  Association  and  the  modifications 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (6)(B)  or  (8),  and  analyzing  the  impact  of  the  rec- 
ommendations made  pursuant  to  subparagraph  (D)  of  this 
paragraph,  on — 

(i)  the  ability  of  the  Association  to  fulfill  its  pur- 
pose and  authorized  activities  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, and 

(ii)  the  operation  of  the  student  loan  programs; 

and 

(D)  recommending  steps  which  the  Association  should 
take  to  increase  its  capital  ratio  without  impairing  its  abil- 
ity to  perform  its  purpose  and  authorized  activities  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section. 

(10)  Review  by  secretary  of  education.— The  Secretary 
of  Education  shall  review  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury's  sub- 
mission required  pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)(B),  (6)(B),  or  (8) 
and  shall  submit  a  report  within  30  days  to  the  Chairman  and 
ranking  minority  member  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Labor 
and  Human  Resources  and  to  the  Chairman  and  ranking  mi- 
nority member  of  the  House  Committee  on  Education  and 
Labor — 

(A)  describing  any  administrative  or  legislative  provi- 
sions governing  the  student  loan  programs  which  contrib- 
uted to  the  decline  in  the  Association's  capital  ratio;  and 

(B)  recommending  administrative  and  legislative 
changes  in  the  student  loan  progi-ams  to  maintain  the  or- 
derly operation  of  such  programs  and  to  enable  the  Asso- 
ciation to  fulfill  its  purpose  and  authorized  activities  con- 
sistent with  the  capital  ratio  specified  in  paragraph  (4). 
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(11)  Safe  harbor.  -The  Association  shall  be  deemed  in 
compliance  with  the  capital  ratios  described  in  paragraphs  (4) 
and  (6)(A)  if  the  Association  is  rated  in  1  of  the  2  highest  full 
rating  categories  (such  categories  to  Jbe  determined  without  re- 
gard to  designations  within  categories)  by  2  nationally  recog- 
nized statistical  rating  organizations,  determined  without  re- 
gard to  the  Association's  status  as  a  federally  chartered  cor- 
poration. 

(12)  Treatment  of  confidential  information. — Not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  the  Secretary  of  Education,  the  Congressional  Budg- 
et Office,  and  the  General  Accounting  Office  snail  not  disclose 
any  information  treated  as  confidential  by  the  Association  and 
obtained  pursuant  to  this  subsection.  Nothing  in  this  para- 
graph sh£ul  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Sec- 
retary of  Education,  the  Congressional  Budget  Office,  and  the 
General  Accounting  Office  to  withhold  information  from  Con- 
gress, or  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Education,  the  Congressional 
Budget  Office,  and  the  General  Accounting  Office  from  comply- 
ing with  a  request  for  information  from  any  other  Federal  de- 
partment or  agency  requesting  the  information  for  purposes 
within  the  scope  of  its  jurisdiction,  or  complying  with  an  order 
of  a  court  of  the  United  States  in  an  action  brought  by  the 
United  States.  For  purposes  of  section  552  of  title  5,  United 
States  Code,  this  paragraph  shall  be  considered  a  statute  de- 
scribed in  subsection  (b)(3)  of  such  section  552. 

(13)  Definitions.— As  used  in  this  subsection: 

(A)  The  term  "nationally  recognized  statistical  rating 
organization"  means  any  entity  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission. 

(B)  Ine  term  "capital  ratio"  means  the  ratio  of  total 
stockholders'  equity,  as  shown  on  the  Association's  most 
recent  quarterly  consolidated  balance  sheet  prepared  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  its  business,  to  the  sum  of — 

(i)  the  total  assets  of  the  Association,  as  shown  on 
the  balance  sheet  prepared  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
its  business;  and 

(ii)  50  percent  of  the  credit  equivalent  amount  of 
the  following  ofF-balance  sheet  items  of  the  Association 
as  of  the  date  of  such  balance  sheet — 

(I)  all  financial  standby  letters  of  credit  and 
other  irrevocable  guarantees  of  the  repayment  of 
financial  obligations  of  others;  and 

(II)  all  interest  rate  contracts  and  exchange 
rate  contracts,  including  interest  exchange  agree- 
ments, floor,  cap,  and  collar  agreements  and  simi- 
lar arrangements. 

For  purposes  of  this  subparagraph,  the  calculation  of  the 
credit  equivalent  aniount  of  the  items  set  forth  in  clause 
(ii)  of  this  subparagraph,  the  netting  of  such  items  and 
eliminations  for  the  purpose  of  avoidance  of  double-count- 
ing of  such  items  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
measures  for  computing  credit  conversion  factors  for  off- 
balance  sheet  items  for  capital  maintenance  purposes  es- 
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tablished  for  comiTxercial  banks  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,  but  without  regard  to  any  risk 
weighting  provisions  in  such  measures. 

(C)  The  term  "legislative  days"  means  only  days  on 
which  either  House  of  Congress  is  in  session. 
(20  U.S.C.  1087-2) 

Part  C— Federal  Work-Study  Programs 

sec.  441.  purpose;  appropriations  authorized. 

(a)  Purpose. — The  purpose  of  this  part  is  to  stimulate  and  pro- 
mote the  part-time  employment  of  students  who  are  enrolled  as  un- 
dergraduate, graduate,  or  professional  students  and  who  are  in 
need  of  earnings  from  employment  to  pursue  courses  of  study  at  el- 
igible institutions,  and  to  encourage  students  receiving  Federal  stu- 
dent financial  assistance  to  participate  in  community  ser/ice  activi- 
ties that  will  benefit  the  Nation  and  engender  in  the  students  a 
sense  of  social  responsibility  and  commitment  to  the  community. 

(b)  Authorization  of  Appropriations. — ^There  are  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  to  carry  out  this  part,  $800,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4 
succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(c)  Community  Services. — For  purposes  of  this  part,  the  term 
"community  services"  means  services  which  are  identified  by  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education,  through  formal  or  informal  consulta- 
tion with  local  nonprofit,  governmental,  and  community-based  or- 
ganizations, as  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  commu- 
nity residents,  particularly  low-income  individuals,  or  to  solve  par- 
ticular problems  related  to  their  needs,  including — 

(1)  such  fields  as  health  care,  child  care,  literacy  training, 
education  (including  tutorial  services),  welfare,  social  services, 
transportation,  housing  and  neighborhood  improvement,  public 
safety,  crime  prevention  and  control,  recreation,  rural  develop- 
ment, and  community  improvement; 

(2)  work  in  a  project,  as  defined  in  section  101(20)  of  the 
National  and  Community  Service  Act  of  1990  (42  U.S.C. 
12511(20)); 

(3)  support  services  to  students  with  disabilities;  and 

(4)  activities  in  which  a  student  serves  as  a  mentor  for 
such  purposes  as — 

(A)  tutoring; 

(B)  supporting  educational  and  recreational  activities; 

and 

(C)  counseling,  including  career  counseling. 
(42  U  S.C.  2751) 

SEC.  442.  ALLOCATION  OF  FUNDS. 

(a)  Allocation  Based  on  Previous  Allocation. — (l)  From 
the  amount  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  441(b)  for  each  fiscal 
year,  the  Secretary  shall  first  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution 
for  each  succeeding  fiscal  year,  an  amount  equal  to  100  percent  of 
the  amount  such  institution  received  and  used  under  this  part  for 
fiscal  year  1985. 

(2)(A)  From  the  amount  so  appropriated,  the  Secretaiy  shall 
next  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in 
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the  program  under  this  part  after  fiscal  year  1985  but  is  not  a  first 
or  second  time  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  the  greater  of — 

(i)  $5,000;  or 

(ii)  90  percent  of  the  amount  received  and  used  under  this 
part  for  the  first  year  it  participated  in  the  program. 

(B)  From  the  amount  so  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall  next 
allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in  the 
program  under  this  part  after  fiscal  year  1985  and  is  a  first  or  sec- 
ond time  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  the  greatest  of — 

(i)  $5,000; 

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  (I)  90  percent  of  the  amount  re- 
ceived and  used  under  this  part  in  the  second  preceding  fiscal 
year  by  eligible  institutions  offering  comparable  programs  of 
instruction,  divided  by  (II)  the  number  of  students  enrolled  at 
such  comparable  institutions  in  such  fiscal  year,  multiplied  by 
(III)  the  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  applicant  institu- 
tion in  such  fiscal  year;  or 

(iii)  90  percent  of  the  institution's  allocation  under  this 
part  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(C)  Notwithstanding  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  of  this  para- 
graph, the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution 
which — 

(i)  was  a  first-time  participant  in  the  program  in  fiscal 
year  1986  or  any  subsequent  fiscal  year,  and 

(ii)  received  a  larger  amount  und^r  this  subsection  in  the 
second  year  of  participation, 

an  amount  equal  to  90  percent  of  the  amount  it  received  under  this 
subsection  in  its  second  year  of  participation. 

(3)  (A)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  less 
than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  then  the  amount  of  the  allocation 
to  each  such  institution  shall  be  ratably  reduced. 

(B)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  more  than 
the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under  para- 
graph (1)  but  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all 
institutions  under  paragraph  (2),  then — 

(i)  the  Secretary  shall  allot  the  amount  required  to  be  allo- 
cated to  all  institutions  under  paragraph  (1),  and 

(ii)  the  amount  of  the  allocation  to  each  institution  under 
paragraph  (2)  shall  be  ratably  reduced. 

(C)  If  additional  amounts  are  appropriated  for  any  such  fiscal 
year,  such  reduced  amounts  shall  be  increased  on  the  same  basis 
as  they  were  reduced  (until  the  amount  allocated  equals  the 
amount  required  to  be  allocated  under  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of 
this  subsection). 

(4)  (A)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the 
Secretary  may  allocate  an  amount  equal  to  not  more  than  10  per- 
cent of  the  amount  by  which  the  amount  appropriated  in  any  fiscal 
year  to  carry  out  this  part  exceeds  $700,000,000  among  eligible  in- 
stitutions described  in  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  In  order  to  receive  an  allocation  pursuant  to  subparagraph 
(A)  an  institution  shall  be  an  eligible  institution  from  which  50  per- 
cent or  more  of  the  Pell  Grant  recipients  attending  such  eligible  in- 
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stitution  graduate  or  transfer  to  a  4-year  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

(b)  Allocation  of  Excess  Based  on  Pro  Rata  Share. — From 
one-quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  appropriated  pursuant 
to  section  441(b)  for  any  fiscsd  year  (after  making  the  allocations 
required  by  subsection  (a)),  the  Secretary  shall  sdlocate  to  each  eli- 
gible institution  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such 
one-quarter  as  the  amount  the  eligible  institution  receives  for  such 
fiscal  year  under  subsection  (a)  bears  to  the  amount  all  such  insti- 
tutions receive  under  such  subsection  (a). 

(c)  Allocation  of  Excess  Based  on  Share  of  Excess  Eligi- 
ble Amounts. — (l)  From  three-quarters  of  the  remainder  of  the 
amount  appropri.ated  pursuant  to  section  441(b)  after  making  the 
allocations  required  by  subsection  (a),  the  Secretary  shall  allocate 
to  each  eligible  institution  which  has  an  excess  eligible  amount  an 
amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  such  remainder  as  such  ex- 
cess eligible  amount  bears  to  the  sum  of  the  excess  eligible 
amounts  of  all  such  eligible  institutions  (having  such  excess  eligible 
amounts). 

(2)  For  any  eligible  institution,  the  excess  eligible  amount  is 
the  amount,  if  any,  by  which — 

(A)  (i)  the  amount  of  that  institution's  need  (as  determined 
under  subsection  (d)),  divided,  by  (ii)  the  sum  of  the  need  of  all 
institutions  (as  so  determined),  multiplied  by  (iii)  the  amount 
appropriated  pursuant  to  section  441(b)  for  the  fiscal  year;  ex- 
ceeds 

(B)  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  that  institution 
under  subsection  (a). 

(d)  Determination  of  Institution's  Need.— {l)  The  amount 
of  an  institution's  need  is  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  self-help  need 
of  the  institution's  eligible  undergraduate  students  and  the  self- 
help  need  of  the  institution's  eligible  graduate  and  professional  stu- 
dents. 

(2)  To  determine  the  self-help  need  of  an  institution's  eligible 
undergraduate  students,  the  Secretary  shall — 

(A)  establish  various  income  categories  for  dependent  and 
independent  undergraduate  students; 

(B)  establish  an  expected  family  contribution  for  each  in- 
come category  of  dependent  and  independent  undergraduate 
students,  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  average  expected  fam- 
ily contribution  (computed  in  accordance  with  part  F  of  this 
title)  of  a  representative  sample  within  each  income  category 
for  the  second  preceding  fiscal  year; 

(C)  compute  25  percent  of  the  average  cost  of  attendance 
for  all  undergraduate  students; 

(D)  multiply  the  number  of  eligible  dependent  students  in 
each  income  category  by  the  lesser  of — 

(i)  25  percent  of  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all 
undergraduate  students  determined  under  subparagraph 
(C);  or 

(ii)  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all  undergradu- 
ate students  minus  the  expected  family  contribution  deter- 
mined under  subparagraph  (B)  for  that  income  category. 
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except  that  the  amount  computed  by  such  subtraction 
shall  not  be  less  than  zero; 

(E)  add  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraph  (D) 
for  each  income  category  of  dependent  students;  and 

(F)  multiply  the  nuLiber  of  eligible  independent  students 
in  ach  income  category  by  the  lesser  of — 

(i)  25  percent  of  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all 
undergraduate  students  detemndned  under  subparagraph 
(C);  or 

(ii)  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all  undergradu- 
ate students  minus  the  expected  family  contribution  deter- 
mined under  subparagraph  (B)  for  that  income  category, 
except  that  the  amount  computed  by  such  subtraction  for 
any  income  category  shall  not  be  less  than  zero; 

(G)  add  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraph  (F) 
for  each  income  category  of  independent  students;  and 

(H)  add  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraphs  (E) 
and  (G). 

(3)  To  detemndne  the  self-help  need  of  an  institution's  eligible 
graduate  and  professional  students,  the  Secretary,  for  academic 
year  1988-1989  shall  use  the  procedures  employed  for  academic 
year  1986-1987,  and,  for  any  subsequent  academic  years,  the  Sec- 
retary shall — 

(A)  establish  various  income  categories  of  graduate  and 
professional  students; 

(B)  establish  an  expected  family  contribution  for  each  in- 
come category  of  graduate  and  professional  students,  deter- 
mined on  the  basis  of  the  average  expected  family  contribution 
(computed  in  accordance  with  part  F  of  this  title)  of  a  rep- 
resentative sample  within  each  income  category  for  the  second 
preceding  fiscal  year; 

(C)  determine  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all  grad- 
uate and  professional  students; 

(D)  subtract  from  the  average  cost  of  attendance  for  all 
graduate  and  professional  students  (determined  under  sub- 
paragraph (O),  the  expected  family  contribution  (determined 
under  subparagraph  (B))  for  each  income  category,  except  that 
the  amount  computed  by  such  subtraction  for  any  income  cat- 
egory shall  not  be  less  than  zero; 

(E)  multiply  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraph 
(D)  by  the  number  of  eligible  students  in  each  category;  and 

(F)  add  the  amounts  determined  under  subparagraph  (E) 
of  this  paragraph  for  each  income  category. 

(4)  (A)  For  purposes  of  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3),  the  term  "aver- 
age cost  of  attendance"  means  the  average  of  the  attendance  costs 
for  undergraduate  students  and  for  graduate  and  professional  stu- 
dents, which  shall  include  (i)  tuition  and  fees  determined  in  accord- 
ance with  subparagraph  (B),  (ii)  standard  living  expenses  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (C),  and  (iii)  books  and 
supplies  determined  in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (D). 

(B)  The  average  undergraduate  and  graduate  and  professional 
tuition  and  fees  described  in  subparagraph  (A)(i)  shall  be  computed 
on  the  basis  of  information  reported  by  the  institution  to  the  Sec- 
retary, which  shall  include  (i)  total  revenue  received  by  the  institu- 
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tion  from  undergraduate  and  graduate  tuition  and  fees  for  the  sec- 
ond year  preceding  the  year  for  which  it  is  applying  for  an  alloca- 
tion, and  (ii)  the  institution's  enrollment  for  such  second  preceding 
year. 

(C)  The  standard  living  expense  described  in  subparagraph 
(A)(ii)  is  equal  to  150  percent  of  the  difference  between  tne  income 
protection  allowance  for  a  family  of  five  with  one  in  college  and  the 
income  protection  allowance  for  a  family  of  six  with  one  in  college 
for  a  single  independent  student. 

(D)  The  allowance  for  books  and  supplies  described  in  subpara- 
graph (AXiii)  is  equal  to  $450. 

(e)  Reallocation  of  Excess  Allocations. — (1)  If  institutions 
return  to  the  Secretary  any  portion  of  the  sums  allocated  to  such 
institutions  under  this  section  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary 
shall  reallot  such  excess  to  eligible  institutions  which  used  at  least 
10  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  funds  granted  to  such  institution 
under  this  section  to  compensate  students  employed  in  community 
service  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Such  excess  funds  shall  be  real- 
lotted  to  institutions  which  qualify  under  this  subsection  on  the 
same  basis  as  excess  eligible  amounts  are  allocated  to  institutions 
pursuant  to  subsection  (c).  Funds  received  by  institutions  pursuant 
to  this  subsection  shall  be  used  to  compensate  students  employed 
in  community  service. 

(2)  If,  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  an  institution  re- 
turns more  than  10  percent  of  its  allocation,  the  institution's  alloca- 
tion for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  re- 
turned. The  Secretary  may  waive  this  paragraph  for  a  specific  in- 
stitution if  the  Secretary  finds  that  enforcing  this  paragraph  would 
be  contrary  to  the  interest  of  the  program. 

(f)  Filing  Deadlines. — The  Secretary  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
set  dates  before  which  institutions  must  file  applications  for  alloca- 
tions under  this  part. 

(42  U.S.C.  2752) 

SEC.  443.  GRANTS  FOR  FEDERAL  WORK-STUDY  PROGRAMS. 

(a)  Agreements  Required. — The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  agreements  with  institutions  of  higher  education  under 
which  the  Secretary  will  make  grants  to  such  institutions  to  assist 
in  the  operation  of  work-study  programs  as  provided  in  this  part. 

(b)  Contents  of  Agreements. — An  agreement  entered  into 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall — 

(1)  provide  for  the  operation  by  the  institution  of  a  pro- 
gram for  the  part-time  employment  of  its  students  in  work  for 
the  institution  itself,  work  in  community  service  or  work  in  the 
public  interest  for  a  Federal,  State,  or  local  public  agency  or 
private  nonprofit  organization  under  an  arrangement  between 
the  institution  and  such  agency  or  organization,  and  such 
work — 

(A)  will  not  result  in  the  displacement  of  employed 
workers  or  impair  existing  contracts  for  services; 

(B)  will  be  governed  by  such  conditions  of  employment 
as  will  be  appropriate  and  reasonable  in  light  of  such  fac- 
tors as  type  of  work  performed,  geographical  region,  and 
proficiency  of  the  employee; 
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(C)  does  not  involve  the  construction,  operation,  or 
maintenance  of  so  much  of  any  facility  as  is  used  or  is  to 
be  used  for  sectarian  instruction  or  as  a  place  for  religious 
worship;  and 

(D)  will  not  pay  any  wage  to  students  eniployed  under 
this  subpart  that  is  less  than  the  current  Federal  mini- 
mum wage  as  mandated  by  section  6(a)  of  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  Act  of  1938; 

(2)  provide  that  funds  granted  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation, pursuant  to  section  443,  may  be  used  only  to  make  pay- 
ments to  students  participating  in  work-study  programs,  ex- 
cept that — 

(A)  in  fiscal  year  1994  and  succeeding  fiscal  years,  an 
institution  shall  use  at  least  5  percent  of  the  total  amount 
of  funds  granted  to  such  institution  under  this  section  in 
any  fiscal  year  to  compensate  students  employed  in  com- 
munity service,  except  that  the  Secretary  may  waive  this 
subparagraph  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  enforcing  it 
would  cause  hardship  for  students  at  an  institution;  and 

(B)  an  institution  may  use  a  portion  of  the  sums 
granted  to  it  to  meet  administrative  expenses  in  accord- 
ance with  section  489  of  this  Act,  may  use  a  portion  of  the 
sums  granted  to  it  to  meet  the  cost  of  a  job  location  and 
development  program  in  accordance  with  section  446  of 
this  part,  and  may  transfer  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  488  of  this  Act; 

(3)  provide  that  in  the  selection  of  students  for  employ- 
ment under  such  work-study  program,  only  students,  who  dem- 
onstrate financial  need  in  accordance  with  part  F  of  this  title, 
and  who  meet  the  reqmrements  of  section  484  will  be  assisted, 
except  that — 

(A)  if  the  institution's  grant  under  this  part  is  directly 
or  indirectly  based  in  part  on  the  financial  need  dem- 
onstrated by  students  who  are  (i)  attending  the  institution 
less  than  full  time,  or  (ii)  independent  students;  and 

(B)  if  the  total  financial  need  of  all  such  less  than  full- 
time  and  independent  students  at  tho  institution  exceeds 
5  percent  of  the  total  financial  need  of  all  students  at  such 
institution, 

then  at  least  5  percent  of  the  grant  shall  be  made  available  to 
such  less  than  full-time  and  independent  students; 

(4)  provide  that  for  a  student  employed  in  a  work-study 
program  under  this  part,  at  the  time  income  derived  from  any 
need-based  employment  is  in  excess  of  the  determination  of  the 
amount  of  such  student's  need  by  more  than  $300,  continued 
employment  shall  not  be  subsidized  with  funds  appropriated 
under  this  part; 

(5)  provide  that  the  Federal  share  of  the  compensation  of 
students  employed  in  the  work-study  program  in  accordance 
with  the  agreement  shall  not  exceed  75  percent  for  academic 
year  1993-1994  and  succeeding  academic  years,  except  that 
the  Federal  share  may  exceed  such  amounts  of  compensation 
if  the  Secretary  determines,  pursuant  to  regulations  promul- 
gated by  the  Secretary  establishing  objective  criteria  tor  such 
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determinations,  that  a  Federal  share  in  excess  of  such  amounts 
is  required  in  furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  this  part; 

(6)  include  provisions  to  make  employment  under  such 
work-study  program  reasonably  available  (to  the  extent  of 
available  funds)  to  all  eligible  students  in  the  institution  in 
need  thereof,  and  to  make  equivalent  employment  oflFered  or 
arranged  by  the  institution  reasonably  available  (to  the  extent 
of  available  funds)  to  all  students  in  the  institution  who  desire 
such  employment; 

(7)  provide  assurances  that  employment  made  available 
from  funds  under  this  part  will,  to  the  maximum  extent  prac- 
ticable, complement  and  reinforce  the  educational  program  or 
vocational  goals  of  each  student  receiving  assistance  under  this 
part; 

(8)  provide  assurances,  in  the  case  of  each  proprietary  in-* 
stitution,  that  students  attending  the  proprietary  institution 
receiving  assistance  under  this  part  who  are  employed  by  the 
institution  may  be  employed  in  jobs — 

(A)  that  are  only  on  campus  and  that — 

(i)  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable,  com- 
plement and  reinforce  the  education  programs  or  voca- 
tional goals  of  such  students;  and 

(ii)  furnish  student  services  that  are  directly  relat- 
ed to  the  student's  education,  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  pursuant  to  regulations,  except  that  no  stu- 
dent shall  be  employed  in  any  position  that  would  in- 
volve the  solicitation  of  other  potential  students  to  en- 
roll in  the  school;  or 

(B)  in  community  service  in  accordzmce  with  para- 
graph (2)(A)  of  this  subsection; 

(9)  provide  assurances  that  employment  made  available 
from  funds  under  this  part  may  be  used  to  support  programs 
for  supportive  services  to  students  with  disabilities; 

(10)  provide  assurances  that  the  institution  will  inform  all 
eligible  students  of  the  opportunity  to  perform  community  serv- 
ice, and  will  consult  with  local  nonprofit,  governmental,  and 
community-based  organizations  to  identify  such  opportunities; 
and 

(11)  include  such  other  reasonable  provisions  as  the  Sec- 
retary shall  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  of  this  part. 

(c)  Private  Sector  Employment  Agreement.— As  part  of  its 
agreement  described  in  subsection  (b),  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation may,  at  its  option,  enter  into  an  additional  agreement  with 
the  Secretary  which  shall — 

(1)  provide  for  the  operation  by  the  institution  of  a  pro- 
gram of  part-time  employment  of  its  students  in  work  for  a  pri- 
vate for-profit  organization  under  an  arrangement  between  the 
institution  and  such  organization  that  complies  with  the  re- 
quirements of  subparairraphs  (A)  through  (D)  of  subsection 
(b)(1)  and  subsection  (b)i3); 

(2)  provide  that  the  institution  will  use  not  more  than  25 
percent  of  the  funds  made  available  to  such  institution  under 
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this  part  for  any  fiscal  year  for  the  operation  of  the  program 
described  in  paragraph  (1); 

(3)  provide  that,  notwithstanding  subsection  (b)(5),  the 
Federal  share  of  the  compensation  of  students  employed  in 
such  program  will  not  exceed  60  percent  for  academic  years 
1987-1988  and  1988-1989,  55  percent  for  academic  year  1989- 
1990,  and  50  percent  for  academic  year  1990-1991  and  suc- 
ceeding academic  years,  and  that  the  non-Federal  share  of 
such  compensation  will  be  provided  by  the  private  for-profit  or- 
ganization in  which  the  student  is  employed; 

(4)  provide  that  jobs  under  the  work  study  program  v/ill  be 
academically  relevant;  and 

(5)  provide  that  the  for-profit  organization  will  not  use 
funds  made  available  under  this  part  to  pay  any  employee  who 
would  otherwise  be  employed  by  the  organization. 

(42  U.S.C.  2753) 
SEC.  444.  SOURCES  OP  MATCHING  FUNDS. 

Nothing  in  this  part  shall  be  construed  as  restricting  the 
source  (other  than  this  part)  from  which  the  institution  may  pay 
its  share  of  the  compensation  of  a  student  employed  under  a  work- 
study  program  covered  by  an  agreement  under  this  part,  and  such 
share  may  be  paid  to  such  student  in  the  form  of  services  and 
equipment  (including  tuition,  room,  board,  and  books)  furnished  by 
such  institution. 

(20  U.S.C.  2754) 
SEC.  446.  FLEXIBLE  USE  OP  FUNDS. 

(a)  Carry-Over  Authority. — (1)  Of  the  sums  granted  to  an  el- 
igible institution  under  this  part  for  any  fiscal  year,  10  percent 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  institution,  remain  available  for  ex- 
penditure during  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  to  carry  out  programs 
under  this  part. 

(2)  Any  of  the  sums  so  granted  to  an  institution  for  a  fiscal 
year  which  are  not  needed  by  that  institution  to  operate  work- 
study  programs  during  that  fiscal  year,  and  which  it  does  not  wish 
to  use  during  the  next  fiscal  year  as  authorized  in  the  preceding 
sentence,  shall  remain  available  to  the  Secretary  for  making  grants 
under  section  443  to  other  institutions  in  the  same  State  until  the 
close  of  the  second  fiscal  year  next  succeeding  the  fiscal  year  for 
which  such  funds  were  appropriated. 

(b)  Carry-Back  Authority. — (1)  Up  to  10  percent  of  the  sums 
the  Secretary  determines  an  eligible  institution  may  receive  from 
funds  which  have  been  appropriated  for  a  fiscal  year  may  be  used 
by  the  Secretary  to  make  grants  under  this  part  to  such  institution 
for  expenditure  during  the  fiscal  year  preceding  the  fiscal  year  for 
which  the  sums  were  appropriated. 

(2)  An  eligjble  institution  may  make  payments  to  students  of 
wages  earned  after  the  end  of  the  academic  year,  but  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  from  such  succeeding  fiscal 
year's  appropriations.

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SEC.  446.  JOB  LOCATION  AND  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS. 

(a)  Agreements  Required. — (1)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  agreements  with  ehgible  institutions  under  which  such 
institution  may  use  not  more  than  10  percent  or  $50,000  of  its  al- 
lotment under  section  442,  whichever  is  less,  to  establish  or  expand 
a  program  under  which  such  institution,  separately  or  in  combina- 
tion with  other  eligible  institutions,  locates  and  develops  jobs,  in- 
cluding cor,imunity  service  jobs,  for  currently  enrolled  students. 

(2)  Jobs  located  and  developed  under  this  section  shall  be'  jobs 
that  are  suitable  to  the  scheduling  and  other  needs  of  such  stu- 
dents and  that,  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable,  complement 
and  reinforce  the  educational  programs  or  vocational  goals  of  such 
students. 

(b)  Contents  of  Agreements. — ^Agreements  under  subsection 
(a)  shall— 

(1)  provide  that  the  Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  any  pro- 
gram under  this  section  will  not  exceed  80  percent  of  such  cost; 

(2)  provide  satisfactory  assurance  that  funds  available 
under  tms  section  will  not  be  used  to  locate  or  develop  jobs  at 
an  eligible  institution; 

(3)  provide  satisfactory  assurance  that  f^ands  available 
under  tms  section  will  not  be  used  for  the  location  or  develop- 
ment of  jobs  for  students  to  obtain  upon  graduation,  but  rather 
for  the  location  and  development  of  jobs  available  to  students 
during  and  between  periods  of  attendance  at  such  institution; 

(4)  provide  satisfactory  assurance  that  the  location  or  de- 
velopment of  jobs  pursuant  to  programs  assisted  under  this 
section  will  not  resiilt  in  the  displacement  of  employed  workers 
or  impair  existing  contracts  for  services; 

(5)  provide  satisfactory  assurance  that  Federal  funds  used 
for  the  purpose  of  this  section  can  realistically  be  expected  to 
help  generate  student  wages  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the 
amount  of  such  funds,  and  that  if  such  funds  are  used  to  con- 
tract with  another  organization,  appropriate  performance 
standards  are  part  of  such  contract;  and 

(6)  provide  that  the  institution  will  submit  to  the  Secretary 
an  annual  report  on  the  uses  made  of  funds  provided  under 
this  section  and  an  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  such  pro- 
gram in  benefiting  the  students  of  such  institution.

SEC.  447.  ADDITIONAL  FUNDS  TO  CONDUCT  COMMUNITY  SERVICE 
WORK-STUDY  PROGRAMS. 

Each  institution  participating  under  this  part  may  use  up  to 
10  percent  of  the  funds  made  available  under  section  489(a)  ana  at- 
tributable to  the  amount  of  the  institution's  expenditures  under 
this  part  to  conduct  that  institution's  program  of  community  serv- 
ice-learning, including — 

(1)  development  of  mechanisms  to  assure  the  academic 
quality  of  the  student  experience, 

(2)  assuring  student  access  to  educational  resources,  exper- 
tise, and  supervision  necessary  to  achieve  community  service 
objectives,  and 

(3)  collaboration  with  public  and  private  nonprofit  agen- 
cies, and  programs  assisted  under  th^  National  and  Commu- 
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nity  Service  Act  of  1990  in  the  planning,  development,  and  ad- 
ministration of  such  programs. 
(42  U.S.C.  2756a) 
SEC.  448.  WORK  COLLEGES. 

(a)  Purpose. — The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  recognize,  en- 
courage, and  promote  the  use  of  comprehensive  work-learning  pro- 
grams as  a  valuable  educational  approach  when  it  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  institution's  educational  program  and  a  part  of  a  finan- 
cial plan  which  decreases  reliance  on  grants  and  loans. 

(b)  Source  and  Use  Funds. — 

(1)  Source  of  funds. — In  addition  to  the  sums  appro- 
priated under  subsection  (f),  funds  allocated  to  the  institution 
under  part  C  and  part  E  of  this  title  may  be  transferred  for 
use  under  this  section  to  provide  flexibility  in  strengthening 
the  self-help-through-work  element  in  financial  aid  packaging. 

(2)  Activities  authorized. — From  the  sums  appropriated 
pursuant  to  subsection  (f),  and  from  the  funds  available  under 
paragraph  (1),  eligible  institutions  may,  following  approval  of 
an  application  under  subsection  (c)  by  the  Secretary — 

(A)  support  the  educational  costs  of  qualified  students 
through  self-help  payments  or  credits  provided  under  the 
work-learning  program  of  the  institution  within  the  limits 
of  part  F  of  this  title; 

(B)  promote  the  work-leaming-service  experience  as  a 
tool  of  postsecondary  education,  financial  self-help  and 
community  service-learning  opportunities; 

(C)  carry  out  activities  described  in  section  443  or  446; 

and 

(D)  be  used  for  the  administration,  development  and 
assessment  of  comprehensive  work-learning  programs,  in- 
cluding— 

(i)  community-based  work-learning  alternatives 
that  expand  opportunities  for  community  service  and 
career-related  work;  and 

(ii)  alternatives  that  develop  sound  citizenship,  en- 
courage student  persistence,  and  make  optimum  use  of 
assistance  under  this  part  in  education  and  student 
development. 

(c)  Application. — Each  eligible  institution  may  submit  an  ap- 
plication for  funds  authorized  by  subsection  (f)  to  use  funds  under 
subsection  (b)(  1)  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary, 
by  regulation,  may  reasonably  require. 

(d)  Match  Required. — Funds  made  available  to  work-colleges 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  matched  on  a  'lollar-for-dollar 
basis  from  non-Federal  sources. 

(e)  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  this  section — 

(1)  the  term  "work-college  *  means  an  eligible  institution 
that— 

(A)  has  been  a  public  or  private  nonprofit  institution 
with  a  commitment  to  community  service; 

(B)  has  operated  a  comprehensive  work-learning  pro- 
gram for  at  least  2  years; 
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(C)  requires  all  resident  students  who  reside  on  cam- 
pus to  participate  in  a  comprehensive  work-learning  pro- 
gram and  the  provision  of  services  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  institution's  educational  program  and  as  part  of  the  in- 
stitution's educational  philosophy;  and 

(D)  provides  students  participating  in  the  comprehen- 
sive work-learning  program  with  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tribute to  their  education  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  commu- 
nity as  a  whole;  and 

(2)  the  term  "comprehensive  student  work-learning  pro- 
gram" means  a  student  work/service  program  that  is  an  inte- 
gral and  stated  part  of  the  institution  s  educational  philosophy 
and  program;  requires  participation  of  all  resident  students  for 
enrollment,  participation,  and  graduation;  includes  learning 
objectives,  evaluation  and  a  record  of  work  performance  as  part 
of  the  student's  college  record;  provides  programmatic  leader- 
ship by  college  personnel  at  levels  comparable  to  traditional 
academic  programs;  recognizes  the  educational  role  of  work- 
learning  supervisors;   and  includes,  consequences  for  non- 
performance or  failure  in  the  work-learning  program  similar  to 
the  consequences  for  failure  in  the  regular  academic  program, 
(f)  Authorization  of  Approprutions.— There  are  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  to  carry  out  this  section  $5,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4 
succeeding  fiscal  years. 
(42  U.S.C.  2756b) 

PART  D— WILLIAM  D.  FORD  FEDERAL  DIRECT 
LOAN  PROGRAM 

SEC.  451.  PROGRAM  AUTHORITY. 

(a)  In  General. — There  are  hereby  made  available,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  part,  such  sums  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  make  loans  to  all  eligible  students  (and  the  eligible  par- 
ents of  such  students)  in  attendance  at  participating  institutions  of 
higher  education  selected  by  the  Secretary,  to  enable  such  students 
to  pursue  their  courses  of  study  at  such  institutions  during  the  pe- 
riod beginning  July  1,  1994.  Such  loans  shall  be  made  by  partici- 
pating institutions,  or  consortia  thereof,  that  have  agreements  with 
the  Secretary  to  originate  loans,  or  by  alternative  originators  des- 
ignated by  the  Secretary  to  make  loans  for  students  in  attendance 
at  participating  institutions  (and  their  parents). 

(b)  Designation.— 

(1)  Program.— The  program  established  under  this  part 
shall  be  referred  to  as  the  "William  D.  Ford  Federal  Direct 
Loan  Program". 

(2)  Direct  loans.— Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  part,  loans  made  to  borrowers  under  this  part  that,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  specified  in  this  part,  have  the  same  terms, 
conditions,  and  benefits  c-  loans  made  to  borrowers  under  sec- 
tion 428,  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Direct  Stafford/Ford 
Loans". 

(20  U.S.C.  1087a) 
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SEC.  462.  FUNDS  FOR  ORIGINATION  OF  DIRECT  STUDENT  LOANS. 

(a)  In  General.— The  Secretary  shall  provide,  on  the  basis  of 
the  need  and  the  eligibility  of  students  at  each  participating  insti- 
tution, and  parents  of  such  students,  for  such  loans,  funds  for  stu- 
dent and  parent  loans  under  this  part — 

(1)  directly  to  an  institution  of  higher  education  that  has 
an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  under  section  454(a)  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  direct  student  loan  programs  under  this  part 
and  that  also  has  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  under  sec- 
tion 454(b)  to  originate  loans  under  this  part;  or 

(2)  through  an  alternative  originator  designated  by  the 
Secretary  to  students  (and  parents  of  students)  attending  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  that  have  an  agreement  with  the 
Secretary  under  section  454(a)  but  that  do  not  have  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Secretary  under  section  454(b). 

(b)  Fees  for  Origination  Services. — 

( 1)  Fees  for  institutions. — ^The  Secretary  shall  pay  fees 
to  institutions  of  higher  education  (or  a  consortium  of  such  in- 
stitutions) with  agreements  under  section  454(b),  in  an  amount 
established  by  the  Secretary,  to  assist  in  meeting  the  costs  of 
lo£m  origination.  Such  fees — 

(A)  shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary  based  on  all  the 
loans  made  under  this  part  to  a  particular  borrower  in  the 
same  academic  year; 

(B)  shall  be  subject  to  a  sliding  scale  that  decreases 
the  per  borrower  amount  of  such  fees  as  the  number  of 
borrowers  increases;  and 

(C)  (i)  for  academic  year  1994-1995,  shall  not  exceed  a 
program-wide  average  of  $10  per  borrower  for  all  the  loans 
made  under  this  part  to  such  borrower  in  the  same  aca- 
demic year;  and 

(ii)  for  succeeding  academic  years,  shall  not  exceed 
such  average  fee  as  the  Secretary  shall  establish  pursuant 
to  regulations. 

(2)  Fees  FOR  alternative  originators.— The  Secretary 
shall  pay  fees  for  loan  origination  services  to  alternative  origi- 
nators of  loans  made  under  this  part  in  an  amount  established 
by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract 
described  in  section  456(b)  between  the  Secretary  and  each 
tuch  alternative  originator. 

(c)  No  Entitlement  To  Participate  or  Originate.— No  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  shall  have  a  right  to  participate  in  the 
programs  authorized  by  this  part,  to  originate  loans,  or  to  perform 
any  program  function  under  this  part.  Nothing  in  this  subsection 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  limit  the  entitlement  of  an  eligible  stu- 
dent attending  a  participating  institution  (or  the  eligible  parent  of 
such  student)  to  borrow  under  this  part. 

(d)  Delivery  of  Loan  Funds.— Loan  funds  shall  be  paid  and 
delivered  to  an  institution  by  the  Secretary  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  payment  period  established  by  the  Secretary  in  a  manner 
that  is  consistent  with  payment  and  delivery  of  basic  grants  under 
subpart  1  of  part  A  of  this  title. 

(20  U.S.C.  1087b) 
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SEC.  453.  SELECTION  OF  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  PARTICIPATION  AND 
ORIGINATION. 

(a)  Phase-In  of  Program.— 

(1)  General  authority. — The  Secretary  shall  enter  into 
agreements  pursuant  to  section  454(a)  with  institutions  of 
higher  education  to  participate  in  the  direct  student  loan  pro- 
gram under  this  part-,  and  agreements  pursuant  to  section 
454(b)  with  institutions  of  higher  education,  or  consortia  there- 
of, to  originate  loans  in  such  program,  for  academic  years  be- 
ginning on  or  after  July  1,  1994.  Alternative  origination  serv- 
ices, through  which  an  entity  other  than  the  participating  in- 
stitution at  which  the  student  is  in  attendance  originates  the 
loan,  shall  be  provided  by  the  Secretary,  through  1  or  more 
contracts  under  section  456(b)  or  such  other  means  as  the  Sec- 
retary may  provide,  for  students  attending  participating  insti- 
tutions that  do  not  originate  direct  student  loans  under  this 
part.  Such  agreements  for  the  academic  year  1994-1995  shall, 
to  the  extent  feasible,  be  entered  into  not  later  than  January 
1,  1994. 

(2)  Transition  provisions.— In  order  to  ensure  an  expedi- 
tious but  orderly  transition  from  the  loan  programs  under  part 
B  of  this  title  to  the  direct  student  loan  program  under  this 
part,  the  Secretary  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  the  Secretary's  dis- 
cretion, determine  the  number  of  institutions  with  which  the 
Secretary  shall  enter  into  agreements  under  subsections  (a) 
and  (b)  of  section  454  for  any  academic  year,  except  that  the 
Secretary  shall  exercise  such  discretion  so  as  to  achieve  the  fol- 
lowing goals: 

(A)  for  academic  year  1994-1995,  loans  made  under 
this  part  shall  represent  5  percent  of  the  new  student  loan 
volume  for  such  year; 

(B)  for  academic  year  1995-1996,  loans  made  under 
this  part  shall  represent  40  percent  of  the  new  student 
loan  volume  for  such  year; 

(C)  for  academic  years  1996-1997  and  1997-1998, 
loans  made  under  this  part  shall  represent  50  percent  of 
the  new  student  loan  volume  for  such  years;  and 

(D)  for  the  academic  year  that  begins  in  fiscal  year 
1998,  loans  made  under  this  part  shall  represent  60  per- 
cent of  the  new  student  loan  volume  for  such  year. 

(3)  Exception. — The  Secretary  may  exceed  the  percentage 
goals  described  in  subparagi-aphs  (C)  or  (D)  of  paragraph  (2)  if 
the  Secretary  determines  that  a  higher  percentage  is  war- 
ranted by  the  number  of  institutions  of  higher  education  that 
desire  to  participate  in  the  program  under  this  part  and  that 
meet  the  eligibility  requirements  for  such  participation. 

(4)  New  student  loan  volume. — For  the  purpose  of  this 
subsection,  the  term  "new  student  loan  volume  means  the  es- 
timated sum  of  all  loans  (other  than  consolidation  loans)  that 
will  be  made,  insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  part  and  part 
B  in  the  year  for  which  the  determination  is  made.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  base  the  estimate  described  in  the  preceding  sen- 
tence on  the  most  recent  program  data  available. 

(b)  Selection  Criteria.— 
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(1)  Application. — Each  institution  of  higher  education  de- 
siring to  participate  in  the  direct  student  loan  program  under 
this  part  shall  submit  an  application  satisfactory  to  the  Sec- 
retary containing  such  information  and  assurances  as  the  Sec- 
retary may  require. 

(2)  Selection  procedure. — ^The  Secretary  shall  select  in- 
stitutions for  participation  in  the  direct  student  loan  program 
under  this  part,  and  shall  enter  into  agreements  with  such  in- 
stitutions under  section  454(a),  from  among  those  institutions 
that  submit  the  applications  described  in  paragraph  (1),  and 
meet  such  other  eligibility  requirements  as  the  Secretary  shall 
prescribe,  by,  to  the  extent  possible — 

(A)  (i)  categorizing  such  institutions  according  to  antici- 
pated loan  volume,  length  of  academic  program,  control  of 
the  institution,  highest  degree  offered,  size  of  student  en- 
rollment, geographic  location,  annual  loan  volume,  and  de- 
fault experience;  and 

(ii)  beginning  in  academic  year  1995-1996  selecting  in- 
stitutions that  are  reasonably  representative  of  each  of  the 
categories  described  pursuant  to  clause  (i);  and 

(B)  if  the  Secretary  determines  it  necessary  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  subparagraph  (A)  and  attain 
such  reasonable  representation  (as  required  by  subpara- 
graph (A)),  selecting  additional  institutions. 

(c)  Selection  Criteria  for  Origination.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^The  Secretary  may  enter  into  a  supple- 
mental agreement  with  an  institution  (or  a  consortium  of  such 
institutions)  that — 

(A)  has  an  agreement  under  subsection  454(a); 

(B)  desires  to  originate  loans  under  this  part;  and 

(C)  meets  the  criteria  described  in  paragraph  (2). 

(2)  Transition  selection  criteria. — For  academic  year 
1994-1995,  the  Secretary  may  approve  an  institution  to  origi- 
nate loans  only  if  such  institution — 

(A)  made  loans  under  part  E  of  this  title  in  academic 
year  1993-1994  and  did  not  exceed  the  applicable  maxi- 
mum default  rate  under  section  462(g)  for  the  most  recent 
fiscal  year  for  which  data  are  available; 

(B)  is  not  on  the  reimbursement  system  of  payment  for 
any  of  the  programs  under  subpart  1  or  3  of  part  A,  part 
C,  or  part  E  of  this  title; 

(C)  is  not  overdue  on  program  or  financial  reports  or 
audits  required  under  this  title; 

(D)  is  not  subject  to  an  emergency  action,  or  a  limita- 
tion, suspension,  or  termination  under  section  428(b)(l)(T), 
432(h),  or  487(c); 

(E)  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  has  not  had  signifi- 
cant deficiencies  identified  by  a  State  postsecondary  review 
entity  under  subpart  1  of  part  H  of  this  title; 

(F)  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  has  not  had  severe 
performance  deficiencies  for  any  of  the  programs  under 
this  title,  including  such  deficiencies  demonstrated  by  au- 
dits or  program  reviews  submitted  or  conducted  during  the 
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5  calendar  years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  appli- 
cation; 

(G)  provides  an  assurance  that  such  institution  has  no 
delinquent  outstanding  debts  to  the  Federal  Government, 
unless  such  debts  are  oeing  repaid  under  or  in  accordance 
with  a  repayment  arrangement  satisfactory  to  the  Federal 
Government,  or  the  Secretary  in  the  Secretary's  discretion 
determines  that  the  existence  or  amount  of  such  debts  has 
not  been  finally  determined  by  the  cognizant  Federal  agen- 
cy; and 

(H)  meets  such  other  criteria  as  the  Secretary  may  es- 
tablish to  protect  the  financial  interest  of  the  United 
States  and  to  promote  the  purposes  of  this  part. 

(3)  Regulations  governing  approval  after  transi- 
tion.— For  academic  year  1995-1996  and  subsequent  academic 
years,  the  Secretary  shall  promulgate  and  publish  in  the  Fed- 
eral Register  regulations  governing  the  approval  of  institutions 
to  originate  loans  under  this  pairt  in  accordance  vrith  section 
457(a)(2). 

(d)  Eligible  Institutions. — The  Secretary  may  not  select  an 
institution  of  higher  education  for  participation  under  this  section 
unless  such  institution  is  an  eligible  institution  under  section 


(e)  Consortia. — Subject  to  .such  requirements  as  the  Secretary 
may  prescribe,  eligible  institutions  of  higher  education  (as  deter- 
mined under  subsection  (d))  with  agreements  under  section  454(a) 
may  apply  to  the  Secretary  as  consortia  to  originate  loans  under 
this  part  for  students  in  attendance  at  such  institutions.  Each  such 
institution  shall  be  required  to  meet  the  requirements  of  subsection 
(c)  with  respect  to  loan  origination. 

(20  U.S.C.  1087c) 
SEC,  464,  AGREEMENTS  WITH  INSTITUTIONS, 

(a)  Participation  Agreements. — An  agreement  with  any  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  for  participation  in  the  direct  student 


(1)  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  di- 
rect student  loan  program  at  the  institution  under  which  the 
institution  will — 

(A)  identify  elijjible  students  who  seek  student  finan- 
cial assistance  at  such  institution  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 484; 

(B)  estimate  the  need  of  each  such  student  as  required 
by  part  F  of  this  title  for  an  academic  year,  except  that, 
any  loan  obtained  by  a  student  under  this  part  with  the 
same  terms  as  loans  made  under  section  428H  (except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  part),  or  a  loan  obtained  by  a 
parent  under  this  part  with  the  same  terms  as  loans  made 
under  section  428fe  (except  as  othei-wise  provided  in  this 
part),  or  obtained  under  any  State-sponsored  or  private 
loan  program,  may  be  used  to  offset  the  expected  family 
contriDution  of  the  student  for  that  year; 

(C)  provide  a  statement  that  certifies  the  eligibility  of 
any  student  to  receive  a  loan  under  this  part  that  is  not 
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in  excess  of  the  annual  or  aggregate  limit  applicable  to 
such  loan,  except  that  the  institution  may,  in  exceptional 
circumstances  identified  by  the  Secretary,  refuse  to  certify 
a  statement  that  permits  a  student  to  receive  a  loan  under 
this  part,  or  certify  a  loan  amount  that  is  less  than  the 
student's  determination  of  need  (as  detennined  under  part 
F  of  this  title),  if  the  reason  for  such  action  is  documented 
and  provided  in  written  form  to  such  student; 

(D)  set  forth  a  schedule  for  disbursement  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  loan  in  installments,  consistent  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  428G;  and 

(E)  provide  timely  and  accurate  information — 

(i)  concerning  the  status  of  student  borrowers  (and 
students  on  whose  behalf  parents  borrow  under  this 
part)  while  such  students  are  in  attendance  at  the  in- 
stitution and  concerning  any  new  information  of  which 
the  institution  becomes  aware  for  such  students  (or 
their  parents)  after  such  borrowers  leave  the  institu- 
tion, to  the  Secretary  for  the  servicing  and  collecting 
of  loans  made  under  this  part;  and 

(ii)  if  the  institution  does  not  have  an  agreement 
with  the  Secretary  under  subsection  (b),  concerning 
student  eligibility  and  need,  as  determined  under  sub- 
paragraphs (A)  and  (B),  to  the  Secretary  as  needed  for 
the  alternative  origination  of  loans  to  eligible  students 
and  parents  in  accordance  with  this  part; 

(2)  provide  assurances  that  the  institution  will  comply 
with  requirements  established  by  the  Secretary  relating  to  stu- 
dent loan  information  with  respect  to  loans  made  under  this 
part; 

(3)  provide  that  the  institution  accepts  responsibility  and 
financial  liability  stemming  from  its  failure  to  perform  its  func- 
tions pursuant  to  the  agreement; 

(4)  provide  that  students  at  the  institution  and  their  par- 
ents (with  respect  to  such  students)  will  be  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  programs  under  part  B  of  this  title  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Secretary  for  the  period  during  which  such  institution 
participates  in  the  direct  student  loan  program  under  this  part, 
except  that  a  student  or  parent  may  not  receive  loans  under 
both  this  part  and  part  B  for  the  same  period  of  enrollment; 

(5)  provide  for  the  implementation  of  a  quality  assurance 
system,  as  established  by  the  Secretary  and  developed  in  con- 
sultation with  institutions  of  higher  education,  to  ensure  that 
the  institution  is  complying  with  program  requirements  and 
meeting  program  objectives; 

(6)  provide  that  the  institution  will  not  charge  any  fees  of 
any  kind,  however  described,  to  student  or  parent  borrowers 
for  origination  activities  or  the  provision  of  any  information 
necessary  for  a  student  or  parent  to  receive  a  loan  under  this 
part,  or  any  benefits  associated  with  such  loan;  and 

(7)  include  such  other  provisions  as  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines are  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  United 
States  and  to  promote  the  purposes  of  this  part. 
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(b)  Origination. — An  agreement  with  any  institution  of  higher 
education,  or  consortia  thereof,  for  the  origination  of  loans  under 
this  part  shall — 

(1)  supplement  the  agreement  entered  into  in  accordance 
with  subsection  (a); 

(2)  include  provisions  established  by  the  Secretary  that  are 
similar  to  the  participation  agreement  provisions  described  in 
paragraphs  (l)(E)(ii),  (2),  (3),  (4),  (5),  (6),  and  (7)  of  subsection 
(a),  as  modified  to  relate  to  the  origination  of  loans  by  the  in- 
stitution or  consortium; 

(3)  provide  that  the  institution  or  consortium  will  originate 
loans  to  eligible  students  and  parents  in  accordance  with  this 
part;  and 

(4)  provide  that  the  note  or  evidence  of  obligation  on  the 
loan  shaill  be  the  property  of  the  Secretary. 

(c)  Withdrawal  and  Termination  Procedures.— The  Sec- 
retary shall  establish  procedures  by  which  institutions  or  consortia 
may  withdraw  or  be  terminated  from  the  program  under  this  part.

SEC.  465.  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  LOANS. 

(a)  In  General. — 

(1)  Parallel  terms,  conditions,  benefits,  and 
amounts. — Unless  otherwise  specified  in  this  part,  loans  made 
to  borrowers  under  this  part  shall  have  the  same  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  benefits,  and  be  available  in  the  same  amounts,  as 
loans  made  to  borrowers  under  sections  428,  428B,  and  428H 
of  this  title. 

(2)  Designation  of  loans.— Loans  made  to  borrowers 
under  this  part  that,  except  as  otherwise  specified  in  this  part, 
have  the  same  terms,  conditions,  and  benefits  as  loans  made 
to  borrowers  under — 

(A)  section  428  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Direct  Staf- 
ford Loans"; 

(B)  section  428B  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Direct 
PLUS  Loans";  and 

(C)  section  428H  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Direct 
Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loans". 

(b)  Interest  Rate.— 

(1)  Rates  for  fdsl  and  fdusl.— For  Federal  Direct  Staf- 
ford Loans  and  Federal  Direct  Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loans  for 
which  the  first  disbursement  is  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1994, 
the  applicable  rate  of  interest  shall,  during  any  12-month  pe- 
riod beginning  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30,  be  determined 
on  the  preceding  June  1  and  be  equal  to — 

(A)  the  bond  equivalent  rate  of  91-day  Treasury  bills 
auctioned  at  the  final  auction  held  prior  to  such  June  1: 
plus 

(B)  3.1  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  8.25  percent. 

(2)  In  school  and  grace  period  rules.— (A)  Notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  paragraph  (1),  but  subject  to  para- 
graph (3),  with  respect  to  any  I-ederal  Direct  Stafford  Loan  or 
Federal  Direct  Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loan  for  which  the  first 
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disbursement  is  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1995,  the  applicable 
rate  of  interest  for  interest  which  accrues — 

(i)  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  repajTnent  period  of 
the  loan;  or 

(ii)  during  the  period  in  which  principal  need  not  be 
paid  (whether  or  not  such  principal  is  in  fact  paid)  by  rea- 
son of  a  provision  described  in  section  428(b)(l)(M)  or 
427(a)(2)(C), 

shall  not  exceed  the  rate  determined  under  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (A),  the  rate  deter- 
mined under  this  subparagraph  shall,  during  any  12-month  pe- 
riod beginning  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30,  be  determined 
on  the  preceding  June  1  and  be  equal  to — 

(i)  the  bond  equivalent  rate  of  91-day  Treasury  bills 
auctioned  at  the  final  auction  prior  to  such  June  1;  plus 

(ii)  2.5  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  8.25  percent. 

(3)  OuT-YEAR  RULE. — Notwithstanding  paragraphs  (1)  and 
(2),  for  Federal  Direct  Stafford  Loans  and  Federal  Direct 
Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loans  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1998,  the 
applicable  rate  of  interest  shall,  during  any  12-month  period 
beginning  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30,  be  determined  on 
the  preceding  June  1  and  be  equal  to — 

(A)  the  bond  equivalent  rate  of  the  security  with  a 
comparable  maturity  as  established  by  the  Secretary;  plus 

(B)  1.0  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  8.25  percent. 

(4)  Rates  for  fdplus. — (A)  For  Federal  Direct  PLUS 
Loans  for  which  the  first  disbursement  is  made  on  or  after 
July  1,  1994,  the  applicable  rate  of  interest  shall,  during  any 
12-month  period  beginning  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30, 
be  determined  on  the  preceding  June  1  and  be  equal  to — 

(i)  the  bond  equivalent  rate  of  52-week  Treasury  bills 
auctioned  at  final  auction  held  prior  to  such  June  1;  plus 

(ii)  3.1  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  9  percent. 

(B)  For  Federal  Direct  PLUS  loans  made  on  or  after  July 
1,  1998,  the  applicable  rate  of  interest  shall,  during  any  12- 
month  period  beginning  on  July  1  and  ending  on  June  30,  be 
determined  on  the  preceding  June  1  and  be  equal  to — 

(i)  the  bond  equivalent  rate  of  the  security  with  a  com- 
parable maturity  as  established  by  the  Secretaiy;  plus 

(ii)  2.1  percent, 

except  that  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  9  percent. 

(5)  Publication. — The  Secretary  shall  determine  the  ap- 
plicable rates  of  interest  under  this  subsection  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  shall  publish  such 
rate  in  the  Federal  Register  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
date  of  determination. 

(c)  Loan  Fee. — The  Secretary  shall  charge  the  borrower  of  a 
loan  made  under  this  part  an  origination  fee  of  4.0  percent  of  the 
principal  amount  of  loan. 

(d)  Repayment  Plans.— 
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(1)  Design  and  selection. — Consistent  with  criteria  es- 
tablished by  the  Secretary,  the  Secretary  shall  offer  a  borrower 
of  a  loan  made  under  this  part  a  variety  of  plans  for  repayment 
of  such  loam,  including  principal  and  interest  on  the  loan.  The 
borrower  shall  be  entitled  to  accelerate,  without  penalty,  re- 
payment on  the  borrower's  loans  under  this  part.  The  borrower 
may  choose — 

(A)  a  standard  repayment  plan,  with  a  fixed  emnual 
repayment  amount  paid  over  a  fixed  period  of  time,  con- 
sistent with  subsection  (a)(1)  of  this  section; 

(B)  an  extended  repayment  plan,  with  a  fixed  annual 
repayment  amount  paid  over  an  extended  period  of  time, 
except  that  the  borrower  shall  annually  repay  a  minimum 
amount  determined  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with 
section  428(b)(l)(L); 

(C)  a  graduated  repayment  plan,  with  annual  repay- 
ment amounts  established  at  2  or  more  graduated  levels 
and  paid  over  a  fixed  or  extended  period  of  time,  except 
that  the  borrower's  scheduled  payments  shall  not  be  less 
than  50  percent,  nor  more  than  150  percent,  of  what  the 
amortized  payment  on  the  amount  owed  would  be  if  the 
loan  were  repaid  under  the  standard  repayment  plan;  and 

(D)  an  income  contingent  repayment  plan,  with  vary- 
ing annual  repayment  amounts  based  on  the  income  of  the 
borrower,  paid  over  an  extended  period  of  time  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary,  not  to  exceed  25  years,  except  that  the 
plan  described  in  this  subparagraph  shall  not  be  available 
to  the  borrower  of  a  Federal  Direct  PLUS  loan. 

(2)  Selection  by  secretary.— If  a  borrower  of  a  loan 
made  under  this  part  does  not  select  a  repayment  plan  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (1),  the  Secretary  may  provide  the  bor- 
rower with  a  repayment  plan  described  in  subparagraph  (A), 
(B),  or  (C)  of  paragraph  (1). 

(3)  Changes  in  selections. — The  borrower  of  a  loan  made 
under  this  part  may  change  the  borrower's  selection  of  a  repay- 
ment plan  under  paragraph  (1),  or  the  Secretary's  selection  of 
a  plan  for  the  borrower  under  paragraph  (2),  as  the  case  may 
be,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  established  by 
the  Secretary. 

(4)  Alternative  repayment  plans.— The  Secretary  may 
provide,  on  a  case  by  case  basis,  an  alternative  repayment  plan 
to  a  borrower  of  a  loan  made  under  this  part  who  demonstrates 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  that  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  repayment  plans  available  under  paragraph  (1)  are 
not  adequate  to  accommodate  the  borrower's  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances. In  designing  such  alternative  repayment  plans, 
the  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  such  plans  do  not  exceed  the 
cost  to  the  Federal  Government,  as  determined  on  the  basis  of 
the  present  value  of  future  payments  by  such  borrowers,  of 
loans  made  using  the  plans  available  under  paragraph  (1). 

(5)  Repayment  after  default.— The  Secretary  may  re- 
quire any  borrower  who  has  defaulted  on  a  loan  made  under 
this  part  to — 
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(A)  pay  all  reasonable  collection  costs  associated  with 
such  loan;  and 

(B)  repay  the  loan  pursuant  to  an  income  contingent 
repayment  plan. 

(e)  Income  Contingent  Repayment.— 

(1)  Information  and  procedures.— The  Secretary  inay 
obtain  such  information  as  is  reasonably  necessary  regarding 
the  income  of  a  borrower  (and  the  borrower's  spouse,  if  applica- 
ble) of  a  loan  made  under  this  part  that  is,  or  may  be,  repaid 
pursuant  to  income  contingent  repayment,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  annual  repayment  obligation  of  the  borrower. 
Returns  and  return  information  (as  defined  in  section  6103  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986)  may  be  obtained  under  the 
preceding  sentence  only  to  the  extent  authorized  by  section 
6103(1)(13)  of  such  Code.  The  Secretary  shall  establish  proce- 
dures for  determining  the  borrower's  repayment  obligation  on 
that  loan  for  such  year,  and  such  other  procedures  as  are  nec- 
essary to  implement  effectively  income  contingent  repayment. 

(2)  Repayment  based  on  adjusted  gross  income.— A  re- 
pa3TTient  schedule  for  a  loan  made  under  this  part  and  repaid 
pursuant  to  income  contingent  repayment  shall  be  based  on 
the  adjusted  gross  income  (as  defined  in  section  62  of  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Code  of  1986)  of  the  borrower  or,  if  the  borrower 
is  married  and  files  a  Federal  income  tax  return  jointly  with 
the  borrower's  spouse,  on  the  adjusted  gross  income  of  the  bor- 
rower and  the  borrower's  spouse. 

(3)  Additional  documents. — ^A  borrower  who  chooses,  or 
is  required,  to  repay  a  loan  made  under  this  part  pursuant  to 
income  contingent  repayment,  and  for  whom  adjusted  gross  in- 
come is  unavailable  or  does  not  reasonably  reflect  the  bor- 
rower's current  income,  shall  provide  to  the  Secretary  other 
documentation  of  income  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary,  which 
documentation  the  Secretary  may  use  to  determine  an  appro- 
priate repayment  schedule. 

(4)  ELepayment  schedules. — Income  contingent  repayment 
schedules  shall  be  established  by  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Secretary  and  shall  require  pa3TTients  that  vary  in  relation 
to  the  appropriate  portion  of  the  annual  income  of  the  borrower 
(and  the  borrower's  spouse,  if  applicable)  as  determined  by  the 
S  ccrct  flry 

(5)  Calculation  of  balance  due. — The  balance  due  on  a 
loan  made  under  this  part  that  is  repaid  pursuant  to  income 
contingent  repayment  shall  equal  the  unpaid  principal  amount 
of  the  loan,  any  accrued  interest,  and  any  fees,  such  as  late 
charges,  assessed  on  such  loan.  The  Secretary  may  promulgate 
regulations  limiting  the  amount  of  interest  that  may  be  cap- 
italized on  such  loan,  and  the  timing  of  any  such  capitalization. 

(6)  Notification  to  borrowers.— The  Secretary  shall  es- 
tablish procedures  under  which  a  borrower  of  a  loan  made 
under  this  part  who  chooses  or  is  required  to  repay  such  loan 
pursuant  to  income  contingent  repayment  is  notified  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  such  plan,  including  notification  of 
such  borrower — 
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(A)  that  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  will  disclose  to 
the  Secretary  tax  return  information  as  authorized  under 
section  6103(1)(13)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986; 
and 

(B)  that  if  a  borrower  considers  that  special  cir- 
cumstances, such  as  a  loss  of  employment  by  the  borrower 
or  the  borrower's  spouse,  warrant  an  adj,ustment  in  the 
borrower's  loan  repayment  as  determined  using  the  infor- 
mation described  in  subparagraph  (A),  or  the  alternative 
documentation  described  in  paragraph  (3),  the  borrower 
may  contact  the  Secretary,  who  shall  determine  whether 
such  adjustment  is  appropriate,  in  accordance  with  criteria 
established  by  the  Secretary. 

(f)  Deferment. — 

( 1)  Effect  on  principal  and  interest. — ^A  borrower  of  a 
loan  made  under  this  part  who  meets  the  requirements  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (2)  shall  be  eligible  for  a  deferment,  dur- 
ing which  periodic  installments  of  principal  need  not  be  paid, 
and  interest — 

(A)  shall  not  accrue,  in  the  case  of  a — 

-.  (i)  Federal  Direct  Stafford  Loan;  or 
(ii)  a  Federal  Direct  Consolidation  Loan  that  con- 
solidated only  Federal  Direct  Stafford  Loans,  or  a  com- 
bination of  such  loans  and  Federal  Stafford  Loans  for 
which  the  student  borrower  received  an  interest  sub- 
sidy under  section  428;  or 

(B)  shall  accrue  and  be  capitalized  or  paid  by  the  bor- 
rower, in  the  case  of  a  Federal  Direct  PLUS  Loan,  a  Fed- 
eral Direct  Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loan,  or  a  Federal  Di- 
rect Consolidation  Loan  not  described  in  subparagraph 
(AXii). 

(2)  Eligibility. — borrower  of  a  loan  made  under  this 
part  shall  be  eligible  for  a  deferment  during  any  period — 

(A)  during  which  the  borrower — 

(i)  is  carrying  at  least  one-half  the  normal  full- 
time  work  load  for  the  course  of  study  that  the 
borrower  is  pursuing,  as  determined  by  the  eligible  in- 
stitution (as  such  term  is  defined  in  section  435(a))  the 
borrower  is  attending;  or 

(ii)  is  pursuing  a  course  of  study  pursuant  to  a 
graduate  fellowship  program  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary, or  pursuant  to  a  rehabilitation  training  pro- 
gram for  individuals  with  disabilities  approved  by  the 
Secretary, 

except  that  no  borrower  shall  be  eligible  for  a  deferment 
under  this  subparagraph,  or  a  loan  made  under  this  part 
(other  than  a  Federal  Direct  PLUS  Loan  or  a  Federal  Di- 
rect Consolidation  Loan),  while  serving  in  a  medical  in- 
ternship or  residency  program; 

(B)  not  in  excess  of  3  years  during  which  the  borrower 
is  seeking  and  unable  to  find  full-time  employment; 

(C)  not  in  excess  of  3  years  during  wWch  the  Secretary 
determines,  in  accordance  with  regulations  prescribed 
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under  section  435(o),  that  the  borrower  has  experienced  or 
will  experience  an  economic  hardship. 

(3)  Definition  of  borrower. — ^For  the  purpose  of  this 
subsection,  the  term  "borrower"  means  an  individual  who  is  a 
new  borrower  on  the  date  such  individual  applies  for  a  loan 
under  this  part  for  which  the  first  disbursement  is  made  on  or 
after  July  1,  1993. 

(4)  Deferments  for  previous  part  b  loan  borrowers. — 
A  borrower  of  a  loan  made  under  this  part,  who  at  the  time 
such  individual  applies  for  such  loan,  has  an  outstanding  bal- 
ance of  principal  or  interest  owing  on  any  loan  made,  insured, 
or  guaranteed  under  part  B  of  title  IV  prior  to  July  1,  1993, 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  deferment  under  section  427(a)(2)(C)  or 
section  428(b)(l)(M)  as  such  sections  were  in  effect  on  July  22, 
1992. 

(g)  Federal  Direct  Consolidation  Loans.— A  borrower  of  a 
loan  made  under  this  part  may  consolidate  sueh  loan  with  the 
loans  described  in  section  428C(a)(4)  only  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Secretary  shall  establish  pursuant  to  section 
457(a)(1)  or  regulations  promulgated  under  this  part.  Loans  made 
under  this  subsection  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Direct  Consolida- 
tion Loans". 

(h)  Borrower  Defenses. — Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  State  or  Federal  law,  the  Secretary  shall  specify  in  regula- 
tions (except  as  authorized  under  section  457(a)(1))  which  acts  or 
omissions  of  an  institution  of  higher  education  a  borrower  may  as- 
sert as  a  defense  to  repayment  of  a  loan  made  under  this  part,  ex- 
cept that  in  no  event  may  a  borrower  recover  from  the  Secretary, 
in  any  action  arising  from  or  relating  to  a  loan  made  under  this 
part,  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  amount  such  borrower  has  repaid 
on  such  loan. 

(i)  Loan  Application  and  Promissory  Note. — ^The  common  fi- 
nancial reporting  form  required  in  section  483(a)(1)  shall  constitute 
the  application  for  loans  made  under  this  part  (other  than  a  Fed- 
eral Direct  PLUS  loan).  The  Secretary  shall  develop,  print,  and  dis- 
tribute to  participating  institutions  a  standard  promissory  note  and 
loan  disclosure  form. 

(j)  Loan  Disbursement.— 

( 1)  In  general. — Proceeds  of  loans  to  students  under  this 
part  shall  be  applied  to  the  student's  account  for  tuition  and 
fees,  and,  in  the  case  of  institutionally  owned  housing,  to  room 
and  board.  Loan  proceeds  that  remain  after  the  application  of 
the  previous  sentence  shall  be  delivered  to  the  borrower  by 
check  or  other  means  that  is  payable  to  and  requires  the  en- 
dorsement or  other  certification  by  such  borrower. 

(2)  Payment  periods.— The  Secretary  shall  establish  peri- 
ods for  the  payments  described  in  paragraph  (1)  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  payment  of  basic  grants  under  subpart  1  of 
part  A  of  this  title. 

(k)  Fiscal  Control  and  Fund  Accountability.— 

(1)  In  general. — (A)  An  institution  shall  maintain  finan- 
cial records  in  a  manner  consistent  with  records  maintained  for 
other  progi'ams  under  this  title. 
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(B)  Except  as  otherwise  required  by  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary, or  in  a  notice  under  section  4E7(aXl),  an  institution 
may  maintain  loan  funds  under  this  part  in  the  same  accotmt 
as  other  Federal  student  financial  assistance. 

(2)  Payments  and  refunds. — Payments  and  refunds  shall 
be  reconciled  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  manner  set  forth 
for  the  submission  of  a  payment  summary  report  required  of 
institutions  participating  in  the  program  under  subpart  1  of 
part  A,  except  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  prevent 
such  reconciliations  on  a  monthly  basis. 

(3)  Transaction  histories.— All  transaction  histories 
under  this  part  shall  be  maintained  using  the  same  system 
designated  by  the  Secretary  for  the  provision  of  basic  grants 
under  subpart  1  of  part  A  of  this  title.

SEC.  456.  CONTRACTS. 

(a)  Contracts  for  Supplies  and  Services. — 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall,  to  the  extent  prac- 
ticable, award  contracts  for  origination,  servicing,  and  collec- 
tion described  in  subsection  (b).  In  awarding  such  contracts, 
the  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  such  services  and  supplies  are 
provided  at  competitive  prices. 

(2)  Entities. — The  entities  with  which  the  Secretary  may 
enter  into  contracts  shall  include  only  entities  which  the  Sec- 
retary determines  are  qualified  to  provide  such  services  and 
supplies  and  will  comply  with  the  procedures  applicable  to  the 
award  of  such  contracts.  In  the  case  of  awarding  contracts  for 
the  origination,  sei  vicing,  and  collection  of  loans  xinder  this 
part,  the  Secretary  shall  enter  into  contracts  only  with  entities 
that  have  extensive  and  relevant  experience  and  demonstrated 
effectiveness.  The  entities  with  which  the  Secretary  may  enter 
into  such  contracts  shall  include,  where  practicable,  agencies 
with  agreements  with  the  Secretary  under  sections  428(b)  and 
(c),  if  such  agencies  meet  the  qualifications  as  determined  by 
the  Secretary  under  this  subsection  and  if  those  agencies  have 
such  experience  and  demonstrated  effectiveness.  In  awarding 
contracts  to  such  Stpte  agencies,  the  Secretary  shall,  to  the  ex- 
tent practicable  and  onsistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  part, 
give  special  >  .^-xsideration  to  State  agencies  with  a  history  of 
high  quality  \  rformance  to  perform  services  for  institutions  of 
higher  education  within  their  State. 

(3)  Rule  of  construction.— Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  as  a  limitation  of  the  authority  of  any  State  agen- 
cy to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
as  a  member  of  a  consortium  of  State  agencies. 

(b)  Contracts  for  Origination,  Servicing,  and  Data  Sys- 
tem.s. — The  Secretary  may  enter  into  contracts  for — 

(1)  the  alternative  origination  of  loans  to  students  attend- 
ing institutions  of  higher  education  with  agreements  to  partici- 
pate in  the  program  under  this  part  (or  their  parents),  if  such 
institutions  do  not  have  agreements  with  the  Secretary  under 
section  454(b);  . 
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(2)  the  servicing  and  collection  of  loans  made  under  this 
part; 

(3)  the  establishment  and  operation  of  1  or  more  data  sys- 
tems for  the  maintenance  of  records  on  all  loans  made  ixnder 
this  part; 

(4)  services  to  assist  in  the  orderly  transition  from  the  loaji 
prograiris  under  part  B  to  the  direct  student  loan  program 
under  this  part;  and 

(5)  such  other  aspects  of  the  direct  student  loan  program 
as  the  Secretary  determines  are  necessary  to  ensure  the  suc- 
cessful operation  of  the  program. 

(20  U.S.C.  10870 
SEC.  467.  REGULATORY  ACTrVITIES. 

(a)  Notice  in  Lieu  of  Regulations  for  First  Year  of  Pro- 
gram.— 

(1)  Notice  in  lieu  of  regulations  for  first  year  of 
PROGRAM. — ^The  Secretap^  shall  publish  in  the  Federal  Register 
whatever  standards,  criteria,  and  procedures,  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  part,  the  Secretary,  in  consultation  with 
members  of  the  higher  education  community,  determines  are 
reasonable  and  necessary  to  the  successful  implementation  of 
the  first  year  of  the  direct  student  loan  program  authorized  by 
this  part.  Section  431  of  the  General  Education  Provisions  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  the  publication  of  such  standards,  criteria, 
and  procedures. 

(2)  Negotiated  rulemaking.— Beginning  with  academic 
year  1995-1996,  all  standards,  criteria,  procedures,  and  regula- 
tions implementing  this  part  as  amended  by  the  Student  Loan 
Reform  Act  of  1993  shall,  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  subject 
to  negotiated  inlemaking,  including  all  such  standards,  cri- 
teria, procedures,  and  regulations  promulgated  from  the  date 
of  enactment  of  such  Act. 

(b)  Closing  Date  for  Applications  From  Institutions.— The 
Secretary  shall  establish  a  date  not  later  than  October  1,  1993,  as 
the  closing  date  for  receiving  applications  from  institutions  of  high- 
er education  desiring  to  participate  in  the  first  year  of  the  direct 
loan  program  under  this  part. 

(c)  PUBUCATION  OF  LiST  OF  PARTICIPATING  INSTITUTIONS. — Not 

later  than  January  1,  1994,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the  Fed- 
eral Register  a  list  of  the  institutions  of  higher  education  selected 
to  participate  in  the  first  year  of  the  direct  loan  program  under  this 
part. 

(20  U.S.C.  1087g) 
SEC.  45a  FUNDS  FOR  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES. 

(a)  In  General. — Each  fiscal  year,  there  shall  be  available  to 
the  Secretary  of  Education  from  funds  available  pursuant  to  section 
422(g)  and  from  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  funds  to  be  obli- 
gated for  administrative  costs  under  this  part,  including  the  costs 
of  the  transition  from  the  loan  programs  under  part  B  to  the  direct 
student  loan  programs  under  this  part  (including  the  costs  of  annu- 
ally assessing  the  program  under  this  part  and  the  progress  of  the 
transition)  and  transition  support  (including  administrative  costs) 
for  the  expenses  of  guaranty  agencies  in  servicing  outstanding 
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loans  in  their  portfolios  and  in  guaranteeing  new  loans,  not  to  ex- 
ceed (from  such  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated)  $260,000,000  in 
fiscal  year  1994,  $345,000,000  in  fiscal  year  1995,  $550,000,000  in 
fiscal  year  1996,  $595,000,000  in  fiscal  year  1997,  and  $750,000,000 
in  fiscal  year  1998.  If  in  any  fiscal  year  the  Secretary  determines 
that  additional  funds  for  administrative  expenses  are  needed  as  a 
result  of  such  transition  or  the  expansion  of  the  direct  student  loan 
programs  under  this  part,  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  use  funds 
available  under  this  section  for  a  subsequent  fiscal  year  for  such 
expenses,  except  that  the  total  expenditures  by  the  Secretary  (from 
such  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated)  shall  not  exceed 
$2,500,000,000  in  fiscal  years  1994  through  1998.  The  Secretary  is 
also  authorized  to  carry  over  funds  available  under  this  section  to 
a  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

(b)  Availability. — Funds  made  available  under  subsection  (.a) 
shall  remain  available  until  expended. 

(c)  Budget  Justification. — No  funds  may  be  expended  under 
this  section  unless  the  Secretary  includes  in  the  Department  of 
Education's  annual  budget  justification  to  Congress  a  detailed  de- 
scription of  the  specific  activities  for  which  the  funds  made  avail- 
able by  this  section  have  been  used  in  the  prior  and  current  years 
(if  applicable),  the  activities  and  costs  planned  for  the  budget  year, 
and  the  projection  of  activities  and  costs  for  each  remaining  year 
for  which  administrative  expenses  under  this  section  are  made 
available. 

(d)  Notification. — In  the  event  the  Secretary  finds  it  nec- 
essary to  ust.  the  authority  provided  to  the  Secretary  under  sub- 
section (a)  to  draw  funds  for  administrative  expenses  from  a  future 
year's  funds,  no  funds  may  be  expended  under  this  section  unless 
the  Secretary  immediately  notifies  the  Committees  on  Appropria- 
tions of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the 
Labor  and  Human  Resources  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Education  and  Labor  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
of  such  action  and  explain  the  reasons  for  such  action.

Part  E — Federal  Perkins  Loans 

sec.  461.  appropriations  authorized. 

(a)  Program  Am'HORlTY. — ^The  Secretary  shall  carry  out  a  pro- 
gram of  stimulating  and  assisting  in  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  funds  at  institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  making 
of  low-interest  loans  to  students  in  need  thereof  to  pursue  their 
courses  of  study  in  such  institutions  or  while  engaged  in  programs 
of  study  abroad  approved  for  credit  by  such  institutions.  Loans 
made  under  this  part  shall  be  known  as  "Federal  Perkins  Loans". 

(b)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— (1)  For  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Secretary  to  make  contributions  to  student  loan  funds 
established  under  this  part,  there  are  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated $250,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessaty  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  funds  authorized  under  paragraph  (1), 
there  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  such  sums  for  fiscal 
year  1997  and  each  of  the  5  succeeding  fiscal  years  as  may  be  nec- 
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essary  to  enable  students  who  have  received  loans  for  academic 
years  ending  prior  to  October  1,  1997,  to  continue  or  complete 
courses  of  study. 

(c)  Use  of  Appropriations. — ^Any  sums  appropriated  pursuant 
to  subsection  (b)  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  available  for  apportion- 
ment pursuant  to  section  462  and  for  pa5Tnents  of  Federal  capital 
contributions  therefrom  to  institutions  of  higher  education  which 
have  agreements  with  the  Secretary  under  section  463.  Such  Fed- 
eral capital  contributions  and  all  contributions  from  such  institu- 
tions shall  be  used  for  the  establishment,  expansion,  £ind  mainte- 
nance of  student  loan  funds. 

(20  U.S.C.  1087aa) 
SEC.  462.  ALLOCATION  OF  FUNDS. 

(a)  Allocation  Based  on  Previous  Allocation. — (l)  From 
the  amount  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  461(b)  for  each  fiscal 
year,  the  Secretary  shall  first  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  an 
amount  equal  to — 

(A)  100  percent  of  the  amount  of  Federal  capital  contribu- 
tion allocated  to  such  institution  under  this  part  for  fiscal  year 
1985,  multiplied  by 

(B)  the  institution's  default  penalty,  as  determined  under 
subsection  (f), 

except  that  if  the  institution  has  a  default  rate  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
plicable maximum  default  rate  under  subsection  (g),  the  institution 
may  not  receive  an  allocation  imder  this  paragraph. 

(2)(A)  From  the  amount  so  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall 
next  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in 
the  program  under  this  part  after  fiscal  year  1985  but  is  not  a  first 
or  second  time  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  the  greater  of — 

(i)  $5,000;  or 

(ii)  100  percent  of  the  amount  received  and  expended 
under  this  part  for  the  first  year  it  participated  in  the  pro- 
gram. 

(B)  From  the  amount  so  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall  next 
allocate  to  each  eligible  institution  that  began  participation  in  the 
program  under  this  part  after  fiscal  year  1985  and  is  a  first  or  sec- 
ond time  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  the  greatest  of — 

(i)  $5,000; 

(ii)  an  amount  equal  to  (I)  90  percent  of  the  amount  re- 
ceived and  used  under  this  part  in  the  second  preceding  fiscal 
year  by  eligible  institutions  offering  comparable  programs  of 
instruction,  divided  by  (II)  the  number  of  students  enrolled  at 
such  comparable  institutions  in  such  fiscal  year,  multiplied  by 
(III)  the  number  of  students  unrolled  at  the  applicant  institu- 
tion in  such  fiscal  year;  or 

(iii)  90  percent  of  the  institution's  allocation  under  this 
part  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(C)  Notwithstanding  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  of  tliis  para- 
graph, the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  each  eligible  institution 
which — 

(i)  was  a  first-time  participant  in  the  program  in  fisced 
year  1986  or  any  subsequent  fiscal  year,  and 
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(ii)  received  a  larger  amount  under  this  subsection  in  the 

second  year  of  participation, 
an  amount  equal  to  90  percent  of  the  amount  it  received  under  this 
subsection  in  its  second  year  of  participation. 

(D)  For  any  fiscal  year  after  a  fiscal  year  in  which  an  institu- 
tion receives  an  allocation  under  subparagraph  (A),  (B),  or  (C),  the 
Secretary  shall  allocate  to  such  institution  an  amount  equal  to  the 
product  of — 

(i)  the  amount  determined  under  subparagraph  (A),  (B),  or 
(C),  multiplied  by 

(ii)  the  institution's  default  penalty,  as  determined  under 
subsection  (f), 

except  that  if  the  institution  has  a  default  rate  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
plicable maximum  default  rate  under  subsection  (g),  the  institution 
may  not  receive  an  allocation  under  this  paragraph. 

(3)(A)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  less 
than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  then  the  amount  of  the  allocation 
to  each  such  institution  shall  be  ratably  reduced. 

(B)  If  the  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  is  more  than 
the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all  institutions  under  para- 
graph (1)  but  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be  allocated  to  all 
institutions  under  paragraph  (2),  then — 

(i)  the  Secretary  shall  allot  the  amount  required  to  be  allo- 
cated to  all  institutions  under  paragraph  (1),  and 

(ii)  the  amount  of  the  allocation  to  each  institution  under 
paragraph  (2)  shall  be  ratably  reduced.

(C)  the  date  of  cancellation  of  the  note  upon  completion  ot 
repayment  by  the  borrower  of  any  such  loan. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  paragraphs  (4)  and  (6)  of  subsection  (a)  ot 
section  605  of  the  Fair  Credit  Reporting  Act  (15  U.S.C.  1681c  (a)(4), 
(a)(6)),  a  consumer  reporting  agency  may  make  a  report  containing 
information  received  from  the  Secretary  regarding  the  status  of  a 
borrower's  account  on  a  loan  made  under  this  part  until — 

(A)  7  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  Secretary  accepted 
an  assignment  or  referral  of  a  loan,  or 

(B)  7  years  from  the  date  the  Secretary  first  reports  the  ac- 
count to  a  consumer  reporting  agency. 

(4)  Each  institution  of  higher  education,  after  consultation  with 
the  Secretary  and  pursuant  to  the  agreements  entered  into  under 
paragraph  (1),  shall  disclose  at  least  annually  to  any  credit  bureau 
organization  with  which  the  Secretary  has  .such  an  agreement— 

(A)  the  amount  of  loans  made  to  any  borrower  under  this 
part  at  the  time  of  the  disbursement  of  the  loan;  and 

(B)  the  information  set  forth  in  section  430A(a). 

(d)  Limitation  on  Use  of  Interest  Bearing  Accounts.— In 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  subsection  (a)(10),  the  Secretary  may 
not  require  that  any  collection  agency,  collection  attorney,  or  loan 
servicer  collecting  loans  made  under  this  part  deposit  amounts  col- 
lected on  such  loans  in  interest  bearing  accounts,  unless  such  agen- 
cy, attorney,  or  servicer  holds  such  amounts  for  more  than  45  days. 

(e)  Special  Due  Diligence  Rule.— In  carrying  out  the  provi- 
sions of  subsection  (a)(5)  relating  to  due  diligence,  the  Secretary 
shall  make  every  effort  to  ensure  that  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation may  use  Internal  Revenue  Service  skip-tracing  collection 
procedures  on  loans  made  under  this  part.

SEC.  483A.  STUDENT  LOAN  INFORMATION  BY  EUGIBLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

(a)  Disclosure  Required  Prior  to  Disbursement.— Each  in- 
stitution of  higher  education,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  section  463ra)(8),  shall,  at  or  prior  to  the  time  such  institution 
makes  a  loan  to  a  student  borrower  which  is  made  under  this  part, 
provide  thorough  and  adequate  loan  information  on  such  loan  to 
the  student  borrower.  Any  disclosure  required  by  this  subsection 
may  be  made  by  an  institution  of  higher  education  as  part  of  the 
written  application  material  provided  to  the  borrower,  or  as  part  of 
the  promissory  note  evidencing  the  loan,  or  on  a  separate  wntten 
form  provided  to  the  borrower.  The  disclosures  shall  include— 

(1)  the  name  of  the  institution  of  higher  education,  and  the 
address  to  which  communications  and  payments  should  be 
sent; 

(2)  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan; 

(3)  the  amount  of  any  charges  collected  by  the  institution 
at  or  prior  to  the  disbursal  of  the  loan  and  whether  such 
charges  are  deducted  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  or  paid  sep- 
arately by  the  borrower; 

(4)  the  stated  interest  rate  on  the  loan; 
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(5)  the  yearly  and  cumulative  maximum  amounts  that  may 
be  borrowed; 

(6)  £in  explanation  of  when  repayment  of  the  loan  will  be 
required  and  when  the  borrower  will  be  obligated  to  pay  inter- 
est that  accrues  5h  the  loan; 

(7)  a  statement  as  to  the  minimum  and  maximum  repay- 
ment term  which  the  institution  may  impose,  and  the  mini- 
mum monthly  pajrment  required  by  law  and  a  description  of 
any  penalty  imposed  as  a  consequence  of  default,  such  as  li- 
ability for  expenses  reasonably  incurred  in  attempts  by  the 
Secretary  or  institutions  to  collect  on  a  loan; 

(8)  a  statement  of  the  total  cumulative  balance,  including 
the  loan  applied  for,  owed  by  the  student  to  that  lender,  and 
an  estimate  of  the  projected  monthly  payment,  given  such  cu- 
mulative balance; 

(9)  an  explanation  of  any  special  options  the  borrower  may 
have  for  loan  consolidation  or  other  refinancing  of  the  loan; 

(10)  a  statement  that  the  borrower  has  the  right  to  prepay 
all  or  part  of  the  loan,  at  any  time,  without  penalty,  a  state- 
ment summarizing  circumstances  in  which  repayment  of  the 
loan  or  interest  that  accrues  on  the  loan  may  be  deferred,  and 
a  brief  notice  of  the  program  for  repayment  of  loans,  on  the 
basis  of  military  service,  pursuant  to  the  Department  of  De- 
fense educational  loan  repayment  program  (10  U.S.C.  2172); 

(11)  a  definition  of  default  and  the  consequences  to  the 
borrower  if  the  borrower  defaults,  together  with  a  statement 
that  the  disbursement  of,  and  the  default  on,  a  loein  under  this 
part,  shall  be  reported  to  a  credit  bureau  or  credit  reporting 
agency; 

(12)  to  the  extent  practicable,  the  effect  of  accepting  the 
loan  on  the  eligibility  of  the  borrower  for  other  forms  of  stu- 
dent assistance;  and 

(13)  an  explanation  of  any  cost  the  borrower  may  incur  in 
the  making  or  collection  of  the  loan. 

(b)  DiscLOSTiRE  Required  Prior  to  Repayment.— Each  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Secretary  under  which  the  institution  will,  prior  to  the  start  of  the 
repayment  period  of  the  student  borrower  on  loans  made  under 
this  part,  disclose  to  the  student  borrower  the  information  required 
under  this  subsection.  Any  disclosure  required  by  this  subsection 
may  be  made  by  an  institution  of  higher  education  either  in  a 
promissory  note  evidencing  the  loan  or  loeins  or  in  a  written  state- 
ment provided  to  the  borrower.  The  disclosures  shall  include — 

(1)  the  name  of  the  institution  of  higher  education,  and  the 
address  to  which  communications  and  payments  should  be 
sent; 

(2)  the  scheduled  date  upon  which  the  repayment  period  is 
to  begin; 

(3)  the  estimated  balance  owed  by  the  bon-ower  on  the 
loan  or  loans  covered  by  the  disclosure  as  of  the  scheduled  date 
on  which  the  repayment  period  is  to  begin  (including,  if  appli- 
cable, the  estimated  amount  of  interest  to  be  capitalized);

(4)  the  stated  interest  rate  on  the  loan  or  loans,  or  the 
combmed  interest  rate  of  loans  with  different  stated  interest 
rates; 

(5)  the  nature  of  any  fees  which  may  accrue  or  be  chsurged 
to  the  borrower  diuing  the  repayment  period; 

(6)  the  repayment  sched\:de  for  all  loans  covered  by  the  dis- 
closure including  the  date  the  first  installment  is  due,  and  the 
number,  amount,  and  frequency  of  required  payments; 

(7)  an  explanation  of  any  special  options  the  borrower  may 
have  for  loan  consolidation  or  other  refinancing  of  the  loan; 

(8)  the  projected  total  of  interest  charges  which  the  bor-

(c)  Costs  and  Effects  of  Disclosures. — Such  information 
shall  be  available  without  cost  to  the  borrower.  The  failure  of  an 
eligible  institution  to  provide  information  as  required  by  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  (1)  relieve  a  borrower  of  the  obligation  to  repay  a 
loan  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  (2)  provide  a  basis  for  a  claim 
for  civil  damages,  or  (3)  be  deemed  to  abrogate  the  obligation  of  the 
Secretary  to  make  payments  with  re,?pect  to  such  loan.

SEC.  464.  TERMS  OF  LOANS. 

(a)  TEhMS  AND  Conditions. — (1)  Loans  from  any  student  loan 
fund  established  pursuant  to  an  agreement  under  section  463  to 
any  student  by  any  institution  shall,  subject  to  such  conditions, 
limitations,  and  requirements  as  the  Secretary  shall  prescribe  by 
regulation,  be  made  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  institution 
may  determine. 

(2)(A)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (4),  the  total  of  loans 
made  to  a  student  in  any  academic  year  or  its  equivalent  by  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  from  a  loan  fund  established  pursuant

(i)  for  institutions  that  have  an  agreement  with  the  Sec- 
retary to  participate  in  the  Expanded  Lending  Option  under 
section  463(a)(2)(B)(i)— 

(I)  $4,000,  in  the  case  of  a  student  who  has  not  suc- 
cessfully completed  a  program  of  undergraduate  education; 
or 

(II)  $6,000,  in  the  case  of  a  graduate  or  professional 
student  (as  defined  in  regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary). 

(ii)  for  all  other  institutions — 

(I)  $3,000,  in  the  case  of  a  student  who  has  not  suc- 
cessfully completed  a  program  of  undergraduate  education; 
or 

(II)  $5,000,  in  the  case  of  a  graduate  or  professional 
student  (as  defined  in  regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary). 

(B)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (4),  the  aggregate  of  the 
loans  for  all  years  made  to  a  student  by  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
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cation  from  loan  funds  established  pursuant  to  agreements  under 
this  part  may  not  exceed — 

(i)  for  institutions  that  have  an  agreement  with  the  Sec- 
retary to  participate  in  the  Expanded  Lending  Option  under 
section  463(a)(2)(B)(i)— 

(I)  $40,000  in  the  case  of  any  graduate  or  professional 
student  (as  defined  by  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  and  in- 
cluding any  loans  from  such  funds  made  to  such  person  be- 
fore he  became  a  graduate  or  professional  student); 

(II)  $20,000  in  the  case  of  a  student  who  has  success- 
fully completed  2  years  of  a  program  of  education  leading 
to  a  bachelor's  degree  but  who  has  not  completed  the  work 
necessary  for  such  a  degree  (determined  under  regulations 
of  the  Secretary,  and  including  any  loans  from  such  funds 
made  to  such  person  before  he  became  such  a  student); 
and 

(III)  $8,000  in  the  case  of  any  other  student;  or 

(ii)  for  all  other  institutions — 

(I)  $15,000,  in  the  case  of  any  student  who  has  not 
successfully  completed  a  program  of  undergraduate  edu- 
cation; or 

(II)  $30,000,  in  the  case  of  any  graduate  or  profes- 
sional student  (as  defined  by  regulations  issued  by  the  Sec- 
retary) and  including  any  loans  from  such  funds  made  to 
such  student  before  the  student  became  a  graduate  or  pro- 
fessional student. 

(3)  Regulations  of  the  Secretziry  under  paragraph  (1)  shall  be 
designed  to  prevent  the  impairment  of  the  capital  student  loan 
funds  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable  and  with  a  view  toward 
the  objective  of  enabling  the  student  to  complete  his  course  of 
study. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  a  program  of  study  abroad  that  is  approved 
for  credit  by  the  home  institution  at  which  a  student  is  enrolled 
and  that  has  reasonable  costs  in  excess  of  the  home  institution's 
budget,  the  annual  and  aggregate  loan  limits  for  the  student  may 
exceed  the  amoxmts  described  in  paragraphs  (2)(A)  and  (2)(B)  by  20 
percent. 

(b)  Demonstration  of  Need  and  Eligibility  Required. — (1) 
A  loan  from  a  student  loan  fund  assisted  under  this  part  ma.  •  be 
made  only  to  a  student  who  demonstrates  financial  need  in  accord- 
ance with  part  F  of  this  title,  who  meets  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tion 484,  and  who  provides  the  institution  with  the  student's  driv- 
ers license  number,  if  any,  at  the  time  of  application  for  the  loan. 

(2)  If  the  institution's  capital  contribution  under  section  462  is 
directly  or  indirectly  based  in  part  on  the  financial  need  dem- 
onstrated by  students  who  are  (A)  attending  the  institution  less 
than  full  time,  or  .(B)  independent  students,  and  if  the  total  finan- 
cial need  of  all  such  less  than  full-time  and  independent  students 
at  the  Institution  exceeds  5  percent  of  the  total  financial  need  of 
all  students  at  such  institution,  then  at  least  5  percent  of  such 
loans  shall  be  made  available  to  such  less  than  full-time  and  inde- 
pendent students.

(c)  Contents  of  Loan  Agreement.— <1)  Any  agreement  be- 
tween an  institution  and  a  student  for  a  loan  from  a  student  loan 
fund  assisted  under  this  part — 

(A)  shall  be  evidenced  by  note  or  other  written  instrument 
which,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2),  provides  for  repay- 
ment of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon,  in  equal  installments  (or,  if  the  borrower  so  re- 
quests, in  graduated  periodic  installments  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  schedules  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary) payable  quarterly,  bimonthly,  or  monthly,  at  the  option 
of  the  institution,  over  a  period  beginning  nine  months  after 
the  date  on  which  the  student  ceases  to  carry,  at  an  institution 
of  higher  education  or  a  comparable  institution  outside  the 
United  States  approved  for  this  purpose  by  the  Secretary,  at 
least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  academic  workload,  and 
ending  10  years  and  9  months  after  such  date  except  that  such 
period  may  begin  earlier  than  9  months  after  such  date  upon 
the  request  of  the  borrower; 

(B)  shall  include  provision  for  acceleration  of  repayment  of 
the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  such  loan,  at  the  option  of  the  bor- 
rower; 

(C)  (i)  may  provide,  at  the  option  of  the  institution,  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  that  during  the  re- 
payment period  of  the  loan,  payments  of  principal  and  interest 
by  the  borrower  with  respect  to  all  outstanding  loans  made  to 
the  student  from  a  student  loan  fund  assisted  under  this  part 
shall  be  at  a  rate  equal  to  not  less  than  $40  per  month,  except 
that  the  institution  may,  subject  to  such  regulations,  permit  a 
borrower  to  pay  less  than  $40  per  month  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  one  year  where  necessary  to  avoid  hardship  to  the 
borrower,  but  without  extending  the  10-year  maximum  repay- 
ment period  provided  for  in  subparagraph  (A)  of  this  para- 
graph; and 

(ii)  may  provide  that  the  total  payments  by  a  borrower  for 
a  monthly  or  similar  payment  period  with  respect  to  the  aggre- 
gate of  afi  loans  held  by  the  institution  may,  when  the  amount 
of  a  monthly  or  other  similar  payment  is  not  a  multiple  of  $5, 
be  roimded  to  the  next  highest  whole  dollar  amount  that  is  a 
multiple  of  $5; 

(D)  shall  provide  that  the  loan  ^nall  bear  interest,  on  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  loan,  at  the  rate  of  (i)  3  percent  per  year, 
(ii)  4  percent  per  year  in  the  case  of  any  loan  made  on  or  after 
July  1,  1981,  or  (iii)  5  percent  per  year  in  the  case  of  any  loan 
made  on  or  after  October  1,  1981,  except  that  no  interest  shall 
accrue  (I)  prior  to  the  beginning  date  of  repayment  determined 
under  subparagraph  (AXi),  or  (II)  during  any  period  in  which 
repayment  is  suspended  by  reason  of  paragraph  (2); 

(E)  shall  provide  that  the  loan  shall  be  made  without  secu- 
rity and  without  endorsement; 

(F)  shall  provide  that  the  liability  to  repay  the  loan  shall 
be  canceled  upon  the  death  of  the  borrower,  or  if  he  becomes 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  as  determined  in  accordance 
with  regulations  of  the  Secretary; 
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(G)  shall  provide  that  no  note  or  evidence  of  obligation 
may  be  assigned  by  the  lender,  except  upon  the  transfer  of  the 
borrower  to  another  institution  participating  under  this  part 
(or,  if  not  so  participating,  is  eli^ble  to  do  so  and  is  approved 
by  the  Secretary  for  such  purpose),  to  such  institution,  and  ex- 
cept as  necessary  to  carry  out  section  463(a)(6); 

(H)  pursuant  to  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  shall  provide 
for  an  assessment  of  a  charge  with  respect  to  the  loan  for  fail- 
ure of  the  borrower  to  pay  all  or  part  of  an  installment  when 
due,  which  shall  include  the  expenses  reasonably  incurred  in 
attempting  collection  of  the  loan,  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
the  Secretary,  except  that  no  charge  imposed  under  this  sub- 
paragraph shall  exceed  20  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  month- 
ly payment  of  the  borrower;  and 

(I)  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  system  of  disclosure  of  in- 
formation concerning  default  on  such  loan  to  credit  bureau  or- 
ganizations under  section  463(c). 

(2)(A)  No  repayment  of  principal  of,  or  interest  on,  any  loan 
from  a  student  loan  fund  assisted  under  this  part  shall  be  required 
during  any  period — 

(i)  during  which  the  borrower— 

(I)  is  pursuing  at  least  a  half-time  course  of  study  as 
determined  by  an  eligible  institution;  or 

(II)  is  pursuing  a  course  of  study  pursuant  to  a  grad- 
uate fellowship  program  approved  by  the  Secretary,  or 
pursuant  to  a  rehabilitation  training  program  for  disabled 
individuals  approved  by  the  Secretary, 

except  that  no  borrower  shall  be  eligible  for  a  deferment  under 
this  clause,  or  loan  made  under  this  part  while  serving  in  a 
medical  internship  or  residency  program; 

(ii)  not  in  excess  of  3  years  during  which  the  borrower  is 
seeking  and  unable  to  find  full-time  employment; 

(ill)  not  in  excess  of  3  years  for  .xay  reason  which  the  lend- 
er determines,  in  accordance  with  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  under  section  435(o),  has  caused  or  will  cause  the 
borrower  to  have  an  economic  hardship;  or 

(iv)  during  which  the  borrower  is  engaged  in  service  de- 
scribed in  section  465(a)(2); 
and  provides  that  any  such  period  shall  not  be  included  in  deter- 
mining the  10-year  period  described  in  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  No  repayment  of  principal  of,  or  interest  on,  any  loan  for 
any  period  described  in  subparagraph  (A)  shall  begin  imtil  6 
months  after  the  completion  of  such  period. 

(3)  (A)  The  Secretary  is  authorized,  when  good  cause  is  shown, 
to  extend,  in  accordance  with  regulations,  the  10-year  maximum  re- 
payment period  provided  for  in  subparagraph  (A)  of  paragraph  (1) 
with  respect  to  individual  loans. 

(B)  Pursuant  to  uniform  criteria  established  by  the  Secretary, 
the  repayment  period  for  any  student  borrower  who  during  the  re- 
payment period  is  a  low-income  individual  may  be  extended  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  10  years  and  the  repayment  schedule  may  be 
adjusted  to  reflect  the  income  of  that  individual. 

(4)  The  repayment  period  for  a  loan  made  under  this  part  shall 
begin  on  the  day  immediately  following  the  expiration  of  the  pe- 
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riod,  specified  in  paragrapn  dXA),  after  the  student  ceases  to  carry 
the  required  academic  workload,  unless  the  borrower  requests  and 
is  granted  a  repayment  schedule  that  provides  for  repayment  to 
commence  at  an  earlier  point  in  time,  and  shall  exclude  any  period 
of  authorized  deferment,  forbearance,  or  cancellation. 

(5)  The  institution  may  elect — 

"  (A)  to  add  the  amoimt  of  any  charge  imposed  under  para- 
graph dXH)  to  the  principal  amoimt  of  the  loan  as  of  the  first 
day  after  the  day  on  which  the  installment  was  due  and  to  no- 
tify the  borrower  of  the  assessment  of  the  charge;  or 

(B)  to  make  the  amoimt  of  the  charge  payable  to  the  insti- 
tution not  later  than  the  due  date  of  the  next  installment. 

(6)  Requests  for  deferment  of  repayment  of  loans  under  this 
part  by  students  engaged  in  graduate  or  post-graduate  fellowship- 
supported  study  (such  as  pursuant  to  a  Fulbright  grant)  outside 
the  United  States  shall  be  approved  imtil  completion  of  the  period 
of  the  fellowship. 

(d)  AVAllABILITY  OF  LOAN  FUND  TO  ALL  EUGIBLE  STUDENTS. — 

An  agreement  under  this  part  for  payment  of  Federal  capital  con- 
tributions shall  include  provisions  designed  to  make  loans  from  the 
student  loan  fund  established  pursuant  to  such  agreement  reason- 
ably available  (to  the  extent  of  the  available  ftmds  in  such  fund) 
to  all  eligible  students  in  such  institutions  in  need  thereof; 

(e)  Forbearance.— The  Secretary  shall  ensure  that,  upon  writ- 
ten request,  an  institution  of  higher  education  shall  grant  a  bor- 
rower forbearance  of  principal  and  interest  or  principal  only,  re- 
newable at  12-month  intervals  for  a  peiiod  not  to  exceed  3  years, 
on  such  terms  aa  aie  otherwise  consistent  with  the  regulations  is- 
sued by  the  Secretary  and  £igreed  upon  in  writing  by  the  parties 
to  the  loan,  if — 

(1)  the  borrower's  debt  burden  equals  or  exceeds  20  per- 
cent of  such  borrower's  gross  income;  or 

(2)  the  institution  determines  that  the  borrower  shoiild 
qualify  for  forbearance  for  other  reasons. 

(0  Special  Repayment  Rule  Authority.— (1)  Subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  to  protect  the  interest 
of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  encourage  repa3mient  of  loans 
made  under  this  part  which  are  in  default,  the  Secretary  may,  in 
the  agreement  entered  into  under  this  part,  authorize  an  institu- 
tion of  higher  education  to  compromise  on  the  repa3mient  of  such 
defaulted  loans  in  accordance  vrith  paragraph  (2).  The  Federal 
share  of  the  compromise  repajTnent  shall  bear  the  same  relation  to 
the  institution's  share  of  such  compromise  repa3mient  as  the  Fed- 
eral capital  contribution  to  the  institution's  loan  fimd  under  this 
part  bears  to  the  institution's  capital  contribution  to  such  ftmd. 

(2)  No  compromise  repayi?ient  of  a  defaiilted  loan  as  authorized 
by  paragraph  (1)  may  be  m'ad'j  imless  the  student  borrower  pays — 

(A)  90  percent  of  the  loan  under  this  part; 

(B)  the  interest  due  on  such  loan;  and 

(C)  any  collection  fees  due  on  such  loan;

during  the  award  period  for  which  assistance  under  this  title 
is  requested; 

except  that  the  amount  determined  under  this  subsection  shall  not 
be  less  than  zero.

SEC.  478.  REGULATIONS;  UPDATED  TABLES. 

(a)  Authority  To  Prescribe  Regulations  Restricted. — (1) 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Secretary  shall  not 
have  the  authority  to  prescribe  regulations  to  carry  out  this  part 
except — 

(A)  to  prescribe  updated  tables  in  accordance  with  sub- 
sections (b)  through  (h)  of  this  section;  or 

(B)  to  propose  modifications  in  the  need  analysis  methodol- 
ogy required  by  this  pait. 

(2)  Any  regulation  proposed  by  the  Secretary  that  (A)  updates 
tables  in  a  manner  that  does  not  comply  with  subsections  (b) 
through  (h)  of  this  section,  or  (B)  that  proposes  modifications  imder 
paragraph  (IXB)  of  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  effective  unless  ap- 
proved by  joint  resolution  of  the  Congress  by  May  1  following  the 
date  such  regulations  are  published  in  the  Federal  Register  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  482.  If  the  Congress  fails  to  approve  such 
regulations  by  such  May  1,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the  Fed- 
eral Register  in  accordance  with  section  482  updated  tables  for  the 
applicable  award  year  that  are  prescribed  in  accordance  with  sub- 
sections (b)  through  (h)  of  this  section. 

(b)  Income  Protection  Allowance.— For  each  academic  year 
after  academic  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the 
Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  income  protection  allowances  for 
the  purpose  of  sections  475(cX4)  and  477(dX4).  Such  revised  table 
shall  be  developed  by  increasing  each  of  the  dollar  amoimts  con- 
tained in  the  table  in  each  such  section  by  a  percentage  equal  to 
the  estimated  percentage  increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (as 
determined  by  the  Secretary)  between  December  1992  and  the  De- 
cember next  preceding  the  beginning  of  such  academic  year,  and 
rounding  the  result  to  the  nearest  $10. 

(c)  Adjusted  Net  Worth  of  a  Farm  or  Business.— For  each 
award  year  after  award  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary  shall  pub- 
lish in  the  Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  adjusted  net  worth 
of  a  farm  or  business  for  purposes  of  sections  475(d)(2)(C), 
476(c)(2XC),  and  477(cX2XC).  Such  revised  table  shall  be  devel- 
oped— 

(1)  by  increasing  each  dollar  amount  that  refers  to  net 
worth  of  a  farm  or  business  by  a  percentage  equal  to  the  esti- 
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ma  ,ed  percentage  increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (as  de- 
termined by  the  Secretary)  between  December  1992  and  the 
December  next  preceding  the  beginning  of  such  award  year, 
and  rounding  the  result  to  the  nearest  $5,000;  and 

(2)  by  adjusting  the  dollar  amounts  "$30,000",  "$105,000", 
and  "$195,000"  to  reflect  the  chajiges  made  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (1). 

(d)  Education  Savings  and  Asset  Protection  Allowance.— 
For  each  award  year  after  award  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary 
shall  publish  in  the  Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  allowances 
for  the  purpose  of  sections  475(d)(3),  476(c)(3),  and  477(c)(3).  Such 
revised  table  shall  be  developed  by  determining  the  present  value 
cost,  roxmded  to  the  nearest  $100,  of  an  annuity  that  would  pro- 
vide, for  each  age  cohort  of  40  and  above,  a  supplemental  income 
at  age  65  (adjusted  for  inflation)  equal  to  the  difference  between 
the  moderate  family  income  (as  most  recently  determined  by  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics),  and  the  current  average  social  security 
retirement  benefits.  For  each  age  cohort  below  40,  the  allowance 
shall  be  computed  by  decreasing  the  allowance  for  age  40,  as  up- 
dated, by  one-fifteenth  for  each  year  of  age  below  age  40  and 
rounding  the  result  to  th<»  nearept  $100.  In  making  such  deter- 
minations— 

(1)  inflation  shall  be  presumed  to  be  6  percent  per  year; 

(2)  the  rate  of  return  of  an  annuity  shall  be  presumed  to 
be  8  percent;  and 

(b;  the  sales  commission  on  an  annuity  shall  be  presumed 
to  be  6  percent. 

(e)  Assessment  Schedules  and  Rates.— For  each  award  year 
after  award  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the 
Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  assessments  from  adjusted 
available  income  for  the  purpose  of  sections  475(e)  and  477(d).  Such 
revised  table  shall  be  developed — 

(1)  by  increasing  each  dollar  amount  that  refers  to  ad- 
justed available  income  by  a  percentage  equal  to  the  estimated 
percentage  increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (as  deter- 
mined by  the  Secretary)  between  December  1992  and  the  De- 
cember next  preceding  the  beginning  of  such  academic  year, 
rounded  to  the  nearest  $100;  and 

(2)  by  adjusting  the  other  dollar  amounts  to  reflect  the 
changes  made  pursuant  to  paragraph  (1). 

(f)  Definition  of  Consumer  Price  Index.— As  used  in  this 
section,  the  term  "Consumer  Price  Index"  means  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  published  by  the  Department 
of  Labor.  Each  annual  update  of  tables  to  reflect  changes  in  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  shall  be  corrected  for  misestimation  of  ac- 
tual changes  in  such  Index  in  previous  years. 

(g)  State  and  Other  Tax  Allowance.— For  each  award  year 
after  award  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the 
Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  State  and  other  tax  allowances 
for  the  purpose  of  sections  476(c)(2),  475(g)(3),  476(bX2),  and 
477(b)(2).  The  Secretary  shall  develop  such  revised  table  after  re- 
view of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury's  Statistics  of  Income  file 
and  determination  of  the  percentage  of  income  that  each  State's 
taxes  represent. 
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(h)  Employment  Expense  Aulowance— For  each  award  jear 
after  award  year  1993-1994,  the  Secretary  shall  publish  in  the 
Federal  Register  a  revised  table  of  emplosrment  expense  allowances 
for  the  purpose  of  sections  475(cX5),  476(bX4),  and  477(bX5).  Such 
revised  table  shall  be  developed  by  increasing  the  dollar  amount 
specified  in  sections  475(c)(5XA),  475(cX5)(B),  476(bX4XA), 
476(b)(4)(B),  477CbX5XA),  and  477(bX5XB)  to  reflect  increases  in 
the  amount  and  percent  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  budget 
of  the  marginal  costs  for  meals  away  from  home,  apparel  and  up- 
keep, transportation,  and  housekeeping  services  for  a  two-worker 
versus  one-worker  family.

SEC.  479.  SIMPLIFIED  NEEDS  TESTS. 

(a)  Simplified  Appucation  Section.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^The  Secretary  shall  develop  and  use  an 
easily  identifiable  simplified  application  section  as  part  of  the 
common  financial  reporting  form  prescribed  under  section 
483(a)  for  families  described  in  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  of  this 
section. 

(2)  Reduced  data  requirements.— The  simplified  applica- 
tion form  shall — 

(A)  in  the  case  of  a  family  meeting  the  requirements 
of  subsection  (bXD,  permit  such  family  to  submit  only  the 
data  elements  required  under  subsection  (bX2)  for  the  pur- 
poses of  establishing  eligibility  for  student  financial  aid 
imder  this  part;  and 

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  family  meeting  the  requirements 
of  subsection  (c),  permit  such  family  to  be  treated  as  hav- 
ing an  expected  family  contribution  equal  to  zero  for  pur- 
poses of  establishing  such  eligibility  and  to  submit  only  the 
data  elements  required  to  make  a  determination  under 
subsection  (c). 

(b)  SiMPUFiED  Needs  Test.— 

(1)  Eligibility.— An  applicant  is  eligible  to  file  a  sim- 
plified form  containing  the  elements  required  by  paragraph  (2) 
if— 

(A)  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  who  is  a  dependent  stu- 
dent— 

(i)  the  student'c  parents  file  or  are  eligible  to  file 
a  form  described  in  paragraph  (3)  or  certify  that  they 
are  not  required  to  file  an  income  tax  return  and  the 
student  files  or  is  eligible  to  file  such  a  form  or  cer- 
tifies that  the  student  is  not  required  to  file  an  income 
tax  return;  and 

(ii)  the  total  adjusted  gross  income  of  the  parents 
(excluding  any  income  of  the  dependent  student)  is 
less  than  $50,000;  or 

(B)  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  who  is  an  independent 
student — 

(i)  the  student  (and  the  student's  spouse,  if  any) 
files  or  is  eligible  to  file  a  form  described  in  paragraph 
(3)  or  certifies  that  the  student  (and  the  student's 
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spouse,  if  any)  is  not  required  to  file  an  income  tax  re- 
turn; and 

(ii)  the  adjusted  gross  income  of  the  student  (and 
the  student's  spouse,  if  any)  is  less  than  $50,000. 

(2)  Simplified  test  elements. — The  six  elements  to  be 
used  for  the  simplified  needs  analysis  are — 

(A)  adjusted  gross  income, 

(B)  Federal  taxes  paid, 

(C)  untaxed  income  and  benefits, 

(D)  the  number  of  family  members, 

(E)  the  number  of  family  members  in  postsecondary 
education,  and 

(F)  an  allowance  (A)  for  State  and  other  taxes,  as  de- 
fined in  section  475(c)(2)  for  dependent  students  and  in 
section  477(b)(2)  for  independent  students  with  dependents 
other  than  a  spous'j,  or  (B)  for  State  and  other  income 
taxes,  as  defined  in  section  476(b)(2)  for  independent  stu- 
dents without  dependents  other  than  a  spouse. 

(3)  Qualifying  forms. — ^A  student  or  family  files  a  form 
described  in  tWs  paragraph  if  the  student  or  family,  respec- 
tively, files — 

(A)  a  form  1040A  or  1040EZ  (including  any  prepared 
or  electronic  version  of  such  form)  required  pursuant  to  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986;  or 

(B)  an  income  tax  return  (including  any  prepared  or 
electronic  version  of  such  return)  required  pursuant  to  the 
tax  code  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  Guam, 
American  Samoa,  the  Virgin  Islands,  the  Republic  of  the 
Marshall  Islands,  the  Federated  States  of  Micronesia,  or 
Palau. 

(c)  Zero  Exp''CTED  Family  Contribution.— The  Secretary 
shall  consider  an  a  ylicant  to  have  an  expected  family  contribution 
equal  to  zero  if — 

(1)  in  the  case  of  a  dependent  student — 

(A)  the  student's  parents  were  not  required  to  file  an 
income  tax  return  under  section  6012(a)(1)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986;  and 

(B)  the  sum  of  the  adjusted  gross  income  of  the  par- 
ents is  less  than  or  equal  to  the  maximum  amount  of  in- 
come (rounded  annually  to  the  nearest  thousand  dollars) 
that  may  be  earned  in  1992  or  the  current  year,  whichever 
is  higher,  in  order  to  claim  the  maximum  Federal  earned 
inconr?  credit;  or 

(2)  in  the  case  of  an  independent  student  with  dependents 
other  than  a  spouse — 

(A)  the  student  (and  the  student's  spouse,  if  any)  was 
not  required  to  file  an  income  tax  return  under  section 
6012(a)(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986;  and 

(B)  the  sum  of  the  adjusted  gross  income  of  the  stu- 
dent and  spouse  (if  appropriate)  is  less  than  or  equal  to 
the  maximum  amount  of.  income  (rounded  annually  to  the 
nearest  thousand  dollars)  that  may  be  earned  in  1992  or 
the  current  year,  whichever  is  higher,  in  order  to  claim  the 
maximum  Federal  earned  income  credit. 
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An  individual  is  not  required  to  qualify  or  file  for  the  earned  in- 
come credit  in  order  to  be  eligible  under  this  subsection. 

(20  U.S.C.  108788) 

SEC.  479A,  DISCRETION  OF  STinJENT  FINANCIAL  AID  ADMINISTRA- 
TORS. 

(a)  In  General.— -Nothing  in  this  part  shall  be  interpreted  as 
limiting  the  authority  of  the  financial  aid  administrator,  on  the 
basis  of  adequate  documentation,  to  make  adjustments  on  a  case- 
by-case  basis  to  the  cost  of  attendance  or  the  values  of  the  data 
items  required  to  calculate  the  expected  student  or  parent  contribu- 
tion (or  both)  to  allow  for  treatment  of  an  individual  eligible  appli- 
cant with  special  circumstances.  However,  this  authority  shall  not 
be  construed  to  permit  aid  administrators  to  deviate  from  the  con- 
tributions expected  in  the  absence  of  special  circumstances.  Special 
circumstances  shall  be  conditions  that  differentiate  an  individual 
student  from  a  class  of  students  rather  than  conditions  that  exist 
across  a  class  of  students.  Adequate  documentation  for  such  adjust- 
ments shall  substantiate  such  special  circumstances  of  individual 
students.  In  addition,  nothing  in  this  title  shall  be  interpreted  as 
limiting  the  authority  of  the  student  financial  aid  administrator  m 
such  cases  to  request  and  use  suppli'.mentary  information  about  the 
financial  status  or  personal  circumstances  of  eligible  applicants  in 
selecting  recipients  and  determining  the  amount  of  awards  under 
this  title.  No  student  or  parent  shall  be  charged  a  fee  for  collecting, 
processing,  or  delivering  such  supplementary  information. 

(b)  Adjustments  to  Assets  Taken  Into  Account.— A  student 
financial  aid  administrator  shall  be  considered  to  be  making  a  nec- 
essary adjustment  in  accordance  with  subsection  (a)  if— - 

(1)  the  administrator  makes  adjustments  excluding  from 
family  income  any  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  farm  or  business  assets 
of  a  family  if  such  sale  results  from  a  voluntary  or  involuntary 
foreclosure,  forfeiture,  or  bankruptcy  or  an  involuntary  liquida- 
tion; or 

(2)  the  administrator  makes  adjustments  m  the  award 
level  of  a  student  with  a  disability  so  as  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  additional  costs  such  student  incurs  as  a  result  of 
such  student's  disability. 

(c)  Adjustments  for  Special  Circumstances.— 

(1)  In  general. — ^A  student  financial  aid  administrator 
shall  be  considered  to  be  making  an  adjustment  for  special  cir- 
cumstances in  accordance  with  subsection  (a)  if— 
(A)  in  the  case  of  a  dependent  student — 

(i)  such  student  received  a  Federal  Pell  Grant  as 
a  dependent  student  in  academic  year  1992-1993  and 
the  amount  of  such  student's  Federal  Pell  Grant  for 
academic  year  1993-1994  is  at  least  $500  less  than 
the  amount  of  such  student's  Federal  Pell  Grant  for 
academic  year  1992-1993;  and 

(ii)  the  decrease  described  in  clause  (i)  is  the  di- 
rect result  of  a  change  in  the  determination  of  such 
student's  need  for  assistance  in  accordance  with  this 
part  that  is  attributable  to  the  enactment  of  the  High- 
er Education  Amendments  of  1992;  and

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  single  independent  student — 

(i)  such  student  received  a  Federal  Pell  Grant  as

(a)  Total  Income. — (1)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2), 
the  term  "total  income"  is  equal  to  adjusted  gross  income  plus 
untaxed  income  and  benefits  for  the  preceding  tax  year  minus  ex- 
cludable income  (as  defined  in  subsection  (e)).

(I)  Public  Law  97-376,  section  156:  Restored  Entitlement

(J)  Public  Law  96-342,  section  903:  Educational  Assistance

(d)  Independent  Student.— The  term  "independent",  when 
used  with  respect  to  a  student,  means  any  individual  who — 

(1)  is  24  years  of  age  or  older  by  December  31  of  the  award 
year; 

(2)  is  an  orphan  or  ward  of  the  court  or  was  a  ward  of  the 
court  until  the  individual  reached  the  age  of  18; 

(3)  is  a  veteran  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States

(4)  payments  made  and  services  provided  under  part  E  of 
title  rV  of  the  Social  Security  Act. 

(f)  Assets.— (1)  The  term  "assets"  means  cash  on  hand,  includ- 
ing the  amount  in  checking  and  savings  accounts,  time  deposits, 
money  market  funds,  trusts,  stocks,  bonds,  other  securities,  mutual 
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funds,  tax  shelters,  and  the  net  value  of  resil  estate,  income  produc- 
ing property,  and  business  and  farm  assets. 

(2)  With  respect  to  determinations  of  need  under  this  title, 
other  than  for  suopart  4  of  part  A,  the  term  "assets"  shall  not  in- 
clude the  net  vsilue  of —

(g)  Net  Assets. — The  term  "net  assets"  means  the  current 
market  value  at  the  time  of  application  of  the  assets  (as  defined  in 
subsection  if)),  minus  the  outstanding  liabilities  or  indebtedness 
against  the  assets. 

(h)  Treatment  of  Income  Taxes  Paid  to  Other  Jurisdic- 
tions.— (1)  The  tax  on  income  paid  to  the  Governments  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Virgin  Is- 
lands, or  the  Commonwealth  of  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  the 
Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  the  Federated  States  of  Microne- 
sia, or  iPalau  under  the  laws  applicable  to  those  jurisdictions,  or  the 
comparable  tax  paid  to  the  central  government  of  a  foreign  country, 
shall  be  treated  as  Federal  income  taxes.

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(2)(A)  For  the  purpose  of  qualifying  as  an  institution  under 
paragraph  (1)(C)  of  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  shall  establish 
criteria  by  regulation  for  the  approval  of  institutions  outside  the 
United  States  and  for  the  determination  that  such  institutions  are 
comparable  to  an  institution  of  higher  education  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1201(a).  In  the  case  of  a  graduate  medical  school  outside  the

(5)  The  Secretary  shall  certify  an  institution's  qualification  as 
an  institution  of  higher  education  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  subpart  3  of  part  H.  . ,  , 

(6)  An  institution  of  higher  education  shall  not  be  considered 
to  meet  the  definition  of  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  para- 
graph (1)  if  such  institution  is  removed  from  eligibility  for  funds 
under  this  titie  as  a  result  of  an  action  pursuant  to  part  H  of  this 

title.  „  ^, 

(b)  Proprietary  Institution  of  Higher  Education.— For  the 
purpose  of  this  section,  the  term  "proprietary  institution  of  higher 
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education"  means  a  school  (1)  which  provides  an  eligible  program 
of  training  to  prepare  students  for  gainful  employment  in  a  recog- 
nized occupation,  (2)  which  meets  the  requirements  of  clauses  (1) 
and  (2)  of  section  1201(a),  (3)  which  does  not  meet  the  requirement 
of  clause  (4)  of  section  1201(a),  (4)  which  is  accredited  by  a  nation- 
ally recognized  accrediting  agency  or  association  approved  by  the 
Secretary  pursuant  to  part  H  of  this  title,  (5)  which  has  been  in 
existence  for  at  least  2  years,  and  (6)  which  has  at  least  15  percent 
of  its  revenues  from  sources  that  are  not  derived  from  funds  pro- 
vided under  this  title,  as  determined  in  accordance  with  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Secretary.  Such  term  also  includes  a  propri- 
etary educational  institution  in  any  State  which,  in  lieu  of  the  re- 
quirement in  clause  (1)  of  section  1201(a),  admits  as  regular  stu- 
dents persons  who  are  beyond  the  age  of  compulsory  school  attend- 
ance in  the  State  in  which  the  institution  is  located. 

(c)  POSTSECONDARY  VOCATIONAL  INSTITUTION.— For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  section,  the  term  "postsecondary  vocational  institution" 
means  a  school  (1)  which  provides  an  eligible  program  of  training 
to  prepare  students  for  gainful  employment  in  a  recognized  occupa- 
tion, (2)  which  meets  the  requirements  of  clauses  (1),  (2),  (4),  and 
(5)  of  section  1201(a),  and  (3)  which  has  been  in  existence  for  at 
least  2  years.  Such  term  also  includes  an  educational  institution  in 
any  State  which,  in  lieu  of  the  requirement  in  clause  (1)  of  section 
1201(a),  admits  as  regular  students  persons  who  are  beyond  the 
age  of  compulsory  school  attendance  in  the  State  in  which  the  insti- 
tution is  located. 

(d)  Academic  and  Award  Year.— (l)  For  the  purpose  of  any 
program  under  this  title,  the  term  "award  year"  shall  be  defined  as 
the  period  beginning  July  1  and  ending  June  30  of  the  following 
year. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  any  program  under  this  title,  the  term 
"acadenfiic  year"  shall  require  a  minimum  of  30  weeks  of  instruc- 
tional time,  and,  with  respect  to  an  undergraduate  course  of  study, 
slmll  require  that  during  such  minimum  period  of  instructional 
time  a  fUU-time  student  is  expected  to  complete  at  least  24  semes- 
ter or  trimester  hours  or  36  quarter  hours  at  an  institution  that 
measures  program  length  in  credit  hours,  or  at  least  900  clock 
hours  at  an  institution  that  measures  program  lergth  in  clock 
hours.  The  Secretary  may  reduce  such  minimum  of  30  weeks  to  not 
less  than  26  weeks  for  good  cause,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary 
on  a  case-by-case  basis,  in  the  case  of  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation that  provides  a  2-year  or  4-year  program  of  instruction  for 
which  the  institution  awards  an  associate  or  baccalaureate  degree. 

(e)  Eligible  Program.— <1)  For  purposes  of  this  title,  the  term 
"eligible  program"  means  a  program  of  at  least — 

(A)  600  clock  hours  of  instruction,  16  semester  hours,  or  24 
quarter  hours,  offered  during  a  minimum  of  15  weeks,  in  the 
case  of  a  program  that — 

(i)  provides  a  program  of  training  to  prepare  students 
for  gaiirful  employment  in  a  recognized  profession;  and 

(ii)  admits  students  who  have  not  completed  the  equiv- 
alent of  an  associate  degree;  or 

(B)  300  clock  hours  of  instruction,  8  semester  hours,  or  12 
hours,  offered  during  a  minimum  of  10  weeks,  in  the  case  of — 
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(i)  an  undergraduate  program  that  requires  the  equiv- 
alent of  an  associate  degree  for  admissions;  or 

(ii)  a  graduate  or  professional  program. 

(2)(A)  A  program  is  £in  eligible  program  for  purposes  of  part  B 
of  this  title  if  it  is  a  program  of  at  least  300  clock  hours  of  instruc- 
tion, but  less  than  600  clock  hours  of  instruction,  offered  during  a 
minimum  of  10  weeks,  that — 

(i)  has  a  verified  completion  rate  of  at  least  70  percent,  as 
determined  in  accordamce  with  the  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary; 

(ii)  has  a  verified  placement  rate  of  at  least  70  percent,  as 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary; and 

(iii)  satisfies  such  further  criteria  as  the  Secretary  may 
prescribe  by  regulation. 

(B)  In  the  case  of  a  program  being  determined  eligible  for  the 
first  time  under  this  paragraph,  such  determination  shall  be  made 
by  the  Secretary  before  such  program  is  considered  to  have  satis- 
fied the  requirements  of  this  paragraph. 

(f)  Third  Party  Servicer.— For  purposes  of  this  title,  the  term 
"third  party  servicer"  means  any  individual,  or  any  State,  or  pri- 
vate, profit  or  nonprofit  organization  which  enters  into  a  contract 
with — 

(1)  any  eligible  institution  of  higher  education  to  admin- 
ister, through  either  manual  or  automated  processing,  any  as- 
pect of  such  institution's  student  assistance  programs  under 
this  title;  or 

(2)  any  guaranty  agency,  or  any  eligible  lender,  to  admin- 
ister, through  either  manual  or  automated  processing,  any  as- 
pect of  such  guarsmty  agency's  or  lender's  student  loan  pro- 
grams under  part  B  of  this  title,  including  originating,  guaran- 
teeing, monitoring,  processing,  servicing,  or  collecting  loans.

SEC.  481A.  CLOCK  AND  CREDIT  HOUR  TREATMENT  OF  DEPLOMLA 
NURSING  SCHOOLS. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Act,  £iny  regula-

(F)  by ,  October  1:  Federal  and  multiple  data  entry 
forms  and  instructions  printed;  and 

(G)  by  November  1:  Federal  and  multiple  data  entry 
forms,  instructions,  and  training  materials  distrib^]t.ed 

(2)  Allocations  of  campus-based  and  Pell  Gramt  iunc^j— 

(A)  by  August  1:  distribution  of  institutional  applica- 
tion for  campus-based  funds  (FISAP)  to  institutions; 

(B)  by  October  1:  final  date  for  submission  of  FISAP 
by  institutions  to  the  Department; 

(C)  by  November  15:  edited  FISAP  and  computer 
printout  received  by  institutions; 

(D)  by  December  1:  appeals  procedures  received  by  in- 
stitutions; 

(E)  by  December  15:  edits  returned  by  institutions  to 
the  Department; 

(F)  by  February  1:  tentative  award  levels  received  by 
institutions  and  final  Pell  Grant  payment  schedule; 

(G)  by  February  15:  closing  date  for  receipt  of  institu- 
tional appeals  by  the  Department; 

(H)  by  March  1:  appeals  process  completed; 

(I)  by  April  1:  final  award  notifications  sent  to  institu- 
tions; and 

(J)  by  June  1:  Pell  Grant  authorization  levels  sent  to 
institutions. 

(b)  Timing  for  Reallocations. — ^With  respect  to  any  funds  re- 
allocated under  section  413D(e),  442(e),  or  462(j),  the  Secretary 
shall  res'locate  such  funds  at  any  time  during  the  course  of  the 
year  thai  will  best  meet  the  purpose  of  the  programs  under  subpart 
3  of  part  A,  part  C,  and  part  E,  respectively.  However,  such 
reallocation  shall  occur  at  least  once  each  year,  not  later  than  Sep- 
tember 30  of  that  year. 

(c)  Delay  of  Effective  Date  of  Late  Publications.— Any 
regulatory  changes  initiated  by  the  Secretary  aff'ecting  the  pro- 
grams pursuant  to  this  title  that  have  not  been  published  in  final 
form  by  December  1  prior  to  the  start  of  the  award  year  shall  not 
become  effective  xmtil  the  beginning  of  the  second  award  year  after 
such  December  1  date.  For  award  year  1994-95,  this  subsection 
shall  not  require  a  delay  in  the  effectiveness  of  regulatory  changes 
affecting  parts  B,  G,  and  H  of  this  title  that  are  published  in  final 
form  by  May  1,  1994. 

(d)  Notice  to  Congress. — The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Com- 
mittee on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
when  the  items  specified  in  the  calendar  have  been  completed  and 
provide  all  relevant  forms,  rules,  and  instructions  with  such  notice. 
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When  a  deadline  included  in  the  calendar  is  not  met,  the  Secretary, 
within  7  days,  shall  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human

SEC.  483.  FORMS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Common  Financial  Aid  Form  and  Processing.— 

(1)  Single  form  required.— The  Secretary,  in  cooperation 
with  representatives  of  agencies  and  organizations  involved  in 
student  financial  assistance,  shall  produce,  distribute,  and 
process  free  of  charge  a  common  financial  reporting  form  to  be 
used  to  determine  the  need  and  eligibility  of  a  student  for  fi- 
nancial assistance  under  parts  A,  C,  D,  and  E  of  this  title 
(other  than  under  subpart  4  of  part  A)  and  to  determine  the 
need  of  a  student  for  the  purpose  of  part  B  of  this  title.  The 
Secretary  may  include  on  the  form  developed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  not  more  than  eight  nonfinancial  data  items  se- 
lected in  consultation  'vith  the  States  to  assist  the  States  in 
awarding  State  student  financial  assistance.  Such  form  shall 
satisfy  the  reauirements  of  section  401(d)  of  this  title.  For  the 
purpose  of  collecting  eligibility  and  other  data  for  the  purpose 
of  part  B,  the  Secretary  shall  develop  a  separate,  identifiable 
loan  application  document  (pursuant  to  section  432(m))  that 
applicants  or  institutions  in  which  the  students  are  enrolled  or 
accepted  for  enrollment  shall  submit  directly  to  eligible  lenders 
and  on  which  the  applicant  shall  clearly  indicate  a  choice  of  a 
lender. 

(2)  Charges  to  students  and  parents  for  use  of  form 
prohibited. — The  common  financial  reporting  form  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  under  paragraph  (1)  sha'l  be  produced,  dis- 
tributed, and  processed  by  the  Secretary  and  no  parent  or  stu- 
dent shall  be  charged  a  fee  for  the  collection,  processing,  or  de- 
livery of  financial  aid  through  the  use  of  such  form.  Tne  need 
and  eligibility  of  a  student  for  financial  assistance  under  parts 
A,  C,  D,  and  E  of  this  title  (other  than  under  subpart  4  of  part 
A)  and  the  need  of  a  student  for  the  purpose  of  part  B  of  tWs 
title,  may  only  be  determined  by  using  tne  form  developed  by 
the  Secretary  pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection.  No 
student  may  receive  assistance  under  parts  A,  C,  D,  and  E  of 
this  title  (other  than  under  subpart  4  of  part  A)  or  have  the 
student's  need  established  for  the  purpose  of  part  B  of  this 
title,  except  by  use  of  the  form  developed  by  the  Secretary  pur- 
suant to  this  section.  No  data  collected  on  a  form  for  which  a 
fee  is  charged  shall  be  used  to  complete  the  form  prescribed 
under  paragraph  (1). 

(3)  Distribution  of  data.— Institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation and  States  shall  receive,  without  charge,  the  data  col- 
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lected  by  the  Secretary  using  the  form  developed  pursuant  to 
this  section  for  the  purposes  of  determining  need  and  eligibility 
for  institutional  and  State  financial  aid  awards.  Entities  des- 
ignated by  institutions  of  higher  education  or  States  to  receive 
such  data  shall  be  subject  to  all  requirements  of  this  section, 
unless  such  requirements  are  waived  by  the  Secretary. 

(4)  Contracts  for  collection  and  processing. — (A)  The 
Secretary  shall,  to  the  extent  practicable,  enter  into  not  less 
than  5  contracts  with  States,  institutions  of  higher  education, 
or  private  organizations  for  the  purposes  of  the  timely  collec- 
tion and  processing  of  the  form  developed  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (1)  and  the  timely  delivery  of  the  data  submitted  on 
such  form.  The  Secretary  shall  use  such  contracts  to  assist 
States  and  institutions  of  higher  education  with  the  collection 
of  additional  data  required  to  award  State  or  institutional  fi- 
nancial assistance,  except  that  the  Secretary  shall  not  include 
these  additional  data  items  on  the  common  financial  reporting 
form  developed  pursuant  to  this  section.  The  Secretai-y  shall 
include  in  each  such  contract  a  requirement  that — 

(i)  any  charges  by  the  contractor  to  the  student  or  par- 
ent for  additional  data  items  required  by  a  State  or  insti- 
tution for  any  purpose  (regardless  of  the  method  of  collec- 
tion) shall  be  reasonable  and  shall  not  exceed  the  marginal 
cost  of  collecting,  processing,  and  delivering  such  addi- 
tional data,  taking  into  account  any  payment  received  by 
the  contriictor  to  produce,  distribute,  and  process  the  com- 
mon financial  reporting  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
pursuant  io  paragraph  (1);  and 

(ii)  the  contractor  will  require  any  person  or  entity  to 
whom  the  contractor  provides  such  additional  data  to 
agree  not  to  collect  from  any  student  or  parent  any  charge 
that  would  not  be  permitted  under  this  subparagraph  for 
any  such  additional  data. 

(B)  To  the  extent  practicable,  the  Secretary  shall  ensure 
that  at  least  one  contractor,  or  a  portion  of  one  contract,  under 
this  paragraph  will  serve  graduate  and  professional  students. 

(C)  As  part  of  the  procurement  process  for  the  1993-1994 
award  year,  and  for  all  procurements  thereafter  pertaining  to 
the  contracts  under  this  paragraph,  the  Secretary  shall  require 
all  entities  competing  for  such  contracts  to  comply  with  all  re- 
quirements of  this  subsection  and  to — 

(i)  use  the  common  financial  reporting  form  as  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph  (1),  which  shall  be  clearly  identified 
as  the  "Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid";  and 

(ii)  use  a  common,  simplified  reapplication  form  as  the 
Secretary  shall  prescribe  pursuant  to  subsection  (b),  in 
each  award  year. 

(D)  The  Secretary  shall  reimburse  all  approved  contractors 
at  a  reasonable  predetermined  rate  for  processing  such  applica- 
tions, for  issuing  eligibility  reports,  and  for  cairying  out  other 
services  or  requirements  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 
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(E)  All  approved  contractors  shall  be  required  to  adhere  to 
all  editing,  processing,  and  reporting  requirements  established 
by  the  Secretary  to  ensure  consistency. 

(F)  No  approved  contractor  shall  enter  into  exclusive  ar- 
rangements with  guarantors,  lenders,  secondary  markets,  or 
institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  purpose  of  reselling  or 
sharing  of  data  collected  for  the  multiple  data  entry  process. 
All  data  collected  under  a  contract  issued  by  the  Secretaiy  pur- 
suant to  this  paragraph  for  the  multiple  data  entry  process  is 
the  exclusive  property  of  the  Secretary  and  may  not  be  trans- 
ferred to  a  third  party  by  an  approved  contractor  without  the 
Secretary's  express  written  approval. 

(b)  Streamlined  Reapplication  Process.— (1)  The  Secretary 
shall,  within  240  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Higher 
Education  Amendments  of  1992,  develop  a  streamlined 
reapplication  form  and  process,  including  electronic  reapplication 
process,  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a),  for 
those  recipients  who  apply  for  financial  aid  funds  under  this  title 
in  the  next  succeeding  academic  year  subsequent  to  the  initial  year 
in  which  such  recipients  apply. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  develop  appropriate  mechanisms  to 
support  reapplication. 

(3)  The  Secretary  shall  determine,  in  cooperation  with  States, 
institutions  of  higher  education,  agencies  and  organizations  in- 
volved in  student  financial  assistance,  the  data  elements  that  can 
be  updated  from  the  previous  academic  year's  application. 

(4)  Nothing  in  this  title  shall  be  interpreted  as  limiting  the  au- 
thority of  the  Secretary  to  reduce  the  number  of  data  elements  re- 
quired of  reapplicants. 

(5)  Individuals  determined  to  have  a  zero  family  contribution 
pursuant  to  section  479  shall  not  be  required  to  provide  any  finan- 
cial data,  except  that  which  is  necessary  to  determine  eligibility 
under  that  section. 

(c)  Information  to  Committees  of  Congress. — Copies  of  all 
rules,  regulations,  guidelines,  instructions,  and  application  forms 
published  or  promulgated  pursuant  to  this  title  shall  be  provided 
to  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives at  least  45  days  prior  to  their  effective  date. 

(d)  Toll-Free  Information.— The  Secretary  shall  contract  for, 
or  establish,  and  publicize  a  toll-free  telephone  service  to  provide 
timely  and  accurate  information  to  the  general  public.  The  informa- 
tion provided  shall  include  specific  instructions  on  completing  the 
application  form  for  assistance  under  this  title.  Such  service  shall 
also  include  a  service  accessible  by  telecommunivations  devices  for 
the  deaf  (TDD's)  and  shall,  in  addition  to  the  services  provided  for 
in  the  previous  sentence,  refer  such  students  to  the  national  clear- 
inghouse on  postsecondary  education  that  is  authorized  under  sec- 
tion 633(c)  of  the  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act. 

(e)  Preparer. — Any  financial  aid  application  required  to  be 
made  under  this  title  shall  include  the  name,  signature,  address  or 
employer's  address,  social  security  number  or  employer  identifica- 
tion number,  and  organizational  affiliation  of  the  preparer  of  such 
financial  aid  application. 
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(f)  Special  Rule. — Nothing  in  section  1544  of  the  Higher  Edu- 
cation Amendments  of  1992  shall  relieve  processors  or  institutions 
of  higher  education  of  any  or  all  obligations  under  this  section.

SEC.  484.  STUDENT  EUGIBILITY. 

(a)  In  General. — In  order  to  receive  any  grant,  loan,  or  work 
assistance  vmder  this  title,  a  student  must — 

(1)  be  enrolled  or  accepted  for  enrollment  in  a  degree,  cer- 
tificate, or  other  program  (including  a  program  of  study  abroad 
approved  for  credit  by  the  eligible  institution  at  which  such 
student  is  enrolled)  leading  to  a  recognized  educational  creden- 
tial at  an  institution  of  higher  education  that  is  an  eligible  in- 
stitution in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  487,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  subsections  (b)(3)  and  (b)(4),  and  not  be  en- 
rolled in  an  elementary  or  secondary  school; 

(2)  if  the  student  is  presently  enrolled  at  an  institution,  be 
maintaining  satisfactory  progress  in  the  course  of  study  the 
student  is  pursuing  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (c); 

(3)  not  owe  a  refund  on  grants  previously  received  at  any 
institution  under  this  title,  or  be  in  default  on  any  loan  from 
a  student  loan  fund  at  any  institution  provided  foi  in  part  E, 
or  a  loan  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  by  the  Secretary  under 
this  title  for  attendance  at  any  institution; 

(4)  file  with  the  institution  of  higher  education  which  the 
student  intends  to  attend,  or  is  attending  (or  in  the  case  of  a 
loan  or  loan  guarantee  with  the  lender),  a  document,  which 
need  not  be  notarized,  but  which  shall  include — 

(A)  a  statement  of  educational  purpose  stating  that 
the  money  attributable  to  such  grant,  loan,  or  loan  guaran- 
tee will  be  used  solely  for  expenses  related  to  attendance 
or  continued  attendance  at  such  institution;  and 

(B)  such  student's  social  security  number,  except  that 
the  provisions  of  this  subparagraph  shall  not  apply  to  a 
student  from  the  Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  the 
Federated  States  of  Micronesia,  or  the  Republic  of  Palau; 

(5)  be  a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States,  a  perma- 
nent resident  of  the  United  States,  able  to  provide  evidence 
from  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  that  he  or 
she  is  in  the  United  States  for  other  than  a  temporary  purpose 
with  the  intention  of  becoming  a  citizen  or  permanent  resident, 
or  a  permanent  resident  of  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific 
Islands,  Guam,  or  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands. 

(b)  Eligibility  for  Student  Loans. — (1)  In  order  to  be  eligi- 
ble to  receive  any  loan  under  this  title  (other  than  a  loan  under 
section  428B  or  428C)  for  any  period  of  enrollment,  a  student  who 
is  not  a  graduata  or  professional  student  (as  defined  in  regulations 
of  the  Secretary),  and  who  is  enrolled  in  a  program  at  an  institu- 
tion which  has  a  participation  agreement  with  the  Secretary  to 
make  awards  under  subpart  1  of  part  A  of  this  title,  shall — 

(A)(i)  have  received  a  determination  of  eligibility  or  ineli- 
gibility for  a  Pell  Grant  under  such  subpart  1  for  such  period 
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of  enrollment;  and  (ii)  if  determined  to  be  eligible,  have  filed 
an  application  for  a  Pell  Grant  for  such  enrollment  period;  or 
(B)  have  (A)  filed  an  application  with  the  Pell  Grant  proc- 
essor for  such  institution  for  such  enrollment  period,  and  (B) 
received  from  the  financial  aid  administrator  of  the  institution 
a  preliminary  determination  of  the  student's  eligibility  or  ineli- 
gibility for  a  grant  under  such  subpart  1. 

(2)  In  order  to  be  eligible  to  receive  any  loan  under  section 
428A  for  any  period  of  enrollment,  a  student  shall — 

(A)  have  received  a  determination  of  need  for  a  loan  under 
section  428(a)(2)(B)  of  this  title; 

(B)  if  determined  to  have  need  for  a  loan  imder  section 
428,  have  applied  for  such  a  loan;  and 

(C)  has  applied  for  a  loan  imder  section  428H,  if  such  stu- 
dent is  eligible  to  apply  for  such  a  loan. 

(3)  A  student  who — 

(A)  is  carrying  at  least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  work 
load  for  the  course  of  study  that  the  student  is  pursuing,  as  de- 
termined by  an  eligible  institution,  and 

(B)  is  enrolled  in  a  course  of  study  necessary  for  enroll- 
ment in  a  program  leading  to  a  degree  or  certificate, 

shall  be,  notwithstanding  paragraph  (1)  of  subsection  (a),  eligible 
to  apply  for  loans  under  part  B  or  D  of  this  title.  The  eligibility  de- 
scribed in  this  paragraph  shall  be  restricted  to  one  12-month  pe- 
riod. 

(4)  A  student  who — 

(A)  is  carrying  at  least  one-half  the  normal  full-time  work 
load  for  the  course  of  study  the  student  is  pursuing,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  institution,  and 

(B)  is  enrolled  or  accepted  for  enrollment  in  a  program  at 
an  eligible  institution  necessary  for  a  professional  credential  or 
certification  from  a  State  that  is  required  for  employment  as 
a  teacher  in  an  elementary  or  secondary  school  in  that  State, 

shall  be,  notwithstanding  paragraph  (1)  of  subsection  (a),  eligible 
to  apply  for  loans  under  part  B,  D,  or  E  or  work-study  assistance 
under  part  C  of  this  title. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  subsection,  no 
incarcerated  student  is  eligible  to  receive  a  loan  under  this  title. 

(c)  Satisfactory  Progress. — (l)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection 
(a)(2),  a  student  is  maintaining  satisfactory  progress  if — 

(A)  the  institution  at  which  the  student  is  in  attendance, 
reviews  the  progress  of  the  student  at  the  end  of  each  aca- 
demic year,  or  its  equivalent,  as  determined  by  the  institution, 
and 

(B)  the  student  has  a  cumulative  C  average,  or  its  equiva- 
lent or  academic  standing  consistent  with  the  requirements  for 
graduation,  as  determined  by  the  institution,  at  the  end  of  the 
second  such  academic  year. 

(2)  Whenever  a  student  fails  to  meet  the  eligibility  require- 
ments of  subsection  (a)(2)  as  a  result  of  the  application  of  this  sub- 
section and  subsequent  to  that  failure  the  student  has  academic 
standing  consistent  with  the  requirements  for  graduation,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  institution,  for  any  grading  period,  the  student  may. 
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subject  to  this  subsection,  again  be  eligible  under  subsection  (a)(2) 
for  a  grant,  loan,  or  work  assistance  under  this  title. 

(3)  Any  institution  of  higher  education  at  which  the  student  is 
in  attendance  may  waive  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (1)  or  para- 
graph (2)  of  this  subsection  for  undue  hardship  based  on — 

(A)  the  death  of  a  relative  of  the  student, 

(B)  the  personal  injury  or  illness  of  the  student,  or 

(C)  special  circumstances  as  determined  by  the  institution. 

(d)  Students  Who  Are  Not  High  School  Graduates.— In 
order  for  a  student  who  does  not  have  a  certificate  of  graduation 
from  a  school  providing  secondary  education,  or  the  recognized 
equivalent  of  such  certificate,  to  be  eligible  for  any  assistance^ 
under  subparts  1,  3,  and  4  of  part  A  and  parts  B,  C,  D,  and  E  of 
this  title,  the  student  shall  meet  either  one  of  the  following  stand- 
ards: 

(1)  The  student  shall  take  an  independently  administered 
examination  and  shall  achieve  a  score,  specified  by  the  Sec- 
retary, demonstrating  that  such  student  can  benefit  from  the 
education  or  training  being  offered.  Such  examination  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  compliance  with  such 
standards  for  development,  administration,  and  scoring  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe  in  regulations. 

(2)  The  student  shall  be  determined  as  having  the  abilitv 
to  benefit  from  the  education  or  training  in  accordance  with 
such  process  as  the  State  shall  prescribe.  Any  such  process  de- 
scribed or  approved  by  a  State  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
shall  be  effective  6  months  after  the  date  of  submission  to  the 
Secreteiry  unless  the  Secreteiry  disapproves  such  process.  In  de- 
termining whether  to  approve  or  disapprove  sucn  process,  the 
Secretary  shall  take  into  account  the  effectiveness  of  such  proc- 
ess in  enabling  students  without  high  school  diplomas  or  the 
equivalent  thereof  to  benefit  from  the  instruction  offered  by  in- 
stitutions utilizing  such  process,  and  shall  also  take  into  ac- 
count the  cultural  diversity,  economic  circumstances,  and  edu- 
cational preparation  of  the  populations  served  by  the  institu- 
tions. 

(e)  Certification  for  GSL  Eligibility. — Each  eli^ble  institu- 
tion may  certify  student  eligibility  for  a  loan  by  an  eligible  lender 
under  part  B  of  this  title  prior  to  completing  the  review  for  accu- 
racy of  the  information  submitted  by  the  applicant  required  by  reg- 
ulations issued  under  this  title,  if — 

(1)  checks  for  the  loans  are  mailed  to  the  eligible  institu- 
tion prior  to  disbursements; 

(2)  the  disbursement  is  not  made  until  the  review  is  com- 
plete; and 

(3)  the  eligible  institution  has  no  evidence  or  documenta- 
tion on  which  the  institution  may  base  a  determination  that 
the  information  submitted  by  the  applicant  is  incorrect. 

(f)  Loss  OF  Eligibility  for  Violation  of  Loan  Limits.— -(1) 
No  student  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  any  grant,  loan,  or  work  as- 
sistance under  this  title  if  the  eligible  institution  determines  that 
the  student  fraudulently  borrowed  in  violation  of  the  annual  loan 
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limit,>  under  part  B,  part  D,  ^  or  part  E  of  this  title  in  the  same 
academic  year,  or  if  the  student  fraudulently  borrowed  in  excess  of 
the  aggregate  maximum  loan  limits  under  such  part  B,  part  D,  ^  or 
part  E. 

(2)  If  the  institution  determines  that  the  student  inadvertently 
borrowed  amounts  in  excess  of  such  annual  or  aggregate  maximum 
loan  limits,  such  institution  shall  allow  the  student  to  repay  any 
amount  borrowed  in  excess  of  such  limits  prior  to  certifying  the 
student's  eligibility  for  further  assistance  under  this  title. 

(g)  Verification  of  Immigration  Status.— 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall  implement  a  system 
under  which  the  statements  and  supporting  documentation,  if 
required,  of  an  individual  declaring  that  such  individual  is  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a)(5)  shall  be 
verified  prior  to  the  individual's  receipt  of  a  grant,  loan,  or 
work  assistance  under  this  title. 

(2)  Special  rule. — The  documents  collected  and  main- 
tained by  an  eligible  institution  in  the  admission  of  a  student 
to  the  institution  may  be  used  by  the  student  in  lieu  of  the  doc- 
uments used  to  establish  both  emplo5mient  authorization  and 
identity  under  section  274A(b)(l)(B)  of  the  Immigration  and 
Nationality  Act  (8  U.S.C.  1324a)  to  verify  eligibility  to  partici- 
pate in  work-study  programs  under  part  C  of  this  title. 

(3)  Verification  mechanisms. — The  Secretary  is  author- 
ized to  verify  such  statements  and  supporting  documentation 
through  a  data  match,  using  an  automated  or  other  system, 
with  other  Federal  agencies  that  may  be  in  possession  of  infor- 
mation relevant  to  such  statements  and  supporting  documenta- 
tion. 

(4)  Review. — In  the  case  of  such  an  individual  who  is  not 
a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States,  if  the  statement  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (1)  is  submitted  but  the  documentation 
required  under  paragraph  (2)  is  not  presented  or  if  the  docu- 
mentation required  under  paragraph  (2)(A)  is  presented  but 
such  documentation  is  not  verified  under  paragraph  (3) — 

(A)  the  institution — 

(i)  shall  provide  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  sub- 
mit to  the  institution  evidence  indicating  a  satisfactory 
immigration  status,  and 

(ii)  may  not  delay,  deny,  reduce,  or  terminate  the 
individual's  eligibility  for  the  grant,  loan,  or  work  as- 
sistance on  the  basis  of  the  individual's  immigration 
status  until  such  a  reasonable  opportunity  has  been 
provided;  and 

(B)  if  there  are  submitted  documents  which  the  insti- 
tution determines  constitute  reasonable  evidence  indicat- 
ing such  status — 

(i)  the  institution  shall  transmit  to  the  Immigra- 
tion and  Naturalization  Service  photostatic  or  other

(ii)  pending  such  verification,  the  institution  rnaj' 
not  delay,  deny,  reduce,  or  terminate  the  individual's 
eligibility  for  the  grant,  loan,  or  work  assistance  on 
the  basis  of  the  individual's  immigration  status,  and 

(iii)  the  institution  shall  not  oe  liable  for  the  con- 
sequences of  any  action,  delay,  or  failure  of  the  Service 
to  conduct  such  verification. 

(h)  Limitations  of  Enforcement  Actions  Against  Institu- 
tions.— The  Secretary  shall  not  take  any  compliance,  disallowance, 
penalty,  or  other  regulatory  action  against  an  institution  of  higher 
education  with  respect  to  anv  error  in  the  institution's  detennina- 
tion  to  make  a  student  eligible  for  a  grant,  loan,  or  work  assistance 
based  on  citizenship  or  immigration  status — 

(1)  if  the  institution  has  provided  such  eligibility  based  on 
a  verification  of  satisfactory  immigration  status  by  the  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Sen'ice, 

(2)  because  the  institution,  under  subsection  (h)(4)(A)(i), 
was  required  to  provide  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  submit 
documentation,  or 

(3)  because  the  institution,  under  subsection  (h)(4)(B)(i), 
was  required  to  wait  for  the  response  of  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  to  the  institution's  request  for  official 
verification  of  the  immigration  status  of  the  student. 

(i)  Validity  of  Loan  Guarantees  for  Loan  Payments  Made 
Before  Immigration  Status  Verification  Completed.— Notwith- 
standing subsection  (h),  if — 

(1)  a  guaranty  is  made  under  this  title  for  a  loan  made 
with  respect  to  an  individual, 

(2)  at  the  time  the  guaranty  is  entered  into,  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (h)  had  been  complied  with, 

(3)  amounts  are  paid  under  the  loan  subject  to  such  guar- 
anty, and 

(4)  there  is  a  subsequent  determination  that,  because  of  an 
unsatisfactory  immigration  status,  the  individual  is  not  eligible 
for  the  loan, 

the  official  of  the  institution  making  the  determination  shall  notify 
and  instruct  the  entity  making  the  loan  to  cease  further  payments 
under  the  loan,  but  such  guaranty  shall  not  be  voided  or  otherwise 
nullified  with  respect  to  such  payments  made  before  the  date  the 
entity  receives  the  notice. 

U)  Assistance  Under  Subparts  1,  3,  and  6,  a>:d  Chapter  1 
OF  Subpart  2,  of  Part  A,  and  Part  C— Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  a  student  shall  be  eligible,  if  otherwise 
qualified,  for  assistance  under  subparts  1,  3,  and  6,  and  chapter  1 
of  subpart  2,  of  part  A,  and  part  C,  of  this  title,  if  the  student  is 
otherwise  qualified  and — 

(1)  is  a  citizen  of  the  Federated  States  of  N'' icronesia,  the 
Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  or  the  Republic  of  Palau,  and 
attends  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  a  State  or  a  public 
or  nonprofit  private  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  Fed- 
erated States  of  Micronesia,  the  Republic  of  the  Marshall  Is- 
lands, or  the  Republic  of  Palau;  or 
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(2)  meets  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a)(5)  and  attends 
a  public  or  nonprofit  private  institution  of  higher  education  in 
the  Federated  States  of  Micronesia,  the  RepubUc  of  the  Mar- 
shall Islands,  or  the  Republic  of  Palau. 
(k)  Special  Rule  for  Correspondence  Courses.— A  student 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  grant,  loan,  or  work  assistance  under 
this  title  for  a  correspondence  course  unless  such  course  is  part  of 
a  program  leading  to  an  associate,  bachelor  or  graduate  degree. 
(1)  Courses  Offered  Through  Telecommunications.— 

(1)  Relation  to  correspondence  courses.— A  student 
enrolled  in  a  course  of  instruction  at  an  eligible  institution  of 
higher  education  (other  than  an  institution  that  meets  the  defi- 
nition in  section  521(4)(C)  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational 
and  Applied  Technology  Education  Act)  that  is  offered  in  whole 
or  in  part  through  telecommunications  and  leads  to  a  recog- 
nized associate,  bachelor,  or  graduate  degree  conferred  by  such 
institution  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  enrolled  in  correspond- 
ence courses  unless  the  total  amount  of  telecommunications 
and  correspondence  courses  at  such  institution .  equals  or  ex- 
ceeds 50  percent  of  such  courses. 

(2)  Restriction  or  reductions  of  financial  aid. — A  stu- 
dent's eligibility  to  receive  grants,  loans,  or  work  assistance 
under  this  title  shall  be  reduced  if  a  financial  aid  officer  deter- 
mines under  the  discretionary  authority  provided  in  section 
479A  that  telecommunications  instruction  results  in  a  substan- 
tially reduced  cost  of  attendance  to  such  student. 

(3)  Special  rule. — For  award  years  prior  to  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  shall  not  take  any 
compliance,  disallowance,  penalty,  or  other  action  against  a 
student  or  an  eligible  institution  when  such  action  arises  out 
of  such  institution's  prior  award  of  student  assistance  under 
this  title  if  the  institution  demonstrates  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Secretary  that  its  course  of  instruction  would  have  been  in 
conformance  with  the  requirements  of  this  subsection. 

(4)  Definition. — For  the  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the 
term  "telecommunications"  means  the  use  of  television,  audio, 
or  computer  transmission,  including  open  broadcast,  closed  cir- 
cuit, cable,  microwave,  or  sate.lite,  audio  conferencing,  com- 
puter conferencing,  or  video  cassettes  or  discs,  except  that  such 
term  does  not  include  a  course  that  is  delivered  using  video 
cassette  or  disc  recordings  at  such  institution  and  that  is  not 
delivered  in  person  to  other  students  of  that  institution. 

(m)  Students  With  a  First  Baccalaureate  or  Profes- 
sional Degree. — A  student  shall  not  be  ineligible  for  assistance 
under  parts  B,  C,  D,  and  E  of  this  title  because  such  student  has 
previously  received  a  baccalaureate  or  professional  degree. 

(n)  Data  Base  Matching. — ^To  enforce  the  Selective  Service 
registration  provisions  of  section  1113  of  Public  Law  97-252,  the 
Secretary  shall  conduct  data  base  matches  with  the  Selective  Serv- 
ice, using  common  demographic  data  elements.  Appropriate  con- 
firmation, through  an  application  output  document  or  through 
other  means,  of  any  person's  registration  shall  fulfill  the  require- 
ment to  file  a  separate  statement  of  compliance.  In  the  absence  of 
a  confirmation  from  such  data  matches,  an  institution  may  also  use 
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data  or  documents  that  support  either  the  student's  registration,  or 
the  absence  of  a  registration  requirement  for  the  student,  to  fulfill 
the  requirement  to  file  a  separate  statement  of  compliance.  The 
mechanism  for  reporting  the  resolution  of  nonconfirmed  matches 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  regulations. 

(o)  Study  Abroad.— Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to 
limit  or  otherwise  prohibit  access  to  study  abroad  programs  ap- 
proved by  the  home  institution  at  which  a  student  is  enrolled.  An 
otherwise  eligible  student  who  is  engaged  in  a  program  of  study 
abroad  approved  for  academic  credit  by  the  home  institution  at 
which  the  student  is  enrolled  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  grant, 
loan,  or  work  assistance  under  this  title,  without  regard  to  whether 
such  study  abroad  program  is  required  as  part  of  the  student's  de- 
gree program.  _  _ 

(p)  Verification  of  Social  Security  Number.— The  dec- 
retary  of  Education,  in  cooperation  with  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Social  Security  Administration,  shall  verify  any  social  security 
number  provided  by  a  student  to  an  eligible  institution  under  sub- 
section (a)(4)  and  shall  enforce  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3),  an  insti- 
tution shall  not  deny,  reduce,  delay,  or  terminate  a  student's 
eligibility  for  assistance  under  this  part  because  social  security 
number  verification  is  pending. 

(2)  If  there  is  a  determination  by  the  Secretary  that  the  so- 
cial security  number  provided  to  an  eligible  institution  by  a 
student  is  incorrect,  the  institution  shall  deny  or  terminate  the 
student's  eligibility  for  any  grant,  loan,  or  work  assistance 
under  this  title  until  such  time  as  the  student  provides  docu- 
mented evidence  of  a  social  security  number  that  is  determined 
by  the  institution  to  be  correct. 

(3)  If  there  is  a  determination  by  the  Secretary  that  the  so- 
cial security  number  provided  to  an  eligible  institution  by  a 
student  is  incorrect,  and  a  correct  social  security  number  can- 
not be  provided  by  such  student,  and  a  loan  has  been  guaran- 
teed for  such  student  under  part  B  of  this  title,  the  institution 
shall  notify  and  instruct  the  lender  and  guaranty  agency  mak- 
ing and  guaranteeing  the  loan,  respectively,  to  cease  further 
disbursements  of  the  loan,  but  such  guaranty  shall  not  be  void- 
ed or  otherwise  nullified  with  respect  to  such  disbursements 
made  before  the  date  that  the  lender  and  the  guaranty  agency 
receives  such  notice. 

(4)  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  permit  the  Secretary 
to  take  any  compliance,  disallowance,  penalty,  or  other  regu- 
latory action  against — 

(A)  any  institution  of  higher  education  with  respect  to 
any  error  in  a  social  security  number,  unless  such  error 
was  a  result  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  institution;  or 

(B)  any  student  with  respect  to  any  error  in  a  social 
security  number,  unless  such  error  was  a  result  of  fraud 
on  the  part  of  the  student.

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SEC.  484A.  STATUTE  OF  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  In  General.— <1)  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  subsection  to  en- 
sure that  obhgations  to  repay  loans  and  grant  overpayments  are 
enforced  without  regard  to  any  Federal  or  State  statutory,  regu- 
latory, or  administrative  limitation  on  the  period  within  which 
debts  may  be  enforced. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  statute,  regulation, 
or  administrative  limitation,  no  limitation  shall  terminate  the  pe- 
riod within  which  suit  may  be  filed,  a  judgment  may  be  enforced, 
or  an  offset,  garnishment,  or  other  action  initiated  or  taken  by — 

(A)  an  institution  that  receives  funds  under  this  title  that 
is  seeking  to  collect  a  refund  due  from  a  student  on  a  grant 
made,  or  work  assistance  awarded,  under  this  title; 

(B)  a  guaranty  agency  that  has  an  agreement  with  the 
Secretary  under  section  428(c)  that  is  seeking  the  repayment 
of  the  amount  due  from  a  borrower  on  a  loan  made  under  part 
B  of  this  title  afler  such  guaranty  agency  reimburses  the  pre- 
vious holder  of  the  loan  for  its  loss  on  account  of  the  default 
of  the  borrower; 

(C)  an  institution  that  has  an  agreement  with  the  Sec- 
retary pursuant  to  section  453  or  463(a)  that  is  seeking  the  re- 
payment of  the  amount  due  from  a  borrower  on  a  loan  made 
under  part  D  or  E  of  this  title  after  the  default  of  the  borrower 
on  such  loan;  or 

(D)  the  Secretary,  the  Attorney  General,  or  the  administra- 
tive head  of  another  Federal  agency,  as  the  case  may  be,  for 
payment  of  a  refund  due  from  a  student  on  a  grant  made 
under  this  title,  or  for  the  repayment  of  the  amount  due  from 
a  borrower  on  a  loan  made  under  this  title  that  has  been  as- 
signed to  the  Secretary  under  this  title. 

(b)  Assessment  of  Costs  and  Other  Charges.— Notwith- 
standing any  provision  of  State  law  to  the  contrary — 

(1)  a  borrower  who  has  defaulted  on  a  loan  made  under 
this  title  shall  be  required  to  pay,  in  addition  to  other  charges 
specified  in  this  title,  reasonable  collection  costs;  and 

(2)  in  collecting  any  obligation  arising  from  a  loan  made 
under  part  B  of  this  title,  a  guaranty  agency  or  the  Secretary 
shall  not  be  subject  to  a  defense  raised  by  any  borrower  based 
on  a  claim  of  infancy.

SEC.  484B.  INSTmrnON/  .REFUNDS. 

(a)  Refund  Policy  liEQUlRED.— Each  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation participating  in  a  program  under  this  title  shall  have  in  ef- 
fect a  fair  and  eauitable  refund  policy  under  which  the  institution 
refunds  unearned  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board,  and  other  charges 
to  a  student  who  received  grant  or  loan  assistance  under  this  title, 
or  whose  parent  received  a  loan  made  under  section  428B  on  behalf 
of  the  student,  if  the  student — 

(1)  does  not  register  for  the  period  of  attendance  for  which 
the  assistance  was  intended;  or 

(2)  withdraws  or  otherwise  fails  to  complete  the  period  of 
enrollment  for  which  the  assistance  was  provided.

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(b)  Determinations. — The  institution's  refund  policy  shall  be 
considered  to  be  fair  and  equitable  for  purposes  of  this  section  if 
that  policy  provides  for  a  refund  in  an  amount  of  at  least  the  larg- 
est of  the  amounts  provided  under — 

(1)  the  requirements  of  applicable  State  law; 

(2)  the  specific  refund  requirements  established  by  the  in- 
stitution's nationally  recognized  accrediting  agency  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary;  or 

(3)  the  pro  rata  refund  calculation  described  in  subsection 

(c)  ,  except  that  this  paragraph  will  not  apply  to  the  institu- 
tion's refund  policy  for  any  student  whose  date  of  withdrawal 
from  the  institution  is  after  the  60  percent  point  (in  time)  in 
the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  the  student  has  been 
charged. 

(c)  Definitions. — (1)  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "pro 
rata  refund"  means  a  refund  by  the  institution  to  a  student  attend- 
ing such  institution  for  the  first  time  of  not  less  than  that  portion 
of  the  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board,  and  other  charges  assessed  the 
student  by  the  institution  equal  to  the  portion  of  the  period  of  en- 
rollment for  which  the  student  has  been  charged  that  remains  on 
the  last  day  of  attendance  by  the  student,  rounded  downward  to 
the  nearest  10  percent  of  that  period,  less  any  unpaid  charges  owed 
by  the  student  for  the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  the  student 
has  been  charged,  and  less  a  reasonable  administrative  fee  not  to 
exceed  the  lesser  of  5  percent  of  the  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board, 
and  other  charges  assessed  the  student,  or  $100. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  paragraph  (1),  "the  portion  of  the  period  of 
enrollment  for  which  the  student  has  been  charged  that  remains", 
shall  be  determined — 

(A)  in  the  case  of  a  program  that  is  measured  in  credit 
hours,  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  weeks  comprising  the 
period  of  enrollment  for  which  the  student  has  been  charged 
into  the  number  of  weeks  remaining  in  that  period  as  of  the 
last  recorded  day  of  attendance  by  the  studert; 

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  program  that  is  measured  in  clock 
hours,  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  clock  hours  comprising 
the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  the  student  has  been 
charged  into  the  number  of  clock  hours  remaining  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  student  in  that  period  as  of  the  last  recorded  day 
of  attendance  by  the  student;  and 

(C)  in  the  case  of  a  correspondence  program,  by  dividing 
the  total  number  of  lessons  comprising  the  period  of  enrollment 
for  which  the  student  has  been  charged  into  the  total  number 
of  such  lessons  not  submitted  by  the  student.

SEC.  485.  INSTITUTIONAL  AND  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE  INFORMATION 
FOR  STUDENTS. 

(a)  Information  Dissemination  Activities. — (1)  Each  eligible 
institution  participating  in  any  program  under  this  title  shall  carry 
out  information  dissemination  activities  for  prospective  and  en- 
rolled students  (including  those  attending  or  planning  to  attend 
less  them  full  time)  regarding  the  institution  and  all  finEincial  as- 
sistance under  this  title.  The  information  required  by  this  section 
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shall  be  produced  and  be  made  readily  available,  through  appro- 
priate publications  and  mailings,  to  all  current  students,  ana  to 
any  prospective  student  upon  request.  The  information  required  by 
this  section  shall  accurately  describe — 

(A)  the  student  financial  assistance  programs  available  to 
students  who  enroll  at  such  institution; 

(B)  the  methods  by  which  such  assistance  is  distributed 
among  student  recipients  who  enroll  at  such  institution; 

(C)  any  means,  including  forms,  by  which  application  for 
student  financial  assistance  is  made  and  requirements  for  ac- 
curately preparing  such  application; 

(D)  title  rights  and  responsibilities  of  students  receiving  fi- 
nancial assistance  imder  this  title; 

(E)  the  cost  of  attending  the  institution,  including  (i)  tui- 
tion and  fees,  (ii)  books  and  supplies,  (iii)  estimates  of  typical 
student  room  and  board  costs  or  typical  commuting  costs,  and 
(iv)  any  additional  cost  of  the  program-  in  which  the  student  is 
enrolled  or  expresses  a  specific  interest; 

(F)  a  statement  of  tne  refund  policy  of  the  institution,  as 
determined  under  section  484B,  for  the  return  of  imeamed  tui- 
tion and  fees  or  other  refundable  portion  of  cost,  as  described 
in  subparagraph  (E)  of  this  paragraph,  which  refunds  shall  be 
credited  in  the  following  order: 

(i)  to  outstanding  balances  on  loans  under  part  B 
of  this  title  for  the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  a  re- 
fund is  required, 

(ii)  to  outstanding  balances  on  loans  under  part  D 
of  this  title  for  the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  a  re- 
fund is  required, 

(iii)  to  outstar  iing  balances  on  loans  under  part  E 
of  this  title  for  the  period  of  enrollment  for  which  a  re- 
fund is  required, 

(iv)  to  awards  under  subpart  1  of  part  A  of  this 
title, 

(v)  to  awards  under  subpart  3  of  part  A  of  this 
title, 

(vi)  to  other  student  assistance,  and 

(vii)  to  the  student; 

(G)  the  academic  program  of  the  institution,  including  (i) 
the  current  degree  programs  and  other  educational  and  train- 
ing programs,  (ii)  the  instructional,  laboratory,  and  other  phys- 
ical plant  facilities  which  relate  to  the  academic  program,  and 
(iii)  the  faculty  and  other  instructional  personnel; 

(H)  each  person  designated  under  subsection  (c)  of  this  sec- 
tion, and  the  methods  by  which  and  locations  in  which  any 
person  so  designated  may  be  contacted  by  students  and  pro- 
spective students  who  are  seeking  information  required  by  this 
subsection; 

(I)  special  facilities  and  services  available  to  handicapped 
students; 

(J)  the  names  of  associations,  agencies,  or  governmental 
bodies  which  accredit,  approve,  or  license  the  institution  and 
its  program?,  and  the  procedures  under  which  any  current  or 
prospective  student  may  obtain  or  review  upon  request  a  copy 
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of  the  documents  describing  the  institution's  accreditation,  ap- 
proval, or  licensing; 

(K)  the  standards  which  the  student  must  maintain  in 
order  to  be  considered  to  be  making  satisfactory  progress,  pur- 
suant to  section  484(a)(2); 

(L)  the  completion  or  graduation  rate  of  certificate-  or  de- 
gree-seeking, full-time,  undergraduate  ^  students  entering  such 
institutions; 

(M)  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  students  receiv- 
ing guaranteed  student  loans  under  part  B  of  this  title  o?  di- 
rect student  loans  under  part  E  of  this  title,  or  both,  may — 

(i)  obtain  deferral  of  the  repajonent  of  the  principal 
and  interest  for  service  under  the  Peace  Corps  Act  (as  es- 
tablished by  the  Peace  Corps  Act  (22  U.S.C.  2501)  et  seq.)) 
or  under  the  Domestic  Volunteer  Service  Act  of  1973  (42 
U.S.C.  4951  et  seq.),  or  for  comparable  full-time  ^  service 
as  a  volunteer  for  a  tax-exempt  orgaiiization  of  dem- 
onstrated effectiveness  in  the  field  of  community  service, 
and 

(ii)  obtain  partial  cancellation  of  the  student  loan  for 
service  under  the  Peace  Corps  Act  (as  established  by  the 
Peace  Corps  Act  (22  U.S.C.  2501  et  seq.))  under  the  Do- 
mestic Volunteer  Service  Act  of  1973  (42  U.S.C.  4951  et 
seq.)  or,  for  comparable  full-time  ^  service  as  a  volvmteer 
for  a  tax-exempt  organization  of  demonstrated  effective- 
ness in  the  field  of  community  service;  and 

(N)  that  enrollment  in  a  program  of  study  abroad  approved 
for  credit  by  the  home  institution  may  be  considered  enroll- 
ment in  the  home  institution  for  purposes  of  applying  for  Fed- 
eral student  financial  assistance. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  term  "prospective  stu- 
dent" means  any  individual  who  has  contacted  an  eligible  institu- 
tion requesting  information  concerning  admission  to  that  institu- 
tion. 

(3)  In  calculating  the  completion  or  graduation  rate  under  sub- 
paragraph (L)  of  paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection  or  under  sub- 
section (e),  a  student  shall  be  counted  as  a  completion  or  gradua- 
tion if,  within  150  percent  of  the  normal  time  for  completion  of  or 
graduation  from  the  program,  the  student  has  completed  or  grad- 
uated from  the  program,  or  enrolled  in  any  program  of  an  eligible 
institution  for  which  the  prior  program  provides  substantial  prepa- 
ration. The  information  required  to  be  disclosed  under  such  sub- 
paragraph— 

(A)  shall,  for  any  academic  year  beginning  more  than  270 
days  after  the  Secretary  first  prescribes  final  regulations  pur- 
suant to  such  subparagraph  (L),  be  made  available  to  current 
and  prospective  students  prior  to  enrolling  or  entering  into  any 
financial  obligation;  and 

(B)  shall  cover  the  one-year  period  ending  on  June  30  of 
the  preceding  year.

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(4)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  institutions  may  exclude  from 
the  information  disclosed  in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (L)  of 
paragraph  (1)  the  completion  or  graduation  rates  of  students  who 
leave  school  to  serve  in  the  armed  services,  on  official  church  mis- 
sions, or  with  a  recognized  foreign  aid  service  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

(5)  The  Secretary  shall  permit  any  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation that  is  a  member  of  an  athletic  association  or  athletic  con- 
ference that  has  voluntarily  published  completion  or  graduation 
rate  data  or  has  agreed  to  publish  data  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Secretary,  is  substantially  comparable  to  the  information  required 
imder  this  subsection,  to  use  such  data  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  this  subsection;  and 

(b)  Exit  Coxjnseling  for  Borrowers.— (1)( A)  Each  eligible  m- 
stitution  shall,  through  financial  aid  officers  or  otherwise,  make 
available  counseling  to  borrowers  (individually  or  in  groups)  of 
loans  which  are  made,  insured,  or  guaranteed  under  part  B  (other 
than  loans  made  pursuant  to  section  428B)  of  this  title  or  made 
under  part  D  or  E  of  this  title  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  course 
of  study  for  which  the  borrower  enrolled  at  the  institution  or  at  the 
time  of  departure  from  such  institution.  The  counseling  required  by 
this  subsection  shall  include — 

(i)  the  average  anticipated  monthly  repayments,  a  review 
of  the  repayment  options  available,  and  such  debt  and  manage- 
ment strategies  as  the  institution  determines  are  designed  to 
facilitate  the  repayment  of  such  indebtedness;  and 

(ii)  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  student  may 
obtain  partial  cancellation  or  defer  repayment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  pursuant  to  sections  428(b),  464(c)(2),  and  465. 
(B)  In  the  case  of  borrower  who  leaves  an  institution  without

(.iv)  any  corrections  in  the  institution's  records  relating  the 
borrower's  name,  address,  social  security  number,  references, 
■  and  driver's  license  number. 
(B)  The  institution  shall,  within  60  days  after  the  interview, 
forward  any  corrected  or  completed  information  received  from  the 
borrower  to  the  guaranty  agency  indicated  on  the  borrower's  stu- 
dent aid  records. 

(c)  Financial  Assistance  Information  Personnel.— Each  el- 
igible institution  shall  designate  an  employee  or  group  of  employ- 
ess  who  shall  be  available  on  a  full-time  basis  to  assist  students 
or  potential  students  in  obtaining  information  as  specified  in  sub- 
section (a).  The  Secretary  may,  by  regulation,  waive  the  require- 
ment that  an  employee  or  employees  be  available  on  a  full-time 
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basis  for  carrying  out  responsibilities  reqxiired  under  this  section 
whenever  an  institution  in  which  the  total  enrollment,  or  the  por- 
tion of  the  enrollment  participating  in  programs  under  this  title  at 
that  institution,  is  too  small  to  necessitate  such  employee  or  em- 
ployees being  available  on  a  full-time  basis.  No  such  waiver  may 
include  permission  to  exempt  any  such  institution  from  designating 
a  specific  individual  or  a  group  of  individuals  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

(d)  Depaktmental  Publication  of  Descriptions  of  Assist- 
ance Programs.— The  Secretary  shall  make  available  to  eligible 
institutions,  eligible  lenders,  and  secondary  schools  descriptions  of 
Federal  student  assistaince  programs  including  the  rights  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  student  and  institutional  participants,  in  order  to 
(1)  assist  students  in  gaining  information  through  institutional 
sources,  and  (2)  assist  institutions  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  so  that  individual  and  institutional  participants  will 
be  fully  aware  of  their  rights  and  responsibilities  under  such  pro- 
grams. In  particular,  such  information  shall  include  information  to 
enable  students  and  prospective  students  to  assess  the  debt  burden 
and  monthly  and  total  repayment  obligations  that  will  be  incurred 
as  a  result  of  receiving  loans  of  varying  amounts  under  this  title. 
In  addition,  such  infonnation  shall  include  information  to  enable 
borrowers  to  assess  the  practical  consequences  of  loan  consolida- 
tion, including  differences  in  deferment  eligibility,  interest  rates, 
monthly  payments,  and  finance  charges,  and  samples  of  loan  con- 
solidation profiles  to  illustrate  such  consequences.  The  Secretaiy 
shall  provide  information  concerning  the  specific  terms  and  condi- 
tions under  which  students  may  obtain  partial  or  total  cancellation 
or  defer  repayment  of  loans  for  service,  shall  indicate  (in  terms  of 
the  Federal  minimum  wage)  the  maximum  level  of  compensation 
and  allowances  that  a  student  borrower  may  receive  from  a  tax-ex- 
empt organization  to  qualify  for  a  deferment,  and  shall  explicitly 
state  that  students  may  qualify  for  such  partial  cancellations  or 
deferments  when  they  serve  as  a  paid  employee  of  a  tax-exempt  or- 
ganization. Such  infonnation  shall  be  provided  by  eligible  institu- 
tions and  eligible  lenders  at  any  time  that  infonnation  regarding 
loan  availability  is  provided  to  any  student. 

(e)  Disclosures  Required  With  Respect  to  Athletically 
Related  Student  Aid.-— (1)  Each  institution  of  higher  education 
which  participates  in  any  program  under  this  title  and  is  attended 
by  students  receiving  athletically  related  student  aid  shall  annu- 
ally submit  a  report  to  the  Secretary  which  contains — 

(A)  the  number  of  students  at  the  institution  of  higher 
education  who  received  athletically  related  student  aid  broken 
down  by  race  and  sex  in  the  following  sports;  basketball,  foot- 
ball, basoball,  cross  country/track,  and  all  other  sports  com- 
bined; 

(B)  the  number  of  students  at  the  institution  of  higher 
education,  broken  down  by  race  aud  sex; 

(C)  the  completion  or  graduation  rate  for  students  at  the 
institution  of  higher  education  who  received  athletically  related 
student  aid  broken  down  by  race  and  sex  in  the  following 
sports:  basketball,  football,  baseball,  cross  country/track  and 
all  other  sports  combined; 
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(D)  the  completion  or  graduation  rate  for  students  at  the 
institution  of  higher  education,  broken  down  by  race  and  sex; 

(E)  the  average  completion  or  graduation  rate  for  the  4 
most  recent  completing  or  graduating  classes  of  students  at  the 
institution  of  higher  education  who  received  athletically  related 
student  aid  broken  down  by  race  and  sex  in  the  following  cat- 
egories: basketball,  football,  baseball,  cross  country/track,  and 
all  other  sports  combined;  and 

(F)  the  average  completion  or  graduation  rate  for  the  4 
most  recent  completing  or  graduating  classes  of  students  at  the 
institution  of  higher  education  broken  down  by  race  and  sex. 

(2)  When  an  institution  described  in  paragraph  (1)  of  this  sub- 
section offers  a  potential  student  athlete  athletically  related  stu- 
dent aid,  such  institution  shall  provide  to  the  student  and  his  par- 
ents, his  guidance  counselor,  and  coach  the  information  contained 
in  the  report  submitted  by  such  institution  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(1). 

(3)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  institutions  may  exclude 
from  the  reporting  requireinents  imder  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  the 
completion  or  graduation  rates  of  students  and  student  athletes 
who  leave  school  to  serve  in  the  armed  services,  on  official  church 
missions,  or  with  a  recognized  foreign  aid  service  of  the  Federal 
Government. 

(4)  Each  institution  of  higher  education  described  in  paragraph

(6)  The  Secretary  shall  waive  the  requirements  of  this  sub- 
section for  any  institution  of  higher  education  that  is  a  member  of 
an  athletic  association  or  athletic  conference  that  has  voluntarily 
published  completion  or  graduation  rate  data  or  has  agreed  to  pub- 
lish data  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  is  substantially  com- 
parable to  the  information  required  under  this  subsection. 

(7)  The  Secretary,  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Junior  Col- 
lege Athletic  Association,  shall  develop  and  obtain  data  on  comple- 
tion or  graduation  rates  from  two-year  colleges  that  award  atUet- 
ically  related  student  aid.  Such  data  shall,  to  the  extent  prac- 
ticable, be  consistent  with  the  reporting  requirements  set  forth  in 
this  section. 

(8)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the  term  "athletically  relat- 
ed student  aid'  means  any  scholarship,  grant,  or  other  form  of  fi- 
nancial assistance  the  temis  of  which  require  the  recipient  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  program  of  intercollegiate  athletics  at  an  institution 
of  hdgher  education  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  receive  such  assist- 
ance. 
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(9)  This  subsection  shall  not  be  effective  until  the  first  July  1 
that  follows,  by  more  than  270  days,  the  date  oh  which  the  Sec- 
retary first  prescribes  final  regulations  pursuant  to  this  subsection.

(f)  Disclosure  of  Campus  Security  Policy  and  Campus 
Crime  Statistics. — (1)  Each  eligible  institution  participating  in 
any  program  under  this  title  shall  on  August  1,  1991,  begin  to  col- 
lect the  following  information  with  respect  to  campus  crime  statis- 
tics and  campus  security  policies  of  that  institution,  and  beginning 
September  1,  1992,  and  each  year  thereafter,  prepare,  publish,  and 
distribute,  through  appropriate  publications  or  mailings,  to  all  cur- 
rent students  and  employees,  and  to  any  applicant  for  enrollment 
or  employment  upon  request,  an  annual  security  report  containing 
at  least  the  following  information  with  respect  to  the  campus  secu- 
rity policies  and  campus  crime  statistics  of  that  institution: 

(A)  A  statement  of  current  campus  policies  regarding  pro- 
cedures and  facilities  for  students  and  others  to  report  criniinal 
actions  or  other  emergencies  occurring  on  campus  and  policies 
concerning  the  institution's  response  to  such  reports. 

(B)  A  statement  of  current  policies  concerning  security  and 
access  to  campus  facilities,  including  campus  residences,  and 
security  considerations  used  in  the  maintenance  of  campus  fa- 
cilities. 

(C)  A  statement  of  current  policies  concerning  campus  law 
enforcement,  including — 

(i)  the  enforcement  authority  of  security  personnel,  in- 
cluding their  working  relationship  with  State  and  local  po- 
lice agencies;  and 

(ii)  policies  which  encourage  accurate  and  prompt  re- 
porting of  all  crimes  to  the  campus  police  and  the  appro- 
priate police  agencies. 

(D)  A  description  of  the  type  and  frequency  of  programs 
designed  to  inform  students  and  employees  about  campus  secu- 
rity procedures  and  practices  and  to  encourage  students  and 
employees  to  be  responsible  for  their  own  security  and  the  se- 
curity of  others. 

(E)  A  description  of  programs  designed  to  inform  students 
and  employees  about  the  prevention  of  crimes. 

(F)  Statistics  concerning  the  occurrence  on  campus,  during 
the  most  recent  calendar  year,  and  during  the  2  preceding  cal- 
endar years  for  which  data  are  available,  of  the  following 
criminal  offenses  reported  to  campus  security  authorities  or 
local  police  agencies — 

(i)  murder; 

(ii)  sex  offenses,  forcible  or  nonforcible; 

(iii)  robbery; 

(iv)  aggravated  assault; 

(v)  burglary;  and 

(vi)  motor  vehicle  theft. 

(G)  A  statement  of  policy  concerning  the  monitoring  and 
recording  through  local  police  agencies  of  criminal  activity  at 
off-campus  student  organizations  which  are  recognized  by  the 
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institution  and  that  are  engaged  in  by  students  attending  the 
institution,  including  those  student  organizations  with  off-cam- 
pus housing  facilities. 

(H)  Statistics  concerning  the  number  of  arrests  for  the  fol- 
lowing crimes  occurring  on  campus: 

(i)  liquor  law  violations; 

(ii)  drug  abuse  violations;  and 

(iii)  weapons  possessions. 

(I)  A  statement  of  policy  regarding  the  possession,  use,  and 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  enforcement  of  State  underage 
drinking  laws  and  a  statement  of  policy  regarding  the  posses- 
sion, use,  and  sale  of  illegal  drugs  and  enforcement  of  Federal 
and  State  drug  laws  and  a  description  of  any  drug  or  alcohol 
abuse  education  programs  as  required  under  section  1213  of 
this  Act. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  to  require  particular  policies,  procedures,  or  practices 
by  institutions  of  higher  education  with  respect  to  campus  crimes 
or  campus  security. 

(3)  Each  institution  participating  in  any  program  under  this 
title  shall  make  timely  reports  to  the  campus  community  on  crimes 
considered  to  be  a  threat  to  other  students  and  employees  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (1)(F)  that  are  reported  to  campus  security  or 
local  law  police  agencies.  Such  reports  shall  be  provided  to  students 
and  employees  in  a  manner  that  is  timely  and  that  will  aid  in  the 
prevention  of  similar  occurrences. 

(4)  Upon  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  each  institution  partici- 
pating in  any  program  under  this  title  shall  submit  to  the  Sec- 
retary a  copy  of  the  statistics  required  to  be  made  available  under 
paragraphs  ( 1)(F)  and  ( 1)(H).  The  Secretary  shall — 

(A)  review  such  statistics  and  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  on 
campus  crime  statistics  by  September  1,  1995;  and 

(B)  in  coordination  with  representatives  of  institutions  of 
higher  education,  identify  exemplary  campus  security  policies, 
procedures,  and  practices  and  disseminate  information  con- 
cerning those  policies,  procedures,  and  practices  that  have 
proven  effective  in  the  reduction  of  campus  crime. 

(5)  (A)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the  term  "campus"  in- 
cludes— 

(i)  any  building  or  property  owned  or  controlled  by  the  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  within  the  same  reasonably  con- 
tiguous geographic  area  and  used  by  the  institution  in  direct 
support  of,  or  related  to  its  educational  purposes;  or 

(ii)  any  building  or  property  owned  or  controlled  by  stu- 
dent organizations  recognized  by  the  institution. 

(B)  In  cases  where  branch  campuses  of  an  institution  of  higher 
education,  schools  within  an  institution  of  higher  education,  or  ad- 
ministrative divisions  within  an  institution  are  not  within  a  rea- 
sonably contiguous  geographic  area,  such  entities  shall  be  consid- 
ered separate  campuses  for  purposes  of  the  reporting  requirements 
of  this  section. 
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(6)  The  statistics  described  in  paragraphs  (1)(F)  and  (1)(H) 
shall  be  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  definitions  used  in  the 
uniform  crime  reporting  system  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Investigation,  and  the  modifications  in  such  defini- 
tions as  implemented  pursuant  to  the  Hate  Crime  Statistics  Act. 

(7)  (A)  Each  institution  of  higher  education  participating  in  any 
program  under  this  title  shall  develop  and  distribute  as  part  of  the 
report  described  in  paragraph  (1)  a  statement  of  policy  regarding— 

(i)  such  institution's  campus  sexual  assault  programs, 
which  shEill  be  aimed  at  prevention  of  sex  offenses;  and 

(ii)  the  procedures  followed  once  a  sex  offense  has  oc- 
curred. 

(B)  The  policy  described  in  subparagraph  (A)  shall  address  the 

following  areas: 

(i)  Education  programs  to  promote  the  awareness  of  rape, 
acquaintance  rape,  and  other  sex  offenses. 

(ii)  Possible  sanctions  to  be  imposed  following  the  final  de- 
termination of  an  on-campus  disciplinary  procedure  regarding 
rape,  acquaintance  rape,  or  other  sex  offenses,  forcible  or 
nonforcible. 

(iii)  Procedures  students  should  follow  if  a  sex  offense  oc- 
curs, including  who  should  be  contacted,  the  importance  of  pre- 
serving evidence  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proof  of  criminal 
sexual  assault,  and  to  whom  the  alleged  offense  should  be  re- 
ported. 

(iv)  Procedures  for  on-campus  disciplinary  action  in  cases 
of  alleged  sexual  assault,  which  shall  include  a  clear  statement 
that— 

(I)  the  accuser  and  the  accused  are  entitled  to  the 
same  opportunities  to  have  others  present  during  a  cam- 
pus disciplinary  proceeding;  and  ,    .  r 

(II)  both  the  accuser  and  the  accused  shall  be  informed 
of  the  outcome  of  any  campus  disciplinary  proceeding 
brought  £illeging  a  sexu£il  assault. 

(v)  Informing  students  of  their  options  to  notify  proper  law 
enforcement  authorities,  including  on-campus  and  local  police, 
and  the  option  to  be  assisted  by  campus  authorities  in  notify- 
ing such  authorities,  if  the  student  so  chooses. 

(vi)  Notification  of  students  of  existing  counseling,  mental 
health  or  student  services  for  victims  of  sexual  assault,  both  on 
campus  and  in  the  community. 

(vii)  Notification  of  students  of  options  for,  and  available 
assistance  in,  changing  academic  and  living  situations  after  an 
alleged  sexual  assault  incident,  if  so  requested  by  the  victim 
and  if  such  changes  are  reasonably  available. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  confer  a 
private  right  of  action  upon  any  person  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  paragraph. 

(g)  Data  Required.—  ^  ,  .  , 

( 1)  In  general.— Each  coeducational  institution  of  higher 
education  that  participates  in  any  program  under  this  title, 
and  has  an  intercollegiate  athletic  program,  shall  annually,  for 
the  immediately  preceding  academic  year,  prepare  a  report 
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that  contains  the  following  information  regarding  intercolle- 
giate athletics: 

(A)  The  number  of  male  and  female  full-time  xmder- 
graduates  that  attended  the  institution. 

(B)  A  listing  of  the  varsity  teams  that  competed  in 
intercollegiate  athletic  competition  and  for  each  such  team 
the  following  data: 

(i)  The  total  number  of  participants,  by  team,  as 
of  the  day  of  the  first  scheduled  contest  for  the  team. 

(ii)  Total  operating  expenses  attributable  to  such 
teams,  except  that  an  institution  may  also  report  such 
expenses  on  a  per  capita  basis  for  each  team  and  ex- 
penditures attributable  to  closely  related  teams  such 
as  track  and  field  or  swimming  and  diving,  may  be  re- 
ported together,  although  such  combinations  shall  be 
reported  separately  for  men's  and  women's  teams. 

(iii)  Whether  the  head  coach  is  male  or  female  and 
whether  the  head  coach  is  assigned  to  that  team  on  a 
full-time  or  part-time  basis.  Graduate  assistants  and 
volunteers  who  serve  as  head  coaches  shall  be  consid- 
ered to  be  head  coaches  for  the  purposes  of  this  clause. 

(iv)  The  number  of  assistant  coaches  who  are  male 
and  the  number  of  assistant  coaches  who  are  female 
for  each  team  and  whether  a  particular  coach  is  as- 
sighed  to  that  team  on  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis. 
Graduate  assistants  and  volxmteers  wno  serve  as  as- 
sistant coaches  shall  be  considered  to  be  assistant 
coaches  for  the  purposes  of  this  clause. 

(C)  The  total  amoxmt  of  money  spent  on  athletically 
related  student  aid,  including  the  value  of  waivers  of  edu- 
cational expenses,  separately  for  men's  and  women's  teams 
overall. 

(D)  The  ratio  of  athletically  related  student  aid  award- 
ed male  athletes  to  athletically  related  student  aid  award- 
ed female  athletes. 

(E)  The  total  amount  of  expenditures  on  recruiting, 
separately  for  men's  and  women's  teams  overall. 

(F)  The  total  annual  revenues  generated  across  all 
men's  teams  and  across  all  women's  teams,  except  that  an 
institution  may  also  report  such  revenues  by  individual 
team. 

(G)  The  average  annual  institutional  salary  of  the 
head  coaches  of  men's  teams,  across  all  offered  sports,  and 
the  average  annual  institutional  salary  of  the  head  coaches 
of  women's  teams,  across  all  offered  sports. 

(H)  The  average  annual  institutional  salary  of  the  as- 
sistant coaches  of  men's  teams,  across  all  offered  sports, 
and  the  average  annual  institutional  salary  of  the  assist- 
ant coaches  of  women's  teams,  across  all  offered  sports. 

(2)  Special  rule.— For  the  purposes  of  subparagraph  (G), 
if  a  coach  has  responsibilities  for  more  than  one  team  and  the 
institution  does  not  allocate  such  coach's  salary  by  team,  the 
institution  should  divide  the  salary  by  the  number  of  teams  for 
which  the  coach  has  responsibility  and  allocate  the  salary 
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among  the  teams  on  a  basis  consistent  with  the  coach's  respon- 
sibilities for  the  different  teams. 

(3)  DiSCLOSTJRE  OF  INFORMATION  TO  STUDENTS  AND  PUB- 
LIC.— An  institution  of  higher  education  described  in  paragraph 
(1)  shall  make  available  to  students  and  potential  students, 
upon  request,  and  to  the  public,  the  information  contained  in 
the  report  described  in  paragraph  (1),  except  that  all  students 
shall  be  informed  of  their  right  to  request  such  information.

(5)  Regulations  and  effective  date.— The  Secretary 
shall  issue  final  regulations  to  implement  the  requirements  of 
this  subsection  not  later  than  180  days  following  the  enact- 
ment of  this  subsection.  Each  institution  described  in  para- 
graph (1)  shall  make  available  its  first  report  pursuant  to  this 
section  not  later  than  October  1,  1996.

(a)  Eligibility  for  Plan. — Upon  the  request  of  the  borrower,

(a)  Development  of  the  System. — The  Secretary  shall  con- 
sult with  a  representative  group  of  guaranty  agencies,  eligible  lend- 
ers, and  eligible  institutions  to  develop  a  mutually  agreeable  pro- 
posal for  the  establishment  of  a  National  Student  Loan  Data  Sys- 
tem containing  information  regarding  loans  made,  insured,  or  guar- 
anteed under  part  B  and  loans  made  under  parts  D  and  E,  and  for 
allowing  the  electronic  exchange  of  data  between  program  partici- 
pants and  the  system.

(7)  the  lender,  holder,  and  servicer  of  such  loans; 

(8)  information  concerning  the  date  of  any  default  on  the 
loan  and  the  collection  of  the  loan,  including  any  information 
concerning  the  repayment  status  of  any  defaulted  loan  on 
which  the  Secretary  has  made  a  payment  pursuant  to  section 
430(a)  or  the  guaranty  agency  has  made  a  payment  to  the  pre- 
vious holder  of  the  loan;

(9)  information  regarding  any  deferments  or  forbearance 
granted  on  such  loans;  and 

( 10)  the  date  of  cancellation  of  the  note  upon  completion  of 
repayment  by  the  borrower  of  the  loan  or  payment  by  the  Sec- 
retary pursuant  to  section  437. 

(b)  Additional  Information. — For  the  purposes  of  research 
and  policy  analysis,  the  proposal  shall  also  contain  provisions  for 
obtaining  additional  data  concerning  the  characteristics  of  borrow- 
ers and  the  extent  of  student  loan  indebtedness  on  a  statistically 
valid  sample  of  borrowers  under  part  B.  Such  data  shall  include —

(a)  All  Like  Loans  Treated  as  One.— To  the  extent  prac- 
ticable, and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  borrower,  eligible  lenders 
shall  treat  all  loans  made  to  a  borrower  under  the  same  section  of 
part  B  as  one  loan  and  shall  submit  one  bill  to  the  borrower  for 
the  repayment  of  all  such  loans  for  the  monthly  or  other  similar 
period  of  repajmrient.  Any  deferments  on  one  such  loan  will  be  con- 
sidered a  deferment  on  the  total  amount  of  all  such  loans. 

(b)  One  Lender,  One  Guaranty  Agency.— To  the  extent  prac- 
ticable, and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  borrower,  the  guaranty 
agency  shall  ensure  that  a  borrower  only  have  one  lender,  one 
holder,  one  guaranty  agency,  and  one  servicer  with  which  to  main- 
tain contact.

SEC.  486.  TRAINING  IN  FINANCIAL  AID  SERVICES. 

(a)  Program  Authority. — The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide grants  to  appropriate  nonprofit  private  organizations  or  com- 
binations of  such  organizations  to  provide  training  for  student  fi- 
nancial aid  administrators  and  TRIO  personnel,  at  all  levels  of  ex- 
perience, who  provide  or  are  involved  in  student  financial  aid  serv- 
ices. 

(b)  Use  of  Funds. — Financial  assistance  under  this  section 
may  be  used  for — 

(1)  the  operation  of  short-term  training  institutes  and  spe- 
cial training  programs  for  student  financial  aid  administrators 
or  TRIO  personnel  designed  to — 

(A)  improve  the  professional  management  skills  of  par- 
ticipants in  such  institutes  and  programs; 

(B)  improve  the  delivery  of  student  services; 

(C)  improve  students'  or  prospective  students'  informa- 
tion on  the  availability  and  operation  of  student  financial 
assistance  programs;  and 

(D)  improve  the  understanding  and  knowledge  of  the 
participants  concerning  the  legislative  and  regulatory  re- 
quirements of  the  student  financial  assistance  programs 
and  changes  in  such  requirements;  and 

(2)  the  development  of  appropriate  training  materials. 
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(c)  Limitations. — Grants  authorized  under  this  section — 

(1)  shall  be  limited  to  not  less  than  $1,000,000  in  the  case 
of  single-year  grants; 

(2)  shall  be  limited  to  not  less  than  $1,000,000  per  year  in 
the  case  of  multiple-year  grants; 

(3)  shall  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  3  years  in  the  case 
of  multiple-year  grants;  and 

(4)  may  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary. 

(d)  Authorization  of  Appropriations  aito  Use  of  Funds.— 
There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $5,000,000  for  fiscal  year 
1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeed- 
ing fiscal  years  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(20  U.S.C.  1093) 
SEC.  487.  PROGRAM  PARTICIPATION  AGREEMENTS. 

(a)  Required  for  Programs  of  Assistance;  Contents. — In 
order  to  be  an  eligible  institution  for  the  purposes  of  any  program 
authorized  under  this  title,  an  institution  must  be  an  institution  of 
higher  education  or  an  eligible  institution  (as  that  term  is  defined 
for  the  purpose  of  that  program)  and  shall,  except  with  respect  to 
a  program  under  subpart  4  of  part  A,  enter  into  a  program  partici  - 
pation agreement  with  the  Secretary.  The  agreement  shall  condi- 
tion the  initial  and  continuing  eligibility  of  an  institution  to  partici- 
pate in  a  program  upon  compliance  with  the  following  require- 
ments: 

(1)  The  institution  will  use  funds  received  by  it  for  any 
program  under  this  title  and  any  interest  or  other  earnings 
thereon  solely  for  the  purpose  specified  in  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  that  program. 

(2)  The  institution  shall  not  charge  any  student  a  fee  for 
processing  or  handling  any  application,  form,  or  data  required 
to  determine  the  student's  eligibility  for  assistance  under  this 
title  or  the  amount  of  such  assistance. 

(3)  The  institution  will  establish  and  maintain  such  ad- 
ministrative and  fiscal  procedures  and  records  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  ensure  proper  and  efficient  administration  of  fxmds 
received  from  the  Secretary  or  from  students  under  this  title, 
together  with  assurances  that  the  institution  will  provide, 
upon  request  and  in  a  timely  fashion,  information  relating  to 
the  administrative  capability  and  financial  responsibility  of  the 
institution  to — 

(A)  the  Secretary; 

(B)  the  appropriate  State  review  entity  designated 
under  subpart  1  of  part  H; 

(C)  the  appropriate  guaranty  agency;  and 

(D)  the  appropriate  accrediting  agency  or  association. 

(4)  The  institution  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (b)  of  this  section  and  the  regulations  prescribed  under 
that  subsection,  relating  to  fiscal  eligibility. 

(5)  The  instituti^ii  will  submit  reports  to  the  Secretary 
and,  in  the  case  of  an  institution  participating  in  a  program 
under  part  B  or  part  E,  to  holders  of  loans  made  to  the  institu- 
tion's students  ^xider  such  parts  at  such  times  and  containing 
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such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  title. 

(6)  The  institution  will  not  provide  any  student  with  any 
statement  or  certification  to  any  lender  under  part  B  that 
qualifies  the  student  for  a  loan  or  loans  in  excess  of  the 
amount  that  student  is  eligible  to  borrow  in  accordance  with 
sections  425(a),  428(a)(2),  and  428(b)(1)  (A)  and  (B). 

(7)  The  institution  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
section  485. 

(8)  In  the  case  of  an  institution  that  advertises  job  place- 
ment rates  as  a  means  of  attracting  students  to  enroll  in  the 
institution,  the  institution  will  make  available  to  prospective 
students,  at  or  before  the  time  of  application  (A)  the  most  re- 
cent available  data  concerning  employment  statistics,  gradua- 
tion statistics,  and  any  other  information  necessary  to  substan- 
tiate the  truthfulness  of  the  advertisements,  and  (B)  relevant 
State  licensing  requirements  of  the  State  in  which  such  institu- 
tion is  located  for  any  job  for  which  the  course  of  instruction 
is  designed  to  prepare  such  prospective  students. 

(,9)  In  the  case  of  an  institution  participating  in  a  program 
under  part  B,  the  institution  will  inform  all  eligible  borrowers 
enrolled  in  the  institution  about  the  availability  and  eligibility 
of  such  borrowers  for  State  grant  assistance  from  the  State  in 
which  the  institution  is  located,  and  will  inform  such  borrowers 
from  another  State  of  the  source  for  further  information  con- 
cerning such  assistance  from  that  State. 

(10)  The  institution  certifies  that  it  has  in  operation  a  drug 
abuse  prevention  program  that  is  determined  by  the  institution 
to  be  accessible  to  any  officer,  employee,  or  student  at  the  in- 
stitution. 

(11)  In  the  case  of  any  institution  whose  students  receive 
financial  assistance  pursuant  to  section  484(d),  the  institution 
will  make  available  to  such  students  a  program  proven  suc- 
cessful in  assisting  students  in  obtaining  a  certificate  of  high 
school  equivalency. 

(12)  The  institution  certifies  that — 

(A)  the  institution  has  established  a  campus  security 
policy;  and 

(B)  the  institution  has  complied  with  the  disclosure  re- 
quirements of  section  485(f). 

(13)  The  institution  will  not  deny  any  form  of  Federal  fi- 
nancial aid  to  any  student  who  meets  the  eligibility  require- 
ments of  this  title  on  the  grounds  that  the  student  is  partici- 
pating in  a  program  of  study  abroad  approved  for  credit  by  the 
institution. 

(14)  (A)  The  institution,  in  order  to  participate  as  an  eligi- 
ble institution  under  part  B,  will  develop  a  Default  Manage- 
ment Plan  for  approval  by  the  Secretary  as  part  of  its  initial 
application  for  certification  as  an  eligible  institution  and  will 
implement  such  Plan  for  two  years  thereafter. 

(B)  Any  institution  of  higher  education  which  changes 
ownership  and  any  eligible  institution  which  changes  its  status 
as  a  parent  or  subordinate  institution  shall,  in  oraer  to  partici- 
pate as  an  eligible  institution  under  part  B,  develop  a  Default 
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Management  Plan  for  approval  by  the  Secretary  and  imple- 
ment such  Plan  for  two  years  after  its  change  of  ownership  or 
status. 

(15)  The  institution  acknowledges  the  authority  of  the  Sec- 
retary, guaranty  agencies,  lenders,  accrediting  agencies,  the 
Secretary  of  Veterans  Affairs,  and  State  review  entities  under 
subpart  1  of  part  H  to  share  with  each  other  any  information 
pertaining  to  the  institution's  eligibility  to  participate  in  pro- 
grams under  this  title  or  any  information  on  fraud  and  abuse. 

(16)  (A)  The  institution  will  not  knowingly  employ  an  indi- 
vidual in  a  capacity  that  involves  the  administration  of  pro- 
grams under  this  title,  or  the  receipt  of  program  funds  under 
this  title,  who  has  been  convicted  of,  or  has  pled  nolo 
contendere  or  guilty  to,  a  crime  involving  the  acquisition,  use, 
or  expenditure  of  funds  under  this  title,  or  has  been  judicially 
determined  to  have  committed  fraud  involving  funds  under 
this  title  or  contract  with  an  institution  or  third  party  servicer 
that  has  been  terminated  under  section  432  involving  the  ac- 
quisition, use,  or  expenditure  of  funds  under  this  title,  or  who 
has  been  judicially  determined  to  have  committed  fraud  involv- 
ing funds  under  this  title. 

(B)  The  institution  will  not  knowingly  contract  with  or  em- 
ploy any  individual,  agency,  or  organization  that  has  been,  or 
whose  officers  or  employees  have  been — 

(i)  convicted  o^  or  pled  nolo  contendere  or  guilty  to,  a 
crime  involving  the  acquisition,  use,  or  expenditure  of 
funds  under  this  title;  or 

(ii)  judicially  determined  to  have  committed  fraud  in- 
volving funds  under  this  title. 

(17)  The  institution  will  complete  surveys  conducted  as  a 
part  of  the  Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data  System 
(IPEDS)  or  any  other  Federal  postsecondary  institution  data 
collection  effort,  as  designated  by  the  Secretary,  in  a  timely 
manner  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary. 

(18)  (A)  With  respect  to  any  institution  that  offers  athlet- 
ically related  student  aid,  the  institution  will — 

(i)  cause  an  armual  compilation,  independently  audited 
not  less  often  than  every  3  years,  to  be  prepared  within  6 
months  after  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year,  of— 

(I)  the  total  revenues,  and  the  revenues  from  foot- 
ball, men's  basketball,  women's  basketball,  all  other 
men's  sports  combined,  and  all  other  women's  sports 
combined,  derived  by  the  institution  from  its  inter- 
collegiate athletics  activities; 

(II)  the  total  expenses,  and  the  expenses  attrib- 
utable to  football,  men's  basketball,  women's  basket- 
ball, all  other  men's  sports  combined  and  all  other 
women's  sports  combined,  made  by  the  institution  for 
its  intercollegiate  athletics  activities;  and 

(III)  the  total  revenues  and  operating  expenses  of 
the  institution;  and 

(ii)  make  the  reports  on  such  compilations  and,  where 
allowable  by  State  law,  the  audits,  available  for  inspection 
by  the  Secretary  and  the  public. 
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(B)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (A) — 

(i)  revenues  from  intercollegiate  athletics  activities  al- 
locable to  a  sport  shall  include  without  limitation  gate  re- 
ceipts, broadcast  revenues,  appearance  guarantees  and  op- 
tions, concessions  and  advertising,  but  revenues  such  as 
student  activities  fees  or  alumni  contributions  not  so  allo- 
cable shall  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  total  revenues 
only;  and 

(ii)  expenses  for  intercollegiate  athletics  activities  allo- 
cable to  a  sport  shall  include  without  limitation  grants-in- 
aid,  salaries,  travel,  equipment,  and  supplies,  but  expenses 
such  as  general  and  administrative  overhead  not  so  alloca- 
ble shall  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  total  expenses 
only. 

(19)  The  institution  will  not  impose  any  penalty,  including 
the  assessment  of  late  fees,  the  denial  of  access  to  classes,  li- 
braries, or  other  institutional  facilities,  or  the  requirement  that 
the  student  borrow  additional  funds,  on  any  student  because  of 
the  student's  inability  to  meet  his  or  her  financial  obligations 
to  the  institution  as  a  result  of  the  delayed  disbursement  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  loan  made  under  this  title  due  to  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  delays  attributable  to  the  institu- 
tion. 

(20)  The  institution  will  not  provide  any  commission, 
bonus,  or  other  incentive  payment  based  directly  or  indirectly 
on  success  in  securing  enrollments  or  financial  aid  to  any  per- 
sons or  entities  engaged  in  any  student  recruiting  or  admission 
activities  or  in  making  decisions  regarding  the  award  of  stu- 
dent financial  assistance,  except  that  this  paragraph  shall  not 
apply  to  the  recruitment  of  foreign  students  residing  in  foreign 
coimtries  who  are  not  eligible  to  receive  Federal  student  assist- 
£uice. 

(21)  The  institution  will  meet  the  requirements  established 
by  the  Secretary,  State  postsecondary  review  entities,  and  ac- 

■  crediting  agencies  pursuant  to  part  H  of  this  title. 

(22)  The  institution  will  comply  with  the  refund  policy  es- 
tablished pursuant  to  section  484B. 

(b)  Hearings. — (1)  An  institution  that  has  received  written  no- 
tice of  a  final  audit  or  program  review  determination  and  that  de- 
sires to  have  such  determination  reviewed  by  the  Secretary  shall 
submit  to  the  Secretary  a  written  request  for  review  not  later  than 
45  days  after  receipt  of  notification  of  the  final  audit  or  program 
review  determination. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall,  upon  receipt  of  written  notice  under 
paragraph  (1),  arrange  for  a  hearing  and  notify  the  institution 
within  30  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice  the  date,  time,  and  place 
of  such  hearing.  Such  hearing  shall  take  place  not  later  than  120 
days  from  the  date  upon  which  the  Secretary  notifies  the  institu- 
tion. 

(c)  '  Audits;  Financial  Responsibility;  Enforcement  of 
Standards. — ( 1)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  title, 
the  Secretary  shall  prescribe  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  for — 
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(A)  (i)  except  as  provided  in  clause  (ii),  a  financial  audit  of 
an  eligible  institution  with  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of 
the  institution  in  its  entirety,  and  a  compliance  audit  of  such 
institution  with  regard  to  any  funds  obtained  by  it  under  this 
title  or  obtained  from  a  student  or  a  parent  who  has  a  loan  in- 
sured or  guaranteed  by  the  Secretary  under  this  title,  on  at 
least  an  annual  basis  and  covering  the  period  since  the  most 
recent  audit,  conducted  by  a  qualified,  independent  organiza- 
tion or  person  in  accordance  with  standards  established  by  the 
Comptroller  General  for  the  audit  of  governmental  organiza- 
tions, programs,  and  functions,  and  as  prescribed  in  regula- 
tions of  the  Secretary,  the  results  of  which  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  and  shall  be  available  to  cognizant  guaranty 
agencies,  eligible  lenders.  State  agencies,  and  the  State  review 
entities  referred  to  in  subpart  1  of  part  H;  or 

(ii)  with  regard  to  an  eligible  institution  which  is  audited 
under  chapter  75  of  title  31,  United  States  Code,  deeming  such 
audit  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  clause  (i)  for  the  period 
covered  by  such  audit; 

(B)  in  matters  not  governed  by  specific  program  provisions, 
the  establishment  of  reasonable  standards  of  financial  respon- 
sibility and  appropriate  institutional  capability  for  the  admin- 
istration by  an  eligible  institution  of  a  program  of  student  fi- 
nancial aid  under  this  title,  including  any  matter  the  Secretary 
deems  necessary  to  the  sound  administration  of  the  financial 
aid  programs,  such  as  the  pertinent  actions  of  any  owner, 
shareholder,  or  person  exercising  control  over  an  eligible  insti- 
tution; 

(C)  (i)  except  as  provided  in  clause  (ii),  a  compliance  audit 
of  a  third  party  servicer  (other  than  with  respect  to  the 
servicer's  functions  as  a  lender  if  such  functions  are  otherwise 
audited  under  this  part  and  such  audits  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  clause),  with  regard  to  any  contract  with  an  eligible  in- 
stitution, guaranty  agency,  or  lender  for  administering  or  serv- 
icing any  aspect  of  the  student  assistance  programs  under  this 
title,  at  least  once  every  year  and  covering  the  period  since  the 
most  recent  audit,  conducted  by  a  qualified,  independent  orga- 
nization or  person  in  accordance  with  standairds  established  by 
the  Comptroller  General  for  the  audit  of  governmental  organi- 
zations, programs,  and  functions,  and  as  prescribed  in  regula- 
tions of  the  Secretary,  the  results  of  which  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary;  or 

(ii)  with  regard  to  a  third  party  servicer  that  is  audited 
under  chapter  75  of  title  31,  United  States  Code,  such  audit 
shall  be  deemed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  clause  (i)  for  the 
period  covered  by  such  audit; 

(D)  (i)  a  compliance  audit  of  a  secondary  market  with  re- 
gard to  its  transactions  involving,  and  its  servicing  and  collec- 
tion of,  loans  made  under  this  title,  at  least  once  a  year  and 
covering  the  period  since  the  most  recent  audit,  conducted  by 
a  qualified,  independent  organization  or  person  in  accordance 
with  standards  established  by  the  Comptroller  General  for  the 
audit  of  governmental  organizations,  programs,  and  functions, 
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and  as  prescribed  in  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  the  resiilts 
of  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary;  or 

(ii)  with  regard  to  a  secondary  market  that  is  audited 
under  chapter  75  of  title  31,  United  States  Code,  such  audit 
shall  be  deemed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  clause  (i)  for  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit; 

(E)  the  establishment,  by  each  eligible  institution  under 
part  B  responsible  for  fumisning  to  the  lender  the  statement 
required  by  section  428(a)(2)(A)(i),  of  policies  and  procedures  by 
wWch  the  latest  known  address  and  enrollment  status  of  any 
student  who  has  had  a  loan  insured  under  this  part  and  who 
has  either  formally  terminated  his  enrollment,  or  failed  to  re- 
enroll  on  at  least  a  half-time  basis,  at  such  institution,  shall 
be  furnished  either  to  the  holder  (or  if  unknown,  the  insurer) 
of  the  note,  not  later  than  60  days  after  such  termination  or 
failure  to  re-enroll; 

(F)  the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  cf  the  par- 
ticipation in  any  program  under  this  title  of  an  eligible  institu- 
tion, or  the  imposition  of  a  civil  penalty  under  paragraph  (2)(B) 
whenever  the  Secretary  has  determined,  after  reasonable  no- 
tice and  opportunity  for  hearing,  that  such  institution  has  vio- 
lated or  failed  to  carry  out  any  provision  of  this  title,  any  regu- 
lation prescribed  under  this  title,  or  any  applicable  special  ar- 
rangement, agreement,  or  limitation,  except  that  no  period  of 
suspension  under  this  section  shall  exceed  60  days  unless  the 
institution  and  the  Secretary  agree  to  an  extension  or  imless 
limitation  or  termination  proceedings  are  initiated  by  the  Sec- 
retary within  that  period  of  time; 

(G)  an  emergency  action  against  an  institution,  under 
which  the  Secretary  shall,  effective  on  the  date  on  which  a  no- 
tice and  statement  of  the  basis  of  the  action  is  mailed  to  the 
institution  (by  registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested),  with- 
hold funds  from  the  institution  or  its  students  and  withdraw 
the  institution's  authority  to  obligate  funds  under  any  program 
under  this  title,  if  the  Secretary — 

(i)  receives  information,  determined  by  the  Secretary 
to  be  reliable,  that  the  institution  is  violating  any  provi- 
sion of  this  title,  any  regulation  prescribed  under  this  title, 
or  any  applicable  special  arrangement,  agreement,  or  limi- 
tation, 

(ii)  determines  that  immediate  action  is  necessary  to 
prevent  misuse  of  Federal  funds,  and 

(iii)  determines  that  the  likelihood  of  loss  outweighs 
the  importance  of  the  procedures  prescribed  imder  sub- 
paragraph (D)  for  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination, 

except  that  an  emergency  action  shall  not  exceed  30  days  un- 
less limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  proceedings  are  ini- 
tiated by  the  Secretary  against  the  institution  within  that  pe- 
riod of  time,  and  except  that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  the  in- 
stitution an  opportunity  to  show  cause,  if  it  so  requests,  that 
the  emergency  action  is  unwarranted; 

(H)  the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  of  the  eligi- 
bility of  a  third  party  servicer  to  contract  with  any  institution 
to  administer  any  aspect  of  an  institution's  student  assistance 
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program  under  this  title,  or  the  imposition  of  a  civil  penalty 
under  paragraph  (2)(B),  whenever  the  Secretary  has  deter- 
mined, after  reasonable  notice  and  opportunity  for  a  hearing, 
that  such  organization,  acting  on  behalf  of  an  institution,  has 
violated  or  failed  to  carry  out  any  provision  of  this  title,  any 
regulation  prescribed  under  this  title,  or  any  applicable  special 
arrangement,  agreement,  or  limitation,  except  that  no  period  of 
suspension  under  this  subparagraph  shall  exceed  60  days  un- 
less the  organization  and  the  Secretary  agree  to  an  extension, 
or  unless  limitation  or  termination  proceedings  are  initiated  by 
the  Secretary  against  the  individual  or  organization  within 
that  period  of  time;  and 

(1)  an  emergency  action  against  a  third  party  servicer  that 
has  contracted  with  an  institution  to  admimster  any  aspect  of 
the  institution's  student  assistance  program  under  this  title, 
under  which  the  Secretary  shall,  effective  on  the  date  on  which 
a  notice  and  statement  of  the  basis  of  the  action  is  mailed  to 
such  individual  or  organization  (by  registered  mail,  return  re- 
ceipt requested),  withhold  funds  from  the  individual  or  organi- 
zation and  withdraw  the  individual  or  organization's  authority 
to  act  on  behalf  of  an  institution  under  any  program  under  this 
title,  if  the  Secretary — 

(i)  receives  information,  determined  by  the  Secretary 
to  be  reliable,  that  the  individual  or  organization,  acting 
on  behalf  of  an  institution,  is  violating  any  provision  of 
thds  title,  any  regulation  prescribed  under  this  title,  or  any 
applicable  special  arrangement,  agreement,  or  limitation, 

(ii)  determines  that  immediate  action  is  necessary  to 
prevent  misuse  of  Federal  funds,  and 

(iii)  determines  that  the  likelihood  of  loss  outweighs 
the  importance  of  the  procedures  prescribed  under  sub- 
paragraph (F),  for  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination, 

except  that  an  emergency  action  shall  not  exceed  30  days  un- 
less the  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  proceedings  are 
initiated  by  the  Secretary  against  the  individual  or  organiza- 
tion within  that  period  of  time,  and  except  that  the  Secretary 
shall  provide  the  individual  or  organization  an  opportunity  to 
show  cause,  if  it  so  requests,  that  the  emergency  action  is  '  - 
warranted. 

(2)  If  an  individual  who,  or  entity  that,  exercises  substantial 
control,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the  defi- 
nition of  substantial  control  in  subpart  3  of  part  H,  over  one  or 
more  institutions  participating  in  any  program  under  this  title,  or, 
for  purposes  of  paragraphs  (1)  (H)  and  (I),  over  one  or  more  organi- 
zations that  contract  with  an  institution  to  administer  any  aspect 
of  the  institution's  student  assistance  program  under  this  title,  is 
determined  to  have  committed  one  or  more  violations  of  the  re- 
quirements of  any  program  under  this  title,  or  has  been  suspended 
or  debarred  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary,  the 
Secretary  may  use  such  determination,  suspension,  or  debarment 
as  the  basis  for  imposing  an  emergency  action  on,  or  limiting,  sus- 
pending, or  terminating,  in  a  single  proceeding,  the  participation  of 
any  or  all  institutions  under  the  substantial  control  of  that  individ- 
ual or  entity. 
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(3)  (A)  Upon  determination,  after  reasonable  notice  and  oppor- 
tunity for  a  hearing,  that  an  eUgible  institution  has  engaged  in 
substantisil  misrepresentation  of  the  nature  of  its  educational  pro- 
gram, its  financizil  charges,  or  the  employability  of  its  graduates, 
the  Secretary  may  suspend  or  terminate  the  eligibility  status  for 
any  or  all  programs  under  this  title  of  any  otherwise  eligible  insti- 
tution, in  accordance  with  procedures  specified  in  paragraph  ( 1)(D) 
of  this  subsection,  imtil  the  Secretary  finds  that  such  practices 
have  been  corrected. 

(B)(i)  Upon  determination,  after  reasonable  notice  and  oppor- 
tunity for  a  nearing,  that  an  eligible  institution — 

(I)  has  violated  or  failed  to  carry  out  any  provision  of  this 
title  or  any  regulation  prescribed  under  this  title;  or 

(II)  has  engaged  in  substantial  misrepresentation  of  the 
nature  of  its  educational  program,  its  financial  charges,  and 
the  employability  of  its  graduates, 

the  Secretary  may  impose  a  civil  penalty  upon  such  institution  of 
not  to  exceed  $25,000  for  each  violation  or  misrepresentation. 

(ii)  Any  civil  penalty  may  be  compromised  by  the  Secretary.  In 
determining  the  amount  of  such  pensilty,  or  the  amount  agreed 
upon  in  compromise,  the  appropriateness  of  the  penalty  to  the  size 
of  the  institution  of  higher  education  subject  to  the  determination, 
and  the  gravity  of  the  violation,  failure,  or  misrepresentation  shall 
be  considered.  The  amount  of  such  pensilty,  when  finsilly  deter- 
mined, or  the  amount  agreed  upon  in  compromise,  may  be  deducted 
from  any  sums  owing  by  the  United  States  to  the  institution 
charged. 

(4)  The  Secretary  shall  publish,  after  consultation  with  each 
State  review  entity  designated  under  subpart  1  of  part  H,  a  list  of 
State  agencies  which  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  reliable  au- 
thority as  to  the  quality  of  publrc  postsecondary  vocational  edu- 
cation in  their  respective  States  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eli- 
gibility for  all  Federal  student  assistance  programs. 

(5)  The  Secretary  shall  make  readily  available  to  appropriate 
guaranty  agencies,  eligible  lenders,  State  review  entities  des- 
ignated under  subpart  1  of  part  H,  and  accrediting  agencirs  or  as- 
sociations the  results  of  the  audits  of  eligible  institutions  conducted 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)(A). 

(6)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  provide  any  information  col- 
lected as  a  result  of  audits  conducted  under  this  section,  together 
with  audit  information  collected  by  guaranty  agencies,  to  any  Fed- 
eral or  State  agency  having  responsibilities  with  respect  to  student 
financisil  assistance,  including  those  referred  to  in  subsection 
(a)(15)  of  this  section. 

(7)  Effective  with  respect  to  any  audit  conducted  under  this 
subsection  after  December  31,  1988,  if,  in  the  course  of  conducting 
any  such  audit,  the  personnel  of  the  Department  of  Education  dis- 
cover, or  are  informed  of,  grants  or  other  assistance  provided  by  an 
institution  in  accordance  with  this  title  for  which  the  institution 
has  not  received  funds  appropriated  under  this  title  (in  the  amount 
necessary  to  provide  such  assistance),  including  funds  for  which  re- 
imbursement was  not  requested  prior  to  such  discovery  or  informa- 
tion, such  institution  shall  be  permitted  to  offset  that  amount 
against  any  sums  determined  to  be  owed  by  the  institution  pursu-

ant  to  such  audit,  or  to  receive  reimbursement  for  that  amount  (if 
the  institution  does  not  owe  any  such  sums). 

(d)  Definition  of  Eligible  Institution. — For  the  purpose  of 
this  section,  the  term  "eligible  institution"  means  any  such  institu- 
tion described  in  section  481  of  this  Act. 

(e)  Construction. — Nothing  in  the  amendments  made  by  the 
Higher  Education  Amendments  of  1992  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit an  institution  from  recording,  at  the  cost  of  the  institution,  a 
hearing  referred  to  in  subsection  (b)(2),  subsection  (c)(1)(D),  or  sub- 
paragraph (A)  or  (B)(i)  of  subsection  (c)(2),  of  this  section  to  create 
a  record  of  the  hearing,  except  the  unavailability  of  a  recording 
shall  not  serve  to  delay  the  completion  of  the  proceeding.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  allow  the  institution  to  use  any  reasonable  means,  in- 
cluding stenographers,  of  recording  the  hearing.

SEC.  487A.  QUAUTY  ASSURANCE  PROGRAM. 

(a)  In  General. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  select  institu- 
tions for  voluntary  participation  in  a  Quality  Assurance  Program 
that  provides  participating  institutions  with  an  alternative  man- 
agement approach  through  which  individual  schools  develop  and 
implement  their  own  comprehensive  systems  to  verify  student  fi- 
nancial aid  application  data,  thereby  enhancing  program  integrity 
within  the  student  aid  delivery  system.  The  Quality  Assurance  Pro- 
gram authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  based  on  criteria  that  in- 
clude demonstrated  institutional  performance,  as  determined  by 
the  Secretary,  and  shall  take  into  consideration  current  quality  as- 
surance goals,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary. 

(b)  Exemption  From  Requirements. — The  Secretary  is  au- 
thorized to  exempt  any  institution  participating  in  the  Quality  As- 
surance Program  from  any  reporting  or  verification  requirements 
in  this  title,  and  may  substitute  such  quality  assurance  reporting 
as  the  Secretary  deems  necessary  to  ensure  accountability  and 
compliance  with  the  purposes  of  the  programs  under  this  title. 

(c)  ^MOVAL  From  the  Program. — The  Secretary  is  author- 
ized to  determine — 

(1)  when  an  institution  that  is  unable  to  administer  the 
Quality  Assurance  Program  must  be  removed  from  such  pro- 
gram, and 

(2)  when  institutions  desiring  to  cease  participation  in 
such  program  will  be  required  to  complete  the  current  award 
year  under  the  requirements  of  the  Quality  Assurance  Pro- 


(d)  Experimental  Sites. — (1)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
select  institutions  for  voluntary  participation  as  experimental  sites 
to  provide  recommendations  to  trie  Secretary  on  the  impact  and  ef- 
fectiveness of  proposed  regulations  or  new  management  initiatives. 

(2)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  exempt  any  institution  par- 
ticipating as  an  experimental  site  from  any  requirements  in  this 
title,  or  in  regulations  prescribed  under  this  title,  that  would  bias 
experimental  results. 

(e)  Definitions. — ^For  purposes  of  this  section,  "current  award 
year"  is  defined  as  the  award  year  during  which  the  participating 
institution  indicates  its  intention  to  cease  participation. 
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(20  U.S.C.  1094a) 
SEC.  487B.  ASSIGNMENT  OF  mENTIFICATION  NUMBERS. 

The  Secretary  shall  assign  to  each  participant  in  title  IV  pro- 
grams, including  institutions,  lenders,  and  guaranty  agencies,  a 
single  Department  of  Education  identification  number  to  be  used  to 
identify  its  participation  in  each  of  the  title  IV  programs. 

(20  U.S.C.  1094b) 
SEC.  488.  TRANSFER  OF  ALLOTMENTS. 

In  order  to  offer  an  arrangement  of  types  of  aid,  including  in- 
stitutional and  State  aid  which  best  fits  the  needs  of  each  individ- 
ual student,  an  institution  may  (1)  transfer  a  total  of  25  percent 
of  the  institutions  allotment  under  section  462  to  the  institution's 
allotment  under  section  413D  or  442  (or  both);  and  (2)  transfer  25 
percent  of  the  institution's  allotment  under  section  442  to  the  insti- 
tution's allotment  under  section  413D.  Funds  transferred  to  an  in- 
stitution's allotment  under  another  section  may  be  used  as  a  part 
of  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  funds  allotted  under  that  section. 
The  Secretary  shall  have  no  control  over  such  transfer,  except  as 
specifically  authorized,  except  for  the  collection  and  dissemination 
of  information.

SEC.  488A.  WAGE  GARNISHMENT  REQUIREMENT. 

(a)  Garnishment  Requirements.— Notwithstanding  any  provi- 
sion of  State  law,  a  guaranty  agency,  or  the  Secretary  in  the  case 
of  loans  made,  insured  or  guaranteed  under  this  title  that  are  held 
by  the  Secretary,  may  garnish  the  disposable  pay  of  an  individual 
to  collect  the  amoimt  owed  by  the  individual,  if  he  or  she  is  not  cur- 
rently making  required  repayment  under  a  repayment  agreement 
with  the  Secretary,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  loan  guarantfjed  under  part 
B  on  which  the  guaranty  agency  received  reimbursement  from  the 
Secretary  under  section  428(c),  with  the  guaranty  agency  holding 
the  loan,  as  appropriate,  provided  that — 

(1)  the  amount  deducted  for  any  pay  period  may  not  ex- 
ceed 10  percent  of  disposable  pay,  except  that  a  greater  per- 
centage may  be  deducted  with  the  written  consent  of  the  indi- 
vidual involved; 

(2)  the  individual  shall  be  provided  written  notice,  sent  by 
mail  to  the  individual's  last  known  address,  a  minimum  of  30 
days  prior  to  the  initiation  of  proceedings,  from  the  guaranty 
agencv  or  the  Secretary,  as  appropriate,  informing  such  indi- 
vidual of  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  loan  obligation  to  be 
collected,  the  intention  of  the  guaranty  agency  or  the  Sec- 
retary, as  appropriate,  to  initiate  proceedings  to  collect  the 
debt  through  deductions  from  pay,  and  an  explanation  of  the 
rights  of  the  individual  under  this  section; 

(3)  the  individual  shall  be  provided  an  opportunity  to  in- 
spect and  copy  records  relating  to  the  debt; 

(4)  the  individual  shall  be  provided  an  opportunity  to  enter 
into  a  written  agreement  with  the  guaranty  agency  or  the  Sec- 
retary, under  terms  agreeable  to  the  Secretary,  or  the  head  of 
the  guaranty  agency  or  his  designee,  as  appropriate,  to  estab- 
lish a  schedule  for  the  repayment  of  the  debt; 
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(5)  the  individual  shall  be  provided  an  opportunity  for  a 
hearing  in  accordance  with  subsection  (b)  on  the  determination 
of  the  Secretaiy  or  the  guaranty  agency,  as  appropriate,  con- 
cerning the  existence  or  the  amount  of  the  debt,  and,  in  the 
case  of  an  individual  whose  repa3Tnent  schedule  is  established 
other  than  by  a  written  agreement  pursuant  to  paragraph  (4), 
concerning  the  terms  of  the  repayment  schedule; 

(6)  the  employer  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  or  the  guaranty 
agency  as  directed  in  the  withholding  order  issued  in  this  ac- 
tion, and  shall  be  liable  for,  and  the  Secretary  or  the  guaranty 
agency,  as  appropriate,  may  sue  the  employer  in  a  State  or 
Federal  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  recover,  any  amount 
that  such  employer  fails  to  withhold  from  wages  due  an  em- 
ployee following  receipt  of  such  employer  of  notice  of  the  with- 
holding order,  plus  attorneys'  fees,  costs,  and,  in  the  court's 
discretion,  punitive  damages,  but  such  employer  shall  not  be 
required  to  vary  the  normal  pay  and  disbursement  cycles  in 
oraer  to  comply  with  this  paragraph; 

(7)  if  an  individual  has  been  reemployed  within  12  months 
after  having  been  involuntarily  separated  from  employment,  no 
amount  may  be  deducted  from  the  disposable  pay  of  such  indi- 
vidual until  such  individual  has  been  reemployed  continuously 
for  at  least  12  months;  and 

(8)  an  employer  may  not  discharge  from  employment, 
refuse  to  employ,  or  take  disciplinary  action  against  an  individ- 
ual subject  to  wage  withholding  in  accordance  with  this  section 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  individual's  wages  have  been 
subject  to  garnishment  under  this  section,  and  such  individual 
may  sue  in  a  State  or  Federal  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
any  employer  who  takes  such  action.  The  court  shall  award  at- 
torneys fees  to  a  prevailing  employee  and,  in  its  discretion, 
may  order  reinstatement  of  the  individual,  award  punitive 
damages  and  back  pay  to  the  employee,  or  order  such  other 
remedy  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary. 

(b)  Hearing  Requirements.— A  hearing  described  in  sub- 
section (a)(5)  shall  be  provided  prior  to  issuance  of  a  garnishment 
order  if  the  individual,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  following  the 
mailing  of  the  notice  described  in  subsection  (a)(2),  and  in  accord- 
ance with  such  procedures  as  the  Secretary  or  the  head  of  the 
guaranty  agency,  as  appropriate,  may  prescribe,  files  a  petition  re- 
questing such  a  hearing.  If  the  individual  does  not  file  a  petition 
requesting  a  hearing  prior  to  such  date,  the  Secretary  or  the  guar- 
anty agency,  as  appropriate,  shall  provide  the  individual  a  hearing 
under  subsection  (a)(5)  upon  request,  but  such  hearing  need  not  be 
provided  prior  to  issuance  of  a  garnishment  order.  A  hearing  under 
subsection  (a)(5)  may  not  be  conducted  by  an  individual  under  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  head  of  the  guaranty  agency,  except 
that  nothing  in  this  sentence  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  administrative  law  judge.  The  hearing  official  shall 
issue  a  final  decision  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  but  not  later 
than  60  days  after  the  filing  of  the  petition  requesting  the  hearing. 

(c)  Notice  Requirements.— The  notice  to  the  employer  of  the 
withholding  order  shall  contain  only  such  infonnation  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  employer  to  comply  with  the  withholding  order. 
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(d)  Definition. — For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  term  "dis- 
posable pay"  means  that  part  of  the  compt. .  sation  of  any  individual 
from  an  employer  remaining  after  the  deduction  of  any  amounts  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  withheld.

SEC.  489.  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES. 

(a)  Amount  of  Payments. — From  the  sums  appropriated  for 
any  fiscal  year  for  the  purpose  of  the  program  authorized  under 
subpart  1  of  part  A,  the  Secretary  shall  reserve  such  sums  as  may 
be  necessar)'  to  pay  to  each  institution  with  which  he  has  an  agree- 
ment under  section  487,  an  amount  equal  to  $5  for  each  student 
at  that  institution  who  receives  assistance  under  subpart  1  of  part 
A.  In  addition,  an  institution  which  has  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Secretary  under  subpart  3  of  part  A  or  part  C,  of  this  title 
or  under  part  E  of  this  title  shall  be  entitled  for  each  fiscal  year 
which  such  institution  disburses  funds  to  eligible  students  under 
any  such  part  to  a  payment  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  subsection 
(b).  The  payment  for  a  fiscal  year  shall  be  payable  from  each  such 
allotment  by  payment  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  shall  be  equal  to  5  percent  of  the  institutio.i's  first 
$2,750,000  of  expenditures  plus  4  percent  of  the  institution's  ex- 
penditures greater  than  $2,750,000  and  less  than  $5,500,000.  plus 
3  percent  of  the  institution's  expenditures  in  excess  of  $5,500,000 
during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  sum  of  its  grants  to  students  under 
subpart  3  of  part  A,  its  expenditures  during  such  fiscal  year  under 
part  C  for  compensation  of  students,  and  the  principal  amount  of 
loans  made  during  such  fiscal  year  from  its  student  loan  fund  es- 
vablished  under  part  E,  excluding  the  principal  amount  of  any  such 
loans  which  the  institution  has  agreed  to  assign  under  section 
463(a)(6)(B).  In  addition,  the  Secretary  shall  provide  for  payment 
to  each  institution  of  higher  education  an  amount  equal  to  100  per- 
cent of  the  costs  incurred  by  the  institution  in  implementing  and 
operating  the  immigration  status  verification  system  under  section 
484(h). 

(b)  Purpose  of  Payments. — (1)  The  sums  paid  to  institutions 
under  this  part  are  for  the  sole  purpose  of  offsetting  the  adminis- 
trative costs  of  the  programs  described  in  subsection  (a). 

(2)  If  the  institution  enrolls  a  significant  number  of  students 
who  are  (A)  attending  the  institution  less  than  full  time,  or  (B) 
independent  students,  the  institution  shall  use  a  reasonable  pro- 
portion of  the  funds  available  under  this  section  for  financial  aid 
services  during  times  and  in  places  that  will  most  effectively  ac- 
commodate the  needs  of  such  students. 
(20  U.S.C.  1096)

SEC.  490.  CRIMINAL  PENALTIES. 

(a)  In  General.— Any  person  who  knowingly  and  willfully  em- 
bezzles, misapplies,  steals,  obtains  by  fraud,  false  statement,  or  for- 
gery, or  fails  to  refund  any  funds,  assets,  or  property  provided  or 
insured  under  this  title  or  attempts  to  so  embezzle,  misapply,  steal, 
obtain  by  fraud,  false  statement  or  forgery,  or  fail  to  refund  any 
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funds,  assets,  or  property,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $20,000  or 
imprisoned  for  not  more  than  5  years,  or  both,  except  if  the  amount 
so  embezzled,  misapplied,  stolen,  obtained  by  fraud,  false  state- 
ment, or  forgery,  or  failed  to  be  refunded  does  not  exceed  $200, 
then  the  fine  shall  net  be  mire  than  $5,000  and  imprisonment 
shall  not  exceed  one  year,  or  both. 

(b)  Assignment  of  Loans. — ^Any  person  who  knowingly  and 
willfully  makes  any  false  statement,  furnishes  any  false  informa- 
tion, or  conceals  any  material  information  in  connection  with  the 
assignment  of  a  loan  v/hich  is  made  or  insured  under  this  title  or 
attempts  to  so  make  any  false  statement,  furnish  any  false  in^'or- 
mation,  or  conceal  any  material  information  in  connection  with 
such  assignment  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

(c)  Inducements  To  Lend  or  Assign.— Any  person  who  know- 
ingly and  willfully  makes  an  unlawful  payment  to  an  eligible  lend- 
er under  part  B  or  attempts  to  make  such  unlawful  payment  as  an 
inducement  to  make,  or  to  acquire  by  assignment,  a  loan  insured 
under  such  part  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  ii>ore 
than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

(d)  Obstruction  of  Justice. — ^Any  person  who  knowingly  and 
willfully  destroys  or  conceals  any  record  relating  to  the  provision 
of  assistance  under  this  title  or  attempts  to  so  destroy  or  conceal 
with  intent  to  defraud  the  United  States  or  to  prevent  the  United 
States  from  enforcing  any  right  obtained  by  subrogation  under  this 
part,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $20,000 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  5  years,  or  both. 

(20  U.S.C.  1097) 

SEC.  491.  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  STUDENT  FINANCIAL  ASSIST- 
ANCE. 

(a)  Establishment  and  Purpose. -(1)  There  is  established  in 
the  Department  an  independent  Advisory  Committee  on  Student 
Financial  Assistance  (hereafter  in  this  section  referred  to  as  the 
"Advisory  Committee")  which  shall  provide  advice  and  counsel  to 
the  Congress  and  to  the  Secretary  on  student  financial  aid  matters. 

(2)  The  purpose  of  the  Advisory  Committee  is — 

(A)  to  provide  extensive  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  Federal,  State,  and  institutional  programs  of  postsecondary 
student  assistar  r, 

(B)  t-i  proviae  technical  expertise  with  regard  to  systems 
of  needs    .alysis  and  application  forms;  and 

(C)  ti  .nake  recommendations  that  will  result  in  the  main- 
tenance of  access  to  postsecondary  education  for  low-  and  mid- 
dle-income students. 

(b)  Independence  of  Advisory  Committee.— In  the  exercise 
of  its  functions,  powers,  and  duties,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall 
be  independent  of  the  Secretary  and  the  other  offices  and  officers 
of  the  Department.  Notwithstanding  Department  of  Education  poli- 
cies and  regulations,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  exert  independ- 
ent control  of  its  budget  allocations  and  expenditures,  personnel  de- 
cisions and  processes,  procurements,  and  other  administrative  and 
management  functions.  The  Advisory  Committee's  administration 
and  management  shall  be  subject  to  the  usual  and  customary  Fed- 
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eral  audit  procedures.  Notwithstanding  Department  of  Education 
policies  and  regulations,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  exert  inde- 
pendent control  of  its  budget  allocations  and  expenditures,  person- 
nel decisions  and  processes,  procurements,  and  other  administra- 
tive and  management  functions.  The  Advisory  Committee's  admin- 
istration and  management  shall  be  subject  to  the  usual  and  cus- 
tomary Federal  audit  procedures.  The  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  shall  not  be  subject  to  review  or  approval  by  any  officer 
in  the  executive  branch,  but  may  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  for 
comment  prior  to  submission  to  the  Congress  in  accordance  with 
subsection  (f).  The  Secretary's  authority  to  terminate  advisory  com- 
mittees of  the  Department  pursuant  to  section  448(b)  of  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Provisions  Act  ceased  to  be  effective  on  June  23, 
1983. 

(c)  Membership. — (1)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  have  11 
members  of  which — 

(A)  3  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  pro 
tempore  of  the  Senate  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Major- 
ity Leader  and  the  Minority  Leader, 

(B)  3  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Ma- 
jority Leader  and  the  Minority  Leader,  and 

(C)  5  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to  ropresentatives  of  States,  institutions  of 
higher  education,  secondary  schools,  credit  institutions,  stu- 
dents, and  parents. 

(2)  Not  less  than  7  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall 
be  individuals  who  have  been  appointed  on  the  basis  of  technical 
qualifications,  professional  standing  and  demonstrated  knowledge 
in  the  fields  of  higher  education  and  student  aid  administration, 
need  analysis,  financing  postsecondary  education,  student  aid  de- 
livery, and  the  operations  and  financing  of  student  loan  guarantee 
agencies. 

(d)  Functions  of  the  Committee. — ^The  Advisory  Committee 
shall— 

(1)  develop,  review,  and  comment  annually  upon  the  sys- 
tem of  needs  analysis  established  under  part  F  of  this  title; 

(2)  monitor,  apprise,  and  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  stu- 
dent aid  delivery  and  recommend  improvements; 

(3)  recommend  data  collection  needs  and  student  informa- 
tion requirements  which  would  improve  access  and  choice  for 
eligible  students  under  this  title  and  assist  the  Department  of 
Education  in  improving  the  delivery  of  student  aid; 

(4)  assess  the  impact  of  legislative  and  administrative  pol- 
icy proposals; 

(5)  review  and  comment  upon,  prior  to  promulgation,  all 
regulations  affecting  programs  under  this  title,  including  pro- 
posed regulations; 

(6)  recommend  to  the  Congress  and  to  the  Secretary  such 
studies,  surveys,  and  analyses  of  student  financial  assistance 
programs,  policies,  and  practices,  including  the  special  needs  of 
low-income,  disadvantaged,  and  nontraditional  students,  and 
the  means  by  which  the  needs  may  be  met,  but  nothing  in  this 
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section  shall  authorize  the  committee  to  perform  such  studies, 
surveys,  or  analyses; 

(7)  review  and  comment  upon  standards  by  which  financial 
need  is  measured  in  determining  eligibility  for  Federal  student 
assistance  progi-ams; 

(8)  appraise  the  adequacies  and  deficiencies  of  current  stu- 
dent financial  aid  information  resources  and  services  and 
evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  current  student  aid  information 
programs;  ard 

(9)  make  special  efforts  to  advise  Members  of  Congress  and 
such  Members'  staff  of  the  findings  and  recommendations 
made  pursuant  to  this  paragraph. 

(e)  Operations  of  the  Committee.— <1)  Each  member  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  3  years,  ex- 
cept that,  of  the  members  first  appointed — 

(A)  4  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  1  year; 

(B)  4  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  2  years;  and 

(C)  3  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  3  years, 

as  designated  at  the  time  of  appointment  by  the  Secretary. 

(2)  Any  member  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a  predecessor  shall  be  appointed  only 
for  the  remainder  of  such  term.  A  member  of  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee shall,  upon  request,  continue  to  serve  after  the  expiration  of  a 
term  until  a  successor  has  been  appointed.

(3)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice

quorum. 

(5)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Chair- 
man or  a  majority  of  its  members. 

(f)  Submission  to  Department  for  Comment.— The  Advisory 
Committee  may  submit  its  proposed  recommendations  to  the  De- 
partment of  Education  for  comment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30 
days  in  each  instance. 

(g)  Compensation  and  Expenses.— <1)  Members  of  the  Advi- 
sory Committee  who  are  officers  or  full-time  employees  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  shall  serve  without  compensation  in  addition  to  that  re- 
ceived for  their  services  as  officers  or  employees  of  the  United 
States;  but  they  may  be  allowed  travel  expenses,  including  per 
diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  as  authorized  by  section  5703  of  title 
5,  United  States  Code,  for  persons  in  the  Government  service  em- 
ployed intermittently. 

(2)  Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  who  are  not  officers  or 
full-time  employees  of  the  United  States  may  each  receive  reim- 
bursement for  travel  expenses  incident  to  attending  Advisory  Com- 
mittee meetings,  including  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  as  au- 
thorized by  section  5703  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  for  persons 
in  the  Grovemment  sei  vice  employed  intermittently. 

(h)  Personnel  and  Resources.— <1)  The  Advisory  Committee 
may  appoint  such  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  by  the  Chairman 
witnout  regard  to  the  provisions  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  gov- 
erning appointments  in  the  competitive  service,  and  may  be  paid 
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without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  51  and  subchapter  III 
of  chapter  53  of  such  title  relating  to  classification  and  Greneral 
Schedule  pay  rates,  but  no  individual  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  in 
excess  of  the  rate  authorized  for  GS-18  of  the  Greneral  Schedule. 

(2)  In  carrying  out  its  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee shall  consult  with  other  Federal  agencies,  representatives  of 
State  and  local  governments,  and  private  organizations  to  the  ex- 
tent feasible. 

(3)  (A)  The  Advisory  Committee  is  authorized  to  secure  directly 
from  any  executive  department,  bureau,  agency,  board,  commis- 
sion, office,  independent  establishment,  or  instrumentality  informa- 
tion, suggestions,  estimates,  and  statistics  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section  and  each  such  department,  bureau,  agency,  board,  commis- 
sion, office,  independent  establishment,  or  instrumentality  is  au- 
thorized and  directed,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  to  furnish 
such  information,  suggestions,  estimates,  and  statistics  directly  to 
the  Advisory  Committee,  upon  request  made  by  the  Chairman. 

(B)  The  Advisory  Committee  may  enter  into  contracts  for  the 
acquisition  of  information,  suggestions,  estimates,  and  statistics  for 
the  purpose  of  this  section. 

(4)  The  Advisory  Committee  is  authorized  to  obtain  the  serv- 
ices of  experts  and  consultants  without  regard  to  section  3109  of 
title  5,  United  States  Code  and  to  set  pay  in  accordance  with  such 
section. 

(5)  The  head  of  each  Federal  agency  shall,  to  the  extent  not 
prohibited  by  law,  cooperate  with  the  Advisory  Committee  in  carry- 
ing out  this  section. 

(6)  The  Advisory  Committee  is  authorized  to  utilize,  with  their 
consent,  the  services,  personnel,  information,  and  facilities  of  other 
Federal,  State,  local,  and  private  agencies  with  or  without  reim- 
bursement. 

(i)  Availability  of  Funds. — In  each  fiscal  year  not  less  than 
$750,000,  shall  be  available  from  the  amount  appropriated  for  each 
such  fiscal  year  from  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Department  for 
the  costs  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(j)  Special  Analyses  and  Activities.— The  committee  shall — 

(1)  monitor  and  evaluate  the  program  modifications  result- 
ing from  the  enactment  of  the  Higher  Education  Amendments 
of  1992,  especially  as  such  amendments  relate  to  the  need 
analysis; 

(2)  monitor  and  evaluate  the  implementation,  pursuant  to 
section  483,  of  a  Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid  and 
the  process  for  determining  eligibility  and  awards  for  programs 
under  this  title,  including  a  simplified  reapplication  process; 

(3)  assess  the  adequacy  of  current  methods  for  disseminat- 
ing information  about  programs  under  this  title  and  rec- 
ommend improvements,  as  appropriate,  regarding  early  needs 
assessment  and  information  for  first -year  high  school  students; 
and 

(4)  assess  the  adequacy  of  methods  of  monitoring  student 
debt  burden. 

(k)  Term  of  the  Committee.— Notwithstanding  the  sunset 
and  charter  provisions  of  the  Federal  Advisory  Committee  Act  (5 
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U.S.C.  App.  I)  or  any  other  statute  or  regulation,  the  Advisory 
Committee  shall  be  authorized  until  October  1,  1998. 

(1)  Stxjdent  Loan  Program  Simplification  Study.— <l)  The 
Advisory  Committee  shall  conduct  a  thorough  study  of  means  of 
simplifying  all  aspects  of  the  loan  programs  under  part  B  of  this 
title.  In  carrying  out  the  study,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  ex- 
amine, at  a  minimum — 

(A)  reduction  of  paperwork  burdens  experienced  by  finan- 
cial aid  administrators  resulting  from  the  current  structure  of 
such  loan  programs; 

(B)  promotion  of  simplification  and  standardization  of 
forms,  procedures,  and  all  other  aspects  of  guarainty  agency  op- 
erations for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  data  exchanges  with 
such  agencies  (including  the  National  Student  Loan  Database) 
and  facilitating  Department  of  Education  oversight; 

(C)  simplification  of  the  repayment  process  to  minimize 
borrower  confusion,  including  encouragement  of  single  holder 
ownership  of  all  of  an  individual's  loans; 

(D)  encouragement  of  efficient  utilization  of  loan  programs 
to  minimize  multiple  program  borrowing  in  postsecondary  edu- 
cation; and 

(E)  other  proposals  which  are  designed  to  reduce  the  ad- 
ministrative burdens  on,  and  paperwork  required  of,  students, 
educational  institutions,  guaranty  agencies,  lenders,  secondary 
markets,  and  the  Secretary  submitted  in  response  to  a  general 
solicitation  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

(2)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  consult  with  the  Committee 
on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate  in  carry- 
ing out  the  study  required  by  this  subsection. 

(3)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall,  not  later  than  1  year  after 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  and  Labor  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Human  Resources  of  the  Senate 
a  report  on  the  study  required  by  this  subsection.

SEC.  492.  REGIONAL  MEETINGS  AND  NEGOTIATED  RULEMAKING. 

(a)  Meetings.— 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  shall  convene  regional 
meetings  to  obtain  public  involvement  in  the  development  of 
proposed  regulations  for  parts  B,  G,  and  H  of  this  title.  Such 
meetings  shall  include  individuals  and  representatives  of  the

— During  such  meetings,  the  Secretary  shall 
provide  for  a  comprehensive  discussion  and  exchange  of  infor- 
mation concerning  the  implementation  of  parts  B,  G,  and  H,  as 
amended  by  the  Higher  Education  Amendments  of  .1992.  The 
Secretary  shall  take  into  account  the  information  received  at 
such  meetings  in  the  development  of  proposed  regulations  and 
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shall  publish  a  summary  of  such  information  in  the  Federal 
Register  together  with  such  proposed  regulations, 
(b)  Draft  REGxnATiONS. — ^After  holding  regional  meetings  and 
before  publishing  proposed  regulations  in  the  Federal  Register,  the 
Secretary  shall  prepare  draft  regulations  implementing  parts  B,  G, 
and  H  of  this  title  as  amended  by  the  Higher  Education  Amend- 
ments of  1992  and  shall  submit  such  regulations  to  a  negotiated 
rulemaking  process.  The  Secretary  shall  follow  the  guidance  pro- 
vided in  sections  305.82-4  and  305.85-5  of  chapter  1,  Code  of  Fed- 
eral Regulations,  and  any  successor  recommendation,  regulation,  or 
law.  Participants  in  the  negotiations  process  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Secretary  from  individuals  nominated  by  groups  participating  in 
the  regional  meetings  described  in  subsection  (a)(1),  and  shall  in- 
clude both  representatives  of  such  groups  from  Washington,  D.C., 


shall  select  individuals  reflecting  the  diversity  in  the  industry,  rep- 
resenting both  large  and  small  participants,  as  well  as  individuals 
serving  local  areas  and  national  markets.  The  negotiation  process 
shall  be  conducted  in  a  timely  manner  in  order  that  the  final  regu- 
lations may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  within  the  240-day  period 
described  in  section  431(g)  of  the  General  Education  Provisions  Act. 

(c)  Applicability  of  Federal  Advisory  Committee  Act.— 
The  Federal  Advisory  Committee  Act  shall  not  apply  to  activities 
carried  out  under  this  section. 

(d)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— There  are  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  in  any  fiscal  year  or  made  available  from  funds 
appropriated  to  carry  out  tWs  part  in  any  fiscal  year  such  sums  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  except 
that  if  no  funds  are  appropriated  pursuant  to  this  subsection,  the 
Secretary  shall  make  mnds  available  to  carry  out  this  section  from 
amounts  appropriated  for  the  operations  and  expenses  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education.

SEC.  494.  STATE  POSTSECONDARY  REVIEW  PROGRAM. 

(a)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  authorize  the 
Secretary  to  enter  into  agreements  that — 

(1)  designate  one  State  postsecondary  review  entity  in  each 
State  to  be  responsible  for  the  conduct  or  coordination  of  the 
review  under  section  494C(d)  of  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation, reported  to  the  State  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  sec- 


extent  possible,  the  Secretary 
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tion  494C(a),  for  the  purposes  of  determining  eligibility  under 
this  title;  and 

(2)  provide  Federal  funds  to  each  State  postsecondary  re- 
view entity  for  performing  the  functions  required  by  such 
agreements  with  the  Secretary. 

(b)  Program  Authority. — ^The  Secretary  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  subpart,  enter  into  agreements  with 
each  of  the  States  to  CEirry  out  the  purposes  of  this  subpart.  If  any 
State  declines  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  subpart,  the  provisions  of  this  subpart  which 
refer  to  the  State,  with  respect  to  such  State,  shall  refer  to  the  Sec- 
retary, who  may  make  appropriate  arrangements  with  agencies  or 
organizations  of  demonstrated  competence  in  reviewing  institutions 
of  nigher  education. 

(c)  Failure  To  Comply  With  Agreement.— If  a  State  fails  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  under  this  section  or  fails  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  its  agreement  with  the  Secretary  under  this  sub- 
part— 

(1)  the  Secretary — 

(A)  may  not  designate  as  eligible  for  participation  in 
any  program  under  this  title  any  new  institution  (includ- 
ing new  branch  campuses)  or  any  institution  that  has 
changed  ownership,  pursuant  to  section  481  and  subpart  3 
of  this  part;  and 

(B)  may  grant  only  provisional  certification  for  all  in- 
stitutions in  the  State  pursuant  to  subpart  3  of  this  part; 
and 

(2)  the  State  shall  be  ineligible  to  receive  funds  under  sec- 
tion 4946  of  this  subpart,  subpart  4  of  part  A  of  this  title,  and 
chapter  2  of  subpart  2  of  part  A  of  this  title 

(20  U.S.C.  1099a) 

SEC.  494A.  STATE  POSTSECONDARY  REVIEW  ENTITY  AGREEMENTS. 

(a)  State  Organization  Structures.— (1)  Each  agreement 
vinder  this  subpart  shall  describe  a  State  organizational  structure 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  review  vinder  section  494C(d)  of  in- 
stitutions reported  to  the  State  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 494C(a).  Each  such  entity's  action  in  reviewing  such  institu- 
tions shall,  for  purposes  of  this  subpart,  be  considered  to  be  the  ac- 
tion of  the  State. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  subpart,  the  designation  of  a  State 
postsecondary  review  entity  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Secretary  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  State 
law  of  each  individual  State  with  respect  to  the  authority  to  make 
legal  agreements  between  the  State  and  the  Federal  Government. 

(3)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (6),  nothing  in  this  sub- 
part shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  Secretary  to  require  any 
State  to  adopt,  as  a  condition  for  entering  into  an  agreement,  a 
specific  State  organizational  structure. 

(4)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (6),  nothing  in  this  sub- 
part shall  be  construed — 

(A)  as  a  limitation  on  the  authority  of  any  State  to  adopt 
a  State  organization  stnicture  for  postsecondary  education 
agencies,  or  programs,  or  institutions  of  higher  education  as 
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appropriate  to  the  needs,  traditions,  and  circumstances  of  that 
State; 

(B)  as  a  limitation  on  the  authority  of  a  State  entering  into 
an  agreement  pursuant  to  this  subpart  to  modify  the  State  or- 
ganizational structure  at  any  time  subsequent  to  entering  into 
such  agreement; 

(C)  as  a  limitation  on  the  authority  of  any  State  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  for  purposes  of  this  subpart  as  a  member 
of  a  consortium  of  States; 

(D)  as  an  authorization  for  the  Secretary  to  withhold  funds 
from  any  State  or  postsecondary  institution  on  the  basis  of 
compliance  with  a  State's  constitution  or  laws; 

(E)  as  an  authorization  for  any  State  postsecondary  review 
entity  to  exercise  planning,  policy,  coordinating,  supervisory, 
budgeting,  or  administrative  powers  over  any  postsecondary  in- 
stitution; or 

(F)  as  a  limitation  on  the  use  of  State  audits  for  the  pur- 
pose of  "ompliance  with  applicable  standards  under  section 
494C(d). 

(5)  Nothing  in  this  subpart  shall  be  construed  to  limit  the  au- 
thority or  activities  of  any  State  loan  insurance  program  estab- 
lished under  section  428(b)  of  this  title  or  of  any  relevant  State  li- 
censing authority  which  grants  approval  for  institutions  of  higher 
education  to  operate  within  a  State  or  their  authority  to  contact  the 
Secretary  directly. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  the  previsions  of  paragraphs  (2),  (3),  and 
(4)  of  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  may  require  each  State  to  des- 
ignate an  entity  responsible  for  the  conduct  or  coordination  of  the 
review  of  institutions  under  this  title. 

(b)  Contents  of  Agreements. — ^Agreements  between  each 
State  and  the  Secretary  shall  contain  the  following  elements: 

(1)  A  designation  of  a  single  State  postsecondary  review 
entity,  which  represents  all  entities  of  that  State  which  are  re- 
sponsible for — 

(A)  granting  State  authorization  to  each  institution  of 
higher  education  in  that  State  for  the  purposes  of  this 
title,  and 

(B)  ensuring  that  each  institution  of  higher  education 
in  that  State  remains  in  compliance  with  the  standards  de- 
veloped pursuant  to  section  494C. 

(2)  Assurances  that  the  State  will  review  institutions  of 
higher  education  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility 
under  this,  title  on  a  schedule  to  coincide  with  the  dates  set  by 
the  Secretary  to  certify  or  recertify  such  institutions  of  higher 
education  as  provided  in  section  481  and  subpart  3  of  this  part. 

(3)  Assurances  that  the  appropriate  State  postsecondary 
review  entity  will  perform  the  functions  authorized  by  this  sub- 
part and  will  keep  such  records  and  provide  such  information 
to  the  Secretary  as  may  be  requested  for  financial  and  compli- 
ance audits  and  program  evaluation,  consistent  with  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Secretary. 

(4)  A  description  of  the  relationship  between  the  State 
postsecondary  review  entity  designated  for  the  purposes  of  tliis 
subpart  and  (A)  the  agency  or  agencies  designated  for  the  pur- 
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poses  of  chapter  36  of  title  38  of  the  United  States  Code,  (B) 
the  loan  insurance  program  established  under  section  428(b)  of 
this  title  for  that  State,  and  (C)  the  grant  agency  established 
under  section  415C  of  this  title. 

(5)  A  plan  for  performing  the  functions  described  in  section 
494C  of  this  subpart. 

(c)  Federal  Responsibility. — Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law,  no  State  shall  be  required  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Secretary  under  this  suopart  for  performing  the  review 
functions  required  by  such  agreement  unless  the  Congress  appro- 
priates funds  for  this  subpart 
(20  U.S.C.  1099a-l) 

SEC.  494B.  FEDERAL  REIMBURSEMENT  OF  STATE  POSTSECONDAHY 
REVIEW  COSTS. 

(a)  Payments. — Subject  to  subsection  (b),  the  Secretary  shall 
reimburse  the  States  for  the  costs  of  performing  the  functions  re- 
quired by  agreements  with  the  Secretary  authorized  under  this 
subpart.  Such  costs  shall  include  expenses  for  providing  initial  and 
continuing  training  to  State  personnel  and  other  personnel  in  the 
State,  including  personnel  at  institutions  of  higher  education  sub- 
ject to  review,  to  serve  the  purposes  of  this  subpart.

(b)  AXTTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. — For  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  Secretary  to  make  pajrments  to  States  which  have 
made'  agreements  with  the  Secretary  under  this  subpart,  there  is 
authorized  to  be  appropriated  $75,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeeding  fiscal 
years.

SEC.  494C.  FUNCTIONS  OF  STATE  REVIEW  ENTITIES. 

(a)  Initial  Review. — ^The  Secretary  shall  review  all  eligible  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education  in  a  State  to  determine  if  any  such 
institution  meets  any  of  the  criteria  in  subsection  (b).  If  any  such 
institution  meets  one  or  more  of  such  criteria,  the  Secretary  shall 
inform  the  State  in  which  such  institution  is  located  that  the  insti- 
tution has  met  such  criteria,  and  the  State  shall  review  the  institu- 
tion pursuant  to  the  standards  in  subsection  (d).  The  Secretary

The  Sec- 
retary shall  supply  the  State  with  a  copy  of  the  institutional  audits, 
required  pursuant  to  section  487(c),  for  the  institutions  which  shall 
be  reviewed  by  the  State.  In  addition  to  those  institutions  identi- 
fied by  the  Secretary,  the  State  may,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Secretary,  review  additional  institutions  which  meet  one  or  more  of 
the  criteria  provided  in  subsection  (b),  based  on  more  recent  data 
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available  to  the  State,  or  which  the  State  has  reason  to  believe  are 
engaged  in  fraudulent  practices.  If  the  Secretary  fails  to  approve  or 
disapprove  a  State  request  to  review  additional  institutions  within 
21  aays,  the  State  may  proceed  to  review  such  additional  institu- 
tions as  if  approved  by  the  Secretary. 

(b)  Review  Criteria.— The  criteria  for  the  initial  review  of  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education  are  as  follows: 

(1)  A  cohort  default  rate  (as  defined  in  section  435(m)) 
equal  to  or  greater  than  25  percent. 

(2)  A  cohort  default  rate  (as  defined  in  such  section)  equal 
to  or  greater  than  20  percent  and  either — 

(A)  more  than  two-thirds 'of  the  institution's  total  un- 
dergraduates who  are  enrolled  on  at  least  a  half-time  basis 
receive  assistance  under  this  title  (except  subparts  4  and 
6  of  part  A);  or 

(B)  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  institution's  education 
and  jgeneral  expenditures  are  derived  from  funds  provided 
to  students  enrolled  at  the  institution  from  the  programs 
established  under  this  title  (except  subparts  4  and  6  of 
part  A  and  section  428B). 

(3)  Two-thirds  or  more  of  the  institution's  education  and 
general  expenditures  are  derived  from  funds  provided  to  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  the  institution  pursuant  to  subpart  1  of  part 
A  of  this  title. 

(4)  A  limitation,  suspension,  or  termination  action  by  the 
Secretary  againist  the  institution  pursuant  to  section  487  dur- 
ing the  preceding  5  years. 

(5)  An  audit  finding  during  the  2  most  recent  audits  of  an 
institution  of  higher  education's  conduct  of  the  programs  estab- 
lished by  this  title  that  resulted  in  the  repayment  by  the  insti- 
tution of  amounts  greater  than  5  percent  of  the  funds  such  in- 
stitution received  from  the  programs  assisted  under  this  title 
for  any  one  year. 

(6)  A  citation  of  an  institution  by  the  Secretary  for  failure 
to  submit  audits  required  by  this  title  in  a  timely  fashion. 

(7)  A  year-to-year  fluctuation  of  more  than  25  percent  in 
the  amounts  received  by  students  enrolled  at  the  institution 
from  either  Federal  Pell  Grant,  Federal  Stafford  Loan,  or  Fed- 
eral Supplemental  Loans  to  Students  programs,  which  are  not 
accounted  for  by  changes  in  these  programs. 

(8)  Failure  to  meet  financial  responsibility  standards  pur- 
suant to  subpart  3  of  this  part. 

(9)  A  change  of  ownership  of  the  institution  that  results  in 
a  change  of  control  which  includes  (but  is  not  limited  to) — 

(A)  the  sale  of  the  institution  or  the  majority  of  its  as- 
sets; 

(B)  the  division  of  1  or  more  institutions  into  2  or 
more  institutions; 

(C)  the  transfer  of  the  controlling  interest  in  stock  of 
the  institution  or  its  parent  corporation; 

(D)  the  transfer  of  the  controlling  interest  of  stock  of 
the  institution  to  its  parent  corporation;  or 

(E)  the  transfer  of  the  liabilities  of  the  institution  to 
its  parent  corporation. 
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(10)  Except  with  regard  to  any  public  institution  that  is  af- 
filiated with  a  State  system  of  higher  education,  participation 
in  £iny  of  the  programs  established  pursuant  to  subparts  1  and 
3  of  part  A,  part  B,  part  C,  and  part  E  of  this  title  for  less  than 
5  years. 

(11)  A  pattern  of  student  complaints  pursuamt  to  sub- 
section 0)  related  to  the  mamagement  or  conduct  of  the  pro- 
grams established  by  this  title  or  relating  to  misleading  or  in- 
appropriate advertising  and  promotion  of  the  institution's  pro- 
gram, which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  are  sufficient  to 
justify  review  of  the  institution. 

(c)  Use  of  Recent  Data.— The  criteria  provided  for  in  sub- 
section (b)  shall  be  measured  on  the  basis  of  the  most  recent  data 
available  to  the  Secretary.  Institutions  may  request  verification  of 
the  data  used  by  the  Secretary. 

(d)  Review  Standards. — Institutions  which  meet  1  or  more  of 
the  criteria  in  subsection  (b)  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  appropriate 
State  entity  in  accordamce  with  published  State  standards  that  are 
consistent  with  the  constitution  £ind  laws  of  the  State,  developed  in 
consultation  with  the  institutions  in  the  State,  £ind  subject  to  dis- 
approval by  the  Secretary.  Such  review  shall  determine  the  follow- 
ing: 

{ 1)  The  availability  to  students  and  prospective  students  of 
catalogs,  admissions  requirements,  course  outlines,  schedules 
of  tuition  £md  fees,  policies  regarding  course  cancellations,  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution  relating  to  students 
and  the  accuracy  of  such  catalogs  and  course  outlines  in  re- 
flecting the  courses  and  programs  offered  by  the  institution. 

(2)  Assurance  that  the  institution  has  a  method  to  assess 
a  student's  ability  to  successfuiiy  complete  the  course  of  study 
for  which  he  or  she  has  applied. 

(3)  Assurance  that  the  institution  maintains  and  enforces 
standards  relating  to  academic  progress  and  maintains  ade- 
quate student  and  other  records. 

(4)  Compliance  by  the  institution  with  relevamt  safety  and 
health  standards,  such  as  fire,  building,  and  samitation  codes. 

(5)  The  financial  and  administrative  capacity  of  the  insti- 
tution as  appropriate  to  a  specified  scale  of  operations  and  the 
maintenance  of  adequate  financial  £md  other  information  nec- 
essary to  determine  the  financial  and  administrative  capacity 
of  the  institution. 

(6)  For  institutions  financially  at  risk,  the  adequacy  of  pro- 
visions to  provide  for  the  instruction  of  students  and  to  provide 
for  the  retention  and  accessibility  of  academic  and  financial  aid 
records  of  students  in  the  event  the  institution  closes. 

(7)  If  the  stated  objectives  of  the  courses  or  programs  of 
the  institution  are  to  prepare  students  for  employment,  the  re- 
lationship of  the  tuition  and  fees  to  the  remuneration  that  can 
be  reasonably  expected  by  students  who  complete  the  course  or 
program  and  the  relationship  of  the  courses  or  programs  (in- 
cluding the  appropriateness  of  the  length  of  such  courses)  to 
providing  the  student  with  quality  training  and  useful  employ- 
ment in  recognized  occupations  in  the  State. 
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(8)  Availability  to  students  of  relevant  information  by  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education,  including — 

(A)  information  relating  to  market  and  job  availability 
for  students  in  occupational,  professional,  and  vocational 
programs;  and 

(B)  information  regarding  the  relationship  of  courses 
to  specific  standards  necessary  for  State  licensure  in  spe- 
cific occupations. 

(9)  The  appropriateness  of  the  number  of  credit  or  clock 
hours  requirea  for  the  completion  of  programs  or  of  the  length 
of  600-hour  courses. 

(10)  Assessing  the  actions  of  any  owner,  shareholder,  or 
person  exercising  control  over  the  educational  institution  which 
may  adversely  aSect  eligibility  for  programs  under  this  title. 

(11)  The  adequacy  of  procedures  for  investigation  and  reso- 
lution of  student  complaints. 

(12)  The  appropriateness  of  advertising  and  promotion  and 
student  recruitment  practices. 

(13)  That  the  institution  has  a  fair  and  equitable  refund 
policy  to  protect  students. 

(14)  The  success  of  the  program  at  the  institution,  includ- 
ing— 

(A)  the  rates  of  the  institution's  students'  program 
completion  and  graduation,  taking  into  account  the  length 
of  the  program  at  the  institution  and  the  selectivity  of  the 
institution's  admissions  policies; 

(B)  the  withdrawal  rates  of  the  institution's  students; 

(C)  with  respect  to  vocational  and  professionsil  pro- 
grams, the  rates  of  placement  of  the  institution's  grad- 
uates in  occupations  related  to  their  course  of  study; 

(D)  where  appropriate,  the  rate  at  which  the  institu- 
tion's graduates  pass  licensure  examinations;  and 

(E)  the  variety  of  student  completion  goals,  including 
transfer  to  another  institution  of  higher  education,  full- 
time  employment  in  the  field  of  study,  and  military  serv- 
ice. 

(15)  With  respect  to  an  institution  which  meets  1  or  more 
of  the  criteria  in  subsection  (b),  the  State  shall  contract  with 
the  appropriate  approved  accrediting  agency  or  association  (de- 
scribed in  subpart  2  of  this  part)  or  another  peer  review  system 
with  demonstrated  competence  in  assessing  programs  (pursu- 
ant to  the  authority  contained  in  subsection  (f))  to  carry  out  a 
review  or  provide  information  regarding  such  agency's  or  asso- 
ciation's assessment  of  the  following:  The  quality  and  content 
of  the  institution's  courses  or  programs  of  instruction,  training, 
or  study  in  relation  to  achieving  the  stated  objectives  for  which 
the  courses  or  programs  are  offered,  including  the  adequacy  of 
the  space,  equipment,  instructional  materials,  staff,  and  stu- 
dent support  services  (including  student  orientation,  counsel- 
ing, and  advisement)  for  providing  education  and  training  that 
meets  such  stated  objectives. 

(e)  Substitutions  Prohibited. — The  appropriate  State  post- 
secondary  review  entity  may  not  substitute  either  (1)  accreditation 
by  a  private  accrediting  agency  or  body,  or  (2)  compliance  audits 
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performed  by  a  State  guaranty  agency  established  under  section 
428(b)  of  this  title,  for  State  review  of  compliance  with  the  stand- 
ards in  subsection  (d). 

(f)  State  Contracts. — If  the  appropriate  State  postsecondary 
review  entity  contracts  with  a  private  agency  or  body  or  an  accredi- 
tation body  or  peer  review  system  for  assistance  in  performing 
State  postsecondary  review  entity  functions,  such  contract  shall  be 
provided  for  in  the  agreement  with  the  Secretary  required  by  sec- 
tion 494A. 

(g)  Prohibition  on  Unrelated  Requirements— Notwith- 
standing any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subpart,  the  Secretary  shall 
not  require  a  State  to  establish  standards  that  are  unrelated  to  en- 
suring institutional  or  program  integrity  or  that  violate  the  provi- 
sions of  a  State's  constitution  or  laws. 

(h)  Institutional  Eligibility. — A  State  postsecondary  review 
entity  may  determine  that  an  institution  of  higher  education  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  participate  in  programs  under  this  title  based  on 
its  own  findings  or  the  findings  of  a  Federal  entity  in  accordance 
with  the  following  procedures: 

(1)  State  findings. — If  the  appropriate  State  postsecond- 
ary review  entity  finds  that  an  institution  of  higher  education 
does  not  meet  one  or  more  of  the  standards  in  subsection  (d) 
of  this  section,  such  State  postsecondary  review  entity  shall  no- 
tify the  Secretary  of  its  findings  and  the  actions  that  such  en- 
tity is  taking,  or  has  taken,  in  response  to  such  findings  within 
a  time  period  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  by  regulation.  If  a 
State  postsecondary  review  entity  determines  an  institution  of 
higher  education  shall  not  be  eligible  for  participation  in  pro- 
grams under  this  title,  such  State  postsecondary  review  entity 
shall  so  notify  the  Secretary.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notification 
of  ineligibility,  the  Secretary  shall  immediately  terminate  the 

articipation  of  such  institutions  in  the  programs  authorized 
y  this  title. 

(2)  Secretary's  findings.— If  the  Secretary  or  any  other 
Federal  entity  takes,  or  plans  to  take,  any  action  against  any 
institution  of  higher  education  (including  any  actions  taken 
under  section  487),  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  appropriate 
State  postsecondary  review  entity  (or  entities,  in  the  case  of 
multi-State  institutions)  of  such  action  within  a  time  period 
prescribed  in  the  Secretary's  regulations. 

(3)  Procedural  PROTECTIO^;s  for  disapproval.— The  Sec- 
retary shall,  by  reflation,  prescribe  minimum  procedural 
standards  for  the  disapproval  of  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation by  the  appropriate  State  postsecondary  review  entity  or 
entities  for  purposes  of  this  title. 

(i)  LiMiT  ON  State  Postsecondary  Review  Agency  Func- 
tions.— ^The  functions  of  State  postsecondary  review  entity  shall 
not  include  performing  financial  and  compliance  audits  as  may  be 
required  under  section  428  or  487  of  this  Act. 

(j)  Consumer  Complaints.— A  State,  in  consultation  with  the 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  the  State,  shall  establish  and 
publicize  the  availability  of  procedures  for  receiving  and  responding 
to  complaints  from  students,  faculty,  and  others  about  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  shall  keep  records  of  such  complaints  in 
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order  to  determine  their  frequency  and  nature  for  specific  institu- 
tions of  higher  education. 

(k)  Enforcement  Mechanisms.— Nothing  in  this  subpart  shall 
restrict  the  authority  of  the  States  to  establish  mechanisms  to  en- 
force the  standards  established  under  subsection  (d)  or  require  the 
States  to  establish  specific  mechamisms  recommended  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 
(20  U.S.C.  1099a-3) 

Subpart  2 — ^Accrediting  Agency  Approval 

SEC.  496.  APPROVAL  OF  ACCREDITING  AGENCY  OR  ASSOCIATION. 

(a)  Standards  Required. — No  accrediting  agency  or  associa- 
tion may  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  to  be  a  reliable  authority 
as  to  the  quality  of  education  or  training  offered  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  or  for  other  Federal  purposes,  unless  the  agency  or  asso- 
ciation meets  standards  established  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to 
this  section.  The  Secretary  shall,  after  notice  and  opportunity  for 
a  hearing,  establish  standards  for  such  determinations.  Such 
standards  shall  include  an  appropriate  measure  or  measures  of  stu- 
dent achievement.  Such  standards  shall  require  that — 

(1)  the  accrediting  agency  or  association  shall  be  a  State, 
regional,  or  national  agency  or  association  and  shall  dem- 
onstrate the  ability  and  the  experience  to  operate  as  an  accred- 
iting agency  or  association  within  the  State,  region,  or  nation- 
ally, as  appropriate; 

(2)  such  agency  or  association — 

(A)  (i)  for  the  purpose  of  participation  in  programs 
under  this  Act,  has  a  voluntary  membership  of  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  ac- 
crediting of  institutions  of  higher  education;  or 

(ii)  for  the  purpose  of  participation  in  other  programs 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Education  or  other 
Federal  agencies,  has  a  voluntary  membership  and  has  as 
its  principal  purpose  the  accrediting  of  institutions  of  high- 
er education  or  programs; 

(B)  is  a  State  agency  approved  by  the  Secretary  for  the 
purpose  described  in  subparagraph  (A);  or 

(C)  is  an  agency  or  association  that,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  eligibility  for  student  assistance  under  this 
title,  conducts  accreditation  through  (i)  a  voluntary  mem- 
bership organization  of  individuals  participating  in  a  pro- 
fession, or  (ii)  an  agency  or  association  which  has  as  its 
principal  purpose  the  accreditation  of  programs  within  in- 
stitutions, which  institutions  are  accredited  by  another 
agency  or  association  recognized  by  the  Secretary; 

(3)  if  such  agency  or  association  is  an  agency  or  association 
described  in — 

(A)  subparagraph  (A)(i)  of  paragraph  (2),  then  such 
agency  or  association  is  separate  and  independent,  both 
administratively  and  financially  of  any  related,  associated, 
or  affiliated  trade  association  or  membership  organization; 
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(B)  subparagraph  (B)  of  paragraph  (2),  then  such 
agency  or  association  has  been  recognized  by  the  Secretary 
on  or  before  October  1,  1991;  or 

(C)  subparagraph  (C)  of  paragraph  (2)  and  such  agen- 
cy or  association  has  been  recognized  by  the  Secretary  on 
or  before  October  1,  1991,  then  the  Secretary  may  waive 
the  requirement  that  such  agency  or  association  is  sepa- 
rate and  independent,  both  administratively  and  finan- 
cially of  any  related,  associated,  or  affiliated  trade  associa- 
tion or  membership  organization  upon  a  demonstration 
that  the  existing  relationship  has  not  served  to  com- 
promise the  independence  of  its  accreditation  process; 

(4)  such  agency  or  association  consistently  applies  and  en- 
forces standards  that  ensure  that  the  courses  or  programs  of 
instruction,  training,  or  study  at  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation are  of  sufficient  quality  to  achieve,  for  the  duration  of 
the  accreditation  period,  the  stated  objective  for  which  the 
courses  or  the  programs  are  offered; 

(5)  the  standards  of  accreditation  of  the  agency  or  associa- 
tion assess  the  institution's — 

(A)  curricula; 

(B)  faculty; 

(C)  facilities,  equipment,  and  supplies; 

(D)  fiscal  and  administrative  capacity  as  appropriate 
to  the  specified  scale  cf  operations; 

(E)  student  support  services; 

(F)  recruiting  and  admissions  practices,  academic  cal- 
endars, catalogs,  publications,  grading  and  advertising; 

(G)  program  length  and  tuition  and  fees  in  relation  to 
the  subject  matters  taught  and  the  objectives  of  the  de- 
grees or  credentials  offered; 

(H)  measures  of  program  length  in  clock  hours  or  cred- 
it hours; 

(I)  success  with  respect  to  student  achievement  in  re- 
lation to  its  mission,  including,  as  appropriate,  consider- 
ation of  course  completion,  State  licensing  examination, 
and  job  placement  rates; 

(J)  default  rates  in  the  student  loan  programs  under 
title  rV  of  this  Act,  based  on  the  most  recent  data  provided 
by  the  Secretary; 

(K)  record  of  student  complaints  received  by,  or  avail- 
able to,  the  agency  or  association;  and 

(L)  compliance  with  its  program  responsibilities  vmder 
title  rV  of  this  Act,  including  any  results  of  financial  or 
compliance  audits,  progi'am  reviews,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation as  the  Secretary  may  provide  to  the  agency  or  asso- 
ciation; 

except  that  subparagraphs  (G),  (H),  (I),  (J),  and  (L)  shall  not 
apply  to  agencies  or  associations  described  in  paragraph 
(2)(A)(ii)  of  tnis  subsection; 

(6)  such  agency  or  association  shall  apply  procedures 
throughout  the  accrediting  process,  including  evaluation  and 
withdrawal  proceedings,  that  comply  with  due  process,  includ- 
ing— 
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(A)  adequate  specification  of  requirements  and  defi- 
ciencies at  the  institution  of  higher  education  or  program 
being  examined; 

(B)  notice  of  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  by  any  such 
institution; 

(C)  the  right  to  appeal  any  adverse  action  against  any 
such  institution;  and 

(D)  the  right  to  representation  by  counsel  for  any  such 
institution; 

(7)  such  agency  or  association  shall  notify  the  Secretary 
and  the  appropriate  State  postsecondary  review  entity  v/ithin 
30  days  of  the  accreditation  of  an  institution  or  any  final  de- 
nial, withdrawal,  suspension,  or  termination  of  accreditation  or 
placement  on  probation  of  an  institution,  together  with  any 
other  adverse  action  taken  with  respect  to  an  institution;  and 

(8)  such  agency  or  association  shall  make  available  to  the 
public,  upon  request,  and  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  State  post- 
secondary  review  entity  of  the  State  in  wnich  the  institution  of 
higher  education  is  located  a  summairy  of  any  review  resulting 
in  a  final  accrediting  decision  involving  denial,  termination,  or 
suspension  of  accreditation,  together  with  the  comments  of  the 
affected  institution. 

0>)  Separate  and  Independent  Defined.— For  the  purpose  of 
subsection  (aX3),  the  term  "separate  and  independent"  means 
thafc— 

(1)  the  members  of  the  postsecondary  education  governing 
body  of  the  accrediting  agency  or  association  are  not  elected  or 
selected  by  the  board  or  chief  executive  officer  of  any  related, 
associated,  or  affiliated  trade  association  or  membership  orga- 
nization; 

(2)  among  the  membership  of  the  board  of  the  accrediting 
agency  or  association  there  shall  be  one  public  member  (who 
is  not  a  member  of  any  related  trade  or  membership  orgamiza- 
tion)  for  each  six  members  of  the  board,  with  a  minimum  of 
one  such  public  member,  and  guidelines  are  estabUshed  for 
such  members  to  avoid  conflicts  of  interest; 

(3)  dues  to  the  accrediting  agency  or  association  are  paid 
separately  from  any  dues  paid  to  any  related,  associated,  or  af- 
fiUated  trade  association  or  membership  organization;  and 

(4)  the  budget  of  the  accrediting  agency  or  association  is 
developed  and  determined  by  the  accrediting  agency  ir  associa- 
tion without  review  or  resort  to  consultation  with  any  other  en- 
tity or  organization. 

(c)  Operating  Procedures  Required.— No  accrediting  agency 
or  association  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  as  a  reUable  au- 
thority as  to  the  quality  of  education  or  training  offered  by  an  insti- 
tution seeking  to  participate  in  the  programs  authorized  under  this 
title,  unlesft  the  agency  or  association — 

(1)  performs,  at  regularly  established  intervals,  on-site  in- 
spections and  reviews  of  institutions  of  higher  education  (at 
least  one  of  which  inspections  at  each  institution  that  provides 
vocational  education  and  training  shall  be  unannoxmced),  with 
particular  focus  on  educational  quality  and  program  efFective- 
ness,  and  ensures  that  accreditation  team  members  are  well- 
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trained  and  knowledgeable  with  respect  to  their  responsibil- 
ities; 

(2)  requires  that  anv  institution  of  higher  education  sub- 
ject to  its  jurisdiction  which  plans  to  establish  a  branch  cam- 
pus submit  a  business  plan,  including  projected  revenues  and 
expenditures,  prior  to  opening  the  brancn  campus; 

(3)  agrees  to  conduct,  as  soon  as  practicable,  but  within  a 
period  of  not  more  than  6  months  of  the  establishment  of  a 
new  branch  campus  or  a  change  of  ownership  of  an  institution 
of  higher  education,  an  on-site  visit  of  that  branch  campus  or 
of  the  institution  after  a  change  of  ownership; 

(4)  requires  that  teach-out  agreements  among  institutions 
are  subject  to  approval  by  the  accrediting  agency  or  association 
consistent  with  standards  promulgated  by  such  agency  or  asso- 
ciation; 

(5)  maintains  and  makes  publicly  available  written  mate- 
rials regarding  standards  and  procedures  for  accreditation,  ap- 
peal procedures,  and  the  accreditation  status  of  each  institu- 
tion subject  to  its  jurisdiction;  and 

(6)  discloses  publicly  whenever  an  institution  of  higher 
education  subject  to  its  jurisdiction  is  being  considered  for  ac- 
creditation or  reaccreditation. 

(d)  Length  of  Approval. — No  accrediting  agency  or  associa- 
tion may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act 
for  a  period  of  more  than  5  years. 

(e)  Initial  Arbitration  Rule.— The  Secretary  may  not  recog- 
nize the  accreditation  of  any  institution  of  higher  education  unless 
the  institution  of  higher  education  agrees  to  submit  any  dispute  in- 
volving the  final  denial,  withdrawal,  or  termination  of  accreditation 
to  initial  arbitration  prior  to  any  other  legal  action. 

(f)  Jurisdiction.— Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law, 
any  civil  action  brought  by  an  institution  of  higher  education  seek- 
ing accreditation  from,  or  accredited  by,  an  accrediting  agency  or 
association  approved  by  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  this  title 
and  involving  the  denial,  withdrawal,  or  termination  of  accredita- 
tion of  the  institution  of  higher  education,  shall  be  brought  in  the 
appropriate  United  States  district  court. 

(g)  Limitation  on  Scope  of  Standards. — Nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  Secretary  to  establish  standards 
for  accrediting  agencies  or  associations  tV'-'t  are  not  required  by 
this  section.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or 
limit  any  accrediting  agency  or  association  from  adopting  addi- 
tional standards  not  provided  for  in  this  section. 

(h)  Change  of  Accrediting  Agency.— The  Secretary  shall  not 
recognize  the  accreditation  of  any  otherwise  eligible  institution  of 
higher  education  if  the  institution  of  higher  education  is  in  the 
process  of  changing  its  accrediting  agency  or  association,  unless  the 
eligible  institution  submits  to  the  Secretary  all  materials  relating 
to  the  prior  accreditation,  including  materials  demonstrating  rea- 
sonable cause  for  changing  the  accrediting  agency  or  association. 

(i)  Dual  Accreditation  Rule. — The  Secretary  shall  not  recog- 
nize the  accreditation  of  any  otherwise  eligible  institution  of  higher 
education  if  the  institution  of  higher  education  is  accredited,  as  an 
institution,  by  more  than  one  accrediting  agency  or  association,  un- 
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less  the  institution  submits  to  each  such  agency  and  association 
and  to  the  Secretary  the  reasons  for  accreditation  by  more  than  one 
such  agency  or  association  and  demonstrates  to  the  Secretary  rea- 
sonable cause  for  its  accreditation  by  more  than  one  agency  or  as- 
sociation. If  the  institution  is  accredited,  as  an  institution,  by  more 
than  one  accrediting  agency  or  association,  the  institution  shall 
designate  which  agency  s  accreditation  shall  be  utilized  in  deter- 
mining the  institution's  eligibility  for  programs  under  this  Act. 

(j)  Impact  of  Loss  of  Accreditation.— An  institution  may 
not  be  certified  or  recertified  as  an  institution  of  higher  education 
under  section  481  and  subpart  3  of  this  pairt  or  pairticipate  in  any 
of  the  other  programs  authorized  by  this  Act  if  such  institution — 

(1)  is  not  currently  accredited  by  any  agency  or  association 
recognized  by  the  Secretary; 

(2)  has  had  its  accreditation  withdrawn,  revoked,  or  other- 
wise terminated  for  cause  during  the  preceding  24  months,  un- 
less such  withdrawal,  revocation,  or  termination  lias  been  re- 
scinded by  the  same  accrediting  agency;  or 

(3)  has  withdrawn  from  accreditation  voluntarily  under  a 
show  cause  or  suspension  order  during  the  preceding  24 
months,  unless  such  order  has  been  rescinded  by  the  same  ac- 
crediting agency. 

(k)  Reugious  Institution  Rule. — ^Notwithstanding  subsection 
(j),  the  Secretary  shall  allow  an  institution  that  has  had  its  accredi- 
tation withdrawn,  revoked,  or  otherwise  terminated,  or  has  volun- 
tarily withdrawn  from  an  accreditation  agency,  to  remain  certified 
as  an  institution  of  higher  education  under  section  481  and  subpart 
3  of  this  part  for  a  period  sufficient  to  allow  such  institution  to  ob- 
tain alternative  accreditation,  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  the 
reason  for  the  withdrawal,  revocation,  or  termination — 

(1)  is  related  to  the  religious  mission  or  affiliation  of  the 
institution;  and 

(2)  is  not  related  to  the  acci  sditation  standards  provided 
for  in  this  section. 

(1)  Limitation,  Suspension  or  Termination  of  Approval. — 
(1)  The  Secretary  shall  limit,  suspend,  or  terminate  the  approval 
of  an  accrediting  agency  or  association  if  the  Secretary  determines, 
after  notice  and  opportunity  for  a  hearing,  that  the  accrediting 
agency  or  association  has  failed  to  apply  effectively  the  standards 
or  operate  according  to  the  procedures  provided  in  this  section. 

(2)  The  Secretary  may  determine  tnat  an  accrediting  agency  or 
association  has  failed  to  apply  effectively  the  standards  provided  in 
this  section  if  an  institution  of  higher  education  seeks  and  receives 
accreditation  from  the  accrediting  agency  or  association  during  any 
period  in  which  the  institution  is  the  subject  of  any  interim  action 
by  another  accrediting  agency  or  association,  described  in  para- 
graph (2)(A)(i),  (2)(B),  or  (2)(C)  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  section, 
leading  to  the  suspension,  revocation,  or  termination  of  accredita- 
tion or  the  institution  has  been  notified  of  the  threatened  loss  of 
accreditation,  and  the  due  process  procedures  required  by  such  sus- 
pension, revocation,  termination,  or  threatened  loss  have  not  been 
completed. 

(m)  Limitation  on  the  Secretary's  Authority.— The  Sec- 
retary may  only  recognize  accrediting  agencies  or  associations 
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which  accredit  institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  such  institutions  to  establish  eligibility  to  participate  in 
the  programs  under  this  Act  or  which  accredit  institutions  of  high- 
er education  or  higher  education  programs  for  the  purpose  of  ena- 
bling them  to  establish  eligibility  to  participate  in  other  programs 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Education  or  other  Federal 
agencies. 

(n)  Independent  Evaluation.— (1)  The  Secretary  shall  con- 
duct a  comprehensive  review  and  evaluation  of  the  performance  of 
all  accrediting  agencies  or  associations  which  seek  recognition  by 
the  Secretary  in  order  to  determine  whether  such  accrediting  agen- 
cies or  associations  meet  the  standards  established  by  this  section. 
The  Secretary  shall  conduct  an  independent  evaluation  of  the  infor- 
mation provided  by  such  agency  or  association.  Such  evaluation 
shall  include — 

(A)  the  solicitation  of  third-party  information  concerning 
the  performance  of  the  accrediting  agency  or  association;  and 

(B)  site  visits,  including  unannounced  site  visits  as  appro- 
priate, at  accrediting  agencies  and  associations,  and,  at  the 
Secretary's  discretion,  at  representative  member  institutions. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  place  a  priority  for  review  of  accrediting 
agencies  or  associations  on  those  agencies  or  associations  that  ac- 
credit institutions  of  higher  education  that  participate  most  exten- 
sively in  the  programs  authorized  by  this  title  and  on  those  agen- 
cies or  associations  which  have  been  the  subject  of  the  most  com- 
plaints or  legal  actions. 

(3)  The  Secretary  shall  consider  all  available  relevant  informa- 
tion concerning  the  compliance  of  the  accrediting  agency  or  associa- 
tion with  the  standards  provided  for  in  this  section,  including  any 
complaints  or  legal  actions  against  such  agency  or  association.  In 
cases  where  deficiencies  in  the  performance  of  an  accreditation 
agency  or  association  with  respect  to  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion are  noted,  the  Secretary  shall  take  these  deficiencies  into  ac- 
count in  the  approval  process.  The  Secretary  shall  not,  under  any 
circumstances,  base  decisions  on  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  ac- 
creditation agencies  or  associations  on  standards  other  than  those 
contained  in  this  section. 

(4)  The  Secretary  shall  maintain  sufficient  documentation  to 
support  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  approval  process,  and,  upon 
disapproval  of  any  accreditation  agency  or  association,  shall  make 
publicly  available  the  reason  for  such  disapproval,  including  ref- 
erence to  the  specific  standards  under  this  section  which  have  not 
been  fulfilled. 

(o)  Regulations. — The  Secretary  shall  by  regulation  provide 
procedures  for  the  recognition  of  accrediting  agencies  or  associa- 
tions and  for  the  appeal  of !  he  Secretary's  decisions. 
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Subpart  3— Eligibility  and  Certification 
Procedures 

SEC.  498.  ELIGIBILITY  AND  CERTIFICATION  PROCEDURES. 

(a)  General  Requirement. — For  purposes  of  qualifying  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  for  participation  in  programs  under  this 
title,  the  Secretary  shall  determine  the  legal  authority  to  operate 
within  a  State,  the  accreditation  status,  and  the  administrative  ca- 
pability and  financial  responsibility  of  an  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

(b)  Single  Application  Form.— The  Secretary  shall  prepare 
and  prescribe  a  single  application  form  which — 

(1)  requires  sufficient  information  and  documentation  to 
determine  that  the  requirements  of  eligibility,  accreditation, 
and  capability  of  the  institution  of  higher  education  are  met; 

(2)  requires  a  specific  description  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween a  main  campus  of  an  institution  of  higher  education  and 
all  of  its  branches,  including  a  description  of  the  student  aid 
processing  that  is  performed  by  the  main  campus  and  that 
which  is  performed  at  its  branches; 

(3)  requires  a  description  of  third  party  servicers  of  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education,  together  with  a  copy  of  any  con- 
tract with  the  institution  of  higher  education  and  a  financial 
aid  service  provider  or  loan  servicer;  and 

(4)  requires  such  other  information  as  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines will  ensure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
title  with  respect  to  eligibility,  accreditation,  administrative  ca- 
pability and  financial  responsibility. 

(c)  Financial  Responsibility  Standards. — (1)  The  Secretary 
shall  determine  whether  an  institution  has  the  financial  respon- 
sibility required  by  this  title  on  the  basis  of  whether  the  institution 
is  able — 

(A)  to  provide  the  services  described  in  its  official  publica- 
tions and  statements; 

(B)  to  provide  the  administrative  resources  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  title;  and 

(C)  to  meet  all  of  its  financial  obligations,  including  (but 
not  limited  to)  refunds  of  institutional  charges  and  repayments 
to  the  Secretary  for  liabilities  and  debts  incurred  in  programs 
administered  by  the  Secretary. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  paragraph  (1),  if  an  institution  fails  to 
meet  criteria  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  with  respect  to  operating 
losses,  net  worth,  asset-to-liabilities  ratios,  or  operating  fund  defi- 
cits then  the  institution  shall  provide  the  Secretary  with  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  its  financial  responsibility  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph (3).  Such  criteria  shall  take  into  account  any  differences  in 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  and  the  financial  state- 
ments required  thereunder,  that  are  applicable  to  for  profit  and 
nonprofit  institutions.  The  Secretary  shall  take  into  account  an  in- 
stitution's total  financial  circumstances  in  making  a  determination 
of  its  ability  to  meet  the  standards  herein  required. 
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(3)  The  Secretary  shall  determine  an  institution  to  be  finan- 
cially responsible,  notwithstanding  the  institution's  failure  to  meet 
the  criteria  under  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2),  if— 

(A)  such  institution  submits  to  the  Secretary  third-party  fi- 
nancial guarantees,  such  as  performance  bonds  or  letters  of 
credit  payable  to  the  Secretary,  which  third-party  financial 
guarantees  shall  equal  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  annual  po- 
tentisd  liabilities  of  such  institution  to  the  Secretary  for  funds 
under  this  title,  including  loan  obligations  discharged  pursuant 
to  section  437,  and  to  students  for  refunds  of  institutionsd 
charges,  including  funds  under  this  title; 

(B)  such  institution  has  its  liabilities  backed  by  the  full 
faith  and  credit  of  a  State,  or  its  equivalent; 

(C)  such  institution  establishes  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Secretary,  with  the  support  of  a  financial  statement  audited  by 
an  independent  certified  public  accountant  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  that  the  institution  has 
sufficient  resources  to  ensure  against  the  precipitous  closure  of 
the  institution,  including  the  ability  to  meet  all  of  its  fmancial 
obligatioris  (including  refunds  of  institutional  charges  and  re- 
payments to  the  Secretary  for  liabilities  and  debts  incurred  in 
programs  administered  by  the  Secretary);  or 

(D)  such  institution  has  met  standards  of  financial  respon- 
sibility, prescribed  by  the  Secretary  by  regulation,  that  indicate 
a  level  of  financial  strength  not  less  than  those  required  in 
paragraph  (2). 

(4)  If  an  institution  of  higher  education  that  provides  a  2-year 
or  4-year  program  of  instruction  for  which  the  institution  awards 
an  associate  or  baccalaureate  degree  fails  to  meet  the  ratio  of  cur- 
rent assets  to  current  liabilities  imposed  by  the  Secretary  pursuant 
to  paragraph  (2),  the  Secretary  shall  waive  that  particular  require- 
ment for  that  institution  if  the  institution  demonstrates  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Secretary  that — 

(A)  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  its  continued  sol- 
vency and  ability  to  deliver  quality  educational  services; 

(B)  it  is  current  in  its  payment  of  all  current  liabilities,  in- 
cluding student  refunds,  repayments  to  the  Secretary,  payroll, 
and  payment  of  trade  creditors  and  withholding  taxes;  and 

(C)  it  has  substantial  equity  in  school-occupied  facilities, 
the  acquisition  of  which  was  the  direct  cause  of  its  failure  to 
meet  the  current  operating  ratio  requirement. 

(5)  The  determination  as  to  whether  an  institution  has  met  the 
standards  of  financial  responsibility  provided  for  in  paragraphs  (2) 
and  (3)(C)  shall  be  based  on  an  audited  and  certified  financisd 
statement  of  the  institution.  Such  audit  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
qualified  independent  organization  or  person  in  accordance  with 
standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants.  Such  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  at 
the  time  such  institution  is  considered  for  certification  or 
recertification  under  this  section.  If  the  institution  is  permitted  to 
be  certified  (provisionally  or  otherwise)  and  such  audit  does  not  es- 
tablish compliance  with  paragraph  (2),  the  Secretary  may  require 
that  additional  audits  be  submitted. 
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(6)(A)  The  Secretary  shall  establish  requirements  for  the  main- 
tenance by  an  institution  of  higher  education  of  sufficient  cash  re- 
serves to  ensure  repayment  of  any  required  refunds. 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  provide  for  a  process  under  which  the 
Secretary  shall  exempt  an  institution  of  higher  education  from  the 
requirements  described  in  subparagraph  (A)  if  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines that  the  institution — 

(i)  is  located  in  a  State  that  has  a  tuition  recovery  fund 
that  ensures  that  the  institution  meets  the  requirements  of 
subparagraph  (A); 

(ii)  contributes  to  the  fimd;  and 

(iii)  otherwise  has  legal  authority  to  operate  within  the 
State. 

(d)  Administrative  Capacity  Standard.— The  Secretary  is 
authorized — 

(1)  to  establish  procedures  and  requirements  relating  to 
the  administrative  capacities  of  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation, including — 

(A)  consideration  of  past  performance  of  institutions  or 
persons  in  control  o^  sucn  institutions  with  respect  to  stu- 
dent aid  programs;  and 

(B)  maintenance  of  records; 

(2)  to  establish  such  other  reasonable  procedures  as  the 
Secretfirv  determines  will  contribute  to  ensuring  that  the  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  will  comply  with  administrative  ca- 
pability required  by  this  title. 

(e)  Financial  Guarantees  From  Owners.— (1)  Notwithstand- 
ing any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Secretary  may,  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  protect  the  financial  interest  of  the  United  States,  re- 
quire— 

(A)  financial  guarantees  from  an  institution  participating, 
or  seeking  to  participate,  in  a  program  under  this  title,  or  from 
one  or  more  individuals  who  the  Secretary  determines,  in  ac- 
cordance with  paragraph  (2),  exercise  substantial  control  over 
such  institution,  or  Doth,  in  an  amoimt  determined  by  the  Sec- 
retary to  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  institution's  potential  li- 
ability to  the  Federal  Government,  student  assistance  recipi- 
ents, and  other  program  participants  for  funds  under  this  title; 
and 

(B)  the  assumption  of  personal  liability,  by  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals who  exercise  suDstantial  control  over  such  institu- 
tion, as  determined  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph (2),  for  financial  losses  to  the  Federal  Government,  stu- 
dent assistance  recipients,  and  other  program  participants  for 
funds  under  this  title,  and  civil  and  criminal  monetary  pen- 
alties authorized  under  this  title. 

(2)(A)  The  Secretary  may  determine  that  an  individual  exer- 
cises substantial  control  over  one  or  more  institutions  participating 
in  a  program  under  this  title  if  the  Secretary  determines  that — 

(i)  the  individual  directly  or  indirectly  controls  a  substan- 
tial ownership  interest  in  the  institution; 

(ii)  the  individual,  either  alone  or  together  with  other  indi- 
viduals, represents,  under  a  voting  trust,  power  of  attorney, 
proxy,  or  similar  agreement,  one  or  more  persons  who  have,  in- 
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dividually  or  in  combination  with  the  other  persons  rep- 
resented or  the  individual  representing  them,  a  substantial 
ownership  interest  in  the  institution;  or 

(iii)  the  individual  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors, 
the  chief  executive  officer,  or  other  executive  officer  of  the  in- 
stitution or  of  an  entity  that  holds  a  substantial  ownership  in- 
terest in  the  institution. 

(B)  The  Secretary  may  determine  that  an  entity  exercises  sub- 
stantial control  over  one  or  more  institutions  participating  in  a  pro- 
gram under  this  title  if  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  entity  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  holds  a  substantial  ownership  interest  in  the  in- 
stitution. 

(3)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  an  ownership  interest  is  de- 
fined as  a  share  of  the  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  or  control  of, 
or  a  right  to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  the  operation  of,  an  institu- 
tion or  institution's  parent  corporation.  An  ownership  interest  may 
include,  but  is  not  limited  to — 

(A)  a  sole  proprietorship; 

(B)  an  interest  as  a  tensmt-in-common,  joint  tenant,  or  ten- 
ant by  the  entireties; 

(C)  a  partnership;  or 

(D)  an  interest  in  a  trust. 

(4)  The  Secretary  shall  not  impose  the  requirements  described 
in  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  of  paragraph  (1)  on  an  institalioii 
that— 

(A)  has  not  been  subjected  to  a  limitation,  suspension,  or 
termination  action  by  the  Secretary  or  a  guaranty  agency  with- 
in the  preceding  5  years; 

(B)  has  not  had,  during  its  2  most  recent  audits  of  the  in- 
stitutions conduct  of  programs  under  this  title,  an  audit  find- 
ing that  resulted  in  the  institution  being  required  to  repay  an 
amount  greater  than  5  percent  of  the  funds  the  institution  re- 
ceived from  programs  under  this  title  for  any  year; 

(C)  meets  and  has  met,  for  the  preceding  5  years,  the  fi- 
nancial responsibility  standards  under  subsection  (c);  and 

(D)  has  not  been  cited  during  the  preceding  5  years  for 
failure  to  submit  audits  required  under  this  title  in  a  timely 
fashion. 

(5)  For  purposes  of  section  487(c)(1)(G),  this  section  shall  also 
apply  to  individuals  or  organizations  that  contract  with  an  institu- 
tion to  administer  any  aspect  of  an  institution's  student  assistance 
program  under  this  title. 

(f)  Actions  on  Applications;  Site  Visits  and  Fees.— The  Sec- 
retary shall  ensure  that  prompt  action  is  taken  by  the  Department 
on  any  application  required  under  subsection  (b).  The  personnel  of 
the  Department  of  Education  shall  conduct  a  site  visit  at  each  in- 
stitution before  certifying  or  recertifying  its  eligibility  for  purposes 
of  anv  program  under  this  title.  The  Secretary  may  establish  prior- 
ities by  which  institutions  are  to  receive  site  visits,  and  may  coordi- 
nate such  visits  with  site  visits  by  States,  guaranty  agencies,  and 
accrediting  bodies  in  order  to  eliminate  duplication,  and  reduce  ad- 
ministrative burden.  The  Secretary  may  charge  reasonable  fees  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  certification  and  site  visits  and,  to  the  extent 
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permitted  by  appropriations  Acts,  may  retain  such  fees  to  cover 
such  expenses. 

(g)  Time  Limitations  on,  and  Renewal  of,  Eugibiuty.— (1) 
The  eligibility  for  the  purposes  of  any  program  authorized  under 
this  title  of  any  institution  that  is  participating  in  any  such  pro- 
gram on  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Higher  Education  Amend- 
ments of  1992  shall  expire  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2),  but  not 
later  than  5  years  after  such  date  of  enactment. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  establish  a  schedule  for  the  expiration 
of  the  eligibility  for  purposes  of  any  such  program  of  all  institutions 
of  higher  education  within  the  5-year  period  specified  in  paragraph 
(1).  Such  schedule  shall  place  a  priority  for  the  expiration  of  tne 
certification  of  institutions  on  those  that  meet  the  following  cri- 
teria: 

(A)  institutions  subject  to  review  by  a  State  postsecondary 
review  entity  pursuant  to  subpart  1  of  part  H;  or 

(B)  other  categories  of  institutions  which  the  Secretary 
deems  necessauy. 

(3)  After  the  expiration  of  the  certification  of  any  institution 
under  the  schedule  prescribed  under  this  subsection,  or  upon  re- 
quest for  initial  certification  from  an  institution  not  previously  cer- 
tified, the  Secretary  may  certify  the  eligibility  for  the  purposes  of 
any  program  authorized  under  this  title  of  each  such  institution  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  4  years. 

(h)  Provisional  Certification  of  Institutional  Eligi- 
BIUTY. — (1)  Notwithstanding  subsections  (d)  and  (g),  the  Secretary 
may  provisionally  certify  an  institution's  eligibility  to  participate  in 
programs  under  this  title — 

(A)  for  not  more  than  one  complete  award  year  in  the  case 
of  an  institution  of  higher  education  seeking  an  initial  certifi- 
cation; and 

(B)  for  not  more  than  3  complete  award  years  if— 

(i)  the  institution's  administrative  capability  and  fi- 
nancial responsibility  is  being  determined  for  the  first 
time; 

(ii)  there  is  a  complete  or  partial  change  of  ownership, 
as  defined  under  subsection  (i),  of  an  eligible  institution;  or 

(iii)  the  Secretary  determines  that  an  institution  that 
seeks  to  renew  its  certification  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary,  in  an  administrative  or  financial  condition  that 
may  jeopardize  its  ability  to  perform  its  financial  respon- 
sibilities under  a  program  participation  agreement. 

(2)  Whenever  the  Secretary  withdraws  the  approval  of  any  ac- 
crediting agency,  an  institution  of  higher  education  which  meets 
the  requirements  of  accreditation,  eligibility,  and  certification  on 
the  day  prior  to  such  withdrawal,  the  Secretary  may,  notvdthstand- 
ing  the  withdrawal,  continue  the  eligibility  of  the  institution  of 
higher  education  to  participate  in  the  programs  authorized  by  this 
title  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  18  months  from  the  date  of  the  with- 
drawal of  approval. 

(3)  If,  prior  to  the  ond  of  a  period  of  provisional  certification 
under  this  subsection,  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  institution 
is  unable  to  meet  its  responsibilities  under  its  program  participa- 
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tion  agreement,  the  Secretary  may  terminate  the  institution's  psir- 
ticipation  in  programs  under  this  title. 

(1)  Treatment  of  Changes  of  Ownership.— <1)  An  ehgible  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  that  has  had  a  change  in  ownership 
resulting  in  a  change  of  control  shall  not  qualify  to  participate  in 
programs  imder  this  title  alter  the  change  in  control  (except  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  (3))  unless  it  establishes  that  it  meets  the  re- 
quirements of  section  481  (other  than  the  requirements  in  sub- 
sections (b)(5)  and  (c)(3))  and  this  section  after  such  change  in  con- 
trol. 

(2)  An  action  resulting  in  a  change  in  control  may  include  (but 
is  not  limited  to) — 

(A)  the  sale  of  the  institution  or  the  majority  of  its  assets; 

(B)  the  transfer  of  the  controlling  interest  of  stock  of  the 
institution  or  its  parent  corporation; 

(C)  the  merger  of  two  or  more  eligible  institutions; 

(D)  the  division  of  one  or  more  institutions  into  two  or 
more  institutions; 

(E)  the  transfer  of  the  controlling  interest  of  stock  of  the 
institutions  to  its  parent  corporation;  or 

(F)  the  transfer  of  the  liabilities  of  the  institution  to  its 
parent  corporation. 

(3)  An  action  that  may  be  treated  as  not  resulting  in  a  change 
in  control  includes  (but  is  not  limited  to) — 

(A)  the  sale  or  transfer,  upon  the  death  of  an  owner  of  an 
institution,  of  the  ownership  interest  of  the  deceased  in  that  in- 
stitution to  a  family  member  or  to  a  person  holding  an  owner- 
ship interest  in  that  institution;  or 

(B)  another  action  determined  by  the  Secretary  to  be  a 
routine  business  practice. 

(j)  Treatment  of  Branches. — (1)  A  branch  of  an  eligible  insti- 
tution of  higher  education,  as  defined  pursuant  to  regulations  of 
the  Secretary,  shall  be  certified  under  this  subpart  before  it  may 
participate  as  part  of  such  institution  in  a  program  under  this  title, 
except  that  such  branch  shall  not  be  required  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  sections  481(b)(5)  and  481(c)(3)  prior  to  seeking  such  cer- 
tification. Such  branch  is  required  to  be  in  existence  at  least  2 
years  prior  to  seeking  certification  as  a  main  campus  or  free-stand- 
ing institution. 

(2)  The  Secretary  may  waive  the  requirement  of  section 
1201(a)(2)  for  a  branch  that  (A)  is  not  located  in  a  State,  (B)  is  af- 
filiated with  an  eligible  institution,  and  (C)  was  participating  in 
one  or  more  programs  under  this  title  on  or  before  January  1,  1992.

SEC.  49eA.  PROGRAM  REVIEW  AND  DATA. 

(a)  General  Authority. — In  order  to  strengthen  the  adminis-

(C)  institutions  with  a  significant  fluctuation  in  Fed- 
erfl  Stafford  Loan  volume  or  Federal  Pell  Grant  awards, 
or  both,  in  the  year  for  which  the  determination  is  made 
compared  to  the  year  prior  to  such  year; 

(D)  institutions  reported  to  have  deficiencies  or  finan- 
cial aid  problems  by  the  appropriate  State  postsecondary 
review  entity  designated  under  subpart  1  of  tnis  part  or  by 
the  appropriate  accrediting  agency  or  association; 

(E)  institutions  with  high  annual  dropout  rates; 

(F)  any  institution  wliich  is  required  to  be  reviewed  by 
a  State  postsecondary  review  entity  pursuant  to  subpart  1 
of  part  H  imder  section  494C(b);  and 

(G)  such  other  institutions  as  the  Secretary  deems 
necessary;  and 

(3)  shall  establish  and  operate  a  central  data  base  of  infor- 
mation on  institutional  accreditation,  eligibility,  and  certifi- 
cation that  includes — 

(A)  all  information  available  to  the  Department; 

(B)  all  relevant  information  made  available  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Veterans  Affairs; 

(C)  all  relevant  information  from  accrediting  agencies 
or  associations; 

(D)  all  relevant  information  available  from  a  guai-anty 
agency;  and 

(E)  all  relevant  information  available  from  States 
under  subpart  1. 

(b)  Special  Administrative  Rules.— (1)  In  carrying  out  para- 
graphs (1)  and  (2)  of  subsection  (a),  the  Secretary  shall  establish 
guidelines  designed  to  ensure  uniformity  of  practice  in  the  conduct 
of  program  reviews  of  institutions  of  higher  education. 

(2)  The  Secretary  shall  review  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  application  of  such  regulations  to  ensure  the  uni- 
formity of  interpretation  and  application  of  the  regulations. 

(c)  Data  Collection  Rules.— The  Secretary  shall  develop  and 
carry  out  a  plan  for  the  data  collection  responsibilities  described  in 
paragraph  (3)  of  subsection  (a).  The  Secretary  shall  make  the  infor- 
mation obtained  under  such  paragraph  (3)  readily  available  to  all 
institutions  of  higher  education,  guaranty  agencies.  States,  and 
other  organizations  participating  in  the  programs  authorized  by 
this  title. 

(d)  Training.— The  Secretary  shall  provide  training  to  person- 
nel of  the  Department,  including  crimiual  investigative  training, 
designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  financial  and  compliance  audits 
and  program  reviews  conducted  under  this  title. 

(e)  Special  Rule.— The  provisions  of  section  103(b)  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  Organization  Act  shall  not  apply  to  Sec- 
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retarial  determinations  made  regarding  the  appropriate  length  of 
instruction  for  programs  measured  in  clock  hours.

TITLE  V— EDUCATOR  RECRUITMENT, 
RETENTION,  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

SEC.  500.  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSES. 

(a)  Findings.— The  Congress  finds  that — 

(1)  teachers  in  the  classroom  are  the  men  and  women  who 
must  play  an  integral  role  in  leading  our  Nation's  schools  into 
the  21st  century;  ,  ^.

(3)  the  methods  used  to  prepare  prospective  teachers  and 
the  continuing  education  and  support  provided  to  practicing 
teachers  have  a  significant  influence  on  the  effectiveness  of 
classroom  teachers; 

(4)  the  postsecondary  education  of  education  professionals 
has  not  been  linked  to  local,  State  and  national  goals  and 
stdxidsLFcis  * 

(5)  the  inservice  and  continuing  professional  development 
of  educators  has  not  promoted  systematic  and  sustained  im- 
provement of  the  education  system; 

(6)  State  educational  agencies  have  not  been  funded  and 
staffed  adequately  to  carry  out  a  mission  of  supporting  a  proc- 
ess to  achieve  local,  State,  or  national  goals  and  standards; 

(7)  in  order  to  encourage  more  women  and 
underrepresented  minorities  to  enter  the  fields  of  science  and 
mathematics  and  succeed  in  these  fields,  we  must  provide 
proper  training  for  existing  mathematics  and  science  teachers 
and  recruit  women  and  underrepresented  minorities  as  teach- 
ers in  these  fields; 

(8)  educators  must  have  the  expei-tise  and  the  support  that 
allow  them  to  adapt  to  the  changing  environment  in  our 
schools  and  to  the  evolving  skills  required  of  our  schools'  grad- 
USL^SS*  dxid 

(9)  the  Federal  Government  plays  an  essential  role  in  pro- 
viding support  to  educator  training  and  professional  develop- 
ment that  will  enable  teachers  to  be  classroom  leaders  and  ad- 
ministrators to  be  school  leaders  at  the  forefront  of  reforming 
our  Nation's  schools. 

(b)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  title — 

(1)  to  provide  assistance  to  our  Nation's  teaching  force  for 
the  continued  improvement  of  their  professional  skills; 

(2)  to  provide  assistance  for  professional  development  ac- 
tivities enabling  teachers,  school  administrators,  and  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  to  work  collaboratively  to  improve 
educational  performance  through  school  reform  and  restructur- 
ing; 
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(3)  to  address  the  Nation's  teacher  shortage,  particularly 
in  areas  where  there  are  heavy  concentrations  of  low-income 
students,  by  encouraging  talented  persons,  including  the  indi- 
viduals already  employed  as  school  paraprofessionals  and  indi- 
viduals who  have  been  employed  in  other  areas  of  endeavor,  to 
enter  the  teaching  profession; 

(4)  to  encourage  academically  qualified  students  to  become 
teachers  through  scholarship  assistance; 

(5)  to  support  the  recruitment  of  underrepresented  popu- 
lations into  teaching  careers; 

(6)  to  provide  scholarship  assistance  to  encourage  women 
and  minorities  who  are  underrepresented  in  the  fields  of 
science  and  mathematics  to  enter  the  teaching  profession  in 
these  fields; 

(7)  to  encourage  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
programs  that  provide  professional  teacher  preparation  to  indi- 
viduals who  are  moving  to  careers  in  education  from  other  oc- 
cupations; 

(8)  to  promote  partnerships  between  institutions  of  higher 
educatio.  and  local  educational  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  simultaneous  restructuring  and  renewal  of  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools  and  college-based  teacher  education 
programs; 

(9)  to  improve  the  leadership  and  administrative  skills  of 
elementary  and  secondary  school  administrators; 

( 10)  to  provide  assistance  to  schools  of  education  in  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  m  order  to  reform  teacher  education 
programs  by  encouraging  new  developments  in  teacher  prepa- 
ration which  provide  for  greater  integration  of  subject  matter 
and  pedagogical  training  and  which  prepare  classroom  teach- 
ers to  effectively  meet  changing  noneducational  challenges  in 
the  schools;  and 

(11)  to  promote  high  quality  child  development  and  early 
childhood  education  specialist  training  programs,  including 
preschool  and  early  intervention  services  for  infants  and  tod- 
dlers with  disabilities. 

(20  U.S.C.  1101) 

PART  A— STATE  AND  LOCAL  PROGRAMS  FOR 
TEACHER  EXCELLENCE 

SEC.  601.  AUTHORITY  AN^;^  ALLOCATION  OF  FUNDS;  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  Purpose  and  Authority  — 

(1)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  tliis  part  to  provide 
funds  to  State  educational  agencies,  locii  educational  agencies 
and  institutions  of  higher  education  in  order  to  update  and  im- 
prove the  skills  of  classroom  teachers,  including  preschool  and 
early  childhood  education  specialists  and  school  administra- 
tors, to  establish  State  academies  for  teachers  and  school  lead- 
ers, and  to  provide  for  a  comprehensive  examination  of  State 
requirements  for  teacher  preservice  and  certification. 

(2)  Program  authorized.— The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
make  allotments  to  State  educational  agencies  for  the  purposes 
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of  enhancing  and  improving  the  quality  of  teaching,  including 
early  childhood  education,  in  each  of  the  several  States, 
(b)  Allotment  of  Funds.— 

(1)  In  general. — From  the  funds  appropriated  in  each  fis- 
cal year  pursuant  to  section  510A,  the  Secretary  shall  allot  to 
each  State — 

(A)  50  percent  of  such  funds  on  the  basis  of  the  num- 
ber of  individuals  in  the  State  aged  5  through  17  compared 
to  the  number  of  all  such  individuals  in  all  States;  and 

(B)  50  percent  of  such  funds  on  the  basis  of  the 
amount  the  State  receives  under  sections  1005  and  1006  of 
chapter  1  of  title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Edu- 
cation Act  of  1965  compared  to  the  total  amount  that  all 
States  receive  under  such  sections. 

(2)  Allocations  from  state  allotments.— 

(A)  (i)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c),  from  tie 
amount  allotted  to  each  State  in  each  fiscal  year  pursuait 
to  paragraph  (1)  and  not  reserved  pursuant  to  subpart' - 
graph  (B)(i),  the  State  education  agency  shall  allocate  50 
percent  of  such  amount  in  accordance  with  clause  (ii)  to 
local  eduational  agencies  to  carry  out  the  activities  de- 
scribed in  section  503. 

(ii)  The  State  educational  agency  shall  allocate  50  per- 
cent of  the  amount  allotted  to  the  State  in  each  fiscal  year 
under  paragraph  (1)  so  that — 

(I)  one-half  of  such  amount  is  allocated  to  local 
educational  agencies  within  such  State  based  on  the 
local  educational  agency's  relative  share  of  the  enroll- 
ments in  public  schools  within  the  State;  and 

(II)  one-half  of  such  amount  is  allocated  to  local 
educational  agencies  within  such  State  based  on  the 
local  educational  agency's  relative  share  of  the  State's 
allocation  of  funds  under  sections  1005  and  1006  of 
the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965, 

except  that  any  local  educational  agency  that  would  re- 
ceive an  allocation  of  less  than  $10,000  shall  be  required 
to  form  a  consortium  with  at  least  one  other  local  edu- 
cationail  agency  in  order  to  receive  an  allocation  under  this 
part.  In  making  allocations  under  this  part,  the  State  edu- 
cational agency  shall  use  the  most  recent  data  available. 

(B)  (i)  From  tha  amount  aillotted  to  each  State  in  each 
fiscal  year  pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)  the  State  educational 
agency  shall  reserve  not  more  than  3  percent  of  such  funds 
for  the  purposes  of  administering  the  program  under  this 
title,  including  evaluation  and  dissemination  activities. 

(ii)  From  the  amount  allotted  to  each  State  in  each  fis- 
cal year  under  paragraph  ( 1)  and  not  reserved  pursuant  to 
clause  (i),  the  State  educational  agency — 

(I)  shall  reserve  not  more  than  25  percent  of  such 
funds  to  carry  out  sections  504,  505,  and  506;  and 

(II)  shall  reserve  not  more  than  25  percent  of  such 
funds  to  awai'd  grants  to  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation in  accordance  with  sections  507  and  508. 
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(c)  Special  Rule. — Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (bX2)(A),  if  the  amount  appropriated  to  carry  out  this  part 
for  any  fiscal  year  is  less  than  $250,000,000,  then  each  State  edu- 
cational agency  shall  use  50  percent  of  the  amount  allotted  to  such 
State  tmder  paragraph  (1)  and  not  reserved  pursuant  to  subsection 
(b)(2)(BXi)  to  award  grants  to  local  educational  agencies  on  a  com- 
petitive basis. 

(d)  Reallotment.— If  a  State  or  local  educational  agency  elects 
not  to  receive  assistance  under  this  part  in  any  fiscal  year  or  the 
Secretary  determines  in  any  fiscal  year  that  a  State  or  local  edu- 
cational agency  will  not  be  able  to  use  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
funds  available  to  such  State  or  local  educational  agency  under  this 
part,  then  the  Secretary  shall  reallot  such  fiinds.  The  Secretary 
shall  reallot  such  funds  in  such  fiscal  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  part  among  the  States  or  local  educational  agen- 
cies who  are  eligible  for  assistance  under  this  part  and  are  not  de- 
scribed in  the  preceding  sentence. 

(e)  Definitions.— For  purposes  of  this  part—

ana Islands,  American  Samoa,  and  the  Republic  of  Palau  (until 
the  Compact  of  Free  Association  takes  effect  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 101(a)  of  Public  Law  99-658);  and 

(2)  the  term  "key  academic  subjects"  means  English,  math- 
ematics, science,  history,  geography,  foreign  languages,  civics 
and  government,  and  economics.

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(5)  any  other  information  that  the  State  educational  agen- 
cy may  reasonably  require, 
(b)  Local  Uses  of  Funds.— 

(1)  In  general. — Local  educational  agencies  receiving  as- 
sistance under  section  501(b)(2)(A)  or  501(c)  shall  use  such 
funds  for  the  inservice  training  of  teachers  and,  if  appropriate, 
for  preschool  and  early  childhood  education  specialists,  and 
may  use  funds  for — 

(A)  development  of  programs  to  recruit  individuals 
into  the  teaching  profession  and  the  field  of  early  child- 
hood education; 

(B)  business  partnerships; 

(C)  outreach  to  military  veterans;  and 

(D)  other  purposes  consistent  with  improving  the  qual- 
ity of  teaching  in  the  local  educational  agency,  as  approved 
by  the  State  educational  agsncy. 

(2)  Inservice  training. — 

(A)  In  order  to  receive  assistance  under  section 
501(b)(2)(A)  or  501(c),  a  local  educational  agency  or  a  con- 
sortium of  local  educational  agencies  shall  first  assess  the 
needs  of  such  agency  or  agencies  for  inservice  training. 

(B)  Funds  expended  for  inservice  training  shall  be 
used,  in  accordance  with  the  assessment  conducted  under 
subparagraph  (A),  for  the  cost  of— 

(i)  the  expansion  and  improvement  of  inservice 
training  and  retraining  of  teachers  and  other  appro- 
priate school  personnel,  including  vocational  teachers, 
special  education  teachers,  and  preschool  teachers, 
consistent  with  the  assessment  conducted  under  aub- 
paragraph  (A); 

(ii)  providing  funds  for  grants  for  individual  teach- 
ers within  the  local  educational  agency  to  undertake 
projects  to  improve  their  teaching  ability  or  to  improve 
the  instructional  materials  usei  in  their  classrooms; 

(iii)  activities  designed  to  address  the  effects  of 
chronic  community  violence  on  children,  such  as  vio- 
lence counseling  training  for  teachers  and  early  child- 
hood specialists,  and  activities  and  training  aimed  at 
resolving  conflicts; 

(iv)  activities  designed  to  enhance  the  ability  of 
teachers  to  work  with  culturally  diverse  students; 

(v)  activities  designed  to  integrate  academic  and 
vocational  education; 

(vi)  as  appropriate,  activities  designed  to  assist 
teacher  participation  in  a  Tech-Prep  program  under 
section  344  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  and  Ap- 
plied Technology  Act,  in  order  to  develop  the  skills  of 
such  teachers  in  activities  such  as  organizational  de- 
velopment leadership  and  interdisciplinar>'  curricula 
development;  and 

(vii)  other  activities  consistent  with  the  goals  of 
this  part  as  approved  by  the  State  educational  agency. 
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(C)  Such  activities  may  be  carried  out  through  agree- 
ments with  institutions  of  higher  education,  nonprofit  or- 
ganizations, public  agencies,  and  museums. 

(D)  Activities  related  to  inservice  training  shall  be  co-. 
ordinated  with  such  activities  carried  out  under  part  A  of 
title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965. 

(3)  Recruitment  of  teachers.— 

(A)  Local  educational  agencies  receiving  assistance 
under  section  501(b)(2)(A)  or  501(c)  may  use  such  assist- 
ance— 

(i)  to  establish,  operate,  or  expand  programs  to  en- 
courage and  recrait  interested  individuals  to  pursue  a 
course  of  study  that  will  lead  to  a  career  in  education; 
and 

(ii)  to  establish,  operate,  or  expand  a  program 
where  such  agency  recruits  students  currently  enrolled 
in  a  school  in  the  local  educational  agency  to  be  teach- 
ers or  early  childhood  education  specialists. 

(B)  Activities  under  this  paragraph  may  include — 

(i)  academic  and  career  counseling  of  and  support 
services  for  students; 

(ii)  programs  in  which  students  act  as  tutors  whiie 
they  are  enrolled  in  schools  in  the  local  educational 
agency; 

(iii)  programs  in  which  students  enrolled  in  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  and  other  individuals  tutor 
students  within  schools  in  the  local  educational  agen- 
cy; 

(iv)  information  and  recruitment  efforts  to  attract 
individuals  into  the  teaching  profession;  and 

(v)  programs  to  support  early  childhood  education 
efforts  at  the  preschool  and  school  level. 

(C)  In  conducting  programs  under  this  paragraph, 
local  educational  agencies  shall  place  a  priority  on  recruit- 
ing students  and  individuals  from  minority  groups. 

(D)  Local  educational  agencies  may  conduct  programs 
under  this  paragraph  in  consortia  with  institutions  of 
higher  education. 

(4)  Business  partnerships.— Local  educational  agencies 
receiving  assistance  under  section  501(b)(2)(A)  or  501(c)  may 
use  such  assistance  to  establish  partnerships  with  representa- 
tives of  the  business  community  to  sponsor— 

(A)  programs  which  allow  representatives  of  local  busi- 
ness or  firms  to  go  into  the  classroom  and  work  with  the 
classroom  teacher  to  provide  instruction  in  subject  areas 
where  the  expertise  of  the  teacher  could  be  supplemented, 
especially  in  the  subject  areas  of  mathematics,  science,  and 
vocational  and  technology  education  training; 

(B)  internship  programs  which  provide  an  opportunity 
for  classroom  teachers  to  work  in  local  businesses  or  firms 
to  gain  practical  experience  or  to  develop  new  skills  or  ex- 
pertise; 
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(C)  programs  which  bring  students  and  teachers  into 
business  settings  to  see  applications  of  course  work  and  in 
speciahzed  areas,  and  to  learn  to  use  advanced  technical 
equipment; 

(D)  programs  which  allow  representatives  of  local 
businesses  and  firms  to  work  with  school  administrators  to 
develop  instructional  material;  and 

(E)  other  activities  appropriate  to  forming  a  working 
relationship  between  business  leaders  and  classroom  lead- 
ers. 

(5)  Outreach  to  military  veterans.— Local  educational 
agencies  receiving  assistance  under  section  501(b)(2)(A)  or 
501(c)  may  use  such  assistance  to  establish  programs  to  iiJbrm 
United  States  military  veterens  of  teaching  opportxinities  and 
to  provide  assistance  in  the  establishment  of  teaching  opportu- 
nities for  such  veterans  by — 

(A)  planning  and  implementing  informational  and  out- 
reach programs  leading  to  the  development  of  programs 
specifically  designed  to  inform  United  States  military  vet- 
erans about  teaching  opportunities  and  the  qualifications 
necessary  for  such  opportunities; 

(B)  planning  and  implementing  programs  leading  to 
the  creation  of  teaching  opportunities  for  such  veterans; 

(C)  supporting  programs  to  assist  such  veterans  to 
meet  the  qualifications  to  become  teachers; 

(D)  disseminating  information  on  the  program  de- 
scribed in  this  paragraph  and  on  sources  of  student  finan- 
cial assistance  available  under  title  IV  of  this  Act  and 
under  orograms  administered  by  the  Department  of  Veter- 
ans Affairs  and  other  Federal  agencies;  and 

(E)  making  scholarships  available  to  such  military  vet- 
erans, under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  specified  in 
subpart  1  of  part  C  of  this  title.

SEC.  604.  STATE  USES  OF  FUNDS.

— Each  State  educational  agency  re- 
ceix.'ing  funds  under  this  part  shall,  in  consultation  with  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education,  local  educational  agencies,  teach- 
ers, parents,  the  State  legislature,  tho  State  Doard  of  edu- 
cation, and  business,  undertake  a  study  of —

childhood  education  specialists;  and 

(B)  the  State  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  such

adequately  preparing  teachers  to  effectively  educate  students. 

(2)  Considerations. — Such  study  shall  consider  whether

(A)  would  be  improved  if  teacher  education  programs 
were  reqviired  to  coordinate  courses  with  other  depart- 
ments on  campus  in  order  to  provide  prospective  teachers 
with  a  strong  background  in  their  subject  matter; 

(B)  integrate  academic  and  vocational  education  in- 
struction; 

(C)  give  enough  flexibility  in  order  to  allow  experimen- 
tation and  innovation; 

(D)  would  be  improved  if  such  programs  provided 
preparation  for  students  desiring  to  become  teachers,  but 
who  are  pursuing  a  bachelor's  degree  in  an  area  of  study 
other  than  education; 

(E)  would  be  improved  if  teacher  certification  required 
a  bacheloi^s  degree  in  a  subject  area  and  a  master's  degree 
in  education;  and 

(F)  would  be  improved  if  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation that  have  developed  innovative  materials  and  cur- 
ricula for  inservice  training  were  required  to  incorporate 
these  improvements  into  their  preservice  programs. 

(3)  Deadlines. — 

(A)  Such  study  shall  be  completed  by  two  years  from 
the  end  of  the  first  fiscal  yfco.i  In  which  funding  was  made 
available  for  this  part.  The  results  of  such  study  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Secretary.  In  submitting  the  report  to  the 
Secretary,  the  State  educational  agency  shall  include  in 
the  report  the  most  successful  practices  used  to  enhance 
the  profession  of  teaching.  The  Secretary  may  disseminate 
such  successful  practices  in  order  to  assist  other  States  in 
their  efforts  to  enhance  the  profession  of  teaching. 

(B)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (4),  beginning  in 
the  third  fiscal  year  for  which  funaing  under  this  part  is 
available.  State  educational  agencies  shall  use  all  funds 
provided  under  section  501(b)(2)(B)(ii)(I)  which  are  not  al- 
lotted for  State  Academies  for  Teachers  and  State  Acad- 
emies for  School  Leaders — 

(i)  to  implement  the  program  and  policy  changes 
resulting  from  the  findings  of  such  study;  and

(i)  does  not  mean  a  physical  facility;  and 

(ii)  does  not  require  a  separate  location  from  an- 
other Academy  or  otner  training  program;  and 

(B)  the  term  eligible  entity"  means  a  technical  assist- 
ance center  assisted  under  subpart  2  of  part  C  of  title  V 
of  this  Act  as  such  Act  was  in  effect  on  the  day  before  the 
date  of  enactment  of  the  Higher  Education  Amendments  of 
1992,  a  local  educational  agency,  an  institution  of  higher 
education,  a  museum,  a  private  nonprofit  educational  orga- 
nization of  demonstrated  effectiveness,  or  a  consortium  of 
any  2  or  more  such  entities. 

(b)  Application  Required.—

(C)  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  recruit  school  leaders  for 
the  Academes  program,  including  outreach  efforts  to  iden- 
tify and  attract — 

(i)  minority  group  members; 

(ii)  individuals  with  disabilities; 

(iii)  individuals  from  areas  with  large  numbers  or 
concentrations  of  disadvantaged  students;  and 

(iv)  other  indi-nduals  with  potential  to  become 
school  leaders; 

(D)  efforts  to  be  taken  to  disseminate  information 
about  the  Academy; 

(E)  selection  criteria  to  be  used  in  identifying  school 
leaders  to  participate  in  the  Academy; 

(F)  steps  to  06  taken  to  assure  that  the  programs  of- 
fered by  the  Academy  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  and  com- 
prehensiveness to  significantly  improve  participants' 
knowledge; 

(G)  steps  to  be  taken  to  assure  the  involvement  of  pri- 
vate sector  managers  and  executives  from  businesses  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Academy's  programs;  and 

(H)  efforts  to  be  xmdertaken  to  evaluate  the  impact  of 
the  Academy  on  participants. 

(c)  Use  of  Allotted  Funds. — 

(1)  Grants. — Each  State  educational  agency  receiving  an 
allotment  under  this  part  shall  use  the  funds  reserved  pursu- 
ant to  section  501(bX2)(B)(ii)(I)  to  award  a  competitive  grant  to 
an  eligible  entity  to  enable  such  eligible  entity  to  operate  an 
Academy  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  subpart. 

(2)  Costs. — Each  eligible  entity  receiving  a  grant  under 
this  section  shall  use  such  funds  to  meet  the  costs  of  carrying 
out  the  activities  described  in  subsection  (d),  which  may  in- 
clude reasonable  startup  and  initial  operating  costs,  and  sti- 
pends, travel,  and  living  expenses  for  participants  in  the  Acad- 
emy if  no  other  funds  are  available  to  pay  such  costs.

(d)  Authorized  Activities. — Each  eligible  entity  receiving  a 
grant  to  operate  an  Academy  under  this  section  may  use  such

(3)  conducting  programs  which  provide  for  the  involvement 
of  private  sector  managers  and  executives  from  businesses; 

(4)  identifying  m.odels  and  methods  of  leadership  training 
and  development  that  are  promising  or  have  proven  to  be  suc- 
cessful; 

(5)  providing  intensive  training  and  development  programs 
for  current  school  leaders  seeking  enhanced  and  up-to-date 
knowledge  needed  to  perform  their  jobs  effectively; 

(6)  identifying  locail  educational  agencies  and  schools  with 
principal  and  other  school  leader  vacancies  and  working  with 
such  agencies  £ind  schools  to  match  Academy  participants  with 
such  vacancies; 

(7)  facilitating  internships  for  graduates  of  the  program  for 
new  school  leaders,  under  the  guidance  and  supervision  of  ex- 
perienced administrators; 

(8)  providing  periodic  follow-up  development  activities  for 
school  leaders  trained  through  the  Academy's  programs; 

(9)  disseminating  information  about  the  Academy,  includ- 
ing the  training  curricula  developed; 

(10)  coordinating  activities  with  those  of  any  State  Acad- 
emies for  Teachers  established  in  the  State;  and 

(11)  any  other  activity  proposed  b>  the  applicant  in  the  ap- 
plication submitted  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  and  approved  by 
the  State  educational  agency. 

(e)  Cost-Sharing. — Funds  received  under  this  section  may  be 
used  to  pay  not  more  than  75  percent  of  the  cost  of  operating  an 
Academy  in  the  first  year  an  eligible  entity  receives  a  grant  under 
this  subpart,  65  percent  of  such  cost  in  such  second  year,  55  per- 
cent of  such  cost  in  such  third  year,  45  percent  of  such  cost  in  such 
fourth  year,  and  35  percent  of  such  cost  in  such  fifth  year.  The  re- 
maining share  shall  be  provided  from  non-Federal  sources,  and  be 
in  cash  or  in  kind,  fairly  valued.

SEC.  507.  mSTITXJTIONS  OF  mGHER  EDUCATION  USES  OF  FUNDS.

cy and  demonstrates  that  such  training  and  services  are  con- 
sistent with  the  needs  of  the  local  educational  agencies  to  be 
served; 

(4)  if  such  institution  is  applying  for  a  grant  to  estatlph 
a  professional  development  acaaemy,  contains  the  informatior. 
required  pursuant  to  section  508; 

(5)  describes  how  the  institution  plans  to  integrate  aca- 
demic and  vocational  teacher  education  programs;  and 

(6)  contains  any  other  information  that  may  be  required  by 
the  State  educational  agency. 

(b)  Awards. — ^The  State  educational  agency  shall  award  grants 
on  a  competitive  basis  to  institutions  of  higher  education  that  have 
departments,  schools,  or  colleges  of  education.  In  awarding  grants,  • 
the  State  educational  agency  shall  award  funds  for  the  following 
purposes: 

(1)  For  the  establishment  of  professional  development 
academies  pursuant  to  section  508. 

(2)  For  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  programs 
that  provide  teacher  training  to  individuals  who  are  moving  to 
a  career  in  education  from  another  occupation. 

(3)  For  institutions  of  higher  education  in  consultation  and 
cooperation  with  a  local  educational  agency  or  a  consortium  of 
loc^  educational  agencies,  to  develop  and  provide  technical  as- 
sistance to  local  education  agencies  in  providing  inservice 
training  for  teachers. 

(4)  For  improving  teacher  education  programs  in  order  to 
further  innovation  in  teacher  education  programs  within  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  and  to  better  meet  the  needs  of 
the  local  educational  agencies  for  well-prepared  teachers. 

(5)  For  improving  training  for  preschool  and  early  child- 
hood education  specialists,  including  preschool  and  early  inter- 
vention services  for  infants  and  toddlers  with  disabilities,  in 
order  to  further  innovation  in  such  programs  with  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  preschool 
and  early  childhood  education  programs  for  well-prepared  per- 
sonnel. 

(6)  To  integrate  the  instruction  of  academic  and  vocational 
teacher  education  programs. 

(7)  For  activities  to  encourage  individuals,  especially  indi- 
viduals from  minority  groups,  to  pursue  a  career  in  education. 

(8)  For  expamding  cooperative  educational  programs  be- 
tween State  educational  agsncies  and  offices,  schools,  and 
school  systems,  institutions  of  higher  education,  appropriate 
educational  entities,  and  private  sector  establishments  in- 
volved in  education  between  the  United  States  and  the  Repub- 
lic of  Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  providing  bilateral  teaching  ini- 
tiatives and  programs  that  provide  teacher  training  experi- 
ences between  the  educational  communities  of  the  United 
States  and  those  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico  and  to  enhance  mu- 
tually beneficial  educational  activities  involving  researchers.

SEC.  508.  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  ACADEMIES. 

(a)  AUTHORITY;  Definitions.—

(iv)  public  demonstration  of  exemplary  learning 
programs  for  diverse  students;  and 

(v)  dissemination  of  knowledge  produced  in  the  ..'e- 
search  and  development  process; 

except  that  such  term — 

(i)  does  not  mean  a  physical  facility;  and 

(ii)  does  not  require  a  separate  location  from  an- 
other Academy  or  other  training  program;  and 

(B)  the  term  "eligible  encity"  means  a  partnership  that 
includes  one  or  more  local  educational  agencies  and  one  or 
more  institutions  of  higher  education  and  may  includi 
teachers  and  the  business  community. 

(b)  AWAKD3  and  Renewals.— An  award  made  under  this  sec- 
tion may  be  in  the  form  of  a  one-year  planning  grant.  Such  award 
may  be  renewed  for  implementation  purposes  without  further  com- 
petition annually  for  4  additional  years,  upon  submission  of  an 
evaluation  of  the  project  to  the  State  educational  agency  and  assur- 
ances that  the  recipient —

(2)  Contents. — ^Each  application  submitted  pursuant  to

(A)  what  schools  v/ithin  the  local  educational  agency 
and  what  institutions  of  higher  education  shall  participate 
in  the  partnership  or  otherwise  participate  in  the  program; 

(B)  the  goals  of  the  Academy  and  the  steps  that  shall 
be  taken  to  evaluate  the  extent  to  which  the  Academy 
reaches  such  goals; 

(C)  a  plan  for  monitoring  progress  and  evaluating  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Academy  in  meeting  the  goals  it  has 
developed  for  teacher  and  student  performance; 

(D)  a  description  of  the  partnership's  plan  for  systemic 
change  in  education,  and  a  description  of  the  activities  and 
services  for  which  assistance  is  sought; 

(E)  ways  in  which  the  professional  development  pro- 
grams shall  cover  course  content  in  key  academic  subjects, 
methods  of  instruction,  and  classroom  and  school-based 
management  skills; 

(F)  plans  to  involve  prospective  and  novice  teachers  in 
the  programs  offered  by  the  Academy,  including  outreach 
efforts  to  identify  and  attract — 

(i)  minority  group  members; 

(ii)  individuals  with  disabilities;  and 

(iii)  individuals  from  areas  with  large  numbers  or 
concentrations  of  disadvantaged  students;  and 

(G)  estimates  of  the  number  of  prospective  and  begin- 
ning teachers  to  be  trained  in  the  Academy  in  each  year 
of  the  project  and  assurances  that  a  significant  number  of 
prospective  and  beginning  teachers  will  be  trained  in  the 
Academy  in  each  year  of  the  project. 

(3)  Assurances. — Each  application  submitted  pursuant  to 
this  subsection  shall  contain  assurances  that — 

(A)  professional  development  programs  at  the  Acad- 
emy shall  be  designed  and  conducted  by  faculty  members 
from  institutions  of  higher  education  and  teachers  from 
local  schools  of  demonstrated  excellence; 

(B)  in  establishing  the  Academy,  the  applicant  has 
consulted  with  teachers,  administrators,  and  parents  who 
will  be  affected  at  the  teaching  school  site; 

(C)  participating  faculty  from  institutions  of  higher 
education  shall  include  faculty  members  who  are  experts 
in  the  key  academic  subjects;  and 

(D)  the  activities,  sen/ices  and  programs  offered  by  the 
Academy  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  and  comprehensive- 
ness to  significantly  improve  participants'  knowledge.

(B)  how  partners  that  are  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation will  involve  the  School  of  Education,  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  School  of  Technology  or  Engi- 
neering and  any  other  department  of  the  institution.

SEC.  509.  FEDERAL  FUNDS  TO  SUPPLEMENT,  NOT  SUPPLANT  REGU- 
LAR NONFEDERAL  FUNDS. 

A  State  educational  agency,  local  educational  agency,  or  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  may  use  funds  received  under  this  part 
only  so  as  to  supplement  and,  to  the  extent  practicable,  increase 
the  level  of  funds  that  would  be  available  from  non-Federal  sources

PART  B— NATIONAL  TEACHER  ACADEMIES 

SEC.  511.  PROGRAM  ESTABLISHED. 

.  (a)  In  General. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  part,  to  make  grants  to  eligible  recipi- 
ents to  establish  and  operate  National  Teacher  Academies. 

(b)  Subject  Areas  and  Staff.— 

(1)  Subject  areas.— At  least  1  but  not  more  than  3  Na- 
tional Teacher  Academies  shall  be  established  in  each  of  the 
following  subject  areas  commonly  taught  in  elementary  and 
secondary  schools: 

(A)  English. 

(B)  Mathematics. 

(C)  Science. 

(D)  History. 

(E)  Geography. 

(F)  Civics  and  government. 

(G)  Foreign  languages. 

(2)  Staff. — ^Academy  staff  shall  be  selected  from  the  most 
accomplished  and  prominent  scholars  in  the  relevant  fields  of 
study  and  in  the  methodologies  which  improve  the  skills  of  per- 
sons who  teach  in  such  fields  of  study. 

(c)  Duration  of  Grant. — Each  grant  to  establish  and  operate 
a  National  Teacher  Academy  shall  be  for  a  period  of  3  years,  and 
is  renewable. 

(d)  Competitive  Grant  Awards.— Tlie  Secretary  shall  award 
grants  under  this  part  on  a  competitive  basis. 

(e)  Consistency  with  Systemic  Reforms. — In  awarding 
grants  under  this  part,  the  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  activities 
conducted  under  this  part  are  consistent  with  the  goals  and  objec- 
tives of  other  Federal  or  State  systemic  educationm  reform  activi- 
ties. 

(20  U.S.C.  1103)

(a)  In  General. — Each  selection  panel  established  pursuant  to 
section  516(b)  shall  select  a  State  delegation  to  participate  in  each 
National  Teacher  Academy  assisted  under  this  part. 

(b)  CoMPOsraoN. — 

(1)  In  general. — Except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and 
(3),  each  State  delegation  described  in  subsection  (a)  shall,  at

(A)  Each  State  that  has  obtained  the  approval  of  the 
appropriate  National  Teacher  Academy  may  send  to  such 
National  Teacher  Academy  the  number  of  additional  teach- 
ers determined  in  accordance  with  subparagraph  (B). 

(B)  The  appropriate  National  Teacher  Academy  shall 
determine  the  number  of  additional  teachers  to  attend 
such  National  Teacher  Academy  on  the  basis  of  the  num- 
ber of  full-time  equivjilent  teachers  in  the  State  compared 
to  such  number  in  all  States. 

(c)  Duties.— Each  State  delegation  shall— 

(1)  attend  the  appropriate  subject  area  summer  institute 
at  the  appropriate  National  Teacher  Academy;  and 

(2)  after  participation  in  the  National  Teacher  Academy 
assist  in  the  development  and  operation  of  the  appropriate  Na- 
tional Teacher  Academy.

Subpart  1 — Paul  Douglas  Teacher  Scholarships  i 

SEC.  621.  PURPOSE;  DESIGNATION. 

(a)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  subpart  to  make  avail- 
able, through  grants  to  the  States,  scholarships  to  individuals  who 
are  outstanding  secondary  school  graduates  and  who  demonstrate 
an  interest  in  teaching,  in  order  to  enable  and  encourage  those  in- 
dividuals to  pursue  teaching  careers  in  education  at  the  preschool, 
elementary  or  secondary  level. 

(b)  Designation.— Scholarships  awarded  under  this  subpart 
shall  be  referred  to  as  the  "Paul  Douglas  Teacher  Scholarships". 

(20  U.S.C.  1104) 
SEC.  622.  ALLOCATION  AMONG  STATES. 

(a)  Allocation. — From  the  sums  appropriated  for  this  subpart 
for  any  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  shall  allocate  to  any  State  an 
amount  based  on  the  school-age  population  in  the  State  compared 
to  the  school-age  population  in  all  States. 

(b)  Use  of  Census  Data. — For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the 
number  of  persons  in  a  State  and  in  all  States  shall  be  determined 
by  the  most  recently  available  data  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

(20  U.S.C.  1104a) 
SEC.  623.  GRANT  APPUCATIONS. 

(a)  Submission  of  Applications. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  make  grants  to  States  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
subpart.  In  order  to  receive  a  grant  under  this  subpart,  a  State 
shall  submit  an  application  at  such  time  or  times,  in  such  manner, 
and  containing  such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  by 
regulation.  Such  application  shall  set  forth  a  program  of  activities 
for  carrying  out  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  52 1  in  such  detail 
as  will  enaole  the  Secretary  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  such 
program  will  accomplish  such  purposes  and  such  other  policies, 
procedures,  and  assurances  as  tne  Secretary  may  require  by  regu- 
lation.

(1)  describes  the  selection  criteria  and  procedures  to  be 
used  by  the  State  in  the  selection  of  scholarship  recipients 
under  this  subpart; 

(2)  designates  as  the  State  agency  responsible  for  admin- 
istering the  grants  received  under  this  subpart  the  State  agen- 
cy which  administers  the  program  imder  subpart  4  of  part  A 
of  title  rv  (relating  to  State  student  incentive  grants),  the 
State  agency  with  which  the  Secretary  has  an  agreement 
under  section  428(b),  or  another  appropriate  State  agency  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary; 


'This  program  was  originally  enacted  on  Oct.  17,  1986,  as  subpart  I  of  Part  D  of  Title  V  of 
the  Act  (P.h.  99-A9S,  sec.  501(a),  100  Stat.  1506). 
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(3)  describes  the  outreach  effort  the  State  agency  intends 
to  use  to  publicize  the  availability  of  Paul  Douglas  Scholar- 
ships to  secondary  school  students  in  the  State; 

(4)  describes  now  the  State  will  inform  recipients,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  award,  of  current  and  projected  teacher  shortages 
and  surpluses  within  the  State; 

(5)  provides  assurances  that  each  recipient  eligible  under 
section  525(b)  of  this  subpart  who  receives  a  Paul  Douglas 
Scholarship  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  State  agen- 
cy imder  which  the  recipient  shall — 

(A)  within  the  10-year  period  after  completing  the 

?3stsecondary  education  for  which  the  Paul  Douglas 
eacher  Corps  Scholarship  was  awarded,  teach  for  a  pe- 
riod of  not  less  than  2  years  for  each  year  for  which  assist- 
ance was  received,  in  a  public  or  private  nonprofit  pre- 
school, elementary,  or  secondfiry  school  in  any  State,  or,  on 
a  full-time  basis,  children  with  disabilities  or  children  with 
limited  English  proficiency  in  a  private  nonprofit  school, 
except  that,  in  the  case  of  individuals  who  teach  in  a 
shortage  area  established  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to 
section  530A,  the  requirements  of  this  subparagraph  shall 
be  reduced  by  one-  half; 

(B)  provide  the  State  agency  evidence  of  compliance 
with  section  526  as  required  by  the  State  agency;  and 

(C)  repay  all  or  part  of  a  Paul  Douglas  Scholarship  re- 
ceived imder  section  524  plus  interest  and,  if  applicable, 
reasonable  collection  fees,  in  compliance  with  regulations 
issued  by  the  Secretary  under  section  527,  in  the  event 
that  the  conditions  of  subparagraph  (A)  are  not  complied 
with,  except  as  provided  for  in  section  528; 

(6)  provides  that  the  agreement  entered  into  with  recipi- 
ents shsdl  fully  disclose  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which 
assistance  imder  this  subpart  is  provided  and  under  which  re- 
pajrment  may  be  required,  including — 

(A)  a  descnption  of  the  procedures  required  to  be  es- 
tablished under  paragraph  (7);  and 

(B)  a  description  of  the  appeals  procedures  required  to 
be  established  under  paragraph  (8)  imder  which  a  recipi- 
ent may  appeal  a  determination  of  noncompliance  with 
any  provision  under  this  subpart; 

(7)  provides  for  procedures  under  which  a  recipient  of  as- 
sistance received  unaer  this  subpart  who  teaches  for  less  than 
the  period  rec^uired  under  paragraph  (5XA)  will  have  the  re- 
payment requirements  reduced  or  eliminated  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  sections  527  and  528; 

(8)  provides  for  appesds  procedures  under  which  a  recipient 
may  appeal  any  determination  of  noncompliance  with  any  pro- 
vision under  this  subpart;  and 

(9)  provides  assurances  that  the  State  agency  shall  make 
particular  efforts  to  attract  students  from  Tow-income  back- 
grounds; ethnic  and  racial  minority  students;  individuals  with 
disabilities;  other  individuals  from  groups  historically 
underrepresented  in  teaching;  individuals  who  express  a  will- 
ingress  or  desire  to  teach  in  rural  schools,  urban  schools,  or 
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schools  having  less  than  average  academic  results  or  serving 
large  numbers  of  economically  disadvantaged  students;  or 
women  or  minorities  who  show  interest  in  pursuing  teaching 
careers  in  mathematics  and  science  and  who  are 
underrepresented  in  such  fields. 

(c)  Selection  Criteria  and  Procedures.— The  State  edu- 
cational agency,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  higher  education 
agency,  and  pursuant  to  scholarship  selection  criteria  included  in 
section  525,  shall  establish  criteria  to  select  Paul  Douglas  Teacher 
Scholarship  recipients.  These  criteria  shall  be  intended  to  attract 
highly  qualified  individuals  into  teaching,  to  ensure  that  these  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  or  are  accepted  for  enrollment  in  approved 
teacher  education  programs,  and  to  meet  the  present  and  projected 
needs  of  States  in  addressing  teacher  shortages,  ii.>.cluding  the  de- 
mand for  and  supply  of  early  childhood  and  elementary  teachers  in 
the  State,  the  demand  for  and  supply  of  secondaty  teachers  in  the 
State,  and  the  demand  for  teachers  with  training  in  specific  aca- 
demic disciplines  in  the  State. 

(d)  Special  Consideration. — The  State  educational  agency,  in 
cooperation  with  the  State  higher  education  agency,  shall  give  spe- 
cial consideration  in  the  selection  of  scholarship  recipients  to  indi- 
viduals who — 

(1)  intend  to  teach  or  provide  related  services  to  students 
with  disabilities; 

(2)  ,  intend  to  teach  limited  English  proficient  students; 

(3)  intend  to  teach  preschool  age  children; 

(4)  intend  to  teach  in  schools  servicing  inner  city  or  rural 
or  geographically  isolated  areas  (as  defined  by  the  Secretary  by 
regulations  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  section); 

(5)  intend  to  teach  in  curricular  areas  or  geographic  areas 
where  there  are  demonstrated  shortages  of  qualified  teachers; 
or 

(6)  are  from  disadvantaged  backgrounds,  including  racial 
and  ethnic  minorities  and  individuals  with  disabilities,  and  are 
underrepresented  in  the  teaching  profession  or  in  the  curricu- 
lar areas  in  which  they  are  preparing  to  teach. 

(e)  Solicitation  of  Views  on  Selection  Criteria  and  Pro- 
cedures.— In  developing  the  selection  criteria  and  procedures  to  be 
used  by  the  State,  the  State  shall  solicit  the  views  of  local  edu- 
cationgd  agencies,  private  educational  institutions,  and  other  inter- 
ested parties.  Such  views — 

(1)  shall  be  solicited  by  means  of — 

(A)  written  comments;  and 

(B)  publication  of  proposed  selection  criteria  and  pro- 
cedures in  final  form  for  implementation;  and 

(2)  may  be  solicited  by  means  of— 

(A)  public  hearings  "on  the  teaching  needs  of  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools  in  the  State  (including  the 
number  of  new  teachers  needed,  the  expected  supplv  of 
new  teachers,  and  the  shortages  in  the  State  of  teacners 
with  specific  preparation);  or 

(B)  such  other  methods  as  the  State  may  determine  to 
be  appropriate  to  gather  information  on  such  needs.

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SEC.  624.  AMOUNT  AND  DURATION  OF  AND  RELATION  TO  OTHER  AS- 
SISTANCE. 

(a)  Limitations  on  Amount  and  Duration.— Subject  to  sub- 
section (c)  each  Paul  Douglas  Teacher  Scholarship  recipient  shall 
receive  a  $5,000  scholairship  for  each  academic  year  of  postsecond- 
ary  education  for  study  in  preparation  to  become  a  preschool,  spe- 
cial education,  elementary,  or  secondary  teacher.  No  individual 
shall  receive  scholarship  assistance  for  more  than  4  years  of  post- 
secondary  education,  as  determined  by  the  State  agency. 

(b)  Consideration  of  Award  in  Other  Programs. — ^Notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  title  FV  of  this  Act,  scholarship  funds 
awarded  pursuant  to  this  part  shall  be  considered  in  determining 
eligibility  for  student  assistance  under  title  FV  of  this  Act. 

(c)  ASSISTANCE  Not  To  Exceed  Cost  of  Attendance. — No  in- 
dividual shall  receive  an  award  under  the  Paul  Douglas  Teacher 
Scholarship  established  under  this  subpart,  in  any  academic  year, 
which  exceeds  the  cost  of  attendance,  as  defined  in  section  472  of 
this  Act,  at  the  institution  the  individual  is  attending.  A  scholar- 
ship awarded  under  this  part  shall  not  be  reduced  on  the  basis  of 
the  student's  receipt  of  other  forms  of  Federal  student  financial  as- 
sistance, but  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the  eligi- 
bility of  the  student  for  those  other  forms  of  Federal  student  finan- 
cial assistance. 

(20  U.S.C.  1104c) 

SEC.  525.  SELECTION  OF  PAUL  DOUGLAS  TEACHER  SCHOLARS. 

(a)  Selection  by  Statewide  Panels. — Paul  Douglas  Teacher 
Scholars  shall  be  selected  by  a  7-member  statewide  panel  ap- 
pointed by  the  chief  State  elected  official,  acting  in  consultation 
with  the  State  educational  agency,  or  by  an  existing  grant  agency 
or  panel  designated  by  the  chief  State  elected  official  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary.  The  statewide  panel  shall  be  representative  of 
school  administrators,  teachers,  including  preschool  and  special 
education  teachers,  and  parents. 

(b)  Eligibility  for  Selection;  Selection  Criteria  and  Pro- 
cedures.—Selections  of  Paul  Douglas  Scholars  shall  be  made  from 
students  who  have  graduated  or  who  are  graduating  from  second- 
ary school  and  who  rank  in  the  top  10  percent  of  their  graduating 
class.  The  State  educational  agency  shall  make  applications  avail- 
able to  public  and  private  nonprofit  secondary  schools  in  the  State 
and  in  other  locations  convenient  to  applicants,  parents,  and  oth- 
ers. The  statewide  panel  shall  develop  criteria  and  procedures  for 
the  selection  of  Paul  Douglas  Scholars.  Such  criteria  may  include 
the  applicant's  secondary  school  grade  point  average,  involvement 
in  extracurricular  activities,  financial  need,  and  expression  of  inter- 
est in  teaching  as  expressed  in  an  essay  written  by  the  applicant. 
The  panel  may  also  reauire  the  applicant  to  furnish  letters  of  rec- 
ommendation from  teachers  and  others. 

(c)  Waivers. — For  purposes  of  giving  special  consideration 
under  section  523(d),  a  State  may  waive  the  criteria  contained  in 
the  first  sentence  of  subsection  (b)  for  not  more  than  25  percent  of 
individuals  receiving  Paul  Douglas  Teacher  Scholarships  on  or 
after  July  1,  1993.

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SEC.  526.  SCHOLARSHIP  CONDITIONS. 

Recipients  of  scholarship  assistance  under  this  subpart  shall 
continue  to  receive  such  scholarship  payments  only  during  such  pe-

(1)  enrolled  as  a  full-time  student  in  an  accredited  post- 
secondary  institution;

(3)  is  temporarily  totally  disabled  for  a  period  of  time  not 
to  exceed  3  years  as  established  by  sworn  affidavit  of  a  quali- 
fied physician; 

(4)  is  unable  to  secure  employment  for  a  period  not  to  ex- 
ceed 12  months  by  reason  of  the  care  required  by  a  spouse  who 
is  disabled; 

(5)  is  seeking  and  tmable  to  find  full-time  employment  for 
a  single  period  not  to  exceed  12  months; 

(6)  is  seeking  and  unable  to  find  fiiU-time  employment  as 
a  teacher  in  a  public  or  private  nonprofit  preschool,  elementary 
or  secondary  school,  or  education  program  for  a  single  period 
not  to  exceed  27  months;  or 

(7)  satisfies  the  provisions  of  additional  repajnnent  excep- 
tions that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  regulations  is- 
sued pursuant  to  this  subpart. 

(b)  Forgiveness  if  Permanently  Totally  Disabled.— A  re- 
cipient shall  be  excused  from  repajnnent  of  any  scholarship  assist- 
ance received  under  this  subpart  if  the  recipient  becomes  jierma- 
nently  totally  disabled  as  established  by  sworn  affidavit  of  a  quali- 
fied physician.

(i)  gifted  and  talented  children; 

(ii)  limited-English  proficient  children; 

(iii)  children  with  disabilities;  and 

(iv)  economically  and  educationally  disadvantaged 
children; 

(2)  (A)  consultation  with  or  assistance  to  other  school  dis- 
tricts or  private  school  systems;  or 

(B)  development  of  special  innovative  programs; 

(3)  projects  or  partnerships  that  involve  the  business  com- 
munity and  the  schools; 

(4)  programs  that  incorporate  the  use  and  the  sharing  of 
technologies  to  help  students  learn;  or 

(5)  expanding  or  replicating  model  programs  of  staff  devel- 
opment. 

(20  U.S.C.  1105b) 
SEC.  5»4.  SELECTION  OF  CHRISTA  MCAULIFFE  FELLOWS. 

(a)  In  General.— Christa  McAuliffe  fellows  in  each  State  shall 
be  selected  (in  accordance  v/ith  section  535)  by  a  7-member  state- 
wide panel  appointed  by  the  chief  State  school  officer,  or  by  an  ex- 
isting panel  designated  by  the  chief  State  school  officer.  The  state- 
wide panel  shall  be  representative  of  school  administrators,  teach- 
ers, parents,  and  institutions  of  higher  education.

(5)  assess  the  extent  to  which  successful  projects  were  di.-i- 
scminated  and  adopted  by  other  teachers  and  schools  without 
further  Federal  assistance;  and 

(6)  determine  and  explore  ways, to  improve  the  cost-effec- 
tiveness of  such  program. 

(c)  EVAI.UATION  Reports.— The  Secretary  shall  submit  such  in- 
terim evaluation  reports  to  the  President  and  the  Congress  as  may 
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be  appropriate,  and  shall  submit  a  final  report  on  or  before  Janu- 
ary 1,  1997. 

(d)  Ftjnding. — ^The  Secretary  shall  reserve  a  total  of  not  more 
than  $1,000,000  from  the  amounts  appropriated  pursuant  to  the 
authority  of  section  540  in  fiscal  years  1993  through  1997  to  cairy 
out  this  section.

Subpart  3 — Teacher  Corps 

SEC.  541.  TEACHER  CORPS  PROGRAM  AUTHORIZED. 

(a)  Grants  by  the  Secretary. — In  any  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  appropriations  for  this  subpart  do  not  equal  or  exceed 
$50,000,000,  the  Secretary  is  authorized,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  subpart,  to  make  grants,  on  a  competitive  basis, 
to  State  educational  agencies  to  carry  out  Teacher  Corps  activities. 

(b)  State  Grant  Program. — In  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
appropriations  for  this  subpart  equal  or  exceed  $50,000,000,  the 
Secretary  is  authorized,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
subpart,  to  make  grants  to  State  educational  agencies  from  alloca- 
tions under  subsection  (c)  to  carry  out  Teacher  Corps  activities. 

(c)  Allocation. — Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (a),  each 
State  educational  agency  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  grant  under 
this  subpart  in  each  fiscal  year  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the 
amount  appropriated  under  section  548  in  that  fiscal  year  as  the 
school-age  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  school-age  popu- 
lation of  all  States. 

fd)  Teacher  Corps  School.— For  the  purpose  of  this  subpart 
the  term  "Teacher  Corps  school"  means  a  public  elementary  or  sec- 
ondary school  identified  by  the  State  educational  agency  as  having 
the  highest  levels  of  poverty  and  the  lowest  levels  of  student 
achievement  based  on  a  ranking  of  such  elementary  schools  and 
secondary  schools  in  the  State  according  to  the  number  of  children 
living  in  poverty  and  the  levels  of  student  achievement.  In  carrying 
out  the  preceding  sentence,  the  State  educationsd  agency  shall 
identify  and  inform  not  more  than  10  percent  of  such  elementary 
schools  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  such  secondary  schools  in 
the  State  which  have  the  highest  levels  of  poverty  and  the  lowest 
levels  of  student  achievement. 

(e'l  Designation. — 

(1)  Scholarship. — A  scholarship  awarded  under  this  sub- 
part shall  be  referred  to  as  a  "Teacher  Corps  scholarship". 

(2)  Recipient. — A  recipient  of  a  scholarship  under  this 
subpart  shall  be  referred  to  as  a  'Teacher  Corps  member".

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SEC.  542.  USE  OF  FUNDS. 

(a)  Secretary. — The  Secretary  shall  use  funds  provided  pursu- 
ant to  this  subpart  to — 

(1)  disseminate  information  nationally  about  the  availabil- 
ity of  scholarships  under  this  subpart; 

(2)  conduct  activities,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  State  and 
local  educational  agencies,  which  foster  communication  among, 
and  bring  together,  members  of  the  Teacher  Corps,  including 
activities  such  as  written  communications,  meetings,  or  train- 
ing sessions; 

(3)  establish  and  conduct  summer  preservice  orientation 
programs  for  Teacher  Corps  members  about  to  begin  teaching; 

(4)  ensure  that  Teacher  Corps  members  recognize  the  chd- 
lenges  of  teaching  in  a  Teacher  Corps  school; 

(5)  inform  Teacher  Corps  members  of  Teacher  Corps 
schools  and  facilitate  the  hiring  and  placement  of  Teacher 
Corps  members  at  Teacher  Corps  schools;

(D)  academic  assistance,  home  visits,  parental  irivolve- 
ment,  parent-student  advisement  services,  and  family  ad- 
vocacy; and 

(E)  stipends  for  individuals  who  participate  in  the  pro- 
gram assisted  under  this  subpart  for  at  least  10  but  not 
more  than  15  hours  per  week; 

(4)  designate  college  coordinators  at  participating  mstitu- 
tions  of  higher  education  to  train,  supervise,  and  assign  indi- 
viduals to  carry  out  the  activities  of  this  subpart  in  cooperation 
with  State  and  local  educational  agencies  in  which  children 
with  special  needs  have  been  identified;  and

(e)  ADMINISTRATION.— Each  eligible  consortium  receiving  a 
grant  under  this  section  may  use  not  more  than  10  percent  of  such 
grant  for  administrative  expenses.

SEC.  587.  DEVELOPMENT  OF  FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  AND  CULTURE  IN-

vide one  or  more  grants  on  a  competitive  basis  to  a  State  or  local 
educational  agency,  an  institution  of  higher  education,  a  private 
nonprofit  foreign  language  organization,  a  nonprofit  education  asso- 
ciation, or  a  consortium  thereof,  to  enable  such  entity  to  act  as  a 
resource  center  for —  . 

(1)  coordinating  the  development  of  and  disseminating  for- 
eign language  and  culture  instructional  material,  including 
children's  literature  in  foreign  languages,  videotapes  and  com- 
puter software,  and  teacher's  instructional  kits  relating  to 
international  study;  and 

(2)  encouraging  the  expanded  use  of  technology  in  teaching 
foreign  languages  and  culture  at  the  elementary  school  level 
and,  when  the  needs  of  elementary  schools  have  been  met,  at 
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the  secondary  school  level,  with  a  particular  emphasis  on  ex- 
panding the  use  of  technology  in  teaching  foreign  languages 
and  culture  at  elementary  and  secondary  schools  that  have 
proportionally  fewer  resources  available  for  teaching  foreign 
languages  and  cultures,  including  schools  in  urban  and  rural 
areas. 

(b)  Coordination.— In  developing  materials  and  technologies 
imder  this  section,  the  Secretary  shall,  where  appropriate,  make 
use  of  materials  and  technologies  developed  under  the  Star  Schools 
Program  Assistance  Act.

Subpart  3— Small  State  Teaching  Initiative 

SEC.  591.  MODEL  PROGRAMS  AND  EDUCATIONAL  EXCELLENCE. 

(a)  Purpose. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  provide  suffi- 
cient funds  to  small  States  to  enable  such  States  to  develop  model 
programs  for  educational  excellence,  teacher  training  and  edu- 
cational reform. 

(b)  Program  Authorized.— 

(1)  Authority.— The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  make 
grants  to  small  States  in  order  to  enable  such  States  to  make 
grants  to  eligible  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  enhancing  and 
improving  the  quality  of  teacher  education,  training,  and  re- 
cruitment in  the  Nation's  smallest  States. 

(2)  EQUITABLE  DISTRIBUTION.— The  Secretary  shall  award 
grants  described  in  paragraph  (1)  in  equal  amounts  among 
small  States  having  applications  approved  under  subsection 
(e). 

(c)  Institutional  Use  of  Funds.— Eligible  institutions  receiv- 
ing funds  under  this  section  may  use  such  funds  for  the  develop- 
ment of  innovative  teaching  techniques  and  materials,  preservicc 
and  inservice  training  programs,  renovation  of  training  facilities 
and  construction  of  model  classrooms. 

(d)  Definitions.— 

(1)  Small  state.— For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the 
term  "small  State"  means  a  State  the  total  population  of  which 
is  less  than  1,108,500  as  reported  in  the  1990  Census  of  Popu- 
lation and  Housing. 

(2)  Eligible  institution.— For  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  term  "eligible  institution"  means  any  institution  of 
higher  education  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  section  1201(a)) 
that  is  located  in  a  small  State  and  that  provides  a  course  of 
study  which  prepares  an  individual  to  become  a  classroom 
teacher. 

(e)  Application.— Any  eligible  institution  which  desires  to  re- 
ceive a  grant  under  this  section  shall  submit  to  the  State  an  appli- 
cation which — 
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(1)  if  the  State  educational  agency  is  not  administering  the 
program  assisted  under  this  subpart,  certifies  that  the  State 
educational  agency  has  participated  in  the  development  of  the 
application; 

(2)  provides  for  a  process  of  active  discussion  and  consulta- 
tion with  an  advisory  committee  convened  by  the  State  edu- 
cational agency  and  the  eligible  institution;  and 

(3)  describes  how  the  institution  will  use  the  funding. 

(f)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— For  the  purposes  of 
this  part  there  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $5,000,000  for  fis- 
cal year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  in  each  of  the 
4  succeeding  fiscal  years.

Subpart  4 — Faculty  Development  Grants 

SEC.  593.  TRAINING  GRANTS. 

(a)  Grants  Authorized.— The  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
award  grants  to  institutions  of  higher  education  to  enable  such  in-

(3)  provide  funds  to  support  the  release  of  such  faculty 
from  teaching  assignments  for  the  purpose  of  educating  such 
faculty  regarding  the  needs  of  students  with  disabilities. 

(c)  Special  Rules. — ^The  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  grants 
awarded  under  subsection  (a)(1)  are  used  for  programs  that  are  in 
compliance  with  State  and  professionally  recognized  standards  for 
the  training  of  special  education  personnel. 

(d)  Application.— Each  institution  of  higher  education  desiring 
a  grant  under  this  section  shall  submit  an  application  to  the  Sec- 
retary at  such  time,  in  such  manner  and  accompanied  by  such  in- 
formation as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require. 

(e)  Authorization  of  Appropriations.— There  are  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  to  carry  out  this  subpart  $5,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4 
succeeding  fiscal  years. 

(20  U.S.C.  1116) 
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Subpart  5— Early  Childhood  Education  Training 

SEC.  696.  TRAINING  IN  EARLY  CHILDHOOD  EDUCATION  AND  VIO- 
LENCE COUNSELING. 

(a)  Program  Authorized.— The  Secretary  shall  award  grants 
to  institutions  of  higher  education  to  enable  such  institutions  to  es- 
tablish innovative  programs  to  recruit  and  train  students  for  ca- 
reers in — 

(1)  early  childhood  development  and  care,  or  preschool  pro- 
grams; or 

(2)  providing  counseling  to  young  children  from  birth  to  6 
years  or  age  who  have  been  affected  by  violence  and  to  adults 
who  work  with  such  young  children. 

(b)  Application. — ^An  institution  of  higher  education  desiring  a 
grant  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  shall  submit  an  application  to  the 
Secretary  at  such  time,  in  such  form  and  containing  or  accom- 
panied by  such  information  or  assurances  as  the  Secretary  may  re- 
quire. Each  such  application  shall — 

(1)  describe  the  activities  and  services  for  which  assistance 
is  sought; 

(2)  contain  a  plan  in  accordance  with  subsection  (c); 

(3)  demonstrate  that  such  institution  has  the  capacity  to 
implement  such  plan;  and 

(4)  provide  assurances  that  such  plan  was  developed  in 
consultation  with  agencies  and  organizations  that  will  assist 
the  institution  in  carrying  out  such  plan. 

(c)  Plan. — Each  application  described  in  subsection  (a)  shall 
contain  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  recruitment,  retention  and 
training  of  stuaents  seeking  careers  in  early  childhood  development 
or  violence  counseling.  Such  plan  shall  include  a  description  of— 

(1)  specific  strategies  for  reaching  students  at  secondary 
schools,  commimity  colleges,  undergraduate  institutions,  or 
other  agencies  and  institutions  from  which  such  students  are 
to  be  drawn  for  participation  in  the  program,  including  any 
partnerships  with  such  institutions; 

(2)  specific  strategies  for  retaining  such  students  in  the 
program,  such  as  summer  sessions,  internships,  mentoring, 
and  other  activities; 

(3)  methods  that  will  be  used  to  ensure  that  students 
trained  pursuant  to  the  plan  will  find  employment  in  early 
childhood  education,  development  and  care,  or  violence  coun- 
seling; 

(4)  the  goals,  objectives,  and  timelines  to  be  used  in  assess- 
ing the  success  of  the  plan  and  of  the  activities  assisted  under 
this  section; 

(5)  the  curriculum  and  training  leading  to  the  degree  or 
credential  that  prepares  students  for  the  careers  described  in 
the  plan; 

(6)  the  special  plans,  if  any,  to  assure  that  students 
trained  pursuant  to  the  plan  will  be  prepared  for  serving  in 
economically  disadvantaged  areas;  and 

(7)  sources  of  financial  aid,  to  ensure  that  the  training  pro- 
gram offered  pursuant  to  this  section  is  available  to  all  quali- 
fied students. 
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(d)  Selection  and  Priorities.— In  evaluating  the  applications 
submitted  under  this  section,  the  Secietary  shall  prescribe  criteria 
regarding  such  evaluation  and  shall  give  priority  in  granting  funds 
to  institutions  that —  . 

(1)  prepare  students  for  work  in  economically  disadvan- 
taged areas;  j  ^  • 

(2)  plan  to  focus  their  recruitment,  retention,  and  traimng 
efforts  on  disadvantaged  students;  and 

(3)  have  demonstrated  effectiveness  in  providing  the  type 
of  training  for  which  the  institution  seeks  assistance  under 
this  section. 

(e)  Duration  and  Amoxint.— 

(1)  Duration.— A  grant  under  this  section  shall  be  award- 
ed for  a  period  of  not  less  than  3  years  nor  more  than  5  years. 

(2)  Amount.— The  total  amount  of  the  grant  awarded 
under  this  section  to  any  institution  of  higher  education  for

(6)  A  State  Head  Start  association. 

(7)  An  organization  with  significant  experience  in  training 
m  the  fields  of  early  childhood  development,  early  care  and 
early  education. 

(8)  State  agencies  or  departments  administering  or  regu- 
lating employment,  job  training,  and  community  development 
programs. 

(e)  State  Plan.— 

(1)  In  general.— Each  State  desiring  a  grant  under  this 
section  shall  submit,  through  the  lead  agency,  a  plan  to  the 
Secretary  at  such  time,  in  such  manner  and  accompanied  by 
such  information  as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require.

(D)  describe  how  the  State  shall— 

(i)  identify  and  maintain  a  career  development 
path,  based  on  a  progression  of  roles  for  early  child- 
hood development  staff,  with  each  role  articulated 
with  training  and  different  levels  of  responsibility  and 
suggested  compensation,  in  such  manner  as  will  per- 
mit an  individual  to  qualify  for  a  more  responsible 
role;

PART  A— INTERNATIONAL  AND  FOREIGN 
LANGUAGE  STUDIES 

SEC.  601.  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSES. 

(a)  Findings. — The  Congress  finds  that-- 

(1)  the  well-being  of  the  United  States,  its  economy  and 
long-range  security,  is  dependent  on  the  education  and  train- 
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ing  of  Americans  in  international  and  foreign  language  studies 
and  on  a  strong  research  base  in  theso  areas; 

(2)  knowledge  of  other  coi'ntries  and  the  ability  to  commu- 
nicate in  other  languages  is  essential  to  the  promotion  of  mu- 
tual understanding  and  cooperation  among  nations;  and 

(3)  present  and  future  generations  of  Americans  must  be 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  develop  to  the  fullest  extent  pos- 
sible their  intellectual  capacities  in  all  areas  of  knowledge. 

(b)  Purposes.— It  is  the  purpose  of  this  part  to  assist  in  the 
development  of  knowledge,  international  study,  resources  and 
trained  personnel,  to  stimulate  the  attainment  of  foreign  language 
acquisition  and  fluency,  to  develop  a  pool  of  international  experts 
to  meet  national  needs,  and  to  coordinate  the  programs  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  in  the  areas  of  foreign  language,  area  and  other 
international  studies,  including  professional  international  affairs 
education,  and  research. 
(20  U.S.C.  1121) 

SEC.  602.  GRADUATE  AND  UNDERGRADUATE  LANGUAGE  AND  AHKA 
CENTERS. 

(a)  National  Language  and  Area  Centers  Authorized.— 

(1)  General  authority.— The  Secretary  is  authorized— 

(A)  to  make  grants  to  institutions  of  higher  education, 
or  combinations  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing, 
strengthening,  and  operating  comprehensive  language  and 
area  centers  and  programs;  and 

(B)  to  make  grants  to  such  institutions  or  combina- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  strengthening,  and 
operating  a  diverse  network  of  undergraduate  language 
and  area  centers  and  progiams, 

which  will  be  national  resources  for  teaching  of  any  modem 
foreign  language,  for  instruction  in  f.  .>lds  needed  to  provide  fiill 
understanding  of  areas,  regions,  or  countries  in  which  such 
language  is  commonly  used,  for  research  and  training  in  inter- 
national studies,  and  the  international  and  foreign  language 
aspects  of  professional  and  other  fields  of  study,  and  for  in- 
struction and  research  on  issues  in  world  affairs  which  concern 
one  or  more  countries. 

(2)  AUTHORIZFT  ACTIVITIES.— Any  such  grant  may  be  used 
to  pay  all  or  part  t  the  cost  of  establishing  or  operating  a  cen- 
ter or  prog:  ■'m,  including  the  cost  of— 

(A  acuity,  staff,  and  student  travel  in  foreign  areas, 
regions,  or  countries; 

(B)  teaching  and  research  materials; 

(C)  curriculum  planning  and  development; 

(D)  bringing  visiting  scholars  and  faculty  to  the  center 
to  teach  or  to  conduct  research; 

(E)  establishing  and  maintaining  linkages  with  over- 
seas institutions  of  higher  education  and  other  organiza- 
tions that  may  contribute  to  the  educational  objectives  of 
this  section  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  teaching 
and  research  of  the  center  or  program;  and 

(F)  training  and  improvement  of  the  staff,  for  the  pur- 
pose of,  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Secretary 
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finds  necessary,  for  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

(3)  Grants  To  Maintain  Library  Collections.— The  Sec- 
retary may  make  grants  to  centers  described  in  paragraph  (1) 
having  important  library  collections  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  collections. 

(4)  Outreach  Grants  and  Summer  Institutes.— The  Sec- 
retary may  make  additional  grants  to  centers  described  in 
paragraph  (1)  for  any  one  or  combination  of  the  following  pur- 
poses: 

(A)  Programs  of  linkage  or  outreach  between  foreign 
language,  area  studies,  and  other  international  fields  and 
professioneil  schools  and  colleges. 

(B)  Programs  of  linkage  or  outreach  with  2  and  4-year 
colleges  and  universities. 

(C)  Programs  of  linkage  or  outreach  with  departments 
or  agencies  of  Federal  and  State  Governments. 

(D)  Programs  of  linkage  or  outreach  with  the  news 
media,  business,  professional,  or  trade  associations. 

(E)  Summer  institutes  in  foreign  area  and  other  inter- 
national fields  designed  to  carry  out  the  programs  of  link- 
age and  outreach  in  subparagraphs  (A),  (B),  (C),  and  (D) 
of  this  paragraph. 

(b)  Stipends  for  Foreign  Language  and  Area  Studies. — 

(1)  Graduate  stipends.— <A)  The  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  make  grants  to  institutions  of  higher  education  or  combina- 
tions of  such  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  paying  stipends  to 
individuals  undergoing  advanced  training  in  any  center  or  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Secretary  under  this  part. 

(B)  Students  receiving  stipends  described  in  subparagraph

language  use  or  in  a  program  developing  such  performance 
goals,  in  combination  with  area  studies,  international  studies, 
or  the  international  aspects  of  a  professional  studies  program. 

(C)  Stipends  awarded  to  graduate  level  recipients  may  in- 
clude allowances  for  dependents  and  for  travel  for  research  and 
study  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

(2)  Doctoral  stipends. — (A)  The  Secretary  is  authorized 
to  make  grants  to  institutions  of  higher  education  or  combina- 
tions of  such  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  paying  stipends  to 
students  beginning  with  their  third  year  of  graduate  training 
in  any  center  or  program  approved  by  the  Secretary  under  this 
part. 

(B)  Students  receiving  stipends  described  in  subparagraph 
(A)  shall  be  individuals  engaged  in  completing  advanced  degree 
requirements  in  foreign  language,  foreign  area  studies,  or 
other  international  fields. 

(C)  Stipends  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  completing  degree 
requirements,  such  as  the  predissertation  level  studies,  prepa- 
ration for  dissertation  research  including  the  study  of  less  com- 
monly taught  languages,  dissertation  research  abroad,  and  dis- 
sertation writing. 
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(D)  Students  may  receive  stipends  described  in  subpara- 
graph (A)  for  a  maximum  of  4  yeairs  if  such  students  make  sat- 
isfactory progress  toward  completion  of  a  degree  program. 

(3)  Funding  limitations.— The  Secretary  is  not  author-

(a)  Language  Resource  Centers  Authorized. — The  Sec- 
retary is  authorized  to  make  grants  to  and  enter  into  contracts 
with  institutions  of  higher  education,  or  combinations  of  such  insti- 
tutions, for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  strengthening,  and  operat- 
ing a  small  numoer  of  national  language  resource  ana  training  cen- 
ters, which  shall  serve  as  resources  to  improve  the  capacity  to 
teach  and  learn  foreign  languages  effectively.

(4)  the  training  of  teachers  in  the  administration  and  in- 
terpretation of  performance  tests,  the  use  of  effective  teaching 
strategies,  and  the  use  of  new  technologies; 

(5)  the  publication  of  instructional  materials  in  the  less 
commonly  taught  languages;  and 

(6)  the  widespread  dissemination  of  research  results, 
teaching  materials,  and  improved  pedagogical  strategies  to  oth- 
ers within  the  postsecondary  education  community. 

(b)  Conditions  for  Grants.— Grants  under  this  section  shall 
be  made  on  such  conditions  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.

(E)  pro-ams  under  which  foreign  teachers  and  schol- 
ars may  visit  institutions  as  visiting  faculty; 

(F)  international  education  programs  designed  to  de- 
velop or  enhance  linkages  between  two-  and  four-year  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education,  or  baccalaureate  and  post- 
baccalaureate  programs  or  institutions; 

(G)  the  development  of  an  international  dimension  in 
preservice  and  inservice  teacher  training; 

(H)  the  development  of  undergraduate  study  abroad

(a)  Program  Authorized;  Authorization  of  Appropria-

(1)  Program  authorized.— From  the  amount  appropriated

or  research  importance. 

(2)  To  mamtain  in  machine-readable  form  current  biblio- 
graphic information  on  periodicals  and  other  research  mate- 
rials thus  acquired,  and  to  enter  such  information  into  one  or 
more  of  the  widely  available  bibliographic  dri&  bases. 

(3)  To  preserve  such  periodicals  and  other  research  mate- 
rials. 
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(4)  To  make  such  periodicals  and  other  research  materials 
widely  available  to  researchers  and  scholars, 
(c)  Application  anb  Preference.— 

(1)  Appucation. — Each  institution  or  consortium  desiring 
a  grant  under  this  section  shall  submit  an  application  to  the 
Secretary  at  such  time,  in  such  manner,  and  accompanied  by 
such  information  and  assurances  as  the  Secretary  may  reason- 
ably require. 

(2)  Preference.— The  Secretary  shall  give  preference  to 
grant  applications  according  to  the  following  criteria: 

(A)  The  total  number  of  library  research  materials  in 
an  institution's  or  consortium's  collection. 

(B)  The  comprehensiveness,  both  current  and  retro- 
spective, of  the  institution's  or  consortium's  collection  of 
periodicals  and  other  research  materials  published  outside 
the  United  States.

(D)  The  institution's  or  consortium's  technological  ca- 
pability to  share  its  collection  of  periodicals  and  other  re- 
search materials  published  outside  the  United  States  with 
other  institutions  of  higher  education,  with  public  or  non- 
profit institutions,  and  with  individual  scholars. 

(E)  The  institution's  or  consortium's  budget  and  staff 
capability  to  build,  maintain,  and  service  periodicals  and 
other  research  materials  published  outside  the  United 
States. 

(3)  SxnFFiClENT  SIZE. — The  Secretary  shall  award  grants 
under  this  section  of  sufficient  size  to  enable  an  institution  or 
consortium  to — 

(A)  substantially  improve  its  collection  of  foreign  peri- 
odicals and  other  research  materials  published  outside  the 
United  States;  and 

(B)  contribute  to  a  comprehensive  national  base  of  for- 
eign language  materials  for  students  and  scholars. 

(d)  Written  Agreement.— 

(1)  Agreement  required. — Prior  to  the  awarding  of

(e)  Copyright, — Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  considered  to 
amend,  affect,  or  define  the  provisions  of  title  17,  United  States 
Code,  relating  to  copyright.

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SEC.  608.  SELECTION  OF  CERTAIN  GRANT  RECIPIENTS. 

(a)  Competitive  Grants.— The  Secretary  shall  award  grants 
under  section  602  competitively  on  the  basis  of  criteria  that  sepa- 
rately, but  not  less  rigorously,  evaluates  the  applications  for  com- 
prehensive and  undergraduate  language  and  area  centers  and  pro- 
grams.

— Grants  made  and  contracts  entered  into 
pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  used  to  pay  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
cost  of  establishing  or  operating  a  center  or  program,  including  the 
cost  of  faculty  and  staff  stipends  and  salaries,  faculty,  staff  and 
student  travel,  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  overseas  facili- 
ties, the  cost  of  teaching  and  research  materials,  the  cost  of  acquisi- 
tion, maintenance  and  preservation  library  collections,  the  cost 
of  bringing  visiting  scholars  and  faculty  to  a  center  to  teach  or  to 
conduct  research,  the  cost  of  organizing  and  managing  conferences 
and  the  cost  of  publication  and  dissemination  of  material  for  the 
scholarly  and  general  public. 

(c)  Limitation. — The  Secretary  shall  only  award  grants  to  and 
enter  into  contracts  with  centers  under  this  section  that — 

(1)  receive  more  than  50  percent  of  their  funding  from  pub- 
lic or  private  United  States  sources; 
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(2)  have  a  permanent  presence  in  the  country  in  which  the 
center  is  locatea;  and 

(3)  are  organizations  described  in  section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  which  are  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  501(a)  of  such  Code.

(a)  Findings.— The  Congress  finds  that — 

(1)  the  fiiture  economic  welfare  of  the  United  States  will 
depend  substantially  on  increasing  international  skills  in  the 
business  and  educational  community  and  creating  an  aware- 
ness among  the  Ainerican  public  of  the  internationalization  of 
our  economy; 

(2)  concerted  efforts  are  necessary  to  engage  business 
schools,  language  and  area  study  programs,  professional  inter- 
national affairs  education  programs,  public  and  private  sector 
organizations,  and  United  States  business  in  a  mutually  pro- 
ductive relationship  which  benefits  the  Nation's  future  eco- 
nomic interests; 

(3)  few  linkages  presently  exist  between  the  manpower 
and  information  needs  of  United  States  business  and  the  inter- 
national education,  language  training  and  research  capacities 
of  institutions  of  higher  education  in  the  United  States,  and 
public  and  private  organizations;  and 

(4)  organizations  such  as  world  trade  councils,  world  trade 
clubs,  chambers  of  commerce  and  State  departments  of  com- 
merce are  not  adequately  used  to  link  imiversities  and  busi- 
ness for  joint  venture  exploration  and  program  development. 

'  (b)  Purposes. — ^It  is  the  purpose  of  this  part — 

( 1)  to  enhance  the  broad  objective  of  this  Act  by  increasing 
and  promoting  the  Nation's  capacity  for  international  under- 
standing and  economic  enterprise  through  the  provision  of  suit- 
able international  education  and  training  for  business  person- 
nel in  various  stages  of  professional  development;  and 

(2)  to  promote  institutional  and  noninstitutional  edu- 
cational and  training  activities  that  will  contribute  to  the  abil- 
ity of  United  States  business  to  prosper  in  an  international 
economy. 

(20  U.S.C.  1130) 

SEC.  612.  CENTERS  FOR  INTERNATIONAL  BUSINESS  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Program  Authorized.— 

(1)  In  general. — The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  make 
grants  to  institutions  of  higher  education,  or  combinations  of 
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such  institutions,  to  pay  the  Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  plan- 
ning, establishing  and  operating  centers  for  international  busi- 
ness education  which — 

(A)  will  be  national  resources  for  the  teaching  of  im- 
proved business  techniques,  strategies,  and  methodologies 
which  emphasize  the  international  context  in  which  busi- 
ness is  transacted; 

(B)  will  provide  instruction  in  critical  foreign  lan- 
guages and  international  fields  needed  to  provide  under- 
standing of  the  cultures  and  customs  of  United  States 
trading  partners;  and 

(C)  will  provide  research  and  training  in  the  inter- 
national aspects  of  trade,  commerce,  and  other  fields  of 
study. 

(2)  Special  rule. — In  addition  to  providing  training  to 
students  enrolled  in  the  institution  of  higher  education  in 
which  a  center  is  located,  such  centers  shall  serve  as  regional 
resources  to  businesses  proximately  located  by  offering  pro- 
grams and  providing  research  designed  to  meet  the  inter- 
national training  needs  of  such  businesses.  Such  centers  shall 
also  serve  other  faculty,  students,  and  institutions  of  higher 
education  located  within  their  region. 

(b)  Authorized  Expenditures.— Each  grant  made  under  this 
section  may  be  used  to  pay  the  Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  plan- 
ning, establishing  or  operating  a  center,  including  the  cost  of— 

(1)  faculty  and  staff  travel  in  foreign  areas,  regions,  or 
countries; 

(2)  teaching  and  research  materials; 

(3)  curriculum  planning  and  development; 

(4)  bringing  visiting  scholars  and  faculty  to  the  center  to 
teach  or  to  conduct  research;  and 

(5)  training  and  improvement  of  the  staff,  for  the  purpose 
of,  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Secretary  finds  nec- 
essary for,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  this  section. 

(c)  Authorized  Activitles.— 

(1)  Mandatory  activities.— Programs  and  activities  to  be 
conducted  by  centers  assisted  under  this  section  shall  in- 
clude— 

(A)  interdisciplinary  programs  which  incorporate  for- 
eign language  and  international  studies  training  into  busi- 
ness, finance,  management,  communications  systems,  and 
other  professional  curricula; 

(B)  interdisciplinary  progi-ams  which  provide  business, 
finance,  management,  communications  systems,  and  other 
professional  trainmg  for  foreign  language  and  inter- 
national studies  faculty  and  advanced  degree  candidates; 

(C)  evening  or  summer  programs,  such  as  intensive 
language  programs,  available  to  members  of  the  business 
community  and  other  professionals  which  are  designed  to 
develop  or  enhance  their  international  skills,  awareness, 
and  expertise; 

(D)  collaborative  programs,  activities,  or  research  in- 
volving other  institutions  of  higher  education,  local  edu- 
cational agencies,  professional  associations,  businesses, 
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firms,  or  combinations  thereof,  to  promote  the  development 
of  international  skills,  awareness,  and  expertise  among 
current  and  prospective  members  of  the  business  commu- 
nity and  other  professionals; 

(E)  research  designed  to  strengthen  and  improve  the 
international  aspects  of  business  and  professional  edu- 
cation and  to  promote  integrated  curricula;  and 

(F)  research  designed  to  promote  the  international 
competitiveness  of  American  businesses  and  firms,  includ- 
ing those  not  currently  active  in  international  trade. 

(2)  Permissible  activities.— Programs  and  activities  to  be 
conducted  by  centers  assisted  under  this  section  may  include — 

(A)  the  establishment  of  overseas  internship  programs 
for  students  and  faculty  designed  to  provide  training  and 
experience  in  international  business  activities,  except  that 
no  Federal  funds  provided  under  this  section  may  be  used 
to  pay  wages  or  stipends  to  any  participant  who  is  engaged 
in  compensated  employment  as  part  of  an  internship  pro- 
gram; . 

(B)  the  establishment  of  linkages  overseas  with  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  and  other  organizations  that 
contribute  to  the  educational  objectives  of  this  section; 

(C)  summer  institutes  in  international  business,  for- 
eign area  studies,  and  other  international  studies  designed 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  subparagraph  (A)  of  this  para- 
graph; 

(D)  the  development  of  opportimities  for  business  stu- 
dents to  study  abroad  in  locations  which  are  important  to 
the  existing  and  future  economic  well-being  of  the  United 
States; 

(E)  outreach  activities  or  consortia  with  business  pro- 
grams located  at  other  institutions  of  higher  education  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  expertise  regarding  the  inter- 
nationalization of  such  programs,  such  as  assistance  in  re- 
search, curriculum  development,  faculty  development,  or 
educational  exchange  programs;  and 

(F)  other  eligible  activities  prescribed  by  the  Secretary, 
(d)  Advisory  Council.— 

(1)  Establishment. — In  order  to  be  eUgible  for  assistance 
under  this  section,  an  institution  of  higher  education,  or  com- 
bination of  such  institutions,  shall  establish  a  center  advisory 
council  which  will  conduct  extensive  planning  prior  to  the  ss- 
tablishment  of  a  center  concerning  the  scope  of  the  center's  ac- 
tivities and  the  design  of  its  programs. 

(2)  Membership  on  advisory  council.— The  center  advi- 
sory coimcil  shall  include — 

(A)  one  representative  of  an  administrative  depart- 
ment or  office  of  the  institution  of  higher  education; 

(B)  one  faculty  representative  of  the  business  or  man- 
agement school  or  department  of  such  institution; 

(C)  one  faculty  representative  of  the  international 
studies  or  foreign  language  school  or  department  of  such 
institution; 
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(D)  one  faculty  representative  of  another  professional 
school  or  department  of  such  institution,  as  appropriate; 

(E)  one  or  more  representatives  of  local  or  regional 
businesses  or  firms; 

(F)  one  representative  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
the  State  in  which  the  institution  of  higher  education  is  lo- 
cated whose  normal  responsibilities  include  official  over- 
sight or  involvement  in  State-sponsored  trade-related  ac- 
tivities or  programs;  and 

(G)  such  other  individuals  as  the  institution  of  higher 
education  deems  appropriate. 

(3)  Meetings. — In  addition  to  the  initial  planning  activi- 
ties required  under  subsection  (d)(1),  the  center  advisory  coun- 
cil shall  meet  not  less  than  once  each  year  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  center  to  assess  and  advise  on  the  programs  and 
activities  conducted  by  the  center, 
(e)  Grant  Duration;  Federal  Share. — 

(1)  Duration  of  grants.— The  Secretary  shall  make 
grants  under  this  section  for  a  minimum  of  3  years  unless  the 
Secretary  determines  that  the  provision  of  grants  of  shorter 
duration  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  this  section. 

(2)  Federal  share.— The  Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  plan- 
ning, establishing  and  operating  centers  under  this  section 
shall  be — 

(A)  not  more  than  90  percent  for  the  first  year  in 
which  Federal  funds  are  received; 

(B)  not  more  than  70  percent  for  the  second  such  year; 

and 

(C)  not  more  than  50  percent  for  the  third  such  year 
and  for  each  such  year  thereafter. 

(3)  Non-federal  share.— The  non-Federal  share  of  the 
cost  of  planning,  establishing,  and  operating  centers  under  this 
section  may  be  provided  either  in  cash  or  in-kind. 

(4)  Waiver  of  non-federal  share.— In  the  case  of  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  education  receiving  a  grant  under  this  part 
and  conducting  outreach  or  consortia  activities  with  another 
institution  of  higher  education  in  accordance  with  section 
612(c)(2)(E),  the  Secretary  may  waive  a  portion  of  the  require- 
ments for  the  non-Federal  share  required  in  paragraph  (2) 
equal  to  the  amount  provided  by  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation receiving  such  grant  to  such  other  institution  of  higher 
education  for  carrying  out  such  outreach  or  consortia  activities. 
Any  such  waiver  shall  be  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Secretary  deems  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  section. 

(0  Grant  Conditions.— Grants  under  this  section  shall  be 
made  on  such  conditions  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  this  section.  Such  conditions 
shall  include — 

(1)  evidence  that  the  institution  of  higher  education,  or 
combination  of  such  institutions,  will  conduct  extensive  plan- 
ning prior  to  the  establishment  of  a  center  concerning  the 
scope  of  the  center's  activities  and  the  desi<jn  of  its  programs 
in  accordance  with  subsection  (d)(1); 
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(2)  assurance  of  ongoing  collaboration  in  the  establishment 
and  operation  of  the  center  by  faculty  of  the  business,  manage- 
ment, foreign  language,  international  studies,  professional 
international  affairs,  and  other  professional  schools  or  depart- 
ments, as  appropriate; 

(3)  assurance  that  the  education  £ind  training  programs  of 
the  center  will  be  open  to  students  concentrating  in  each  of 
these  respective  areas,  as  appropriate;  and 

(4)  assurance  that  the  institution  of  higher  education,  or 
combination  of  such  institutions,  will  use  the  assistance  pro- 
vided under  this  section  to  supplement  and  not  to  supplant  ac- 
tivities conducted  by  institutions  of  higher  education  described 
in  subsection  (c)(1). 

(20  U.S.C.  1130-1) 
SEC.  613.  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING  PROGRAMS. 

(a)  Program  Authorized.— The  Secretary  shall  make  grants 
to,  and  enter  into  contracts  with,  institutions  of  higher  education 
to  pay  the  Federal  share  of  the  cost  of  programs  designed  to  pro- 
mote linkages  between  such  institutions  and  the  Americsin  busi- 
ness community  engaged  in  international  economic  activity.  Each 
program  assisted  under  this  section  shall  both  enhsmce  the  inter- 
national academic  programs  of  institutions  of  higher  education  and 
provide  appropriate  services  to  the  business  community  which  will 
expand  its  capacity  to  engage  in  commerce  abroad. 

(b)  Authorized  Activities, — Eligible  activities  to  be  conducted 
by  institutions  of  higher  education  pursuant  to  grants  or  contracts 
awarded  under  this  section  shall  include-;- 

(1)  innovation  and  improvement  in  international  education 
currictila  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  business  community,  includ- 
ing development  of  new  programs  for  nontraditional,  mid-ca- 
reer, or  part-time  students; 

(2)  development  of  programs  to  inform  the  public  of  in- 
creasing international  economic  interdependence  and  the  role 
of  American  business  within  the  international  economic  sys- 
tem; 

(3)  mtemationalization  of  curricula  at  the  j\mior  and  com- 
munity college  level,  and  at  undergraduate  and  graduate 
schools  of  business; 

(4)  development  of  area  studies  programs,  and  inter- 
disciplinary international  programs; 

(5)  establishment  of  export  education  programs  through  co- 
operative arrangements  with  regional  and  world  trade  centers 
and  coimcils,  and  with  bilateral  and  multilateral  trade  associa- 
tions; 

(6)  research  for  cmd  development  of  specialized  teaching 
materials,  including  language  materials,  and  facilities  appro- 
priate to  business-oriented  students; 

(7)  establishment  of  student  and  faculty  fellowships  and 
internships  for  training  and  education  in  international  busi- 
ness activities; 

(8)  development  of  opportunities  for  junior  business  and 
other  professional  school  faculty  to  acquire  or  strengthen  inter- 
national skills  and  perspectives; 
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(9)  development  of  research  programs  on  issues  of  common 
interest  to  institutions  of  higher  education  and  private  sector 
organizations  and  associations  engaged  in  or  promoting  inter- 
national economic  activity; 

(10)  the  establishment  of  internships  overseas  to  enable 
foreign  language  students  to  develop  tneir  foreign  language 
skills  and  luiowledge  of  foreign  cultures  and  societies; 

(11)  the  establishment  of  linkages  overseas  with  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  and  organizations  that  contribute  to 
the  educational  objectives  of  this  section;  and 

(12)  summer  institutes  in  international  business,  foreign 
area  and  other  international  studies  designed  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  section. 

(c)  Applications. — No  grant  may  be  made  and  no  contract 
mav  be  entered  into  under  this  section  unless  an  institution  of 
higher  education  submits  an  application  to  the  Secretary  at  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  may  reasonably  require. 
Each  such  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  institution  of  higher  education  with  a 
business  enterprise,  trade  organization  or  association  engaged  in 
international  economic  activity,  or  a  combination  or  consortium  of 
such  enterprises,  organizations  or  associations,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing,  developing,  improving  or  expanding  activities  eligible 
for  assistance  under  suDsection  (b)  of  this  section.  Each  such  appli- 
cation shall  contain  assurances  that  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation will  use  the  assistance  provided  under  this  section  to  supple- 
ment and  not  to  supplant  activities  conducted  by  institutions  of 
higher  education  described  in  subsection  (b). 

(d)  Federal  Share.— The  Federal  share  under  this  part  for 
each  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  such  pro- 
gram. 

(20  U.S.C.  1130a) 
SEC.  614.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. 

(a)  Centers  for  Internationai-  Business  Education.— There 
are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $11,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4  succeed- 
ing fiscal  years  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  612. 

(b)  Education  and  Training  Programs.— There  are  author- 
ized to  be  appropriated  $7,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1993,  and  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  4  succeeding  fiscal  years,  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  613.

PART  C— INSTITUTE  I'OR  INTERNATIONAL 
PUBLIC  POLICY 

SEC.  621.  MINORITY  FOREIGN  SERVICE  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOP- 
MENT PROGRAM. 

(a)  Establishment. — ^The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  award  a 
grant,  on  a  competitive  basis,  to  an  eligible  recipient  to  enable  such 
recipient  to  establish  an  Institute  for  International  Public  Policy 
(hereafter  in  this  part  referred  to  as  the  "Institute").  The  Institute 
shall  conduct  a  program  to  significantly  increase  the  numbers  of 
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African  Americans  and  other  anderrepresented  minorities  in  the 
international  service,  including  private  international  volvmtary  or- 
ganizations and  the  foreign  service  of  the  United  States.  Such  pro- 
gram shall  include  a  program  for  such  students  to  study  abroad  in 
their  jimior  year,  fellowships  for  graduate  study,  internships,  inten- 
sive academic  programs  such  as  summer  institutes,  or  intensive 
language  training. 

(b)  Definition  of  Eligible  Recipient. — 

(1)  In  general. — For  the  purpose  of  this  part,  the  term 
"eligible  recipient"  means  a  consortium  consisting  of  1  or  more 
of  the  following,  entities: 

(A)  An  institution  eligible  for  assistance  under  part  B 
of  title  III  of  this  Act. 

(B)  An  institution  of  higher  education  which  serves 
substantial  numbers  of  African  American  or  other 
underrepresented  minority  students. 

(C)  An  institution  of  higher  education  with  programs 
in  training  foreign  service  professionals. 

(2)  Host  institution. — Each  eligible  recipient  receiving  a 
grant  under  this  section  shall  designate  an  institution  of  high- 
er education  as  the  host  institution  for  the  Institute. 

(c)  Application. — Each  eligible  recipient  desiring  a  grant 
under  this  section  shall  submit  an  application  at  such  time,  in  such 
manner,  and  accompanied  by  such  information  as  the  Secretary 
may  reasonably  require. 

(d)  Duration. — Grants  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
awarded  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  5  years. 

(e)  Match  Required. — The  eligible  recipient  of  a  grant  under 
this  section  shall  contribute  to  the  conduct  of  the  program  sup- 
ported by  the  grant  an  amount  from  non-Federal  sources  equal  to 
at  least  one-fourth  the  amount  of  the  grant,  which  contribution 
may  be  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

(20  U.S.C.  1131) 
SEC.  622.  JUNIOR  YEAR  ABROAD  PROGRAM. 

(a)  PR0GRAI4  Authority. — ^The  Institute  shall  conduct,  by 
grant  or  contract,  a  junior  year  abroad  program.  The  junior  year 
abroad  program  shall  be  open  to  eligible  students  at  institutions  of 
higher  education,  including  historically  Black  colleges  and  univer- 
sities as  defined  in  section  322  of  thin  Act,  tribally  controlled  In- 
dian community  colleges  as  defined  in  the  Tribally  Controlled  Com- 
munity College  Assistance  Act  of  1978,  and  other  institutions  of 
higher  education  with  significant  minority  student  populations.  Eli- 
gible student  expenses  shall  be  shared  by  the  Institute  and  the  in- 
stitution at  which  the  student  is  in  attendance.  Each  student  may 
spend  not  more  than  9  months  abroad  in  a  program  of  academic 
study,  as  well  as  social,  familial  and  political  interactions  designed 
to  foster  an  understanding  of  and  faniiliarity  with  the  language, 
culture,  ecc-ncriiics  and  governance  of  the  host  country. 

(b)  Definition  of  Eligible  Student. — For  the  purpose  of  this 
section,  the  term  "eligible  student"  means  a  student  that  is — 

(1)  enrolled  full-time  in  a  baccalaureate  degree  program  at 
an  institution  of  higher  education;  and 
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(2)  entering  the  third  year  of  study  at  an  institution  of 
higher  education  which  nominates  such  student  for  participa- 
tion in  the  junior  year  abroad  program. 

(c)  Special  Rule. — ^An  institution  of  higher  education  desiring 
to  send  a  student  on  the  junior  year  abroad  program  shall  enter 
into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  Institute  under 
which  such  institution  of  higher  education  agrees  to — 

(1)  provide  the  requisite  academic  preparation  for  students 
participating  in  the  junior  year  abroad  or  internship  programs; 

(2)  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  each  student  it  nominates  for 
participation  in  the  junior  year  abroad  program;  and 

(3)  meet  such  other  requirements  as  the  Secretary  may 
from  time  to  time,  by  I'egulation,  reasonably  require. 

(20  U.S.C.  1131a) 

SEC.  623.  MASTERS  DEGREE  IN  INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS. 

The  Institute  shall  provide,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  mem- 
bers participating  in  the  eligible  recipient  consortium,  a  program  of 
study  leading  to  a  masters  degree  in  international  relations.  The 
masters  degree  program  designed  by  the  consortia  shall  be  re- 
viewed and  approved  by  the  Secretary.  The  Institute  may  grant  fel- 
lowships in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  level  of  support  com- 
parable to  that  provided  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  grad- 
uate fellowships,  except  such  amount  shall  be  adjusted  as  nec- 
essary so  as  not  to  exceed  the  fellow's  demonstrated  level  of  need 
according  to  measurement  of  need  approved  by  the  Secretary.  A  fel- 
lowship recipient  shall  agree  to  undertake  full-time  study  and  to 
enter  the  international  service  (including  work  with  private  inter- 
national voluntary  organizations)  or  foreign  service  of  the  United 
States 

(20  U.S.C.  1131b) 
SEC.  624.  nSTERNSHEPS. 

The  Institute  shall  enter  into  agreements  with  historically 
Black  colleges  and  imiversities  as  defined  in  section  322  of  this  Act, 
tribally  controlled  Indian  community  colleges  as  defined  in  the 
Tribally  Controlled  Commimity  College  Assistance  Act  of  1978, 
other  institutions  of  higher  education  with  significant  numbers  of 
minority  students,  and  institutions  of  higb'^r  cuucaiion  with  pro- 
grams in  training  foreign  service  professionals,  to  provide  academic 
year  internships  during  the  junio:  cuid  senior  year  and  summer  in- 
ternships following  the  sophomore  and  junior  academic  years,  by 
work  placements  with  an  international  voluntary  or  government 
organizations  or  agencies,  including  the  Agency  for  International 
Development,  the  United  States  Information  Agency,  the  Inter- 
national Monetary  Fund,  the  National  Security  Council,  the  Orga- 
nization of  American  States,  the  Export-Import  Bank,  the  Overseas 
Private  Investment  Corporation,  the  Department  of  State,  Office  of 
the  United  States  Trade  Representative,  the  World  Bank,  and  the 
United  Nations. 

(20  U.S.C.  1131c) 
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SEC.  625.  REPORT. 

The  Institute  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  on  the  activities 
of  the  Institute  and  shall  submit  such  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
Education  and  the  Secretary  of  State. 

(20U.S.C.  113  Id) 
SEC.  626.  GIFTS  AND  DONATIONS. 

The  Institute  is  authorized  to  receive  money  and  other  prop- 
erty donated,  bequeathed,  or  devised  to  the  Institute  with  or  with- 
out a  condition  of  restriction,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  financial 
support  for  the  fellowships  or  underwriting  the  cost  of  the  Junior 
Year  Ai)road  Program.  All  funds  or  property  given,  devised,  or  be- 
queathed shall  be  retained  in  a  separate  account,  and  an  account- 
ing of  those  fxinds  and  property  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  re- 
port described  in  section  625.

SEC.  627.  AUTHORIZATION. 

There  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $10,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1993  and  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  4 
succeeding  fiscal  years  to  carry  out  this  part. 
(20  U.S.C.  113  If) 

PART  D— GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

SEC.  631.  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  Definitions.— As  used  in  this  title — 

(1)  the  term  "area  studies"  means  a  program  of  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  aspects  of  a  society  or  societies,  includ- 
ing study  of  its  history,  culture,  economy,  politics,  international 
relations  and  languages;

(2)  to  more  efficiently  use  available  energy  resources,  espe- 
cially coal,  solar  power,  and  other  renewable  energy  resources; 

(3)  to  detect,  remove,  or  otherwise  contain  asbestos  haz- 
ards in  academic  and  other  facilities  used  by  students,  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary; 

(4)  to  construct,  reconstruct,  or  renovate  the  Nation's  aca- 
demic research  and  instructional  instrumentation  and  facili- 
ties, including  libraries  (including  renovation  of  libraries  to

rary  materials),  and  to  acquire  and  maintain  special  research 
and  instructional  instrumentation  and  equipment; 

(5)  to  provide  facilities  for  advanced  skill  training  pro- 
grams that  relate  to  emerging  technologies  and  skill  needs; 

(6)  with  unusual  increases  in  enrollment  or  with  signifi- 
cant internal  programmatic  enrollment  shifts  (according  to 
data  and  criteria  established  by  the  Secretary)  to  construct,  re- 
construct, or  renovate  their  facilities;  or 

(7)  to  preserve  significant  architecture. 

(b)  Priority  on  Renovation. — In  the  awarding  of  grants 
under  part  A  or  B  of  this  title,  priority  shall  be  given  to  projects 
involving  the  renovation  of  facilities.

(1)  a  significant  part  of  the  Federal  mission  in  education 
has  been  to  attain  equal  opportunity  in  higher  education  for 
low-income,  educationally  disadvantaged  Americans  and  Afri- 
can Americans; 

(2)  the  Nation's  historically  Black  colleges  and  universities 
have  played  a  prominent  role  in  American  history  and  have  an 
unparalleled  record  of  fostering  the  development  of  African 
American  youth  by  recognizing  their  potential,  enhancing  their 
academic  and  technical  skills,  and  honing  their  social  and  po- 
litical skills  through  higher  education; 

(3)  the  academic  and  residential  facilities  on  the  campuses 
of  all  historically  Black  colleges  and  universities  have  suffered 
from  neglect,  deferred  maintenance  and  are  in  need  of  capital 
improvements  in  order  to  provide  appropriate  settings  for 
learning  and  social  development  through  higher  education; 

(4)  due  to  their  small  enrollments,  limited  endowments 
and  other  financial  factors  normally  considered  by  lenders  in 
construction  financing,  historically  Black  colleges  and  univer- 
sities often  lack  access  to  the  sources  of  funding  necessary  to 
undertake  the  necessary  capital  improvements  through  borrow- 
ing and  bond  financing; 

(5)  despite  their  track  record  of  long-standing  and  remark- 
able institutional  longevity  and  viability,  historically  Black  col-

(3)  (A)  charge  such  interest  on  loans,  and  provide  for  such 
a  schedule  of  repayments  of  loans,  as  will,  upon  the  timely  re- 
payment of  the  loans,  provide  adequate  and  timely  funds  for

(B)  require  that  any  payment  on  a  loan  expected  to  be  nec- 
essary to  make  a  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds  be  due  not  less  than  60  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment on  the  bonds  for  which  such  loan  payment  is  expected  to 
be  needed; 

(4)  prior  to  the  making  of  any  loan,  provide  for  a  credit  re- 
view of  the  institution  receiving  the  loan  and  assure  the  Sec- 
retary that,  on  the  basis  of  such  credit  review,  it  is  reasonable 
to  anticipate  that  the  institution  receiving  the  loan  will  be  able 
to  repay  the  loan  in  a  timely  manner  pursuant  to  the  terms 
thereof; 

(5)  provide  in  each  loan  agreement  with  respect  to  a  loan 
that,  if  a  delinquency  on  such  loan  results  in  a  funding  under 
the  insurance  agreement,  the  institution  obligated  on  such  loan 
shall  repay  the  Secretary,  upon  terms  to  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary,  for  such  funding; 

(6)  assign  any  loans  to  the  Secretary,  upon  the  demand  of 
the  Secretary,  if  a  delinquency  on  such  loan  has  required  a 
funding  under  the  insurance  agreement; 

(7)  in  the  event  of  a  delinquency  on  a  loan,  engage  in  such 
collection  efforts  as  the  Secretary  shall  require  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  45  days  prior  to  requesting  a  funding  under  the 
inourance  agreement; 

(8)  establish  an  escrow  account — 
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(A)  into  which  each  eUgible  institution  shall  deposit  10 
percent  of  the  proceeds  of  any  loan  made  under  this  part, 
with  each  eligible  institution  required  to  maintain  in  the 
escrow  account  an  amount  equal  to  10  percent  of  the  out- 
standing principal  of  all  loans  made  to  such  intititution 
under  this  part;  and 

(B)  the  balance  of  which — 

(i)  shall  be  available  to  the  Secretary  to  pay  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  the  bonds  in  the  event  of  delin- 
quency in  loan  repajmnent;  and 

(ii)  shall  be  used  to  return  to  an  eligible  institu- 
tion an  amount  equal  to  any  remaining  portion  of  such 
institution's  10  percent  deposit  of  loan  proceeds  follow- 
ing scheduled  repayment  of  such  institution's  loan; 

(9)  provide  in  each  loan  agreement  with  respect  to  a  loan 
that,  if  a  delinquency  on  such  loan  results  in  amounts  being 
withdrawn  from  the  escrow  account  to  pay  principal  and  inter- 
est on  bonds,  subsequent  pajmnents  on  such  loan  shall  be  avail- 
able to  replenish  such  escrow  account; 

(10)  comply  with  the  limitations  set  forth  in  section  724  of 
this  part;  and 

(11)  make  loans  only  to  eligible  institutions  under  this  part 
in  accordance  with  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  to 
ensure  that  loans  are  fairly  allocated  among  as  many  eligible 
institutions  as  possible,  consistent  with  making  loans  of 
amounts  that  will  permit  capital  projects  of  sufficient  size  and 
scope  to  significantly  contribute  to  the  educational  program  of 
the  eligible  institutions. 

(c)  Additional  Agreement  Provisions.— Any  insurance 
agreement  described  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  provide 
as  follows:

(5)  Upon  receipt  by  the  Secretary  or  the  Secretary's  des- 
ignee of  the  certification  described  in  paragraph  (4)  of  this  sub- 
section, the  designated  bonding  authority  may  draw  a  funding 
under  the  letter  of  credit  in  an  amount  equal  to — 

(A)  the  amount  required  to  make  the  next  scheduled

SEC.  731.  FEDERAL  ASSISTANCaS  IN  THE  FORM  OF  LOANS, 

(a)  Authority  and  Conditigns  for  Loans— To  assist  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  and  higher  education  building  agencies  in 
the  construction,  reconstruction,  or  renovation  of  housing,  under- 
graduate and  graduate  academic  facilities,  and  other  educational 
facilities  for  students  and  faculty,  the  Secretary  may  make  loans  of 
funds  to  such  institutions  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  or 
renovation  of  such  facilities.

(d:>  Computation  of  Allowable  Discounts.— The  Secretary

Code,  which  are  applicable  to  corporations  or  agencies  subject  to 
chapter  91  of  such  title,  shall  also  be  applicable  to  the  activities  of 
the  Secretary  under  this  part.

(2)  shall  be  employed  not  more  than  40  hours  in  any  one

(B)  upon  dissolution  of  which  all  title  to  any  property

In  the  case  of  any  loan  made  under  section  731  (as  such  section 
was  in  effect  prior  to  the.  date  of  enactment  of  the  Higher  Edu- 
cation Amendments  cf  1992)  to  a  corporation  described  in  para- 
graph (3)  which  was  not  established  by  the  institution  or  institu- 
tions for  whose  students  or  students  and  faculty  it  would  provide 
housing,  or  to  a  student  housing  cooperative  corporation  described 
in  paragraph  (5),  and  in  the  case  of  any  loan  which  is  obtained 
from  other  sources  by  such  a  corporation,  the  Secretary  shall  re- 
quire that  the  note  securing  such  loan  be  cosigned  by  such  institu- 
tion (or  by  any  one  or  more  of  such  institutions).  Where  the  law

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the  note,  the  Secretary  shall  require  the  corporation  and  the  pro- 
posed project  to  be  approved  by  such  institution  (or  by  any  one  or 
more  of  such  institutions)  in  lieu  of  such  cosigning. 

(c)  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Academic  Facilities.— 

(1)  In  general.— Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2),  the 
term  "undergraduate  and  graduate  academic  facilities"  means 
structures  suitable  for  use  as  classrooms,  laboratories,  hbrar- 
ies  and  related  facilities,  the  primary  purpose  of  which  is  the 
instruction  of  students  pursuing  at  least-  a  2-year  program  ac- 
ceptable for  full  credit  toward  a  baccalf.ureate  degree,  or  for 
administration  of  the  educational  programs  serving  such  stu- 
dents, of  an  institution  of  high'^r  education,  and  maintenance, 
storage,  or  utility  facilities  essential  to  operation  of  the  tore- 
going  facilities,  as  well  as  infirmaries  or  other  facilities  de- 
si:^ed  to  provide  primarily  for  outpatient  care  of  student  and 
instructional  personnel.  Plans  for  such  facilities  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  such  standards  as  the  Secretary  may  pre- 
scribe or  approve  in  order  to  ensure  that  projects  assisted  with 
the  use  of  Federal  funds  under  this  part  shall  be,  to  the  extent 
appropriate  in  view  of  the  uses  to  be  made  of  the  facilities,  ac- 
cessible  to  and  usable  by  individuals  with  disabilities. 

(2)  Exceptions.— The  term  "undergraduate  and  graduate 
academic  facilities"  shall  not  include  (A)  any  facility  intended 
primarily  for  events  for  which  admission  is  to  be  charged  to  the 
general  public,  (B)  any  gymnasium  or  other  facility  specially 
designed  for  athletic  or  recreational  activities,  other  than  tor 
an  academic  course  in  physical  education  or  where  the  Sec- 
retary finds  that  the  physical  integration  of  such  facilities  with 
other  undergraduate  academic  facilities  included  under  this 
part  is  required  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  this  part,  (C)  any 
facility  used  or  to  be  used  for  sectarian  instruction  or  as  a 
place  for  religious  worship,  or  (D)  any  facility  which  (although 
not  a  facility  described  in  the  preceding  clause)  is  used  or  to 
be  used  primarily  in  connection  with  any  part  of  the  program 
of  a  school  or  department  of  divinity. 

(d)  Development  Cost.— The  term  "developmeht  cost  means 
costs  of  the  construction  of  the  houcing  or  other  educational  facili- 
ties and  the  land  on  which  it  is  located,  including  necessary  site 
improvements  to  permit  its  use  for  housing,  academic  facilities,  or 
other  educational  facilities,  except  that  in  the  case  of  the  purchase 
of  facilities  such  term  means  the  cost  as  approved  by  the  Secretary. 

(e)  Faculty.— The  term  "faculty"  means  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty and  their  families. 

(f)  Other  Educational  Facilities.— The  term  other  edu- 
cational facilities"  means  (1)  new  or  existing  structures  suitable  for 
use  as  cafeterias  or  dining  halls,  student  centers  or  student  unions, 
infirmaries  or  other  inpatient  or  outpatient  health  facilities,  or  for

SEC.  751.  congressional  DECLARATION  OF  PURPOSE;  DEFINITION- 
INCORPORATION.  Xi^lllWl^, 

(a)  Pl-RPOSE.— The  Congress  hereby  declare.^  that  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  *his  part  to  authorize  participation  of  the  United  States 
Grovemment  and  the  Student  Loan  Marketing  Association  in  a  pri- 
vate, for  profit  corporation  to  be  known  as  the  College  Construction 
Loan  Insurance  Association  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Cor- 
poration") which  will,  directly  or  indirectly,  alone  or  in  collabora- 
tion with  others — 

(1)  guarantee,  insure,  and  reinsure  bonds,  debentures, 
notes,  evidences  of  debt,  loans,  and  interests  therein,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  are  to  be  used  for  an  education  facilities  pur- 
pose; 

(2)  guarantee  and  insure  leases  of  personal,  real,  or  mixed 
property  to  be  used  for  an  education  facilities  purpose;  and 

(3)  issue  letters  of  credit  and  undertake  obligations  and 
commitments  as  the  Corporation  deems  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  described  in  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2). 

(b)  Status  as  Non-Governmental  Entity.— The  Corporation 
shall  not  be  an  agency,  instrumentality,  or  establishment  of  the 
United  States  Government  and  shall  not  be  a  "Government  cor- 
poration" nor  a  "Government  controlled  corporation"  as  defined  in 
section  103  of  title  5,  United  States  Code.  No  action  under  section 
149 1  of  title  28,  United  States  Code  (commonly  known  as  the  Tuck- 
er Act)  shall  be  allowable  against  the  United  States  based  on  the 
actions  of  the  Corporation. 

(c)  Corporate  Powers  and  LiMiTATiONS.~The  Corporation 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  part  and,  to  the  extent  not 
inconsistent  with  this  part,  to  the  District  of  Columbia  Business 
Corporation  Act.  The  business  activities  of  the  Corporation  shall  al- 
ways be  limited  to  the  purposes  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section.  It  shall  have  the  powers  conferred  upon  a  corporation  by 
the  District  of  Columbia  Business  Corporation  Act  as  from  time  to 
time  in  effect  in  order  to  conduct  its  corporate  affairs  and  to  carry 
out  its  purposes  and  activities  incidental  thereto. 

(d)  Definition  of  Education  Facilities  Purpose.— As  used 
in  this  section,  an  "education  facilities  purpose"  includeo  any  activ- 
ity (including  activities  related  to  the  payment  of  financing  or 
transaction  costs)  relating  to  the  construction,  reconstruction,  ren- 
ovation, acquisition,  or  purchase  of  (I)  education,  training,  or  re- 
search facilities  or  housing  for  students,  faculty,  or  staff,  (2)  any 
underlying  real  property  or  any  interest  therein,  (3)  furniture,  fix- 
tures, and  equipment  to  be  used  in  connection  with  any  education 
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or  training  facility  or  housing  for  students,  faculty,  or  staff,  and  (4) 
instructional  equipment  and  research  instrumentation  includi:ig 
site  preparation  for  such  equipment  and  instrumentation. 

(20  U.S.C.  1132f) 
SEC.  752.  CRITERIA  FOR  GUARANTEES  AND  INSURANCE. 

(a)  General  Rule— The  Corporation  shall  provide  direct  in- 
surance, guarantees,  and  reinsurance  on  obligations  issued  for  edu- 
cation facilities  purposes  only  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section. 

(b)  Allocation  of  Reinsurance  Capacity.— 

(1)  At  least  the  percentages  specified  in  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  bond  and  debenture  issues  rein- 
sured by  the  Corporation  shall  be  issues  which,  without  insur- 
ance, are  listed  by  a  nationally  recognized  statistical  rating  or- 
ganization at  a  rating  below  the  third  highest  rating  of  such 
organization. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  ( 1)  of  this  subsection,  the 
percentages  specified  in  this  paragraph  shall  be —

(B)  30  percent  for  the  second  full  year  of  such  oper- 
ation; and 

(C)  50  percent  for  the  third  full  year  of  such  operation 
and  thereafter. 

(3)  No  bond  or  debenture  issue  which  is  both  reinsured 
and  directly  insured  by  the  Corporation  may  be  counted  toward 
the  fulfillment  of  th'i  requirements  of  paragraph  (1). 

(c)  Direct  Insurance  and  Guarantee  Activities;  Limita- 
tions.— ,      ,  J ,  . 

(1)  All  of  the  assets  and  obligations  directly  covered  by  pri- 
mary insurance  or  guarantees  issued  by  the  Corporation  shall 
be  assets  or  obligations  of  institutions  which  are,  without  in- 
surance or  guarantee,  listed  by  a  nationally  recognized  statis- 
tical rating  organization  at  a  rating  below  the  third  highest 
rating  of  such  organization. 

(2)  At  least  the  percentages  specified  in  paragraph  (3)  of 
the  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  the  assets  and  obligations  rein- 
sured, insured,  and  guaranteed  by  the  Corporation  under  this 
section  shall  be  in  the  direct  insurance  and  guarantee  activi- 
ties specified  in  this  subsection. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  paragraph,  the 
percentages  specified  in  this  paragraph  shall  be — 

(A)  10  percent  for  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the 
Corporation; 

(B)  30  percent  for  the  second  full  year  of  such  oper- 
ation; and 

(C)  50  percent  for  the  third  full  year  of  such  operation 
and  thereafter. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (1),  the  assets  and  obliga- 
tions which  may  be  directly  covered  by  primary  insurance  or 
guarantees  issued  by  the  Corporation  are — 
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(A)  bonds,  debentures,  notes,  evidences  of  debt,  loaiis, 
and  interests  therein,  the  Tjroceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used 
for  an  education  facilities  jiurpose;  and 

(B)  leases  of  persona.,  real,  or  mixed  property  to  be 
used  for  an  education  faci'.ities  purpose. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  paragraph  (1),  the  Corporation  may 
issue  primary  insurance  or  guarantees  covering  the  assets  or 
obligations  of  institutions  which  are,  without  insurance  or 
guarantee,  listed  by  a  nat'onally  recognized  statistical  rating 
organization  at  or  above  th'^  third  highest  rating  of  such  orga- 
nization, subject  to  all  of  the  tollowing  conditions  and  limita- 
tions: 

(A)  The  proposed  transaction  shall  have  been  declined 
for  cover^e  by  all  unaffiliated  monoline  insurers  that  are 
authorized  to  write  financial  guarantee  insurance  and 
that,  in  the  previous  year,  provided  primary  insurance  or 
guarantees  on  educational  facility  obligations.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  publish  by  January  31  of  each  year  a  list  of 
all  such  insurers. 

(B)  Within  2  business  days  of  receiving  complete  docu- 
mentation concerning  a  proposed  transaction  by  an  institu- 
tion seeking  insurance  from  the  Corporation  pursuant  to 
this  paragraph  (5),  an  insurer  shall  offer  to  provide  cov- 
erage or  execute  an  affidavit  of  declination,  or  its  failure 
to  respond  shall  be  deemed  a  declination.  The  institution 
seeking  insurance  from  the  Corporation  shall  file  with  the 
Corporation  the  affidavits  from  all  declining  insurers,  as 
well  as  an  affidavit  of  the  institution's  financial  advisor 
specifically  identifying  the  pertinent  terms  of  the  proposed 
transaction,  the  requested  insurance  coverage,  and  the 
date  on  which  complete  documentation  concerning  the  pro- 
posed transaction  was  submitted  to  each  insurer  and  cer- 
tifying that  such  information  was  provided  to  each  insurer 
that  declined  coverage. 

(C)  The  proceeds  of  the  assets  or  obligations  insured 
or  guaranteed  by  the  Corporation  pursuant  to  this  para- 
graph shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  renovation,  repair, 
replacement,  or  construction  of  academic  and  educational 
facilities  and  shall  not  be  used  for  the  renovation,  repair, 
replacement,  or  construction  of  athletic  facilities. 

(D)  The  aggregate  par  value  of  assets  and  obligations 
insured  or  guaranteed  by  the  Corporation  under  this  para- 
graph (5)  shall  not  exceed — 

(i)  $100,000,000  per  year  during  calendar  years 
1993,  1994,  and  1995;  or 

(ii)  $150,000,000  per  year  during  calendar  years 
1996  and  1997. 

(E)  The  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  transactions  under 
this  paragraph  (5)  shall  not  exceed— 

(i)  in  calendar  year  1993,  1994,  or  1995,  10  per- 
cent of  the  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  assets  and  obli- 
gations directly  covered  by  primary  insurance  or  guar- 
antees issued  by  the  Corporation  under  this  section  in 
such  year;  or 
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(ii)  in  calendar  year  1996  or  1997,  15  percent  of 
the  aggregate  dollar  amount  of  assets  and  obligations 
directly  covered  by  primary  insurance  or  guarantees 
issued  by  the  Corporation  under  this  section  in  such 
year. 

(d)  Notice  of  Services.— The  Corporation  shall  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  publicize  the  availability  of  its  insur- 
ance and  reinsurance  programs  under  this  section  in  a  manner 
that  assures  that  information  concerning  such  programs  will  be 
available  to  each  eligible  institution. 

(e)  Nondiscrimination  Required. — 

(1)  The  Corporation  may  not  carry  out  any  activities  with 
respect  to  any  educational  facilities  purpose  of  a  participating 
institution  if  the  institution  discriminates  on  account  of  race, 
color,  religion  (subject  to  paragraph  (2)),  national  origin,  sex  (to 
the  extent  provided  in  title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments 
of  1972),  or  handicapping  condition. 

(2)  The  prohibition  with  respect  to  religion  shall  not  apply 
to  an  educational  institution  which  is  controlled  by  or  which  is 
closely  identified  with  the  tenets  of  a  particular  religious  orga- 
nization if  the  application  of  this  section  would  not  be  consist- 
ent with  the  religious  tenets  of  such  organization. 

(3)  Each  participating  institution  shall  certify  to  the  Cor- 
poration that  the  institution  does  not  discriminate  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (1).

SEC.  753.  PROCESS  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Student 
Loan  Marketing  Association  shall  each  appoint  2  persons  to  be 
incorporators  oi  the  Corporation.  Tf  either  the  Secretary  of  the

SEC.  754.  OPERATION  AND  ELECTION  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

(a)  In  General.- -The  Corporation  shall  have  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors which  shall  consist  of  11  members,  of  whom  one  shall  be  elect- 
ed annually  by  the  Board  to  serve  as  chairman.  Directors  shall 
serve  for  terms  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  have  been  ap- 
pointed and  qualified,  and  any  member  so  appointed  to  fill  a  va- 
cancy shall  be  appointed  only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Direc- 
tor whom  he  succeeds.  Two  Directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sec-

SEC.  768.  AUTHORITY  OF  SECRETARY  TO  SELL  COMMON  STOCK; 
RIGHT  OF  FIRST  REFUSAL. 

(a)  Authority  To  Sell.— The  Secretary  may,  at  any  time  after 
a  date  which  is  5  years  after  the  date  of  incorporation  of  the  Cor- 
poration, sell  (in  one  or  more  tremsactions)  the  voting  common 
stock  of  the  Corporation  owned  by  the  Secretary.

(2)  the  outstanding  indebtedness  on  all  such  loans  owed  by 
such  institution  equals  at  least  one-quarter  of  the  annual 
budget  for  the  most  recent  fiscal  year  of  the  institution  of  high- 
er education  seeking  forgiveness  of  its  housing  loan  indebted- 
ness, exclusive  of  funds  provided  under  titles  III  and  IV  of  this 
Act,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  the  survival  of  the 
institution  of  higher  education  is  threatened. 

(b)  Definition. — For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the  term  "in- 
stitution of  higher  education"  includes  a  postsecondary  educational 
institution. 

(c)  Application. — Each  institution  of  higher  education  request- 
ing forgiveness  of  any  loan  under  this  section  shall  submit  an  ap- 
plication to  the  Secretary  at  such  time,  in  such  manner  and  con- 
taining or  accompanied  by  such  information,  as  the  Secretary  may 
reasonably  require.

All 
funds  appropriated  in  a  fiscal  year  shall  be  obligated  and  expended 
to  the  students  for  fellowships  for  use  in  the  academic  year  begin- 
ning after  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  funds  were  appro- 
priated. The  fellowships  shall  be  awarded  for  only  1  academic  year 
of  study  and  shall  be  renewable  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  4  years 
of  study. 

(b)  Designation  of  Fellows.— Students  receiving  awards 
under  this  part  shall  be  known  as  "Jacob  K.  Javits  Fellows" 

(c)  Interruptions  of  Study.— The  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation may  allow  a  fellowship  recipient  to  interrupt  periods  of 
study  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  12  months  for  the  purpose  of  work, 
travel,  or  independent  study  away  from  the  campus,  if  such  inde- 
pendent study  is  supportive  of  the  fellowship  recipient's  academic 
program  and  shall  continue  payments  for  those  12-month  periods 
dunng  which  the  student  is  pursuing  travel  or  independent  study 
supportive  of  the  recipient's  academic  program.

(C)  appoint  panels  of  academic  scholars  with  distin- 
guished backgrounds  in  the  arts,  humanities,  and  social 
sciences  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  fellows;  and 

(D)  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Congress  at  least  once 
in  every  3-year  period  a  report  on  any  modifications  in  the 
program  that  the  Board  determines  are  appropriate. 

(3)  Consultations.— In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities, 
the  Board  shall  consult  on  a  regular  basis  with  representatives 
of  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Humanities,  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and 
representatives  of  institutions  of  higher  education  and  associa- 
tions of  such  institution,  learned  societies,  and  professional  or- 
ganizations. 

(4)  Term. — The  term  of  office  of  each  member  of  the  Board 
shall  be  4  years,  except  that  any  member  appointed  to  fill  a  va- 
cancy shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  the 
predecessor  of  the  member  was  appointed.

(1)  In  GENERAL.— The  Secretary  shall  make  grants  to  aca- 
demic departments  and  programs  and  other  academic  units  of 
institutions  of  higher  education  that  provide  courses  of  study 
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leading  to  a  graduate  degree  in  order  to  enable  such  institu- 
tions to  pro\dde  assistance  to  graduate  students  in  accordance 
with  this  part. 

(2)  Additional  grants.— The  Secretary  may  also  make 
grants  to  such  departments  and  programs  and  to  other  units

(A)  is  described  in  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986,  and  is  exempt  from  tax  under  sec- 
tion 501(a)  of  such  Code; 

(B)  is  organized  and  operated  substantially  to  conduct 
scientific  and  cultural  research  and  graduate  training  pro- 
grama; 

(C)  is  not  a  private  foundation: 

(D)  has  academic  personnel  for  instruction  and  coun- 
seling who  meet  the  standards  of  the  institution  of  higher 
education  in  which  the  students  are  enrolled;  and 

(E)  has  necessary  research  resources  not  otherwise 
readily  available  in  such  institutions  to  such  students. 

(b)  Award  and  Duration  of  Grants.— 

(1)  Awards.— The  principal  criterion  for  the  allocation  of 
awards  shall  be  the  relative  quality  of  the  graduate  programs 
presented  in  competing  applications.  Consistent  with  an  alloca- 
tion of  awards  based  on  quality  of  competing  applications,  the 
Secretary  shall,  in  making  such  grants,  promote  an  equitable 
geographic  distribution  among  eligible  public  and  private  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education. 

(2)  DimATlON.- The  Secretary  shall  approve  a  grant  recipi- 
ent under  this  part  for  a  3-year  period.  From  the  sums  appro- 
priated under  this  part  for  any  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  snail 
not  make  a  grant  to  any  academic  department  or  program  of 
an  institution  of  higher  education  of  less  than  $100,000  or 
greater  than  $750,000  per  fiscal  year. 

(3)  Reallotment.— Whenever  the  Secretary  determines 
that  an  academic  department  or  program  of  an  institution  of 
higher  education  is  unable  to  use  all  of  the  amounts  available 
to  it  under  this  part,  the  Secretary  shall,  on  such  dates  during 
each  fiscal  year  as  the  Secretary  may  fix,  reallot  the  amounts 
not  needed  to  academic  departments  and  programs  of  institu- 
tions which  can  use  the  grants  authorized  by  this  part. 

(c)  Preference  to  Continuing  Graot  Recipients. — 

(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  shall  make  new  grant 
awards  under  this  part  only  to  the  extent  that  each  previous 
grant  recipient  has  received  continued  funding  in  accordance 
with  subsection  (b)(2). 

(2)  Ratable  reduction.— To  the  extent  that  appropria- 
tions under  this  part  are  insufficient  to  comply  with  paragraph 
(1),  available  funds  shall  be  distributed  by  ratably  reducing  the 
amounts  required  to  be  awarded  by  subsection  (b)(2).

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SEC.  943.  INSTITUTIONAL  EUGmiLITY. 

(a)  Eligibility  Criteria.— Any  academic  department  or  pro- 
gram of  an  institution  of  higher  education  that  offers  a  program  of 
postbaccalaureate  study  leading  to  a  graduate  degree  in  an  area  of 
national  need  (as  designated  under  subsection  (b))  may  apply  for 
a  grant  under  this  part.  No  department  or  program  shall  be  eligible 
for  a  grant  unless  the  program  of  postbaccalaureate  study  has  been 
in  existence  for  at  least  4  years  at  the  time  of  application  for  assist- 
ance under  this  part. 

(b)  Designation  of  Areas  of  National  Need.— After  con- 
sultation with  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences,  the  National  Endowments  for  the  Arts  and  the 
Humanities,  and  other  appropriate  Federal  and  nonprofit  agencies 
and  organizations,  the  Secretary  shall  designate  areas  of  national 
need,  such  as  mathematics,  biology,  physics,  chemistry,  engineer- 
ing, geosciences,  computer  science,  or  foreign  languages  and  area 
studies.  In  making  such  designations,  the  Secretary  shall  take  into 
account  the  extent  to  which  the  interest  is  compelling  and  the  ex- 
tent to  which  other  Federal  programs  support  postbaccalaureate 
study  in  the  area  concerned.

SEC.  944.  CRITERIA  FOR  APPLICATIONS. 

(a)  Selection  of  Applications. — The  Secretary  shall  make 
grants  to  academic  departments  and  programs  of  institutions  of 
higher  education  on  the  basis  of  applications  submitted  in  accord- 
ance with  subsection  (b).

(9)  include  such  other  information  as  the  Secretary  may 
prescribe.

SEC.  945.  AWARDS  TO  GRADUATE  STUDENTS. 

(a)  Commitments  to  Graduate  Students. — 

(1)  In  general. — An  academic  department  or  program  of

(b)  Amount  of  Stipends. — The  Secretary  shall  make  pay- 
ments to  institutions  of  higher  education  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
stipends  to  individuals  who  are  awarded  fellowships  under  this 
part.  The  stipends  the  Secretary  establishes  shall  reflect  the  pur- 
pose of  this  program  to  encourage  highly  talented  students  to  un- 
dertake graduate  study  as  described  in  this  part.  In  the  case  of  an 
individual  who  receives  such  individual's  first  stipend  under  this 
part  in  academic  year  1993-1994  or  any  succeeding  academic  year, 
such  stipend  shall  be  set  at  a  level  of  support  equal  to  that  pro- 
vided by  the  National  Science  Foundation  graduate  fellowships,  ex- 
cept such  amount  shall  be  adjusted  as  necessary  so  as  not  to  exceed 
the  fellow's  demonstrated  level  of  need  according  to  measurements 
of  need  approved  by  the  Secretary. 

(c)  Treatment  of  Institutional  Payments.— An  institution  of 
higher  education  that  makes  institutional  payments  for  tuition  and 
fees  on  behalf  of  individuals  supported  by  fellowships  under  this 
part  in  amounts  that  exceed  the  institutional  payments  made  by 
the  Secretary  pursuant  to  section  946(a)  may  count  such  payments 
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toward  the  amounts  the  institution  is  required  to  provide  pursuant 
to  section  944(b)(2). 

(d)  Academic  Progress  Required. — Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  (a),  no  student  shall  receive  an  award — 

(1)  except  during  periods  in  which  such  student  is  main- 
taining satisfactory  progress  in,  and  devoting  essentially  full 
time  to,  study  or  research  in  the  field  in  which  such  fellowship 
was  awarded,  or 

(2)  if  the  student  is  engaging  in  gainful  emplojTnent  other 
than  part-time  employment  involved  in  teaching,  research,  or 
similar  activities  determined  by  the  institution  to  be  in  support 
of  the  student's  progress  towards  a  degree.

SEC.  946.  ADDITIONAL  ASSISTANCE  FOR  COST  OF  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Institutional  Payments. — (1)  The  Secretary  shall  (in  ad- 
dition to  stipends  paid  to  individuals  under  this  part)  pay  to  the 
institution  of  higher  education,  for  each  individual  awarded  a  fel- 
lowship under  this  part  at  such  institution,  an  institutional  allow- 
ance.

— Funds  made  available 
pursuant  to  this  part  may  not  be  used  for  the  general  operational 
overhead  of  the  academic  department  or  program.

PART  F— ASSISTANCE  FOR  TRAINING  IN  THE

SEC.  961.  PROGRAM  REQUIREMENTS. 

(a)  Program  Authority.— The  Secretary  shall  carry  out  a  pro- 
gram to  assist  minority,  low-income,  or  educationally  disadvan- 
taged college  graduates  to  successfully  pursue  a  law  degree  and 
sei-vice  in  tne  legal  profession  through  an  annual  grant  or  contract 
with  the  Council  on  Legal  Education  Opportunity  (hereinafter 
CLEO).

(2)  A  6-week  intensive  summer  program  designed  to  pre- 
pare minority,  low-income  or  educationally  disadvantaged  indi- 
viduals for  the  successful  completion  of  legal  studies.

(a)  Findings.— The  Congress  finds  the  following: 

(1)  Over  150,000  youth  offenders  age  21  and  younger  are 
incarcerated  in  the  Nation's  jails,  juvenile  facilities,  and  pris- 
ons. 

(2)  Most  youth  offenders  who  are  incarcerated  have  been 
sentenced  as  first-time  adult  felons. 

(3)  Approximately  75  percent  of  youth  offenders  are  high 
school  dropouts  who  lack  basic  literacy  and  life  skills,  hava  lit- 
tle or  no  job  experience,  and  lack  marketable  skills. 

(4)  The  average  incarcerated  youth  has  attended  school 
only  through  grade  10. 

(5)  Most  of  these  youths  can  be  diverted  from  a  life  of 
crime  into  productive  citizenship  with  available  educational, 
vocational,  work  skills,  and  related  service  programs. 

(6)  If  not  involved  with  educational  programs  while  incar- 
cerated, almost  all  of  these  youths  will  return  to  a  life  of  crime 
upon  release. 

(7)  The  average  length  of  sentence  for  a  youth  offender  is 
about  3  years.  Ti.me  spent  in  prison  provides  a  unique  oppor- 
tunity for  education  and  training. 

(8)  Even  with  quality  education  and  training  provided  dur- 
mg  mcarceration,  a  period  of  intense  supervision,  support,  and 
counseling  is  needed  upon  release  to  ensure  effective 
remtegration  of  youtL  offenders  into  society. 

(9)  Research  consistently  shows  that  the  vast  majority  of 
mcarcerated  youths  will  not  return  to  the  public  schools  to 
complete  their  education. 
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( 10)  There  is  a  need  for  alternative  educational  opportuni- 
ties during  incarceration  and  after  release. 

(b)  Definition.— For  purposes  of  this  part,  the  term  vouth  of- 
fender" means  a  male  or  female  offender  under  the  age  of  25,  who 
is  incarcerated  in  a  State  prison,  including  a  prerelease  facility. 

(c)  Grant  Program.— The  Secretai7  shall  establish  a  program 
in  accordance  with  this  section  to  provide  grants  to  the  State  cor- 
rectional education  agencies  to  assist  and  encourage  incarcerated 
youths  to  acquire  functional  literacy,  life,  and  job  skills,  through 
the  pursuit  o?  a  postsecondary  education  certificate,  or  an  associate 
of  arts  or  bachelor's  degree  while  in  prison,  and  employment  coun- 
seling and  other  related  services  which  start  during  incarceration 
and  continue  through  prerelease  and  while  on  parole. 

(d)  Application.— To  be  eligible  for  a  grant  under  this  section, 
a  State  correctional  education  agency  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary 
a  proposal  for  a  youth  offender  program  that — 

(1)  identifies  the  scope  of  the  problem,  including  the  num- 
ber of  incarcerated  youths  in  need  of  postsecondary  education 
and  vocational  training;

(10)  Economic  development. 

(11)  Urban  environmental  concerns. 

(12)  Other  problem  areas  which  participants  in  the  consor- 
tium descnbed  in  section  1103(a)(2)(B)  concur  are  of  high  pri- 
ority in  the  urban  area. 

(13)  (A)  Problems  faced  by  individuals  with  disabilities  re- 
garding accessibility  to  institutions  of  higher  education  and 
other  public  and  private  community  facilities. 

(B)  Amelioration  of  existing  attitudinal  barriers  that  pre- 
vent full  inclusion  by  individuals  with  disabilities  with  their 
community.

SEC.  1105.  PEER  REVIEW.

(c)  Continuation  of  Literacy  or  Mentoring  Program.—

(ii)  such  individuals  will  be  required,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  receiving  credit  in  such  course,  to  perform,  for 
each  credit,  not  less  than  2  hours  a  week,  of  voluntary, 
uncompensated  service  during  the  academic  term  in  a 
public  community  agency  as  a  tutor  in  such  agency's 
educational  or  literacy  program; 
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(iii)  such  tutoring  service  will  be  supplementary  to 
the  existing  instructional  services,  offered  in  a  struc- 
tured classroom  setting,  and  furnished  under  the  su- 
pervision of  qualified  personnel;  and 

(iv)  the  institution  will  locate  such  tutoring  serv- 
ices in  one  or  more  public  community  agencies  which 
serve  educationally  or  economically  disadvantaged  in- 
dividuals, and  will  give  priority  in  providing  tutoring 
services  to — 

(I)  educationally  disadvantaged  students  re- 
ceiving services  under  title  I  of  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965; 

(II)  students  with  disabilities;  and 

(III)  illiterate  parents  of  educationally  or  eco- 
nomically disadvantaged'  elementary  school  stu- 
dents, with  special  emphasis  on  single-parent 
households;  and 

(C)  demonstrate  that  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation has  participated,  prior  to  applying  for  a  grant  under 
this  subpart,  in  community  service  activities,  including  the 
conduct  of  a  cooperative  education  program;  and 

(D)  contain  such  other  assurances  as  the  Secretary 
may  reasonably  require. 

(2)  Mentoring  corps.— Each  application  to  conduct  a  stu- 
dent mentoring  corps  program  under  this  subpart  shall— 

(A)  contain  assurances  that  the  institution  will  use  the 
grant  in  accordance  with  section  1144; 

(B)  contadn  adequate  assurances  that — 

(i)  the  institution  has  established  1  or  more 
courses  of  instruction  for  academic  credit  which  are 
designed  to  combine  the  training  of  undergraduate 
students  of  various  academic  departments  with  experi- 
ence as  mentors; 

(ii)  such  individuals  will  be  required,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  receiving  credit  in  such  course,  to  perform  not 
less  than  60  hours  of  voluntary,  uncompensated  serv- 
ice during  the  academic  term  as  a  mentor  to  economi- 
cally disadvantaged  children  and  youth; 

(iii)  such  mentoring  will  be  complimentary  to  the 
existing  instructional  services  offered  in  a  structured 
classroom  setting,  and  will  include  structured  and  in- 
formal activities  geared  towards  improving  the  aca- 
demic, social  and  emotional  development  of  children  in 
the  programs; 

(iv)  the  institution  will  locate  public  community 
agencies  or  elementary  or  secondary  schools  which 
serve  educationally  or  economically  disadvantaged 
youth  and  will  give  priority  in  providing  mentoring 
services  to  economically  disadvantaged  children  and 
youth  through  community-based  organizations  or  ele- 
mentary or  secondary  schools; 

(C)  demonstrate  that  the  institution  of  higher  edu- 
cation has  participated,  prior  to  applying  for  a  grant  under 
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this  subpart,  in  community  service  activities,  including  the 
conduct  of  a  cooperative  education  program;  and 

(D)  contain  such  other  assurances  as  the  Secretary 
may  reasonably  require. 

(c)  Waiver. — 

(1)  In  general.— The  Secretary  may,  upon  request  of  an 
institution  of  higher  education  which  does  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  subsection  (b)(1)(C)  or  (b)(2)(C),  grant  a  waiver 
of  the  requirement  under  such  paragraph  if  the  institution  of 
higher  education  provides  assurances  that — 

(A)  the  institution  of  higher  education  has  conducted 
another  significant  program  which  involves  community 
outreach  and  service;  or 

(B)  its  failure  to  engage  in  commimity  service-related 
programs  or  activities  prior  to  making  application  under 
this  subpart  will  not  impede  the  ability  of  the  institution 
to  engage  in  the  outreach  efforts  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  of  this  subpart. 

(2)  Special  rule. — ^An  institution  of  higher  education  may 
apply  for  a  waiver  as  part  of  the  application  described  in  sub- 
section (b). 

(d)  Carryover  of  Funds. — Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  law,  in  any  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  are  appropriated 
vinder  this  subpart  but  not  expended  by  the  end  of  such  fiscal  year, 
at  least  75  percent  of  such  funds  shall  remain  available  in  the  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  year  to  carry  out  this  subpart.

SEC.  1206.  COMMISSION  TO  STUDY  POSTSECONDARY  INSTITUTIONAL 
AND  PROGRAMMATIC  RECOGNITION  PROCESS. 

(a)  There  is  established  in  the  legislative  branch  a  Joint  Study 
Commission  on  Postsecondary  Institutional  Recognition  (hereafter 
in  this  section  referred  to  as  the  "Commission"). 

(b)  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  5  members  appointed 
jointly  ly  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Majority  Leader  and  the  Minority  Leader,  and 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Majority  Leader  and  the  Minority  Leader. 

(c)  (1)  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  appointed,  on  the 
basis  of  their  integrity,  impartiality,  and  good  judgment,  from 
among  individuals  who,  as  a  result  of  their  training,  experience, 
and  attainment,  are  widely  recognized  by  professionals  in  the  fields 
of  education  and  governmental  administration  as  experts  in  those 
fields. 

(2)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  may  not,  at 
the  time  of  their  appointment,  be  serving  as  either  employees  or  of- 
ficers of  any  accrediting  agency  or  an  organization  of  accrediting 
agencies,  currently  serving  as  administrators  of  accredited  institu- 
tions, or  be  current  or  past  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Accreditation  and  Institutional  Eligibility  of  the  Department. 

(3)  Vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Commission  shall  not 
affect  the  power  of  the  remaining  members  to  perform  the  duties 
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of  the  Commission  and  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
the  original  appointment  was  made. 

(4)  Each  member  of  the  Commission  not  otherwise  employed  by 
the  United  States  Government  shall  receive  the  daily  equivalent  of 
the  annual  basic  pay  for  level  V  of  the  Executive  Schedule  under 
section  5316  of  title  5,  United  States  Code,  for  each  day  during 
which  such  member  is-  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  Commission.  Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  allowed  travel  expenses  in  the  same  manner  as  any  individual 
employed  intermittently  by  the  Federal  Government  is  allowed 
travel  expenses  under  section  5703  of  title  5,  United  States  Code. 

(dXl)  The  Commission  shall  conduct  a  thorough  study  of  the 
institutional  and  programmatic  recognition  process  used  by  the  De- 
partment in  determining  institutional  or  programmatic  eligibility 
for  student  participation  in  Federal  student  assistance  programs 
under  this  Act  with  attention  being  given  to  the  accreditation  of 
various  types  of  public  and  private  postsecondary  institutions  and 
programs. 

(2)  The  study  shall  address,  analyze,  and  report  specifically 
on — 

(A)  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  standards  and  criteria 
used  by  existing  accreditation  agencies; 

(B)  the  reliability  and  validity  of  the  institutional  and  pro- 
grammatic review  processes  used  by  the  existing  accreditation 
agencies; 

(C)  the  adequacy  of  the  current  accreditation  methodology 
and  system; 

(D)  alternative  structures,  standards,  criteria,  and  proc- 
esses that  might  be  used  in  accrediting  institutions  and  pro- 
grams; 

(E)  the  indicators  of  educational  quality  that  might  be  in- 
corporated into  the  accreditation  process; 

(F)  the  educational  outcome  measurements  that  might  be 
used  in  the  accreditation  process; 

(G)  the  indicators  of  institutional  and  programmatic  qual- 
ity that  should  be  provided  to  applicants  and  students;  and 

(H)  alternative  approaches  that  might  be  used  by  the  Sec- 
retary for  institutional  and  programmatic  recognition  to  permit 
student  participation  in  Federal  student  assistance  programs, 

as  each  factor  bears  on  eligibility  for  participation  in  Federal  stu- 
dent assistance  programs. 

(3)  The  study  shall  also  include  an  analysis  of— 

(A)  the  processes  and  procedures  currently  utilized  by  the 
Secretary  and  the  Department  in  determining  institutional  and 
program  eligibility  for  receiving  Federal  student  assistance 
funds; 

(B)  the  operations  and  effectiveness  in  carrying  out  eligi- 
bility determination  of  the  division  of  the  Department  referred 
to  as  the  "Division  of  Eligibility  and  Agency  Evaluation"; 

(C)  review  of  alternatives  to  accreditation  in  determining 
eligibility  and  their  acceptability; 

(D)  the  role  and  effectiveness  of,  participation  agreements, 
between  institutions  and  programs  and  the  Department  in  de- 
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termining  specific  institutional  program  eligibility  for  Federal 
funds; 

(E)  the  ability  of  the  Department  to  enforce  conditions 
specified  in  participation  agreements,  including  institutional

(F)  the  current  status,  functionmg,  and  effectiveness  of  the 
National  Advisory  Committee  on  Accreditation  and  Institu- 
tional Eligibility,  including  its  role  in  developing  criteria  for 
recognition  of  accrediting  agencies  and  evaluating  their  success 
in  assessing  the  quality  of  tne  education  or  training  offered. 

(e)  The  Commission  shall  adopt  procedures  allowing  any  inter- 
ested party  to  submit  information  with  respect  to  the  recognition 
process,  including  critiques  of  current  accrediting  agency  recogni- 
tion procedures,  accreditation  procedures,  possible  alternative  pro- 
cedures, and  proposed  changes  in  criteria  for  recognition  of  individ- 
ual accrediting  agencies. 

(f)  The  Commission  shall  prepare  a  narrative  and  statistical  re- 
port consisting  of— 

(1)  an  overview  description  of  the  voluntanr  accrediting 
process  used  for  postsecondary  education  in  the  United  States; 

and  . 

(2)  a  brief  description  of  each  accrediting  agency  recog- 
nized by  the  Department. 

The  report  shall  include  at  least  a  statement  of  the  agenc/s  pur- 
pose and  a  description  of  the  organizational  and  governance  struc- 
ture of  the  agency,  the  agency's  accreditation  and  visitation  proce- 
dures, employers  of  members  of  the  accrediting  agenc^s  governing 
body,  the  agency's  sources  of  financial  support,  and  such  back- 
ground information  as  the  Commission  may  request  from  the  agen- 
cy regarding  the  number  of  members,  number  of  candidates  for  ac- 
creditation, number  of  members  voluntarily  withdrawn  afler  mem- 
bership, number  of  applications  withdrawn  before  membership, 
number  of  members  dropped,  and  number  of  applicants  denied  ac- 
creditation. The  report  shall  include  the  types  of  information 
shared  among  the  various  accrediting  agencies,  the  degree  of  dupli- 
cation among  accrediting  agencies  in  the  current  system,  and  an 
analysis  of  reported  complaints  by  the  agency  and  its  member  in- 
stitutions and  programs. 

(g)  The  Commission  shall  also  prepare  a  report  on—

(2)  the  history  and  current  operations  of  the  National  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Accreditation  and  Institutional  Eligibility, 
including  current  criteria  for  Federal  recognition  of  accrediting 
bodies,  how  the  criteria  were  developed,  possible  modifications, 
and  procedures  for  accomplishing  this;  and 

(3)  with  respect  to  the  Department  in  general,  an  overview 
of  its  role  in  the  institutional  and  programmatic  recognition 
process  as  it  relates  to  eligibility  for  Federal  student  assist- 
ance, including  recommendations,  if  appropriate,  on  how  this 
role  might  be  changed  and  improved. 

(h)  (1)(A)  By  agreement  between  the  President  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
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Commission  is  authorized  to  secure  on  a  reimbursable  basis,  office 
space,  clerical  personnel,  travel  expenses,  and  such  supplies  and 
equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  carry  out 
the  study. 

(B)  Subject  to  such  limitations  as  the  President  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  may 
jointly  prescribe,  the  Commission  may  appoint  such  personnel  as 
the  Commission  deems  necessary  and  fix  the  compensation  at  an

(E)  provide  transportation  and  subsistence  for  persons 
serving  without  compensation. 

(3)  Upon  request  by  the  Commission,  the  head  of  any  Federal 
agency  is  authorized  to  detail,  on  a  reimbursable  basis,  any  of  the 
personnel  of  such  agency  to  the  Commission  to  assist  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  study. 

(i)  The  Commission  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  study  required  by  this  section  to  the  Post- 
secondary  Education  Subcommittee  of  the  Education  and  Labor 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Subcommittee 
on  Education,  Arts,  and  Humanities  of  the  Labor  and  Human  Re- 
sources Committee  of  the  Senate  not  later  than  one  year  after 
funds  are  appropriated  and  made  available  for  this  study. 

H)  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $1,000,000  to  carry 
out  the  study  authorized  by  this  section.

SEC.  1207.  STUDENT  REPRESENTATION. 

The  Secretary  shall,  in  appointing  individuals  to  any  commis- 
sion, committee,  board,  panel,  or  other  body  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  this  Act,  include  individuals  who  are,  at  the  time 
of  appointment,  attending  an  institution  of  higher  education.

SEC.  1208.  FINANCIAL  RESPONSIBILI   .  OF  FOREIGN  STUDENl^. 

Nothing  in  this  Act  or  any  other  Federal  law  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  any  institution  of  higher  education  from  requir- 
ing a  student  who  is  a  foreign  national  (and  not  admitted  to  perma- 
nent residence  in  the  United  States)  to  guarantee  the  future  pay- 
ment of  tuition  and  fees  to  such  institution  by  (1)  making  advance 
payment  of  such  tuition  and  fees,  (2)  making  deposits  in  an  escrow 
account  administered  by  such  institution  for  such  payments,  or  (3) 
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obtaining  a  bond  or  other  insurance  that  such  payments  will  be 
made.

SEC.  1209.  DISCLOSURES  OF  FOREIGN  GIFTS. 

(a)  Disclosure  Report.— Whenever  any  institution  is  owned 
or  controlled  by  a  foreign  source  or  receives  a  gift  from  or  enters 
into  a  contract  with  a  foreign  source,  the  value  of  which  is  ^250,000 
or  more,  considered  alone  or  in  combination  with  all  other  gifts 
from  or  contracts  with  that  foreign  source  within  a  calendar  year, 
the  institution  shall  file  a  disclosure  report  with  the  Secretary  on 
January  31  or  July  31,  whichever  is  sooner. 

(b)  Contents  of  Report.— Each  report  to  the  Secretary  re- 
quired by  this  Act  shall  contain: 

(1)  For  gifts  received  from  or  contracts  entered  mto  with 
a  foreign  source  other  than  a  foreign  government,  the  aggre- 
gate dollar  amount  of  such  gifts  and  contracts  attributable  to 
a  particular  country.  The  country  to  which  a  gift  is  attributable 
is  the  country  of  citizenship,  or  if  unknown,  the  principal  resi- 
dence for  a  foreign  source  who  is  a  natural  person,  and  the 
country  of  incorporation,  or  if  unknown,  the  principal  place  of 
business,  for  a  foreign  source  which  is  a  legal  entity. 

(2)  For  gifts  received  from  or  contracts  entered  mto  with 
a  foreign  government,  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  gifts  and 
contracts  received  from  each  foreign  government. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  an  institution  which  is  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  a  foreign  source,  the  identity  of  the  foreign  source, 
the  date  on  which  the  foreign  source  assumed  ownership  or 
control,  and  any  changes  in  program  or  structure  resulting 
from  the  change  in  ownership  or  control. 

(c)  Additional  Disclosures  for  Restricted  and  Condi- 
tional Gifts.— Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsection  (b), 
whenever  any  institution  receives  a  restricted  or  conditional  gift  or 
contract  from  a  foreign  source,  the  institution  shall  disclose: 

(1)  For  such  gifts  received  from  or  contracts  entered  into 
with  a  foreign  source  other  than  a  foreign  government,  the 
amount,  the  date,  and  a  description  of  such  conditions  or  re- 
strictions. The  report  shall  also  disclose  the  country  of  citizen- 
ship, or  if  unknown,  the  principal  residence  for  a  foreign  source 
which  is  a  natural  person,  and  the  country  of  incorporation,  or 
if  unknown,  the  principal  place  of  business  for  a  foreign  source 
which  is  a  legal  entity. 

(2)  For  gifts  received  from  or  contracts  entered  into  with 
a  foreign  government,  the  amount,  the  date,  a  description  of 
such  conditions  or  restrictions,  and  the  name  of  the  foreign 
government. 

(d)  Relation  TO  Other  Reporting  Requirements.— 

(1)  State  requirements. — If  an  institution  described 
under  subsection  (a)  is  within  a  State  which  has  enacted  re- 
quirements for  public  disclosure  of  gifts  from  or  contracts  with 
a  foreign  source  that  are  substantially  similar  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  section,  a  copy  of  the  disclosure  report  filed  with 
the  State  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  in  lieu  of  a  report 
required  under  subsection  (a).  The  State  in  which  the  institu- 
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tion  is  located  shall  provide  to  the  Secretary  such  assurances 
as  the  Secretary  may  require  to  establish  that  the  institution 
has  met  the  requirements  for  public  disclosure  under  State  law 
if  the  State  report  is  filed. 

(2)  Use  of  other  federal  reports.— If  an  institution  re- 
ceives a  gift  from,  or  enters  into  a  contract  with,  a  foreign 
source,  where  any  other  department,  agency,  or  bureau  of  the 
Executive  Branch  requires  a  report  containing  requirements 
substantially  similar  to  those  required  under  this  Act,  a  copy 
of  this  report  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  in  lieu  of  a  report 
required  under  subsection  (a). 

(e)  Public  Inspection.— All  disclosure  reports  required  by  this 
Act  shall  be  public  records  open  to  inspection  and  copying  during 
business  hours. 

(D  Enforcement.— 

(1)  Court  orders.— Whenever  it  appears  that  an  institu- 
tion has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section, 
including  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  thereunder,  a 
cml  action  may  be  brought  in  an  appropriate  district  court  of 
the  United  States,  or  the  appropriate  United  States  court  of 
any  territory  or  other  place  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States,  to  request  such  court  to  compel  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Act. 

(2)  Costs.— For  knowing  or  willful  failure  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section,  including  any  rule  or  regula- 
tion promulgated  thereunder,  an  institution  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  the  full  costs  to  the  United 
States  of  obtaining  compliance,  including  all  associated  costs  of 
investigation  and  enforcement. 

(g)  Regulations.— The  Secretary  may  promulgate  regulations 
to  carry  out  the  ministerial  duties  imposed  on  the  Secretary  by  this 
section. 

(h)  Definitions.— For  the  purpose  of  this  section— 

(1)  the  term  "contract"  means  any  agreement  for  the  acqui- 
sition by  purchase,  lease,  or  barter  of  property  or  services  by 
the  foreign  source,  for  the  direct  benefit  or  use  of  either  of  the 
parties; 

(2)  the  term  "foreign  source"  means— 

(A)  a  foreign  government,  including  an  agency  of  a  for- 
eign government; 

(B)  a  legal  entity,  governmental  or  otherwise,  created 
solely  under  the  laws  of  a  foreign  state  or  states; 

(C)  an  individual  who  is  not  a  citizen  or  a  national  of 
the  United  States  or  a  trust  territory  or  protectorate  there- 
of; and 

(D)  an  agent,  including  a  subsidiary  or  affiliate  of  a 
foreign  legal  entity,  acting  on  behalf  of  a  foreign  source; 

(3)  the  term  "gift"  means  any  gift  of  money  or  property; 

(4)  the  term  "institution"  means  any  institution,  public  or 
pnvate,  or,  if  a  multicampus  institution,  any  single  campus  of 
such  institution,  in  any  State  which— 

(A)  is  legally  authorized  within  such  State  to  provide 
a  program  of  education  beyond  secondary  school;

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(B)  provides  a  program  for  which  it  awards  a  bach- 
elor's degree  (or  provides  not  less  than  a  2-year  program 
which  is  acceptable  for  full  credit  toward  such  a  degree)  or 
more  advanced  degrees;  and 

(C)  is  accredited  by  a  nationally  recognized  accreditmg 
agency  or  association  and  to  which  institution  Federal  fi-

SEC.  1210.  APPUCATION  OF  PEER  REVIEW  PROCESS. 

All  applications  submitted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
which  require  peer  review  shall  be  read  by  a  panel  of  readers  com- 
posed of  individuals  selected  by  the  Secretary  which  shall  include 
outside  readers  who  are  not  employees  of  the  Federal  Government. 
The  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  no  individual  assigned  under  this 
section  to  review  any  application  has  any  conflict  of  interest  with 
regard  to  that  application  which  might  impair  the  impartiality  with 
which  that  individual  conducts  the  review  under  this  section.

SEC  1211.  AGGREGATE  LIMIT  OF  AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIA-

SEC.  1212.  TECHNOLOGY  TRANSFER  CENTERS. 

(a)(1)(A)  Except  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (B),  there  are  au- 
thorized to  be  appropriated  $15,000,000  for  fiscal  year  1988  and 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  each  of  the  3  succeeding  fiscal 
years  to  develop,  construct,  and  operate  regional  technology  trans- 
fer centers.  The  Secretary  shall  establish  such  regional  centers— 
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(i)  to  promote  the  study  and  development  of  programs  and 
depositories  necessary  to  further  the  transfer  of  technology  rel- 
evant to  a  respective  region's  economy; 

(ii)  to  assist  in  developing  incubator  facilities  to  encourage 
new  economic  initiatives; 

(iii)  to  provide  technical  assistance  linking  imiversity  ex- 
pertise and  private  sector  resources  to  solve  technicEd,  market- 
ing, and  manufacturing  problems  associated  with  technology- 
transfer  and  start-up  businesses;  and 

(iv)  to  ensure  consideration  of  the  economic  development 
needs  of  rural  as  well  as  urban  areas  within  the  region. 

(B)  The  Secretary  shall  reserve  not  less  than  $3,000,000  of 
amounts  appropriated  pursuant  to  subparagraph  (A)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  the  Training  Technology  Transfer  Act  of  1988. 

(2)  In  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  this  section,  regional 
technology-transfer  centers  are  authorized — 

(A)  to  build  on  or,  where  needed,  develop  telecommuni- 
cations systems  to  link  the  centers  and  their  affiliates  with  in- 
dustrial users; 

(B)  to  build  on  or  develop  necessary  computer  networks 
and  data  bases;  and 

(C)  to  utilize  or  help  develop  regional  and  national  librar- 
ies. 

(b)  Financial  assistance  to  each  center  shall  be  awarded  com- 
petitively. Such  financial  assistance  shall  be  awarded  for  the  estab- 
lishment or  operation  of  such  centers. 

(c)  Each  regional  center  established  shall  be  operated  by  an  ap- 
propriately qualified  college  or  university  within  the  region,  a  con- 
sortium of  such  schools  within  the  region,  or  a  university-related 
research  park  or  center,  and  such  regional  center  shall,  where 
deemed  necessary,  establish  one  or  more  affiliate  centers  at  col- 
leges and  universities  based  in  other  States  within  the  region. 

(d)  In  establishing  such  centers,  the  institutions  applying  shall 
show  in  their  application — 

(1)  how  the  center  will  facilitate  the  economy  of  the  region; 

(2)  that  the  center's  mission  is  compatible  with  the  eco- 
nomic development  plans  of  States  in  the  region;  and 

(3)  that  appropriate  consultation  with  the  relevant  State 
agencies  concerned  with  economic  development  has  taken 
place. 

(e)  (1)  Such  center  also  may  be  operated  by  a  consortium  com- 
posed of  an  entity  or  entities  described  in  subsection  (c),  and  an  ex- 
isting campus-based  research  entity,  or  other  State  and  local  agen- 
cies, nonprofit  agencies,  interstate  higher  education  organizations, 
or,  where  appropriate,  for-profit  agencies.  The  Secretary,  through 
regulatioii,  shall  determine  a  mechanism  for  assessing  the  percent- 
age of  operating  costs  paid  by  other  members  of  a  technology  trans- 
fer consortium  arrangements. 

(2)  For  purpose  of  paragraph  (1),  the  term  "existing  campus-

TITLE  XIII— EDUCATION  ADMINISTRATION 
Part  A — Secretarial  Studies  and  Evaluations 

SEC.  1301.  SATISFACTORY  PROGRESS. 

The  Secretary,  through  the  Office  of  Educational  Research  and 
Improvement,  shall  conduct  a  survey  on  the  impact,  if  any,  on 
grades  of  students  of  the  amendments  made  by  this  Act  to  section 
484(c)  of  the  Act.  The  study  required  by  this  subsection  shall  be 
conducted  over  the  5-year  period  ending  September  30,  1991.  The 
Secretary,  after  the  end  of  each  year  of  the  study,  shall  submit  to 
the  Congress  a  report  of  the  survey  required  by  this  subsection,  to- 
gether with  such  recommendations  as  the  Secretary  deems  appro- 
priate.

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SEC.  1302.  NATIONAL  ENDOWMENT  FOR  INTERNATIONAL  STUDIES. 

(a)  Study  Required. — ^The  Secretary  shall,  in  consultation 
with  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Information  Agency,  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Agency  for  International  Development,  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  conduct  a  study  on  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  National  Endowment  for  International  Studies. 
The  study  shall  develop  a  program,  a  funding  plan,  and  priorities 
for  such  an  Endowment. 

(b)  Conduct  of  Study. — In  carrying  out  the  study  required  by 
this  section,  the  Secretary  shall  consider — 

(1)  the  extent  of  the  need  for  international  studies  pro- 
grams at  all  educational  levels,  not  served  by  title  VI  of  the 
Act; 

(2)  the  programs  at  the  Agency  for  International  Develop- 
ment, the  United  States  Information  Agency,  and  the  Depart- 
ments of  State,  Defense,  and  Education  which  can  be  coordi- 
nated to  increase  the  scope  and  number  and  kinds  of  partici- 
pants in  international  educational  programs; 

(3)  the  feasibility  of  an  Endowment  for  International  Stud- 
ies, by  whom  it  shall  be  administered,  and  procedures  for  re- 
ceiving corporate  and  other  private  contributions  for  supple- 
mental funding,  similar  to  Treasury  fund  accounts  at  other 
Federal  agencies;  and 

(4)  a  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  weaknesses  and 
strengths  in  international  education  and  foreign  language 
training  at  all  levels  of  education  in  our  Nation  and  the  role 
of  the  Endowment  to  remedy  these  weaknesses,  and  encourage 
expansion  of  these  strengths. 

(c)  Report. — ^The  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
Congress,  not  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  enactment  of 
this  section,  a  report  on  the  study  required  by  this  section,  together 
with  such  recommendations,  including  recommendations  for  legisla- 
tion, as  the  Secretary  deems  appropriate.

SEC.  1303.  DATA  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

(a)  Conduct  of  Studies.— The  Secretary,  through  the  Office  of 
Education  Research  and  Improvement,  shall  conduct  the  studies  re- 
quired by  this  section  and  submit  reports  thereon  to  the  Congress 
not  later  than  September  30,  1990.  The  reports  shall  contain  such 
recommendations,  including  recommendations  for  legislation,  as 
the  Secretary  deems  appropriate.

(C)  forecast  the  future  cost  of  obtaining  a  higher  education 
with  consideration  given  to  prospective  demographic  changes 
in  student  enrollments. 
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(D)  evaluate  the  impact  of  such  changes  in  cost  on  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  their  students,  and  lower-  and  mid- 
dle-income families, 

(E)  make  recommendations  on  how  such  changes  in  cost 
can  be  minimized  in  the  future,  and 

(F)  outline  Statt  and  Federal  policy  options  which  may 
help  to  minimize  such  changes  in  cost  in  the  future. 

(2)  In  conducting  such  study,  the  Secretary  shall  give  special 
consideration  to  the  impact  of  escalating  costs  on  lower-  and  mid- 
dle-income students  and  families,  the  impact  of  escalating  costs  on 
female  and  minority  students,  the  impact  of  escalating  costs  on  the 
career  choices  made  by  students,  and  the  relationship  between  es- 
calating costs  and  the  Federal  student  financial  assistance  pro- 
grams. 

(3)  During  the  conduct  of  such  study,  the  Secretary  shall  con- 
sult frequently  with  the  Chadrman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Labor  and  Human  Resources  and  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Education  and  Labor. 

(c)  Student  Aid  Recipient  Survey. — (1)  The  Secretary  shall 
survey  student  aid  recipients  on  a  regular  cycle,  but  not  less  than 
once  every  3  years — 

(A)  to  identify  the  population  of  students  receiving  Federal 
student  add; 

(B)  to  determine  the  income  distribution  and  other  socio- 
economic characteristics  of  federally  added  students; 

(C)  to  describe  the  combinations  of  aid  from  State,  Federal, 
and  private  sources  received  by  students  from  all  income 
groups; 

(D)  to  describe  the  debt  burden  of  loan  recipients  and  their 
capacity  to  repay  their  education  debts;  and 

(E)  to  disseminate  such  information  in  both  published  and 
machine  readable  form. 

(2)  The  survey  shall  be  representative  of  full-time  and  part- 
time,  undergraduate,  graduate,  and  professional  and  current  and 
former  students  in  all  types  of  institutions,  and  should  be  designed 
and  administered  in  consultation  with  the  Congress  and  the  post- 
secondary  education  community. 

(d)  Teacher  Supply  and  Demand.— <1)  The  Secretary  shall 
utilize  the  legislative  authority  under  section  406(b)  of  the  General 
Education  Provisions  Act  to  annually  assess  current  and  future 
supply  and  demand  for  teachers  with  particular  attention  to — 

(A)  long-term  and  short-term  shortages  of  personnel  in 
various  subject  areas  or  teaching  specialties; 

(B)  shortages  in  particular  States  or  regions; 

(C)  the  number  of  minorities  entering  teaching; 

(D)  the  number  of  women  and  minorities  entering  edu- 
cational administration; 

(E)  the  effect  of  State  curriculum  and  graduation  require- 
ments on  the  need  for  teachers  in  each  State; 

(F)  the  extent  to  which  demographic  characteristics  of  per- 
sons currently  employed  as  teachers  and  persons  studying  to 
be  teachers  match  the  characteristics  of  the  students  in  each 
State  (race,  age,  sex); 
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(G)  the  academic  qualifications  of  prospective  teachers  and 
the  academic  preparation  of  persons  currently  preparing  to  be 
teachers; 

(H)  the  effect  of  the  introduction  of  State  mandated  teach- 
er competency  tests  on  the  demographic  and  educational  char- 
acteristics of  teachers  and  the  supply  of  teachers;  and 

(I)  an  assessment  of  new  and  emerging  specialties  and  the 
technologies,  academic  subjects,  and  occupational  areas  requir- 
ing vocational  education,  with  emphasis  on  the  unique  needs 
for  preparing  an  adequate  supply  of  vocational  teachers  of 
handicapped  students,  with  added  emphasis  on  the  preparation 
required  to  teach  combined  classrooms  of  handicapped,  or  other 
highly  targeted  groups  of  students  and  other  students  within 
a  vocational  education  setting. 

(2)  The  analysis  conducted  under  this  subsection  may  include 
assessment  of  other  educational  needs  identified  by  the  Congress, 
including  an  assessment  of  the  need  for  instructional  equipment 
and  materials  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools  and  in  institu- 
tions of  higher  education. 

(e).  Equitable  Student  Aid  for  Farm  Families.— The  Sec- 
retary shall  conduct  a  study  of  financial  aid  formulas  under  title 
rV  of  the  Act  for  students  in  postsecondary  educational  institutions 
with  special  attention  to  devising  a  more  equitable  formula  for 
farm  families. 

if)  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  $2,700,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  1987  and  for  each  of  the  2  succeeding  fiscal  years  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.

SEC.  1304.  EVALUATION  OF  CONTIIWING  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Evaluation. — The  Secretary  shall  enter  into  a  contract 
with  a  qualified  entity  to  study  and  evaluate  the  programs  estab- 
lished imder  part  A  of  title  I  of  this  Act. 

(b)  Secretary's  Responsibiuties.— The  Secretary  shall  assist 
in  evaluating  the  status  and  progress  of  adult  education  and  post- 
secondary  continuing  education  in  achieving  the  purposes  of  this 
title.

Part  C — Costs  of  Postsecondary  Education 

sec.  1321.  national  commission  on  hesponsibiunes  for  fi- 
nancing postsecondary  education. 

(a)  Findings.— The  Congress  finds— 

(1)  that  institutions  of  higher  education  in  our  Nation  and 
their  human  and  intellectual  resources  are  critical  to  the  fu- 
ture of  the  American  society,  and  the  Nation's  economic  poten- 
tial, its  strength,  security,  and  freedom,  and  the  quality  of  life 
for  all  citizens  are  tied  to  the  quality  and  extent  of  higher  edu- 
cation available; 

(2)  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Federal  Government, 
to  establish  a  clearly  defined  nationad  policy  regarding — 

(A)  the  role  and  expectations  of  respective  institutions 
in  society  (the  family  unit,  institutions  of  higher  education, 
government,  and  the  individual  in  financing  the  costs  of 
postsecondary  education);  and 

(B)  the  most  efficient  and  effective  use  of  limited  Fed- 
eral, State,  and  private  resources  for  supplementing  the 
family  effort  in  financing  postsecondary  education  and  for 
creating  incentives  for  individuals  and  families  to  plan  for 
financing  postsecondary  education;  and 

(3)  the  appropriate  response  to  economic,  budgetary,  demo- 
graphic, and  social  changes  which  will  require  individuails, 
families,  institutions  of  higher  education,  and  government  to 
plan  and  adapt  to  the  future  needs  for  student  financial  assist- 
ance for  postsecondary  education. 

(b)  Establishment  of  the  Commission.- -(1)  There  is  estab- 
lished as  an  independent  agency  in  the  executive  branch  a  commis- 
sion to  be  known  as  the  National  Commission  on  Responsibilities 
for  Financing  Postsecondary  Education  (hereafter  in  this  section  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Commission"). 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  9  members,  3  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  3  of  whom  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  3  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  majority  leader  of  the  Senate.  The 
membership  of  the  Commission  shall  provide  expertise  and  ei;peri- 
ence  in  the  provision  and  financing  of  postsecondary  education,  in- 
cluding student  financial  aid  administrators,  secondary  school  ad- 
ministrators, individuals  skilled  in  education  economics  research, 
individuals  having  expertise  in  the  development  of  standards  and 
systems  of  need  analysis  for  student  assistance  programs,  and  indi- 
viduals with  particular  expertise  in  credit  financing  for  postsecond- 
ary education. 

(c)  Duties  of  the  Commission.— 

(1)  In  general.- The  Commission  shall  study  and  inves- 
tigate the  extent  to  which — 
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(A)  there  is  a  consistent  and  coherent  Federal  policy 
regarding  the  appropriate  family  role  in  financing  the 
costs  of  postseconoary  education  for  family  members; 

(B)  the  current  Federal  laws  and  regulations  promote 
the  stated  Federal  policy;  and 

(C)  the  extent  to  which  State  laws  which  remove  pa- 
rental responsibilities  for  children  over  18  years  of  age 
conflict  with  Federal  policy  in  this  area. 

(2)  Report  and  recommendations.— The  Commission 
shall— 

(A)  summarize  the  appropriate  findings  of  the  Na- 
tional Commission  on  Student  Financial  Assistance; 

(B)  recommend  to  the  Congress  a  comprehensive  anal- 
ysis on  the  extent  to  which  a  consensus  exists  regarding 
the  appropriate  role  of  the  family  in  financing  postsecond- 
ary  education;  and 

(C)  to  the  extent  that  a  consensus  exists,  recommend 
changes  in  current  law  that  would  be  required  to  achieve 
the  desired  Federal  policy,  including  recommendations  on 
Federal  incentives  to  encourage  families  to  plan  and  save 
for  their  financial  responsibilities  in  financing  postsecond- 
ary  education  for  family  members  taking  into  accoimt  the 
needs  of  ftiture  generations. 

(d)  Specific  Requirements. — In  carrying  out  its  responsibil- 
ities imder  subsection  (c),  the  Commission  shall  make  a  study  of 
the  following  areas: 

(1)  Need  analysis.— 

(A)  The  most  appropriate  mechanisms  for  measuring 
student  and  family  ability  to  pay  for  postsecondary  edu- 
cation. 

(B)  The  incentives  and  disincentives  for  family  saving 
in  existing  need  analysis  systems. 

(C)  Tne  feasibility  and  impact  of  different  need  analy- 
sis systems  and  eligibility  formulas  for  determining  stu- 
dent and  family  contributions  for  Federal  and  non-Federal 
grant,  loan,  and  work-study  programs. 

(D)  The  extent  to  which  existing  systems  of  need  anal- 
ysis take  into  account  the  circumstances  of  older  and  non- 
traditional  students,  students  with  minor  dependents,  and 
divorced  and  separated  parents. 

(E)  The  extent  to  which  existing  systems  of  need  anal- 
ysis recognize  differing  regional  economic  conditions. 

(F)  The  feasibility  of  a  simplified  need  analysis  system 
for  determining  ability  to  pay  tor  low-income  families,  eco- 
nomically disadvantaged  families,  and  families  receiving 
public  assistance  benefits. 

(G)  The  postsecondary  education  financing  partner- 
ship, and  the  impact  of  external  influences,  such  as  eco- 
nomic conditions  or  State-level  initiatives,  that  affect  the 
balance  of  financial  support  among  students  and  their 
families,  the  Federal  Government,  States,  postsecondary 
institutions,  credit  institutions,  and  the  private  sector. 

(2)  Student  independence. — ^The  most  appropriate  mech- 
anisms and  factors  to  be  considered  in  determining  student 
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independence  and  self-support  and  in  determining  when  fami- 
lies should  be  expected  to  provide  parental  financiaJi  informa- 
tion in  determining  expected  family  contributions  for  Federal 
student  assistance  programs. 

(3)  Parental  RESPonsibiuty.— In  consultation  and  co- 
operation with  associations  of  higher  education  institutions 
and  administrators,  secondary  schools,  student  and  parent  as- 
sociations, and  other  organizations,  the  most  effective  means  of 
reinforcing  and  promoting  the  principle  of  parental  responsibil- 
ity for  contributing,  to  the  extent  that  they  are  able,  to  the 
costs  of  their  children's  postseconda^  education. 

(4)  Student  responsibiuty.— The  most  effective  mecha- 
nisms for  measuring  student  ability  to  contribute  to  edu- 
cational cost  through  earnings  and  savings,  the  extent  to  which 
such  mechanisms  reflect  the  circumstances  of  students  from 
disadvantaged  families,  and  the  existing  levels  of  student  con- 
tributions from  past,  current,  and  future  earnings.

(3)  to  make  such  bylaws  and  rules  as  it  deems  necessan^ 
for  the  administration  of  its  functions  under  this  title,  includ- 
ing the  organization  and  procedures  of  the  Board. 

(h)  Compensation. — Members  of  the  Board  appointed  pursu- 
ant to  subsection  (aXlXA)  shall,  for  each  day  they  are  engaged  m 
the  performance  of  Lhe  duties  under  this  title,  receive  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $125  per  day,  including  travel  time.  All  members  of 
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the  Board,  while  so  serving  away  from  their  homes  or  regular 
places  of  business,  shall  be  allov  ed  travel  expenses  (including  per 
diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence),  as  iuthorized  by  section  5703  of  title 
5,  United  States  Code,  for  perso;j8  in  Government  service  employed 
intermittently. 

(i)  Appointment  Exception  for  Continuity.— 

(1)  In  order  to  maintaxn  the  stability  and  continuity  of  the 
Board,  the  Board  shall  h  ive  the  power  to  recommend  the  con- 
tinuation of  members  on  *he  Board  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  subsection.

(4)  maintain  a  system  for  matching  available  teachers  with 
job  openings  for  which  they  are  qualified  and  for  tracking  the 
supply  of  teachers  and  the  demand  for  teachers  among  the 
States; 

(5)  encourage  the  development  of  programs  to  recruit  and 
train  minorities  and  individuals  with  disabilities  to  become 
teachers; 

(6)  assist  employers  in  checking  the  background  of  appli- 
c£ints; 

(7)  publicize  the  availability^  of  scholarships,  loans,  and 
other  programs  that  assist  individuals  wishing  to  pursue  a 
teaching  career; 

(8)  assist  employers  in  the  development  of  effective  teacher 
recruitment  programs; 

(9)  assist  in  developing  reciprocal  agreements  on  teacher 
certification  among  States;  and 

(10)  conduct  such  other  activities  and  services  necessary  to 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  section  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

(d)  Definition.— For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term

(3)  the  diversity  of  independent  colleges  and  universities 
offers  students  a  choice  in  the  type  of  educational  e^jenence 
that  will  best  s'srve  such  students'  interests,  needs  and  aspira-

of  all  students  in  the  United  States,  award  33  percent  of  all 
bachelor's  degrees  in  the  United  States,  42  percent  of  all  such 
master's  degrees,  36  percent  of  all  such  doctoral  degrees,  and 
59  percent  of  all  such  professional  degrees;

(6)  independent  colleges  and  universities  are  deeplv  in- 
volved in  hundreds  of  partnerships  with  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary schools,  and  such  partnerships  are  largely  funded  by 
such  colleges  and  universities; 

(7)  independent  colleges  and  universities  have  been  an  ex- 
traordinary example  of  private-public  partnerships,  with  such 
colleges  and  universities  operating  in  the  public  interest  to  pro- 
vide a  public  good;  j    *  i 

(8)  less  than  20  percent  of  the  revenue  of  independent  col- 
leges and  universities  comes  from  governmental  funds,  most  of 
which  is  in  the  form  of  Federal  and  State  financial  aid; 

(9)  decreases  in  Federal  and  State  support  for  student  ti- 
nancial  aid  programs  has  placed  at  risk  the  option  of  choosing 
an  independent  college  or  university  for  an  increasing  number

(10)  whereas  at  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century  80  per- 
cent of  the  students  enrolled  in  higher  education  in  the  United 
States  were  enrolled  in  independent  colleges  and  universities, 
such  percentage  has  now  declined  to  21  percent,  and  further 
erosions  place  at  risk  the  option  of  choosing  an  independent

SEC.  1423.  PURPOSE. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  part  to  establish  a  National  Lommis- 
sion  on  Independent  Higher  Education.

SEC  1424  NATIONAL  COMMISSION  ON  INDEPENDENT  HIGHER  EDU- 
CATION. 

(a)  Establishment.— There  is  established  as  an  independent 
agency  in  the  executive  branch  a  commission  to  be  known  as  the 
National  Commission  on  Independent  Higher  Education  (hereafter 
in  this  part  referred  to  as  the  "Commission").

(2)  Expertise  requirement.— The  members  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  consist  of  individuals  with  expertise  and  experi- 
ence in  independent  higher  education,  including  expertise  in 
national  tax  policy,  individuals  with  expertise  in  State  higher 
education  finance,  individuals  with  expertise  in  Federal  finan- 
cial aid  programs,  individuals  with  expertise  in  issues  of  stu- 
dent and  faculty  diversity,  and  individuals  with  expertise  in 
graduate  education  and  research. 

(3)  Date. — The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  ap- 
pointed not  later  than  6  months  after  the  date  of  enactment  of 
this  Act. 

(c)  Period  of  Appointment;  Vacancies.— Members  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  appointed  for  the  life  of  the  Commission.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  Commission  shall  not  affect  its  powers,  but  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appointment. 

(d)  Meetings.— The  Commission  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
Chairman. 

(e)  Quorum. — Six  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  but  a  lesser  number  of  members  may  hold  hear- 
ings. 

(f)  Chairperson.— The  Commission  shall  select  a  Chairperson 
from  among  its  members.

SEC.  1425.  DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  shall — 

(1)  develop  a  factual  base  for  understanding  the  status  of 
independent  colleges  and  universities,  their  contributions  to 
public  priorities,  and  the  effects  of  national  higher  education 
policies  on  the  independent  nonprofit  sector; 

(2)  review  the  issuance  of  Federal  regulations  regarding 
independent  colleges  and  universities,  and  suggest  means  by 
which  independent  colleges  and  universities  can  be  held  ac- 
countable for  use  of  public  resources  without  inappropriate  in- 
trusion into  institutional  autonomy;  and 

(3)  address  the  relati  i  between  Federal  and  State  policies 
on  independent  colleges  and  universities,  particularly  with  re- 
spect to  student  access  and  choice,  finance,  institutional  sub- 
sidies, and  institutional  accountability.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  this  Aact 
may  be  cited  as  the  "Navajo  Community  College  Act". 
(25  U.S.C.  640a,  note) 

PURPOSE 

Sec.  2.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Act  to  assist  the  Navajo  Tribe 
of  Indians  in  providing  education  to  the  members  of  the  tribe  and 
other  qualified  applicants  through  a  community  college,  established 
by  that  tribe,  known  as  the  Navajo  Community  College. 
(25  U.S.C.  640a) 

GRANTS 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  Interior  is  authorized  to  make  grants 
to  the  Navajo  Tribe  of  Indians  to  assist  the  tribe  in  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance,  and  operation  of  the  Navajo  Community  Col- 
lege. Such  college  shall  be  designed  and  operated  by  the  Navaio 
Tribe  to  insure  that  the  Navajo  Indians  and  other  qualified  appli- 
cants have  educational  opportunities  which  are  suited  to  their 
unique  needs  and  interests. 
(25  U.S.C.  640b) 

STUDY  OF  FACILITIES  NEEDS 

Sec.  4.2  (a)  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  a  detailed  survey  and 
study  of  the  academic  facilities  needs  of  the  Navajo  Community 
College,  and  shall  report  to  the  Congress  not  later  than  August  1,

(P.L.  95-471) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  this  Act  may 
be  cited  as  the  "Tribally  Controlled  Community  College  Assistance 
Act  of  1978".

DEFINITIONS

of  the  sum  of  the  credit  hours  of  all  Indian  students  so  en-

(8)  "satisfactory  progress  toward  a  degree  or  certificate 
has  the  meaning  given  to  such  term  by  the  institution  at  which 
the  student  is  enrolled. 
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(b)  The  following  conditions  shall  apply  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining the  Indian  student  count  pursuant  to  paragraph  (7)  of 
subsection  (a): 

(1)  Such  number  shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
registrations  of  Indian  students  as  in  effect  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  t?.urd  week  of  each  academic  term.

No 
credits  earned  by  such  student  for  purposes  of  obtaining  a  high 
school  degree  or  its  equivalent  shall  be  covmted  toward  the 
computation  of  the  Indian  student  count.

(5)  Credits  earned  in  a  continuing  education  program  shall 
be  converted  to  a  credit-hour  basis  in  accordance  with  the  trib- 
ally controlled  community  college's  system  for  providing  credit 
for  participation  in  such  program.

PURPOSE

under  paragraph  (1). 

(5)  Clearinghouse  activities  encouraging  the  coordination 
of,  and  providing  a  point  for  the  coordination  of,  all  vocational 
activities  (and  academically  related  training)  serving  all  stu- 
dents of  the  Indian  tribe  involved  in  the  grant.

SEC.  1341.  SHORT  TITLE. 

This  part  may  be  cited  as  the  "Tribal  Development  Student  As- 
sistance Act".

SEC.  1342.  FINDINGS;  PURPOSES. 

(a)  Findings.— The  Congress  fmds  that— 

(1)  a  substantial  number  of  Indian  students  have  partially 
completed  their  degrees  in  postsecondary  education,  but  have 
been  imable,  for  a  number  of  reasons,  to  complete  the  degrees; 

(2)  in  at  least  some  measure  these  students  have  been  sup- 
ported by  tribal  funds  or  grants  of  Federal  monies  adminis- 
tered by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  or  tribes; 

(3)  the  inability  of  the  students  to  complete  these  degrees 
has  led  to  a  hardship  for  the  students  and  a  loss  of  a  potential 
pool  of  talent  to  the  tribes  or  tribal  organizations  which  origi- 
nally financed,  at  least  in  part,  these  efforts; 

(4)  this  loss  has  crippled  tribal  efforts  in  the  areas  of  eco- 
nomic and  social  development; 

(5)  this  failure  to  complete  the  postsecondary  schooling  has 
led  to  economic  loss  to  the  tribes  and  the  Federal  Government 
which  could  be  remedied  by  completion  of  the  courses  of  study; 
and 

(6)  a  program  to  identify  students  with  a  level  of  post- 
secondary  completion  short  of  the  fulfillment  of  graduation  re- 
quirements and  to  encourage  them  to  complete  these  require- 
ments, including  provision  of  resources,  will  benefit  the  stu- 
dents, the  tribes,  and  the  Federal  Government. 

(b)  PuRPOSES.~The  purposes  of  this  part  are— 

(1)  to  establish  a  revolving  loan  program  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  a  tribe  or  tribal  organization  for  the  purposes  of  in- 
creasing the  number  of  college  graduates  available  to  work  in 
tribal  businesses,  tribal  government,  and  tribal  services  such 
as  schools  and  hospitals; 
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(2)  to  conduct  research  to  assess  the  situational  and  edu- 
cational barriers  to  participation  in  postsecondary  education; 

(3)  to  encourage  development,  through  grants,  of  a  model 
which  provides,  in  addition  to  loans,  transitional  and  follow-up 
services  needed  to  encourage  persistence  in  postsecondary  edu- 
cation.

stantially equal  ability,  and  there  are  not  sufficient  scholarships  or 
fellowships,  as  the  case  may  be,  available  to  grant  one  to  each  ot 
such  applicants,  the  available  scholarship  or  scholarships,  fellow- 
ship or  fellowships  shall  be  awarded  to  the  applicants  in  such  man- 
ner as  will  tend  to  result  in  a  wide  distribution  of  scholarships  and 
fellowships  throughout  the  United  States.  Nothing  contained  in 
this  Act  shall  prohibit  the  Foundation  from  refusing  or  revoking  a 
scholarship  or  fellowship  award,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  case  ot 
any  applicant  or  recipient,  if  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
award  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  United  States.

(e)  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  loan,  gift,  or  condemna- 
tion, and  to  hold  and  dispose  of  by  grant,  sale,  lease,  or  loan, 
real  and  personal  property  of  all  kinds  necessary  for,  or  result- 
ing from,  the  exercise  of  authority  granted  by  this  Act; 

(f)  to  receive  and  use  funds  donated  by  others,  if  such 
funds  are  donated  without  restriction  other  than  that  they  be 
used  m  furtherance  of  one  or  more  of  the  general  purposes  of 
the  Foundation;

0)  to  arrange  with  and  reimburse  the  heads  of  other  Fed- 
eral agencies  for  the  performance  of  any  activity  which  the

(k)  during  the  5-year  period  beginning  on  the  date  of  the 
enac  tment  of  the  National  Science  Foundation  Authorization 
Act  for  Fiscal  Year  1987,  to  indemnify  grantees,  contractors. 
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and  subcontractors  associated  with  the  Ocean  Drilling  Program 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2354  of  title  10,  United  States 
Code,  with  all  approvals  and  certifications  required  by  such  in- 
demnification made  by  the  Director.

PATENT  RIGHTS 

Sec  12  Each  contract  or  other  arrangement  executed  pursu- 
ant to  this  Act  which  relates  to  scientific  or  engineering  research 
shall  contain  provisions  governing  the  disposition  of  inventions  pro- 
duced thereunder  in  a  manner  calculated  to  protect  the  public  m- 
terest  and  the  equities  of  the  individual  or  organization  with  which 
the  contract  or  other  arrangement  is  executed:  Provided,  however, 
That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  Foun- 
dation to  enter  into  any  contractual  or  other  arrangement  incon- 
sistent with  any  provision  of  law  affecting  the  issuance  or  uae  of 
patents.

INTERNATIONAL  COOPERATI  ./N  AND  COORDINATION  WITH  FOREIGN 

POLICY 

Sec.  13.  (a)  The  Foundation  is  hereby  authorized  to  cooperate 
in  any  international  scientific  or  engineering  activities  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  to  expend  for  such  international 
scientific  or  engineering  activities  such  sums  within  the  limit  of  ap- 
propriated funds  as  the  Foundation  may  deem  desirable.  The  Di- 
rector may  defray  the  expenses  of  representatives  of  Government 
agencies  and  other  organizations  and  of  individual  scientists  or  en- 
gineers to  accredited  international  scientific  or  engineering  con- 
gresses and  meetings  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  objectives  of  this  Act.  In  this  connection,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Foundation  may  undertake 
programs,  granting  fellowships  to,  or  making  other  similar  ar- 
rangements with,  foreign  nationals  for  study  and  research  m  the 
sciences  or  in  engineering  in  the  United  States  without  regard  to 
section  10  or  the  affidavit  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  re- 
quired by  section  15(d)(2)  of  this  Act. 

(b)(1)  The  authority  to  enter  into  contracts  or  other  arrange- 
ments with  organizations  or  individuals  in  foreign  countries  and

TITLE  II— HOWARD  UNIVERSITY  ENDOWMENT 

SHORT  TITLE 

Sec.  201.  This  title  may  be  cited  as  the  "Howard  University 
Endowment  Act". 
(20  U.S.C.  130aa,  note) 

DEFINITIONS 

Sec.  202.  For  purposes  of  this  title — 

(1)  the  term  "^endowment  fund"  means  a  fund,  or  a  tax  ex- 
empt foundation,  established  and  maintained  by  Howard  Uni- 
versity for  the  purpose  of  generating  income  for  its  support, 
but  which  shall  not  include  real  estate; 

(2)  the  term  "endowment  fund  corpus"  means  an  amoimt 
equal  to  the  grants  awarded  under  this  title  plus  an  amount 
equal  to  such  grants  provided  bv  Howard  University; 

(3)  the  term  "endowment  fund  income"  means  an  amount 
equal  to  the  total  value  of  the  endowment  fund  established 
under  this  title  minus  the  endowment  fund  corpus; 

(4)  the  term  "Secretary"  means  the  Secretary  of  Education; 

(5)  the  term  "University"  means  the  Howard  University  es- 
tablished by  the  Act  of  March  2,  1867.

PROGRAM  AUTHORIZED 

Sec.  203.  (a)  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  establish  an  en- 
dowment program,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  title, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  or  increasing  endowment  funds,  pro- 
viding additional  incentives  to  promote  fundraising  activities,  and 
encouraging  independence  and  self-sufficiency  at  the  University.

INVESTMENTS

ance, and  research.  No  endowment  fund  income  or  corpus  may  be 
used  for  any  type  of  support  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Univer- 
sity or  for  any  commercial  enterprise  or  endeavor  entered  into  after 
January  1,  1981.

United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  (a)  in  order 
to  establish  an  appropriate  memorial  to  the  late  President  Herbert 
Hoover,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Secretary")  is  authorized  to  make  grants,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  the  Hoover  Institution  on  War,  Revo- 
lution, and  Peace,  Stanford  University,  Stanford,  California. 

(b)  No  grant  may  be  made  under  this  Act  for  any  fiscal  year 
imless — 

(1)  the  Secretary  determines  that  the  total  of  such  grants

(or  Its  successor  in  title  or  possession)  ceases  or  fails  to  bf  a 
nonprofit  institution,  or 

(2)  the  facility  ceases  to  be  used  as  an  educational  facility 
unless  the  Secretary  determines  that  there  is  good  cause  for  re- 
leasing the  institution  from  its  obligation, 

the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  such  Institution 
(or  successor)  an  amount  which  bears  to  the  then  value  of  the  facil- 
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ity  the  same  ratio  as  the  amount  of  such  Federal  grant  or  grants 
bore  to  the  development  cost  of  the  facility  (as  determined  by  the 
Secretary)  financed  with  the  aid  of  such  grant  or  grants.  Such 
value  shall  be  determined  by  agreement  of  the  parties  or  by  action 
brought  in  the  United  States  district  court  for  the  district  in  which 
such  facility  is  situated.  ,  ^ 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsections  (a)  and  (b), 
no  facility  constructed  with  assistance  under  this  Act  shall  ever  be 
used  for  religious  worship  or  a  sectarian  activity  or  for  a  school  or 
department  of  divinity. 

Sec.  3.  The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
of  his  duly  authorized  representatives,  shall  have  access  for  the 
purpose  of  audit  and  examination  to  any  books,  documents,  papers, 
and  records  of  the  Hoover  Institution  on  War,  devolution,  and 
Peace  that  are  pertinent  to  the  grant  received. 

Sec.  4.  The  Hoover  Institution  on  War,  Revolution,  and  Peace 
shall,  annually,  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  President  and  the  Con- 
gress a  report  on  the  expenditure  of  fimds  received  by  the  Institu- 
tion in  the  previous  fiscal  year  during  the  period  for  which  grants 
are  made  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  making  grants  in  accordance  with  this  Act  amounts  not 
to  exceed  $7,000,000.
